Myron May is an example of someone who was a successful lawyer and 
yet is killed by the state for probably winning a case he should have lost 
(https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=TCefOJmdslk | https://www.youtube.com/watch? 





v=4LIUzvQYjPI) of course having mental health issues & being confused is 
the standard excuse of intelligence officials to get rid of someone. 
Remotely cooking a person into aggression, bad health and psy issues 
doing 24/7 neurochatter harassment and interrogation to destroy a 
person and then push the person into committing crimes and then killing 
themselves.

Elke mes beneden 10cm is legaal volgens de wet politie kan het niet 
pakken. 


3. Ze beweren bewijs te hebben maar vragen je of je even mee wilt kijken op een lege telefoon tijdens 1 van hun acts om te doen 
alsof ze iets hebben opgenomen. Zodat ze anderen weer kunnen overtuigen tot community slaughter. 


4. Veel mensen vinden dat ik een GRID heb neergezet nu op hun actie. Wat betekend doordat mensen nu weten wat familie Kasto in 
Groningen allemaal doet (rat zijn, stemmetjes beamen, mensen gek lullen) hun leven in gevaar brengt.

Echter vanwege de inhoud namelijk MKULTRA en MONARCH is dit 
een poging tot MOORD vanuit de overheid om potentieeel gevaar op te ruimen. Dit terwijl ik ooit hield van de overheid omdat ik 
geloofde dat het goede dingen deed.

Daarnaast had Edward Snowden het hier ook al over. Ze kunnen thought processing zien met Brain Computer Interfaces. 
Maar ze doen alsof de tech al zo goed is dat ze door ogen heen kunnen kijken (proef of de som; als je dat gelooft dat ze dat 
kunnen zul je denken dat je niets voor ze kunt verbergen en zul je steeds de waarheid spreken). Jammer genoeg voor hun 
heb ik hun 10 jaar gepusht om bewijs te tonen voor alles was ze beweren maar hebben ze niets. Nu leeft een neppe 
Vietnamees met een hele Pinda familie in Hoogezand als corrupte ambtenaartjes en rat lopend op straat met hun kinderen 
zelf als target omdat deze data roteerd en verspreid. Durft de politie niet naar mijn data te kijken omdat ze weten dat ik ze 
heb waar ik ze hebben wil. En de belastingdient Groningen die durft niet eens meer te kijken naar hoe ze 10 jaar illegaal 
MkKultra, Monarch + RNM behavior mods zonder reden en bewijsvoering gerechtelijk kunnen winnen boven mijn data. 
Lees maar goed de Engelse content over deze onderwerp die ik hier heb gemaakt met bewijs erdoorheen en je komt 
terecht in een wereld waar geheime politie, organisaties, bedrijven en individuen samenwerken aan een systeem dat hen 
allen ten goede valt, maar waar offers bij gemaakt worden (targets, Manchurian candidates, false flag terrorism) en dat 
alles zodat angst een Staat in leven houd.

Jouw geloofsovertuiging misbruiken met RNM of even Satan spelen 
in je hoofd om anderen en jezelf te doden. Als je niet slim genoeg bent dan word je gewoon de volgende Tristan van der 
Vlis en dat is een feit. Het maakt mij niet uit als ik dood geschoten word, want ik heb hier de waarheid verteld over de 
corrupte ambtenaren club in Groningen, een duivelse inlichtingendienst dat graag moslims target en vraagt geen moslim 
meer te zijn maar een demoon die een valse viag operatie uitvoerd en daarvoor inruil alles krijgt wat hij wil. Trap daar niet 
in.

Daarna gaan ze zelf acteren voor meer valse rapportages and sturen ze bijvoorbeeld iemand van het tegengesteld geslacht 
op je af die zegt dat je haar lastig valt of iemand van hetzelfde geslacht die zegt dat je ruzie zoekt en dat de persoon niet 
weet wat er met je aan de hand is, dat je verward bent, misschien gek zo proberen ze instanties en ambtenaren te 
overtuigen onderling.

Wat 
ook raar is dat ze zelf op internet komen met en homo en proberen populair en beroemd te spelen maar dat ze mij zeggen 
dat ik mijn video materiaal offline moet halen (waar geen wet voor bestaat) de politie zei dit zelf ook. Het grappige is dat 
de politie zijn eigen mening niet mag uiten hierover. Ze vinden dat ik te ver ga met het laten zien van mijn vechtsport 
filmpjes op het internet maar Facebook en YouTube staan er vol mee nog meer dan ik heb geupload per kanaal. Hieraan 
kun je al zien dat in de politiestaat en de spelletjes der surveillance, valse beschuldigingen en rat provocatie met infragards 
veel mensen zitten die ergens niet tegen kunnen. Zelf kunnen ze het allemaal niet maar ik moet het weghalen? Daarom 
heb ik laten zien dat ik zelf met HTMLS5 video scripting mijn eigen videos op deze website kan hosten net als mijn images en 
content waardoor ik niet eens afhankelijk ben van derde partijen zoals Facebook of YouTube ahahahah. En daar waren ze 
niet blij mee. Nooit gaat iemand mij tegenhouden of zijn mening op mij aandringen als zijn eigen wet ook niet en politie 
agent (onthoud dat maar kneus als jullie weer die zelfgemaakte internet wetten die het gehele EU niet kent en nooit gaat 
kende probeerd aan te maken in iemands kop). Je kan zien hoe de overheid mensen probeerd te beinvioeden en controle 
probeerd uit te voeren op informatie en social media. Als mensen zoals David Icke en Alex Jones van infowars zijn 
weggekickt van social media dan weet je dat de overheid geen war wilt voeren maar monopoly zoekt en massa controle en 
depopulatie probeert uit te voeren op tactische wijze. Ze hebben overduidelijk een agenda eerst waren het zwarte mensen 
en joden, nu zijn het moslim en terroristen. Ik keek vroeger naar the X-Files en Mulder had gewoon gelijk. Voordat je het 
weet krijg je te horen van een Alien invasie en hoe nodig we de overheid hebben om ons daartegen te beschermen; Aliens.

Gelukkig zijn er mensen die slimmer zijn 
dan hun (https://tweakers.net/nieuws/75236/overheid-kan-niet-op-tegen-hackers.html) en altijd hun systemen neerhalen 
en Ddossen zodat de overheid weet dat het geen monopoly heeft. Het zal mij niet verbazen dat ze net als in Korea graag 
computer willen verbieden en Linux gebruik zelf zodat distros als Kali of Parrot OS verboden worden bij de wet. De oude 
lullen in de politiek hebben geen verstand van internet en dat soort dingen maar de nieuwe generatie die zal heersen over 
de wereld wel. Dat is moment dat er wel internet wetten zullen komen ook voor Westerse landen en dat is waar ze willen 
dat mensen zoals ik een aantal stappen terug doen. Illegale ondervragingen, provocatie van politie, informantjes and 
snitches ik heb alles al gezien. Uiteindelijk werkt elke instantie van de overheid mee aan het systeem omdat ze erin geloven 
dat het goed doet (zou kunnen) maar er werken teveel corrupte mensen.

Opvallend tijdens dit alles: 


-Komen als nieuwe buren (GGZ en politie bellend) boven je wonen en beginnen te doen alsof je hun lastig valt, meisje ook met RNM

improviserend blijkbaar omdat ze niets anderen hebben als mongooltjes 

-Wakker houden in de nacht, proberen te ondervragen en proberen te programmeren blijkbaar proberen te verzwakken fysiek en mentaal 

-Pushen tot delicten en programmeren Mkultra en Monarch > Manchurian candidate (a la Tristan van der Vlis, Myron May, Aaron Alexis) en false flag 
terrorist psyops programma’s om disposible voorbeelden voor de staat te maken die later erna zelfmoord plegen onder RNM + gangstalking

De gehele actie is illegaal ook voor een overheid. Grondrechten worden geschonden op 24/7 basis. Er word paranoide schitzofrenie nagebootst in de 
naam van de Staat om iemand te conditioneren voor een “slechter” leven met psychologische tactieken en marteling op afstand. Targets worden 
ongeloofwaarheid gemaakt and neergezet als gekken onder een mentaal label en conspiracy theoristen. Veel targets weten teveel over de vuile was van 
de overheid en zijn instanties of hebben de overheid met Parrot OS of Kali Linux (BackTrack vroeger) aangevallen. Er word nu geprobeerd met meerdere 
mensen en nog steeds remote tactische psychologisch gelul mij te overtuigen voor zelfdestructie en zelfmoord. Omdat ik te psychologisch ben en teveel 
weet over het targeted individual programma werkt er niets meer. Vanwege het hebben van geen andere tactiek mogelijkheden blijven ze doorgaan om 
te winnen (terwijl ze alles all verloren hebben).

Groningen en ermee doorgaan totdat ze mensen hebben gesloopt van binnen. Ze zijn mij nu 10.000.000 aan schade vergoeding schuldig die ze niet willen 
geven uiteraard. Opzetten van anderen tegen mij staat centraal uiteraard. Pure haat/evil, hebben geen bewijs maar willen met psychologie alles bij elkaar 
acteren en overtuigen. Het is duidelijk dat Petty Wong Kasto GGZ en Darrell Oehlers GGZ Nederland (als zijn Linkedin naam toen hij mij wilde toevoegen) 
bezig zijn. Ze beweren dat ik een crimineel en pedo ben. Ze hebben bewijs zoals ze in de video roepen die je ziet, maar als ik dan vraag om bewijs hebben 
ze niets om te laten zien.

In that 
case, reporting on you isn't snitching, it's self defense.

What exactly is a snitch? 


There are a lot of different types of snitches. We could write 
an encyclopedia defining them. But we're going to keep this 
simple. 


For purposes of the book, a snitch is anybody who inserts 
him- or herself into your non-violent activities on behalf of 
government. "Government" may mean local cops. It could also 
mean the FBI, the Department of Homeland Security, or a host 
of other state or federal agencies. It's absolutely mind-boggling 
how many seemingly innocuous agencies these days have 
arrest powers, armed enforcers — and snitches employed in 
sneaky sting operations. And thousands of them use snitches. 


There are two common categories of snitch you need to look 
out for: 


The infiltrator/agent provocateur. This is someone (often a 
professional) who is inserted into a group for an active 
purpose, such as disrupting the group, or worst, talking 
formerly innocent (or at least formerly non-violent) people 
into committing crimes in order to bust them. Agents 
provocateurs may, among other things, try to turn non- 
violent protest into violent action, thus discrediting 
movements, giving excuses for crackdowns, and giving more 
publicity and power to government agencies. 


The informer/informant. This snitch is often a legitimate 
member of a group or social circle who continues to be active 
while giving information to the police. This person may be 
acting under duress (to save his own skin after being 
arrested, for instance). This person may be hoping the cops 
will pay with money, drugs, or ongoing criminal immunity 
for her dubious "services." While this person isn't necessarily 
a professional agent provocateur, he may nevertheless try to 
talk friends into committing crimes so he can get more 
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credibility or rewards from his police handlers. 


These aren't the only types of snitches. For example, there's 
also what we'll call the "accidental snitch" — though idiot 
snitch might be more appropriate. This is the person who 
simply can't keep her mouth shut about illegal or controversial 
activities. Cops love these guys! They don't even have to 
threaten them, pay them, hire them, train them, or gain any 
leverage over them. They just sit back and listen to them reveal 
secrets. 


Then there's the type of snitch the British call a grass and old 
American gangsters might have called a stool pigeon. This is a 
person who blabs to cops or other government agents after you 
(and probably he) have already been arrested. This person isn't 
going to interfere with your activities; that's already been done. 
He's "only" going to give sworn affidavits and courtroom 
testimony against you, justifying it as a means of saving his 
own skin. There's not much you can do about this person. By 
the time you learn one of your former friends is a "stoolie," it's 
too late. 


There are vengeance snitches — people who turn on friends 
and associates after having a falling out or not getting their 
way. There are jailhouse snitches — either deliberately planted 
in your cell after you've been arrested or just opportunists who 
happen to be there and are willing to share whatever you say 
(or make up lies about things you said). 


Each and every one of these people is a betrayer of friendship 
and trust. All of them are just plain rats — and they're as 
welcome in the company of good people as rats are in a pantry. 


To keep things simple we're going to call them all snitches — 
though we'll differentiate when we need to help you look out 
for specific problems. 
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What makes snitches so dangerous? 


Snitches are everywhere and their use is growing. In many 
cases, genuine police investigations into actual crimes are 
almost a thing of the past. Government agents just round up 
some snitches, get them to lie or arm-twist them into spying 
and — voila! — an instant and easy case against virtually anyone 
they want to target. Sometimes they get everything they need 
from some anonymous person who makes false accusations via 
a tips hotline. 


Snitches (and cops) lie all the time and get away with it. So 
do prosecutors and virtually all government investigators. 
Good luck "proving your innocence" if some liar says you were 
part of a drug deal, laundered money, plotted to blow up a 
bridge, or asked him to help you murder somebody. Never 
mind that, in our legal system, the government is supposed to 
have to prove your guilt; that's become a quaint notion. 


Snitches damage individuals, organizations, and 
movements even before they actually rat on anybody. The mere 
fear of them destroys trust, friendship, and cohesiveness. Some 
are deliberately inserted into groups to cause exactly that sort of 
chaos and dissension. 


They tarnish otherwise legitimate political movements. 
When the media reports that members of Group X or 
Movement Y have been caught running drugs or guns or 
plotting to dump toxic chemicals in a reservoir, guess what 
sticks in the public's mind — your legitimate goals or the "fact" 
that you're a bunch of terrorist whackos? Later, when it comes 
out that the entire plot was a fiction created by an agent 
provocateur who got a few marginal members to go along with 
a scheme the government itself cooked up, hardly anyone 
notices. All they think is, "Oh, Group X; yeah, they're a bunch of 
violent loonies. Thank God the FBI saved us from them." 
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They send people to prison. Sometimes innocent people. 
Often the victims of snitches have committed "crimes" that are 
much less serious than those of the snitch himself. A snitch is 
often either a real scumbag who's in the pay of police or a 
formerly decent person trying to save herself (or family 
members or friends) from a long prison sentence by getting 


others to commit crimes. 


They may literally cost you 
your life, your fortune, and your 
sacred honor. Not to mention your 
family, your freedom, your friends, 
your job, your savings, and your 
reputation. And don't imagine that 
"mere" innocence will protect you. 
The more innocent you are, the 
more you're likely to be blindsided 
and hurt by one of these betrayers 
— because innocent, naive people 
make easy targets. 


They corrupt entire cultures. 
Think of East Germany under the 
STASI or the old Soviet Union. 
Literally husbands couldn't trust 
their wives. Parents couldn't trust 
their children. Brothers couldn't 
trust brothers because so many 
were reporting to the state. Now, 
some countries that knew the 
horror of snitch culture forbid or 
limit the use of snitches. At the

Learn and practice 
good security consciousness 


The military calls this OpSec — Operational Security. It 


means conducting yourself in such a way as not to give away 
secrets or walk stupidly into avoidable dangers. 


Don't talk about secret or illegal activities outside your 


group. 
Within your group, talk about 
them only to people who have a 
need to know. 


Keep groups small. Maybe even 
as small as a "cell of one." 


If you use email, encrypt it. Not 
only that, but encrypt all email 
you possibly can, not just email 
containing sensitive material. 
Encrypt your cute cat jokes and 
your discussions of last night's 
favorite TV show (that way you 
don't call special attention to 
your most confidential 
exchanges). 








Attorney safety tip: 


A lawyer who consulted 
on this book says: 


"When dealing with 
police, prosecutors or their 
agents, do NOT base your 
theory-of-the-game on TV, 
movies, or other sources. 
Or on constitutional theory 
you may have learned in 
school. The other side is 
playing for keeps and to 
them rules are irrelevant 
inconveniences. Ask 
Bradley Manning." 





Do not post sensitive material on social media (a no-brainer, 


but apparently some still do it). 
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Do not post sensitive material on social media even when your 
privacy settings allow only "friends" to see it. A 2012 court 
ruling said it's perfectly okay for those "friends" to turn 
around and show your allegedly private info to government 
agents. 


Do not talk to cops or indeed any government agents — 
about anything. Ever. The most innocent remarks can be 
used against you. The "nicest" cop is still not your friend. 
(We'll have more on this in Part Three and in the appendixes. 
This is extremely important!) 


Know the laws, potential sentences, and likely prosecutorial 
practices against any crimes you're committing. 


If you're a political activist, keep your nose clean in other 
ways. For instance, if you're an anti-drug-war activist, don't 
sell drugs on the side. Don't make yourself an easy target for 





spurious (or worse, real) 
criminal charges. Tip from experience: 

This comes from a friend of 
mine who spent "the worst 
two weeks" of his life in jail, 
courtesy of a snitch: "Don't 


Unless you actually want to be 
arrested to become a test case (a 
dangerous but sometimes useful 


tactic), then do everything you 
can to avoid giving anyone 
ammunition to tarnish you or 
your cause. 


Do your best to make sure your 
associates also follow good 
security practices. 





hang with people who are 
dishonest or lie, even in 
small, unimportant things. 
They have no honor to lose 
and everything they say 
and do is based on profit or 
benefit to them." 








Get yourself away from associates who are blabbermouths, 
boasters, loose-lipped drunks, or "friends" who insist on 
posting their (and your) every activity on the Internet. 


We repeat: GET YOURSELVES AWAY from anybody who 
can't keep his mouth shut! 


RATS! 


Recognizing a snitch 


While some clumsy snitches are obvious, many more are 
nearly impossible to recognize. What follows are only 
guidelines. Use them as an aid to your own brain and your own 
gut, but understand that when you organize with others to do 
controversial things, you very probably will have at least one 
snitch in your midst. There is simply no group that cannot be 
infiltrated. The longer you continue and/or the more 
controversial your activities, the more likely you are to attract 


one or more rats. 


Some typical things snitches and/or agents provocateurs do: 


A stranger or casual acquaintance tries to get you to do or 


advise on illegal activities. 


A friend suddenly starts pushing you to do or advise on 


illegal things. 


A person joins your group and 
statements he/she makes about 
his/her background just don't 
add up. 


A person joins your group and 
starts stirring up trouble and 
creating divisions. 


A person joins your group and is 
overly eager to be useful, to pay 
for the group's activities, to 








Advice from 
the underground 


This ultra-basic piece of 
advice goes back at least to 
the agitators of the 1960s. 
Yet people still get 
entrapped by ignoring it: 
"You can always tell the FBI 
agent. He's the one who's 
trying to get you to bomb 
something." 





initiate activities, supply equipment, to escalate dangerous 


activities, etc. 


Someone goes out of his way to gain your trust, to be really 
buddy-buddy with you. Then, when you resist getting into 
dubious activities, he drops all interest in you (he's looking 


for an easier mark). 
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You're asked to do illegal or dubious business with a "friend 
of a friend." This is a big one. It's amazing how many 
"friends of friends" (where controversial activities are 
involved) are actually undercover cops. 


Someone asks you to do something illegal or dangerous that 
he could just as easily do himself or have done elsewhere. 


Someone starts agitating to have your group do something 
outside the group's purposes. ("Hey, we just run a little of 
this 'stuff' across the border and it'll make us a lot of money 
that we can use to do good.") 


An older, "more experienced" person joins your group or 
circle and soon becomes a counselor of sorts to the youngest, 
most edgy, most insecure, most angry, or most naive 
members. He "cuts them out of the herd" in order to pull 
them into illegal plots. (This is a classic tactic of the agent 
provocateur.) 


Anyone in your group starts agitating for violent action. 
People who agitate for illegal activities may be snitches; or 
they may be genuine fools who will attract snitches. 


These are not the only ways snitches get you in trouble. But 


they're among the most common ones. 





On the other hand, appearances can be deceiving. 


An online commentator who goes by the handle Bulucanagria 


recalls: 


Some years ago I was returning from a job interview. I was 


changing buses in downtown Cincinnati when I saw that there was a 
hemp rally about to begin. Naturally I stayed on to enjoy the 
festivities. 


Coming from a job interview I was dressed casually, but rather 


nicely; slacks, button down shirt, decent shoes. Also, I'm a fairly large 
white guy with short hair, my preference because when my hair 
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grows out I look like a used Q-tip. 


So, I'm standing at the back of the crowd when a band comes on to 
warm up the crowd. The singer intros the song by saying, "This is 
dedicated to all the undercover cops out there today ..." and about a 
dozen people turn and look at me with knowing expressions. I had to 
laugh out loud! 


The first speaker comes out (Gatewood Galbraith RIP), and soon 
some naif sparks up a joint ... and is immediately arrested by the tie- 
dyed, long-hair, bearded hippie! Again I couldn't help myself and 
laughed out loud. I've smoked my share of The Devil's Lettuce but 
sometimes potheads just ain't too bright. 


My point is that another potential sign of a plant is somebody who 
seems to match all the stereotypes of the group you're in. The agent 
involved may be smart and subtle enough to provide a nuanced 
portrayal of a "fellow traveler," or he may be an ignorant jackwagon 
who believes all the hype put out by his overlords and thinks of his 
quarry as cartoon characters. It's true that stereotypes become so by 
generally being true, but it's doubtful that any one individual would 
embrace them all. 


Again, this seems like something a savvy person would already 
understand but, since we're trying to explain these things to ignorant 
fools (i.e. me 30 years ago), I thought I'd share. 
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What makes snitches so persuasive? 


Snitches, especially professional agents provocateurs, can be 
master manipulators. Many otherwise-smart people have been 
drawn into their traps because they failed to recognize not only 
the specific techniques listed in the last section but because they 
failed to understand the psychology of snitchery and 
entrapment. 


Snitches play on your trust and/or your desire to go along 
with others. 


They may appeal to your loyalty or your fear or some other 
emotion ("You won't do it? Wow, and here I thought you 
were one of us." "C'mon, if you had any guts you'd do this." 
"How are we ever going to change things if we don't take 
radical action?") 


They may literally "cut from the herd" the most naive, 
trusting, foolish, or discontent of your associates, isolate 
them, and psychologically manipulate them into committing 
crimes. 


They may pretend to be your friend. — especially a friend in 
need. ("I know you don't usually deal, but couldn't you just 
sell me a little from your stash?" "Look, just help me get this 
money out of the country; it's no big deal." "Hey, I know you 
have a machine shop in your garage; how about helping me 
cut down the barrel on this shotgun? I'll pay you.") 


They may actually be your friend — but a friend who has 
gotten into legal trouble and has turned to snitching to save 
themselves from a long prison sentence. (Same sorts of 
urgings as in the last bullet point, but this time coming from 
somebody for whom that wouldn't be characteristic 
behavior.) 


They may make it easy to commit crimes by not only 
pushing the idea, but actually supplying the funding, the 
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equipment, the transportation, and the planning for the 
crime. They may come across as natural leaders ('Trust me, I 
know how to do this!") 


They may make hyper-strong appeals to your cause — then 
use the leverage they gain to make equally strong appeals for 
committing crimes. 


They often play upon a normal human desire to want to DO 
something - which is likely why, if you're a political person, 
you’ re a member of the group in the first place. 


And finally — let's never forget — some snitches play on 
that most basic instinct of all — S.E.X. Spy agencies have 
known this as long as there have been spy agencies. The 
KGB used to call it "the sparrow trick"; get a red-blooded 
heterosexual male up close with an attentive, manipulative 
female and said male will eventually whisper all manner of 
secrets into her ear. These days, it probably works the other 
way around, too. And no doubt homosexual attraction can 
blind eyes and loosen lips just as effectively. 








Case in point: Steve Haug 


Haug is one of the agents provocateurs the FBI planted with the 
Hutaree Militia — a group that basically did not do much while its 
members spouted unpleasant political rhetoric. Haug inserted 
himself so persuasively into the group that he became the best man at 
the leader's wedding. 


And all the while he was recording hundreds of hours of 
conversations and aggressively trying to get the group to cook up a 
"bomb plot." A judge eventually threw out all the major charges, but 
not until some Hutaree members had spent two years in jail awaiting 
trial. 


It's also worth noting: One of the other snitches who helped bring 
down the Hutaree was a mouthy radio-show host called Hal Turner. 
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Turner used another infamous tactic of snitches; he constantly urged, 
and even threatened, violence against public officials. All the while 
he was on the air, rousing dimwits into a frenzy, he was also a paid FBI 
informant, reporting on the very people he was inciting. And that's not at 
all unusual or surprising. 











Another point to remember about snitches 


This comes from "just waiting," who also contributed the excellent 
primer on interrogation that you'll find in the appendices. He notes: 
"While all snitches are cowards, not all snitches are wimps or sissies. 
Just because we talk about them as lesser beings doesn't mean some 
of them aren't tough as nails — fighters and brawlers. 


"If nothing else, snitches show a very developed sense of self- 
preservation and a willingness to do anything to save their own ass. 
Being a rat doesn't diminish their ability to fight, it just changed their 
tactics and focus temporarily." 


So beware: Another way snitches can be dangerous is to physically 
hurt you if you get in their way. 
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"Mere" snitching vs active entrapment 


Back in the late sixties or thereabouts, there was a federal 
case in which Treasury agents latched on to a printer who was 


willing to fantasize about 
Undercover Treasury agents 
encouraged him to really do it. 
Despite being a printer, he didn't 
have the special plates required to 
print money. So the Treasury 
agents provided them. Then he 
didn't have the special paper 
required to print money. So the 
Treasury agents provided it. And 
so on. 


A judge tossed the case. And 
rightly so. There would never have 
been a crime, had the federal 
agents not provided the means and 
a big chunk of the motivation. 
That's entrapment. 


Today, that dumb sap of a 
printer would be in prison for a 
long, long, time. As Bovard says, 
standards have changed. Although 
a jury will occasionally decide that 
some act of entrapment is so 
outlandish they'll refuse to convict 
(do an Internet search on "FCPA 
Africa Sting" for a great example), 
victims of entrapment have ended 
up serving decades in prison for 
going along with plots cooked up 
entirely by government agents. 
Even those eventually found not 
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doing 


some counterfeiting. 








Times have changed 
— not for the better 


In a Playboy article, James 
Bovard wrote: "Up until the 
early Seventies, defendants 
often successfully 
challenged entrapment as a 
violation of due process. 
But in 1973, the Supreme 
Court, in an opinion 
written by Chief Justice 
William Rehnquist, gutted 
most defenses against 
government entrapment by 
focusing almost solely on 
the ‘subjective disposition' 
of the entrapped person. If 
prosecutors can find any 
inkling of a defendant's 
disposition to the crime, 
went Rehnquist's logic, 
then the person is guilty, no 
matter how outrageous or 
abusive the government 
agents' behavior. Justice 
William Brennan dissented, 
warning that the decision 
could empower law 
enforcement agents to 
‘round up and jail all 
“predisposed! individuals." 
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guilty may lose everything in the effort to save themselves. 


With courts allowing more and more acts that would once 
have been considered illegal entrapment, more and more 
"mere" snitches are using their wiles to talk people into illegal 
deeds and are even providing the means and money to carry 
those deeds out. The lines between "mere" snitches and agents 
provocateurs are blurring. 


Beware of anybody who not only wants you to commit 
illegal acts but goes out of his way to "help" you do so! 


RATS! 


Dangerous myths about snitches 
and undercover agents 


There are two huge myths about snitches, narcs, undercover 
agents and other cop-associated rats that you'll hear all the 
time. The people spouting this BS always sound as if they know 
it for a fact. But the only fact is that they're misinformed — and 
are dangerously misinforming you. 


Here are the two myths: 


Myth #1: If you ask if someone is a narc, they have to tell 
you. 


NO they don't. The myth holds that if you say, "Are you a 
narc?" or "Are you a cop?" and the person replies, "No," then 
they can never, ever bust you. Baloney! Every variety of snitch 
can look you straight in the eye and say, "I'm not a snitch" — 
then turn right around and land you in jail. Court cases around 
the nation - a search engine is your friend, here - have affirmed 
the “right” of government agents to lie to their targets. Which 
brings us to: 


Myth #2: Cops are never allowed to lie to you. 


OMEG, cops — and all kinds of other government agents — 
lie and they lie and they lie. And in nearly every case the courts 
allow them to get away with it. 


But that brings up a related subject. Increasingly, you can get 
in trouble for lying to them. Even an innocent and harmless 
misstatement can be twisted into a prison sentence for you 
(search on "Martha Stewart prison" for an example). 


There are a few sorts of lies that are so egregious that if a 
police officer tells them the case against you may be thrown out 
of court (attorney Jamie Spencer gives an example here!). But

even have good reason to suspect that someone is a cop or any 
sort of government agent, DO NOT TALK TO THEM. About 
anything. Don't try to outwit them. Do not try to turn the tables 
on them. Don't even talk about the weather around them. The 
only things you ever want to say to a cop are things like, "Am I 
free to go?," "I do not consent to a search," or "I will not speak to 
you without an attorney present." 


RATS! 


What to do if you believe 
a snitch is personally targeting you 


Let's assume that you suspect — but aren't sure — that 
someone in your circle is a snitch. And worse, you think the 
person is, or even might be, targeting you. What do you do? 


Again, get away from the person 
Do not try to outsmart the person 


Do not feed the person false information (because if that 
person is an undercover agent this could be a crime in and of 
itself) 


Do not commit violence against the person 
Just get away — even if it means leaving a group 


If you think you've already said or done something 
compromising with this person, see a good lawyer and read 
the section of this booklet on how to conduct yourself if you 
get arrested. 


Another tip from this book's helpful attorney: "Consider 
making your OWN complaint to the authorities about this 
'nutball' [the person you suspect of being a snitch]. This a) 
puts you on the record as NOT being in bed with the snitch, 
b) alerts the snitch and his handlers that you’ re aware of him 
and are thus less likely to be an 'easy target,’ c) creates an 
appearance that you're not one of the bad guys - since 
you re not hiding anything, and d) maybe - with a little luck 
- the snitch ends up in jail himself for some time. I would 
not consider this 'do not try to outsmart' described above 
(which I agree with)." Of course, if he turns out not to be a 
snitch, you may have harmed an innocent person by calling 
the cops on him. It's a risk. But if the person really is an agent 
of the government, this can be a pretty good act of self- 
protection. Oh, and one of my friends who speaks from 
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experience, points out that if you're going to report a snitch 
to the cops, it's best to do it through a lawyer. Otherwise 
you're talking to cops, which is a no-no. 








It's an old joke, but ... 
SterlingStrings writes: 


Back in Soviet Russia, twin brothers were born. They slept in the 
same crib. As they grew older, they went to the same schools, and 
entered the same military duty side by side. After the military, they 
started work next to each other in the same factory. They were 
married on the same day, and raised their families next door to each 
other in the same apartment building. 


The years go by, and the brothers find themselves as old men, 
sitting on a park bench, sharing a bottle of vodka. 


"What do you think of these new reforms they keep talking 
about?" asks one brother. 


"Nyet" Says the other, "One of us might be KGB!" 


As I said, old joke, but an element of truth. The sad reality is, 
everyone has their version of the "thirty pieces of silver." Pressure on 
a family member, fear of jail time, exposure of a dark secret ... 
anybody can be turned. The trick is in riding the fine line between 
necessary trust and over extending yourself and putting yourself at 
risk. Personally, I'm in favor of compartmentalizing information. 
Discuss "X" with one person/group, share "Y" with another group, 
and keep your yap shut about "Z". 


Also, remember that the Internet is the greatest snitch out there. 
Every click, every search, every action CAN be recorded. I have no 
evidence that it's being done successfully, but it can be done. That's 
enough for me to never use a single point of entry to the WWW. Visit 
the public library for some, your local coffee shop for more, do some 
lightweight stuff at home, and don't surf and research at the same 
time. Find stuff, data dump it to a secure source, and read it later. If 
you find it irrelevant, trash it then. 


Heads down, eyes up! 
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PART TWO 
A Snitch Uncovered 


If you believe there's a snitch in your group 


We've talked about how to recognize snitches and what you, 
as an individual, should do to protect yourself. Again, we have 
to stress that there are no magic bullets; you might be 
blindsided and severely damaged by a snitch despite your best 
instincts and best efforts at OpSec. The advice in this booklet 
can lessen the chance of that, but nobody can give you any 
guarantees. 


Let's say, though, that you believe you've spotted a snitch 
and this snitch is not only in a position to harm you, but also a 
group you belong to — whether that be a bunch of dope- 
smoking friends, a group of hobbyists or gun owners, an 
activist political organization, or a religious group. 


The first thing to do, as we have said before and will say 
again, is to get away from that person and his or her influence. 
However, now you've got other people to worry about. 


Some members of your group may be absolute innocents. 
Some may be blabbermouths or edgy types who are walking 
stupidly into the snitch's trap. Some may be friends with the 
snitch and hostile to anybody who expresses doubts about the 
person. Some may even be associates in the snitch's plan to bust 
you (it's not unusual for government agencies to plant multiple 
agents into one operation and the bitter old joke that, if not for 
the snitches, some meetings would be empty, isn't that far 
wrong). 
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What do you do? 
Document your suspicions. 


If possible, conduct some careful, subtle investigation to see 
if your suspected snitch's background and life matches her 
claims. Does she really live where she says? Has she been 
seen with police? Do her statements about her education or 
her friends hold up? If not, you may not have a snitch, but 
you have an untrustworthy person, for sure. 


Share your specific reasons for suspicion with people in the 
group that you trust. Yes, we know that snitches destroy 
trust, so be very careful when choosing one or two others to 
confide in. 


If you can do so without violating your state's law, quietly 
begin video or audiotaping all interactions with the 
suspected person. If state wiretapping laws forbid recording 
without the consent of all parties, then at least consider 
openly recording meetings to counteract any lies the snitch 
may tell his handlers. 


Start a ‘Facts, Acts, and Circumstantial file.’ After each incident 
write details down. Facts are the time, date, occasion, incident, 
characteristics of the person(s). Acts are what they did. 
Circumstantial is the impressions and anything odd about the 
situation. Use the FAC file and keep notes from unsettling 
situations and see if a pattern emerges. (Note: This item also 
appears in Appendix 2, where you will find details on how to do 
this, along with many other commonsense OpSec tips.) 


Do not make open accusations unless you have proof 
positive of snitchery or copness (as when New York 
Libertarian Party activists (see below) spotted a former 
"suspicious" member in the New York Times, helping the FBI 
with an arrest). 


Discuss with your most trusted associates what to do. 


Just as your first individual move is to keep away from the 
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suspect individual, the best group action may be to simply 
shut the person out. Stop talking with them. Stop inviting 
them to meetings. Stop asking them to be involved in 
projects. Freeze them out of all activities and discussions. 


In a serious case, you may end up having to shut down the 
entire group to foil a snitch or agent provocateur. If so, have 
a plausible excuse if you can. 


Always, always make sure that you and the other "on the up 
and up" members of your group remain on record as NOT 
advocating illegal, and in particular violently illegal, 
activities. Got a blog, a Twitter account, a Facebook page? 
Make your opposition to certain activities clear and public. 


Furthermore, make sure you stay on record as NOT 
advocating things that the snitch wants. Do not line up 
behind, or even pretend to agree with, that person's policy 
recommendations, strategies, or tactics. Remember, you may 
well be being recorded. You do not even want to appear to 
superficially agree with things an undercover operative is 
trying to talk you into. 


Again, finally, you may have to recognize that you can 
neither help nor save those who do not wish to be helped or 
saved. It may be that your final act has to be turning your 
files over to some other trusted member of the group and 
leaving. You always have a chance of finding another group. 
You’ re not going to have a chance to find another you. 





One interesting (though dangerous) way to ID snitches 


In his youth, Steve was a member of a number of groups that 
attracted the attention of cops and snitches. There were so many iffy 
hangers-on that the tiny core of solid people weren't sure who was a 
cop or who just smelled like one, or who was a snitch and who might 
just be a misfit or an idiot. 


Then three people hit on a plan. Steve explains: 








'Three of us who fairly trusted each other wondered how bad we 
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were compromised and decided to try a test. We were a lot of loosely 
organized groups with a variety of hangers on. Each of us met with 
some of these people and called a ‘secret' meeting. It was a cop's wet 
dream — with guns, drugs and heavy people promised. One of us 
went to each of these meetings and it was only some of the people 
told about it and a massive police presence at all of them. (The smart 
people stayed home.) It became unpleasant when the Feds, cops and 
such realized it was a trick. 


"It left me with the depressing feeling that it was next to 
impossible to put a heavyweight group of more than one person 
together without a snitch." 











Here's one way to spot a snitch! 
Online commenter BusyPoorDad writes: 


Years ago, when the New York Libertarian Party was starting up, 
a new member joined and became active. He said he was from a low- 
income neighborhood, worked a manual labor job, and did not know 
much about politics. He looked the part but things just did not add 
up. 

He knew how to set a table for a formal dinner, used the Robert's 
Rules very well, and fit in very well with the highly educated 
members. After about four months of working with us, he just 
stopped coming. This sort of thing happened a lot but there were no 
signs of discontent. He was always willing to do everything he was 
asked to help do (petition, run Nolan chart tables, etc.). 


About a year later he was spotted in the NY Times holding on to 
someone arrested by the FBI for something. 


His background just did not fit with him. We never saw him 
reading books, he talked about watching TV and working at a 
warehouse, but he was able to be cultured, had a good vocabulary, 
and really wanted to be part of everything. 
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HISTORICAL ways of 
dealing with known snitches 


Since, as one wag observed, the first snitch arose shortly after 
the first secret, history offers us lots and lots of examples of 
how groups have handled the betrayers in their midst. 


We do not recommend any of these methods! On the 
contrary, we advise in the strongest terms possible against 
them. This is just to note how seriously people have historically 
taken those who betray them. But, again, to be blunt - DO NOT 
DO ANY OF THIS! These examples are for historical, 
educational purposes only. 


The IRA used to shoot betrayers in the kneecaps. It wouldn't 
kill them, but everyone who saw a former activist lurching 
down the street on destroyed knees knew what he was. 


The Mafia would famously send stool pigeons to "sleep with 
the fishes." 


Resistance groups, particularly during wartime, have been 
known to leave the bodies of betrayers in public squares 
with messages pinned to them — or even carved in them. 
While still saying it's a bad idea, it did have the effect of 
discouraging the general populace from working with the 
enemy. Today snitches and betrayers often see benefits and 
face nowhere near enough drawbacks for their dirty work. 


In the 1980s and 1990s, the African National Congress 
punished perceived collaborators with the monstrous 
method called "necklacing." They'd shove a gasoline-filled 
tire over a miscreant's neck and arms and kill the person by 
setting the tire alight. 


After World War II, many women who had slept with or 
otherwise collaborated with Nazis were humiliated by 
having their hair hacked off while mobs screamed, "Nazi 
whore!" This might not sound like much compared with 
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beastly punishments like necklacing. But public humiliation, 
shunning, and the attack on their femininity was hugely 
degrading and psychologically damaging. 
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How do YOU treat an exposed snitch? 


Since you are not a Mafioso, and since (so far) we are not in 
an outright shooting war with an enemy state, there is no 
justification for historical hardcore tactics. We'll say it again: 
your best bet is just to get away from the snitch and take 
protective measures as described above. 


However, if you're very sure a person is a rat and you want 
to take further steps to render the snitch ineffective or 
miserable, here are some milder, but potentially effective, 
tactics. Again, we DO NOT NECESSARILY RECOMMEND any 
of these things. They may be good or bad ideas, depending on 
the people and the circumstances. They're just possibilities: 


Spread the word. Use social networks both online and in the 

real world to notify others that the person is an informant. Be 
as factual and give as much evidence as possible. (There is 
even a website that contains a national database of known 
rats, but since it's a paid membership site, we're not 
recommending it here. Do a _ Startpage.com or 
DuckDuckGo.com search! to find it if you're interested.) Post 
the snitch's photo, address, orother personal details online 
unless that violates a law in your area. This strategy is, 
however, a serious two edged sword - as those methods are 
ones that may be used by agents provocateurs in attempting 
to damage a group by further destroying trust. In fact, such 
tactics may well end up with YOU being labeled - no matter 
how unfairly or incorrectly - as the snitch! In fact, removing 
competent and trustworthy personnel from a group is high 
on a snitch’ s to-do list, and this can be a gift from on-high to 
a snitch. 


Expel the person from the group. You can do this quietly — 
perhaps just by moving meetings and failing to inform the 


' Both are more secure than Google 
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person of the new place. Or you can do it publicly, literally 
holding a purge or a type of trial where you present the 
evidence against the person. 


Organize a shunning. Shunning has historically been a huge 
tactic in close communities. Shunning means shutting a 
person (and sometimes his family members) out of virtually 
all ordinary activity. A target of shunning isn't welcome into 
people's homes, can't get served at restaurants, doesn't have 
his greetings returned, can't get help from any of her former 
friends, and is generally unable to function within the 
community. Obviously in many ways this has become 
harder to do as we've become less reliant on our towns and 
neighborhoods. On the other hand, the Internet has made 
other, non-traditional forms of shunning possible. 


Turn them in to the "legitimate" authorities. We mentioned 
this option before as a means of protecting yourself and your 
true friends. The same tactic may work to halt the snitch in 
its tracks or even put it in jail. Snitches are often serious 
criminals. They may well be up to nefarious deeds that their 
handlers in the police departments or government agencies 
don't know. Or a snitch who's working for the local PD may 
be unknown to the FBI, who might be interested to learn 
about other things he's up to. Again, we are very, very 
squeamish about the idea of turning any non-violent, non- 
thieving person into to any law-enforcement agency. But ... 
well, you'll need to judge for yourself what the snitch in your 
midst deserves. And of course, do this through a lawyer. 
Don't talk directly to government agents. 


Fun and games. Again, this is a tactic we do not recommend. 
However, traditionally it's been used as a lovely bit of 
revenge and a way to keep snitches busy without letting 
them know you're already on to them. The idea is to keep the 
snitch running in circles with false leads. Set one snitch 
spying on another. Or give the snitch false evidence to focus 
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on while you go about your real business unmolested. We 
consider this to be in the category of trying to "outsmart" the 
snitch — which is not wise. And you must be especially 
careful that you never put yourself in a position where you 
can be accused of "lying to law enforcement," since you can 
go to prison for that even when you're innocent in every 
other way. But such games can be fun while they last. 


Rehabilitate and take the snitch back into your circle. There 
are people who believe that some snitches — especially 
young, inexperienced people who get in over their heads, get 
in legal trouble, and are intimidated into becoming snitches 
— should be forgiven, rehabilitated, and eventually brought 
back into the fold of trust. A very humane anarchist, Tom 
Knapp, took this position when young anti-drug-war activist 
Stacy Litz was arrested and pressured into becoming a drug 
informant. Not many people sympathized (and Litz made 
her own reputation worse with her online writings). But 
some very decent folks might want to open their arms to a 
"reformed" snitch. All we can say is, if you want to go that 
way, make damned sure the rat has actually reformed first — 
and can prove it through actions, not mere words. 








A modern shunning 


In the mid-1990s, Bob Black was a very well-known anarchist. 
Then, after a personal dispute with fellow writer Jim Hogshire and 
Hogshire's wife (a "he said-she said" encounter whose facts are 
known only to the three who were present), Black did the 
unthinkable. 


And in this case the unthinkable was verifiable. On February 21, 
1996, Black wrote a letter to the Narcotics Division of the Seattle 
Police Department, accusing Hogshire of a multitude of drug crimes, 
and implying that Hogshire was armed and dangerous. 


Paramilitary police descended on the Hogshires' apartment. They 
confiscated perfectly legal items (including dried poppies and a mug 
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warmer they mistook for a drug-weighing scale). Both Jim and Heidi 
Hogshire spent three days in jail. Even though a judge eventually 
dismissed the charges, Black's accusation made a hellacious mess of 
Hogshire's life, cost him tens of thousands of dollars, and contributed 
to the breakup of his marriage. 


In the long run, however, it was Black who paid the bigger price. 
His publisher (who was also Hogshire's publisher) destroyed all 
remaining inventory of Black's books and published an article 
exposing Black's perfidy. Another publisher Black had worked with 
wrote an open letter in defense of Hogshire. Years later, archives all 
over the Internet still tell the story; you can easily find a copy of 
Black's snitch letter. Although as of this writing, Black has managed 
to keep his Wikipedia page scrubbed of the gory details, the evidence 
will be out there on other sites as long as he lives and few people will 
ever again give serious credence to an "anarchist" who reports people 
to the cops the moment he gets irritated with them. 
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Repairing the damage snitches do 


Unfortunately, it's quite possible you'll never be able to 
repair the damage done by a snitch. You or someone you care 
about may end up in prison, broke, or otherwise badly hurt. A 
group or movement you belong to may collapse or members 
may split off in anger and distrust. 


As one former government agent pointed out after reviewing 
a draft of this book, ruining activist groups is "at least one of the 
auxiliary functions of snitches." 


But finding a snitch in your midst can also be a valuable 
learning experience. 


It can teach you the importance of good security practices. 
It can reveal who's trustworthy and who's not. 


It can teach group members not only to be less gullible, but 
teach them what signs to look for when a snitch is targeting 
them. 


Uncovering a snitch can help the remaining trustworthy 
members of a group to pull together. 


If you're lucky and the activities of your snitch are 
particularly egregious, you might even get sympathy, 
donations, or renewed positive attention once good people 
realize what evil that person and her handlers tried to do to 
you. 


In part, the long-term results of being targeted by a snitch 
depend on how you and your associates handle the problem. 
After the initial shock and recovery, look upon it as a chance to 
learn and teach others. 
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Beware of accusing someone 
who might not be a snitch 


It can be very, very difficult to detect a snitch — until it's too 
late. We sometimes face the evil choice of making a false 
accusation against an innocent person or keeping quiet about 
our suspicions and ending up with somebody (maybe even us) 
getting busted. 


The damage a false accusation of snitching can do is 
horrifying. First, an innocent person suffers a grave wrong. He 
loses his reputation unjustly. She may be attacked by others. 
Second, your group of associates may break down in chaos. 
Your real work may suffer. 


Then — this also happens — a wrongly accused person who 
gets expelled, shunned, or attacked may actually become a snitch 
in revenge. 


It's also important to remember that a person who makes a 
false accusation of snitching is acting like a snitch himself. And 
in fact, one tactic a snitch might use to divert suspicion from 
herself is to point the finger at someone else. 


So if you suspect someone of snitching but you have no solid 
reason for your suspicions, it's usually just best to detach 
yourself from the person while remaining watchful. Do not do 
anything in that person's presence or within that person's 
knowledge that you wouldn't do in front of your mother. 
Quietly encourage others to be watchful (it's just good OpSec, 
after all), but do not make public accusations without real 
reason. 


Is there a danger in such a wait-and-see approach? You 
betcha. Around snitches, and in a "snitch culture" like ours, 
there is always danger in many forms. 
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PART THREE 
WHAT HAPPENS IF 
YOU GET BUSTED? 


You may be pressured to become a snitch 


It happens all too often these days. You get busted and the 
next thing you know the cops are either threatening you or 
sweet-talking you into snitching on somebody else. They may 
promise to "help" you if you agree to become an informant. 
They may tell you that a friend arrested with you is already 
singing like a bird, and you should, too, if you want to save 
your ass (see "The Prisoner's Dilemma" later in this book). They 
may say they already "know everything," so you might as well 
tell "your side of the story" to make others look worse than you. 
If they think you're particularly dumb and harmless, they 
might even take you out and buy you donuts while talking you 
into being their pawn (yes, Philadelphia cops actually did that 
in their successful effort to turn anti-drug-war activist Stacy 
Litz into a drug-war informant). 


You may imagine, sitting here reading this, that you'd never, 
ever, ever stoop to snitching on other people. But the fact is, 
until we've been tested, not one of us really knows what we 
might do under the right kind of pressure or persuasion. 


The good news is that just a bit of advanced preparation can 
help any of us understand how police get us to work against 
our own interests and how they turn scared people into 
informants. Some pretty minimal knowledge can help us 
protect ourselves and our rights. Some of this knowledge can 
help us avoid being busted in the first place. Some of it can help 
us withstand the cynical manipulations of cops and prosecutors 
if we do get busted. 
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IMPORTANT: Please read the article on the Reid interrogation 
technique (TM) that appears toward the end of this booklet. The Reid 
technique is used by police to manipulate arrestees into cooperating 
— which may include everything from confessing to a crime you 
didn't (or did) commit to agreeing to rat out your friends. 


The article was written by a man who, as a young outlaw, was 
twice subjected to Reid interrogations. He then grew up to study and 
employ the Reid Technique in his profession as an 
auditor/ investigator. 


Read and heed it. You're far less susceptible to manipulation once 
you understand how the manipulation works. 
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Do NOT talk to cops. Period. 








And remember: Everything we say about not talking to cops also 
goes for every, single kind of government agent, local, state, 
national, or international. 





If you are confronted by a law-enforcement officer under any 
circumstances — at your front door, during a traffic stop, 
because you've been fingered by a snitch, or for any reason 
whatsoever — DO NOT TALK. If you get arrested, DO NOT 
TALK. 


The only things you should ever say to a police officer are 
things like these: 


No, you may not search my vehicle. 

No, you may not enter my home. 

I do not consent to any search. 

Am I free to go? 

On the advice of my lawyer, I cannot talk to you. 
I will not talk without my lawyer present. 


You should never lie to a cop because that in itself may be a 
crime. 


You should never imagine you can outsmart a cop with 
clever talk. They've heard it all. 


You should resist the temptation to babble nervously (very 
difficult for some of us). 


Do not try to explain yourself (also very difficult for some of 
us). 


Do not try to talk your way out of a situation except where

you can state a legal or constitutional principle that 
demonstrates your innocence. This is a technique that can be 
used by people who photograph or videotape cops at work, 
people who legally open-carry weapons, or people who are 
legally protesting. (Even then you may still get busted and/or 
beat up, but you'll be creating a case in your favor that might 
come in useful later.) 


Oh yeah. And if you get tossed into jail, DON'T TALK TO 
YOUR CELLMATES OR THE JAILERS, EITHER. You can chitty- 
chat with your cellmates to pass the time and keep them from 
thinking you're a jerk; you can probably also learn quite a bit 
from them. But DO NOT TALK about anything to do with your 
case. Even if you don't think you're admitting anything 
incriminating, you're opening yourself up to every jailbird who 
might want to trade information, even false information about 
you, to the cops. 


JUST SHUT UP! 





TIP: Know a good lawyer, keep his or her card on you, and insist 
on talking to that lawyer if you ever get busted or even accosted by a 
cop who won't take no for an answer. 


Avoid using public defenders if you can. Not all of them are bad, 
but many of them are overworked and/or just geared to processing 
cases as fast as they can. They often deal with petty criminals who 
expect nothing more than to be "processed." With rare and noble 
exceptions, they are probably not your best resource if you really 
hope to be represented as you wish. 











Attorney safety tip:

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The police officer is NOT your friend 








Again remember: Everything we say about not talking to cops 
also goes for every, single kind of government agent, local, state, 


national, or international. 





Contrary to what you might 
have learned in kindergarten... 
contrary to what you might hope ... 
and contrary to the image the 
officer might be trying to fake ... 
THE POLICE ‘OFFICER IS ‘NOT 
YOUR FRIEND. Let us say that 
again, just in case you didn't get it 
the first time: THE POLICE 
OFFICER IS NOT YOUR FRIEND. 


Unless you've been living in a 
cave most of your life, you've 
probably heard of the "bad 
cop/good cop" technique. When 
you've been arrested and are being 
interrogated, one cop will bully 
and intimidate you until you're just 
a little puddle of terror. Then 
another cop (who may be present 
at the same time or who may come 
in later) will pretend to sympathize 
with you and want to "help" you. 


Don't ever believe it. 


If you've done your proper work 
and just said no to interrogation or 
said you'd only speak with your 
lawyer present, you may avoid this 
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Attorney safety tip: 


[In the bad cop/good cop 
technique] 


Officer A will threaten 


you, your family, your 
friends, your pets, with 
severe harm going back 
nigh unto the 10th 
generation. Officer B will 
then call him off and 


suggest that "just a little 
cooperation" on your part 
will help avert all that. 


Also be aware that 
sometimes they don't 
HAVE to lie to get what 
they want from you. 
Seriously, I've lost count of 
the number of defendants 
I've dealt with who were 
skaaaaaREWED by talking 
to the PD and who told me, 
"But the officer was so 
NINICE." Not every officer 


is going to be Officer 
McGruff - the "Officer 
Friendly" model can 


achieve amazing results. 
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particular form of manipulation. But wherever and whenever 
you meet a cop — or any federal agent or investigator, a jailer or 
a prosecutor — who acts like he's "on your side" or wants to 
"help" you or promises to get the system to "go lighter on you"

RATS! 


The Prisoner's Dilemma 


When "the authorities" have arrested you and want to turn 
you into a snitch, they have a powerful phenomenon on their 
side. It's particularly useful if you've been busted along with 
friends or associates, or even if the cops persuade you that they 
have busted or will soon be busting others in your circle. (And 
remember again, cops are among the biggest liars on the 
planet.) 


In game theory, the phenomenon is called The Prisoner's 
Dilemma. It works something like this: 


Two (or more) people are arrested but the police don't have 
enough information to convict either of you. 


They separate the arrestees and offer each a similar deal; if 
you cooperate (testify against your friend, agree to become a 
snitch) and your friend remains silent, you'll go free. Your 
friend will be hit with the full legal penalty. 


On the other hand, if you rat each other out, you may both 
get a lesser sentence. 


On yet another hand, you realize that if you both remain 
silent, you both may go free — but you have absolutely no idea 
what your companion is doing — and the cops have given you 
both quite a lot of incentive to rat each other out. 


In game theory, according to Wikipedia, "... the logical 
decision leads each to betray the other, even though their 
individual ‘prize’ would be greater if they cooperated." In 
reality, if you and your fellow arrestee were allowed to discuss 
your decisions, you'd probably both opt to clam up; it's part of 
the goodness of human beings that we'd rather cooperate than 
betray. However, the police are going to keep you apart 
through this process as best they can, which makes the 
temptation to betray seem the only logical, self-protective 
course of action. 
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Sitting here, safely reading this booklet, you might very well 
say to yourself, "I'm a good person. I would never rat out my 
friend." You imagine yourself thrusting out your chin and 
saying, "NO!" no matter what the personal cost to you. 


And there are really some people who would do that. But 
they're in the minority. 


In reality, you don't know how scared you'd be. You might 
be sitting there worrying about what your mother would think 
if you went to jail. You might be terrified of losing your job and 
being unable to pay your bills. You may have a pet or child at 
home you're desperate to get back to. The police will remind 
you that if you go to jail you'd be leaving your newborn baby or 
disabled spouse without protection. The police might badger 
you until you'll agree to anything just to have some peace. 


Relationships between friends and associates complicate 
matters, too. Seeking self-justification, you might tell yourself 
you're just an innocent who got dragged into the whole 
situation by the other person. You might think, "Hm, well Bill's 
probably ratting me out right now," or "Well, there was that 
time when Mary didn't treat me fairly, so why should I sacrifice 
myself for her?" One snitch justified her betrayal of principle by 
telling herself that she'd be "more effective" as a political activist 
if she didn't go to jail; she told herself she would only snitch on 
certain people, ones she didn't know well or like very much. 


So you never know. 


If you're arrested and more than one person in your circle 
might join you, the only way to avoid The Prisoner's Dilemma 
is to decide in advance that you WILL NOT TALK and make 
sure all your associates are well schooled in their legal right to 
keep silent. Have them read this booklet! 


But as always, there are no guarantees. We keep saying that. 
It's sadly true. 
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Mindset: The common territory 
between snitches and victims 


Another reason that it's often easy for cops to turn victims 
into snitches is that there's sometimes a common mindset 
between people who snitch and people who fall into the traps 
set by snitches. 


Obviously, this isn't true of everybody who gets busted or 
otherwise becomes the target of a snitch. But both snitches and 
their easiest "marks" are frequently: 


Overly naive and trusting 

Unprepared for bad things happening to them 

Cocky and overly confident 

Loudmouthed or prone to blat information without thinking 


Prone to believe that "nice" cops really do want to "help" 
them (yes, it's another form of being overly naive and 
trusting, but it bears repeating because if you get caught 
because you trusted a rat you're more likely to turn around 
and trust that rat's handlers) 


Very good at rationalizing their own less-than-stellar 
behavior 


(Or conversely) So idealistic and starry-eyed that reality, 
when it hits, knocks them for a loop. 
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What happens if you refuse to snitch? 


If you refuse to snitch or otherwise cooperate with 
government, the prosecutor may pin more charges on you and 
may pursue them with more determination. Worse, prosecutors 
may threaten to bring charges against those you love. 


Or that may not happen. Sometimes pressure to snitch is just 
a gambit and nothing terrible will happen to you for refusing. 


If you do refuse to snitch and "the man" becomes more 
threatening, consider going public with your courageous 
refusal. This might offer you some protection and will very 
likely gain you friends and supporters. As soon as you're out on 
bail, tell your associates what happened to you. Blog about it. 
Put it out on social media. Explain the kind of pressures that 
were put on you. Describe what you felt and endured. Describe 
why and how you refused to become a tool of the police. 


You'll be wise if you have a good lawyer on your side from 
the get-go. Our helpful attorney notes: "This is a good reason 
for 'lawyering up' in the first place. People make fun of 
lawyers, but there's a reason we exist. Of course, keep in mind 
that the prosecutor is a lawyer, too, so it's not necessarily all to 
the good." 








What if your lawyer advises you to snitch? 


Some lawyers in some circumstances will advise a client to go 
ahead and accept an offer to snitch in exchange for more lenient 
treatment. Sometimes there are practical reasons: you're guilty as hell, 
the cops have the evidence to prove it, and your lawyer thinks that 
cooperating would be the best way for you to avoid a long prison 
sentence. Sometimes, on the other hand, your lawyer's just a lazy SOB 
who doesn't give much of a damn and thinks turning snitch is the 
easiest resolution — for him. 


If you are strongly opposed to snitches and snitching, tell your 
lawyer up front that, whatever else happens, you're not going to do 
that. Then if your lawyer pressures you to accept any agreement that 
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involves snitching, get a new lawyer. 


And remember, it'll probably help your case a lot if you AVOID 
TALKING TO THE POLICE. AT ALL. 
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What happens if you become 
a snitch — and regret it? 


If you are reasonably cautious in your real-world dealings 
and if you have prepared yourself NOT TO TALK TO 
GOVERNMENT AGENTS, the chances are good that nobody 
will successfully arm-twist or sweet-talk you into becoming a 
snitch. Even if you get busted, you'll handle yourself in a way 
that will make you less vulnerable to manipulation. (NOT 
TALKING may also help you in other ways, but here we're just 
talking about avoiding being pressured into snitching.) 


But the simple fact is that anybody can break under the right 
kind of pressure — and government agents are trained in 
sophisticated terror and manipulation tactics. Once you fall into 
their clutches, you may simply be in over your head. So what if, 
under pressure, you agree to become a snitch — and regret it 
later? What if you agree to do it, then before you actually snitch 
on anybody, you realize you don't want to, can't, and won't 
betray other people? 


If you become a snitch and don't regret it enough to stop, 
then to hell with you. 


But having agreed to snitch, then changed your mind, you've 
got a tough dilemma and you could use some assistance getting 
out of it. You are going to have to be careful, brave, and more 
than a little bit lucky to handle the situation well. 


First, you need a GOOD lawyer. You should have had one 
before you agreed to snitch, but definitely get one to advise you 
now. 


Consider going public with your situation. Tell your 
associates what happened to you. Blog about it. Put your story 
out on social media. Explain the kind of pressures that were put 
on you. Describe what you felt and endured while being 
pushed into agreeing to snitch. Then state in the strongest terms 
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why you realized you would not and could not do it. 


Be prepared to lose some friends. You may gain friends and 
supporters by openly revealing how the cops treated you and 
how you ultimately resisted. But some people will distrust you; 
that's just reality. 
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What happens to you if you snitch 
and your friends find out? 


Chances are, if you're a non-violent political activist or small- 
time dealer of "college type" drugs who got busted and turned, 
your friends will hate you but won't beat you up or kill you if 
they learn you snitched on them. 


However, your reputation will be ruined and good luck 
earning it back. 


If you snitch and get caught, at the very least be ready to 
humbly accept whatever those you betrayed dish out to you; 
you only make things worse by making excuses. 


If your snitching has gotten others into legal trouble, you 
should accept that, at the very least, you owe them restitution. 
This may be difficult to do, especially since you may be facing 
serious criminal charges and huge expenses yourself. But it's 
your responsibility and you'll have to do it if you ever expect to 
be taken seriously again. 


If you are part of a violent group or you deal hard drugs, 
don't be surprised if you get killed. Or as our helpful attorney 
says (with a nod to Captain Mal Reynolds of Firefly), "Prepare 
to be surprised very briefly. Or perhaps not so briefly; torture 
may be involved first." 
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The rest of your life if you do snitch 


If you agree to snitch on your friends or associates, know in 
advance that you're going to have a big price to pay. 


At best, snitches have to spend the rest of their lives looking 
over their shoulders. 


Your "friends" in the police department or any federal 
agency that you snitch for will turn out not to be your real 
friends. They will toss you aside like a piece of maggoty meat 
when you no longer serve their purposes. Those promises they 
made to protect your anonymity? Maybe they'll keep them, but 
they're just as likely to leak your name or "accidentally" put 
your name into a public document. They may even force you 
into life-threatening situations and not give one bit of a damn 
what happens to you. After all, you're just a snitch. Snitches are 
a dime a dozen — and even the cops know they're scum. 


Want to see how much "love" cops give their snitches? Read 
this New Yorker article about young, naive — and now DEAD 
— snitches. (The Throwaways 1.) 


Your snitching will probably not be important enough to 
earn you a spot in the Witness Protection Program, not even if 
you put your life in danger for your cop-handlers' sake. 


You will be on your own and in peril. 


You will have to live with yourself and if you have any self- 
awareness at all, every time you look in a mirror, a person you 
don't want to be will stare back at you. 


If you snitch on friends or otherwise-harmless people, you 
should and (if you have any decency) you will feel an 
obligation to make things right by paying restitution or

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campaigning to get them out of prison. This obligation, which 
you might never be able to fulfill, could haunt you the rest of 
your life. 


On the other hand, things could be resolved very easily. 
Your betrayed associates may kill you and you won't have to 
worry about any of this. 
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APPENDIX 1 


The Reid Interrogation Technique (TM) 
By "Just Waiting" 


Okay, so you find yourself under arrest because of a snitch. 
Hopefully you’ ve listened to the advice earlier in this booklet. 
You’ ve cleaned up your act and your surroundings once you 
knew there was a snitch in your midst, and the only thing you 
were arrested for is information given by the snitch. 


First thing to understand: Once you are arrested, ALL of the 
rights you had as a US citizen are gone except for two: the right 
to remain silent and the right to have an attorney present 
during questioning. USE THEM!!! 


No one in law enforcement (LE) is your friend, and NO ONE 
wants to “help” you. They only want you to confess and do 
their will. 


The police can and will lie to you. DO NOT LIE TO THEM!!! 
More on that later. They will tell you they have 
evidence/witnesses/tapes that don’t exist. They’ ll poke, prod, 
and push every button they can to try to get you to respond. 
They ll tell you your friends are snitching on you in the other 
room. They’ ll tell you the only way to save yourself is to tell 
your side of the story. They'll threaten to call your boss. 
They Il tell you your kids are going to be taken away and 
raised by the state. They'll tell you how it will ruin your 
parents’ reputation. They'll even tell you your dog is ugly. 
They’ ll make wild, baseless accusations — anything to get a 
response. Because once they get you to séart talking, they’ re 
trained in how to keep you talking. 
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If you don’t trust yourself to exercise your right to remain 
silent, exercise the second and ask for a lawyer. Remember, you 
can decide to remain silent or ask for a lawyer at any time 
during your questioning or interrogation. 


You know the kinds of things you’ ve been doing. If you are 
a high-value target, if you know or associate with high value 
targets, or if your activities rise to the level of interest that 
police want to question you, LE agencies employ an 
interrogation method known as the Reid Technique. It is a 
method of interview and interrogation (read: psychological 
manipulation) specifically designed to produce confessions. 


That is one big reason you should heed the earlier advice 
and NOT TALK TO POLICE AT ALL. But I've 
interviewed/interrogated maybe 100 or more people and I've 
found, almost as a rule, that people have the hardest time 
keeping quiet. They want to defend themselves, to tell their 
story. I've yet to meet the person who can sit quiet for 10 
minutes while someone else talks about them, even less when 
lies and untrue accusations start to fill the air. Even for 
someone who has regular, unfavorable contact with LE, even 
people like me who have been Reided, the hardest thing to do 
is to shut up. When someone makes a statement or allegation, 
its human nature to want to refute it. 


So, if you find yourself being interrogated and you feel you 
must defend yourself, at least try to minimize the damage. 


First: As I've said before, DO NOT LIE TO LE! You will get 
caught. Lies change with every telling, but the truth remains a 
constant. LE are trained in detecting the smallest, subtlest 
change in your story and ripping it wide open. Dante himself 
did not imagine a torture in hell like what you will experience 
from LE if you get caught lying to them. Plus, you are now 
subject to arrest for new charges, usually, Lying to LE or 
Obstruction, indictable crimes, and you’ ve done so on tape. 
This is how some of LE’s best snitches are made! 
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Second: If you can truthfully do so, DENY EVERYTHING. 
Do it simply and categorically. Don't ramble and make excuses. 
Just say, "I didn't do it," "I'm innocent," "That's false." As you'll 
see below, they'll do everything within their power to try to 
stop you from doing this. If you cannot honestly declare your 
innocence, then just say, "I want a lawyer." 


Third: If you feel you have to answer an incriminating 
question, qualify your answer. “I don’t think I was at--:," "I 
don’t recall seeing:::," and "I may have met::-” are all 
appropriate qualifiers to prevent telling an outright lie. 


LE has studied the meaning of every move, every 
movement, every facial expression, every question, every 
answer. They identify and exploit weaknesses you didn’t know 
you had. They watch and hear everything you do and say for 
meaning. 


Repeat the question before answering? That answer is a lie. 
Little or no direct eye contact? You’ re evasive. 


Too much direct eye contact? You're cocky and/or 
confrontational. 


Change from “is" to “was" or “a” to “the”? You’ re changing 
your story to hide something. 


Sit up straight, slouch, fold your arms in your lap, fold them 
across your chest? You’re scared, you're cocky, you're 
defensive. Every movement, posture and expression has a 
meaning to LE. 


The surest way to know the Reid Technique is about to be 
used is the room they put you in after you’ re arrested. You’ ll 
know it when they open the door. And once they open that 
door, the ONLY WAY TO SAVE YOURSELF IS TO ASK FOR A 
LAWYER! Once the interrogation begins, LE won’t stop until 
you ask for a lawyer or they’ ve gotten what they want. 
Remember, you can ask for a lawyer at any time during the 
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interrogation, do not be afraid to do so! 


Interrogation rooms are specially designed to make you as 
uncomfortable and out of your element as possible. Your chair 
is the hard one, in the corner, furthest from the door, and 
behind some type of barrier, like a desk. Your interrogators will 
take positions clearly letting you know that they are in total 
control, that you are in their world, and the only way out of the 
room is through them. You can’t get to the lights or thermostat. 
They’ ll turn the heat up (I once knew an interrogator who wore 
a sweater and complained of a chill in a 90+ degree room, talk 
about psychological manipulation), brighten or darken the 
room, etc. They’Il create a physically intimidating presence 
without ever touching you. For maybe the first time in your life, 
your freedom is completely stripped away and you are 
confined. Control of every aspect of your physical condition has 
been stolen from you. When you are at your most vulnerable, 
the interrogators are ready to begin. 


Reid is broken down into three parts, Factual Analysis, the 
Initial Behavioral Analysis Interview, and the Interrogation. 


Factual Analysis is just what it says, an analysis of the facts 
in a case. Prior to talking to you, the LE tries to learn everything 
there is to know about the event leading to your arrest. They’ ve 
gotten a story from a snitch. They know the date, time, how 
many people were there, some names, some _ physical 
descriptions, the drugs dealt or the damages caused. 


Today, LE is on your Facebook page learning everything 
they can about you while developing their interrogation 
strategy. They’ ll try to know as much about you as your best 
friend, and use it to try to be your friend. Your favorite band? 
The LEO saw them last tour. Have a cat, dog, fish? The cop is so 
sad, he just had to put down his 16-year-old catdogfish 
yesterday. His wife went to the same school as you, different 
years. Wow, so much in common, you two could be pals. Have 
a pic of you and your mom? Jackpot, he’ Il use her later, in his

interrogation. 


The Initial Behavioral Analysis is supposed to weed out 
innocent suspects, but in reality this is where LE determines 
your susceptibility to further questioning and picks the strategy 
they will use against you. IBA starts the moment of your first 
contact with LE. The law-enforcement officer (LEO) asks 
simple, conversational, non-accusatory questions and listens to 
the way you frame your answers, watches your facial 
expressions, the way you stand. LEO has been trained in what 
every action and movement mean. Within the first 30 seconds, 
LEO knows whether you will be susceptible to questioning and 
if he’ ll be able to get you to talk. If LEO asks if you know the 
time, remember that that’s a yes or no question. If you answer, 
“Yes, its 3:30,” you’ve shown a willingness to please and to 
give more information than is asked. You're a_ perfect 
candidate for successful interrogation! 


The official Reid Interrogation has nine steps, beginning 
with an accusation of guilt and ending with a confession. To 
LE, there are no other acceptable outcomes. If you were 
arrested as a result of a snitch, and took the advice of being 
arrested clean, LE has nothing more than the accusations the 
snitch has made. Remember, don’t lie, but if you can't resist 
talking, at least DENY EVERYTHING! A good lawyer will rip a 
snitch apart and develop reasonable doubt in the eyes of a 
judge or jury. Snitching and witness credibility don’t exactly go 
hand-in-hand. 


LE will invariably offer you a chance to “tell your side.” This 
is cop talk for “make a full confession.” Cops brag at parties 
about how fast they have gotten suspects to do it. 


If you don’t start wailing and confess to everything, the next 
thing they’ Il try is shifting blame. They’ Il try to blame someone 
else and suggest that maybe you weren’ t involved but just got 
caught up in things. They’ll give you scenarios in which to 
minimize your participation and guilt. They’ Il try to make it 
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somehow socially acceptable, suggesting it was a crime of 
passion rather than a premeditated event. LE calls it 
“developing a theme,” what they’ re really doing is presenting 
options for you to pick from to confess to. React to any one of 
their scenarios or agree to anything they suggest here, and 
you re not getting away until you sign a confession and give 
them the names and information they want. 


All throughout, LE will do everything they can to keep you 
from denying your “guilt.” They will disrupt you mid-word, 
tell you to shut up, tell you it's not your turn to talk, anything 
just to keep you from denying your guilt. They will try to talk 
over any claim of innocence so that denials are never clear on 
the recordings. 


Why? Because opposing what LEO is saying builds self- 
confidence, something they’ re working hard to strip from you. 


And secondly (and maybe more importantly), if you 
continue to deny, dispute, deny for the first 1, 2, 3, or 4 hours of 
the interrogation, then confess to something in hour 5, a good 
lawyer will demonstrate coercive interrogation tactics were 
used and hopefully have your confession thrown out. 


So qualify if you have to lie. Remember those "iffy" 
statements ("I don't recall ..."), but deny being there, deny any 
knowledge of events, deny knowing people, deny everything 
you honestly can. 


If you haven’ t asked for a lawyer and haven’ t been denying, 
the interrogation moves on to the next steps. This is where a 
new LEO might come in. He understands your situation, he’s 
sympathetic, he’s your buddy, he doesn’t agree with the other 
LEO's interrogation tactics, either. He’ll tell you he’s been 
watching and that to him, you don’t seem to be the kind of 
person who could do something like what you’ re accused of. 
He'll tell you he wants to help you. You’ ve seen good cop/bad 
cop on TV, well, this is it in real life. 
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Good cop will appear to be sincerely caring about your 
predicament. He’ll talk quietly. He’ll lay out a bunch of 
different scenarios that minimize your guilt, all the while 
looking for the clue you give him that he’s hit on a winning 
theme to follow. And that clue is so subtle you don’t even 
know you ve given it. But he does. 


Good cop will give you acceptable justifications. He’ Il give 
you two options, you planned what happened or it was just a 
one-time thing. With either option, you're still making a 
confession. Good cop always leaves out option #3, you can 
DENY that you re guilty at all! 


Good cop wants to see your tears; he knows he has you 
when you cry. 


Once you have been broken down and are ready to admit to 
anything (search on "Central Park Jogger case" for false 
confessions) LEO will attempt to get you to tell your story to his 
associates or write down and sign your story. All of your 
protest and denial has been for nothing once you confess. 


So remember these three key points: 1) The police are not 
your friends and do not want to help you; 2) If you don’ t trust 
yourself to remain silent, demand a lawyer (you can do so at 
any time); and 3) if you feel you just have to talk — don’t lie, 
qualify and especially if you’ re innocent, deny, deny, deny. 
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APPENDIX 2 


Some Commonsense OpSec 


These commonsense OpSec (operational security) tips are for any 
group or any individual whose activities might draw the attention of 
the state. Some will protect you against snitches. Some will just 
protect you, period. The author is MJR, who works in security. 


If you wish to have a private conversation, leave your home and 
your office and go outside and take a walk or go somewhere public 
and notice who is near you. Don’t say anything you don’t want to 
hear repeated when there is any possibility of being recorded. 


Never leave a copy of a document or list behind (unless you want it 
found) and take a minute to duplicate an irreplaceable document and 
keep the duplicate in a safe place. Back up and store important 
computer disks off site. Sensitive data and membership list should be 
kept under lock and key. 


Keep your mailing lists, donor lists and personal phone books away 
from light-fingered people. Always maintain a duplicate off site in a 
safe place. 


Know your printer if you are about to publish, your mailing house 
and anyone you are trusting to work on any part of a project that is 
sensitive. 


Don’ t hire a stranger as a messenger. 


Checks for electronic surveillance are only effective for the time 
they are being done, and are only effective as they are being done if 
you are sure of the person(s) doing the sweep. 


Don’t use code on the phone. If you are being tapped and the 
transcript is used against you in court, the coded conversation can be 
alleged to be anything. Don’t say anything on the phone you don’t 
want to hear in open court. 
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Don’t gossip on the phone. Smut is valuable to anyone listening; it 
makes everyone vulnerable. 


If you are being followed, get the license number and description 
of the car and people in the car. Photograph the person(s) following 
you or have a friend do so. 


If you are followed or feel vulnerable, call a friend; don’ t “tough it 
out” alone. They are trying to frighten you. 


Start a ‘Facts, Acts and Circumstantial file.’ After each incident 
write details down: facts are the time, date, occasion, incident, 
characteristics of the person(s). Acts are what they did; Circumstantial 
is the impressions and anything odd about the situation. Use the FAC 
file and keep notes from unsettling situations and see if a pattern 
emerges. 


Do freedom of information requests for your file under the FOIA 
and pursue the agencies until they give you all the documents filed 
under your name. 


Brief your group on known or suspected surveillance. 


Report thefts of materials from your office or home to the police as 
criminal acts. 


Assess your undertaking from a security point of view; understand 
your vulnerabilities; assess your allies and your adversaries as 
objectively as you can; don’t underestimate the opposition and don’ t 
take chances. 


Recognize your organizational and personal strengths and 
weaknesses. 


Discuss incidents with cohorts, family and your group. 


Call the press if you have hard information about surveillance or 
harassment. Discussion makes the dirty work of the snitches overt. 


Addendum on note-taking 
(Facts, Acts, and Circumstantial) 

Although some might consider the following to be overkill, MJR 
also has experience facing opponents in court and offers this brief 
primer on taking the kind of notes that can guide you through a very 
tough grilling by police or prosecutors. He writes: 
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When preparing a "Facts, Acts, and, Circumstantial" list you are 
going to have to take notes about what is going on. The notes should 
be written in a clear and concise way. Use professional language and 
be prepared to substantiate what you record. One never knows, you 
could be wrong and get sued or if you do get arrested this could be the 
basis for a defense from entrapment. 


The notebook that you use should be lined with a margin on the 
left. Each page should be numbered. 


What to put in the notebook to make it legal 


First you should start with the date. Then on the next line write the 
weather conditions. The reason for the record of what the weather 
was like is that the usual first question from a prosecutor or the other 
side’s lawyer usually is about the weather. This is an attempt to 
discredit your memory. 


When you make your first entry, write the time an event happened 
in the left margin. Next write down what happened or what you found 
and write down the location (address or approximate location). Then 
write down the actions taken by those involved and the names and 
addresses of any witnesses. If you make a mistake draw one line 
through the word and write your initials next to it. Oh and don’ t leave 
any lines blank. If more things happen during the day they all go 
under the same date. If the date changes you should start a new date 
with the weather. When you finish the last entry of the day sign your 
name. This makes it a legal document. Write the notes as soon as 
possible after an incident. Last, but never least... If you are going to 
use this book in court under no circumstances should you rip out any 
of the pages, this will only give the other side ammo to use against 
you. The questions you will face will revolve around you hiding 
something.

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APPENDIX 3 


Line up a lawyer 


I've adapted this from advice handed out by the helpful, 
anonymous lawyer whose tips have appeared throughout this booklet. 


How to hire the right lawyer 


1. Every person engaging in or planning to engage in illegal or 
controversial activities needs to have an attorney already on line. 
After you've been busted and are standing around at the police 
station is NOT a good time to be leafing through the yellow pages. At 
least not if you're serious about avoiding a long stay in custody. 


2. You should also expect to drop some money up front on a 
consultation with a potential defense attorney. Again, calling from a 
police station is NOT a good moment to find out that the attorney 
whose number you've been carrying in your pocket hates your cause, 
doesn't take cases like yours, or has a conflict of interest. (In theory, 
even an attorney who hates you and everything you do should be 
able to give you a good defense; but that varies and is definitely not 
worth the risk. Make sure you and the attorney are comfortable with 
and have some reasonable basis for trusting each other, because if 
you get in trouble you are going to have to be seriously ready to open 
up to your attorney if you want a chance of winning.) 


3. Former DAs and former public defenders are a good first choice. 
But bear in mind that DAs often are of the "lock-em-all-up" frame of 
mind, while public defenders are frequently used to just pleading 
their clients out to get the best deal possible, without concern for 
actual guilt or innocence. This is another reason you want to have 
consulted with the attorney BEFORE you need one. And yes, this 
may well mean you go through a couple interviews and pay a couple 
of fees before you find the "right one." 


4. By interview I mean "find out how much the lawyer charges for 
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a half-hour of time on a consult then go in expecting to pay that." 
When you first interview an attorney, you don't have to lay out in 
detail what you're up to — perhaps just say that you're a free-speech 
advocate or a drug legalization advocate (or whatever the general 
truth is) and that you have been advised to have a good criminal 
defense attorney on tap because these days even innocent people are 
at peril from snitches and sloppy justice. Ask the attorney's thoughts 
on your general activities. His or her length of time working in 
criminal defense (generally longer is better, but not always). His or 
her experience with people who've been accused by snitches. His or 
her willingness to show up at 2:00 a.m. if that's when you get busted 
(not per se a deal killer, but be prepared to spend the night in jail 
otherwise). 


5. If you already have an attorney you like and trust, but who 
doesn't do criminal law, you can ask who he or she would 
recommend. Again, you'd still want to do an _ advance 
consult/interview with your proposed attorney. Spending a few 
dollars on a consultation can save you a LOT of money and 
headaches down the road. 


6. Never forget your right to remain silent, except for, "I'd like my 
attorney, please." Repeat as necessary.

Introduction: 


I first became aware of Allan Frey's work at Willow Grove in 1972, just after completing "The 
Holographic Concept of Reality." 1 was working with Dr. Carl Scheicher (MRU) at the time, 
and was asked about the significance of this work. Realizing its possible use in mind control, my 
first reaction was to go on "red alert." 


Full significance was not yet understood at this time. Basically, Frey had discovered another 
sensory motor input in the higher blue-band frequencies of 0.3-3.0 GHz. - at very low amplitudes 
of power. It was "as if" we had another type of "vision," but did not know how to "see" what 
was being received. It constituted the next generation of subliminal communications. 


My work at the time was involved with an AI database for paranormal references (Project 
Parafile). A second paper was also presented at the Omniversal Symposium, California State 
College at Sonoma, (September 29, 1973). This was titled "Embryonic Holography," and was an 
application of the "Holographic Concept of Reality" model. It dealt with biogenesis and 
neurological regeneration, and included speculation on the origins of cancer, faith healing, 
psychic surgery and more technical aspects of mind-body energetics. 


One week after the delivery of that paper, four men came into my place of business, two in suits 
and two in full Army dress. The two suits held me under close arrest, while the two Army 
personnel went through my files, pulling anything related to "Embryonic Holography." The 
paper was rewritten from old notes and memory, but it was not the same. 


What got this paper classified "top secret" for almost 20 years was that it was critical for the use 
of Allan Frey's study, and its possible application to mind control. I never was able to draw what 
was so important in that initial paper until I began researching this paper, more than 24 years 
later. I will discuss those aspects further into this document. 


In 1961, Allen Frey, a freelance biophysicist and engineering psychologist, reported that humans 
could hear microwaves. Most United States scientists dismissed this discovery as the result of 
outside noise. 


James C. Linn offered a more technical description of the experiment. 


"Frey found that human subjects exposed to 1310 MHz and 2982 MHz 
microwaves at average power densities of 0.4 to 2 mW/cm2 perceived auditory 
sensations described as buzzing or knocking sounds. The sensation occurred 
instantaneously at average incident power densities well below that necessary for 


known biological damage and appeared to originate from within or near the back 
of the head." 


Pulsed Microwave Technology 


Pulsed microwave voice-to-skull (or other-sound-to-skull) transmission was discovered during 
World War II by radar technicians who found they could hear the buzz of the train of pulses 
being transmitted by radar equipment they were working on. This phenomenon has been studied 
extensively by Dr. Allan Frey, (Willow Grove, 1965) whose work has been published in a 
number of reference books. 


What Dr. Frey found was that single pulses of microwave could be heard by some people as 
"pops" or "clicks", while a train of uniform pulses could be heard as a buzz, without benefit of 
any type of receiver. 


Dr. Frey also found that a wide range of frequencies, as low as 125 MHz (well below 
microwave) worked for some combination of pulse power and pulse width. Detailed unclassified 
studies mapped out those frequencies and pulse characteristics which are optimum for generation 
of "microwave hearing". 


Very significantly, when discussing electronic mind control, is the fact that the peak pulse power 
required is modest - something like 0.3 watts per square centimeter of skull surface, and that this 
power level is only applied or needed for a very small percentage of each pulse's cycle time. 0.3- 
watts/sq cm is about what you get under a 250-watt heat lamp at a distance of one meter. It is 
not a lot of power. 


When you take into account that the pulse train is off (no signal) for most of each cycle, the 
average power is so low as to be nearly undetectable. This is the concept of "spike" waves used 
in radar and other military forms of communication. 


Frequencies that act as voice-to-skull carriers are not single frequencies, as, for example TV or 
cell phone channels. Each sensitive frequency is actually a range or "band" of frequencies. A 
technology used to reduce both interference and detection is called "spread spectrum". Spread 
spectrum signals usually have the carrier frequency "hop" around within a specified band. 


Unless a receiver "knows" this hop schedule in advance, like other forms of encryption there is 
virtually no chance of receiving or detecting a coherent readable signal. Spectrum analyzers, 
used for detection, are receivers with a screen. A spread spectrum signal received on a spectrum 
analyzer appears as just more "static" or noise. 


The actual method of the first successful unclassified voice to skull experiment was in 1974, by 
Dr. Joseph C. Sharp and Mark Grove, then at the Walter Reed Army Institute of Research. A 
Frey-type audible pulse was transmitted every time the voice waveform passed down through the 
zero axes, a technique easily duplicated by ham radio operators who build their own equipment. 


The sensation is reported as a buzzing, clicking, or hissing which seems to originate within or 
just behind the head. The phenomenon occurs with carrier densities as low as microwatts per 
square centimeter with carrier frequencies from 0.3-3.0 GHz. By proper choice of pulse 
characteristics, intelligent speech may be created. 


Dr. James Lin of Wayne State University has written a book entitled: Microwave Auditory 
Effects and Applications. It explores the possible mechanisms for the phenomenon, and 
discusses possibilities for the deaf, as persons with certain types of hearing loss can still hear 
pulsed microwaves (as tones or clicks and buzzes, if words aren't modulated on). Lin mentions 
the Sharp and Grove experiment and comments: "The capability of communicating directly with 
humans by pulsed microwaves is obviously not limited to the field of therapeutic medicine." 


"Synthetic Telepathy" 


In 1975, researcher A. W. Guy stated that "one of the most widely observed and accepted 
biologic effects of low average power electromagnetic energy is the auditory sensation evoked in 
man when exposed to pulsed microwaves." 


He concluded that at frequencies where the auditory effect can be easily detected, microwaves 
penetrate deep into the tissues of the head, causing rapid thermal expansion (at the microscopic 
level only) that produces strains in the brain tissue. 


An acoustic stress wave is then conducted through the skull to the cochlea, and from there, it 
proceeds in the same manner as in conventional hearing. It is obvious that receiver-less radio 
has not been adequately publicized or explained because of national security concerns. 


Today, the ability to remotely transmit microwave voices inside a target's head is known inside 
the Pentagon as "Synthetic Telepathy." According to Dr. Robert Becker, "Synthetic Telepathy 
has applications in covert operations designed to drive a target crazy with voices or deliver 
undetected instructions to a programmed assassin." 


This technology may have contributed to the deaths of 25 defense scientists variously employed 
by Marconi Underwater and Defense Systems, Easems and GEC. Most of the scientists worked 
on highly sensitive electronic warfare programs for NATO, including the Strategic Defense 
Initiative. It is claimed that directed energy weapons might have been used to literally drive 
these men to suicide and 29 accidents. 


Biological Amplification 
Using Microwave Band Frequencies 


The next major development in ELF weaponry was the concept of a biological amplification of 
these signals at the cell level to perpetuate and set up resonance for more sophisticated 
information transfer. This was the beginning of using more than one technology in a stack to do 
something "more." While this was implied, it was never developed in "The Holographic 
Concept of Reality." 


Electromagnetic fields or relatively weak power levels can affect intercellular communication. 
Bio-amplification is apparently why radio signals of very low average power (mw) can produce 
audio effects, and is difficult to detect. [Electromagnetic Interaction with Biological Systems, 
ed. Dr. James C. Lin, Univ. of Illinois, 1989, Plenum Press, NY] 


Imposed weak low frequency fields (and radio frequency fields) that are many orders of 
magnitude weaker in the pericellular fluid (fluid between adjacent cells) than the membrane 
potential gradient (voltage across the membrane) can modulate the action of hormones, antibody 
neurotransmitters and cancer-promoting molecules at their cell surface receptor sites. 


These ELF sensitivities appear to involve nonequilibrium and highly cooperative processes that 
mediate a major amplification of initial weak triggers associated with the binding of these 
molecules (specific cell surface receptor sites). Membrane amplification is inherent in this trans- 
membrane signaling sequence. 


Initial stimuli associated with weak perpendicular EM fields and with binding of stimulating 
molecules at their membrane receptor sites elicit a highly cooperative modification of Ca++ 
binding to glycoproteins along the membrane. 


A longitudinal spread is consistent with the direction of extracellular current flow associated 
with physiological activity and imposed EM fields. This cooperative modification of surface 
Ca++ binding is an amplifying stage. By imposing RF fields, there is a far greater increase in 
Ca++ efflux than is accounted for in the events of receptor-ligand binding. from imposing RF 
fields. 


Enzymes are protein molecules that function as catalysts, initiating and enhancing chemical 
reactions that would not otherwise occur at tissue temperatures. This ability resides in the 
pattern of electrical charges on the molecular surface. 


Activation of these enzymes and the reactions in which they participate involve energies millions 
of times greater than in the cell surface, triggering events initiated by the EM fields, emphasizing 
the membrane amplification inherent in this trans-membrane signaling sequence. 


Frey and Messenger confirmed that a microwave pulse with a slow rise time was ineffectual in 
producing an auditory response. Only if the rise time is short, resulting in effect in a square wave 
with respect to the leading edge of the envelope of radiated radio-frequency energy, does the 
auditory response occur. This is why we don't "hear" ordinary radio and TV signals. 


The significance of "Embryonic Holography" now becomes more understandable. For example, 
the specific frequency bands (0.3-3.0 Hz) are so flat as to appear almost 2-dimensional to most 
biological processes on a semi-quantum mechanical level. This means that these frequencies can 
be seen as "scalar" in their possible interaction with specific brain processes. 


What these frequencies really are, however, are actual holograms of specific thoughts. They 
have a third component of detail (much like the patented P300 wave). This means that a hybrid 
form of brain fingerprinting is now possible. And, once these "images" are stored (usually in a 
very sophisticated super-cooled computer), similar responses can be fed back to the person, 
inducing virtually any state desired (via entrainment protocols). 


Silent Sound Technology - ''S-quad" 


Silent (converted-to-voice FM) hypnosis can be transmitted using a voice frequency modulator 
to generate the "voice." It is a steady tone, near the high end of hearing range (15,000 Hz), plus 
a hypnotist's voice, varying from 300 - 4,000 Hz. These two signals are frequency modulated. 
The output now appears as a steady tone, like tinnitus, but with hypnosis embedded. The FM- 
voice controls the timing of the transmitter's pulse. 


Each vertical line is one short pulse of microwave signal at a frequency to which the human 
brain is sensitive. Timing of each microwave pulse is controlled by each down-slope crossing of 
the voice wave (Sharp's method, 1974). Then the brain converts the train of microwave pulses 
back to inaudible voice. There is no conscious defense possible against this form of hypnosis. 


Ordinary radio and TV signals use a smooth waveform called a 'sine' wave. This wave signal 
cannot normally penetrate the voltage gradient across the nerve cell walls. Radar signals consist 
of very short and powerful pulses of sine wave type signals, and can penetrate the steep voltage 
gradient across these nerve cell walls (Allan H. Frey, Cornell University, 1962). 


Differences in osmosis of ions (dissolved salt components) cause a small voltage difference 
across cell walls. When a small voltage appears across a very tiny distance, the change in 
voltage is called very 'steep.' It is this steep gradient that keeps normal radio signals from 
throwing us into convulsions. 


The mind-altering mechanism is based on a subliminal carrier technology: the Silent Sound 
Spread Spectrum (SSSS), sometimes called "S-quad" or "Squad". It was developed by Dr Oliver 
Lowery of Norcross, Georgia, and is described in US Patent #5,159,703, "Silent Subliminal 
Presentation System", dated October 27, 1992. The abstract for the patent reads: 


"A silent communications system in which nonaural carriers, in the very low or 
very high audio-frequency range or in the adjacent ultrasonic frequency spectrum 
are amplitude- or frequency-modulated with the desired intelligence and 
propagated acoustically or vibrationally, for inducement into the brain, typically 
through the use of loudspeakers, earphones, or piezoelectric transducers. The 


modulated carriers may be transmitted directly in real time or may be 
conveniently recorded and stored on mechanical, magnetic, or optical media for 
delayed or repeated transmission to the listener." 


According to literature by Silent Sounds, Inc., it is now possible, using supercomputers, to 
analyze human emotional EEG patterns and replicate them, then store these "emotion signature 
clusters" on another computer and, at will, "silently induce and change the emotional state in a 
human being”. 


Edward Tilton, President of Silent Sounds, Inc., says this about S-quad in a letter dated 
December 13, 1996: 


"All schematics, however, have been classified by the US Government and we are 
not allowed to reveal the exact details... ... we make tapes and CDs for the 
German Government, even the former Soviet Union countries! All with the 
permission of the US State Department, of course... The system was used 
throughout Operation Desert Storm (Iraq) quite successfully." 


"Induced Alpha to Theta Biofeedback Cluster Movement" is an output from "the world's most 
versatile and most sensitive electroencephalograph (EEG) machine". This device has a gain 
capability of 200,000, as compared to most other EEG machines (with gain capability of 50,000). 
It is software-driven by the "fastest of computers" using a noise nulling technology similar to 
that used by nuclear submarines for detecting small objects underwater at extreme range. 


The purpose of all this high technology is to plot and display a moving cluster of periodic 
brainwave signals. The illustration shows an EEG display from a single individual, taken of left 
and right hemispheres simultaneously. This technology is very similar to that used to generate 
P300 waves. 


Cloning the Emotions 


By using these computer-enhanced EEGs, scientists can identify and isolate the brain's low- 
amplitude "emotion signature clusters," synthesize them and store them on another computer. In 
other words, by studying the subtle characteristic brainwave patterns that occur when a subject 
experiences a particular emotion, scientists have been able to identify the concomitant brainwave 
pattern and can now duplicate it. 


"These clusters are then placed on the Silent Sound[TM] carrier frequencies and 
will silently trigger the occurrence of the same basic emotion in another human 
being!" 


Regarding system delivery and applications, there is a lot more involved here than a simple 
subliminal sound system. There are numerous patented technologies that can be piggybacked 
individually or collectively onto a carrier frequency to elicit all kinds of effects. 


There appear to be two methods of delivery with the system. One is direct microwave induction 
into the brain of the subject, limited to short-range operations. The other, as described above, 
utilizes ordinary radio and television carrier frequencies. 


Far from necessarily being used as a weapon against a person, the system does have limitless 
positive applications. However, the fact that the sounds are subliminal makes them virtually 
undetectable and possibly dangerous to the general public. 


In more conventional use, the Silent Sounds Subliminal System might utilize voice commands, 
e.g., aS an adjunct to security systems. Beneath the musical broadcast that you hear in stores and 
shopping malls may be a hidden message that exhorts against shoplifting. And while voice 
commands alone are powerful, when the subliminal presentation system carries cloned emotional 
signatures, the result is overwhelming. 


Free-market uses for this technology are the common self-help tapes, positive affirmation, 
relaxation and meditation tapes, as well as methods to increase learning capabilities. But there is 
strong evidence that this technology is being developed toward global mind control. 


The secrecy involved in the development of the electromagnetic mind-altering technology 
reflects the tremendous power that is inherent in it. To put it bluntly, whoever controls this 
technology can control the minds of men - all men. 


There is evidence that the U.S. Government has plans to extend the range of this technology to 
envelop all peoples, all countries. This can be accomplished, and is being accomplished, by 
utilizing the nearly completed HAARP project for overseas areas and the GWEN network now in 
place in the U.S. The U.S. Government denies all this. 


Dr Michael Persinger is a Professor of Psychology and Neuroscience at Laurentian University, 
Ontario, Canada. His work and findings indicate that strong electromagnetic fields can and will 
affect a person's brain. 


"Temporal lobe stimulation can evoke the feeling of a presence, disorientation, 
and perceptual irregularities. It can activate images stored in the subject's 
memory, including nightmares and monsters that are normally suppressed." 


Mind Reading Devices 


Alan Yu, a former lieutenant colonel in the Taiwan National Defense Department, says that the 
United States has not only developed an operational mind control machine, but has also 
distributed models for use by allied countries. Yu states that such machines pose a great threat to 
human rights and the American way of life. He calls the device the "Mind Reading Machine" 
(Mind Machine). 


Yu writes that there are two sources of information detailing the existence of the Mind Reading 
Machine. The first evidence: In the 1970s, The South China Morning Post reported that the 


University of Maryland had invented a Thought Reading Machine. The original purpose of this 
invention was to help authorities investigate severe car accidents. It was to be used on people 
who were severely injured to get their accounts of how the accidents occurred. 


In the spring of 1984, Yu was a lieutenant colonel serving in the National Defense Department of 
Taiwan. At that time, Yu read a classified document from the department that he serviced under. 
The document said the Military Police Department of Taiwan had purchased several of the Mind 
Reading Machines from the United States (In Taiwan, it was called Psychological Language 
Machine). 


The document was a request to the United States for parts to repair several malfunctioning 
machines. The machine allegedly uses microwaves to deliver spoken messages directly to the 
human brain, as well as using radio waves to hypnotize people or change their thoughts. Yu 
reports that before he left, this machine had become the most effective weapon for the security 
departments of Taiwan. 


In 1993, Defense News announced that the Russian government was discussing with American 
counterparts the transfer of technical information and equipment known as "Acoustic Psycho- 
correction." The Russians claimed that this device involves the transmission of specific 
commands via static or white noise bands into the human subconscious without upsetting other 
intellectual functions. 


Demonstrations of this equipment have shown encouraging results after exposure of less than 
one minute and have produced the ability to alter behavior on unwilling subjects. A US 
Department of Defense medical engineer claimed in 1989 that the U.S. and Israel had regularly 
used microwaves to condition and control the minds of Palestinians. 


Unclassified ELF-Type Weapons 


Remote physical manipulation: Not covered in this document. At time of writing, that 
technology appears to be classified. 


Transmission methods for neuro-effective signals: This includes pulsed microwave 
(i.e., like radar signals) and ultrasound and voice-FM (transmitted through the air). Also known 
as "Synthetic Telepathy." 


While transmission of speech, dating from the early 1970s, was the first use of pulsed 
microwave, neuro-effective signals can now cause many other nerve groups to become remotely 
actuated. That specific technology is classified. 


Pavlovian hypnotic triggers: A [Pavlovian] hypnotic trigger is a phrase or any sensory 
cue that the subject is programmed to involuntarily act in a certain way. MKULTRA survivors 
can still be triggered from programming done decades ago. 


One of the main goals of the institutional/drug/child abuse phases of the CIA MKULTRA 
atrocities (1950's through 1970's) was to implant triggers using a "twilight state" (half-conscious) 
medication and tape-recorded hypnosis. The ultimate goal was to have the acting out of 
Pavlovian triggers erased from the victim's memory. 


These triggers are now planted using either of the above two transmission methods, but with the 
words moved up just above (or near the top of) the audible frequency range. The result is that 
hypnotic triggers are planted without the subject being aware. This technology was used in the 
Gulf War as "Silent Sound." 


Through-wall surveillance methods: This includes top end of microwave (near 
infrared), and the so-called "millimeter wave" scanning. This method uses the very top end of 
the microwave radio signal spectrum just below infrared. To view small objects or people 
clearly, the highest frequency that will penetrate non-conductive or poorly-conductive walls is 
used. 


Millimeter wave scanning radar can be used in two modes: The first is passive (no radiated 
signal) and uses background radiation already in the area to be scanned. It is totally 
undetectable. The active system uses a (low power millimeter wave) "flashlight" attached to the 
scanner. 


Thought reading: Thought reading can be classed as a form of "through wall 
surveillance" technology. In the unclassified and commercial realms, it is called thru-skull 
microwave reading, and magnetic skull-proximity reading. 


Brain entrainment: This involves moods and sleep states, the reverse of biofeedback. 
The low frequency electrical brain rhythms are characteristics of various moods and states of 
sleep. Not only can they now be read out using biofeedback equipment or EEG machines, but 
also radio, sound, contact electrodes, or flashing lights. These moods and sleep states can be 
generated or at least encouraged using brain entrainment devices. 


Brain entrainment signals cannot carry voice, which is a much higher frequency range. Brain 
entrainment can, however, be used to "set up" a target to make him/her more susceptible to 


hypnosis. 


Implantation: (no longer required)

Ultrasound and Voice-FM: Main advantage in mind control work is that it can carry 
verbal hypnosis, more potent than simple biorhythm entrainment. An example is Chicago's 
Airport Terminal connection tunnels and their "Keep Walking."

Thought Readings: Thought reading is an enhanced version of computer speech 
recognition, with EEG waves being substituted for sound waves.

"Acoustic Spotlight (Can Target One person in Crowd)" 
Posted by F. Joseph Pompeii, MIT Media Lab 
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Usage: The Audio Spotlight can be used in two major ways: As directed 
audio, sound is directed at a specific listener or area, to provide a private or area 
specific listening space. As projected audio, sound is projected against a distant 
object, creating an audio image. This audio image is literally a projected 
loudspeaker - sound appears to come directly from the projection, just like light. 


The Audio Spotlight consists of a thin, circular transducer array and a specially 
designed signal processor and amplifier. The transducer is about half an inch 
thick, nonmagnetic, and lightweight. The signal processor and amplifier are 


integrated into a unit about the same size as a traditional audio amplifier, and have 
similar power requirements. 


Technology: Because it is impossible to generate extremely narrow 
beams of audible sound without extremely large loudspeaker arrays, we instead 
generate the sound indirectly, using the nonlinearity of the air to convert a narrow 
beam of ultrasound into a highly directive, audible beam of sound. 


The device transmits a narrow beam of ultrasound (blue), which, due to the 
inherent nonlinearity of the air itself, distorts (changes shape) very slightly as it 
travels. This distortion creates, along with new ultrasonic frequencies, audible 
artifacts (green) that can be mathematically predicted, and therefore controlled. 


By constructing the proper ultrasonic beam, this nonlinearity can be used to 
create, within the beam itself, an audible sound beam containing any sound 
desired. This is presently done in real-time using low cost circuitry, a specially 
designed amplifier, and transducers developed at MIT specifically for this project. 


Hyperdirectivity: The directivity, or narrowness, of an acoustic wave 
generated by a circular transducer is proportional to the ratio of the diameter of 
the transducer to the wavelength of the sound. So a transducer much larger than 
the wavelength of the sound creates a very narrow beam. 


Audible sound contains wavelengths reaching lengths of several feet, so a 
reasonably sized loudspeaker will always produce a very wide, non-directional 
source at lower frequencies. The Audio Spotlight, in contrast, outputs short, 
millimeter sized ultrasonic waves, which form a very narrow beam even in a 
small transducer, which in turn generates audible sound. 


The nature of the nonlinear transformation also essentially eliminates side lobes in 
the resulting beam, and maintains relatively uniform directivity across the entire 
audible frequency range. 


The figure above (from American Technologies Corp.) compares the directivity 
of the Audio Spotlight (yellow) to that of an ordinary loudspeaker (purple) at 400 
Hz. Note that the directivity of the Audio Spotlight is only three degrees, 
compared to the essentially omni directional directivity of the loudspeaker. 


In order to obtain such narrow directivity from a traditional loudspeaker system, 
one would need a loudspeaker array fifty meters across! A loudspeaker is like a 
light bulb, but the Audio Spotlight is like a laser. 


History: The use of nonlinear interaction of high frequency sound to 
generate directive low frequency sound sources has been a well-researched 
subject in the field of underwater acoustics since the early 1960's. Often 


misattributed to so-called "Tartini Tones," the effect is more accurately described 
as a parametric array, a term introduced by Westervelt. 


In the past several decades, many underwater sonar researchers have used the 
effect to generate directive low frequency sonar beams, detect underwater sound 
(parametric receiving array), and extend the bandwidth of underwater transducers. 


The first published demonstration of an airborne parametric array was in 1975 by 
Bennett and Blackstock. Rather than using inaudible ultrasound, they instead used 
very intense, high frequency audible sound to produce simple difference tones. 
While their goal was not a practical audio reproduction device, they nonetheless 
effectively demonstrated that the parametric array would work in air in addition to 
underwater. 


Life Assessment Detector System (LADS) The Life Assessment Detector System 
(LADS), a microwave Doppler movement measuring device, can detect human body surface 
motion, including heartbeat and respiration, at ranges up to 135 feet (41.15 meters). 


The primary function of the LADS is to provide a reliable method by which medical and 
emergency personnel can locate personnel buried in building collapses or injured on the military 
battlefield. LADS can detect such signs of life as movement, heartbeat, or respiration. 


Originally designed to detect heartbeat and respiration of military personnel wearing chemical- 
biological warfare protective overgarments, the LADS has been restructured, greatly increasing 
its operational range and providing a means for eliminating "nuisance alarms" which could 
mimic human life signs, such as fans, wind drafts, or swaying trees. 


This is accomplished through neural network technology, which "trains" the system to recognize 
human motion and heartbeat/respiration functions. If these functions are not detected, the 
reasonable assumption is that there are no survivors. Operating under such an assumption, the 
rescue team can now proceed without fear of further loss of life, ie., rescue and medical 
personnel and equipment can be deployed more effectively and efficiently. 


The LADS consists of a sensor module, a neural network module, and a control/monitor module. 
The sensor module is an x-band (10 GHz) microwave transceiver with a nominal output power 
of 15 milliwatts, operating in the continuous wave (CW) mode. The neural network module 
device can store many complex patterns such as visual waveforms and speech templates, and can 
easily compare input patterns to previously "trained" or stored patterns. 


The control/monitor module provides the LADS' instrument controls, such as on-off switches, 
circuit breakers, and battery condition, as well as motion, heartbeat waveform, pulse strength, 
and pulse rate displays. 


LADS provides life assessment capabilities for people who are: 


Trapped in building rubble; 


Battlefield casualties in a chemical/biological warfare environment; 
Victims of airline, train, or automobile crashes; 

Trapped in an avalanche or mudslide; 

Trapped on a mountain ledge; 

Trapped under a collapsed tent structure; or 

Hostages being held in a nonmetallic room.

Radar Flashlight: The National Institute of Justice (NIJ), through the Joint (Justice- 
Defense) Program Steering Group (JPSG), is sponsoring Georgia Tech Research Institute 
(GTRI) in developing inexpensive, handheld, low-power radar that will enable law officers to 
detect individuals through interior building walls. It works by sensing the motion of an 
individual's chest when they breathe. 


GTRI is currently designing and refining the first prototype unit. A laboratory test area has been 
constructed consisting of a section of home siding and drywall, a wooden front door, and a 
section of brick and mortar. 


It also demonstrated the ability to detect an individual through the laboratory's cinder block 
walls. GTRI is working to combine the two parts of this device into a single unit. NIJ plans on 
demonstrating the Radar Flashlight with law enforcement agencies through its National Law 
Enforcement and Corrections Technology Center (NLECTC) (Southeast Regional Center) before 
the end of 1999.

Millivision Radar Millimeter-Wave Camera picks up both metallic and plastic 
concealed handguns. Between microwave and infrared lies the millimeter wave band. This little- 
heralded portion of the electromagnetic spectrum turns out to be perfect for "remote frisking." 
Millitech Corp. has designed a camera to accomplish just that. 


The idea calls for measuring the time delay and intensity of millimeter wave energy that radiates 
naturally. At millimeter wavelengths, people are good emitters, while metals are very poor. 
Dielectric objects, such as plastics, ceramics and powdered drugs, are somewhere in between. 
Clothing and building materials, such as wallboard, are virtually transparent. 





Ground (or Home/Apt. Wall) Penetrating Radar: Patriot Scientific Corporation has 
developed radar technologies with a wide range of possible applications. 


A pulse generator is used to drive the transmit antenna. The pulse is a positive spike going up to 
100V then falling back to ground in one and a half nanoseconds corresponding to a pulse 
transmit frequency of 750 MHz. 


The return signal is read by the receive antenna. At this point some simple analog processing is 
done and the signal is digitized at a resolution of 6 GHz, and sent to a PC. The PC correlates the 
data into a conventional waveform, does some processing, and then transmits the data over an 
Ethernet cable to a Pentium workstation (not shown). 


The Pentium workstation is used to apply different digital filters, combine waveforms, and 
display the results. This system can be used to demonstrate detection of small targets buried in 
sand, people behind walls, and other targets. 


Patriot has used its antenna system to demonstrate detection of objects as small as a coke buried 
in sand, through a wall. Even small targets disturb the wavefront of the pulse, producing 
reflections and modifying the field in measurable ways. 


The key to Patriot's Radar system is its ability to transmit and receive pulses barely longer then 
single cycles at the transmit frequency. The first waveform shown here is a pulse generated by an 
earlier Patriot Design, based on "off the shelf" antenna technology. The waveform on the bottom 
was produced and received by Patriot's current Design. 


The current Patriot antenna system produces a pulse at the desired frequency with little leading 
or trailing noise. The Patriot antenna system provides many advantages over pulse-based 
systems. 


Patriot originally developed the impulse radar system to allow time domain processing in 
Patriot's GPR systems. Because the impulse is extremely short (3 nanoseconds), the time to 
return can be used to gauge the distance traveled by the pulse. 


Furthermore, the transmitter and receiver antennas are very directional, eliminating much of the 
multipath components of the return signal. The short pulses combined with the directional 
transmit and receive to provide us with a number of important advantages: 


Very low average power during transmission 
Low interference from other transmitters 
Transmission invisible to conventional receivers 
High bandwidth digital data transmission possible 
Difficult detection by other impulse receivers 


Interference with other sources and receivers is further reduced by using directional antennas. 
The antenna design shown is highly directional. 


When penetrating the ground, we wish to eliminate as much of the multipath signal as possible. 
The directional antennas reduce the multipath signals detected to those that are relatively inline 
with the wave path, and eliminate much of the multipath signal that returns at odd angles. 


Impulse radar uses low power inherently because the transmissions occur in pulses separated by 
periods of no transmission. The power of the pulses is offset by the dead time between the 
pulses. The average output of the current system is about 300 microwatts. The low average 
power of an impulse system effectively hides the transmissions from conventional receivers. 


Interference can be further reduced in an impulse system by using random interval spacing. As 
long as the transmit and receive antennas are in sync, the period between pulses can be varied to 
prevent aliening with other continuous- or pulse-transmission systems that might be operating in 
the same locale. 


Furthermore, if an impulse system is being used to transmit data, varying the intervals between 
pulses prevents other impulse systems from locking onto the signal. Patriot Scientifics’ current 


GPR system does not use random interval spacing.

Hearing For the Deaf: It was during these [Frey] studies that a profoundly important 
discovery was made: Deaf subjects often had the ability to hear radio frequency sound. The 
clinical criterion was that, if a given person could hear audio above 5 kHz [higher range of a 
piano] by bone or air conduction, then radio frequency sound could be heard as well. 


This and related work has resulted in the manufacture of radio frequency type hearing aids for 
the deaf, one of which is made by Listening, Inc., of Arlington, Mass., and is known as the 
Neurophone Model GPF-1. It operates at 100 kHz (about five times the normal maximum 
hearing frequency) and employs crystal control. 


These observations tie in with the fact that some individuals can detect radio programs through 
fillings in their teeth. This phenomenon was technically verified by interposing shields between 
respective people who exhibited this effect and the modulated radio frequency sources. 


When the lower half of the head was covered, including the maxillary dental area, the radio 
frequency sound was perceived. The sound ceased on covering the top half of the head. While 
the mechanism responsible for this phenomenon is only imperfectly understood, it can be 
assumed to be the result of DIRECT cortical stimulation. 


In other words, even when the sound seems to be coming from the teeth, it is actually being 
directly received and interpreted in the brain, not the teeth. 


Some Important Historical Developments: 


Brain-Wave Detection: Some 40-odd years ago, university professor F. Cazzamalli 
started publishing papers on the subject of brain-wave detection [using radio signals] and implied 
that he had detected radiations from the mind. 


He placed his subjects in a shielded room (or Faraday cage), emanated VHF radio waves through 
their heads, and claimed to have recorded "beat frequencies" obtained with an untuned receiver 
consisting of a galena crystal or diode tube, a fixed capacitor, an antenna, and a sensitive light 
beam galvanometer. A "galvanometer" is a voltmeter; light beam types show up in physics labs 
and are one of the most sensitive types of voltmeter. 


The trouble is that Cazzamalli never mentioned transmitter power in his somewhat 
unprofessional papers. His oscillograms meant to show variations of the "beat" when his 
subjects were emotionally aroused or engaged in creative tasks when they were in the Faraday 
cage. "Beat" as used by Cazzamalli refers to EEG-frequency, i.e., ELF, traces. 


Later he told an astounded world that his subjects would hallucinate when under the influence of 
his "oscillatori telegrafica," its frequency being around 300 MHz at the time. Aviation radios are 
in this range. 


Tom Jaski, a noted science writer and engineer duplicated some of Cazzamalli's work with a 
modern low-power oscillator that was swept from 300 MHz to 600 MHz. Cell phones start at 
over 900 MHz. 


His subjects could not see the dial. They were told to sound off as soon as they felt something 
unusual. At a certain frequency range - varying between 380 MHz and 500 MHz - the subjects 
repeatedly indicated points with exact accuracy in as many as 14 out of 15 trials. At these 
"individual" frequencies, the same subjects announced having experienced pulsing sensations in 
the brain, ringing in the ears, and an odd desire to bite the experimenters. 


The oscillator's output power was only a few milliwatts, while the oscillator itself was located 
several feet away from the subjects. Any experimenters out there want to try this? Milliwatts 
are quite safe for short-term experiments. Kids' walkie-talkies are 50 to 100 milliwatts, for 
example. 


LIDA Machine: 1960 Soviet device that bombards brains with low-frequency radio 
waves. Now with Dr. Ross Adey, Chief of Research, Veterans Hospital, Loma Linda, CA. 


Low frequency square wave modulation of a radio frequency field. It was developed by L. 
Rabichev and his colleagues in Soviet Armenia, for "the treatment of neuropsychic and somatic 
disorders, such as neuroses, psychoses, insomnia, hypertension, stammering, bronchial asthma, 
and asthenic and reactive disturbances." (U.S. Patent # 3,773,049) 


The radio frequency field has a nominal carrier frequency of 40 MHz and a maximum output of 
approximately 40 watts. The E-field is applied to the patient on the side of neck through two 
disc electrodes approximately 10 cm in diameter. The electrodes are located at a distance of 2 to 
4 cm from the skin. 


The radio signal appears to be the primary cause of the sleep/trance effect. Optimal repetition 
frequencies are said to lie in the range from 40 to 80 pulses per minute. 


Voice to Skull, 1974: The demonstration of sonic transduction of microwave energy by 
materials lacking in water LESSENS the likelihood that a thermo hydraulic principle is operating 
in human perception of the energy. Nonetheless, some form of thermo acoustic transduction 
probably underlies perception. If so, it is clear that simple heating is NOT a sufficient basis for 
the Frey effect; the requirement for pulsing of radiations appears to implicate a thermodynamic 
principle. 


Frey and Messenger (1973) and Guy, Chou, Lin, and Christensen (1975) confirmed that a 
microwave pulse with a slow rise time is ineffective in producing an auditory response; only if 
the rise time is SHORT, resulting in effect in a square wave with respect to the leading edge of 
the envelope of radiated radio-frequency energy, does the auditory response occur. 


Thus the rate of change (the first derivative) of the waveform of the pulse is a CRITICAL factor 
in perception. Given a thermodynamic interpretation, it would follow that information can be 
encoded in the energy and "communicated" to the "listener". 


Communication has in fact been demonstrated. A. Guy, a skilled telegrapher, arranged for his 
father, a retired railroad telegrapher, to operate a key, each closure and opening of which resulted 
in a pulse of microwave energy. By directing the radiations at his own head, complex messages 
via the Continental Morse Code were readily received by Guy. 


Sharp and Grove found that appropriate modulation of microwave energy can result in "wireless" 
and "receiverless" communication of SPEECH. They recorded by voice on tape each of the 
single-syllable words for digits between | and 10. The electrical sine-wave analogs of each word 
were then processed so that each time a sine wave crossed ZERO REFERENCE IN THE 
NEGATIVE DIRECTION, a brief pulse of microwave energy was triggered. 


This is, in effect, is a form of what is called pulse-RATE modulation. By radiating themselves 
with these "voice modulated" microwaves, Sharp and Grove were READILY able to hear, 
identify, and distinguish among the 9 words. Persons with artificial larynxes not unlike those 
emitted the sounds heard. 


Communication of more complex words and of sentences was not attempted because the 
averaged densities of energy required to transmit longer messages would approach the current 10 
milliwatts per square centimeter limit of safe exposure. 


The capability of communicating directly with a human being by "receiverless radio" has 
obvious potentialities both within and without the clinic. But the hotly debated and unresolved 
question of how much microwave radiation to which a human being can safely be exposed will 
probably forestall applications within the near future. 


EC-130E Commando Solo: Primary function is "Psychological operations broadcasts." 
Air Force Mission statement: Commando Solo conducts psychological operations and civil 
affairs broadcasts missions in the standard AM, FM, HF, TV and military communications 
bands. 


It was called EC-121, known at the time as the Coronet Solo, and was used in Operation Urgent 
Fury. Volant Solo was during Operation Just Cause.

HAARP: 


HAARP (High Frequency Active Auroral Research Project), by virtue of its far-reaching impact 
on the environment to be a global concern and calls for its legal, ecological and ethical 
implications to be examined by an international independent body before any further research 
and testing, regrets the repeated refusal of the United States Administration send anyone in 
person to give evidence to the public hearing or any subsequent meeting to be held by its 
competent committee into the environmental and public risks connected with the HAARP 
programmed currently being funded in Alaska... 


One of HAARP's potential uses is a communications system. The military officially 
acknowledges two communications-related applications: 


(1) to replace the existing Extremely Low Frequency (ELF) submarine communications 
system now operating in Michigan and Wisconsin; 


(2) to provide a way to wipe out communications over an extremely large area, while 
keeping the military's own communications system working. 


As we have seen, the mind-control subliminal messages are carried on radio-frequency 
broadcasts. The HAARP facility could be used to broadcast global mind-control messages, or 
such messages could simply be inserted into existing systems. 


Dr. Igor Smirnov, of the Institute of Psycho-correction in Moscow, says in regard to this 
technology: "It is easily conceivable that some Russian ‘Satan’, or let's say Iranian [or any other 
‘Satan'], as long as he owns the appropriate means and finances, can inject himself [intrude] into 
every conceivable computer network, into every conceivable radio or television broadcast, with 
relative technological ease, even without disconnecting cables.

"As of this morning, Saturday Feb 17, 2001, HAARP began doing testing with 
greatly increased FULL power. The transmitter can now be heard all day long 
on 3.39 MHz. Very early this morning about 3 AM, HAARP could be heard at its 
"old" normal signal strength. About 4 AM the signal changed in both its pulse 
timing and inter-pulse spacing. At 4:30 AM the signal strength suddenly 
increased tremendously. 


"Unlike previous mornings, there was no regular F-layer daytime fade out when 
the sun rose here in California about 6:45 AM. I continued to monitor during the 
daylight. I have never heard the HAARP signal during the daytime before. The 


sun now rises in Gakona Alaska about 10 AM PST. The received signal again 
increased from about S5 to S9 at 10:05 AM. With sunlight at both the transmitter 
and receiver there is no F-layer skip to bend the powerful signal around the 
planet. This means this is an extremely powerful direct ground wave signal. And 
I'm only receiving the leakage off the side lobes of the antenna array. 


"The full HAARP design power is supposed to be about 350 Megawatts. But that 
is only the published spec, not necessarily what is done in practice (as in those 
CB'rs running illegal 1KWatt linear amplifiers). There is a planned Air Force 
"Star Wars" test with two vehicles, one from California and the other in the south 
Pacific, similar to last summer's failed test. The tentative published launch is set 
for late March or April. I will monitor HAARP to confirm it is running full power 
during the launch, as it was last summer. 


"Last summer's "failure" is exactly what a HAARP device is supposed to do; 
destroy the electronic controls of a vehicle so the second stage cannot separate 
from the booster. A very cheap, simple way to knock down missiles launched 
from anywhere on the planet. It also can destroy military satellites in low orbit. 
Maybe that's why the Russians and Chinese have been complaining in the last 
several weeks about Bush's intention to "build" the star wars system. Maybe 
they've been losing some of their "secret hardware." But of course, they won't say 
that in public. 


"Its now 11 AM PST, on Saturday the 17th, and the signal is blasting in with the 
powerful pre-pulse tone around S+20 and the main signal about S9._ The signal 
varies 3 to 6 db over a series of several pulses. Since this is not due to F-layer 
skip fading, I must assume they are slewing the beam of the antenna in various 
directions, and thus changing the amount of the side lobes in this direction. This 
must be a test of a simulated space warfare game with multiple targets. Rapid 
slewing of the antenna in just a matter of a minute or two is not useful for 
submarine communication, nor for their stated purpose of doing "ionospheric 
research." 


"To show the HAARP signal is abnormally large, at this time, the 80-meter band 
is silent and WWV at 5 MHz cannot be heard, as would be expected during the 
daytime. WWV at 10 MHz is barely heard but does not even register on the S 
meter. Tuning back to 3.39 MHz, the S meter jumps off the top of the scale. Even 
the extremely powerful Russian “woodpecker” transmitters during the cold war 
never did that, and they were aimed along the ground not out into space. I have 
no way to estimate how many Gigawatts that represents. 


"It may be only coincidence but just several days ago, Russia announced it would 
be conducting a massive space war game, including the launch of numerous 
missiles, from both ground sites and submarines. Of course this is only a 
coincidence. You Think. For more information about HAARP, how the transmitter 
works and to hear what the transmitter sounds like, go back to the Brother 


Jonathan Gazette front page article about the HAARP facility and how it is used 
in space warfare. 


"I should point out in 1983 a number of Air Force ER-135 electronic warfare 
planes were shot down in the Sea of Japan. They were apparently making a 
covert entry into soviet airspace to test the latest Russian technology. What the 
Air Force did not know then was the Soviets had developed a stealth fighter so the 
135's never saw the Russians coming and all 5 of the US e-warfare planes were 
shot down. To cover this "covert" event, the US shot down a 747, a plane similar 
to the 135's (or modified Boeing 707's whose parts are very similar to a 747) so if 
plane parts are found in the Sea of Japan they are claimed to be the 747. The 747 
may, in fact, have played a part in the covert event. This is the supposed 
"Russian" shoot down of Korean Airlines Flight 007, on Sept 1, 1983. I remember 
the event well, since it is my son's b-day. 


"The proof of a covert event with stealth Russian fighters shooting down 5 Air 
Force ER- 135's is documented in R.W. Johnson's book, SHOOTDOWN, 
published in 1986. The most convincing evidence is the strange fact that 27 US 
active duty electronic warfare officers somehow end up on the passenger list 
among the dead on the civilian KAL Flight 007 going to Korea. I only point this 
out to show how high tech secret warfare between Russia and the US may result 
in deaths and the destruction of hardware, and yet is never reported to the public. 


"The US did not announce and demonstrate deployment of its own stealth fighters 
until the Gulf War in '90-91, seven years later. In 1991, three events occurred, 
(1) the US demonstrates stealth fighter-bombers which can travel anywhere in the 
world without detection, (2) the announcement of the construction of HAARP 
which would neutralize all soviet missiles coming over the pole, and (3) the 
collapse of the Soviet Union. To see these as unrelated events is to miss the point 
of history. 


"At the present time, both the Russian's and Chinese have demonstrated their 
ability and inclination to engage in warfare, especially space warfare. It would 
thus seem clear the "coincidence" of the massive Russian war games and the 
sudden increase in the output of HAARP in a warfare mode, would indicate that 
on this Presidents Day Weekend 2001, warfare is actually occurring, not just 
games. Just as in 1985, when planes were destroyed and US airmen died, the 
story was completely covered up, but it nonetheless had great implications on the 
relations between the governments of the world. 


"There are, of course, no airmen on the Russian missiles, nor the Chinese and 
Russian satellites in orbit. This is the new hi-tech robotic remote control warfare 
of outer space. But, the "war games" are real, nonetheless. The massive increase 
in the output of HAARP, under the control of the Air Force's Space Vehicles 
Command which operates HAARP and has the mission of engaging in space 
warfare, would indicate of a lot of expensive space hardware is now biting the 


dust. The Russians will claim their exercise was a "success." The Chinese who 
have just lost their "eyes in orbit” will say nothing. And the US will claim, as 
usual, "What, who me? HAARP hasn't been in operation since October '99." But 
you can listen for yourself on any short-wave receiver by tuning to 3.390 MHz. 
Good Listening." 





Some Concluding Remarks 


The discovery of "Synthetic Telepathy," as an EM way to communicate information directly 
onto the brain has changed everything. And, with related discoveries on membrane responses to 
specific frequency bands, and their amplification, has led to some very serious questions. Where 
are these technologies really leading man? 


Certainly not toward a better way of living.... We see little application in their uses in medicine. 
In fact, most aspects have remained classified, and are still being used (historically) for military 
applications and uses. When you consider our ability to clone emotions, and the possible uses of 
HAARP, there is NO QUESTION on the possibility of its use for the complete mind control of 
humanity. 


We can do it now. We have the theory. We have the technology. Why would it not be done? 
And then, by whom? Dr. Robert O. Becker, twice-nominated for the Noble prize for his health 
work in bio-electromagnetism, was more explicit in his concern over illicit government activity. 
He wrote of "obvious application in covert operations designed to drive a target crazy with 
voices." 


What is frightening is that words, transmitted via low-density microwaves or radio frequencies, 
or by other covert methods, might be used to create influence. For instance, according to a 1984 
U.S. House of Representatives report, a large number of stores throughout the country use high 
frequency transmitted words (above the range of human hearing) to discourage shoplifting. 
Stealing is reduced by as much as 80 percent in some cases. 


Given the low power levels required for some of these psycho-physical effects, and the ability to 
concentrate certain frequencies of electromagnetic radiation into tight beams, it is worth 
considering the possibility that low-orbiting satellites could transmit such signals directly to a 
chosen person. Such a capability would have obvious strategic value. 


What if some group or organization wanted to conduct terrorist activities that would strike right 
into the heart of their intended victims? What better way than to create killers from the most 
ordinary of citizens? Worse yet would be to cause children to unexpectedly lash out and murder 
those around them. 


It is apparent that the technology exists to elicit such behavior using waves of electromagnetic 
energy sent directly into the brain. 


"ELF" frequencies, as we know now, are not the most invasive weapons-capable frequencies. 
Doses of ELF can act as either sedatives or stimulants, entraining the target's EEG as with the 
Russian LIDA machine. Weapons that can transmit hypnotic commands silently and 
untraceably, over distance and through walls, can cause a far wider spectrum of effects. 


In other words, don't assume that "ELF" is the only form of electromagnetic signal which can do 
damage. And, if you might wonder what that "buzzing" sound you sense behind you ear might 
be?

The obvious next important discussion should be around the changing Shuman Resonance, and 
its affects and importance to biological functions and activities.

Electromagnetic Weapons Timeline: 


Electromagnetic (EM) weapons are of recent invention. They utilize the various frequencies of 
the electromagnetic spectrum to disable or kill the target. Psychotronic weapons are those EM 
weapons that interact with the nervous system of the target. These weapons usually operate in 
the very low (100 to 1,000 Hz) or extremely low (greater than zero but less than 100 Hz) 
frequency ranges.

1950 The French conducted research on infrasonic weapons. (From "The Road From

Until this incident, the electromagnetic weapons had kept a very low profile. But in the 
documentary video, "Waco: The Big Lie Continues", footage from the British Broadcasting 
(BBC) shows at least three EM weapons used by U.S. government agents. First, the noise 
generators used against the Davidians. Second, a powerful strobe light, shown during a 
nighttime sequence. 


And the third was the Russian psychoacoustics weapon, considered, but agents deny use of this 
weapon against the Waco people. FBI agents met with Dr. Igor Smirnov in Arlington VA to 
discuss the possibility of using the weapon against the Davidians.

Most Common Known ELF Effects: Here is a list of most of the common effects. It is 
intended to show how the various induced stress effects are broken down. Indent levels are used 
to show categories and sub-categories: 

Invasive At-a-Distance Body Effects (including mind): 


Sleep deprivation and fatigue: 


Silent but instantaneous application of "electronic caffeine" signal, forces awake 
and keeps awake 


Loud noise from neighbors, usually synchronized to attempts to fall asleep 


Precision-to-the-second "allowed sleep" and "forced awakening"; far too precise 
and repeated to be natural 


Daytime "fatigue attacks", can force the victim to sleep and/or weaken the 
muscles to the point of collapse 


Audible Voice to Skull (V2S): 
Delivered by apparent at a distance radio signal 
Made to appear as emanating from thin air 
Voices or sound effects only the victim can hear 
Inaudible Voice to Skull (Silent Sound): 
Delivered by apparent at a distance radio signal; manifested by sudden urges to do 
something/go somewhere you would not otherwise want to; silent (ultrasonic) 


hypnosis presumed 


Programming hypnotic "triggers" - i.e., specific phrases or other cues which cause 
specific involuntary actions 


Violent muscle triggering (flailing of limbs): 
Leg or arm jerks to violently force awake and keep awake 


Whole body jerks, as if body had been hit by large jolt of electricity 


Violent shaking of body; seemingly as if on a vibrating surface but where surface 
is in reality not vibrating 


Precision manipulation of body parts (slow, specific purpose): 


Manipulation of hands, forced to synchronize with closed-eyes but FULLY 
AWAKE vision of previous day; very powerful and coercive, not a dream 


Slow bending almost 90 degrees BACKWARDS of one toe at a time or one finger 
at a time 


Direct at-a-distance control of breathing and vocal cords; including involuntary 
speech iv. Spot blanking of memory, long and short term 


Reading said-silently-to-self thoughts: 
Engineered skits where your thoughts are spoken to you by strangers on street or 
Real time reading sub vocalized words, as while the victim reads a book, and 
BROADCASTING those words to nearby people who form an amazed audience 
around the victim 

Direct application of pain to body parts: 
Hot-needles-deep-in-flesh sensation 


Electric shocks (no wires whatsoever applied) 


Powerful and unquenchable itching, often applied precisely when victim attempts 
to do something to expose this "work" 


"Artificial fever", sudden, no illness present v. sudden racing heartbeat, relaxed 
situation 


Surveillance and tracking: 


Thru-wall radar and rapping under your feet as you move about your apartment, 
on ceiling of apartment below 


Thru-wall radar used to monitor starting and stopping of your urination - water 
below turned on and off in sync with your urine stream 


Loud, raucous artificial bird calls everywhere the victim goes, even into the 
wilderness 


Invasive Physical Effects at a Distance (non-body): 


Stoppage of power to appliances (temporary, breaker ON) 

Manipulation of appliance settings 

Temporary failures that "fix themselves" 

Flinging of objects, including non-metallic 

Precision manipulation of switches and controls 

Forced, obviously premature failure of appliance or parts 
External Stress-Generating "Skits": 


Participation of strangers, neighbors, and in some cases close friends and family members 
in harassment: 


Rudeness for no cause 

Tradesmen always have "problems", block your car, etc. 

Purchases delayed, spoiled, or lost at a high rate 

Unusually loud music, noise, far beyond normal 
Break-ins/sabotage at home: 

Shredding of clothing 

Destruction of furniture 

Petty theft 

Engineered failures of utilities 
Sabotage at work: 

Repetitive damage to furniture 

Deletion/corruption of computer files 

Planting viruses which could not have come from your computer usage pattern 


Delivered goods delayed, spoiled, or lost at a high rate 


Spreading of rumors, sabotage to your working reputation

Psychotronic technology has long been thought to be impossible by the majority of people and have 
been relegated to science fiction. The fact is that scientists developed this technology into reality at 
least thirty years ago and started experiments with unwitting people. 


Psychotronics is the ability, using extremely low frequency (ELF) waves and other means to 
manipulate a person emotions, thoughts, bodily functions, will etc all from a remote location. Using 
this technology a person or possibly an entire population can literally be controlled like a robot with a 
remote control. How is this done? 


Earth is wrapped in a donut shaped magnetic field. Circular lines of flux continuously descend into the 
North Pole and emerge from the South Pole. The ionosphere, an electromagnetic-wave conductor, 100 
kms above the earth, consists of a layer of electrically charged particles acting as a shield from solar 
winds. Natural waves are related to the electrical activity in the atmosphere and are thought to be 
caused by multiple lightning storms. 


Collectively, these waves are called The Schumann Resonance,’ the current strongest at 7.8 Hz. 
These are quasi-standing ELF waves that naturally exist in the earth‘s electromagnetic" cavity, the 
space between the ground and the ionosphere. These ”earth brainwaves" are identical to the spectrum 
of our brainwaves. (1 hertz = 1 cycle per second, 1 Khz = 1000, 1 Mhz =1 million. A 1 Hertz wave is 
186,000 miles long; 10 Hz is 18,600 miles. Radio waves move at the speed of light.) 


The Creator designed living beings to resonate to this natural frequency pulsation in order to evolve 
harmoniously. 


These natural geomagnetic waves are being replaced by artificially created very low frequency (VLF) 
ground waves coming from GWEN Towers. 


Dr. Andrija Puharich (in the 1950 & 60s), found that a clairvoyant‘s brainwaves turned to 8 Hz when 
their psychic powers were operative. In 1956, he observed an Indian Yogi controlling his brainwaves, 
deliberately shifting his consciousness from one level to another. Puharich trained people via bio- 
feedback to do this consciously, that is, creating 8 Hz waves with the technique of bio-feedback. A 
psychic healer generated 8 Hz waves through a hands-on healing process, actually alleviating that 
patient‘s heart trouble; the healer‘s brain emitting 8 Hz. 


One person, emitting a certain frequency, can make another also resonate to the same frequency. Our 
brains are extremely vulnerable to any technology that sends out ELF waves, because they immediately 
start resonating to the outside signal by a kind of tuning-fork effect. 


Puharich further experimented, discovering that, 


* 7.83 Hz (earth‘s pulse rate) made a person ”feel good," producing an altered-state 
* 10.80 Hz causes riotous behavior 

* 6.6 Hz causes depression. 

* 10 Hz puts people into a hypnotic state 


Russians and North Koreans use this 10 Hz frequency in portable mind-control machines to extract 
confessions. (This system can also be found in some American Churches to help the congregation 
believe!) 


Puharich was somehow induced to work for the CIA where he and Dr. Robert Becker designed 
equipment to measure these waves and their effect on the human brain. Puharich started his work by 
putting dogs to sleep. 


By 1948/49, he had graduated to monkeys, deliberately destroying their eardrums to enable them to 
pick up sounds without the eardrum intact. He discovered a nerve from the tongue could be used to 
facilitate hearing. He created the tooth implant that mind-control victims are now claiming was put in 
by their dentist, unbeknownst to them, and causing them to hear ’voices in their head.‘ These were 
placed under caps or lodged in the jaw. 


The human body, much like a computer, contains myriad data processors. They include, but are not 
limited to, the chemical-electrical activity of the brain, heart, and peripheral nervous system, the signals 
sent from the cortex region of the brain to other parts of our body, the tiny hair cells in the inner ear that 
process auditory signals, and the light-sensitive retina and cornea of the eye that process visual activity. 
The body is capable not only of being deceived, manipulated, or misinformed but also shut down or 
destroyed -- just as any other data-processing system. The "data" the body receives from external 
sources -- such as electromagnetic, vortex, or acoustic energy waves -- or creates through its own 
electrical or chemical stimuli can be manipulated or changed just as the data (information) in any 
hardware system can be altered. 


When we say words to ourselves, silently, or, read a book, we can actually feel the slight sensations of 
those words in our vocal muscles - all that is absent is the passage of air. Thought reading is an 
enhanced version of computer speech recognition, with EEG waves being substituted for sound waves. 
The easiest "thought" reading is actually remote picking up of the electro-magnetic activity of the 
speech-control muscles. Scientists have also found that they could convert thoughts into computer 
commands by deciphering the brain's electrical activity. 


Powerful CFR and Trilateral insiders have long known how electro-magnetic weapons can be 
effectively utilized to wage political warfare against America’s population. President Lyndon Johnson’s 
Science Adviser, Dr. Gordon J.-F. MacDonald wrote the globalist-promoting 1968 book, unless peace 
comes, a scientific forcast of new weapons. 


MacDonald described how man-made changes in the electrical earth-ionosphere can be used for mass 
behavioral control. He said that low frequency electromagnetic oscillations can attack the low 
frequency electromagnetic brain waves in human beings. 


Zbigniew Brzezinski, the founding director of David Rockefeller’s Trilateral Commission, also served 
as President Jimmy Carter’s National Security Director, where he founded the infamous FEMA that is 
designed to implement world government dictatorial rules over the U.S.A. predicted these exact types 
of electromagnetic psychotronic weapons. 


He stated: “It is possible - and tempting - to exploit, for strategic-political purposes, the fruits of 
research on the brain and on human behavior... Accurately timed, artificially excited electronic strokes 
could lead to a pattern of oscillations that produce relatively high power levels over certain regions of 
the earth In this way, one could develop a system that would seriously impair the brain performance of 
a very large population in selected regions, over an extended period.” 


Low-frequency radiation affects the electrical activity of the brain and can cause flu-like symptoms and 


nausea. Other projects sought to induce or prevent sleep, or to affect the signal from the motor cortex 
portion of the brain, overriding voluntary muscle movements. 


The bulk of recent telepathy research in the U.S.S.R. has been concerned with the transmission of 
emotional or behavioral impulses and the study of physiological response to PK exercises etc...By the 
early 1970’s CIA agents in the field reported that the Soviets were able to influence telepathically the 
behavior of people, alter their emotions or health, and even kill at long distance. 


In a ‘Psychotronic War’ using microwaves modulated using ELF waves, it would no longer be 
necessary to kill whole armies by inducing cardiac or respiratory irregular signals. The enemy can 
simply be incapacitated by disturbing their states of balance or confusing the ability to think logically. 
The manipulation of human beings, by means of ELF waves is relatively easy to perform. 


In 1977, the U.S. Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA) declassified a report describing how vast 
advances in Soviet psychotronic technology can create the ultimate big brother society, by using 
electronic mind control against populations to implant ideas and thoughts into the heads of 
unsuspecting victims: 


“sounds and possible even words, which appear to be originating intracranially (within one's own head), 
can be induced by signal modification at very low average power densities” (VLF & ELF). 


The DIA report also said that the Soviets discovered that secret microwave radiation can be used to 
induce in unsuspecting victims: 


“headache, fatigue, perspiring, dizziness, menstrual disorders, irritability, agitation, tension, drowsiness, 
sleeplessness, depression, anxiety, forgetfulness, and the lack of concentration.” 


Predicting the use of so-called “non-lethal” psychotronic weapons to support the U.N. occupation of 
America, a 1988 article stated: 


“Government authorities and the military would have to overcome no insurmountable difficulties to 
modulate carrier frequencies with ELF signals in existing centimeter radio-relay links...an army of 
occupation could then manipulate a nation's ability to make decisions." 


In a 1993 meeting between Clinton Administration officials and Soviets psychotronics experts, 
including Dr. Igor Smirnov. 


Clinton Administration officials wanted to determine whether psycho-correction...programs could be 
undertaken by the u.s. government. These devices could be used to affect judgement or opionion of 
decision-makers, key personal or populaces. 


Clinton Defense officials expressed interest that the KGB psychotronic devices could be used “in non- 
violently” clearing areas of potential enemies, snipers, etc. (meaning U.S. gun collectors and patriotic 
militias). 


Former KGB General George Kotov has told American visitors about Russian (KGB) research into 
‘acoustic psycho-correction.’ The process involves transmitting commands into the subconscious of 
targeted victims through static or white-noise bands. 


There she was shown the technique which was pioneered by the Russian Department of Psycho- 
Correction at Moscow Medical Academy. The Russians employ a technique to electronically analyze 
the human mind in order to influence it. They input subliminal command messages, using key words 
transmitted in "white noise" or music . Using an infrasound very low frequency-type transmission, the 
acoustic psycho-correction message is transmitted via bone conduction - ear plugs would not restrict 
the message. 


According to the Russians the subliminal messages by-pass the conscious level and are effective almost 
immediately. 


These devices appear to work at the Very Low Frequency (VLF) spectrum, the same frequency range as 
generated by the sinister U.S. Gwen (Ground Wave Emergency Network) system of transmitters. 


Pioneered by the government-funded Department of Psycho-Correction at the Moscow Medical 
Academy, acoustic psycho-correction involves the transmission of specific commands via static or 
white noise bands into the human subconscious without upsetting other intellectual functions. 


Experts said laboratory demonstrations have shown encouraging results after exposure of less than one 
minute. Moreover, decades of KGB research and investment of untold millions of rubles in the process 
has produced the ability to alter behavior on willing and unwilling subjects. 


The ability to cause death can be transmitted over distances, thus inducing illness or death for no 
apparent reason. These weapons would be able to induce illness or death at little or no risk to the 
operator. The psychotronic weapon would be silent and difficult to detect. 


Directed-energy weapons currently being deployed include, for example, a micro-wave weapon 
manufactured by Lockheed-Sanders and used for a process known as “Voice Synthesis’ which is remote 
beaming of audio (1.e., voiced or other audible signals) directly into the brain of any selected target. 


On March 21, 1983, The Sydney Morning Herald published this article by Dr. Nassim Abd El-Aziz 
Neweigy, Assistant Professor of Agriculture, Moshtohor Tukh-Kalubia, Egypt. 


"Russian satellites, controlled by advanced computers, can send voices in one‘s own language, 
interwoven into natural thoughts. They can target the population of choice with this diffused artificial 
thought process. The chemistry and electricity of the human brain can be manipulated by satellite and 
even suicide can be induced. 


Through ferocious, anti-humanitarian means, the extremist groups are fabricated, the troubles and 
bloody disturbances are instigated by advanced tele-means via Russian satellites in many countries in 
Asia, Africa, Europe and Latin America. 


Another source says that these computers have been fed with the world‘s languages and synthetic 
telepathy will reach into people‘s heads making people believe God is speaking to them personally to 


enact the Second Coming, complete with holograms! 


Today we have intellectual, physical and financial resources to master the power of the brain itself, and 
to develop devices to touch the mind and even control or erase consciousness. 


During the 1960's, brain transmitters as small as a half of a cigarette filter made it possible for doctors 


to implant them into unwitting patients during operations easily and without surgery via the nostrils. 
Implants are now smaller than a hair‘s width and are injected with vaccine and flu shots. Millions have 
had this done unknowingly. These ’biochips‘ circulate in the bloodstream and lodge in the brain, 
enabling the victims to hear ’voices* via the implant. 


Like all such radio devices, this electrode transmits data from a person’s inner life, his mental functions, 
biological and neurological processes, all of which can be combined to yield more information about 
someone’s life than even that person knows about himself. The implants can be used to “brainwash’’: to 
manipulate inner processes, modify or destroy emotions and thoughts, and control behavior in detail. 


By means of two-way radio communication, called telemetry or remote control, one can send a 
wavelength round trip to a brain transmitter in a person's head. The wavelength streams through the 
brain and returns to a computer, where all aspects of a human being's life are uncovered and analyzed. 


By electrical stimulation of specific cerebral structures, movements can be induce by radio command, 
hostility may appear or disappear, social hierarchy can be modified, sexual behavior may be changed, 
and memory, emotions, and the thinking process may be influenced by remote control 


Transmitters have no batteries, are activated by radio, and can be used for life, so that the brain can be 
stimulated indefinitely 


In the newspaper Delovoi Mir, "Mind Control" by Ivan Tsarev, 1992, a victim wrote, 

"They controlled my laughter, my thoughts, and cause pain in various parts of my body...It all started in 
October 1985, after I had openly criticized the first secretary of the City Committee of the Communist 
Party. 


The Ground Wave Emergency Network (GWEN) was begun in the 1980’s by the U.S. Government. 
The system was allegedly designed for the purpose of maintaining defense communications in case of a 
nuclear war. 


GWEN transmitters, placed 200 miles apart across the USA, allow specific frequencies to be tailored to 
the geomagnetic-field strength in each area, allowing the magnetic field to be altered. 


The GWEN towers transmit electromagnetic waves in the VLF range between 150 and 175 Khz. 


“The VLF range was selected because its signals travel by means of ground waves - electromagnetic 
fields that hug the ground - rather than radiating into the atmosphere. The signals drop off with distance, 
and a single GWEN station transmits to a 360-degree circle radiating out from it to a distance of about 
250 to 300 miles.” 


Unlike the thousands-of-miles long range ELF waves, the higher frequency VLF waves transmitted by 
the GWEN system have a limited range of only a few hundred miles. 


The GWEN towers will play a key role in U.N. mind control operations because they have the ability to 
selectively zap specific geographic locations, while leaving other areas unaffected. 


In this way, the population in selected regions of the nation can be mentally softened-up. Expected 
resistance to U.N. occupation forces, from the militias of loyal Americans, can be significantly reduced 
by having GWEN system in targeted areas transmit specific psychotronic signals that encourage 


depression and submission. 
In crosscurrents, Dr, Becker stated: 


“GWEN is a superb systems, in combination with cyclotron resonance for producing behaviorial 
alterations in the civilian population. The average strength of the steady geomagnetic field varies from 
place to place across the United States. 


Therefore, if one wished to resonate a specific ion in living things in a specific locailty, one would 
require a specific frequency for that location. The spacing of GWEN transmitters 200 miles apart 
across the United States would allow such specific frequencies to be ‘tailored to the geomagnetic fiend 
strength in each area.” 


Prior to the construction of the GWEN system, the government conducted experiments on the use of 
GWEN-type Very Low Frequency transmissions. 


The present 58 tower GWEN system is still functioning and cannot be turned off or dismantled without 
specific legislation from Congress. 


Symptoms of psychotronic torture

Chapter 18 Overview of Harassment Methods Used By (FBI’s) COINTELPRO, (OPERATION) 
GLADIO, Covert Community Recruits and Stay Behind (Armies): (OR “Instruction Manual 
for Community Gang Stalkers”) 

From Dr. Rauni-Leena Luukanen Kilde’s “Bright Light on Black Shadows” 


ETK Instruction: | have reproduced Dr. Rauni Kilde’s chapter 18 here because it is an 
instruction manual for community gang stalkers. These same techniques, and perhaps 
this same manual, were evidently also used in the FBI’s COINTELPRO (counter-intelligence 
program) and Operation Gladio/Stay Behind Operations in Europe between about 1950 
and 1990. They also accurately describe the U.S. Military-Intelligence’s ongoing, global 
gang stalking operations as documented in “New World War: Revolutionary Methods for 
Political Control” by Mark M. Rich (2011). All these top-secret operations went on, 
officially undetected, for decades; Gladio/Stay Behind functioned secretly and illegally 
throughout Europe for four decades, when it was exposed in 1990 by Italian Prime 
Minister Andriotti. Shortly thereafter, the European Parliament made a resolution 
condemning Gladio (see Appendix 1), but acknowledged that it may still be operational! 


Like American author, Gloria Naylor (see her book, “1996”), and countless others, Dr. 
Rauni Kilde was a “Targeted Individual” (Tl) for decades. She was harassed, defamed, 
tortured,and eventually, on Feb. 9, 2015, murdered in this program. 


As neither Dr. Kilde nor her publisher were/are native English speakers, there are minor 
grammatical errors in the text. To make the text read more smoothly, | occasionally add 
additional words, which | place in parentheses. 


In her book, Dr. Kilde does not specify where she obtained this instruction manual or who 
authored it. However, as Chief Medical Officer for Northern Finland, she was an “insider” 
who was invited to many open and secret conferences. Her husband was also a political 
insider. Thus, she was privy to top-secret documents. Doubtless, she does not divulge the 
author(s) of this document in order to protect her informant(s). | note that many phrases 
and spellings are peculiar to the British form of the English language. This could reflect Dr. 
Kilde’s spelling and usage patterns. OR, it could reflect the fact that the original document 
was written by British military-intelligence operatives. If so, we may speculate that it was 
authored by an individual or group associated with the Tavistock Institute of Human 
Relations, which grew out of the Psychological Warfare Division of the British Army at the 
close of World War | and has, for decades, been the world’s “brainwashing center.” 


Regardless of its exact authorship, this is an extremely important document that should 
be read and understood by all “targets.” Clearly, this is a manual for psychological 
warfare that presents the methods by which an extremely complex military-secret service 
hierarchy surveilles, punishes, “neutralizes” and ultimately murders its designated 
“targets.” There are obvious comparisons to be made with the CIA’s KUBARK torture 
manual, which has been employed in Vietnam, Latin America, the Middle East, and 
indeed, in CIA “black sites” /” extraordinary rendition” centers throughout the entire 
world. The psy-war system described herein bears a remarkable similarity to the 
operations and procedures of the U.S. military’s “Fourth Generation Warfare” /” Civil- 
Military Operations” /” Military Operations Other Than War”/”Unconventional 
Warfare”/” Asymmetrical Warfare”/” Psychological Warfare” and “Information Warfare” 
operations as detailed in Rich’s “New World War: Revolutionary Methods For Political 
Control.” (See Appendices 2 and 3 for a comparison of key terms in each program.) 
Indeed, the systems are identical. 


The remarkable revelation provided here is that modern organized gang stalking 
operations are identical with, or nearly identical with, those used in the FBI’s secret 
COINTELPRO (counter-intelligence program) of the 1950s-1970s, the top-secret “Gladio” 
and other “Stay Behind Army” operations of Europe between 1950 and 1990, and the 
destabilization and citizen-elimination operations now being carried out in the name of 
“counter-terrorism” by the U.S. military in approximately 140 of the world’s 195 nations 
(see The World is the Battlefield, US SOCOM Involved in 134 “Counter-Terrorism” Wars). 
Thus, we can properly understand the global organized gang stalking operations (which | 
refer to as GOG’s NeW GESTAPO for Global Organized Gang Stalking Neuro-Warfare 
Groups Electronic Slavery, Torture and PsyOp Operations) as a major component of the 
phony Global War on Terrorism and the “Full Spectrum Dominance” strategy of the 
Anglo-American-lsraeli Empire. Welcome to the New World Order Antichrist-fascist- 
communist totalitarian police state in which the “battlespace” is the entire world and 
“you” are the enemy.

1. GENERAL 

Operations in general are of the “active surveillance” type. Passive surveillance is 
watching a target covertly, to obtain information about the target. Active surveillance can 
include information gathering, but it (also) includes the agent making the target aware 
they are under surveillance. Beyond active surveillance, agents perform acts to keep the 
target uncomfortable, around the clock. Although operations are silently approved of, 
and covered for by the official justice system, (they are not) seen as criminal in nature by 
citizens who do not have a strong sense of right and wrong. 


Agents must take great care that each and every act of punishment is DENIABLE. This 
means that should the target complain to police, (or) any other officials, or friends, 
neighbors, family members, or doctors, the nature of the punishment must be seen as the 
target’s “overactive imagination” or better yet, an indication the target is mentally ill. 


(The system) has worked for years to recruit the medical establishment to help maintain 
deniability, and today, most targets (are) immediately labeled as mentally ill and often 
forced onto anti-psychotic medication when they complain. But their agents must still do 
their part skillfully (to) perform acts of punishment, so (that) almost anyone the target 
complains to will deny a crime against the target has taken place. As an agent, you will be 
trained in how to do this. 


(The system) has been blessed with advanced technology which enables heavy 
punishment at times the target is in their home, silently, through walls, and this is very 
deniable. Agents must pass their initial training and demonstrate a high level of 
commitment to maintain community safety, and the ability to operate deniably, before 
they will be considered for advanced electronic punishment training. Electronic 
punishment training is beyond the scope of this manual. 


The organization is very fortunate in that we have been able to recruit top specialists to 
back up field operations people. Psychologists are the key to find(ing) ways to maximize 
feelings of stress and hopelessness in the target, and degrading the target’s health, from 
many individual “minor” invasive punishment acts. Technician’s in all fields- 


telecommunications, electric power, building electrical and alarm systems, and utility 
employees in all fields use their positions to inflict many absolutely “normal-looking” 
problems on targets on an ongoing basis. And of course, the services of many skilled 
locksmiths are invaluable in this. As a community-based agent (CBA) you will have the 
privilege of working with a team capable of delivering better “justice” than the official 
system. 


2. SURVEILLANCE 

Surveillance is the foundation of all operations. Both community-based agent (CBA) visual 
surveillance and advanced electronic surveillance are used. This chapter will cover only 
local agent visual surveillance. Your local lead agent will schedule surveillance watches 
for each target in that community. Every target will have at least one CBA watching them 
(at) all times, even while at home and asleep. Each CBA surveillance team will be given a 
cell phone number for reporting target actions and movement to the local Control Center 
(CC). 


Actions to be reported include, but are not limited to: 


Target turns lights on to start the day. 

Target uses toilet or shower 

Target exits residence 

Target drives away 

Target arrives at work, or 

Target shops or visits any other establishment or location. 
Target arrives home 

Target eats meal, at home or in restaurant 
Target engages in sexual activity 

Target turns lights off at the end of the day 
Target turns light on in the middle of the night 
Target travels out of town 


Some of these observations will be performed by the Electronic Corps (EC), but CBA’s 
should attempt to make and report as many detailed observations of target activity as 
possible. The reason such detail is necessary is that the punishment phase of active 
surveillance requires that supervisors customize each punishment action to match the 
personality of (the) target, and the need to make each punishment action appear to be 
“life’s normal breaks.” 


One important punishment function of surveillance is to sensitize the target. Targets are 
never told they are under surveillance or being punished. Instead, close, active 
surveillance and other activities, happening far to frequently to be written off as “life’s 
normal breaks,” will eventually cause the target to realize they are under surveillance and 
punishment. 


As a community-based agent (CBA), you will be given specific instruction(s) on exactly 
when, where, and how to carry out punishment actions. As long as you carry out 
punishment instructions exactly as given, there is no way the target will be believed if 
they complain, and you will not be exposed to risk of action by law enforcement. 


How well the punishment actions work depends on how accurate and complete your 
reports are in many situations(. The) Control Center (CC) acquires access to properties or 
apartments immediately next to the target’s homes or apartments. Because EC 
(Electronic Corps) has through-the-wall surveillance and punishment equipment, they will 
be reporting target activity along with community-based agents. In a typical setup, CBA’s 
may be posted in a parked car where the target’s home or apartment can be observed 
overnight, for example. 


In this setup, the CBA in the car may be instructed to call, using walkie-talkie-style cell 
phones, another CBA (or team) waiting or patrolling by car nearby to follow the target, 
or, you may be assigned to follow the target yourself. You will receive instructions from 
your local center as to following the target. 


Targets in transit may be either covertly or visibly followed. When in doubt, hang back a 
bit, and contact the center for instructions, as targets in transit can present many 
unanticipated situations. The Center will always have the target’s position monitored, so 
if a target gives the CBA the slip, it will assign other appropriate community based agents 
to pick up the target at the earliest opportunity. Be sure to notify (the Control Center) 
immediately if you lose the target. 


When applying the visible following of a target, making the target uncomfortable because 
of your presence, you will be given instructions as to when to break off the following. 
Another CBA or CBA team may pick up the visible following, but once you have broken 
away, they advise that you are clear and ready for the next assignment. 


3. INTERCEPTS 

Intercepts are where community-based agents (CBA) will appear to “just coincidentally” 
cross paths, on foot, with the target. Once the target has been sensitized to the point of 
realizing they are under surveillance and punishment, they will recognize, and be made 
appropriately uncomfortable by, the simple act of multiple CBA’s “just happening to” 
cross paths with them. 


Your local control center will instruct you as to how you will be cued to perform an 
intercept. Often you will have an on-site supervisor (OSS) position you, and give you hand 
signals as to when to start your movement to intercept the target. Because targets 
moving about aren’t always totally predictable, the success of CBA intercepts depends 
heavily on the Electronic Corps who have means of monitoring the exact whereabouts of 
every target, and through computer programs, predict exactly when and where a target 
will be as they move about the community. Your local OSS has a special means of 
receiving instant, silent instructions for the Center. 


1. Intercepting CBAs may be asked to perform one of the following forms of intercept: 


2. Simple path crossing, requiring the target to take evasive action to avoid collision, 
multiple CBAs sometimes perform this several times during a single outing by a target. 


On foot, walking for an extended period on the opposite side of the street from walking 
target. 


3. Arriving at a place known to be a favorite of the target, and simply occupying that 
place just as the target is about to arrive (restaurants, parks, public facility seating, even 
bus seats are examples); sometimes just “hanging out” in such a location at times and 
places where people don’t ordinarily do that. 


4. Smoking, coin-jingling, whistling, or toe-tapping near the target at a location where the 
target is known to need to stand, as to wait for the bus, or standing right behind a target 
at a water fountain. 


5. A group, as many as a dozen CBAs, may be assigned to arrive at a store just ahead of a 
target, and form a queue ahead of the target, spending time buying lottery tickets, to 
delay the target. (The target) is very tired and eager to get home after work, for example, 
or ina hurry. 


6. Community-based agents may be assigned to leave a next door home or apartment 
exactly the same time as the target, repeatedly. Alternatively, a CBA may intercept the 
target a short way before home and arrive at exactly the same time as the target. 


While these may seem like trivial acts, keep in mind that the target will have these 
“trivial” things happen every single day, and repeated intercepts like these will force the 
target to always watch for such acts, essentially ensuring the target never “has a nice 
day.” This is the goal, to ensure the target’s punishment. Similar intercept operations are 
performed with vehicles. The Center can schedule these every day the target commutes, 
and both to and from work. Vehicle intercepts are particularly effective when the target 
sees the same vehicle in an intercept convoy both in the morning and in the evening 
commute. (Because vehicle intercepts can be dangerous, CBA assigned to vehicle 
intercept duty must successfully complete a special training course prior to actual 
assignment.) Here are some examples of vehicle intercepts a community-based agent 
(CBA) can expect to be assigned. 


-Parking so as to prevent a target’s leaving a parking area, and then disappearing. 


-Parking commercial vehicles often, near target’s home with something unusual about 
these vehicles, such as there is no need for that trade, or just unmarked white vans to 
make the target think the van is there to conduct surveillance. 


-Simple following, or leading, a short distance, but every day. Doing this, both during 
target commutes and then other times makes the target very uncomfortable. 


-Passing as side street stop sign, then stopping an uncomfortable distance into oncoming 
traffic just as target is about to arrive at the side street, causing the target to have to slam 
on the brakes (this requires Control Center assistance and prompting by walkie-talkie 
style cell phone. 


-For a CBA vehicle convoy, boxing in the target during a commute, forcing the target to 
travel at a lower speed than the target wants to travel. In some locations, the Center will 
supply special license plates to CBA vehicles with short words which have special meaning 
to the target. 


-For a CBA convoy, and where the target is at a location (and time) where traffic is 
normally very sparse, cause heavy traffic, forcing the target to notice. 


The ultimate vehicle intercept is the staged accident. This can be dangerous and is only 
assigned to very senior agents. However, it is possible to stage an accident so only the 
target knows it was staged. This is an excellent means of punishment where a target has 
committed a serious offense specifically against secret services by revealing their 
criminality to the public. Generally, staged accidents are done in jurisdictions where 
police strongly support the operations, so that the CBA driver is protected. 


4. PHYSICAL SABOTAGE 

Physical sabotage is an especially effective form of punishment when it is carefully 
limited to low value items, below the value where police will take the report seriously. 
For example, burning a target’s house down, or even stealing an expensive appliance, 
would bring official investigators into the picture, so that is not done. 


Sabotage producing extreme safety hazards is generally not suitable for operations, 
because of the potential for bringing official investigators to an accident scene. So while 
damaging the brake system of a target’s vehicle is not allowed for community-based 
agents (CBAs), draining some of the oil, transmission fluid or radiator antifreeze is 
allowed, but not all of it. The goal is to make it looks as if the target is negligent in 
maintaining fluid levels, and generally not causing a catastrophic failure that non-targets 
might see as sabotage. 


It is very important to apply punishment by way of a large number of small value 
sabotage acts, because that makes it look like the target is forgetful, exaggerating, or in 
some cases even delusional, if they complain about many cases of small value damage. 
The target’s associates will simply refuse to believe that anyone but the target is 
responsible. 


Sabotage is very important in that it lets the target know they are totally helpless to stop 
it, and can’t even complain about it effectively without appearing mentally ill. (The) 
organization (is) very fortunate in that some people, hearing about sabotage from a 
target did the sabotage themselves, “to get attention.” 


Sabotage is applied at the target’s home, workplace, and on their vehicle. This requires 
the assistance of locksmiths and alarm technicians. Your local Control Center will supply 
this help, and will bring specialists in from a distance in the case of rural areas. 


Here are some examples of sabotage a community-based agent (CBA) may be assigned to 
carry out: 


-Entering a vehicle, or home, and changing control and radio settings. 

-Replacing window washer fluid with water, possibly destroying the system in winter. 
-Scratching the paint on the target’s vehicle, scratching furniture and valuables. 

-Tire sabotage, from removing some air right up to slashing a sidewall if authorized by the 
Center. 

-Simulating a break in electric window heater strips. 

-Cutting off the 4-way flasher button. 

-Removing substantial amounts of oil, transmission fluid or antifreeze but not enough to 
cause catastrophic failure. 

-Moving things around inside the vehicle to show the target someone got in. 

-Unlocking the vehicle and leaving it unlocked, possibly even with door open. 

-Small cuts to car’s upholstery. 

-Unlocking the target’s front or back door and leaving it ajar while the target is away, 
even at midnight at New Year for Y2 hour. 

-Moving furniture or carpets around fairly frequently to show the target someone was 
there. 

-Stealing low-value items, especially items like scissors which can be easily misplaced, 
keeping them until the target replaces the item, then return the missing item, often ina 
place the target checked. 

-Stealing important papers, especially those which will cost money to replace. 

-Stealing irreplaceable photographs. 

-While target is at work, remove mail from their box and toss it around. Repeatedly 
making wall pictures crooked. 

-Setting clocks to the wrong time. 

-Repeatedly dumping consumable supplies (e.g. coffee) to make the target think they are 
no longer capable of managing their supplies well. 

-Starting small rips in new clothing, which are widened on repeated visits. 

-Ripping crotches out of the target’s underwear, or stealing finest underwear, swim suits, 
etc. 

-Replacing clothing with similar items which are too small for the target, like for children 
what target does not have. 

-lroning inside button flags over, making buttoning the shirt or top difficult. 

-Carefully working the tip of a knife through seams in any air mattress or cushion the 
target may own, including replacements, on a daily basis. 

-Breaking zippers in clothes and bags, perhaps by pulling out a tooth or two. 

-Shoving a knife through the soles of waterproof boots. 

-At work, removing screws from the target’s office chair, or at home dinner table leaving 
only one screw of four, left to tilt the table with china. 


-At work, damaging or destroying (if not extremely obvious) a target’s work from a 
previous day, (for example), the computer is broken again possibly worse. 

-At work, replacing current copies of computer files with an older copy- particularly 
serious if target is a computer programmer. 

-At work, where some employees are or can be recruited to be community-based agents, 
set up “mistaken deliveries” of heavy goods which block the target’s office. 

-At work, if the target is responsible for parts of the operation which can be sabotaged, 
do so repeatedly just as the target starts eating lunch, or is about to leave for home. 

-At work where the target is responsible for materials (that) can’t be locked up, sabotage 
or with special permission from the Control Center steal the material. 


Thefts have to be carefully considered and authorized by your local Center, unless you 
have authorization, do not steal. One particularly effective type of theft is to remove 
small value, but often used items from the target’s premises. Once the target has been 
observed purchasing a replacement, the item is returned. This not only causes the target 
to spend money uselessly, (it also) imposes a feeing of total helplessness on the target. 


5. SABOTAGING THE TARGET’S REPUTATION 

Sabotaging the target’s reputation- and all that goes with it, such as ability to earna 
living, business and personal relationships- is a very special operations category. Newer 
community-based agents will not be assigned to “engineer” the method, but will assist in 
passing “rumours,” which are the main means of destroying a target’s public image. 


“Rumours” consist mainly of lies. However, in order to secure cooperation of specific 
members of the community to participate in the punishment phase, additional 
information keyed to appeal to the patriotic or community service sense of such 
community members may be used as well. As mentioned earlier, the organization has 
many top psychologists and psychiatrists on permanent staff at headquarters, and some 
in larger population centers. It is their responsibility to design the campaign to destroy 
the target’s reputation. 


These people listed below can be approached and given information which will cause 
them to make the target’s association with them uncomfortable, or break off all contact 
with the target. 


-Business contacts. 

-Supervisors. 

-Co-workers. 

-Casual social contacts, such as clubs a target may be a member of, or a group that 
frequents a bar where the target is a patron. 

-Friends. 

-Local fraternal organizations- they are motivated by the public service, and are an 
excellent source of assistance in keeping the target under surveillance, and participating 
in the punishment phase as well. 

-Store staffs at places the target shops. 


-Target’s landlord. 

-Target’s neighbors. 

-Tradesmen who are likely to service the target’s home, car, or business. 

-Bus drivers on the target’s route. 

-Local children. 

-City employees, including emergency medical technicians, ambulances. 
-Homeless shelter staff and residents where applicable. 

-Family members (surprisingly, many are ready to believe negative information.) 
-Especially, personnel at places the target applies for work. 


How intensely (these sabotage operations are carried out) is governed mainly by the need 
to prevent the target from (learning) that the negative rumors are being spread. The goal 
is to keep negative information covertly flowing into the community, in such a way that 
those receiving the information aren’t likely to tell the target. One might think that 
friends and family members would instantly notify the target and side with the target. 
Fortunately, experience shows that co-opting friends and family is surprisingly easy, once 
they are informed about the target’s criminal record. The Headquarters staff have 
developed techniques which by and large prevent that, but those techniques are beyond 
the scope of this manual. Suffice it to say that it is possible to apply “incentives” which 
cause even people closest to the target to cooperate. These incentives are applied by 
specialists from our organization at higher than the local level. For the community-level 
CBA, the work of sabotaging the reputation of the target takes the form of simply 
carrying out instructions from your Control Center as to what you say to whom, how, and 
when. 


6. DISCREDITING TARGETS 

While the powerful silent support of operations by the justice and psychiatric systems has 
been sufficient to prevent the target from informing the public, the area of discrediting 
targets is an ongoing activity. Like sabotaging the target’s reputation, discrediting their 
public statements, web sites, media appearances, letters to the editor and the like are 
done under the supervision of psychologists and psychiatrists on their staff. If a 
community-based agent (CBA) has a good track record of intelligently carrying out 
assignments, and has access to a computer, the CBA may apply to the local Control Center 
for assignment to discredit work. Excellent communications skills are required. Some of 
the activities CBAs carry out under supervision are: 


-Monitoring message boards, Wogs, and open media like Indy media for target posts. 


This is normally done in special shifts and under scheduling and control at a higher level 
than your local CC. This monitoring is assisted by blog scanning software which will detect 
and instantly flag posts relating to activities. The CBA doing this work will immediately 
reply with comments like “Someone isn’t taking their medication” or “target name” has 
provided absolutely no evidence.” The CBA will then report the post to higher level 
supervisors for possibly more detailed responses. 


-Monitoring newspapers in your area for letters to the editor regarding activities. Most 
editors and many reporters have been recruited and are willing to assist in keeping the 
important work of monitoring and neutralizing quiet, but once in a while, a letter to the 
editor will slip through. In this case, comments like “Someone isn’t taking their 
medication” are not an appropriate response. Transcribe and forward such a letter to the 
editor to the supervisor, along with your proposed response. The supervisor may edit 
your response, and will assist in ensuring your response is printed. 


-Your supervisor will have staff monitoring upcoming talk show appearances by targets. 
While most talk show hosts, even those somewhat sympathetic to targets, have received 
discrediting information and often will not host targets, some targets do manage to get 
on the air. In this case, your supervisor will assign you to call in to the show, and instruct 
you as to appropriate things to say, such as rebutting the target’s claims, pretending to be 
a target calling and making “wacko” statements such as “UFOs are harassing me,” or 
pulling the discussion away from real activities and to something like “media mind 
control.” 


-Agents who have excellent persuasive communication skills can be assigned, with careful 
coaching and preparation from supervisors, to pretend to be a target and get on talk 
shows known to air targets as the guest. These opportunities are great ways to discredit 
targets by talking about UFOs, things like black helicopters following you, foil beanies, 
satellites “parked” just above your home, and perhaps events normally considered 
“paranormal” like seeing (things that) appear and disappear. These discrediting topics 
must be a total surprise to the host, only mentioned after the show is in progress. 


-CBA can “casually” describe the “odd behavior” exhibited by the target as a result of 
around the clock activities to the target’s neighbors. The idea is to focus the neighbors’ 
attention to the target’s behavior, hinting that maybe the target is mentally ill. This is 
easy once the target has developed suspicion that “everyone is out to get” him or her. 


It is a special “honor” for CBAs to be chosen for target discreditation work. 


7. TRADE-RELATED PUNISHMENT 
This section will give some examples of ways community-based agents (CBAs) with 
specific trades or situations in the community can apply deniable punishment to targets. 


-Underground utility crews, where the management has been recruited, schedule messy, 
noisy maintenance at the target’s home (or business if the target runs a business). This 
can include having the street torn up for extended periods, or repeatedly. Fundng for 
unneeded work is available from headquarters. Taxi drivers can delay arriving when 
called by the target, especially when going to the airport. 


-Bus drivers have leeway, in nasty weather for example, to stop one stop away from 
awaiting target and wait there for perhaps 5 minutes, ostensibly to “get back on 
schedule.” This can also cause a target to miss connections with the next bus or train. This 


is especially effective when the target, exposed to bad weather, can see the bus waiting 
up the street for no apparent reason, or not stopping at all at your bus stop. 


-Repair trades people can keep “getting it wrong” necessitating many recalls, be late, be 
messy, over-bill the target, and even damage things which were OK. This is especially 
effective in the automobile repair trade. 


-Medical lab technicians can substitute blood samples, or otherwise falsify results making 
the target appear to have absolutely no reason for their complaints. 


-Police can frequently pull the target over for frivolous reasons. 


-Telephone and cable TV technicians can re-route legitimate calls to the target’s number 
in large numbers, and this will cause the target to get very angry with these totally 
innocent callers. 


-Store staff where the target shops frequently can be instructed to remove items the 
target is known to need when a target is known to be coming. Store management can 
stop ordering a target’s favorite items. 


-Restaurants and food delivery services can tell the target they are out of an item known 
to be a favorite of a target. 


The key to successful punishment by trades people is that while the target is very likely to 
know they are being punished, these punishment acts must appear to the general public 
as “life’s normal breaks.” 


8. TARGET’S HOME 

Punishing the target at the target’s (home) is essential for effectiveness of secret service 
operations. If the target were punished in the community but was allowed sanctuary in 
their home, the creation of a “prison without walls” would not be complete. One of the 
very first things the Control Center (CC) will arrange is for homes or apartments adjacent 
to the target’s home to be occupied by both community-based agents (CBAs) and 
members in the Electronic Operations manual. Because operations are carried out 24/7 in 
shifts, homes and apartments which are leased or owned by staff are not used as 
dwellings. The lease or deed will bear either an entirely false name, or the name of a 
senior staff member whose actual home will be at a different location. 


Some adjacent homes or apartments are occupied by neighbors of the target who have 
offered to cooperate in punishment of the target. The initial contact of neighbors to 
determine their willingness to cooperate is done by senior staff, and incentives to 
cooperate are often tendered. Here are some commonly used punishment activities 
which are carried out both by CBAs and cooperating neighbors of the target. Activities are 
rotated among the choices, but at least one of them is applied daily: 


-Noise. Noise must be of a type which the general public deems “normal.” Remember 
that the goal is to have the target aware they are being punished, but not be able to 
convince anyone else that that is the case. Observe local noise curfews, but plenty of 
punishment can occur outside noise curfew times. The target must not have easy cause to 
involve law enforcement. Examples: 


-Start leaf blower, times precisely when the target attempts to enjoy their yard, or when 
EC operators cue the CBA that the target is trying to nap. 


-Loud music from neighboring home. This is an excellent action, as it is common. Time it 
so every time the target opens a window the music starts. The timing makes the point it 
is intentional punishment. EC operator can apply music in adjacent apartments with 
exceptionally powerful bass, directed at the target’s unit. 


-Frequent squealing of tires near target’s home. 


-In apartments, frequent drilling into a scrap of wood or masonry held against the target’s 
wall, floors or ceiling as if “working.” Alternatively, hammering. Especially effective when 
cued by EC operators that the target is attempting to nap. 


-Tossing golf or tennis balls against the target’s home when the target is known to be 
trying to fall asleep. Ideal for cooperating neighbor children. 


-Frequent use of sirens near the target’s home. Many emergency services employees 
have a strong sense of community service and willingness to cooperate in this, or by 
people posing as Jehovah’s Witnesses. 


-Knocking on the door for frivolous/nonsensical/wrong address reasons. Especially 
effective when the target is in bed or having a meal. 


-Trash. Leave trash in the target’s yard. Frequently, but CC staff will assist in scheduling 
this so that the target can’t quite have a case on which law enforcement will act. 


-Terrifying the target’s pet. This requires entry while the target is away from home for an 
extended period and must be scheduled by CC. Electronic Corps (EC) operators can render 
a dog or cat passive for safe entry of the community-based agents, by electromagnetic 
beam. 


-Wounding or killing the target’s pet. Rarely used, scheduled when the target has acted in 
a way So as to deserve special punishment, like divulging the name of a criminally acting 
secret agent. 


-Killing domestic animals or wildlife and leaving them on the target’s doorstep. Scheduled 
when the target has acted in a way so as to deserve special punishment. 


-Where the target owns substantial land, noxious activities can be arranged and built for 
next to the property. In one case, a dump, an auto race track, and a prison were built 
adjacent to a target who owned a large farm in an area of natural beauty. While this is 
rare, it does illustrate commitment to delivering punishment to those “deserving” of it. 


-Cooperating police departments can visibly watch the target’s home. Possibly being 
parked in front of the home when the target returns, repeatedly. 


Police officers who refuse to take complaint of harassment and sabotage of the target, 
who they label “disturbed” — really are NOT allowed to make diagnoses, as only medical 
doctors can do, but may get a raise- price- for their unlawfulness afterward. Police follow 
orders by e.g. Stay Behind, Secret Military-led organization, created by the CIA after WWII 
in NATO countries. They give orders in secrecy to police, media, legal system, and judges, 
etc. Thus, being above parliaments and governments as demonstrated, for example, in 
Norway when in 1957 the Chief of “Stay Behind” Sven Ollestad gave the security code of 
Norway to MI6 (British Intelligence) in the UK acting on his own! “We have to trust our 
allies,” he had said. Today, the security code of Norway is kept in Wales. Originally, Stay 
Behind was created with good intentions to fight communism. Today it is out of control, 
and a new, much bigger Stay Behind 2 is active in Norway. The Stay Behind logo 
resembles the NATO logo. 


In Italy, Stay Behind was called Gladio 2 and dealt with terrorism secretly in Western 
Europe. It was responsible, for example, for the kidnapping and killing of Prime Minister 
Aldo Moro in 1978, while the blame was pinned on the Red Brigade. Today, enemies are 
communists and NATO (is the) opposition. 


On November 22, 1990, the European Union forbade Operation Gladio, but although 
Norway follows most EU decisions, this one is omitted. Italy and Belgium had terror 
actions by Stay Behind, and when the organizations (ceased to exist, the terror operations 
also ceased to exist). In Norway, Stay Behind is called E14. What was its role in Norway’s 
terror actions, if any? Some have tried to get control of Norwegian Stay Behind (armies) 
already years ago. Who are the back men giving orders to those “officially” in charge?

Appendix 2. Key Terms from Rich (2011) and Equivalencies with Terms Presented in 
Kilde’s “Manual For Gang Stalkiers” 

Terrorism- The US and its allies will terrorize the civilian population to achieve political 
objectives. The DOD stated: “Some IW activities, such as terrorism and transnational 
crime, violate international law. US law and national policy prohibit US military forces or 
other government agencies (OGAs) from engaging in or supporting such activities. 
However, since our adversaries employ terrorism and transnational criminal activities 
against the interests of the United States and its partners, these activities are included... 
as examples of the range of operations and activities that can be conducted as part of IW 
(Information Warfare).” 


4GW - Fourth Generation Warfare- is a form of political/information warfare waged 
against civilians by a state or other entity. It utilizes civilians and the military, indeed all of 
society, to target civilian adversaries (aka “domestic state enemies,” “insurgents,” 
extremists, non-state actors, “cells of fanatics,” citizen “terrorists”) who value national 
sovereignty and/or pose some perceived threat to the state’s interests. Anyone 
disseminating information contrary to the state’s (“national security”) interests may 
become an enemy. The goal of the New War is the psychological collapse of the new 
enemies using a combination of tactics. Defeating the new enemies involves the 
synchronized use of non-lethal directed energy weapons, isolation, deprivation, and 
PsyOps against individuals and groups (aka TA, target audience and TI, targeted 
individuals). 4GW is more or less synonymous with unconventional warfare (UW), 
irregular warfare (IR), asymmetric warfare (AW), low-intensity conflict (LIC), military 
operations other than war (MOOTW), and network-centric warfare (NCW). This new war 
involves international, interagency cooperation between the military, federal and local 
law enforcement, non-governmental organizations (NGOs), intergovernmental 
organizations (IGOs), the civilian population/private voluntary organizations (PVOs), and 
private government contractors. This multinational force (MNF), involving NATO (North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization) and the UN, is termed civilian-military operations (CMO). TI 
— targeted individual (insurgents, non-state actors (NSAs), dissidents, terrorists, 
asymmetrical threats, irregular threats, potential enemies, etc.) 


Insurgents — those who try to persuade the populace to accept political change. The 
enemy does not necessarily use violence to promote social change. Their methods may be 
nonviolent. These are groups of individuals not under government control, against the 
established leadership, who will be targeted because of an action they might take in the 


future. These may include nonviolent protesters who are labeled as terrorists. They may 
‘wrap themselves in nationalism.’CMO — Civilian-Military Operations- combines military, 
federal agencies, NGOs, civilian organizations and authorities, and the civilian population. 
CMO is used in friendly, neutral, or hostile operational areas, including populated civilian 
areas in which no other military activity is conducted. It is used to deal with domestic 
threats in the New War. The controlling faction of these PsyOp/CMO activities includes 
the military, federal agencies, NGOs, regional organizations, and international 
organizations that work with civil authorities. (In the US, this means the controlling 
faction is FEMA, DOJ, CIA, and other federal agencies (FBI, DHS, etc.). Civilians are used as 
irregular forces. CMO are interagency and global in nature. In the US, they are used as 
part of Homeland Security. 


CMOC - Civilian-Military Operations Centers- is established in the civilian sector for 
exchanging ideas. It may be a physical meeting place or a virtual one through online 
networks. Daily meetings are attended by representatives of the military, NGOs, the 
private sector, and local officials. Discussions at these meetings may include any ongoing 
campaigns against domestic threats in the area of operation.C4ISR- Command, Control, 
Communications, Computer Center that utilizes Intelligence Surveillance and 
Reconnaissance. Multiple interacting components of C4ISRs include battlespace 
monitoring, awareness, understanding, sense making, command intent, battlespace 
management, synchronization, and information systems. C4ISR centers can be mobile or 
stationary, or virtual, or strictly computer-based. Each military service has its own tactical 
mobile C4ISR system; The Navy and Marines use ForceNet, the Air Force uses Command 
Control Constellation (C2 Constellation), the Army uses LandWarNet and WIN-T. Each 
type of C4ISR system is connected to GIG (global information grid). 


CR — Cognitive Radio- (a kind of JTRS, or Joint Tactical Radio System) that consists of a 
computer which has Al (artificial intelligence). CR is an intelligent device that is aware of 
itself, the needs of the user, and the environment. It can understand and learn. DARPA 
helped create CRs through programs like the Adaptive Cognition-Enhanced Radio Teams 
(ACERT), and Situation Aware Protocols in Edge Network Technologies (SAPIENT). 


GIG — Global Information Grid- developed partially by the MITRE Corporation, has been 
called DOD’s global C4ISR unit for netwar. It can quickly track down an adversary (target) 
anywhere on earth and attack them via DEW (directed energy weapons) and other forms 
of electronic warfare (EW). GIG uses existing commercial satellite and ground-based 
systems as well as GIG nodes such as aircraft, vehicles, and ships equipped with DR 
(JTRS). GIG is connected to all communications systems used by coalition and allied 
forces. 


GWOT - Global War on Terror- use of 2nd, 3rd, and 4th generation warfare to achieve 
political/military objectives of the American Empire and New World Order. 


10 — Information Operation- aka “cyber war,” information warfare,” network centric 
warfare (netwar, NCW) and command and control warfare (C2W). 


In terms of activities of the internal enemy,” official sources suggest the act of simpoly 
conveying information alone can be described as IO. In this case, it is usually waged by 
people within oppressed populations. 


In terms of government/military use of 10, DOD defines IO as: “The integrated 
employment of the core capabilities of electronic warfare, computer network operations, 
psychological operations, military deception, and operations security, in concert with 
specific supporting and related capabilities, in influence, disrupt, corrupt or usurp 
adversarial human and automated decision making while protecting our own.” 


The 1999 “Air and Space Power Journal,” in an article called “What is Information 
Warfare?” states: Information Wafare is any action to deny, exploit, corrupt or destroy 
the enemy’s information and its functions; protecting ourselves against those actions and 
exploiting our own military information functions.” 


This new war is fought for political purposes and revolves around the issue of gaining the 
support and influence of the population. 

IW- Information Warfare- According to US Military and Defense Contractors, the “new 
enemy” use computers, the internet, fax machines, cell phones and public media to 
advance their objectives. They use “information operations” to influence state forces 
with the population. Various publications term the act of transmitting information 
“netwar,” “i

information warfare, 


outs 


information operations, information attacks,” etc. 


Professor George J. Stein in “Information Warfare,” which appeared in Airpower Journal, 
stated: The target of information warfare, then, is the human mind.... The battle remains, 
the battle for the mind.” 


What all this means is that the New War is an information war. 
10 — Information Warfare- 


Infrasonic and ultrasonic weapons- Infrasonic and ultrasonic generators, also called 
emitters and VLF modulators, are weaponized devices consisting of a directional 
antennae dish which can send acoustic pulses to a general or specific area. In 1972 France 
was using infrasonic generators which operated at 7 Hz on its civilian population. By 1973, 
the British was using the Squawk Box in Northern Ireland. This directional weapon could 
target specific individuals by producing an audible sound at about 16Hz which turned into 
infrasound at 2Hz when it coupled with the ears. 


In early 1990s, Russia developed a 10 Hz VLF modulator adjustable up to lethal levels, 
capable of targeting individuals over hundreds of meters, causing pain, nausea, and 
vomiting. 


As far back as 1997, the US DOD has been creating generators in the infrasound and 
ultrasound ranges (7 Hz and 20-35 Hz, respectively) which can cause these same effects. 


These weapons can target the brain, causing changes in brain chemistry which influence 
thoughts and emotions. Particular frequencies and modulations will trigger precise 
chemical reactions in the brain, which produce specific emotions in the targeted 
individual. 


Infrasound- Occurs within ELF range from a few hertz up to about 20Hz, which is the 
lowest limit of human hearing. From 1 to 250 Hz the pain/damage threshold seems to 
increase with frequency as well as power. Frequency determines what kind of damage 
occurs whereas power determines how much damage occurs. 


Infrasound easily passes through buildings and travels great distances. Natural examples 
include avalanches, earthquakes, volcanoes, and waterfalls. Whales, elephants, 
hippopotamuses, and rhinoceros use infrasound to communicate over great distances.... 
For whales, hundreds of miles. An electronic example would be a large subwoofer. 
Infrasound is thought to be superior to ultrasound because it retains its frequency when 
it hits the body. 


From about 100 to 140 decibels infrasound causes a variety of biological symptoms. 
Effects include fatigue, pressure in the ears, visual blurring, drowsiness, imbalance, 
disorientation, vibration of internal organs, severe intestinal pain, nausea, and vomiting. 
Higher power levels can liquefy bowels, and resonate internal organs to death. It can also 
cause feelings of pressure in the chest, choking, irregular breathing patterns and 
respiratory incapacitation. 


High powered, low frequency sound from about 30 Hz to about 100 Hz (just beyond 
infrasound) causes fatigue, blurred vision, bowel spasms, pain or damage to internal 
organs, feelings of fullness in the chest cavity, chest wall vibration, difficulty breathing, 
difficulty swallowing, choking and respiratory impairment. Psychological effects include 
loss of concentration, disgust, apathy, sadness, depression, fear, anxiety, and panic 
attacks. 


Micro-wave hearing- aka “synthetic telepathy,” “Voice of God,” and V2K, Existing radar 
units can be modified to transmit a beam of pulsed microwave energy into a person’s 
skull which causes sounds like ticks, buzzes, hisses, knocks, chirps, and words. The sounds 
originate from within, above, or behind the head and are transmitted to the inner ear via 
bone conduction (thermal expansion). (Bone conduction is another pathway for sound 
transmission in humans and other mammals). There is no external noise. It can be applied 
from hundreds of meters away from a target using man-portable transmitters. 


Dr. Allen Frey invented the technology in 1958. The transmitters use pulse-modulated 
waves at extremely low average power levels. In 1975, Dr. Joseph Sharp proved that 
correct modulation of microwave energy can result in wireless and receiverless 
transmission of audible speech. 


NLW- Non-Lethal Weapons- have also been called non-injurious, disabling measures, 
immobilizers, strategic immobilizers, discriminate force, less-than lethal, pre-lethal, 
mission kill, new age weapons, soft kill weapons, slow kill weapons, silent kill weapons, 
limited-effects technology, neutralizing technology, reduced lethality weapons, low- 
collateral damage weaponry, etc. 


DOD defines them as: “weapons that are explicitly designed and primarily employed so as 
to incapacitates personnel or material, while minimizing fatalities, permanent injury to 
personnel and undesired damage to property and the environment.... Non-lethal 
weapons employ means other than gross physical destruction to prevent the target from 
functioning.” 


They include biological and chemical warfare, directed-energy weapons, communications 
warfare, information warfare (IW) and psychological operations (PsyOp). Other types 
include Computer Attacks and Weather Modification. 


NLW are to be used in combination. The CFR states: “These weapons must be deployed 
coherently in synergistic coordination with information/psychological warfare 
technologies.” Similarly, NATO, in their 2004 and 2006 reports, “Non-Lethal Weapons and 
Future Peace Enforcement Operations” and “Human Effets of Non-Lethal Technologies” 
indicates that NLW should be used in combination to increase their effectiveness. The US 
Military states that the goal is overwhelm the target by attacking all five senses, plus 
motor and cognitive functions. 


Neuroimaging Devices- Remote Neural Monitoring and Remote Neural Manipulation 


NLW- Non-Lethal Weapons- have also been called non-injurious, disabling measures, 
immobilizers, strategic immobilizers, discriminate force, less-than lethal, pre-lethal, 
mission kill, new age weapons, soft kill weapons, slow kill weapons, silent kill weapons, 
limited-effects technology, neutralizing technology, reduced lethality weapons, low- 
collateral damage weaponry, etc. 


DOD defines them as: “weapons that are explicitly designed and primarily employed so as 
to incapacitates personnel or material, while minimizing fatalities, permanent injury to 
personnel and undesired damage to property and the environment.... Non-lethal 
weapons employ means other than gross physical destruction to prevent the target from 
functioning.” 


They include biological and chemical warfare, directed-energy weapons, communications 
warfare, information warfare (IW) and psychological operations (PsyOp). 


PO — Peace Operations- the new war (4GW, IR, UW, etc.)- aka “peacekeeping operations” 
by the UN, are international, interagency missions to contain conflict, maintain peace, 
and form a legitimate government. Most are run by DPKO (Department of Peacekeeping 
Operations) of the UN. The US Army lists them as a type of MOOTW. 


PolWar- Political Warfare- a translation of the German term, “weltanschuauugskrieg” 
(worldview warfare), which means the scientific application of terror and propaganda as 
a way of securing ideological victory over an enemy. 


PsyOp- Psychological Operations, a major part of the New War and a core part of CMO 
(civilian military operations) that is combined with EW (electronic warfare) and CNO. PO 
involve syngergistic coordination of PsyOp, MILDEC, OPSEC, and EBO. PsyOp units work 
with the civilian population as irregular forces to attack target audience (TA) in the area 
of operation (AO). PsyOp operators profile TAs and Tls and devise themes to attack their 
TAs (target audience), which include Tls (targeted individuals). Ultimate goal of PsyOp is 
to modify the behavior of the TA by destroying their will using a relentless attack 
consisting of painful triggers. A type of audiovisual product known as PsyAct includes 
agents of action who carry out plays in the presence of the TA. Every single channel of 
communication the TA uses for information is interfered with. 


PsyActs — psychological actions- aka “F2C”- are audiovisual products consisting of “agents 
of action” who deliver messages to a TA (target audience or individual). Agents of action 
follow a set of guidelines while “play acting” to deliver the messages. PsyActs usually 
utilize multiple people to transmit messages. Themes are presented in a performance 
similar to a play or movie production. (Hence, the term “surveillance role player”). Words 
like sets, props, performance, theatre, actors, cast, script, audience, etc. are used. 


The military sometimes actually employs people from theatre actor guilds and modeling 
agencies. PsyActs can occur during rallies, rumor campaigns, group meetings, lectures, 
theatre, plays, speeches, dances, banquets, fiestas, festivals, religious activities, talks with 
individuals during interviews on talk radio shows, and other social activities. Messages 
may be subtly transmitted during these events. Agents of action follow general scripts 
that can be modified as needed. This type of communication includes “key words” or 
phrases spoken by the actors in the presence of the TA. 


PO- PsyOp- Psychological Operations, — US Military states that the ultimate goal of PO is 
to modify the behavior of the TA (TI) by destroying their will. This is brought about by 
continually inflicting pain. This is accomplished by a relentless campaign used to 
demoralize the TI that will create perpetual feelings of intense fear and hopelessness. The 
DOD describes this as an “attrition-based approach:” “Attrition is the product or gradual 
erosion of the will. The victim of this psychological attrition gradually becomes convinced 
that nothing he can do will yield a satisfactory outcome to a situation.” 


In PO, themes are used to transmit painful stimuli (also called triggers) through all his/her 
channels of communication which a TA (TI) has been sensitized to. Triggers/themes are 
understood at the strategic, operational, and tactical levels of the campaign and they are 
passed to various commanders of particular AO if the TA moves towards that portion of 
the battlespace. 


The triggers are part of a behavior modification program called NLP (neuro-linguistic 
programming) which uses anchors and triggers to promote change. An anchor is created 
when an emotional state is linked to something such as an object, person, sound, smell, 
place, color, etc. Once the anchor is established, whatever the individual was exposed to 
during the anchoring process becomes the stimulus (trigger) that will provoke the 
emotion. So basically, PO is simply a series of “stimulus-response” interactions. 


PO= aka or “information operations,” military deception (MILDEC), effects-based 
operations (EBO), neocortical warfare, political warfare (PolWar), and psychological 
warfare (PsyWar), aka command and control warfare (C2W), are a major part of the New 
War and a core part of CMO (civilian-military operations) that is combined with EW 
(electronic warfare) and CNO. 


Po’s are a planned process of conveying messages to a target audience (TA) to promote 
certain attitudes, emotions, and behavior. These messages are typically conveyed using a 
line of persuasion known as a theme. TA (target audience) can be a group or an 
individual. 


PO involve syngergistic coordination of PsyOp, MILDEC (military deception), OPSEC 
(operations security), and EBO (effects-based operations). And they are in MOOTW, CMO, 
IW, UW, LIC operations such as counterterrorism and peacekeeping. 


The DOD and CFR consider PsyOp a NLW to be used on civilians. PsyOp units work with 
the civilian population as irregular forces to attack target audience (TA) in the area of 
operation (AO). PsyOp operators profile TAs and Tls and devise themes to attack their TAs 
(target audience), which include Tls (targeted individuals). Ultimate goal of PsyOp is to 
modify the behavior of the TA by destroying their will using a relentless attack consisting 
of painful triggers. A type of audiovisual product known as PsyAct includes agents of 
action who carry out plays in the presence of the TA. Every single channel of 
communication the TA uses for information is interfered with. 


In “gang stalking/electronic harassment,” PsyOp is synchronized with EW (electronic 
warfare with directed-energy-weapons), CNO (computer network operations), and all 
other instruments of national power. The battlespace is your neighborhood and the war 
is global. 


Early PsyOp research was done by a small private network of think tanks, foundations, 
and academic institutions, which went into partnership with government agencies and 
kept most of the results of their studies secret. Some of the institutions that conducted 
these studies were known to be subversive. Thus, much of the modern PsyOp was built 
by a small group of private interests, using the social sciences to install a global 
government. Some of these are the exact same groups promoting the use of PsyOp on 
civilians. 


RF — Radio Frequency Weapons 


Rumor Campaigns- used by PsyOp units to isolate Tis. Primary elements include the 
source, the rumor, and the receiver-repeater (R2). 


Similarly, the US Marine Corps document, “Multiple-Service Concept for Irregular 
Warfare” (2006) states: “frightening the population into inactivity is sufficient to 
(achieve) our goals.” 


TPD — Tactical PsyOp Detachment- team of about 13 personnel with a captain and staff 
sergeant. It is comprised of several TPT (Tactical PsyOp Teams) and provides tactical 
PsyOp support to brigade and battalion-sized units in support of Special Forces. TPT 
conducts mission assessment, determines distribution priorities, and tracks the various 
products that have been distributed throughout the AO. All teams maintain contact with 
each other. And the TPD is in constant communication with other forces such as the 
TPDD, POTF, or TPT during the entire operation. 


TPT- Tactical PsyOp Team- small group including team leader, his assistant, and a PsyOp 
specialist. 


CNO- Computer Network Operations- aka NW Ops, or network operations/NetOps) are 
information warfare attacks used to deny, deceive, degrade, and disrupt networks and 
computers used by the enemy. These are used in conjunction with PO (PsyOps) and EW 
(electronic warfare). This includes destruction of hardware and software (degrading, 
attacking) and spoofing (deceiving). The battlespace includes the internet. Internet 
applications that can convey PsyOp messages include email, websites, and chat rooms. 
When a TI goes online, they are entering the battlespace. 


Web spoofing allows an attacker to create a copy of the worldwide web. The Air Force 
mentioned that an enemy’s internet could be spoofed to conceal one of its weather 
attacks: “Spoofing options create virtual weather in the enemy’s sensory and information 
systems, making it more likely for them to make decisions producing results of our 
choosing rather than theirs.” 


DEW- Directed Energy Weapons- used to damage or destroy people, equipment, and 
facilities, include microwave, millimeter waves, lasers, bright lights, holographic 
projections, and acoustic weapons (audible, infrasound, and ultrasound). These weapons 
are silent and traceless. They cause a variety of effects, including tiredness, dizziness, 
nausea, vomiting, abdominal pain, convulsions, epileptic seizures, temporary paralysis, 
vibration of internal organs, cooking of organs, cataracts, burning sensation on the skin, 
hyperthermia (heating of body), headaches, loss of short-term memory, interruption of 
cognitive processes, cardiac arrest, and cancer. 


These weapons can easily pass through most unshielded structures. 


In their “Electronic Warfare” publication, DOD defines DEW as: “DE (directed energy) is an 
umbrella term covering technologies that produce a beam of concentrated EM energy or 
atomic or subatomic particles. A DE weapon is a system using DE primarily as a direct 


means to damage or destroy adversary equipment, facilities, and personnel. DE warfare is 
military action involving the use of DE weapons, devices, and countermeasures to either 
cause direct damage or destruction of adversary equipment, facilities, and personnel, or 
to determine, exploit, reduce, or prevent hostile use of the EMS through damage, 
destruction, and disruption.” 


DEW include microwaves, lasers, bright lights, holographic projections, and acoustics. 
The two basic types of DEWs include microwaves and lasers. (Wavelengths of lasers are 
about 10,000 times smaller than microwaves). Both are part of the electromagnetic 
spectrum. The two main types of microwave weapons are millimeter wave devices such 
as the Active Denial System (ADS) and the electromagnetic bomb (e-bomb, which is the 
emission of a non-nuclear electromagnetic explosion or pulse). 


DEW travel at the speed of light, are surgically accurate, can operate in all weather, are 
scalable, are silent and invisible (offering plausible deniability), their energy can pass 
through walls at distances of hundreds of meters to miles, and have long distance 
projection (tens of miles). 


These weapons are mounted on platforms which can be a missile, aircraft, ship, vehicle, 
suitcase, radio, etc. 


Appendix 3. European Parliament Resolution on Operation Gladio, Nov. 22, 1990: 
Wikisource on Answers.com 


On November 22, 1990, the European Parliament passed a resolution on Operation 
Gladio. Joint resolution replacing B3-2021, 2058, 2068, 2087/90 


A. having regard to the revelation by several European governments of the existence for 
40 years of a clandestine parallel intelligence and armed operations organization in 
several member states of the community, 

B. whereas for over 40 years this organization has escaped all democratic controls and 
has been run by the secret services of the states concerned in collaboration with NATO, 

C. fearing the danger that such clandestine network may have interfered illegally in the 
internal political affairs of Member States or may still do so, 

D. where in certain Member States military secret services (or uncontrolled branches 
thereof) were involved in serious cases of terrorism and crime as evidenced by various 
judicial inquiries. 

E. whereas these organizations operated and continue to operate completely outside the 
law since they are not subject to any parliamentary control and frequently those holding 
the highest government and constitutional posts are kept in the dark as to these matters, 
F. whereas the various “Gladio” organizations have at their disposal independent arsenals 
and military resources which give them an unknown strike potential, thereby jeopardizing 
the democratic structures of the countries in which they are operating or have been 
operating, 

G. greatly concerned at the existence of decision-making and operational bodies which 


are not subject to any form of democratic control and are of a completely clandestine 
nature at a time when greater Community cooperation in the field of security is a 
constant subject of discussion. 


1. Condemns the clandestine creation of manipulative and operational networks and calls 
for full investigation into the nature, structure, aims and all other aspects of the 
clandestine organizations or any splinter group, their use of illegal interference in the 
international political affairs of the countries concerned, the problem of terrorism in 
Europe and the possible collusion of the secret services of Member States or third 
countries; 

2. Protests vigorously at the assumption by certain US military personnel at SHAPE and in 
NATO of the right to encourage the establishment in Europe of a clandestine intelligence 
and operation network; 

3. Calls on the governments of the Member States to dismantle all clandestine military 
and paramilitary networks; 

4. Calls on the judiciaries of countries in which the presence of such military organizations 
has been ascertained to elucidate fully their composition and modus operandi and to 
clarify any action they may have taken to destabilize the democratic structure of the 
Member states; 

5. Request all the Member States to take the necessary measures, if necessary by 
establishing parliamentary committee of inquiry, to draw up a complete list of 
organizations active in this field, and at the same time monitor their links with the 
respective state intelligence services and their links, if any, with terrorists action groups 
and/or other illegal practices; 

6. Calls on the Council of Ministers to provide full information on the activities of these 
secret intelligence and operational services; 

7. Calls on its competent committee to consider holding a hearing in order to clarify the 
role and impact of the “Gladio” organization and any similar bodies; 

8. Instructs its President to forward this resolution to the Commission, the Council, the 
Secretary-General of NATO, the governments of the Member States and the United States 
Government.” 


9. OTHER TACTICS (Dr. Rauni Kilde) 
There are other tactics which are not strictly part of the categories discussed so far: 


-IMPORTANT: Community-based agents (CBAs) are strictly forbidden from adding anyone 
to the list of targets. Target selection is done by senior Control Center (CC) staff or higher 
levels. 

-Punishment of people who side with and help the target. Friends, family members, and 
citizens who do not place a high value on community sometimes help targets. In these 
very specific cases, CC-authorized punishment in the form of individual acts against them 
is appropriate. The system can arrange for these target sympathizers to be found guilty of 
crimes, or liable for civil actions, for example. This is important for maintenance of the 
system. 


-Target bank accounts can be disrupted in ways which do not give the target cause to 
involve law enforcement. Examples: target protetion can be changed to “youth account,” 
or, an overdraft protection feature can be disabled, or simply steal money from the 
account. It is called action of “international banking ring” and usually at first the sums are 
around 50 — 100 dollars which are ataken when the target pays small bills. 


-Money is never transferred to the journal subscription or membership in a certain club 
like “opposition to government surveillance.” Money simply “disappears” from the bank 
with help of cooperating employers. | have experienced the myself several times. Bank 
accounts are “hacked” for the payment and a new bill arrives for the already paid bill by 
the target, and the receipt of payment is stolen. There is cooperation with military 
intelligence, Stay behind, NATO, and foreign intelligence agencies also against their own 
population. (This is the) so-called secret silent war going on in all secrecy.

Harassment techniques include: 


1. Surveillance (being followed, electronic surveillance, computer and phone hacking, monitoring all 
online activities, and bugging of home) 


2.Profiles are built to identify any and all weaknesses and insecurities to be used later. Information often 
obtained through sexual partners or trusted people in their lives. 


3.Conditioning where victims are sensitised to certain stimuli such as everywhere you go someone will 
cough as they walk past you. The goal is to make you self police and then think anyone who coughs is 
involved in the harassment. People report of conditioning to include hand gestures, an overt use of 
colour in peoples clothing (like everyone you see wearing red) or cars a certain colour or with headlights 
on (also known as brighting). 


4. Anchoring where someone will provide false rationales for the harassment. Often many possible 
rationales are planted to keep the victim confused and the focus of the harassment cycles from one 
possible reason to another round and around so as to keep the victim guessing in a self perpetuating 
guessing game where every scenario you are to blame and causes self doubt, fear, intimidation, and 
ultimately a cycle of destructive thoughts 


5. Mobbing (or true gangstalking) where everywhere you go you will see an overt display of people 
following you and often use words you have been conditioned to or your name to draw your attention 


6. Street theatre where a group will "perform" an overt activity like a fake confrontation or scenarios 
designed to test your reactions. Often takes the form of a couple who position themselves near you and 
then have a conversation using many of your conditioned words or pertaining to your particular 
situation and sensitivities. 


7.The use of directional speakers which have the ability to direct sound to a single individual in a 
crowded room. This particular item is ultimately the most used and is often referred to as V2K or Voice 
to Skull and is used extensively in the psychological breakdown of the victim. The use initially is to cause 
the victim to doubt their sanity and drive them into the mental health system, and later to just torment 
and never give the victim a moment of privacy or peace. If they do enter the mental health system, then 
harassment escalates dramatically as the victim has now been "discredited" and can be labeled as 
someone with a mental problem if they do speak out about the harassment. 


8.The use of electronics to effect your eyesight and balance which was originally developed for the 
military and police crowd control called "dazzling" and even the ability to make you vomit. 


9. Sound campaigns which is a community harassment technique where abnormal levels of sound are 
directed at the victim and their home. This includes cars deliberately breaking or accelerating when they 
pass, people talking excessively loudly at all hours of the night, amplification of sound using directional 
speakers so that external sounds that previously couldnt be heard now can, garbage trucks and other 
heavy vehicles, and countless other deliberate tactics 


10.Sleep deprivation - this is perhaps one of the most insidious tactics used where victims are woken 
multiple times a night and can be kept awake for days at a time. The effects are dramatic and 
completely debilitating effecting concentration, mood, irritability, appearance, and significantly impacts 
all areas of their life - job performance, relationships, and significantly aids in discrediting the victim as 


they appear unorganised, disheveled, and sleeping patterns alter so they may sleep during the day 
(where noise campaigns are more effective) and be awake at night (where they can be painted as the 
one making noise and being a disruptive member of the community). 


11. Baiting or entrapment where victims are harassed to the point that they lash out and commit a 
crime such as assault, break and enter or vandalism, as they try and locate the source of the 
harassment. Harassers will actively try to provoke verbal and physical confrontations especially after a 
period of sleep deprivation. Or they are prompted into an activity which can then be used as leverage 
such as affairs, sexuality, drug use, or other criminal activity. 


12. Gaslighting which is a form of psychological abuse where someone will actively try undermine 
victims and to make them doubt themselves so that they lose all self confidence and self esteem and are 
therefor easier to manipulate and push toward the mental health pathway. It can be as simlpe as being 
told something which they then deny, then telling them how silly they are for thinking they said it, and 
turn the lie around into an attack on the person. It can be incredibly effective coming from a trusted 
person and before the victim understands what is happening to them. 


13.Blackbag jobs is a term when a harasser breaks into a victims property and places something or 
deliberately moves something. The purpose is to cause self doubt, and fear that their property is being 
accessed which harassers try to then sell as paranoia. 


14. Propaganda and disinformation is also the other key element to suppress knowledge of this practice 
as its effectiveness initially requires the victim to be unaware of the existence of gangstalking, 
gaslighting, or the electronic technologies such as directional speakers so huge amounts of time are 
devoted online to creating disinformation sites which attempt to discredit victims by pushing the mental 
health agenda. They achieve this by posing as victims and actively trying to sound crazy so that all 
victims are are treated as such. Also by creating websites claiming to help victims and being a resource 
for victims to come together and then harassing them to the extent that they lose hope and no longer 
reach out for help causing further isolation. 


15. Further to the above, gangstalkers rely on disbelief and discrediting and as such much of the 
harassment is designed (at least initially) to mimic mental health issues. They also rely on their abuse 
being so extreme, so pervasive, so fundamentally immoral, as to be disbelieved and victims 
subsequently resort to photographing, videotaping, and sound recording their everyday encounters to 
disprove the countless unfounded claims made against them - especially in relation to gaslighting, which 
gangstalkers try to turn around and paint the victims as paranoid or irrational. Victims are made to feel 
helpless as every attempt to defend themselves is used against them and when they seek help they are 
met with disbelief or open hostility.

Sid Gottlieb to pick out an appropriate malady to kill 
the Congo's Patrice Lumumba. Gottlieb told the Senate 
investigators that he selected one that "was supposed to 
produce a disease that was . . . indigenous to that area 
of West Africa] and that could be fatal." Gottlieb 
personally carried the bacteria to the Congo, but this 
murderous operation was scrubbed before Lumumba could be 
infected. (The Congolese leader was killed shortly 
thereafter under circumstances that still are not clear.) 
When CIA operators merely wanted to be rid of 
somebody temporarily, SOD stockpiled for them about a 
dozen diseases and toxins of varying strengths. At the 
relatively benign end of the SOD list stood Staph. 
enterotoxin, a mild form of food poisoningmild compared 
to botulinum. This Staph. infection almost never killed 
and simply incapacitated its victim for 3 to 6 hours. 
Under the skilled guidance of Sid Gottlieb's wartime 
predecessor, Stanley Lovell, OSS had used this very 
substance to prevent Nazi official Hjalmar Schacht from 
attending an economic conference during the war. More 
virulent in the SOD arsenal was Venezuelan equine 
encephalomyelitis virus. It usually immobilized a person 
for 2 to 5 days and kept him in a weakened state for 
several more weeks. If the Agency wanted to incapacitate 
someone for a period of months, SOD had two different 
kinds of brucellosis. [2]

When Valentina survived, the couple decided to 
find an explanation for "the strange cultural cleavage" 
that had caused them to react so differently to 
mushrooms.

2. Within two years, Albert Hofmann would scoop the 
CIA once again, with some help from Gordon Wasson. In 
1960 Hofmann broke down and chemically recreated the 
active ingredient in hallucinatory ololiuqui seeds sent 
him by Wasson before the Agency's contractor, William 
Boyd Cook of Montana State University, could do the job. 
Hofmann's and Wasson's professional relationship soon 
grew into friendship, and in 1962 they traveled together 
on horseback to Huautla de Jimenez to visit Maria Sabina. 
Hofmann presented the curandera with some genuine Sandoz 
psilocybin. Wasson recalls: "Of course, Albert Hofmann is 
so conservative he always gives too little a dose, and it 
didn't have any effect."

reported, according to Wasson, the drug was the "same" as 
the mushroom.

The husband had no way of 
knowing that Cameron would use an unproved experimental 
technigue on his wifemuch less that the psychiatrist 
intended to "depattern" her. Nor did he realize that the 
CIA was supporting this work with about $19,000 a year in 
secret funds.

Cameron defined "depatterning" as breaking up 

existing patterns of behavior, both the normal and the 
schizophrenic, by means of particularly intensive 
electroshocks, usually combined with prolonged, drug- 
induced sleep. Here was a psychiatrist willingindeed, 
eagerto wipe the human mind totally clean. Back in 1951, 
ARTICHOKE's Morse Allen had likened the process to 
"creation of a vegetable." Cameron justified this tabula 
rasa approach because he had a theory of "differential 
amnesia," for which he provided no statistical evidence 
when he published it. He postulated that after he 
produced "complete amnesia" in a subject, the person 
would eventually recover memory of his normal but not his 
schizophrenic behavior. Thus, Cameron claimed he could 
generate "differential amnesia." Creating such a state in 
which a man who knew too much could be made to forget had 
long been a prime objective of the ARTICHOKE and MKULTRA 
programs. 
Needless to say, Lauren G. does not recall a thing 

today about those weeks when Cameron depatterned her. 
Afterward, unlike over half of the psychiatrist's 
depatterning patients, Lauren G. gradually recovered full 
recall of her life before the treatment, but then, she 
remembered her mental problems, too.[3] Her husband says 
she came out of the hospital much improved. She declares 
the treatment had no effect one way or another on her 
mental condition, which she believes resulted directly 
from her miserable marriage. She stopped seeing Cameron 
after about a month of outpatient electroshock 
treatments, which she despised. Her relationship with her 
husband further deteriorated, and two years later she 
walked out on him. "I just got up on my own hind legs," 
she states. "I said the hell with it. I'm going to do 
what I want and take charge of my own life. I left and 
started over." Now divorced and remarried, she feels she 
has been happy ever since. 
Cameron's depatterning, of which Lauren G. had a 
comparatively mild version, normally started with 15 to 
30 days of "sleep therapy." As the name implies, the 
patient slept almost the whole day and night. According 
to a doctor at the hospital who used to administer what 
he calls the "sleep cocktail," a staff member woke up the 
patient three times a day for medication that consisted 
of a combination of 100 mg. Thorazine, 100 mg. Nembutal, 
100 mg. Seconal, 150 mg. Veronal, and 10 mg. Phenergan. 
Another staff doctor would also awaken the patient two or 
sometimes three times daily for electroshock 
treatments.[4] This doctor and his assistant wheeled a 
portable machine into the "sleep room" and gave the 
subject a local anesthetic and muscle relaxant, so as not 
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With the Nosenko case, the CIA's brainwashing 

programs had come full circle. Spurred by the widespread 
alarm over communist tactics, Agency officials had 
investigated the field, started their own projects, and 
looked to the latest technology to make improvements. 
After 10 years of research, with some rather gruesome 
results, CIA officials had come up with no techniques on 
which they felt they could rely. Thus, when the 
operational crunch came, they fell back on the basic 
brutality of the Soviet system.

rvicing "dead drops" (covert mail pickup points, such as a hollow tree) in the S$ 
oviet Union. If a collector was captured, he was likely to give away the locatio 
ns. Therefore Agency men suggested that TSS find a way to hypnotize these secret 
mailmen, so they could withstand interrogation and even torture if arrested. 
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nt was never carried out. "I still like to think we were human beings enough tha 
t this was not something we played with," says Gittinger. Such an experiment cou 
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a foolproof 
that when someone is caught, they're going to tell some things," he says. 
MKULTRA officials, including Gittinger, did recommend the use of hypnosis in ope 
rational experiments on at least one occasion. In 1959 an important double agent 
, operating outside his homeland, told his Agency case officer that he was afrai 
d to go home again because he did not think he could withstand the tough interro 
gation that his government used on returning overseas agents. In Washington, the 
operators approached the TSS men about using hypnosis, backed up with drugs, to 
change the agent's attitude. They hoped they could instill in him the "ability 

or the necessary will" to hold up under questioning. 

An MKULTRA officialalmost certainly Gittingerheld a series of meetings over a tw 
o-week period with the operators and wrote that the agent was "a better than ave 
rage" hypnotic subject, but that his goal was to get out of intelligence work: T 
he agent "probably can be motivated to make at least one return visit to his hom 
eland by application of any one of a number of techniques, including hypnosis, b 
ut he may redefect in the process." The MKULTRA official continued that hypnosis 
probably could not produce an “operationally useful" degree of amnesia for the 

events of the recent past or for the hypnotic treatment itself that the agent "p 
robably has the native ability to withstand ordinary interrogation . . . provide 
d it is to his advantage to do so." 
The MKULTRA office recommended that despite the relatively negative outlook for 

the hypnosis, the Agency should proceed anyway. The operation had the advantage 

of having a "fail-safe" mechanism because the level of hypnosis could be tested 

out before the agent actually had to return. Moreover, the MKULTRA men felt "tha 
t a considerable amount of useful experience can be gained from this operation w 
h 
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adjunct to help motivate the agent. Since the proposed operation involved the u 
se of hypnosis and drugs, final approval could only be given by the high-level C 
landestine Services committee set up for this purpose and chaired by Richard Hel 
ms. Permission was not forthcoming. In June 1960 TSS officials launched an expan 
ded program of operational experiments in hypnosis in cooperation with the Agenc 
y's Counterintelligence Staff. The legendary James Angletonthe prototype for the 

title character Saxonton in Aaron Latham's Orchids for Mother and for Wellingto 
n in Victor Marchetti's The Rope Dancer headed Counterintelligence, which took o 
n some of the CIA's most sensitive missions (including the illegal Agency spying 

against domestic dissidents). 
Counterintelligence officials wrote that the hypnosis program could provide a "p 
otential breakthrough in 


clandestine technology." Their arrangement with TSS was that the MKULTRA men wou 






































































































































ld develop the technique in the laboratory, while they took care of "field exper 
imentation." 

The Counterintelligence program had three goals: (1) to induce hypnosis very rap 
dly in unwitting subjects; 

(2) to create durable amnesia; and (3) to implant durable and operationally usef 
ul posthypnotic suggestion. 

[The Agency released no information on any "field experimentation" of the latter 
two goals, which of course are the building blocks of the Manchurian Candidate. 

Agency officials provided only one heavily censored document on the first goal, 
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The MKULTRA veteran gives many reasons why he believes the CIA never actually tr 


ied a Manchurian 

Candidate operation, but he acknowledges that he does not know.[4] If the ultima 
te experiments were performed, they would have been handled with incredible secr 
ecy. It would seem, however, that the same kind of reasoning that impelled Sid G 
ottlieb to recommend testing powerful drugs on unwitting subjects would have led 
to experimentation along such lines, if not to create the Manchurian Candidate 
itself, on some of the building blocks, or lesser antisocial acts. Even if the M 
KULTRA men did not think hypnosis would work operationally, they had not let tha 
t 
























































consideration prevent them from trying out numerous other techniques. The MKUL 
TRA chief could even have used a defensive rationale: He had to find out if the 
Russians could plant a "sleeper" killer in our midst, just as Richard Condon's n 
ovel discussed. 
If the assassin scenario seemed exaggerated, Gottlieb still would have wanted to 
know what other uses the 
Russians might try. Certainly, he could have found relatively "expendable" subje 
cts, as he and Morse Allen had for other behavior control experiments. And even 
if the MKULTRA men really did restrain themselves, it is unlikely that James Ang 
leton and his counterintelligence crew would have acted in such a limited fashio 
n when they felt they were on the verge of a "breakthrough in clandestine techno 
logy."

Thompson, who inherited Wendt and CHATTER in 1951 when he became head of psychia 
tric research at the Naval Medical Research Institute, remembers Naval intellige 
nce telling him of the need for a truth drug in case "Someone planted an A-bomb 
in one of our cities and we had twelve hours to find out from a person where it 
was. What could we do to make him talk?" Thompson concedes he was always "negati 
ve" about the possibility that such a drug could ever exist, but he cites the fe 
ar that the Russians might develop their own miracle potion as reason enough to 
justify the program. Also, Thompson and the other U.S. officials could not resis 
t looking for a pill or panacea that would somehow make their side all-knowing o 
r all-powerful. 
Professor Wendt had experimented with drugs for the Navy before he became involv 
ed in the search for a truth serum. His earlier work had been on the use of Dram 
amine and other methods to prevent motion sickness, and now that he was doing mo 
re sensitive research, the Navy hid it under the cover of continuing his "motion 
sickness" study. At the end of 1950, the Navy gave Wendt a $300,000 contract to 
study such substances as barbiturates, amphetamines, alcohol, and heroin. To pr 
eserve secrecy, which often reached fetish proportions in mind-control research, 
the money flowed to him not through Navy 
channels but out of the Secretary of Defense's contingency fund. For those drugs 
that were not available 
from pharmaceutical companies, Navy officials went to the Federal Bureau of Narc 
otics. The commissioner of Narcotics personally signed the papers, and special c

Like most serious drug researchers, Wendt sampled everything first before testin 
g on assistants and 
students. The drug that took up the most space in his first progress report was 

heroin. He had became his own prime subject. At weekly intervals, he told the Na 
vy, the psychologist gave himself heroin injections and then wrote down his reac 




































































tions as he moved through the "full range" of his life: driving, shopping, recre 
ation, manual work, family relations, and sexual activity. He noted in himself " 
slight euphoria. . . heightened aesthetic appreciation . . . absentminded behav 
ior .. . lack of desire to operate at full speed... lack of desire for alcoh 
Ole 6, Oa 3s possibly reduced sex interest . . . feeling of physical well-being." He 
concluded in his report that heroin could have "some, but slight value for inte 
rrogation" if used on someone "worked on for a long period of time."[1] 











Wendt never had any trouble getting student volunteers. He simply posted a notic 
e€ on a campus 
bulletin board, and he wound up with a long waiting list. He chose only men subj 
ects over 21, and he paid everyone accepted after a long interview $1.00 an hour 
. With so much government money to spend, he hired over 20 staff assistants, and 
he built a whole new testing facility in the attic of the school library. Wendt 
was cautious with his students, and he apparently did not share the hard drugs 
with them. He usually tested subjects in small groupsfour to eight at a time. He 
and his associates watched through a two-way mirror and wrote down the subjects 
' reactions. He always used both placebos (inert substances) and drugs; the stud 
ents never knew whatif anythingthey were taking. According to Dr. Thompson, to h 
ave alerted them in advance and thus given themselves a chance to steel themselv 
es up “would have spoiled the experiment." 
Nonetheless, Wendt's procedure was a far cry from true unwitting testing. Any dr 
ug that was powerful enough to break through an enemy's resistance could have a 
traumatic effect on the person taking itparticularly if the subject was totally 
unaware of what was happening. The Navy research plan was to do preliminary stud 
ies on subjects like Wendt's students, and then, as soon as the drug showed prom 
ise, to try it under field conditions. Under normal scientific research, the ope 
rational tests would not have been run before the basic work was finished. But t 
he Navy could not wai The drugs were to be tested on involuntary subjects. Tho 
mpson readily admits that this procedure was "unethical," but he says, "We felt 
we had to do it for the good of country." 
During the summer of 1952, Professor Wendt announced that he had found a concoct 
ion "so special" that it would be "the answer" to the truth-drug problem, as Tho 
mpson recalls it. "I thought it would be a good idea to call the Agency," says T 
hompson. "I thought they might have someone with something to spill." Wendt was 
adamant on one point: He would not tell anyone in the Navy or the CIA what his p 
otion contained. He would only demonstrate. Neither the CHATTER nor ARTICHOKE te 
ams could resist the 
bait. The Navy had no source of subjects for terminal experiments, but the CIA m 
en agreed to furnish the human beingsin Germanyeven though they had no idea what 
Wendt had in store for his guinea pigs. The CIA named the operation CASTIGATE. 
After settling into a Frankfurt hotel, Wendt, Thompson, and the Naval Intelligen 
ce man set out to meet 
the ARTICHOKE crew at the local CIA headquarters. It was located in the huge, el 
ongated building that had housed the I. G. Farben industrial complex until the e 
nd of the war. The frantic bustle of a U.S. military installation provided ideal

cover for this CIA base, and the arrival of a few new Americans attracted no sp

elevator. At the CIA outer office, the team members had to show identification, 
and Thompson says they were frisked.

The drug did not 
transform Gottlieb out of the mind set of a master 
scientist-spy, a protg of Richard Helms in the CIA's 
inner circle. He never stopped milking his goats at 5:30 
every morning. 
The CIA leaders' early achievements with LSD were 
impressive. They had not invented the drug, but they had 
gotten in on the American ground floor and done nearly 
everything else. They were years ahead of the scientific 
literaturelet alone the publicand spies win by being 
ahead. They had monopolized the supply of LSD and 
dominated the research by creating much of it themselves. 
They had used money and other blandishments to build a 
network of scientists and doctors whose work they could 
direct and turn to their own use. All that remained 
between them and major espionage successes was the 
performance of the drug in the field. 

That, however, turned out to be a considerable 

stumbling block. LSD had an incredibly powerful effect on 
people, but not in ways the CIA could predict or control.

American public opinion reacted strongly to Hunter's 
ideas, no doubt because of the hostility that prevailed

toward communist foes, 
mysterious and alien.

Most Americans knew something about 
the famous trial of the Hungarian Josef Cardinal 
Mindszenty, at which the Cardinal appeared zombie-like, 
as though drugged or hypnotized. Other defendants at 
Soviet “show trials" had displayed similar symptoms as 
they recited unbelievable confessions in dull, clich- 
ridden monotones. Americans were familiar with the idea 
that the communists had ways to control hapless people, 
and Hunter's new word helped pull together the unsettling 
evidence into one sharp fear. The brainwashing 
controversy intensified during the heavy 1952 fighting in 
Korea, when the Chinese government launched a propaganda 
offensive that featured recorded statements by captured 
U.S. pilots, who "confessed" to a variety of war crimes 
including the use of germ warfare. 

The official American position on prisoner 

confessions was that they were false and forced. As 
expressed in an Air Force Headquarters document, 
"Confessions can be of truthful details.... For purposes 
of this section, 'confessions' are considered as being 
the forced admission to a lie." But if the military had 
understandable reasons to gloss over e truth or falsity 
of the confessions, this still did not address the fact 
that confessions had been made at all. Nor did it lay to 
rest the fears of those like Edward Hunter who saw the 
confessions as proof that the communists now had 
techniques "to put a man's mind into a fog so that he 
will mistake what is true for what is untrue, what is 
right for what is wrong, and come to believe what did not 
happen actually had happened, until he ultimately becomes 
a robot for the Communist manipulator." 

By the end of the Korean War, 70 percent of 
U.S. prisoners held in China had either mad 
or signed petitions calling for an end to the 
war effort in Asia. Fifteen percent collaborated fully 
with the Chinese, and only 5 percent steadfastly 
resisted. The American performance contrasted poorly with 
that of the British, Australian, Turkish, and other 
United Nations prisonersamong whom collaboration was 
rare, even though studies showed they were treated about 
as badly as the Americans. Worse, an alarming number of 
the prisoners stuck by their confessions after returning 
to the United States. They did n as expected, recant 
as soon as they stepped on U.S. Puzzled and 
dismayed by this wholesale collapse of morale among the 
POWs, American opinion leaders settled in on Edward 
Hunter's explanation: The Chinese had somehow brainwashed 
our boys.

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The issue lay dormant until 1977, when, about June 1, CIA officials notified my 
lawyers that they had found the 7 boxes of MKULTRA financial records and that th 
ey would send me the releasable portions over the following months. As I waited, 
CIA Director Stansfield Turner notified President Carter and then the Senate Se 
lect Committee on Intelligence that an Agency official had located the 7 boxes. 
Admiral Turner publicly described MKULTRA as only a program of drug experimentat 
ion and not one aimed at behavior control. On July 20 I held a press conference 
at which I criticized Admiral Turner for his several distortions in describing t 
he MKULTRA program. To prove my various points, I released to the reporters a sc 
ore of the CIA documents that had already come to me and that gave the flavor of 
the behavioral efforts. Perhaps it was a slow news day, or perhaps people simpl 
were interested in government attempts to tamper with the mind. In any event, 
he documents set off a media bandwagon that had the story reported on all three 
network television news shows and practically everywhere else. 
The Senate Select Committee on Intelligence and Senator Edward Kennedy's Subcomm 
ittee on Health and Scientific Research soon announced they would hold public he 
arings on the subject. Both panels had looked into the secret research in 1975 b 
ut had been hampered by the lack of documents and forthcoming witnesses. At firs 
t the two committees agreed to work together, and they held one joint hearing. T 
hen, Senator Barry Goldwater brought behind-the-scenes pressure to get the Intel 
ligence panel, of which he was vice-chairman, to drop out of the proceedings. He 
claimed, among other things, that the committee was just rehashing old programs 
and that the time had come to stop dumping on the CIA. Senator Kennedy plowed a 
head anyway. He was limited, however, by the small size of the staff he assigned 
to the investigation, and his people were literally buried in paper by CIA offi 
cials, who released 8,000 pages of documents in the weeks before the hearings. A 
s the hearings started, the staff still not had read very thinglet alone put it 
all in context. 
As Kennedy's staff prepared for the public sessions, the former men from MKULTRA 
also got ready. According to one of them, they agreed among themselves to "keep 
the inquiry within bounds that would satisfy the committee." Specifically, he s 
ays that meant volunteering no more information than the Kennedy panel already h 
ad. Charles Siragusa, the narcotics agent who ran the New York safehouse, report 
s he got a telephone call during this period from Ray Treichler, the Stanford Ph 
.D. who specialized in chemical warfare for the MKULTRA program. "He wanted me t 
o deny knowing about the safehouse," says Siragusa. "He didn't want me to admit 
that he was the guy.... I said there was no way I could do that." Whether any ot 
her ex-TSS men also suborned perjury cannot be said, but several of them appear 
to have committed perjury at the hearings. [8] As previously noted, Robert Lashb 
rook denied firsthand knowledge of the safehouse operation when, in fact, he had 
supervised one of the "pads" and been present, according to George White's diar 
y, at the time of an "LSD surprise" experiment. Dr. Charles Geschickter testifie 
d he had not tested stress-producing drugs on human subjects while both his own 
1960 proposal to the Agency and the CIA's documents indicate the opposite. Despi 
te the presence of a key aide who constantly cued him during the hearings, Senat 
or Kennedy was not prepared to deal with these and other inconsistencies. He too 
k no action to follow up obviously perjured testimony, and he seemed content to 
win headlines with reports of "The Gang That Couldn't Spray Straight." Although 
at particular testimony had been set up in advance by a Kennedy staffer, the S$ 
ator still managed to act surprised when ex-MKULTRA official David Rhodes told 
f the ill-fated LSD experiment at the Marin County safehouse. 
e Kennedy hearings added little to the general state of knowledge on the CIA's

Via electronische wapens en 
groepstalking worden jaarlijks 
wereldwijd veelal in westerse landen 
niet alleen klokkenluiders of 
regeringsongezinden maar ook 
duizenden gewone argeloze mensen 
‘als beesten afgemaakt' door 
geheime diensten. Men wordt 
knettergek gemaakt, tot wanhoop 
gedreven en vlucht in zelfmoord, 
crimineel gedrag, belandt in een 
geconstrueerd autoongeluk, of komt 
in de psychiatrie terecht.

op. Een belangrijk kenmerk van psychopaten is dat zij parasiteren op 
anderen. Misschien willen ze jouw baan, jouw huis, jouw vrouw of je 
kinderen, jouw talent, jouw kennis en intelligentie, jouw geld. Of ze willen 
juist niet dat jij je verder ontwikkeld, of dat je het lokale tennistoernooi 
wint omdat bang zijn voor je of omdat ze geld hebben gezet op die ander. 
Of misschien ben je alleen maar toevallig in de buurt. Zoals al gezegd, het 
interesseert ze niet, als ze maar bloed kunnen blijven vreten. 


Maar ik heb toch helemaal nooit iets gedaan? 

Dat klopt. Veel slachtoffers hebben ook nooit iets gedaan. Zij waren op het 
verkeerde moment op de verkeerde plaats. Zij kregen dingen te zien of te 
horen die ze niet mochten weten. Of iemand had gewoon de pest aan ze, 
of er was gewoon een slachtoffer nodig. Zij liepen tegen een psychopaat 
aan die verbonden was met het criminele geheime diensten netwerk. Zij 
werden op een lijst geplaatst door psychopaten die graag voor god spelen. 





Waarom schieten ze je niet gewoon meteen dood? 

Dat kunnen ze wel een keertje doen maar als ze dat de hele tijd zouden 
doen dan valt dat veel te veel op. Bovendien kunnen ze zo hun wapens 
testen, op mensen experimenteren met operaties, medicijnen en in 
psychiatrische klinieken, nieuwe agenten werven, en als het meezit 
kunnen ze sommige slachtoffers dusdanig gek maken/hersenspoelen dat 
deze misdaden plegen die ze goed uitkomen. Maar maak je geen illusies 
dat ze geen andere methoden gebruiken, zoals geconstrueerde 
(auto)ongelukken. 





Maar de politie moet je toch helpen? 

Klopt. Maar de politie heeft geen instructies en mogelijkheden om deze 
misdaden aan te pakken. De politie is hierin afhankelijk van de politiek 
maar die doet niets. Laser wapens bestaan maar de politie doet hier niets 
aan, en ook bij groepstalking belaging heeft de politie geen instructies om 
in actie te komen. Zij verwijzen je door naar de dermatoloog of naar je 
huisarts terwijl er sprake is van een enorme misdaad. Dit betekent dus dat 
de wet en mensenrechten niet bestaan want er is niemand die de 
slachtoffers van deze misdaden helpt. 





Hoe kunnen we deze misdaden stoppen? 

Dat is buitengewoon moeilijk. We hebben hier te maken met machtige 
psychopaten die pakken wat ze willen, stelen en misbruiken. Zij houden 
zich niet aan de wet, wij wel. Hun misdaden hebben inmiddels een enorme 
omvang genomen. Als er enig bewijs geleverd kan worden dan verdwijnen 
ze allemaal de rest van hun leven in de gevangenis. Het belangrijkste is 
op dit moment om deze misdaden openbaar te maken. Praat erover met 
je familie, vrienden, collega's. Schrijf brieven naar politici, plaats berichten 
op internet. 





Wat kunnen ze zoal doen met deze wapens? 

Het menselijk lichaam blijkt buitengewoon gevoelig voor 
electromagnetische straling, het is ook een (bio) electromagnetische 
zender en ontvanger. Geheime diensten hebben na jaren onderzoek de 
juiste frequenties en intensiteiten gevonden om iemand de symptomen te 
kunnen geven van bekende aandoeningen. Een beperkte lijst van 
lichamelijke effecten: jeuk, hoesten, boeren, buikpijn, misselijkheid, 
loopneus, hartklachten, blinde darmontsteking, diaree, hoofdpijn, 
oogklachten, erectieproblemen, duizeligheid, koorts, kiespijn, 
spierverslapping, slaperigheid.

Hoe weet ik dat mijn lichaam bewerkt wordt met een electronisch 
wapen?

Verder moet je alles loslaten waarvan je denkt dat het 
niet kan. Bijna alles kan en wordt ook gedaan.

Komt het effect op specifieke momenten, gaat het 
effect te snel weg of duurt het te lang, keert het zo maar terug, enz. Jij 
bent de enige die dit kunt vergelijken met eerdere ervaringen, en dus ook 
bepalen of je toch naar je huisarts moet. Mogelijke wapens: 





e« Magnetronwapens, vergelijk met een lange afstandsmagnetron 
¢ Trilwapens, vergelijk met een niersteenvergruizer 
¢ Drukwapens 


Afhankelijk van de intensiteit heb je meer of minder last. Voorbeeld: met 
een magnetronwapen kan je elke nacht heel zachtjes iemand zijn benen 
koken totdat ie na drie maanden nog nauwelijks kan lopen. Je kunt echter 
ook met een hoog vermogen microgolf wapen (HPM) in een fractie van 
een seconde een kuit bestralen (flashen) zodat je denkt dat je kuitspier is 





een strategische positie hebben, 
proefkonijnen medische 
behandelingen, iemand moet de 
schuld ergens van krijgen, 
persoonlijke motieven, electronische 
wapens maken het steeds 
gemakkelijker mensen (geestelijk of 
lichamelijk) te vermoorden zonder 
bewijzen. En zijn in handen van 
geheime diensten nog veel 
gevaarlijker. Deze instellingen zijn 
gespecialiseerd in elimineren en waar 
vroeger een mes, kogel, vergif of 
autoongeluk nodig was, daar kunnen 
nu electronische wapens gebruikt 
worden. 


Deze wapens maken moorden ook 
veel anoniemer. Het is niet meer 
nodig iemand met een mes te steken. 
Een druk op een knopje in een kamer 
heel ergens anders is voldoende. De 
algemene gedachte hier is: het kan 
niet bewezen worden, dus doen we 
het gewoon. Maar zo hoort het 
natuurlijk niet te werken. Het 
martelen en moorden met deze 
wapens is verschrikkelijk en valt 
onder misdaden tegen de 
menselijkheid. 





De enige manier om de wereld te 
redden is om uw nationale geheime 
diensten te stoppen. Overtreden van 
wetten en verschrikkelijke 
schendingen van mensenrechten is 
hun manier van leven geworden. Zij 
zijn verantwoordelijk voor de meeste 
problemen in uw buurt, in uw stad, 
uw land, in de wereld. Maak ze 
verantwoordelijk voor wat ze doen. 
Laat ze in detail verantwoording 
afleggen. Dwing ze hun organisaties 
open te stellen voor grondig 
onderzoek. Bevries, verlaag hun 
budgetten als ze niet meewerken. 
Vervang directeuren en 
stafmedewerkers onmiddelijk door 
normale mensen. 








Het is heel belangrijk om je te 
realiseren dat veel aanvallen (met 
Directed Energy Weapons) vanuit de 
lucht komen, d.w.z. van militaire 
vliegtuigen, inclusief helicopters, 
zweefvliegtuigen, enz. In veel 





gescheurd (die scheurt ook echt als je enige kracht op je gekookte kuit 
uitoefent).

Hoe weet ik dat mijn geest, mijn brein, bewerkt wordt met een 
electronisch wapen? 

Om na te gaan of je gedachten bestuurd worden moet je je continu 
bewust zijn van je eigen gedachten en gedrag. Is het raar, normaal, dat ik 
zo denk, waar gaat het over. Hoewel dit in eerste instantie wellicht 
vreemd lijkt is extra bewustzijn altijd een goed idee (vergelijk 
spiritualiteit). Vier mogelijke vormen van electronische 
gedachtenbeinvloeding (electronic mind control) zijn vandaag mogelijk en 
belangrijk om te weten: 








¢ Herhalingen van gedachten. Je moet de hele tijd aan een zeker persoon 
of een zekere gebeurtenis denken. De gedachte keert de hele tijd terug. 

¢ Een liedje in je hoofd. Je gaat dit liedje meezingen of meeneurieen. Pas 
op, dit liedje kan in verband staan met gebeurtenissen in je leven! 

¢ Je droomt rare/bijzondere dromen, die je je goed kunt herinneren. 

Je loopt opeens ergens naar toe en vraagt je dan meteen af waarom je 

dat deed. 


Je moet dus loslaten dat bepaalde gedachten of dromen een betekenis 
hebben! Als je gedachten worden bestuurd dan moet je juist niet zo maar 
je gedachten volgen! Het laatste punt is alleen mogelijk bij totale 
onoplettendheid. 


Hoe kan je aangevallen worden? 

Omdat electronische wapens gebaseerd zijn op onzichtbare radiogolven, 
kan je aangevallen worden door de muren van je huis heen, door het dak 
van je auto, in supermarkten, in winkels, op je werk. 

Dit kan vanuit het huis van de buren, vanuit je eigen huis, vanuit auto's, 
vanuit masten en torens, en vooral ook vanuit vliegtuigen (en wellicht ook 
satellieten). Met laser wapens kunnen raketten op 100 km afstand uit de 
lucht worden geschoten, wat zou dan het effect op mensen zijn als je van 
veel kortere afstand heel nauwkeurig kunt mikken? 





Hoe kan ik me beschermen tegen electronische wapens? 

In principe is het niet mogelijk jezelf te beschermen EN een normaal leven 
te leiden. Zeer beperkte afscherming is mogelijk via bijvoorbeeld metalen 
platen. Maar weet dat je overal geraakt kan worden als je echt een 
slachtoffer bent. Gedachtenlezen kan altijd gedaan worden, tenzij we de 
beschikking krijgen over een 'jammer', een apparaat dat onze 
hersengolven verstoord. Er zijn berichten dat b.v. Obama een dergelijk 
apparaat bij zich draagt. Eenvoudige bescherming tegen 
gedachtenbesturing is om met een willekeurige tijdvertraging te reageren 
op je gedachten en/of dromen. Degenen die je proberen te besturen willen 
dat je reageert, liefst op specifieke momenten. Door dit juist willekeurig 
vertraagd of niet te doen, breek je de lus. Verder is de beste bescherming 
kennis, dus probeer over dit onderwerp zo veel mogelijk te lezen! 





Gaan ze dit ook bij mijn kinderen, familie, vrienden doen? 

Dit wordt gedaan met een doel. Stelen, eliminineren. Alles zal worden 
gedaan om dat doel te bereiken, maar uiteraard mag niets bewezen 
kunnen worden. Om jou te breken kunnen Ze je partner zich laten krabben 
of kuchen om te reageren op jij doet. Of ze proberen de gedachten van je 
kinderen of partner te beinvloeden en zo te reageren op wat jij doet. Of 
twee mensen tegelijk dezelfde gedachten te geven. Alles wat ze bij jou 
kunnen doen, kunnen ze ook bij anderen doen. 





Wat kan je verder met deze wapens? 

Met laser wapens, of eigenlijk Gerichte Energie Wapens (Directed Energy 
Weapons), kan je ook dieren raken en besturen, lampen kapot schieten, 
plokgeluiden maken, batterijen ontladen, het weer beinvloeden, 
gedachtenbeinvloeding bij grote groepen mensen. En dan is er natuurlijk 
voldoende te lezen over grote zendmast-installaties als HAARP. 





Waarom noem jij degenen die dit doen mensenkokers? 

Heel veel effecten worden aangedaan door mensen te bestralen met 
microgolf wapens. Deze wapens koken het menselijk lichaam, afhankelijk 
van de instellingen van het wapen zachtjes tot hard.

Een aantal kenmerken van groepstalking zijn: 


« Het doel is de (geestelijk of lichamelijke) dood van het slachtoffer 

« Er doen veel mensen aan mee ('spread the blood’) 

« Als het niet snel genoeg gaat worden electronische wapens gebruikt om het slachtoffer (dood) 
te martelen en af te maken 

« Het grootste deel van de stalking komt vaak vanuit de woning van directe buren, die daar 
‘toevallig’ tegelijk zijn komen wonen 

« Slachtoffers zijn veelal willekeurig gekozen 

e Supporters/familie van het slachtoffer worden vaak ook slachtoffer 

« Groepstalking wordt gecoordineerd/(deels)uitgevoerd door veiligheidsdiensten. 


Het gehele systeem veiligheidsdiensten is een totaal uit de hand gelopen gebeuren waarbinnen er maar 
op los gemoord wordt zonder dat men nog weet waarover het gaat. Klokkenluiders maar veelal gewone 
mensen worden om persoonlijke redenen (niet veiligheid van staat, bedrijven of elite) door psychopaten 
op lijsten geplaatst om geelimineerd te worden. Het moorden is een gewoonte geworden en nieuwe 
technieken maken het steeds gemakkelijk om mensen zonder bewijs af te maken. In de meeste gevallen 
zullen de slachtoffers niet eens doorhebben wat er precies gebeurt, wat hun overkomt laat staan dat ze 
het waarom begrijpen. Per jaar worden zo een aantal honderden gewone Nederlanders om volslagen 
nietszeggende redenen afgemaakt als beesten. Stel dat het er 365 zijn dan is dat elke dag een dode. 
Dus elke dag als je opstaat en in de spiegel kijkt is er weer een dode gevallen. Vermoord door de 
grootste ratten die er op deze planeet rondlopen. 


Dit alles is uiteraard bij alle wetten verboden. Een directeur van de veiligheidsdienst zei een tijdje 
geleden dat de wetten niet voor hun gelden en dat moet hij natuurlijk wel zeggen want anders moeten 
hij, zijn werknemers en alle medewerkenden naar de gevangenis. Het zijn de woorden van een 
moordenaar! 


Veiligheidsdiensten proberen zo veel mogelijk gewone mensen bij hun acties tegen het slachtoffer te 
betrekken. Wat ze hier eigenlijk doen is het criminaliseren van gewone mensen, het medeplichtig maken 
van gewone mensen aan moord met voorbedachten rade. Criminaliseren is uiteraard ook strafbaar maar 
hierdoor ontstaat er bij de medewerkenden wel een angst (voor de waarheid), dat het niet uit mag 
komen anders moeten ze wellicht naar de gevangenis.

Groepstalking 
Oorsprong 


Groepstalking is een fenomeen dat waarschijnlijk oorspronkelijk in de VS is 
ontwikkeld door de KuKluxKlan en gebruikt wordt om ‘ongewenste elementen’ 
uit hun omgeving te verdrijven. 


Doel van groepstalking: zelfmoord 


Groepstalking komt voor in westerse landen en is een onderdeel van een 
verfijnde methode om mensen uit te schakelen. Het slachtoffer moet geisoleerd 
worden, werkeloos, uitgeput en (financieel) afhankelijk gemaakt, maar vooral 
buitenzinnen worden gebracht. Het doel van deze methode (met groepstalking 
als onderdeel van), is dat het slachtoffer zelfmoord pleegt, gepsychiatriseerd 
raakt, zijn buren aanvalt en/of vermoord, e.d. Dus, de geestelijke en/of 
lichamelijke dood van het slachtoffer. Dat maakt degenen die hier aan 
meewerken medeplichtig aan moord met voorbedachten rade of anders 
gezegd, moordenaars. 


Het is belangrijk te realiseren dat de meeste mensen die dit aangedaan wordt 
niet eens zullen begrijpen wat hun precies overkomt. 


Waarom groepstalking? 


Zoals in alle landen in de wereld wil ook in Nederland de zittende macht zijn 
positie behouden. Dat gebeurt niet middels democratische middelen maar met 
grof geweld. Van landen als Rusland is bekend dat mensen niet erg subtiel 
worden uitgeschakeld. In onze westerse wereld gebeurt dat wel zeer subtiel. 
Geheime diensten zijn niets anders dan verlengstukken van de (criminele) elite 
om posities te behouden of uit te breiden. Dat daarbij allerlei volkomen normale 
vaak willekeurige mensen in gekkenhuizen en gevangenissen belanden en 
vele doden vallen is iets dat voor lief wordt genomen. Geheime diensten zijn 
overheid en alszodanig zijn ze nagenoeg onkwetsbaar. Het is dan ook 
onvermijdelijk dat er psychopaten werken die graag voor God spelen. 


Om welke aantallen slachtoffers gaat het? 


Schattingen over het aantal mensen dat daadwerkelijk de dood vindt na 
‘behandeling’ lopen uiteen van honderd tot enkele duizenden per jaar. Het 
aantal slachtoffers dat gepsychiatriseerd wordt is een veelvoud. Het aantal 
mensen dat gecriminaliseerd wordt (door mee te werken) is hier weer een 
veelvoud van. We spreken hier van massamoord. 


Wat wordt er allemaal gedaan? 


Groepstalking staat voor het van minuut tot minuut in de gaten van het 
slachtoffer middels geavanceerde (audio en video) afluisterapparatuur en 
vervolgens reageren op alle ‘bewegingen’ van het slachtoffer. Dit reageren kan 
door ergens verderop iets in een vuilnisbak te gooien, door een auto of fietser 
voorbij te laten rijden, door met stoelen te schuiven, met een stuiterbal te 
gooien, door buren tegelijkertijd te laten aankomen of vertrekken, door emails 
te sturen die verwijzen naar gebeurtenissen in het leven van het slachtoffer, 
enz. Groepstalking wordt gecombineerd met allerlei andere zaken, waaronder 
het gebruik van microgolf wapens, zie hieronder. Andere zaken die gedaan 
worden zijn het construeren van auto-ongelukken, mensen dingen laten 
zeggen/vragen die zij niet behoren te weten, op specifieke momenten gebeld 
worden, geluiden maken in het huis van het slachtoffer, storen van radio en 
televisie, in winkels diefstalalarmen laten afgaan, veroorzaken van acute diaree 
op cruciale momenten, vernielen van eigendom, storen en manipuleren van 
communicatie (telefoon, mobiele telefoon, internet). Infiltraties vinden plaats op 
het werk en in de vriendenkring. Ook laster campagnes zijn een onderdeel van 
de methode. Vertel over het slachtoffer dat het een gek is, een pedofiel, een 
terrorist, het gebeurt allemaal. 


Het slachtoffer wordt overal gevolgd en gestalkt, in andere steden, in winkels 
en op vakanties, ook in verre landen. Geld speelt geen rol! 


Gewone dingen en toeval en als kenmerk 


Veel dingen die gedaan worden maken geen indruk als je het aan anderen 
vertelt. Immers, een ander hoort ook wel eens toeter, een buurman komt ook 
wel eens tegelijk thuis, een ander wordt ook wel eens gebeld net als hij naar de 
toilet gaat, je kunt overal wel iets bij denken. Dergelijke gebeurtenissen komen 
bij slachtoffers echter onwaarschijnlijk vaak voor en hoe leg je dat uit zonder 
gek verklaard te worden. 


Zeer geavanceerde EM wapens en technieken 


Er wordt niet alleen gebruik gemaakt van zeer geavanceerde technieken om 
een slachtoffer (door muren heen) af te luisteren en te bekijken, er worden ook 
electromagnetische (EM) wapens ingezet om het slachtoffer letterlijk te raken. 
Het bekendste is het microgolf wapen. Dit staat bij iedereen in de keuken in 
de vorm van een magnetron. Je kunt er door de muur heen bijvoorbeeld 
iemand zijn hersenen mee ‘koken’. Er zijn gevallen bekend waarbij men ook de 
kinderen van het slachtoffer hiermee ‘behandeld’. 


Daarnaast bestaan er zeer geavanceerde technieken die de bedoeling hebben 
je gedachten te ‘lezen’ zodat daar dan weer op gereageerd kan worden. 
Helaas allemaal geen science fiction maar realiteit (zoek op het internet naar 
‘mind control’). 


Zijn deze EM wapens schadelijk voor de gezondheid? 


In tegenstelling door wat via officiele (leger)kanalen gemeld wordt kunnen deze 
wapens wel degelijk grote lichamelijk schade veroorzaken. Dat varieert van het 
kapotmaken van lichaamscellen (branden) tot het veroorzaken van 
bijvoorbeeld een hartstilstand. Daarnaast kan langdurige blootstelling aan 
dergelijk straling hersentumor veroorzaken. 


Meer beestachtigheden 


Zoals al eerder beschreven zijn er gevallen bekend waarbij ook kinderen van 
slachtoffers worden ‘mishandeld’ om zo het slachtoffer sneller tot 
wanhoopsdaden te brengen. Dit gebeurt met microgolf wapens maar ook door 
bv buikpijn te veroorzaken bij de kinderen van het slachtoffer, kinderen van 
stalkers op deze kinderen af te sturen. Daarnaast zijn er gevallen bekend 
waarbij de gezondheid van familieleden wordt beinvloed om zo het slachtoffer 
te ontregelen, waarbij huisdieren worden ‘aangereden’ of verdwijnen. Niets 
maar dan ook niets gaat te ver. De gedachten bij deze mensen zijn eenvoudig: 
het kan niet worden bewezen dus we kunnen gewoon onze gang gaan. Maar 
het zijn en blijven misdadigers, moordenaars, ook al kan dat niet worden 
bewezen. 


Wie doen er aan mee? 


Nadat een slachtoffer is ‘gekozen’ wordt de omgeving van het slachtoffer 
geinfiltreerd. Met gaat er naast wonen en voert de intensiteit op door bepaalde 
buren te laten reageren. Dit wordt steeds verder uitgebreid, buren gaan in 
toerbeurt, naast de gebruikelijke ‘straat theater’ activiteiten (geluiden maken op 














de bewegingen van het slachtoffer door met dingen te gooien, te zagen, te 
toeteren, enz.). Veelal weten mensen in de directe omgeving van het 
slachtoffer die hieraan meewerken niet wat er verder allemaal gedaan wordt. 
Ze krijgen leugens over het slachtoffer te horen en krijgen compensatie 
aangeboden in de vorm van bijvoorbeeld geld. In sommige gevallen zetten 
medewerkenden zelfs hun eigen kinderen aan mee te werken aan de stalking 
(ik noem dit kindermisbruik). 


Het blijkt dat veel mensen meewerken omdat ze bang zijn. Ze vinden het 
vreemd maar werken toch maar mee. Pas na enige tijd realiseren zij zich dat 
wat ze doen een misdaad is, dat ze medeplichtig zijn aan ernstige feiten waar 
zeker een gevangenisstraf op staat. Op dat moment zijn in de greep van deze 
diensten, en bang als ze zijn om zelf een dergelijke behandeling te krijgen, lijkt 
er geen weg meer terug. 


Kleine dingen zijn net zo erg 


Soms lijkt het voor de uitvoerende stalkers dat het maar iets kleins is dat ze 
doen, dat kan toch niet zo erg zijn zo maken zij zich wijs. Dit zijn echter 
zorgvuldig geregiseerde acties waarbij een aantal stalkers achter elkaar 
reageren naar het slachtoffer op manieren die verband houden met elkaar. 
Bijvoorbeeld wordt men telkens gebeld door iemand anders net als men de 
deur uit wil lopen. Of men krijgt steeds van iemand anders een verhaal over 
diens mp3 speler te horen, terwijl het slachtoffer juist een mp3 speler wil kopen. 


Is het strafbaar? 


Zeer strafbaar. Stalking is een misdaad. In Nederland kan je er drie jaar 
gevangenisstraf voor krijgen. Het uit de slaap houden is een erkende marteling. 
De overige zaken zijn verder te klassificeren maar in het algemeen kan gesteld 
worden dat het hier gaat om misdaden tegen de menselijkheid met de dood als 
doel. Dit heet moord met voorbedachten rade en daar staat levenslange 
gevangenisstraf voor. 


Waarom word je uitgekozen? 


Hoe wordt je ‘uitgekozen’ voor een dergelijke behandeling? In veel gevallen 
wordt je aangedragen door ‘vrienden’ van de criminele elite. Geheime diensten 
hebben inmiddels een basis van 10-20% van ‘agenten’ in het land. Beledig je 
zo iemand, of voelt zo iemand zich beledigd door je, vindt zo iemand dat je een 
lesje nodig hebt, dan kan het al raak zijn. Beledig je een bekend persoon, 
bijvoorbeeld de baas van de Navo, idem dito. Soms (vaak?) ben je een 
slachtoffer maar vraag je je af waarom. Het kan ook heel goed zijn dat men jou 
als concurrent kapot wil maken of dat men jouw ideeen of producten wil stelen 
voor eigen gebruik. 


Wat kan je ertegen doen? 

Dat is een moelijk punt. Het is als individu nagenoeg onmogelijk hier iets tegen 
te doen. Dit zijn geen normale mensen maar beesten waarvoor een 
mensenleven niet telt. Het is belangrijk je te realiseren wat het doel is, het is jij 
of zij. Het zal de de organisatoren een worst zijn of een slachtoffer zijn buren 
vermoord. Voor hun is dat twee viiegen in een klap. Het is een oorlog. Zorg 
voor een goede lichamelijke en geestelijk gezondheid. Tegen microgolf wapens 
helpt bijvoorbeeld water (bijvoorbeeld op je hoofd onder een pet) of aluminium 
folie. Op alle mogelijke manieren wordt geprobeerd je leven te ontregelen en 
tot stilstand te brengen. Probeer het niet zover te laten komen. 

Kom er mee naar buiten! 

Het is belangrijk dit soort dingen naar buiten te brengen maar doe dit 
voorzichtig want er staan genoeg mensen klaar om je definitief af te voeren. 


Dat geldt niet alleen voor de slachtoffers maar evenzeer voor degenen die aan 
de stalking deelnemen of hebben deelgenomen.

Wat gebeurt er zoal 


Het volgende is een beperkte lijst van zaken die gedaan worden. Het verschilt sterk per geval, en is ook enigszins afhankelijk van 
tijd dat de groepstalking duurt. In het begin worden 'gewone' groepstalking methoden gebruikt. Je wordt afgeluisterd en bekeken 
met uiterst geavanceerde apparatuur, die vaak ook in je auto is ingebouwd. De informatie wordt gebruikt om op ‘alles' wat je doet te 
reageren. 

Naarmate het langer duurt wordt steeds geavanceerdere methoden ingezet. Uiteindelijk worden electronische wapens gebruikt om 
het slachtoffer, zijn kinderen, mensen in zijn omgeving, door muren heen en op afstand te branden.

In wezen is het niets anders dan 
een zenuwtick die moet verbergen dat ze in wezen verschrikkelijk bang zijn dat alles uitkomt wat ze doen/gedaan hebben omdat ze 
hiervoor een hele lange gevangenisstraf zouden krijgen.

Een aantal zaken worden gedaan met electronische wapens, zoals een haperende motor op de snelweg, plokgeluid van kunstof 
apparaten. 


Draaiboek om een slachtoffer te elimineren 


Hoewel ongetwijfeld voor iedereen anders in details bestaat er een draaiboek om iemand te elimineren via groepstalking en 
electronische wapens. En ook al wordt het vaak uitgevoerd/gecoordineerd door (nationale) geheime diensten, het is allemaal 
verboden bij de wet. Het doel is de geestelijke of lichamelijke dood van het slachtoffer, we hebben het hier dus over moord met 
voorbedachten rade. 


Het gaat ongeveer als volgt: 


« je wordt op een lijst geplaatst (dit weet je niet) 

« er wordt informatie over je verzameld (dit weet je niet) 

* er gebeuren dingen die je af en toe het gevoel geven dat je in de gaten gehouden wordt 

« je komt erachter dat je echt in de gaten gehouden wordt 

« je stelt vast dat informatie uit je eigen leven op verschillende manieren bij je terug komt 

« je ontdekt dat 'men' ook alles van je weet als je de gordijnen dicht hebt 

« je ontdekt dat 'men' ook alles van je weet als je buiten of ergens anders bent 

* er beginnen vreemde dingen op hele specifieke momenten te gebeuren 

« je durft niemand iets te vertellen omdat ze je gek zullen verklaren 

« je stelt vast dat dit allemaal geen toeval meer kan zijn 

« je concludeert dat 'het' een groot systeem is dat het op jou heeft gemunt 

« je wordt bang 

* er gebeuren meer rare dingen, mensen lopen heen en weer voor je huis 

¢ je wordt zichtbaar gevolgd, mensen komen om je heen lopen 

« je hebt het gevoel totaal geen privacy meer te hebben (verschrikkelijk) 

« Je wordt uit je slaap gehouden, raakt oververmoeid 

* opeens komt alles tegelijk, continu reacties op je leven, auto's voor en achter je, enz. 

« je hoort stemmen van mensen en wat ze zeggen maar die zijn ver weg om te kunnen verstaan 

« op dit moment sta je op het punt gek te worden 

« je vertelt het aan anderen, maar die zien en horen wel maar leggen geen verbanden 

* er gebeuren dingen waar anderen bij zijn maar het is gedaan zodat alleen jij het kunt waarnemen 
e je krijgt nauwelijks kans te herstellen, het gaat maar door 
« hier zullen veel slachtoffers 'gebroken’ zijn 
« je vindt steeds manieren om hiermee om te gaan 
« het wordt steeds intenser, de reacties volgen elkaar in hoog tempo op 
« je vindt steeds manieren om hiermee om te gaan (2) 
« je ontdekt dat er ook electronische wapens als reactie op je worden gebruikt 
« het gebruik van electronische wapens neemt toe 
« de intensiteit (het vermogen) van de electronische wapens neemt toe 
« met electronische wapens wordt je lichaam nu op diverse plaatsen gebrand 
« je vindt steeds manieren om hiermee om te gaan (3) 
« met electronische wapens wordt nu ook je hart bewerkt 
« met electronische wapens wordt je lichaam regelmatig 'gekookt' 
« met electronische wapens worden je ogen regelmatig 'gekookt' 


Als het niet direct lukt het slachtoffer uit te schakelen dan wordt er soms wel contact opgenomen door een ‘ander slachtoffer’ of 
'deskundige’, die je vertellen dat het wellicht de bedoeling is/was je te helpen. Dit is werkelijk hemeltergend. Eerst probeert men je 
te vermoorden en als dat dan niet direct lukt komt men zoete broodjes bakken. Opsluiten deze moordenaars! 


Ook krijgt een slachtoffer veel informatie die moet suggeren waar de terreur vandaan komt. Hoewel er natuurlijk veel verschillende 
situaties zullen zijn geloof ik dat het in de meeste gevallen heel eenvoudig is: men moet iets van, je weet te veel, bent irritant voor 
bepaalde mensen, vervolgens wordt je op een lijst geplaatst en geelimineerd. Simpel! Alle andere verhaaltjes zijn rookgordijnen. 


Duiven, kraaien, zwarte katten en ander gebruik van dieren 


ledereen kent het hondenfluitje. Mensen horen dit niet maar honden wel. Voor duiven en kraaien en andere dieren bestaan 
soortgelijke system, sommigen zeer geavanceerd. Geheime diensten en leger gebruiken dieren voor allerlei toepassingen. Sinds 
mensenheugenis worden duiven gebruikt om boodschappen over te brengen. In de tweede wereldoorlog werden duiven uitgerust 
met een camera om gevens te verschaffen over vijandelijkke posities. Dolfijnen worden gebruik om duikboten af te schermen van 
sonarapparatuur. 


Omdat niemand precies weet wat mogelijk is, ziin sommige dieren perfect voor geheime diensten om slachtoffers tot waanzin te 
drijven. Langzaam komt er meer duidelijkheid over de mogelijkheden. Bijvoorbeeld brachten Chinese wetenschappers in 2007 het 
'nieuws' dat het mogelijk is duiven via een afstandsbediening te besturen. 


Duiven en kraaien 


« Overal waar het slachtoffer verschijnt begint een duif te koeren 

« Het koeren van een duif wordt aangezet en uitgezet als reactie op wat een slachtoffer doet 

« Duiven worden gestuurd om recht over het slachtoffer te vliegen 

« Duiven worden gestuurd naar een plaats waar een slachtoffer aankomt, bijvoorbeeld als een slachtoffer de keuken inloopt 
verschijnen elke keer een of meer duiven of kraaien 

« Duiven worden in bosjes verstopt en als het slachtoffer voorbijgaat worden ze plotseling vrijgelaten om het slachtoffer te 
laten schrikken 

« Duiven en kraaien worden gestuurd om over het slachtoffer te vliegen, en te krijsen als ze overvliegen 


Honden 
Honden worden gebruikt om te blaffen als reactie op wat een slachtoffer doet. 
Zwarte katten 


Bijgelovige mensen geloven dat een zwarte kat die je pad kruist ongeluk betekent. Groepstalking slachtoffers kunnen gedurende 
bepaalde perioden constant geconfronteerd worden worden met zwarte katten. Als ze op straat lopen, als ze in de auto rijden, 








soms meerdere malen per dag. Als je een slachtoffer bent ga dan niet verder maar stop en kijk waar de kat naar toe gaat. Vaak zie 
je een of meer mensen op enige afstand met een mand voor de kat. 


Het hoeft natuurlijk niet altijd een duif te zijn die koert, of hond te zijn die blaft. Deze geluiden kunnen ook opgenomen zijn om ze 
als te spelen via een geluidsinstallatie als reactie.

NLP, Neuro Linguistic Programming 


NLP is een manier om iemands gedrag te programmeren. Voorbeeld: men gaat eerst met een grote hoeveelheid auto's drie dagen 
langs het huis van een slachtoffer rijden, en als men voorbij rijdt, toetert men. Het slachtoffer is na 2-3 dagen gek van het toeteren 
en associeert dit met angst of woede, de wetenschap dat hij in de gaten gehouden of gevolgd wordt. Na drie dagen houdt het 
intense toeteren op. Nu is het voldoende om af en toe een toeter te laten klinken, bijvoorbeeld als het slachtoffer zijn huis of een 
winkel uitkomt, of in huis de woonkamer binnenloopt. Deze autotoeter kan heel ver zijn, en slecht hoorbaar voor anderen maar 
omdat het slachtoffer weet wat er gebeurt als hij de winkel uitkomt, dus goed luistert, hoort hij het zeker. 


NLP is een belangrijk element bij de aanvang van groepstalking, maar wordt ook na jaren gebruikt om een slachtoffer te attenderen 
op specifieke geluiden of gebeurtenissen, die speciaal voor hem worden gecreeerd. 


Stemmen horen, Voice-to-skull (V2K), 


Het is al meer dan 10-20 jaar mogelijk om mensen stemmen en geluiden te laten horen die via voice-to-skull techniek, ook wel 
genoemd ‘microwave hearing’, naar deze mensen toe te sturen. 

De belangrijkste gevolgtrekking hier is dat als mensen zeggen stemmen te horen, er dus verschillende oorzaken kunnen zijn, een 
psychose, maar evengoed is het mogelijk dat deze stemmen zijn toegediend via V2K technieken. 


Schizofrenie volgens DSM-IV 


DSM-IV (Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders, 4e editie) is een catalogus voor psychiatrische stoornissen. 
Schizofrenie wordt veelal gediagnosticeerd met behulp van de DSM. 

Er in staat bijvoorbeeld dat een kenmerk is dat iemand denkt hij achtervolgd of afgeluisterd wordt door geheime diensten. 
Aangezien geheime diensten programma's ontwikkelen om mensen te elimineren en hiervoor de symptomen in de DSM-IV als 
leidraad nemen, en bij geheime diensten als de CIA ook doktoren zijn aangesloten die aan de totstandkoming van de DSM hebben 
meegewerkt, is een dergelijk kenmerk dus als uiterst dubieus te kwalificeren. Voor hetzelfde geld wordt iemand wel degelijk 
achtervolgd en afgeluisterd door geheime diensten.

Wat vertel je de dokter/psychiater 


(Uit http:/Awww.raven1_.net/disinfo.htm) Kijk uit wat je een doktor of psychiater vertelt en werk al helemaal niet mee aan testen die ze 
willen doen. Laat je geen medicijnen voorschrijven, ook geen anti-depressiva en/of slaapmiddelen. Lees op het internet over 
MKULTRA, en COINTELPRO. Vraag je dokter of hij/zij wel eens gehoord heeft van geheime mind control projecten, of je dokter wel 
eens heeft gehoord van MKULTRA, dat hierover gesproken is in de Senaat van de Verenigde Staten maar dat het programma nooit 
gestopt is. Of de dokter op de hoogte is van COINTELPRO? Of de dokter op de hoogte is van het het feit dat veel slachtoffers van 
stralingexperimenten gek werden verklaard totdat President Clinton toegaf dat hun klachten gegrond waren. 





Kijk uit wie je beschuldigd 


Stel dat elke keer als je een winkel uitloopt, een politieauto voorbijkomt dan hoeft dit niet direct te betekenen dat degene die achter 
het stuur zit onderdeel uitmaakt van de stalkers. Het gaat er om wie er uiteindelijk voor heeft gezorgd dat deze politieauto op dit 
moment op deze plek is. Dat zal vaak de bestuurder zijn, maar kan net zo goed de persoon naast hem zijn, of iemand die de 
opdracht heeft gegeven vanuit de centrale. 


Stel dat iemand in je omgeving reageert op wat je doet of zegt via hoesten of kuchen. Meestal zal deze persoon onderdeel zijn van 
de stalkers maar het hoeft niet. Het is mogelijk mensen te 'laten hoesten' via electronische wapens', voor meer informatie: 
http:/Awww.electronischewapens.nl. 





Als elke keer als je woonkamer binnenloopt een auto, fietser of voetganger of zelfs kind voorbijkomt, dan hoeft dit niet altijd te 
betekenen dat deze onderdeel uitmaakt van de stalkers. Vaak staat er dan iemand anders in de buurt, bijvoorbeeld in een zijstraat 
vlakbij, die het verkeer regelt en mensen vraagt op bepaalde momenten voorbij te rijden, fietsen, lopen. 


Overigens is het altijd nuttig om kentekens te noteren van auto's die op dergelijke bepaalde momenten voorbijrijiden. Hoewel het in 
veel gevallen zal gaan om echte stalkers, zullen er ook mensen bij zijn die alleen maar in de buurt waren. Deze mensen zullen zich 
zeker kunnen herinneren dat ze moesten stoppen en daarna op een bepaald moment weer konden doorrijden. 


Gedachtenlezen, nog meer martelen 


Als een slachtoffer lang genoeg weerstand biedt worden zijn gedachten gelezen. Dit geen science fiction, de technieken op dit 
gebied zijn zeer ver ontwikkeld. Na redelijk korte tijd kan men een deel van de woorden die een mens vormt tijdens denken (in 
zichzelf zegt zonder woorden) opvangen en ‘lezen’. Er schijnen al programma's te bestaan waarin men zoekt naar het lezen van 
criminele gedachten, zo zou men bijvoorbeeld op een viiegveld terroristen snel kunnen opsporen. Ook zoekt men naar 
mogelijkheden om met elkaar te kunnen communiceren via gedachtenlezen. Perfect voor bepaalde toepassingen. 


Bij groepstalking wordt het gedachtlezen gebruikt als een volgende stap. Je hebt geen privacy meer omdat men je 24/7 in de gaten 
houdt maar zelfs je gedachten zijn niet meer prive (zie ook link hieronder)! 


Er zijn enige beperkingen aan het gedachtenlezen. De belangrijkste is waarschijnlijk dat als het slachtoffer het door heeft, hij de 
gedachten die gelezen worden zelf kan beinvioeden. Door gedachten als bijvoorbeeld 'Pietje is een groepstalker, een moordenaar', 
of 'nazihoer' te denken, komen deze gedachten bij de gedachtenlezers (dat heet een koekje van eigen deeg). 


Gedachtenlezen is een volgende stap om een slachtoffer te breken. Er wordt niet meer alleen gereageerd op eigen bewegingen of 
de omgeving van het slachtoffer, maar ook op zijn gedachten. Het is niets anders dan een nieuwe vorm van martelen. Alweer 
worden hier alle denkbare mensenrechten op een verschrikkelijke manier geschonden. 


De stalkers (de moordenaars) 


(Zie ook /terstalk_2 bij links) Mensen die actief meewerken met groepstalking voelen zich vaak inferieur, en zijn boos op de 
maatschappij. Een aantal van hen lijkt serieuze geestelijke problemen te hebben. Normaal gesproken zijn ze te bedeesd om te. 
stalken, het zijn lafaards, maar zodra ze deel uitmaken van een groep die almachtig lijkt voelen ze zich superieur en raken 
verslaafd aan de stalking. 


Vaak worden ze gerecruiteerd door mensen met functies als concierges, bewakers, mensen die veel rondrijden, projecten 
uitvoeren in de buurt, taxi chauffeurs, werknemers van kabelbedrijven, telefoniebedrijven, electriciteitsbedrijven, dus mensen die 
dingen kunnen zoals deuren openen naar plaatsen waar je normaal niet in komt, die telefoonverbindingen kunnen verbreken, 
energieleveringen manipuleren, tijd hebben om een slachtoffer te volgen. 


Ook mensen werkend in overheidsfuncties zoals bij brandweer, politie, plantsoenendienst maken deel uit van het systeem, en 
geven hierdoor (door bijvoorbeeld rond te rijden met een sirene als het slachtoffer zijn huis uitkomt) de groepstalkers de illusie van 
macht en dat wat ze doen legaal is. 


Gedrag 


Veel 'professionele' stalkers zijn niet erg intelligent, zien er vaak niet uit, en doen gewoon wat ze gevraagd wordt. Ze weten dat ze 
onderdeel zijn van een groter plan dat als doel heeft de geestelijke of lichamelijke dood van een slachtoffer maar ze doen er toch 
aan mee alsof het ze niets kan schelen, of zijn bang dat het anders hun ook aangedaan wordt. Een groot aantal zal niet op de 
hoogte zijn van het feit dat er ook electronische wapens (directed energy weapons: microgolf wapens, laser wapens) tegen het 
slachtoffer ingezet worden. Door dit te lezen weet je het nu! 

De stalkers zijn (succesvol) geprogrammeerd door de massa moordenaars en hebben bijvoorbeeld geleerd: 


om te lachen op een superieure manier 

om dingen te zeggen zodat het slachtoffer weet dat ze alles over hem weten 
om dingen te zeggen die het slachtoffer zelf zou zeggen 

om dingen te zeggen/doen om het slachtoffer uit te dagen 

om dingen te zeggen/doen waar het slachtoffer depressief van wordt 


Veel zaken worden dus niet rechtstreeks tegen het slachtoffer gezegd, maar op een indirecte manier. Voorbeeld: het slachtoffer wil 
naar het zwembad met zijn kinderen. Viak voor ze weggaan komen er twee mensen voorbij die elkaar tegemoet lopen en voor het 
raam van de woonkamer van het slachtoffer stoppen en elkaar kort aanspreken. Als ze doorlopen zegt de een duidelijk hoorbaar, 
veel succes met de zwemles. 


Kijk in de ogen van een stalker en je ziet een volkomen ontspoord en angstig figuur. Bang voor de gevangenis, bang dat de 
waarheid aan het licht zal zal. Het is opvallend veel stalkers op een dergelijke manier kijken, en dat geldt ook voor degenen op 
hoge posities. 


Auto 








De auto's van de stalkers kun je gemakkelijk herkennen. In het algemeen gelden de volgende kenmerken: 


Het zijn geen nieuwe auto's, meestal 7-8 jaar of ouder 

Er is iets mis met de koplampen, een werkt niet goed, staat verkeerd afgesteld, schijnt precies in je zijspiegel of 
achteruitkijkspiegel 

Er is iets mis met de achterlichten, een van de lichten werkt niet 

Garage identificatie is verwijderd/niet aanwezig, of is juist opvallend aanwezig. Er komen bijvoorbeeld achterelkaar auto's 
met garage Jedi voor je rijden. (Er bestaat een autobedrijf Jedi, natuurlijk) 

Overvioedig geluid. De auto's (of motoren) van de stalker produceren vaak veel geluid/lawaai. Bijvoorbeeld het geluid van 
een hele zware diesel, of van een verkeerd afgestelde motor, een lekkende uitlaatpijp (racegeluid), slippende V-snaar, enz. 
Dit is geen toeval maar is opzettelijk gedaan om aandacht van het slachtoffer te krijgen 

Het lijkt alsof auto's van locatie wisselen. Bijvoorbeeld staat gedurende een bepaaalde periode een groene auto voor de 
deur van een stalker, daarna een periode een paaarse, dan weer een tijd een groene, enz. 


Natuurlijk zijn niet alle auto's met defecte koplampen auto's van stalkers. 


Samenvatting 


De gemiddelde 'professionele' groepstalker is: 


Dom - van nietsnut omgevormd tot moordenaar, dat is niet slim 

Lelijk - een schichtige blik, ronddraaiende ogen 

Geestesziek - normale mensen doen zulke dingen niet 

Moordenaar - de intentie van wat ze doen is de (geestelijke of lichamelijk) dood van het slachtoffer

‘Military personnel (in Eurasian communist countries) exposed to non-thermal microwave radiation were said to have experienced headache, fatigue, dizziness, 
irritability, sleeplessness, depression, anxiety, forgetfulness, and lack of concentration, as well as internal sound perception for frequencies between 2.05-2.50 
GHz (Adams and Williams, 1976).'

'The committee finds that many of the acute, sudden-onset, early phase signs, symptoms and observations reported by DOS employees are consistent with RF 
effects. In addition, many of the chronic, nonspecific symptoms are also consistent with known RF effects, such as dizziness, headache, fatigue, nausea, anxiety, 
cognitive deficits, and memory loss. It is not necessary for RF energy sources to produce gross structural damage to cause symptoms. Rather, as with the Frey 
effect or potential thermoelastic pressure waves, RF sources may trigger symptoms by transiently inducing alterations in brain functioning.' 


‘Recommendation 3-A. If research or assessments support the possibility of radio frequency (RF) energy as a cause of illness experienced by some of its 
employees, the Department of State should train and equip employees with the capability to measure and characterize their exposure to RF energy in real time 
should the need arise in the future.'

the published literature [5]. By contrast, a Google search for “gang-stalking” conducted on 5 February 
2020 produced 7,550,000 ‘hits’. 


Stalking by individuals has been found to result in high rates both of psychological distress and lasting 

one study to examine the psychological sequelae of the experience of being gang stalked found that 
individuals who had been group or gang stalked scored significantly higher on ratings of depressive 
symptoms, post-traumatic symptomatology and adverse impact on social and occupational functioning than 
those who were individually stalked [5]. The only other published study of gang-stalking samples that we 
could locate detailed four cases reported by the media of men who had engaged in extreme violence as a 
response to the perception that they were the target of gang stalkers [21]. Both Sheridan and James [5] and 
Sarteschi [21] concluded that the subjects of their studies were suffering or had suffered from severe 
psychological distress in the context of their subjective gang-stalking experiences. 


Despite the experience of gang-stalking being so widely reported and the evidence of its harmful effects on 
individuals and on society at large, there is a dearth of research into its nature and into the components that 
constitute the experience. Sheridan and James’ study [5] appears to be the only one to have investigated 
this central feature of this subject. As with most studies of victim experiences, their study was based upon 
questionnaire data from self-selected respondents. Whilst the questionnaire included free-text items for 
describing subjective experiences, its bulk text comprised a collection of information on specific pre- 
defined data points. Those concerning the types of intrusive behaviour and experiences that constitute 
stalking were taken from Spitzberg’s [22] meta-analysis, which extracted data for this part of his project 
from 43 studies. The focus of both the separate studies and of the meta-analysis was on the phenomenon of 
being stalked by a single individual. As such, Sheridan and James’ study in effect imposed a classification 
of phenomena on the questionnaire respondents and, as such, may potentially have excluded experiences 
amongst gang-stalked respondents that did not fit into the standard pattern reported by those stalked by 
individuals. 


In order to overcome this problem, we decided to conduct a study of the experiences of those reporting 
gang-stalking that would allow the components of their experience to emerge de novo from their detailed 
accounts, rather being shoe-horned into a preconceived framework. This follows the phenomenological 
approach expounded by Mullen [23] in which subjective phenomena are approached through a descriptive 
phenomenology, free of the restraints of existing classification systems. The main aim of the study was to 
identify the phenomena that constitute the subjective experience of gang-stalking, free from assumptions 
based on the cases of those stalked by individuals. A second aim was to allow the emergence of the 
psychological and behavioural sequelae of gang stalking deemed most worthy of reporting by those 
describing their gang-stalking experiences, and which therefore were likely to be the most concerning to 
them. A subsidiary aim was to establish whether the experiences of the group selected for this study 
differed from those of the sample acquired by Sheridan and James [5] from a questionnaire survey, or 
whether the two were part of the same phenomenon. 


2. Method Go to: 


The study involved a mixed qualitative and quantitative design using content analysis with a sample of 
self-published accounts of gang-stalking extracted from the Internet. This research was approved by the 
Human Research Ethics Committee of Curtin University (RDHS-79-16). 


2.1. Selection of Sample 


A sample of 50 written accounts was considered sufficient to capture the overall essence of participant 
experiences while also giving the data to have adequate quantifiable merit [24]. Self-published accounts of 
gang-stalking were selected from within websites and web forums on the internet via purposive 
convenience sampling using Google searches of websites, blogs, and forums with the search terms “gang- 
stalking”, “group stalking”, ““gang-stalking stories”, “victims of gang-stalking”, “targeted individual”, “TI”, 
and various combinations thereof (“targeted individual”, or TI, is a term by which some people reporting 
gang-stalking refer to themselves). More than 20 million hits were revealed in the initial search. Fifty 
personal accounts of gang-stalking were identified for use in the study by following the first 250 relevant 
links. All links were investigated, whatever their type (personal webpages, dedicated sites, Facebook 
pages, etc.). Only accounts including explicit statements pertaining to personal experiences as a victim of 
gang-stalking (e.g., “I am being gang-stalked”; “I am a targeted individual”) were considered eligible for 
inclusion in the study. Accounts were required to exceed a minimum length of 250 words to ensure that 
there was sufficiently detailed material to analyse [25]. Accounts were not included where there were 
indications that the writer was below the age of 18. Only material in the English language was included in 
the study. Two researchers examined each personal account, and cases were only included in the study 
where there was agreement between the two that they met the above-stated inclusion criteria. The first 50 
cases to meet the inclusion criteria were adopted. Saturation of information was deemed to be met 
following analysis of 40 cases. This was indicated by no new categories emerging from the data. Where 
applicable, participants were de-identified by having their associated identifiable information removed 
from their self-published accounts prior to analysis. 





2.2. Content Analysis 


In order to gain insight into the subjective experiences of self-defined victims of gang-stalking, a content 
analysis was conducted [26]. Content analysis is a research method that provides a systematic and 
objective means to make valid inferences from verbal, visual, or written data in order to describe and 
quantify specific phenomena [27] (p. 314). It provides a systematic and objective means of making 
informed inferences from data via the use of categories, a category being a group of content that shares a 
commonality. Content analysis allows for a broad range of categories to be generated to reflect participant 
responses. It does not require that all data be coded, particularly when there is high inter-rater agreement on 
the categories generated [27]. 


No categories were established a priori. In order to generate the initial categories, two of the authors 
separately coded 10 gang-stalking accounts. Following this, we collaborated to generate a list of categories 
to which subsequent participant experiences would be allocated. This was an iterative process, with 
categories subject to refinement throughout the remaining analyses. Inter-rater agreement (absolute 
agreement) was at more than 95% across the categories generated, with consensus reached on 
disagreements via discussion. Validity was tested by checking the categories back against the original text 
to ensure that clear examples from each category could be identified in the original text. 
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Content analysis may encompass both a qualitative and a quantitative methodology [28]. Once the 
categories were established in the present work, they were expressed using both percentages and actual 
numbers. This allowed us to describe what the study population had written, and to describe what was both 
visible and obvious within the accounts [28]. Again, two of the authors performed these analyses 
separately. Inter-rater agreement (absolute agreement) was at 97% and, for the small number of 
disagreements, consensus was again reached via discussion. After the coding, some standard descriptive 
data were also gathered (length of stalking, reasons for gang-stalking). 


2.3. Statistical Analysis 


Comparisons of the categories generated through the content analysis in the current study were compared 
with data collected via a survey method [5]. Respondents to the Sheridan and James survey had provided 
qualitative responses to a series of questions about stalking victimisation. These responses were collated 
for each self-identified gang-stalking victim (N = 128) then checked against the categories created in the 
current study to produce values for their presence in each category. Two independent contributors 
undertook this task of establishing ratings, and inter-rater agreement was determined to be more than 95% 
across the categories generated. For the small number of disagreements, consensus was reached via 
discussion. The data from this study and those generated from the sample of Sheridan and James (2015) 
were entered into an SPSS database (version 25, IBM Corp., Armonk, NY, USA). The presence or absence 
of specific categories of subjective experiences were compared between the two samples, with chi-square 
analyses with a Yates correction being used to test for statistical significance and Cramér’s V used as an 
effect size measure. 


3. Results Go to: 


3.1. Length of Stalking 


None of the writers of the narratives described their experiences as having ended. All 50 authors stated or 
implied that they had been gang stalked for lengthy periods of time (e.g., one mentioned being seen by 
seven psychologists during the period of being targeted, another described having been targeted whilst 
living in three different countries). The shortest case was described as having begun “in the last few 
months” and the longest as continuing for “more than 22 years”. 


3.2. Reasons for the Gang-Stalking 


The narratives were examined to establish whether the perceived reasons for being targeted by gang 
stalkers could be identified. Reasons were found in 20 of the 50 accounts. In all 20 cases, no named person 
was believed to be targeting the victim. Representative examples of the reasons given for the gang-stalking 
were as follows: 


“Why? To drive people to meet-up groups or a psychiatrist so they can be medicated and/or get more 
federal grants for more mental health instead of training a real police force. Post Traumatic Stress Disorder 
is a big seller in the area.” 


“Tt is a brainwashing military experiment. Post 9/11, they isolate certain people to stop them acting against 
government.” 


“Tt is part of an overt agenda to create and test mind control. They are creating weaponry tested on us.” 


“T began driving a friend around to make his pot sales and I started noticing we would get tailed from time 
to time. I knew this friend had connects in weird places (he knows members of Anonymous, he knows 
people who work at the Pentagon). I also did a lot of research and was very vocal about being anti- 
government and anti-corporation. This is what got me targeted. If you are vocal about your positions, then 
you will eventually run across a civilian spy who will pass the information to their superiors, who will 
continue to pass the information up the chain of command. Once you're on their list, your life can become 
a living hell.” 


“T am watched for 30 years after they put in the implants to see what the implants did to me.” 


“Because I refused to join their devil cult and become an operative, I became a victim. My invitation to 
join came at an early stage via voice-to-skull.” 


3.3. Categories of Experience of Gang-Stalking 


Twenty-four categories of experience were identified in the 50 accounts of self-identified victims of gang- 
stalking. These are set out in Table 1, together with the proportions describing them. Given that the purpose 
of the study was to elucidate the phenomena constituting subjects’ experiences of being gang stalked, each 
category is illustrated in the table using descriptions from the case accounts. Spelling errors in the accounts 
have been corrected to aid comprehension. The most frequently experienced categories concerned being 
physically followed and/or surveilled (94%) or being the target of a conspiracy (80%). Two-thirds claimed 
that they were subject to “physical interference, intimidation, and harassment”.

The categories arrived at fall into six distinct groups. (The numbers refer to the items/examples in Table 1). 
i) Those that involve an invasive attack on the subject’s body 

= Being remotely controlled/mind control (7); physical ailments as a direct result of gang stalking (10); 

g voice-to-skull transmission (18); and control and surveillance devices implanted into body (20). 

s ii) Those involving an exterior attack on the person of the subject or their senses

Victim of a conspiracy (by multiple agencies) (2); establishment cover-up (4); victimised as part of a global 
phenomenon (9); reinterpretation of past events in the light of the gang stalking experiences (12); and 
complained they didn’t know why they were being stalked (24). 


3.4. Number of Categories Experienced 


None of the authors of the narratives described experiences belonging to more than 20 of the 24 categories 
listed in Table 1. Of the authors, 14% described experiences from 15—20 categories (with 6% of the 
population describing experiences from within 20 categories), 27% described experiences from 11 to 15 





categories, 30% described experiences from six to 10 of the categories, 26% said they experienced between 
two and five of the categories, and 4% of the authors of the narratives described experiences from within 
just one of the categories. 


3.5. Sequelae of Gang-Stalking 


The most commonly observed category of the reported effects of gang-stalking on individuals was 
psychological damage (42%), followed by isolation and loneliness (34%), and a determination to fight 
back (32%) (Table 2).

“Well, after two years of work-place harassment and | year of being stalked by the police, I decided to fight back.” 
“So, they are losers from the outset, and will also be the losers if the theme “Targeted Individual” enters the public 
spotlight. That must be our goal as victims—these people and the issue to drag into the light, like it happened with 
Snowden.” 

“Please do let’s organize effectively. We can either go out on our feet or our knees and I plan to sell myself for as 
high a price as I can reap from them.” 

“Light up the darkness fight for the freedom that is our birth right and challenge the evil. We will not be broken.” 
“T don’t have much problem with the gang stalking anymore because I shot two of them with my wrist rocket and 
they are pretty cowardly anyway—won’t even come out and fight me in a secluded parking lot at night, though I’ve 


called them out dozens of times.” 





4. Resentment/distress at being treated as crazy or paranoid: 14 (28%) 





“Dismissing what I have lived with as nonsense is quite frankly offensive.” 
“Of course, no one would listen, and I would simply be ignored as being ‘paranoid’ or ‘crazy’.” 
“And let’s face it..... gang stalking is hardly in public consciousness as yet, so they will have the perfect cover to 


denv it! Hence the ‘vou must be crazv’ enithets some of ‘Thev want vou to sound crazv and be treated badlv’. 
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The categories fell into three groups (numbers refer to items/examples in Table 2). 
i) Psychological/physical effects 


Psychological damage (1); isolation and loneliness (2); resentment/distress at being treated as crazy or 
paranoid (4); physical ailments as a result of stress caused by gang-stalking (8); and feelings of 
hopelessness (11). 


ii) Practical effects/losses 
Changed lifestyle (6); financial losses (7); efforts to escape from gang-stalkers (10). 
iii) Fighting back 


Determination to fight back (3); found support from other gang-stalking victims through the internet (5); 
and development of hatred/violent tendencies (9). 


3.6. Number of Sequelae Experienced 


Only 14% of authors of the narratives did not mention any sequelae. The largest proportion (66%) scored 
positive for experiences of one to five categories. The remaining 20% endorsed nine or 10 categories. None 
endorsed all 11. 


3.7. Comparison between This Study and Cases from Sheridan and James (2015) 


Comparison of Phenomena 


Table 3 compares the two samples, specifically the categories of experience produced through content 
analysis in the current study and the same categories applied to materials from the 128 cases in the 
Sheridan and James [5] questionnaire study. This comprised free text, ranging in length from 187 to 3712 
words (median 571, mean 627). The categories of phenomena identified in the current study were found to 
have been experienced by cases in the earlier study. The tables show that, in addition, despite the 
differences in methodology between the two studies, there were no significant differences between the 
proportions of self-defined gang-stalking victims reporting phenomena in 16 (66%) of the 24 gang-stalking 
experience categories. Significant differences in eight items all concerned greater proportions of particular 
phenomena being experienced by cases from the current study sample. These comprised four forms of 
reported direct physical interference (physical interference, intimidation and harassment; vandalism/theft of 
personal property; physical attacks; and family and friends of victim also targeted) and four categories 
concerning interpretation of the wider meaning of events (victim of a conspiracy (by multiple agencies); 
establishment cover-up; victimised as part of a global phenomenon; reinterpretation of past events in the 
light of the gang-stalking experiences).

3.8. Comparison of Sequelae 
The same categories of sequalae were found in cases from the earlier study [4] as in the current study (see 
Table 4). Comparing the frequency of the categories relating to sequelae between the two groups, there 
were no significant differences for six of the 11 categories (55%). A significantly greater proportion of 
cases from the current study sample described experiences from the following five categories: isolation and 
5 loneliness; determination to fight back; resentment/distress at being treated as crazy or paranoid; found 
m support from other gang-stalking victims through the internet; and financial losses.

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two study samples in chi-square testing. 


4. Discussion Go to: 


Given that the available evidence suggests that 12% of stalking reports involve gang-stalking and that, at a 
conservative estimate, 8% of women and 2% of men report being stalked at some point in their lives, it 
would appear that the subjective experience of being gang-stalked could affect around 0.66% of adult 
women and 0.17% of adult men in the western world at some point in their lives. It might be assumed that 
something that affects the lives of so many people would have been the subject of extensive research. 
However, this is not the case. 


This is the first study to examine the phenomena of the gang-stalking experiences using a methodology that 
allows categories to emerge de novo from subjective descriptions. The only other empirical study of gang- 
stalking phenomena, of which we are aware, required subjects to fit their own experiences into categories 
derived from earlier studies of those stalked by individuals [5]. The categories of experience arrived at 
through the content analysis in the current study are therefore the clearest available expositions of the core 
phenomena of gang-stalking. The categories are unlikely to be exhaustive, given that they are based upon 
the phenomena that the individual subjects chose to report. However, they are likely to constitute those 
concepts that the individuals considered the most important. As well as extracting categories from the data, 
this study also grouped data into types, offering the first empirical attempt at a phenomenology of the gang- 
stalking experience. 


Inevitably, this exercise is subject to the limitations of its methodology. The study concerned 50 
descriptions of gang-stalking experiences taken from the internet. Yet, whilst not being an ideal source of 
data, this is one of the few sources available through which the gang-stalking phenomenon can be studied. 
Data from the internet is convenient and readily available, both to the current authors and others who might 
wish to replicate this study. Exploratory studies of this type are of value as there is currently little 
information available to guide agencies that encounter individuals presenting with these complaints. Such 
qualitative analyses of online forum content have been used previously in studies seeking to characterise 
perceptions and experiences within populations and topics that are not well understood [29,30]. The study 
of gang-stalking experiences must inevitably adopt an exploratory approach, given the lack of published 
studies in this area. As for the sample itself, the study cases were selected as the first 50 internet searches to 
satisfy the inclusion criteria, which was approximate to a random sample of such descriptions from the 
internet, although potential priority effects of the algorithm used within the search-engine cannot be 
excluded. It could be postulated, however, that the internet itself may act to shape experiences of gang- 
stalking phenomena, given that it is the principal source of information for sufferers and it may constitute a 
“closed ideology echo chamber” [31] where they find one another’s beliefs validated and reinforced. The 
possibility also exists that the results returned by the Google search may have been influenced by previous 
searches conducted on the computer in question. However, given the nature of the search (looking for 
descriptive accounts), the authors consider that this was more likely to have tightened the specificity of the 
search than to have introduced bias into its results. 


The validity of the gang-stalking phenomena extracted from the current study sample is supported by the 
comparison with earlier results obtained from a self-selected sample using a questionnaire methodology 
[5]. Qualitative survey responses from Sheridan and James’ [24] study were classified as part of the current 
exercise into the categories produced by the present study and compared. Chi-square analysis showed more 
similarities than differences between the two samples, and all categories generated by the present study 
were endorsed by respondents to the Sheridan and James’ [5] questionnaire. In effect, the two studies 
produced descriptions of the same core themes. 


Examination of the sequelae of being gang-stalked also produced similar categories to the study by 
Sheridan and James [5], supporting the conclusion that the two studies were examining similar phenomena. 
The earlier study comprised a more-detailed and substantial exploration of the effects of being gang- 
stalked, given that it used a battery of specific questions as well as a PTSD rating scale to explore 
experiences. Whereas this was a weaker methodology in terms of eliciting the phenomena that constitute 
the gang-stalking experience, it is a superior methodology when examining symptoms and consequences 
where the subject matter (in particular psychological state) is appropriately explored through standardised 
questions. It is clear from both studies that gang-stalking has a serious deleterious effect upon individuals’ 
well-being. 


A factor that stands out in the current study concerns the aggression with which sufferers responded to their 
experiences (see Table 2). Of respondents, 32% described experiences falling into the category 
“determined to fight back”, while 16% made statements that fell into the category “development of 
hatred/violent tendencies”. Examples include: “We can either go out on our feet or our knees and I plan to 
sell myself for as high a price as I can reap from them”; “I may have to kill them before they kill me”; and 
“T think the only way forward is to get some weapons and act”. Violence in those who have complained of 
gang-stalking is not unknown. Sarteschi [21] described the cases of four men who believed that they were 
so-called “targeted individuals” and that the organised efforts of those who targeted them constituted 
“gang-stalking”. Collectively, the four men killed 28 people and injured 12 more. Sarteschi points to a need 
for intervention to prevent violent responses, and notes that the men whose cases were detailed in her study 
had engaged in significant efforts to make others aware of their perceived victimisation, these efforts taking 
the form of manifestos, videos and audio recordings, and social media posts. The violence perpetrated by 
these men was motivated by self-defence (in the form of a pre-emptive strike) and a need to alert the world 
at large to the dangers posed by gang-stalking. Serious violence appears to be rare in those experiencing 
gang-stalking phenomena. However, it is of note that the experiences grouped above under “invasive attack 





on the subject’s body” constitute examples of threat-control-override symptoms, which have been linked 
with an increased risk of violence [32,33]. It is also noted that the experiences and quotes above would 
satisfy criteria for the red-flag violence risk items of “homicidal ideation” and “high-risk phenomena” in 
the stalking and threat risk assessment guides the Stalking Risk Profile [34] and the Communications 
Threat Assessment Protocol [35]. 


5. Conclusions Go to: 


The experience of being gang-stalked appears to be a widespread phenomenon that has been subject to 
little scientific examination. The current study provides a preliminary description of the phenomena 
involved that was produced by a methodology that did not incorporate pre-conceived assumptions. This 
provides a foundation upon which further research could be built. It also serves to confirm the harmful 
effects of the gang-stalking experience upon sufferers, first set out in the only other study available [5]. 
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These findings constitute a potent reason why gang-stalking should be regarded as an important subject for 
study. 


Whilst it was important to adopt a methodology that allowed the phenomena constituting the experience of 
gang-stalking to emerge de novo, it would now be appropriate to conduct studies of cases based upon 
specific questions in order to gain a clearer idea of the proportion of sufferers who experience each 
category of phenomenon, as the main categories have now been elucidated and the core phenomena 
described. This is because higher proportions are likely to be elicited through direct questioning than were 
found by studying internet descriptions. Finally, whilst this study has described the core phenomena of the 
gang-stalking experience, the question remains as to whether gang-stalking is a single phenomenon or 
represents several overlapping phenomena, each with its own defining pattern of experiences.

Gang-stalking fears act as a trap: The believer behaves warily in public, and people respond to this by treating them as 
unusual. Crepaz-Keay explained, "This behaviour reinforces the anxiety and sparks paranoia, which increases the physical 
and verbal reaction which in turn increase the intensity of public response. So although there is not a concerted stalking 
activity, it is very easy to interpret real-world behaviour as if it is co-ordinated." 


A report in the New York Times last month described gang-stalking as a community "conservatively estimated to exceed 
10,000 members," dispersed across blogs, forums, Facebook groups, and YouTube. Complaints of gang-stalking run from 
mild nuisance to severe trauma and self-harm. Posts describe sufferers going on the run, becoming homeless, and severing 
contact with friends and family. 


The conspiracy has evolved a densely populated online world, one where confirmation bias is king, but where sufferers can 
accept and support each other. They publish manifestos. They make their own (troubling, unfunny) memes. They advocate 
use of "orgone tools" and "etheric resistance" against the "diabolical scum bags" who torment them. 


"The internet creates a sort of ‘closed ideology echo chamber' wherein people who share unusual beliefs reinforce each 
other's thinking" 


There is only one research paper specifically on the topic, written by forensic psychologists Lorraine Sheridan and David V 
James and titled "Complaints of group-stalking (‘gang-stalking’): an exploratory study of their nature and impact on 
complainants." It was published in 2015 in The Journal of Forensic Psychiatry and Psychology. The tags attached to the 
paper are telling: "stalking," "group-stalking," "victims," "delusions," and "post-traumatic disorders." 

In the study, 1,040 self-defined victims of stalking filled out an anonymous questionnaire on a website offering advice and 
support. One hundred and twenty-eight of the respondents reported group-stalking. Their complaints were a vivid cross-

Il. Reporting Organization 


The Human Dignity Council, Boston, MA based non-profit Corporation, since 2013, 
focused on the literal and private investigating of Organized Stalking, the parallel 
use of Electromagnetic/Silent Direct Weapons for its related control purposes; 
HDC focuses on the reporting, advocating, paralegal and judicial analysis and 
welfare of those targeted by a campaign consisted of flawed extra-judicial games 
and covert Intel protocol-based methods that violate human rights primarily, as 


do civil rights for ten thousands of people in the United States foremost. 


Ill. Issue Summary 


This report focuses on the multilayered crime that “Organized Stalking” 
represents as a human rights violation because of the systemic core physical, 
electronic, emotional and psychological torture embedded within “O.S” has 
shown to be, undoubtedly, a covert political method or campaign, in order to 
undermine, police, neutralize, and slow kill dissidents nationally. Mostly utilizing 
scare tactics and psychological and technological intimidations, it is aimed at 
silencing, smearing, ridiculing, electronically torturing (Remotely as in close range), 
mentally and emotionally abusing, towards the neutralizing, imprisonment, 
confining or killing of its subjects. The victims, in 98% of cases, are falling under 
the category of political activists, political or judicial voices, or dissidents. All have 
somehow, one way or another rubbed to close up with law enforcement, have 
been plaintiffs in some legal case scenarios involving them, voiced opposing 
political or judicial opinions, or testified or protested against law enforcement or 
an element of the legal system in a politically outspoken manner; and that, 


publicly, or perhaps even from the comfort of their homes while under 


surveillance, for one apparent reason or another, even from their places of employment 


and worship. 


The crime, though often referred to as gang stalking (a.k.a group or cause stalking) 
is not related to street gangs; rather it involves illegal surveillance and harassment 
of political, civil and human rights activists and proponents by multiple 
perpetrators (called “perps” or “brown-nosers”) working together under the 

guises of the war on terror. Often the stalking is done for revenge or to silence 
potential whistle-blowers, or use them as guinea pigs or trafficking subjects in 
various shadowy industries, the likes of pharmaceutical research centers needing 
subjects, sex slaves, and other not yet divulged or exposed for lack of 
investigations. 


We have found that those in the law system who manage organized stalking 
operations are usually associated with rogue law enforcement officers, former 
and active, veterans recruited under legitimized small black or covert operations; 
taking advantage of the lack of oversight and accountability with regards to states 
and federally issued and dispersed funds ( War on terror budgets pulled out of the 
NDAA, DoD 1033, Patriot Act operations, and States Secrets Privileges)-From our 
research and investigations, revising and following legal documents, it would 
seem as though there was ongoing, a series of well organized and quiet little wars 
with silent weapons, covert technologies, lies and deceptions focused on 
dissidents and the likes, especially those who have less financial and familial 
resources, the underprivileged or minorities; yet we have also found that people 
from all walks of life and backgrounds have been politically blacklisted and stalked 
in that peculiar organized manner. 


Systematic tactics include threats, abusive comments, vehicular mobbing, 

interferences or interceptions of all communications, redirecting and rerouting of such; breaking 
into victims’ residences, slanders (lying about the victims), 

harassment by noise (sometimes from nearby residences or adjacent apartments), illegal 
wiretapping via covertly obtained FISA or NSA letters, electromagnetic 

assaults and torture (detailed national archives classified documents, and found on various 
government agency websites), computer and thought hacking, and 


some other serious violations of state and federal law. 


Organized stalking violates multiple laws, including the U.S. Constitution’s 

Prohibition against extra-judicial punishment, the U.S. Constitution’s prohibition against 
searches without warrants, the federal law against stalking (18 U.S. Code § 2261A), and anti- 
stalking laws in all fifty states and the District of Columbia, including Massachusetts’ where we 


are located. 


HDC finds that Torture as a Human Rights Violation is relevant and occurring in the hundreds 


of cases and complaints reviewed in the last two years: 


Any act by which severe pain or suffering, whether physical or mental, is 
intentionally inflicted on a person for such purposes as obtaining from 

him or a third person, information or a confession, punishing him for an 
act he or a third person has committed or is suspected of having 
committed, or intimidating or coercing him or a third person, or for any 
reason based on discrimination of any kind, when such pain or suffering is 
inflicted by or at the instigation of or with the consent or acquiescence of 

a public official or other person acting in an official capacity. It does not 
include pain or suffering arising only from, inherent in or incidental to 
lawful sanctions. 


— Convention Against Torture, Article 1.1 


The Human Dignity Council has reported these occurrences and criminal acts to the likes of 
supportive organizations such as The ACLU, The National Lawyers 

Guild, and The Center for Constitutional Rights, which commonly are engaged in civil rights 
violations pertaining to the policing and neutralization of Dissidents. | have been led to believe in 
their individual responses to various reports that these organizations would undoubtedly be 
supportive of any action or legislation, 

investigation or reviews of reports against Organized Stalking, its related torture scenarios, and 
the human rights violations embedded therein. 


Please see attached affidavits depicting Organized Stalking and Its 
ramifications, as related by victims or politically victimized individuals and a former FBI 
agent with some field experience on the subject. 


IV. Concluding Observations 


Though this crime affects now a greater amount of the population, the efforts not only to report, 
investigate and speak out on these psychological, physical, 


economic tortures are being stifled at a top level of government, where victims 
are categorically portrayed as making no sense, and are sidelined (part of the 
illogical yet calculated and systematically organized criminal campaign), with all 
other attempts also at gaining the help and support of organizations such as the 
Human Rights Watch, and others alike being stifled. In 2009, and the last time it 
seems a “Group or Organized Stalking” criminal analysis was truly done by the 
department of Justice in the US was back in 2009, and that report is featured in 
the affidavit Keith Labella attached (organized stalking, 2009, first seven pages). 


As of now, no government or NGO has taken a stand against these human rights violations, or 
has began to acknowledge that these violations are in fact 

embedding a serious torture campaign violating everything ever stipulated as pertaining human 
rights laws, nationally or internationally. 


The need is great, as there is a silent weapons war aimed at all our human rights, 

and the ability for anyone with an opinion to express themselves; almost purely 

tyrannically established, and it has just began. It’s getting more boisterous, daring, louder, 
prouder and faster. It is also technologically well fierce, and it does not care or seem to believe 
in Human Rights. But we do. 


V. U.S. Government Report 


We are still waiting to hear. What we have however from some declassified and 
non classified cases and documents are just enough to established the existence 
of these weapons that supposedly are subjects matter of deemed tinfoil 
individuals, activists, dissidents, and the danger they might and are causing should 
there not be any restraints or laws guiding and assuring their usages, 
maintenances, circulations, and exchanges in our communities, cities, states, 
countries (Both MA and MD, it would seem have laws to such effects). 


Though if we are successful are preventing the general mitigations of these 
crimes, and socially destroying the web of federal agencies’ handlers and spies 
preventing the victims from reporting these crimes, we will have a huge pool of 
reports to speak of at the DOJ, FBI, and local police stations; but as one would 
imagine, a perpetrator himself/herself would go at all lengths possible to cover up 
his/her own crimes, and to silence the victim by all means, which is too real in all 
cases. 


VI. Recommended Questions 


1. Why not let all “politically politically victimized individuals” report their targeting, their 
torture experiences aided by the various human rights channel, and legal 
channels they might be able to afford or have access to, as opposed to 
dismissing all claims in US communities of these occurrences as irrelevant 
and unmerited? What happened to due process of law? 


2. Why hide the existence of silent weapons and directed energy weapons or 
devices used against these so called dissidents throughout the country? 


3. Is the US willing to compensate all victims of such human rights violations 
should they claims and reports go forth and be validated by medical, 
physical and witness or whistleblowers’ reports? 


4. Why are the govt and some expert in various fields related to these crimes? 
(pharmaceutical, law enforcement, medical, political), so quick to not hear about the 
existence of the hidden and control focused weapons, even though they 
have been declassified? Why neutralize dissidents under the constitution of 
the US, and torture them against all Anti-Torture Human Right Law existing 
to date. 


5. What are the govt or local police departments and all involved in these 
covert manoeuvres hiding? 


VII. Suggested Recommendations 


-The filing and reporting of Organized Stalking as a human rights and civil crime 
against humanity to local police stations (make it much easier and factual, 
without deliberate error or insinuation to weak mental health of the victimized) 
because it depicts and embeds illegal and prosecutable uses of a national grid

December 2013, immediately after writing to Senators, House Reps, and Quincy, Mass city councilors and 
Mayor on the environmental hazards of chemtrails, as they relate to food, air, water, a phenomenon which 
had recently come to her notice. 


¢ Laetitia Aby became aware of her targeting and the civil and human rights violations that took place during 
vulnerable period of her life just within the last four years; she has reasons to believe that her targeting and 
non-consensual inclusion into research studies may have occurred five years or a decade prior when one th 
after another unfolded with her overall health, and body. She noticed technological and communications’ 
interferences at first, and became aware of surveillance modalities within and outside of her home after the 
Patriot Act gave way to them. Around 2006-2008 she realized that she has been meticulously left out of the 
racial discrimination class action lawsuit, which was supposed to provide legal relief and punitive rewards tc 
originally victimized applicants. Unfortunately making the disparity issue publicly known, and aggressively 
going after reason and justice for that wrongdoing turned her into what some might call an enemy of the st 
or the crooked type of the state. 


The Human Dignity Council’s aim here is to continue the investigations, and pushing for subsequent legislative 
efforts, measures, laws and implementation of such to protect politically victimized individuals and to help ther 
restore their livelihoods. The other crucial aim would be to advocate on all human rights platforms against the 
tortures being inflicted, on those targeted, most of which subsequently are made nonconsensual human subjec 
We hope to work to expose and end these covert torture programs which abrogate civil and human rights as th 
run completely counter to the US Constitution, the Bill of Rights, and the Universal Declaration of Human Right:

Jenny’s story is not linear, the way that we like stories to be. She was born in Baltimore in 1975 and hada 
happy, healthy childhood—her younger brother Danny fondly recalls the treasure hunts she would 
orchestrate and the elaborate plays she would write and perform with her siblings. In her late teens, she 
developed anorexia and depression and was hospitalized for a month. Despite her struggles, she 
graduated high school and was accepted into a prestigious liberal arts college. 


There, things went downhill again. Among other issues, chronic fatigue led her to drop out. Over the next 
several years, she moved across the country sporadically and spontaneously—she began bouncing from 
Florida, where Danny lives, to Baltimore to see her grandmother, to Virginia, to Washington, DC, 
sometimes living in her car. When she was 25 she flipped that car on Florida’s Sunshine Skyway Bridge 
in an apparent suicide attempt. At 30, after experiencing delusions that she was pregnant, she was 
diagnosed with schizophrenia. She was hospitalized for half a year and began treatment, regularly 
receiving shots of an antipsychotic drug. “It was like having my older sister back again,’ Danny says. 


For the next five or six years, Jenny led a remarkable and productive life. She worked for the National 
Association of Mental Illness, was on the board for the National Organisation for Women, volunteered 
regularly, tutored college kids, and wrote a book. Her friend Lauren describes her as “a beautiful, smart, 
funny person who deserved a much easier life than the one she had.” 
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On July 17, 2017, Jenny jumped from the tenth floor of a parking garage at Tampa International Airport. 


Looking in his sister’s purse after her death, Danny discovered that she had purchased a ticket to Chicago 
but never boarded the plane. In the years prior to her death, Jenny’s mental health had deteriorated and 
her delusions had returned—she had begun threatening Danny and his young son, leading him to take 
out a restraining order against his sister. The judge who granted the order told Jenny she had to get a 
psychological evaluation within a year. She was dead within two months. 


After her death, Jenny’s family searched her hotel room and her apartment, but the 42-year-old didn’t 
leave a note. “We wanted to find a reason for why she did this,” Danny says. And so, a week after his 
sister’s death, Danny—a certified ethical hacker, who runs his own small technology business—decided 
to look for answers on Jenny’s computer. 


Right now, on Facebook pages, forums, blogs, YouTube channels, and subreddits across the internet, 
thousands of people are sharing their belief that they are being “gangstalked.” These self-described 
“targeted individuals” say they are being monitored, harassed, and stalked 24/7 by governments and 
other organizations. Targeted individuals claim that seemingly ordinary people are in fact trained 
operatives tasked with watching or harassing them—delivery men, neighbors, colleagues, roommates, 
teachers, even dogs. And though small compared with the most popular online forums, gangstalking 
communities are growing quickly; one estimate from 2016 suggested that there might be 10,000 people 
in such groups across the internet. Today, just one subreddit and one Facebook group adds up to_over 
22,000—and there are hundreds more groups scattered across different platforms. 


The only academic study on gangstalking, a 2015 research article published in The Fournal of Forensic 
Psychiatry & Psychology, involved a questionnaire of 128 gangstalking victims undertaken by forensic 
psychologist Lorraine Sheridan and stalking expert David James. Sheridan and James found that— 
compared to people who experienced stalking from an individual—people who believed they were being 
gangstalked scored more highly on depressive and post-traumatic symptoms, and “had a clear need for 
psychiatric support.” The authors concluded that gangstalking is “delusional in basis,” with those 
surveyed making improbable claims about hostile gangstalkers in their children’s schools, traffic lights 
being manipulated to always turn red, mind-controlled family and friends, and the invasion of their 
dreams. 


Every day, the internet legitimizes these beliefs. A post entitled “confessions from a gangstalker” has 


been copied-and-pasted widely, while people share their own stories of being targeted by strangers or 
incapacitated by technology in their homes. Often, people log on looking for help—“Am I going crazy or 
am i being stalked?” reads a post on a gangstalking subreddit shared at the beginning of 2020 by a teen 
who claimed to have a schizophrenia diagnosis—and leave with what they believe are the answers. 
(Editor’s note: we have decided not to link to any of the gangstalking-related posts or forums mentioned 
in this article.) 


As he combed through Jenny’s computer, Danny found his sister subscribed under a series of aliases to 
what he describes as hundreds of gangstalking groups across Facebook, Twitter, and Reddit. His 
discovery sparked memories from the months before Jenny’s death, when she had first mentioned the 
term “gangstalking.” He had registered it as nonsense at the time. Her illness sometimes manifested as 
elaborate fictions where Jenny was the victim of some shadowy conspiracy—though she had once 
attempted to join the Church of Scientology, she also believed the organization was monitoring her and 
using technology of some sort to torture her in her apartment. She thought her family were gangstalkers 
and she was going to be forced to become a “breeder.” 


“It blew my mind to see there was a giant group of people basically reinforcing this,” Danny says of 
finding the online groups. “Something like that was probably the worst thing she could have seen. If this 
was 20 or 30 years ago, there wasn’t the internet. If you went up to somebody and said ‘People are 
gangstalking me, they would think you were crazy. But if you’re on the internet, alone in your apartment, 
you can get a reply of ‘Oh yeah, me too” 


Let’s be clear: The internet didn’t kill Jenny—suicide has many, often mysterious causes, and those 
suffering from psychosis are at particular risk. But Danny believes it played a role. According to Danny, 
Jenny sometimes struggled with her medication. She built up tolerance to her antipsychotics, he says, and 
her mental health would often deteriorate when she switched medication. 


There is plenty of evidence that the online forums Jenny frequented and digital circles she ran in can be 
damaging. In a Reddit post from two years ago, a user explains how he was diagnosed with schizophrenia 
and initially attempted to resist the diagnosis due to his belief in gangstalking. He describes his relief 
upon taking antipsychotics and finding the stalking stopped. “They got you,” another user wrote back; 
another still said, “I think that you are wrong to say that you have an illness.” Across the subreddit, many 
posters encourage a distrust of medical professionals and discourage the use of antipsychotics—“They 
will make your situation infinitely more worse,” reads a post from the beginning of the year. Some claim 
that gangstalkers are trying to drive their victims mad in order to delegitimize them. 





He describes his relief upon taking 
antipsychotics and finding the stalking 
stopped. “They got you,” another user 
wrote back; another still said, “I think that 
you are wrong to say that you have an 
illness.” 


Harry is a 23-year-old from Texas who began experiencing delusions when he started college (his name 


has been changed to retain his anonymity). After witnessing a rape at a fraternity, he began losing sleep; 
his situation was exacerbated by a breakup and school-related stress. Harry came to believe he was being 
stalked, filmed, and whispered about—on multiple occasions, he screamed at strangers to stop following 
him. Eventually, he was institutionalized for a month and diagnosed as bipolar. 


Online spaces didn’t exacerbate Harry’s delusions—he only found a gangstalking subreddit after he had 
been treated. Still, the forum made him angry. “If anyone had acted like they believed me or gone along 
with my delusions, that probably would’ve added another month to breaking out of it,” he says now. “It’s 
hard enough to break out of it when nobody believes you ... but if you have a community of people that 
are willing to agree with you that the entire world’s against you, it’s bad, bad trouble.” 


Harry decided to post on the subreddit to show people “a way out” of their way of thinking. Commenters 
labelled his diagnosis “irrelevant” and a correlation between mental illness and a belief in gangstalking 
was immediately dismissed. 


While working as a psychiatrist in a New York City hospital just over 15 years ago, Joel Gold encountered 
five separate people who believed they were the star of their own reality TV program that was broadcast 
around the world. Everybody else, Gold’s patients believed, were actors employed in the farce. If these 
beliefs sound familiar, that’s because they borrow heavily from the plot of 1998’s The Truman Show, a 
dark comedy about a man watched by the world since birth. Gold christened their beliefs “the Truman 
Show delusion.” 





In1998, The Truman Show offered a mind-bending take on the idea that we're each the star of our own movie.

In 2014, Gold—now a professor of psychiatry at New York University School of Medicine—co-authored a 
book with his brother, Suspicious Minds: How Culture Shapes Madness. \n it they argue that delusions are 


shaped by society, and that the world around us influences the form psychosis takes. “As technology has 
evolved, people with delusions have absorbed the technology of the day,” Gold says. He argues that it’s 
natural that people feel they’re under surveillance—thanks to social media and the rise of CCTV cameras, 
we often are. “So it’s a double hit, if you will,” he says. “There’s an underlying delusion that many people 
might have come to anyway, and then there are the seeds of reality that people use to build their delusion 
upon.” 


Many who share stories of gangstalking online write of televisions that talk back, hacked computers, 
microwave weapons, and “voice to skull” technology that allows a harasser to transmit messages directly 
into the mind of the harassed. Gold says many of his patients with the Truman Show delusion only came 
to believe they were a TV star after they had watched the movie, with many of them explicitly referencing 
the film as a moment of enlightenment. It’s possible that some people stumble upon gangstalking sites 
and these sites influence the form their delusions take. 


Gold notes it is obviously “not necessary to be on these chat rooms” in order to develop gangstalking 
delusions, but from a treatment perspective, he says gangstalking sites “complicate matters.” “If I was 
seeing someone who believed they were being gangstalked and I gingerly explained why I thought they 
were suffering from mental illness, they could very simply and confidently point to these chat sites and 
say, ‘Are we all crazy?’ It becomes much more challenging” 


Then again, he says, these sites could have benefits for some people who believe 
in gangstalking—it could be soothing for an individual to learn they are not 
alone. There’s evidence that this happens, or at least that some people are trying 
to connect in a positive way through these forums. Many posters who do not 
believe in gangstalking come to offer help to those who believe they’re being 
stalked, including by sometimes challenging those beliefs. In the Reddit post 
where the user described antipsychotics stopping his delusions, there were also 
supportive comments alongside the negative ones. “Congrats! You are speaking 
very clearly now with such a positive view,” read the most-upvoted comment, in 
which a user asked questions about medication. 


Harry, the young man who tried to offer a voice of dissent on a gangstalking 
subreddit, says that despite receiving negative comments, a handful of people 
messaged him privately for help. “A lot of time the people that were posting 
there had no one to help them, no one to talk to,” Harry says. “Even though 





there are resources out there, they need help to figure out what those resources

are. I thought I could use my experience as a way to help.” 


For many experiencing mental illness, the internet can be a lifeline—a resource that allows people to talk 
freely in a world that still heavily stigmatizes their suffering. Therapy remains unaffordable and 
inaccessible for many in the US—the National Alliance on Mental Illness reports that the average delay 
between onset of mental illness symptoms and treatment is 11 years, while 60% of US counties do not 
have a practicing psychiatrist. “I would just really like to talk—about anything,” wrote one user on a 
gangstalking subreddit in May, asking users to chat with him about Netflix, the weather, and birds. A 
couple of users offered to strike up friendship, and it seems the original poster achieved his desire to find, 
“people who understand you, believe you, just know what it’s like.” In a Facebook group for people who 
believe themselves to be victims of gangstalking, which has nearly 8,000 members, users discourage 
suicide, pray for one another, and encourage each other to “stay strong.”

Others argue that any benefits that may come from such sites are outweighed by the real-world harm that 
could result from stoking belief in gangstalking. Robert Bartholomew is a sociologist and author of A 
Colorful History of Popular Delusions (in this context, “delusions” refers to social delusions—false beliefs 
and panics shared by a society, such as the Salem Witch Trials, or the Red Scare—not psychotic 
delusions). 


A few years ago, he joined the mailing list of a man who believed he was a targeted individual. The man’s 
newsletter went out to over 800 people, and he became increasingly erratic over time. In May 2019, he 
sent an email using threatening language before claiming he could “could easily break Alexis’ record.” 
Aaron Alexis was a 34-year-old US Navy contractor who shot and killed twelve people in the Washington 
Navy Yard in September 2013. He left behind a note on his computer in which he claimed he was being 
controlled by low frequency electromagnetic waves. When Bartholomew received the newsletter from 
the man who threatened to imitate Alexis, he (and others) contacted the man’s local police department— 
he is now in prison. 


In a separate instance in 2014, a lawyer in New Mexico filmed a video about his experiences being 
gangstalked by the government before shooting and injuring three people. 


Some on gangstalking forums encourage one another to act on their delusions. In one Reddit post, a user 
shares tips on how to “fuck with” stalkers (who they call “perps”): cut them off in traffic, bump into them, 
provoke them to anger. In another, someone threatens to shoot at drones. Bartholomew believes online 
gangstalking spaces are a “public health issue” but also says, “the genie is out of the bottle and there is no 
going back.” 





There is another genie that has emerged from its bottle over the last decade, one that touches almost 
everyone who uses the internet: the dangerous impact of online misinformation. According to a March 
survey by Pew Research Center, 48% of American adults reported seeing made-up news about the Covid- 
19 virus. In light of the pandemic, social networks have increased their efforts to tackle false news, with 


Twitter now labelling misinformation and Facebook directing its users to the World Health Organisation’s 
website. 


How can someone distinguish delusions from conspiracies fed by misinformation? In the UK, dozens of 
phone masts were burned or vandalized in April after misinformation spread on social media that 5G 
damages people’s health, with some blaming the technology for the coronavirus. Celebrities such as actor 
Woody Harrelson and boxer Amir Khan have spread the conspiracy, while broadband engineers have 
been attacked and threatened. In a Facebook group for people who believe they are the targets of 
gangstalking, an April post read, “Burn all 5g towers down,” to which commenters added, “NO! Burn 
those who created them!” and “Destroy them or they will destroy us.” 
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There is a murky overlap between these two worlds, but Bartholomew argues—as the 2015 research 
paper demonstrated—that most gangstalking beliefs are based on clinically delusional tendencies. “Your 
run of the mill conspiracy theory believer is not psychotic,” he says. Not everyone who frequents 
gangstalking forums is clinically paranoid or experiencing persecutory delusions, of course, just as 
everyone who visits 5G conspiracy forums cannot be declared free of psychosis. Yet both phenomena 
highlight how the internet can legitimize and spread fringe beliefs. 


While Google, Twitter, Facebook, and others have taken steps to combat many sources of misinformation 
and dangerous content online—Reddit banned the pro-Trump subreddit r/The_Donald in late June for 





violating several of the site’s policies—activity and discussion around gangstalking continues to fly 
beneath the radar. If you Google “5G coronavirus,” for example, the first result is a promoted link from 
WHO “busting myths,” and the first page of results is full of words like “conspiracy theory” and “false.” 
Searches for “gangstalking” also include news articles questioning the veracity of the phenomenon—but 
at the time of writing, a worrisome Facebook post from 2013 is still among the top ten results. The 3,000- 
word screed claims that gangstalking is real, arguing, “If we don’t want to be overpowered, we need to 
take appropriate measure as soon as possible.” 





Danny is legally not allowed access to Jenny’s medical records and therefore doesn’t know if she stopped 
taking her medication, or a medication change prompted her death. But he believes gangstalking forums 
played at least some part in his sister’s decline. “From the amount she was reading and subscribed to, it 
was taking up a really large space in her life,” he says. He estimates that she logged on to at least one 
gangstalking forum every day. 


Danny reported the gangstalking groups he found on Jenny’s computer to Facebook and Reddit, but he 
never received any response. He remains “pissed off” by the fact these spaces are permitted, and firmly 
believes they are dangerous. The subreddit’s own sidebar rules say giving specific medical advice is 
banned. Reddit itself bans subreddits that explicitly encourage or incite violence, but gangstalking subs 
do not violate any of its current policies. A Facebook company spokesperson said: “We always want 
people to feel welcome and safe on our platforms which is why we have a set of community standards 
which set out the limits for acceptable behaviour and content. We will take action against any content 
which violates our policies, and encourage people to use our reporting tools for any posts they are 
concerned about.” 


Jenny was six years older than her little brother Danny, which means she often babysat him when she 
was a teen. With fondness, he recalls that she invented a “Sunny Day School” to occupy her younger 
siblings in the summer holidays—there were lesson plans, costumes, badges, classes, even an anthem. 
When Danny became a teenager himself and life got tougher, Jenny would drive him to the bookstore or 
to a movie or to Taco Bell—“literally just driving, the longer the better” Sometimes, the siblings simply 
sat in a parking lot and spoke for hours at a time. “She had all of that big sister wisdom,” Danny says. 
“That’s what I use the most from her now.” 


When asked what he thinks about the fact that people like his sister can still participate in gangstalking 
forums today, he doesn’t mince words. “I think about my sister in her more lucid moments, when she was 
medicated, when she volunteered to help people who were mentally ill—if she saw what I saw, she would 
be on the internet every day trying to shut itdown.” 7

This statement is with respect to the inputs requested for psychosocial dynamics conducive to torture and 
ill-treatment report (To inform the Special Rapporteur’s annual interim report to be presented to the 
General Assembly at its 75th Session in October 2020) 


This is an URGENT public interest petition to STOP the illegal and unauthorized abuses of advanced 
military-grade weapons that are being used for Torture Programs. Torture comprises of Mind-Reading, 
Mind control, Central Nervous System control, 24/7 anywhere tracking, Organized Gang-Stalking, 
‘Voices-To-Skull'('V2K'), Physical Injury/narassment through Directed Energy Weapons. This has been 
going on in India for past 15 years at least (Il am getting attacked/tortured for many years now, Voice 
to skull started in 2016) 


All these attacks are 'no-touch’ / ‘Covert ‘and are remotely operated - and so leave the minimum 
evidence (if at all) thus making all available laws ineffective and powerless to help the targeted 
innocent civilians. The people targeted and subsequently tortured systematically are termed as 
"Targeted Individuals’ (or 'Tl'). There are several hundreds of ‘Tls’ defending and fighting for justice 
in India and globally across many countries now. 


1. TOTAL SURVEILLANCE, MIND-READING, BODY-MIND CONTROL, DREAM MANIPULATION - 
USING NEUROWEAPONS - REMOTE NEURAL MONITORING MODULE (‘RNM'’) - Using this, 
harassers can view ALL the innermost thoughts of the targeted person on a screen - as clearly as one 
reads a newspaper. The eyes of the target become a live camera for the trackers. Whatever the targets 
view is recorded on the trackers' computer or viewed by the trackers' brains using a brain-to-computer 
interface (BCI) / Brain-to-Brain interface (BBI)! These satellite-based technologies result in gross by- 
passing of fundamental human rights such as personal privacy, health, safety, data security, family 
security, etc. Pre-packaged dream sequences are routinely downloaded to Tls' brains and harassers 
interact with the victims while they are dreaming.

HARMFUL EFFECTS: The targeted people's physical health, hygiene, peace of mind, career and social 
credibility, family, friends and other relationships - all these get seriously downgraded and systematically 
made to fade out via the above torture program. A primary goal in these 'slow-kill’, 'no-touch’/'soft-kill' 
programs is to remove Tls from the job workforce - so that they are in range at home for longer times to 
facilitate more testing, refining of weapons and for training more operators and neural programmers. The 
combined impact of all these together - physical wounds, 24x7 psychotronic warfare, career 
systemically made to vanish IS DEVASTATING to Tls, to say the least.

Groepen mensen die anderen mensen graag een GGZ label opgeven om ze te discrediten en aan te vallen, tactische zetten 
vantevoren om later overal mee weg te komen wat ze tegen de target doen. Deze mensen worden vaak neergezet als 
verwarde, in psychose en GGZ patientjes. Dit terwijl de AIVD, PID, CID, infragards hier zelf aan werken. Voorbeelden 
hiervan zijn Tristan van der Vlis die gebruikt werd als Manchurian candidate door hetzelfde psyops programma.

Maar ik weet wel dat gemeente Groningen en GGZ lentis en iedereen die daar heeft meegewerkt om als 
lafaards op afstand Mkultra/Monarch/gedragsmodificatie op mij neer te zetten via remote neural monitoring 
(https://patents.google.com/patent/US3951134A/en) goed om zich heen moet kijken levenslang voor mijn wraak want het 
is alin werking en het werkt MASSAAL en GEAUTOMATISEERD. Het is niet moeilijk om een maillist te hebben die over SVPN 
op repeat met cronjobs over een GROTE server blijft verzenden en anderen opkookt. Ze wilden mij niet 10.000.000 aan 
schade geven voor hun illegale transhumanism projectje.

-Pushen tot delicten en programmeren Mkultra en Monarch > Manchurian candidate (a la Tristan van der Vlis, Myron May, Aaron Alexis) en false flag 
terrorist psyops programma’s om disposible voorbeelden voor de staat te maken die later erna zelfmoord plegen onder RNM + gangstalking

ongeloofwaarheid gemaakt and neergezet als gekken onder een mentaal label en conspiracy theoristen. Veel targets weten teveel over de vuile was van 
de overheid en zijn instanties of hebben de overheid met Parrot OS of Kali Linux (BackTrack vroeger) aangevallen. Er word nu geprobeerd met meerdere 
mensen en nog steeds remote tactische psychologisch gelul mij te overtuigen voor zelfdestructie en zelfmoord.

Als 
ik dan kijk naar corrupte instanties zoals GGZ lentis die zulke Stasi Zerzetzung acties uitvoeren en dan vervolgens doen alsof ze mensen willen helpen met 
hun “bemoeizorg” en “stemmeties in de kop apparaat” terwijl ze je willen vernietigen ermee en her-neuro-programmeren (a la Tristan van der Vlis, 
Myron May, Aaron Alexis) of als wegwerpsel gebruiken als het niet lukt je een brave burgerschaap te maken, dan zien we meteen dat groepjes corrupte 
ambtenaren dit gebruiken als beveiligingsmiddel (firewall) voor persoonlijk gebruik en gewin in gemeente Groningen. Van mij hadden ze echter niet 
verwacht dat ik zelf zoveel mensen heb gekeylogt en bij een gemeenschap hoor van teveel voor hun sterke mensen van binnen en buiten waardoor deze 
teven die eerst zo een grote bek hadden de hele dag om zich heen moeten kijken of er niet iemand achter hun rug kruipt en ze neersteekt.

Deze data zal blijvend verspreiden en herhaaldelijk op meerdere massa mail en doorsturende 
manieren. Want ik wil dat iedereen weet dat geen enkele overheid mag proberen zo een gruwelijk 
Mkultra/Monarch/Transhumanism/Gedrags modificatie programma uit te voeren en de psychiatrie des doods te gebruiken op mensen 
die geestelijk gezond zijn maar gek worden gemaakt door de GGZ/AIVD/Politie in de naam der Staat omdat ze ergens beter/slimmer in 
zijn en onder druk moeten worden gezet met clubjes als 3e partij ingehuurd om te bedreigen wat niet eens helpt omdat het sukkels zijn 
en psychologisch genoeg zijn ze ook niet eens. Maar goed, hieruit zal alleen bloed komen en dat moet maar, als het niet anders kan. 








Tevens zien we duidelijk dat deze corrupte GGZ/AIVD/Politie/informanten (ratten) club/infragard graag mensen en groepen tegen elkaar 
opzet met het patent.

Zoals ik al eeder zei reversed psychologie, dark NLP, psychological warfare, Mkultra & Monarch, hypnotische 
suggestie, beinvloeden etc etc je zult er echt alles van moeten weten om door alle tactieken die ze gebruiken heen te komen en ze terug 
te kunnen pakken. Het bouwen van een GRID om ze terug te pakken is essentieel. Dit betekend dat alle kanten van hun tactieken gedekt 
zijn. Maar ook dat iedereen begrijpt wat je bedoelt en dat je dit programma goed kan uitleggen. Dat je mensen kunt overtuigen en 
bewijzen dat je gelijk hebt omdat je de personen die het programma uitvoeren opneemt en documenteerd. In mij geval is het dus in 
Groningen gebeurd waar ze kwamen als nieuwe buren zogenaamd Zoals bij de meeste mensen, waarbij ze valse beschuldigingen, 
documenten bij de politie (meldingen en aangiftes) gingen aanmaken en iemand van het tegenover gestelde geslacht inhuurde die 
acteerde dat ik haar lastig val. Het clubje in Groningen gedroeg zich als een Volksdriver/No surrender gang terwijl het allemaal ratten 
waren uit een lokaal infragard op zoek naar bounties die vieze klusjes uitvoeren voor lokale ambtenaren.

De politie werkt overduidelijk mee met dit club mensen want ze hebben ambtenaren ook overtuigt dat jij “verkeerd” bent. Het grappige 
is als iedereen dit begint te begrijpen en schijt begint te krijgen en zelf ook afspreekt om te reageren als je dit ratten tuig ziet lopen. Dit 
terwijl ze zichzelf ermee programmeren dat ze “ontouchable” zijn als “rat” en dat de politie iedereen voor ze neerschiet als zij jouw 
boobytrappen en roepen “help een geestelijk gestoorde in psychose” het is een trieste zet van de zwakkere mensen op aarde. Dat je niet 
moet trainen, niets moet bouwen voor jezelf en een sukkel moet zijn of homo, als dat niet werkt graag iemand die zelfmoord pleegt of 
een ander vermoord (het liefst een familielied of een grote groep mensen) staat centraal om van je af te komen nadat ze de fout in zijn 
gegaan en te ver zijn gegaan met het programma. Deze vieze psyops door neppe mongolen uitgevoerd is dan ook een teken van lafheid 
en zwakte. De hele overheid zal wel niet corrupt zijn maar de ambtelijke corruptie is groot en van hun eigen nederlaag willen ze niets 
weten.

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Harassment techniques include: 


1. Surveillance (being followed, electronic surveillance, computer and phone hacking, monitoring all 
online activities, and bugging of home) 


2.Profiles are built to identify any and all weaknesses and insecurities to be used later. Information often 
obtained through sexual partners or trusted people in their lives. 


3.Conditioning where victims are sensitised to certain stimuli such as everywhere you go someone will 
cough as they walk past you. The goal is to make you self police and then think anyone who coughs is 
involved in the harassment. People report of conditioning to include hand gestures, an overt use of 
colour in peoples clothing (like everyone you see wearing red) or cars a certain colour or with headlights 
on (also known as brighting). 


4. Anchoring where someone will provide false rationales for the harassment. Often many possible 
rationales are planted to keep the victim confused and the focus of the harassment cycles from one 
possible reason to another round and around so as to keep the victim guessing in a self perpetuating 
guessing game where every scenario you are to blame and causes self doubt, fear, intimidation, and 
ultimately a cycle of destructive thoughts 


5. Mobbing (or true gangstalking) where everywhere you go you will see an overt display of people 
following you and often use words you have been conditioned to or your name to draw your attention 


6. Street theatre where a group will "perform" an overt activity like a fake confrontation or scenarios 
designed to test your reactions. Often takes the form of a couple who position themselves near you and 
then have a conversation using many of your conditioned words or pertaining to your particular 
situation and sensitivities. 


7.The use of directional speakers which have the ability to direct sound to a single individual in a 
crowded room. This particular item is ultimately the most used and is often referred to as V2K or Voice 
to Skull and is used extensively in the psychological breakdown of the victim. The use initially is to cause 
the victim to doubt their sanity and drive them into the mental health system, and later to just torment 
and never give the victim a moment of privacy or peace. If they do enter the mental health system, then 
harassment escalates dramatically as the victim has now been "discredited" and can be labeled as 
someone with a mental problem if they do speak out about the harassment. 


8.The use of electronics to effect your eyesight and balance which was originally developed for the 
military and police crowd control called "dazzling" and even the ability to make you vomit. 


9. Sound campaigns which is a community harassment technique where abnormal levels of sound are 
directed at the victim and their home. This includes cars deliberately breaking or accelerating when they 
pass, people talking excessively loudly at all hours of the night, amplification of sound using directional 
speakers so that external sounds that previously couldnt be heard now can, garbage trucks and other 
heavy vehicles, and countless other deliberate tactics 


10.Sleep deprivation - this is perhaps one of the most insidious tactics used where victims are woken 
multiple times a night and can be kept awake for days at a time. The effects are dramatic and 
completely debilitating effecting concentration, mood, irritability, appearance, and significantly impacts 
all areas of their life - job performance, relationships, and significantly aids in discrediting the victim as 


they appear unorganised, disheveled, and sleeping patterns alter so they may sleep during the day 
(where noise campaigns are more effective) and be awake at night (where they can be painted as the 
one making noise and being a disruptive member of the community). 


11. Baiting or entrapment where victims are harassed to the point that they lash out and commit a 
crime such as assault, break and enter or vandalism, as they try and locate the source of the 
harassment. Harassers will actively try to provoke verbal and physical confrontations especially after a 
period of sleep deprivation. Or they are prompted into an activity which can then be used as leverage 
such as affairs, sexuality, drug use, or other criminal activity. 


12. Gaslighting which is a form of psychological abuse where someone will actively try undermine 
victims and to make them doubt themselves so that they lose all self confidence and self esteem and are 
therefor easier to manipulate and push toward the mental health pathway. It can be as simlpe as being 
told something which they then deny, then telling them how silly they are for thinking they said it, and 
turn the lie around into an attack on the person. It can be incredibly effective coming from a trusted 
person and before the victim understands what is happening to them. 


13.Blackbag jobs is a term when a harasser breaks into a victims property and places something or 
deliberately moves something. The purpose is to cause self doubt, and fear that their property is being 
accessed which harassers try to then sell as paranoia. 


14. Propaganda and disinformation is also the other key element to suppress knowledge of this practice 
as its effectiveness initially requires the victim to be unaware of the existence of gangstalking, 
gaslighting, or the electronic technologies such as directional speakers so huge amounts of time are 
devoted online to creating disinformation sites which attempt to discredit victims by pushing the mental 
health agenda. They achieve this by posing as victims and actively trying to sound crazy so that all 
victims are are treated as such. Also by creating websites claiming to help victims and being a resource 
for victims to come together and then harassing them to the extent that they lose hope and no longer 
reach out for help causing further isolation. 


15. Further to the above, gangstalkers rely on disbelief and discrediting and as such much of the 
harassment is designed (at least initially) to mimic mental health issues. They also rely on their abuse 
being so extreme, so pervasive, so fundamentally immoral, as to be disbelieved and victims 
subsequently resort to photographing, videotaping, and sound recording their everyday encounters to 
disprove the countless unfounded claims made against them - especially in relation to gaslighting, which 
gangstalkers try to turn around and paint the victims as paranoid or irrational. Victims are made to feel 
helpless as every attempt to defend themselves is used against them and when they seek help they are 
met with disbelief or open hostility.

ETK Instruction: | have reproduced Dr. Rauni Kilde’s chapter 18 here because it is an 
instruction manual for community gang stalkers. These same techniques, and perhaps 
this same manual, were evidently also used in the FBI’s COINTELPRO (counter-intelligence 
program) and Operation Gladio/Stay Behind Operations in Europe between about 1950 
and 1990. They also accurately describe the U.S. Military-Intelligence’s ongoing, global 
gang stalking operations as documented in “New World War: Revolutionary Methods for 
Political Control” by Mark M. Rich (2011). All these top-secret operations went on, 
officially undetected, for decades; Gladio/Stay Behind functioned secretly and illegally 
throughout Europe for four decades, when it was exposed in 1990 by Italian Prime 
Minister Andriotti. Shortly thereafter, the European Parliament made a resolution 
condemning Gladio (see Appendix 1), but acknowledged that it may still be operational! 


Like American author, Gloria Naylor (see her book, “1996”), and countless others, Dr. 
Rauni Kilde was a “Targeted Individual” (Tl) for decades. She was harassed, defamed, 
tortured,and eventually, on Feb. 9, 2015, murdered in this program. 


As neither Dr. Kilde nor her publisher were/are native English speakers, there are minor 
grammatical errors in the text. To make the text read more smoothly, | occasionally add 
additional words, which | place in parentheses. 


In her book, Dr. Kilde does not specify where she obtained this instruction manual or who 
authored it. However, as Chief Medical Officer for Northern Finland, she was an “insider” 
who was invited to many open and secret conferences. Her husband was also a political 
insider. Thus, she was privy to top-secret documents. Doubtless, she does not divulge the 
author(s) of this document in order to protect her informant(s). | note that many phrases 
and spellings are peculiar to the British form of the English language. This could reflect Dr. 
Kilde’s spelling and usage patterns. OR, it could reflect the fact that the original document 
was written by British military-intelligence operatives. If so, we may speculate that it was 
authored by an individual or group associated with the Tavistock Institute of Human 
Relations, which grew out of the Psychological Warfare Division of the British Army at the 
close of World War | and has, for decades, been the world’s “brainwashing center.” 


Regardless of its exact authorship, this is an extremely important document that should 
be read and understood by all “targets.” Clearly, this is a manual for psychological 
warfare that presents the methods by which an extremely complex military-secret service 
hierarchy surveilles, punishes, “neutralizes” and ultimately murders its designated 
“targets.” There are obvious comparisons to be made with the CIA’s KUBARK torture 
manual, which has been employed in Vietnam, Latin America, the Middle East, and 
indeed, in CIA “black sites” /” extraordinary rendition” centers throughout the entire 
world. The psy-war system described herein bears a remarkable similarity to the 
operations and procedures of the U.S. military’s “Fourth Generation Warfare” /” Civil- 
Military Operations” /” Military Operations Other Than War”/”Unconventional 
Warfare”/” Asymmetrical Warfare”/” Psychological Warfare” and “Information Warfare” 
operations as detailed in Rich’s “New World War: Revolutionary Methods For Political 
Control.” (See Appendices 2 and 3 for a comparison of key terms in each program.) 
Indeed, the systems are identical. 


The remarkable revelation provided here is that modern organized gang stalking 
operations are identical with, or nearly identical with, those used in the FBI’s secret 
COINTELPRO (counter-intelligence program) of the 1950s-1970s, the top-secret “Gladio” 
and other “Stay Behind Army” operations of Europe between 1950 and 1990, and the 
destabilization and citizen-elimination operations now being carried out in the name of 
“counter-terrorism” by the U.S. military in approximately 140 of the world’s 195 nations

1. GENERAL 

Operations in general are of the “active surveillance” type. Passive surveillance is 
watching a target covertly, to obtain information about the target. Active surveillance can 
include information gathering, but it (also) includes the agent making the target aware 
they are under surveillance. Beyond active surveillance, agents perform acts to keep the 
target uncomfortable, around the clock. Although operations are silently approved of, 
and covered for by the official justice system, (they are not) seen as criminal in nature by 
citizens who do not have a strong sense of right and wrong. 


Agents must take great care that each and every act of punishment is DENIABLE. This 
means that should the target complain to police, (or) any other officials, or friends, 
neighbors, family members, or doctors, the nature of the punishment must be seen as the 
target’s “overactive imagination” or better yet, an indication the target is mentally ill. 


(The system) has worked for years to recruit the medical establishment to help maintain 
deniability, and today, most targets (are) immediately labeled as mentally ill and often 
forced onto anti-psychotic medication when they complain. But their agents must still do 
their part skillfully (to) perform acts of punishment, so (that) almost anyone the target 
complains to will deny a crime against the target has taken place. As an agent, you will be 
trained in how to do this. 


(The system) has been blessed with advanced technology which enables heavy 
punishment at times the target is in their home, silently, through walls, and this is very 
deniable. Agents must pass their initial training and demonstrate a high level of 
commitment to maintain community safety, and the ability to operate deniably, before 
they will be considered for advanced electronic punishment training. Electronic 
punishment training is beyond the scope of this manual. 


The organization is very fortunate in that we have been able to recruit top specialists to 
back up field operations people. Psychologists are the key to find(ing) ways to maximize 
feelings of stress and hopelessness in the target, and degrading the target’s health, from 
many individual “minor” invasive punishment acts. Technician’s in all fields- 


telecommunications, electric power, building electrical and alarm systems, and utility 
employees in all fields use their positions to inflict many absolutely “normal-looking” 
problems on targets on an ongoing basis. And of course, the services of many skilled 
locksmiths are invaluable in this. As a community-based agent (CBA) you will have the 
privilege of working with a team capable of delivering better “justice” than the official 
system. 


2. SURVEILLANCE 

Surveillance is the foundation of all operations. Both community-based agent (CBA) visual 
surveillance and advanced electronic surveillance are used. This chapter will cover only 
local agent visual surveillance. Your local lead agent will schedule surveillance watches 
for each target in that community. Every target will have at least one CBA watching them 
(at) all times, even while at home and asleep. Each CBA surveillance team will be given a 
cell phone number for reporting target actions and movement to the local Control Center 
(CC). 


Actions to be reported include, but are not limited to: 


Target turns lights on to start the day. 

Target uses toilet or shower 

Target exits residence 

Target drives away 

Target arrives at work, or 

Target shops or visits any other establishment or location. 
Target arrives home 

Target eats meal, at home or in restaurant 
Target engages in sexual activity 

Target turns lights off at the end of the day 
Target turns light on in the middle of the night 
Target travels out of town 


Some of these observations will be performed by the Electronic Corps (EC), but CBA’s 
should attempt to make and report as many detailed observations of target activity as 
possible. The reason such detail is necessary is that the punishment phase of active 
surveillance requires that supervisors customize each punishment action to match the 
personality of (the) target, and the need to make each punishment action appear to be 
“life’s normal breaks.” 


One important punishment function of surveillance is to sensitize the target. Targets are 
never told they are under surveillance or being punished. Instead, close, active 
surveillance and other activities, happening far to frequently to be written off as “life’s 
normal breaks,” will eventually cause the target to realize they are under surveillance and 
punishment. 


As a community-based agent (CBA), you will be given specific instruction(s) on exactly 
when, where, and how to carry out punishment actions. As long as you carry out 
punishment instructions exactly as given, there is no way the target will be believed if 
they complain, and you will not be exposed to risk of action by law enforcement. 


How well the punishment actions work depends on how accurate and complete your 
reports are in many situations(. The) Control Center (CC) acquires access to properties or 
apartments immediately next to the target’s homes or apartments. Because EC 
(Electronic Corps) has through-the-wall surveillance and punishment equipment, they will 
be reporting target activity along with community-based agents. In a typical setup, CBA’s 
may be posted in a parked car where the target’s home or apartment can be observed 
overnight, for example. 


In this setup, the CBA in the car may be instructed to call, using walkie-talkie-style cell 
phones, another CBA (or team) waiting or patrolling by car nearby to follow the target, 
or, you may be assigned to follow the target yourself. You will receive instructions from 
your local center as to following the target. 


Targets in transit may be either covertly or visibly followed. When in doubt, hang back a 
bit, and contact the center for instructions, as targets in transit can present many 
unanticipated situations. The Center will always have the target’s position monitored, so 
if a target gives the CBA the slip, it will assign other appropriate community based agents 
to pick up the target at the earliest opportunity. Be sure to notify (the Control Center) 
immediately if you lose the target. 


When applying the visible following of a target, making the target uncomfortable because 
of your presence, you will be given instructions as to when to break off the following. 
Another CBA or CBA team may pick up the visible following, but once you have broken 
away, they advise that you are clear and ready for the next assignment. 


3. INTERCEPTS 

Intercepts are where community-based agents (CBA) will appear to “just coincidentally” 
cross paths, on foot, with the target. Once the target has been sensitized to the point of 
realizing they are under surveillance and punishment, they will recognize, and be made 
appropriately uncomfortable by, the simple act of multiple CBA’s “just happening to” 
cross paths with them. 


Your local control center will instruct you as to how you will be cued to perform an 
intercept. Often you will have an on-site supervisor (OSS) position you, and give you hand 
signals as to when to start your movement to intercept the target. Because targets 
moving about aren’t always totally predictable, the success of CBA intercepts depends 
heavily on the Electronic Corps who have means of monitoring the exact whereabouts of 
every target, and through computer programs, predict exactly when and where a target 
will be as they move about the community. Your local OSS has a special means of 
receiving instant, silent instructions for the Center. 


1. Intercepting CBAs may be asked to perform one of the following forms of intercept: 


2. Simple path crossing, requiring the target to take evasive action to avoid collision, 
multiple CBAs sometimes perform this several times during a single outing by a target. 


On foot, walking for an extended period on the opposite side of the street from walking 
target. 


3. Arriving at a place known to be a favorite of the target, and simply occupying that 
place just as the target is about to arrive (restaurants, parks, public facility seating, even 
bus seats are examples); sometimes just “hanging out” in such a location at times and 
places where people don’t ordinarily do that. 


4. Smoking, coin-jingling, whistling, or toe-tapping near the target at a location where the 
target is known to need to stand, as to wait for the bus, or standing right behind a target 
at a water fountain. 


5. A group, as many as a dozen CBAs, may be assigned to arrive at a store just ahead of a 
target, and form a queue ahead of the target, spending time buying lottery tickets, to 
delay the target. (The target) is very tired and eager to get home after work, for example, 
or ina hurry. 


6. Community-based agents may be assigned to leave a next door home or apartment 
exactly the same time as the target, repeatedly. Alternatively, a CBA may intercept the 
target a short way before home and arrive at exactly the same time as the target. 


While these may seem like trivial acts, keep in mind that the target will have these 
“trivial” things happen every single day, and repeated intercepts like these will force the 
target to always watch for such acts, essentially ensuring the target never “has a nice 
day.” This is the goal, to ensure the target’s punishment. Similar intercept operations are 
performed with vehicles. The Center can schedule these every day the target commutes, 
and both to and from work. Vehicle intercepts are particularly effective when the target 
sees the same vehicle in an intercept convoy both in the morning and in the evening 
commute. (Because vehicle intercepts can be dangerous, CBA assigned to vehicle 
intercept duty must successfully complete a special training course prior to actual 
assignment.) Here are some examples of vehicle intercepts a community-based agent 
(CBA) can expect to be assigned. 


-Parking so as to prevent a target’s leaving a parking area, and then disappearing. 


-Parking commercial vehicles often, near target’s home with something unusual about 
these vehicles, such as there is no need for that trade, or just unmarked white vans to 
make the target think the van is there to conduct surveillance. 


-Simple following, or leading, a short distance, but every day. Doing this, both during 
target commutes and then other times makes the target very uncomfortable. 


-Passing as side street stop sign, then stopping an uncomfortable distance into oncoming 
traffic just as target is about to arrive at the side street, causing the target to have to slam 
on the brakes (this requires Control Center assistance and prompting by walkie-talkie 
style cell phone. 


-For a CBA vehicle convoy, boxing in the target during a commute, forcing the target to 
travel at a lower speed than the target wants to travel. In some locations, the Center will 
supply special license plates to CBA vehicles with short words which have special meaning 
to the target. 


-For a CBA convoy, and where the target is at a location (and time) where traffic is 
normally very sparse, cause heavy traffic, forcing the target to notice. 


The ultimate vehicle intercept is the staged accident. This can be dangerous and is only 
assigned to very senior agents. However, it is possible to stage an accident so only the 
target knows it was staged. This is an excellent means of punishment where a target has 
committed a serious offense specifically against secret services by revealing their 
criminality to the public. Generally, staged accidents are done in jurisdictions where 
police strongly support the operations, so that the CBA driver is protected. 


4. PHYSICAL SABOTAGE 

Physical sabotage is an especially effective form of punishment when it is carefully 
limited to low value items, below the value where police will take the report seriously. 
For example, burning a target’s house down, or even stealing an expensive appliance, 
would bring official investigators into the picture, so that is not done. 


Sabotage producing extreme safety hazards is generally not suitable for operations, 
because of the potential for bringing official investigators to an accident scene. So while 
damaging the brake system of a target’s vehicle is not allowed for community-based 
agents (CBAs), draining some of the oil, transmission fluid or radiator antifreeze is 
allowed, but not all of it. The goal is to make it looks as if the target is negligent in 
maintaining fluid levels, and generally not causing a catastrophic failure that non-targets 
might see as sabotage. 


It is very important to apply punishment by way of a large number of small value 
sabotage acts, because that makes it look like the target is forgetful, exaggerating, or in 
some cases even delusional, if they complain about many cases of small value damage. 
The target’s associates will simply refuse to believe that anyone but the target is 
responsible. 


Sabotage is very important in that it lets the target know they are totally helpless to stop 
it, and can’t even complain about it effectively without appearing mentally ill. (The) 
organization (is) very fortunate in that some people, hearing about sabotage from a 
target did the sabotage themselves, “to get attention.” 


Sabotage is applied at the target’s home, workplace, and on their vehicle. This requires 
the assistance of locksmiths and alarm technicians. Your local Control Center will supply 
this help, and will bring specialists in from a distance in the case of rural areas. 


Here are some examples of sabotage a community-based agent (CBA) may be assigned to 
carry out: 


-Entering a vehicle, or home, and changing control and radio settings. 

-Replacing window washer fluid with water, possibly destroying the system in winter. 
-Scratching the paint on the target’s vehicle, scratching furniture and valuables. 

-Tire sabotage, from removing some air right up to slashing a sidewall if authorized by the 
Center. 

-Simulating a break in electric window heater strips. 

-Cutting off the 4-way flasher button. 

-Removing substantial amounts of oil, transmission fluid or antifreeze but not enough to 
cause catastrophic failure. 

-Moving things around inside the vehicle to show the target someone got in. 

-Unlocking the vehicle and leaving it unlocked, possibly even with door open. 

-Small cuts to car’s upholstery. 

-Unlocking the target’s front or back door and leaving it ajar while the target is away, 
even at midnight at New Year for Y2 hour. 

-Moving furniture or carpets around fairly frequently to show the target someone was 
there. 

-Stealing low-value items, especially items like scissors which can be easily misplaced, 
keeping them until the target replaces the item, then return the missing item, often ina 
place the target checked. 

-Stealing important papers, especially those which will cost money to replace. 

-Stealing irreplaceable photographs. 

-While target is at work, remove mail from their box and toss it around. Repeatedly 
making wall pictures crooked. 

-Setting clocks to the wrong time. 

-Repeatedly dumping consumable supplies (e.g. coffee) to make the target think they are 
no longer capable of managing their supplies well. 

-Starting small rips in new clothing, which are widened on repeated visits. 

-Ripping crotches out of the target’s underwear, or stealing finest underwear, swim suits, 
etc. 

-Replacing clothing with similar items which are too small for the target, like for children 
what target does not have. 

-lroning inside button flags over, making buttoning the shirt or top difficult. 

-Carefully working the tip of a knife through seams in any air mattress or cushion the 
target may own, including replacements, on a daily basis. 

-Breaking zippers in clothes and bags, perhaps by pulling out a tooth or two. 

-Shoving a knife through the soles of waterproof boots. 

-At work, removing screws from the target’s office chair, or at home dinner table leaving 
only one screw of four, left to tilt the table with china. 


-At work, damaging or destroying (if not extremely obvious) a target’s work from a 
previous day, (for example), the computer is broken again possibly worse. 

-At work, replacing current copies of computer files with an older copy- particularly 
serious if target is a computer programmer. 

-At work, where some employees are or can be recruited to be community-based agents, 
set up “mistaken deliveries” of heavy goods which block the target’s office. 

-At work, if the target is responsible for parts of the operation which can be sabotaged, 
do so repeatedly just as the target starts eating lunch, or is about to leave for home. 

-At work where the target is responsible for materials (that) can’t be locked up, sabotage 
or with special permission from the Control Center steal the material. 


Thefts have to be carefully considered and authorized by your local Center, unless you 
have authorization, do not steal. One particularly effective type of theft is to remove 
small value, but often used items from the target’s premises. Once the target has been 
observed purchasing a replacement, the item is returned. This not only causes the target 
to spend money uselessly, (it also) imposes a feeing of total helplessness on the target. 


5. SABOTAGING THE TARGET’S REPUTATION 

Sabotaging the target’s reputation- and all that goes with it, such as ability to earna 
living, business and personal relationships- is a very special operations category. Newer 
community-based agents will not be assigned to “engineer” the method, but will assist in 
passing “rumours,” which are the main means of destroying a target’s public image. 


“Rumours” consist mainly of lies. However, in order to secure cooperation of specific 
members of the community to participate in the punishment phase, additional 
information keyed to appeal to the patriotic or community service sense of such 
community members may be used as well. As mentioned earlier, the organization has 
many top psychologists and psychiatrists on permanent staff at headquarters, and some 
in larger population centers. It is their responsibility to design the campaign to destroy 
the target’s reputation. 


These people listed below can be approached and given information which will cause 
them to make the target’s association with them uncomfortable, or break off all contact 
with the target. 


-Business contacts. 

-Supervisors. 

-Co-workers. 

-Casual social contacts, such as clubs a target may be a member of, or a group that 
frequents a bar where the target is a patron. 

-Friends. 

-Local fraternal organizations- they are motivated by the public service, and are an 
excellent source of assistance in keeping the target under surveillance, and participating 
in the punishment phase as well. 

-Store staffs at places the target shops. 


-Target’s landlord. 

-Target’s neighbors. 

-Tradesmen who are likely to service the target’s home, car, or business. 

-Bus drivers on the target’s route. 

-Local children. 

-City employees, including emergency medical technicians, ambulances. 
-Homeless shelter staff and residents where applicable. 

-Family members (surprisingly, many are ready to believe negative information.) 
-Especially, personnel at places the target applies for work. 


How intensely (these sabotage operations are carried out) is governed mainly by the need 
to prevent the target from (learning) that the negative rumors are being spread. The goal 
is to keep negative information covertly flowing into the community, in such a way that 
those receiving the information aren’t likely to tell the target. One might think that 
friends and family members would instantly notify the target and side with the target. 
Fortunately, experience shows that co-opting friends and family is surprisingly easy, once 
they are informed about the target’s criminal record. The Headquarters staff have 
developed techniques which by and large prevent that, but those techniques are beyond 
the scope of this manual. Suffice it to say that it is possible to apply “incentives” which 
cause even people closest to the target to cooperate. These incentives are applied by 
specialists from our organization at higher than the local level. For the community-level 
CBA, the work of sabotaging the reputation of the target takes the form of simply 
carrying out instructions from your Control Center as to what you say to whom, how, and 
when. 


6. DISCREDITING TARGETS 

While the powerful silent support of operations by the justice and psychiatric systems has 
been sufficient to prevent the target from informing the public, the area of discrediting 
targets is an ongoing activity. Like sabotaging the target’s reputation, discrediting their 
public statements, web sites, media appearances, letters to the editor and the like are 
done under the supervision of psychologists and psychiatrists on their staff. If a 
community-based agent (CBA) has a good track record of intelligently carrying out 
assignments, and has access to a computer, the CBA may apply to the local Control Center 
for assignment to discredit work. Excellent communications skills are required. Some of 
the activities CBAs carry out under supervision are: 


-Monitoring message boards, Wogs, and open media like Indy media for target posts. 


This is normally done in special shifts and under scheduling and control at a higher level 
than your local CC. This monitoring is assisted by blog scanning software which will detect 
and instantly flag posts relating to activities. The CBA doing this work will immediately 
reply with comments like “Someone isn’t taking their medication” or “target name” has 
provided absolutely no evidence.” The CBA will then report the post to higher level 
supervisors for possibly more detailed responses. 


-Monitoring newspapers in your area for letters to the editor regarding activities. Most 
editors and many reporters have been recruited and are willing to assist in keeping the 
important work of monitoring and neutralizing quiet, but once in a while, a letter to the 
editor will slip through. In this case, comments like “Someone isn’t taking their 
medication” are not an appropriate response. Transcribe and forward such a letter to the 
editor to the supervisor, along with your proposed response. The supervisor may edit 
your response, and will assist in ensuring your response is printed. 


-Your supervisor will have staff monitoring upcoming talk show appearances by targets. 
While most talk show hosts, even those somewhat sympathetic to targets, have received 
discrediting information and often will not host targets, some targets do manage to get 
on the air. In this case, your supervisor will assign you to call in to the show, and instruct 
you as to appropriate things to say, such as rebutting the target’s claims, pretending to be 
a target calling and making “wacko” statements such as “UFOs are harassing me,” or 
pulling the discussion away from real activities and to something like “media mind 
control.” 


-Agents who have excellent persuasive communication skills can be assigned, with careful 
coaching and preparation from supervisors, to pretend to be a target and get on talk 
shows known to air targets as the guest. These opportunities are great ways to discredit 
targets by talking about UFOs, things like black helicopters following you, foil beanies, 
satellites “parked” just above your home, and perhaps events normally considered 
“paranormal” like seeing (things that) appear and disappear. These discrediting topics 
must be a total surprise to the host, only mentioned after the show is in progress. 


-CBA can “casually” describe the “odd behavior” exhibited by the target as a result of 
around the clock activities to the target’s neighbors. The idea is to focus the neighbors’ 
attention to the target’s behavior, hinting that maybe the target is mentally ill. This is 
easy once the target has developed suspicion that “everyone is out to get” him or her. 


It is a special “honor” for CBAs to be chosen for target discreditation work. 


7. TRADE-RELATED PUNISHMENT 
This section will give some examples of ways community-based agents (CBAs) with 
specific trades or situations in the community can apply deniable punishment to targets. 


-Underground utility crews, where the management has been recruited, schedule messy, 
noisy maintenance at the target’s home (or business if the target runs a business). This 
can include having the street torn up for extended periods, or repeatedly. Fundng for 
unneeded work is available from headquarters. Taxi drivers can delay arriving when 
called by the target, especially when going to the airport. 


-Bus drivers have leeway, in nasty weather for example, to stop one stop away from 
awaiting target and wait there for perhaps 5 minutes, ostensibly to “get back on 
schedule.” This can also cause a target to miss connections with the next bus or train. This 


is especially effective when the target, exposed to bad weather, can see the bus waiting 
up the street for no apparent reason, or not stopping at all at your bus stop. 


-Repair trades people can keep “getting it wrong” necessitating many recalls, be late, be 
messy, over-bill the target, and even damage things which were OK. This is especially 
effective in the automobile repair trade. 


-Medical lab technicians can substitute blood samples, or otherwise falsify results making 
the target appear to have absolutely no reason for their complaints. 


-Police can frequently pull the target over for frivolous reasons. 


-Telephone and cable TV technicians can re-route legitimate calls to the target’s number 
in large numbers, and this will cause the target to get very angry with these totally 
innocent callers. 


-Store staff where the target shops frequently can be instructed to remove items the 
target is known to need when a target is known to be coming. Store management can 
stop ordering a target’s favorite items. 


-Restaurants and food delivery services can tell the target they are out of an item known 
to be a favorite of a target. 


The key to successful punishment by trades people is that while the target is very likely to 
know they are being punished, these punishment acts must appear to the general public 
as “life’s normal breaks.” 


8. TARGET’S HOME 

Punishing the target at the target’s (home) is essential for effectiveness of secret service 
operations. If the target were punished in the community but was allowed sanctuary in 
their home, the creation of a “prison without walls” would not be complete. One of the 
very first things the Control Center (CC) will arrange is for homes or apartments adjacent 
to the target’s home to be occupied by both community-based agents (CBAs) and 
members in the Electronic Operations manual. Because operations are carried out 24/7 in 
shifts, homes and apartments which are leased or owned by staff are not used as 
dwellings. The lease or deed will bear either an entirely false name, or the name of a 
senior staff member whose actual home will be at a different location. 


Some adjacent homes or apartments are occupied by neighbors of the target who have 
offered to cooperate in punishment of the target. The initial contact of neighbors to 
determine their willingness to cooperate is done by senior staff, and incentives to 
cooperate are often tendered. Here are some commonly used punishment activities 
which are carried out both by CBAs and cooperating neighbors of the target. Activities are 
rotated among the choices, but at least one of them is applied daily: 


-Noise. Noise must be of a type which the general public deems “normal.” Remember 
that the goal is to have the target aware they are being punished, but not be able to 
convince anyone else that that is the case. Observe local noise curfews, but plenty of 
punishment can occur outside noise curfew times. The target must not have easy cause to 
involve law enforcement. Examples: 


-Start leaf blower, times precisely when the target attempts to enjoy their yard, or when 
EC operators cue the CBA that the target is trying to nap. 


-Loud music from neighboring home. This is an excellent action, as it is common. Time it 
so every time the target opens a window the music starts. The timing makes the point it 
is intentional punishment. EC operator can apply music in adjacent apartments with 
exceptionally powerful bass, directed at the target’s unit. 


-Frequent squealing of tires near target’s home. 


-In apartments, frequent drilling into a scrap of wood or masonry held against the target’s 
wall, floors or ceiling as if “working.” Alternatively, hammering. Especially effective when 
cued by EC operators that the target is attempting to nap. 


-Tossing golf or tennis balls against the target’s home when the target is known to be 
trying to fall asleep. Ideal for cooperating neighbor children. 


-Frequent use of sirens near the target’s home. Many emergency services employees 
have a strong sense of community service and willingness to cooperate in this, or by 
people posing as Jehovah’s Witnesses. 


-Knocking on the door for frivolous/nonsensical/wrong address reasons. Especially 
effective when the target is in bed or having a meal. 


-Trash. Leave trash in the target’s yard. Frequently, but CC staff will assist in scheduling 
this so that the target can’t quite have a case on which law enforcement will act. 


-Terrifying the target’s pet. This requires entry while the target is away from home for an 
extended period and must be scheduled by CC. Electronic Corps (EC) operators can render 
a dog or cat passive for safe entry of the community-based agents, by electromagnetic 
beam. 


-Wounding or killing the target’s pet. Rarely used, scheduled when the target has acted in 
a way So as to deserve special punishment, like divulging the name of a criminally acting 
secret agent. 


-Killing domestic animals or wildlife and leaving them on the target’s doorstep. Scheduled 
when the target has acted in a way so as to deserve special punishment. 


-Where the target owns substantial land, noxious activities can be arranged and built for 
next to the property. In one case, a dump, an auto race track, and a prison were built 
adjacent to a target who owned a large farm in an area of natural beauty. While this is 
rare, it does illustrate commitment to delivering punishment to those “deserving” of it. 


-Cooperating police departments can visibly watch the target’s home. Possibly being 
parked in front of the home when the target returns, repeatedly. 


Police officers who refuse to take complaint of harassment and sabotage of the target, 
who they label “disturbed” — really are NOT allowed to make diagnoses, as only medical 
doctors can do, but may get a raise- price- for their unlawfulness afterward. Police follow 
orders by e.g. Stay Behind, Secret Military-led organization, created by the CIA after WWII 
in NATO countries. They give orders in secrecy to police, media, legal system, and judges, 
etc. Thus, being above parliaments and governments as demonstrated, for example, in 
Norway when in 1957 the Chief of “Stay Behind” Sven Ollestad gave the security code of 
Norway to MI6 (British Intelligence) in the UK acting on his own! “We have to trust our 
allies,” he had said. Today, the security code of Norway is kept in Wales. Originally, Stay 
Behind was created with good intentions to fight communism. Today it is out of control, 
and a new, much bigger Stay Behind 2 is active in Norway. The Stay Behind logo 
resembles the NATO logo. 


In Italy, Stay Behind was called Gladio 2 and dealt with terrorism secretly in Western 
Europe. It was responsible, for example, for the kidnapping and killing of Prime Minister 
Aldo Moro in 1978, while the blame was pinned on the Red Brigade. Today, enemies are 
communists and NATO (is the) opposition. 


On November 22, 1990, the European Union forbade Operation Gladio, but although 
Norway follows most EU decisions, this one is omitted. Italy and Belgium had terror 
actions by Stay Behind, and when the organizations (ceased to exist, the terror operations 
also ceased to exist). In Norway, Stay Behind is called E14. What was its role in Norway’s 
terror actions, if any? Some have tried to get control of Norwegian Stay Behind (armies) 
already years ago. Who are the back men giving orders to those “officially” in charge?

Appendix 2. Key Terms from Rich (2011) and Equivalencies with Terms Presented in 
Kilde’s “Manual For Gang Stalkiers” 

Terrorism- The US and its allies will terrorize the civilian population to achieve political 
objectives. The DOD stated: “Some IW activities, such as terrorism and transnational 
crime, violate international law. US law and national policy prohibit US military forces or 
other government agencies (OGAs) from engaging in or supporting such activities. 
However, since our adversaries employ terrorism and transnational criminal activities 
against the interests of the United States and its partners, these activities are included... 
as examples of the range of operations and activities that can be conducted as part of IW 
(Information Warfare).” 


4GW - Fourth Generation Warfare- is a form of political/information warfare waged 
against civilians by a state or other entity. It utilizes civilians and the military, indeed all of 
society, to target civilian adversaries (aka “domestic state enemies,” “insurgents,” 
extremists, non-state actors, “cells of fanatics,” citizen “terrorists”) who value national 
sovereignty and/or pose some perceived threat to the state’s interests. Anyone 
disseminating information contrary to the state’s (“national security”) interests may 
become an enemy. The goal of the New War is the psychological collapse of the new 
enemies using a combination of tactics. Defeating the new enemies involves the 
synchronized use of non-lethal directed energy weapons, isolation, deprivation, and 
PsyOps against individuals and groups (aka TA, target audience and TI, targeted 
individuals). 4GW is more or less synonymous with unconventional warfare (UW), 
irregular warfare (IR), asymmetric warfare (AW), low-intensity conflict (LIC), military 
operations other than war (MOOTW), and network-centric warfare (NCW). This new war 
involves international, interagency cooperation between the military, federal and local 
law enforcement, non-governmental organizations (NGOs), intergovernmental 
organizations (IGOs), the civilian population/private voluntary organizations (PVOs), and 
private government contractors. This multinational force (MNF), involving NATO (North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization) and the UN, is termed civilian-military operations (CMO). TI 
— targeted individual (insurgents, non-state actors (NSAs), dissidents, terrorists, 
asymmetrical threats, irregular threats, potential enemies, etc.) 


Insurgents — those who try to persuade the populace to accept political change. The 
enemy does not necessarily use violence to promote social change. Their methods may be 
nonviolent. These are groups of individuals not under government control, against the 
established leadership, who will be targeted because of an action they might take in the 


future. These may include nonviolent protesters who are labeled as terrorists. They may 
‘wrap themselves in nationalism.’CMO — Civilian-Military Operations- combines military, 
federal agencies, NGOs, civilian organizations and authorities, and the civilian population. 
CMO is used in friendly, neutral, or hostile operational areas, including populated civilian 
areas in which no other military activity is conducted. It is used to deal with domestic 
threats in the New War. The controlling faction of these PsyOp/CMO activities includes 
the military, federal agencies, NGOs, regional organizations, and international 
organizations that work with civil authorities. (In the US, this means the controlling 
faction is FEMA, DOJ, CIA, and other federal agencies (FBI, DHS, etc.). Civilians are used as 
irregular forces. CMO are interagency and global in nature. In the US, they are used as 
part of Homeland Security. 


CMOC - Civilian-Military Operations Centers- is established in the civilian sector for 
exchanging ideas. It may be a physical meeting place or a virtual one through online 
networks. Daily meetings are attended by representatives of the military, NGOs, the 
private sector, and local officials. Discussions at these meetings may include any ongoing 
campaigns against domestic threats in the area of operation.C4ISR- Command, Control, 
Communications, Computer Center that utilizes Intelligence Surveillance and 
Reconnaissance. Multiple interacting components of C4ISRs include battlespace 
monitoring, awareness, understanding, sense making, command intent, battlespace 
management, synchronization, and information systems. C4ISR centers can be mobile or 
stationary, or virtual, or strictly computer-based. Each military service has its own tactical 
mobile C4ISR system; The Navy and Marines use ForceNet, the Air Force uses Command 
Control Constellation (C2 Constellation), the Army uses LandWarNet and WIN-T. Each 
type of C4ISR system is connected to GIG (global information grid). 


CR — Cognitive Radio- (a kind of JTRS, or Joint Tactical Radio System) that consists of a 
computer which has Al (artificial intelligence). CR is an intelligent device that is aware of 
itself, the needs of the user, and the environment. It can understand and learn. DARPA 
helped create CRs through programs like the Adaptive Cognition-Enhanced Radio Teams 
(ACERT), and Situation Aware Protocols in Edge Network Technologies (SAPIENT). 


GIG — Global Information Grid- developed partially by the MITRE Corporation, has been 
called DOD’s global C4ISR unit for netwar. It can quickly track down an adversary (target) 
anywhere on earth and attack them via DEW (directed energy weapons) and other forms 
of electronic warfare (EW). GIG uses existing commercial satellite and ground-based 
systems as well as GIG nodes such as aircraft, vehicles, and ships equipped with DR 
(JTRS). GIG is connected to all communications systems used by coalition and allied 
forces. 


GWOT - Global War on Terror- use of 2nd, 3rd, and 4th generation warfare to achieve 
political/military objectives of the American Empire and New World Order. 


10 — Information Operation- aka “cyber war,” information warfare,” network centric 
warfare (netwar, NCW) and command and control warfare (C2W). 


In terms of activities of the internal enemy,” official sources suggest the act of simpoly 
conveying information alone can be described as IO. In this case, it is usually waged by 
people within oppressed populations. 


In terms of government/military use of 10, DOD defines IO as: “The integrated 
employment of the core capabilities of electronic warfare, computer network operations, 
psychological operations, military deception, and operations security, in concert with 
specific supporting and related capabilities, in influence, disrupt, corrupt or usurp 
adversarial human and automated decision making while protecting our own.” 


The 1999 “Air and Space Power Journal,” in an article called “What is Information 
Warfare?” states: Information Wafare is any action to deny, exploit, corrupt or destroy 
the enemy’s information and its functions; protecting ourselves against those actions and 
exploiting our own military information functions.” 


This new war is fought for political purposes and revolves around the issue of gaining the 
support and influence of the population. 

IW- Information Warfare- According to US Military and Defense Contractors, the “new 
enemy” use computers, the internet, fax machines, cell phones and public media to 
advance their objectives. They use “information operations” to influence state forces 
with the population. Various publications term the act of transmitting information 
“netwar,” “i 


” ots 


information warfare, 


outs 


information operations, information attacks,” etc. 


Professor George J. Stein in “Information Warfare,” which appeared in Airpower Journal, 
stated: The target of information warfare, then, is the human mind.... The battle remains, 
the battle for the mind.” 


What all this means is that the New War is an information war. 
10 — Information Warfare- 


Infrasonic and ultrasonic weapons- Infrasonic and ultrasonic generators, also called 
emitters and VLF modulators, are weaponized devices consisting of a directional 
antennae dish which can send acoustic pulses to a general or specific area. In 1972 France 
was using infrasonic generators which operated at 7 Hz on its civilian population. By 1973, 
the British was using the Squawk Box in Northern Ireland. This directional weapon could 
target specific individuals by producing an audible sound at about 16Hz which turned into 
infrasound at 2Hz when it coupled with the ears. 


In early 1990s, Russia developed a 10 Hz VLF modulator adjustable up to lethal levels, 
capable of targeting individuals over hundreds of meters, causing pain, nausea, and 
vomiting. 


As far back as 1997, the US DOD has been creating generators in the infrasound and 
ultrasound ranges (7 Hz and 20-35 Hz, respectively) which can cause these same effects. 


These weapons can target the brain, causing changes in brain chemistry which influence 
thoughts and emotions. Particular frequencies and modulations will trigger precise 
chemical reactions in the brain, which produce specific emotions in the targeted 
individual. 


Infrasound- Occurs within ELF range from a few hertz up to about 20Hz, which is the 
lowest limit of human hearing. From 1 to 250 Hz the pain/damage threshold seems to 
increase with frequency as well as power. Frequency determines what kind of damage 
occurs whereas power determines how much damage occurs. 


Infrasound easily passes through buildings and travels great distances. Natural examples 
include avalanches, earthquakes, volcanoes, and waterfalls. Whales, elephants, 
hippopotamuses, and rhinoceros use infrasound to communicate over great distances.... 
For whales, hundreds of miles. An electronic example would be a large subwoofer. 
Infrasound is thought to be superior to ultrasound because it retains its frequency when 
it hits the body. 


From about 100 to 140 decibels infrasound causes a variety of biological symptoms. 
Effects include fatigue, pressure in the ears, visual blurring, drowsiness, imbalance, 
disorientation, vibration of internal organs, severe intestinal pain, nausea, and vomiting. 
Higher power levels can liquefy bowels, and resonate internal organs to death. It can also 
cause feelings of pressure in the chest, choking, irregular breathing patterns and 
respiratory incapacitation. 


High powered, low frequency sound from about 30 Hz to about 100 Hz (just beyond 
infrasound) causes fatigue, blurred vision, bowel spasms, pain or damage to internal 
organs, feelings of fullness in the chest cavity, chest wall vibration, difficulty breathing, 
difficulty swallowing, choking and respiratory impairment. Psychological effects include 
loss of concentration, disgust, apathy, sadness, depression, fear, anxiety, and panic 
attacks. 


Micro-wave hearing- aka “synthetic telepathy,” “Voice of God,” and V2K, Existing radar 
units can be modified to transmit a beam of pulsed microwave energy into a person’s 
skull which causes sounds like ticks, buzzes, hisses, knocks, chirps, and words. The sounds 
originate from within, above, or behind the head and are transmitted to the inner ear via 
bone conduction (thermal expansion). (Bone conduction is another pathway for sound 
transmission in humans and other mammals). There is no external noise. It can be applied 
from hundreds of meters away from a target using man-portable transmitters. 


Dr. Allen Frey invented the technology in 1958. The transmitters use pulse-modulated 
waves at extremely low average power levels. In 1975, Dr. Joseph Sharp proved that 
correct modulation of microwave energy can result in wireless and receiverless 
transmission of audible speech. 


NLW- Non-Lethal Weapons- have also been called non-injurious, disabling measures, 
immobilizers, strategic immobilizers, discriminate force, less-than lethal, pre-lethal, 
mission kill, new age weapons, soft kill weapons, slow kill weapons, silent kill weapons, 
limited-effects technology, neutralizing technology, reduced lethality weapons, low- 
collateral damage weaponry, etc. 


DOD defines them as: “weapons that are explicitly designed and primarily employed so as 
to incapacitates personnel or material, while minimizing fatalities, permanent injury to 
personnel and undesired damage to property and the environment.... Non-lethal 
weapons employ means other than gross physical destruction to prevent the target from 
functioning.” 


They include biological and chemical warfare, directed-energy weapons, communications 
warfare, information warfare (IW) and psychological operations (PsyOp). Other types 
include Computer Attacks and Weather Modification. 


NLW are to be used in combination. The CFR states: “These weapons must be deployed 
coherently in synergistic coordination with information/psychological warfare 
technologies.” Similarly, NATO, in their 2004 and 2006 reports, “Non-Lethal Weapons and 
Future Peace Enforcement Operations” and “Human Effets of Non-Lethal Technologies” 
indicates that NLW should be used in combination to increase their effectiveness. The US 
Military states that the goal is overwhelm the target by attacking all five senses, plus 
motor and cognitive functions. 


Neuroimaging Devices- Remote Neural Monitoring and Remote Neural Manipulation 


NLW- Non-Lethal Weapons- have also been called non-injurious, disabling measures, 
immobilizers, strategic immobilizers, discriminate force, less-than lethal, pre-lethal, 
mission kill, new age weapons, soft kill weapons, slow kill weapons, silent kill weapons, 
limited-effects technology, neutralizing technology, reduced lethality weapons, low- 
collateral damage weaponry, etc.

PO — Peace Operations- the new war (4GW, IR, UW, etc.)- aka “peacekeeping operations” 
by the UN, are international, interagency missions to contain conflict, maintain peace, 
and form a legitimate government. Most are run by DPKO (Department of Peacekeeping 
Operations) of the UN. The US Army lists them as a type of MOOTW. 


PolWar- Political Warfare- a translation of the German term, “weltanschuauugskrieg” 
(worldview warfare), which means the scientific application of terror and propaganda as 
a way of securing ideological victory over an enemy. 


PsyOp- Psychological Operations, a major part of the New War and a core part of CMO 
(civilian military operations) that is combined with EW (electronic warfare) and CNO. PO 
involve syngergistic coordination of PsyOp, MILDEC, OPSEC, and EBO. PsyOp units work 
with the civilian population as irregular forces to attack target audience (TA) in the area 
of operation (AO). PsyOp operators profile TAs and Tls and devise themes to attack their 
TAs (target audience), which include Tls (targeted individuals). Ultimate goal of PsyOp is 
to modify the behavior of the TA by destroying their will using a relentless attack 
consisting of painful triggers. A type of audiovisual product known as PsyAct includes 
agents of action who carry out plays in the presence of the TA. Every single channel of 
communication the TA uses for information is interfered with. 


PsyActs — psychological actions- aka “F2C”- are audiovisual products consisting of “agents 
of action” who deliver messages to a TA (target audience or individual). Agents of action 
follow a set of guidelines while “play acting” to deliver the messages. PsyActs usually 
utilize multiple people to transmit messages. Themes are presented in a performance 
similar to a play or movie production. (Hence, the term “surveillance role player”). Words 
like sets, props, performance, theatre, actors, cast, script, audience, etc. are used. 


The military sometimes actually employs people from theatre actor guilds and modeling 
agencies. PsyActs can occur during rallies, rumor campaigns, group meetings, lectures, 
theatre, plays, speeches, dances, banquets, fiestas, festivals, religious activities, talks with 
individuals during interviews on talk radio shows, and other social activities. Messages 
may be subtly transmitted during these events. Agents of action follow general scripts 
that can be modified as needed. This type of communication includes “key words” or 
phrases spoken by the actors in the presence of the TA. 


PO- PsyOp- Psychological Operations, — US Military states that the ultimate goal of PO is 
to modify the behavior of the TA (TI) by destroying their will. This is brought about by 
continually inflicting pain. This is accomplished by a relentless campaign used to 
demoralize the TI that will create perpetual feelings of intense fear and hopelessness. The 
DOD describes this as an “attrition-based approach:” “Attrition is the product or gradual 
erosion of the will. The victim of this psychological attrition gradually becomes convinced 
that nothing he can do will yield a satisfactory outcome to a situation.” 


In PO, themes are used to transmit painful stimuli (also called triggers) through all his/her 
channels of communication which a TA (TI) has been sensitized to. Triggers/themes are 
understood at the strategic, operational, and tactical levels of the campaign and they are 
passed to various commanders of particular AO if the TA moves towards that portion of 
the battlespace. 


The triggers are part of a behavior modification program called NLP (neuro-linguistic 
programming) which uses anchors and triggers to promote change. An anchor is created 
when an emotional state is linked to something such as an object, person, sound, smell, 
place, color, etc. Once the anchor is established, whatever the individual was exposed to 
during the anchoring process becomes the stimulus (trigger) that will provoke the 
emotion. So basically, PO is simply a series of “stimulus-response” interactions. 


PO= aka or “information operations,” military deception (MILDEC), effects-based 
operations (EBO), neocortical warfare, political warfare (PolWar), and psychological 
warfare (PsyWar), aka command and control warfare (C2W), are a major part of the New 
War and a core part of CMO (civilian-military operations) that is combined with EW 
(electronic warfare) and CNO. 


Po’s are a planned process of conveying messages to a target audience (TA) to promote 
certain attitudes, emotions, and behavior. These messages are typically conveyed using a 
line of persuasion known as a theme. TA (target audience) can be a group or an 
individual. 


PO involve syngergistic coordination of PsyOp, MILDEC (military deception), OPSEC 
(operations security), and EBO (effects-based operations). And they are in MOOTW, CMO, 
IW, UW, LIC operations such as counterterrorism and peacekeeping. 


The DOD and CFR consider PsyOp a NLW to be used on civilians. PsyOp units work with 
the civilian population as irregular forces to attack target audience (TA) in the area of 
operation (AO). PsyOp operators profile TAs and Tls and devise themes to attack their TAs 
(target audience), which include Tls (targeted individuals). Ultimate goal of PsyOp is to 
modify the behavior of the TA by destroying their will using a relentless attack consisting 
of painful triggers. A type of audiovisual product known as PsyAct includes agents of 
action who carry out plays in the presence of the TA. Every single channel of 
communication the TA uses for information is interfered with. 


In “gang stalking/electronic harassment,” PsyOp is synchronized with EW (electronic 
warfare with directed-energy-weapons), CNO (computer network operations), and all 
other instruments of national power. The battlespace is your neighborhood and the war 
is global. 


Early PsyOp research was done by a small private network of think tanks, foundations, 
and academic institutions, which went into partnership with government agencies and 
kept most of the results of their studies secret. Some of the institutions that conducted 
these studies were known to be subversive. Thus, much of the modern PsyOp was built 
by a small group of private interests, using the social sciences to install a global 
government. Some of these are the exact same groups promoting the use of PsyOp on 
civilians. 


RF — Radio Frequency Weapons 


Rumor Campaigns- used by PsyOp units to isolate Tis. Primary elements include the 
source, the rumor, and the receiver-repeater (R2). 


Similarly, the US Marine Corps document, “Multiple-Service Concept for Irregular 
Warfare” (2006) states: “frightening the population into inactivity is sufficient to 
(achieve) our goals.” 


TPD — Tactical PsyOp Detachment- team of about 13 personnel with a captain and staff 
sergeant. It is comprised of several TPT (Tactical PsyOp Teams) and provides tactical 
PsyOp support to brigade and battalion-sized units in support of Special Forces. TPT 
conducts mission assessment, determines distribution priorities, and tracks the various 
products that have been distributed throughout the AO. All teams maintain contact with 
each other. And the TPD is in constant communication with other forces such as the 
TPDD, POTF, or TPT during the entire operation. 


TPT- Tactical PsyOp Team- small group including team leader, his assistant, and a PsyOp 
specialist. 


CNO- Computer Network Operations- aka NW Ops, or network operations/NetOps) are 
information warfare attacks used to deny, deceive, degrade, and disrupt networks and 
computers used by the enemy. These are used in conjunction with PO (PsyOps) and EW 
(electronic warfare). This includes destruction of hardware and software (degrading, 
attacking) and spoofing (deceiving). The battlespace includes the internet. Internet 
applications that can convey PsyOp messages include email, websites, and chat rooms. 
When a TI goes online, they are entering the battlespace. 


Web spoofing allows an attacker to create a copy of the worldwide web. The Air Force 
mentioned that an enemy’s internet could be spoofed to conceal one of its weather 
attacks: “Spoofing options create virtual weather in the enemy’s sensory and information 
systems, making it more likely for them to make decisions producing results of our 
choosing rather than theirs.” 


DEW- Directed Energy Weapons- used to damage or destroy people, equipment, and 
facilities, include microwave, millimeter waves, lasers, bright lights, holographic 
projections, and acoustic weapons (audible, infrasound, and ultrasound). These weapons 
are silent and traceless. They cause a variety of effects, including tiredness, dizziness, 
nausea, vomiting, abdominal pain, convulsions, epileptic seizures, temporary paralysis, 
vibration of internal organs, cooking of organs, cataracts, burning sensation on the skin, 
hyperthermia (heating of body), headaches, loss of short-term memory, interruption of 
cognitive processes, cardiac arrest, and cancer. 


These weapons can easily pass through most unshielded structures. 


In their “Electronic Warfare” publication, DOD defines DEW as: “DE (directed energy) is an 
umbrella term covering technologies that produce a beam of concentrated EM energy or 
atomic or subatomic particles. A DE weapon is a system using DE primarily as a direct 


means to damage or destroy adversary equipment, facilities, and personnel. DE warfare is 
military action involving the use of DE weapons, devices, and countermeasures to either 
cause direct damage or destruction of adversary equipment, facilities, and personnel, or 
to determine, exploit, reduce, or prevent hostile use of the EMS through damage, 
destruction, and disruption.” 


DEW include microwaves, lasers, bright lights, holographic projections, and acoustics. 
The two basic types of DEWs include microwaves and lasers. (Wavelengths of lasers are 
about 10,000 times smaller than microwaves). Both are part of the electromagnetic 
spectrum. The two main types of microwave weapons are millimeter wave devices such 
as the Active Denial System (ADS) and the electromagnetic bomb (e-bomb, which is the 
emission of a non-nuclear electromagnetic explosion or pulse). 


DEW travel at the speed of light, are surgically accurate, can operate in all weather, are 
scalable, are silent and invisible (offering plausible deniability), their energy can pass 
through walls at distances of hundreds of meters to miles, and have long distance 
projection (tens of miles). 


These weapons are mounted on platforms which can be a missile, aircraft, ship, vehicle, 
suitcase, radio, etc. 


Appendix 3. European Parliament Resolution on Operation Gladio, Nov. 22, 1990:

On November 22, 1990, the European Parliament passed a resolution on Operation 
Gladio. Joint resolution replacing B3-2021, 2058, 2068, 2087/90 


A. having regard to the revelation by several European governments of the existence for 
40 years of a clandestine parallel intelligence and armed operations organization in 
several member states of the community, 

B. whereas for over 40 years this organization has escaped all democratic controls and 
has been run by the secret services of the states concerned in collaboration with NATO, 

C. fearing the danger that such clandestine network may have interfered illegally in the 
internal political affairs of Member States or may still do so, 

D. where in certain Member States military secret services (or uncontrolled branches 
thereof) were involved in serious cases of terrorism and crime as evidenced by various 
judicial inquiries. 

E. whereas these organizations operated and continue to operate completely outside the 
law since they are not subject to any parliamentary control and frequently those holding 
the highest government and constitutional posts are kept in the dark as to these matters, 
F. whereas the various “Gladio” organizations have at their disposal independent arsenals 
and military resources which give them an unknown strike potential, thereby jeopardizing 
the democratic structures of the countries in which they are operating or have been 
operating, 

G. greatly concerned at the existence of decision-making and operational bodies which 


are not subject to any form of democratic control and are of a completely clandestine 
nature at a time when greater Community cooperation in the field of security is a 
constant subject of discussion. 


1. Condemns the clandestine creation of manipulative and operational networks and calls 
for full investigation into the nature, structure, aims and all other aspects of the 
clandestine organizations or any splinter group, their use of illegal interference in the 
international political affairs of the countries concerned, the problem of terrorism in 
Europe and the possible collusion of the secret services of Member States or third 
countries; 

2. Protests vigorously at the assumption by certain US military personnel at SHAPE and in 
NATO of the right to encourage the establishment in Europe of a clandestine intelligence 
and operation network; 

3. Calls on the governments of the Member States to dismantle all clandestine military 
and paramilitary networks; 

4. Calls on the judiciaries of countries in which the presence of such military organizations 
has been ascertained to elucidate fully their composition and modus operandi and to 
clarify any action they may have taken to destabilize the democratic structure of the 
Member states; 

5. Request all the Member States to take the necessary measures, if necessary by 
establishing parliamentary committee of inquiry, to draw up a complete list of 
organizations active in this field, and at the same time monitor their links with the 
respective state intelligence services and their links, if any, with terrorists action groups 
and/or other illegal practices; 

6. Calls on the Council of Ministers to provide full information on the activities of these 
secret intelligence and operational services; 

7. Calls on its competent committee to consider holding a hearing in order to clarify the 
role and impact of the “Gladio” organization and any similar bodies; 

8. Instructs its President to forward this resolution to the Commission, the Council, the 
Secretary-General of NATO, the governments of the Member States and the United States 
Government.” 


9. OTHER TACTICS (Dr. Rauni Kilde) 
There are other tactics which are not strictly part of the categories discussed so far: 


-IMPORTANT: Community-based agents (CBAs) are strictly forbidden from adding anyone 
to the list of targets. Target selection is done by senior Control Center (CC) staff or higher 
levels. 

-Punishment of people who side with and help the target. Friends, family members, and 
citizens who do not place a high value on community sometimes help targets. In these 
very specific cases, CC-authorized punishment in the form of individual acts against them 
is appropriate. The system can arrange for these target sympathizers to be found guilty of 
crimes, or liable for civil actions, for example. This is important for maintenance of the 
system. 


-Target bank accounts can be disrupted in ways which do not give the target cause to 
involve law enforcement. Examples: target protetion can be changed to “youth account,” 
or, an overdraft protection feature can be disabled, or simply steal money from the 
account. It is called action of “international banking ring” and usually at first the sums are 
around 50 — 100 dollars which are ataken when the target pays small bills. 


-Money is never transferred to the journal subscription or membership in a certain club 
like “opposition to government surveillance.” Money simply “disappears” from the bank 
with help of cooperating employers. | have experienced the myself several times. Bank 
accounts are “hacked” for the payment and a new bill arrives for the already paid bill by 
the target, and the receipt of payment is stolen. There is cooperation with military 
intelligence, Stay behind, NATO, and foreign intelligence agencies also against their own 
population. (This is the) so-called secret silent war going on in all secrecy.

| later learned than CPS is NOT legally bound to include this positive information in their files, or to 
provide this positive information to the court. Unlike in criminal cases where the prosecutor must 
provide exculpatory evidence to the defense, this same legal requirement does NOT apply in the civil 
court side of the proceedings as it relates to CPS and family court. You must collect and present all of 
your own positive information yourself. YOU THEREFORE ARE FIGHTING AGAINST A CORRUPT,

Even if the nice CPS lady says, “we only want to ask you a few 
questions.” They are only there to gather evidence against you. They will lie, intimidate, and 
attempt to con their way into your home, but don’t allow it. Take advantage of your constitutional 
rights and tell them that nobody has the right to enter or search your home without a warrant. IF YOU 
INVITE THEM INTO YOUR HOME, YOU HAVE GIVEN THEM PERMISSION TO DO WHATEVER 
THEY WANT. If they somehow get into your home, turn on your video recorder and record 
everything. Tell them to get out of your house and you do not give them permission to be in your 
home. Everything they see or do is inadmissible in a court of law because you have not given them 
your consent. If they say it’s an emergency situation tell them to prove it and ask for them to tell the 
supervising sergeant to come immediately if the police are with them. In addition to this, call 911 and 
record your call. Also inform the CPS case worker that you will not answer any questions without 


speaking to your attorney first, this goes double for the police, even if you don’t have one. IF YOU 
CAN AFFORD TO, TAKE YOUR CHILDREN OUT OF THE STATE IMMEADIATELY AND PLACE 


to take the children. That is unless they issue a court order for taking full custody before you leave the 
state which generally doesn’t happen on the first visit. 


3. NEVER speak to CPS without an attorney if you can afford one. (See the section below working 
with an attorney) Know your MIRANDA RIGHTS. You Have the Right to Remain Silent (Use It!) 
NEVER call CPS hoping you can quickly straighten out the matter. Always let them contact you first in 
everything. NEVER volunteer information. They can use this against you. NEVER, NEVER admit to 
yelling, spanking, threatening to spank you child, even if you just use your hand, or sending them to 
bed with no dinner or no vaccinations. This is the KISS OF DEATH for you! CPS will use this 
information to take away you children, although the Supreme Court has stated that it is your 
constitutional right to use corporal punishment on your children and CPS knows this. You will have to 
fight to get your children back, while CPS gets federal funding for each day you child is in custody or 
under CPS services. FURTHERMORE, CPS CONSIDERS BEING POOR, NEGLECTFUL!! Because 
you don't have as much money as they do, Case Workers will tell the court that you are not able to 
properly take care of your children by their living standards. 


4. Never allow CPS to speak to your children voluntarily. Respectfully decline to have any of your 
children interviewed. If CPS goes to your child’s school to question or inspect them without your 
permission, there is little you can do about it. Most States have laws that allow this. | feel all parents 
should talk to their children and give them 3” x 5” index cards that say if you want to ask me any 
questions whatsoever, my parents must be present. Put your contact information on the card. 


5. If you have the means, send or take you children out of the State until you have the matter 
resolved with CPS. Send them to a grand parent or relative. CPS cannot go out of State to get your 
children. Once CPS has your children you will have to fight to get them back and CPS will LIE! They 
get Federal funding for each child they have in custody / foster care or that they are providing any 
service too. (I will give details on this later.) 


6. If you have the children at home and you receive a subpoena for an Emergency Removal 
Hearing by CPS at the beginning of your case, you can have witnesses, documents and other ways 
to prove your innocence of abuse or neglect. You will need to be brave and speak of your innocence, 
but in a legal way. Get reports and recommendations from your doctors, teachers at school, baby 
sitters, day care, the minister / people from the church and the community. Anything that might show 
the Judge that you are a good parent. This must be done right from the start. You need to get all of 
this on the court records to fight against the false allegations of CPS. Create a Declaration of Facts 
with all of your positive evidence, (See Example 1 Declaration) and Opposition to Petition. (See 
Example 2 Opposition). Go to the court clerk with two copies. Give her one to file for your case and 
have her stamp the second copied received and keep this for your records as proof you filed your 
papers with the court. When you go to court, bring at least four copies of everything. When it’s your 
turn to speak, provide the Judge, County Attorney, Social Worker and Guardian ad Litem copies. The 
Judge must let you present your evidence. If the Judge tries to tell you otherwise, tell him that this is 
what this court hearing is for, and that Due Process requires that he not make a hearing 
determination without hearing all of your evidence first especially if he allowed CPS to present their 
side of the case. Your job is to break their Prima Facia allegations with physical evidence / proof to 
refute what they say in their petition, and not just your words. You must show the Judge you are a FIT 
Parent from the start. 


7. RESPONSE TO PETITION: At the Emergency Removal Hearing you will get a petition by CPS at 
the beginning of your case. You must respond to this petition with all of the CPS allegations. Present 
your documents and other ways to prove your innocence of abuse or neglect. Get letters from your 
doctor, teachers, Minister, Psychologist / Psychiatrist, nanny, baby sitters, day care, people from the 
church and the community. Anything that will show the Judge that what the petition alleges is wrong 
and that you are a good parent. You need to get all of this on the court records to fight against the 
false allegations of the Petition from CPS. Create a Declaration of Facts with all of your positive 
evidence, (See example Declaration in file section) and Opposition to Petition. (See example 
Opposition in file section). Go to the court clerk with two copies. Give her one to file for your case and 
have her stamp the second copied received and keep this for your records as proof you filed your 
papers with the court. When you go to court, bring at least four copies of everything. When it’s your 
turn to speak, provide the Judge, County Attorney, Social Worker and Guardian ad Litem copies. 


8. Approximately 1-week before any hearing you should receive a copy of the Reports & 
Recommendations from the social worker and Guardian ad Litem. Statement of Objections to 
Social Work Court Report - This should be used any time after the first time you go to court to hear 
your plea. After your plea hearing they will schedule a “Fact Finding Hearing, jurisdictional hearing, or 
an Adjudication Hearing. This is where you can present documents and other ways to prove your 
innocence of abuse, neglect or compliance with the court ordered plan. The “Statement of Objections 
and Corrections to the Report of the Social Worker” (or Child Welfare Caseworker, or Psychologist) 
should be typed, edited for spelling and grammar, and when perfect, given to your attorney. Most 
court appointed attorneys / Public Defenders want to keep your case open and you on the CPS 
money making conveyor belt so that they can make more money. Their job, for the good of the State 
and their wallet, is to not allow you to speak. You will need to be brave and speak, but in a legal way.

Go to CPS and the County Attorney every day until they 
give you visitation. Video record your visitation efforts and document your efforts with emails and 
letters sent certified mail return receipt.

CPS receives federal 
money for each child they provide services to. | conducted a detailed research of CPS funding and 
will post this on the group forum in the coming weeks. | have my Minnesota states official documents 
and instructions telling their social workers to bill for all services once the Judge makes a judicial 
finding of determination for services or get the parents’ voluntarily this permission by agreeing and 
signing the forms. The document | have is from the Assistant Commissioner of Minnesota DHS. I’m 
sure you can find it in your State also since it deals with all federal funding of CPS and how the States 
are to bill the federal government for CPS services. It the same way for all 50 states. 


CPS INVOLVEMENT HAS COMMENCED WITH A CASE PLAN 


If you have agreed to a Case Plan you are now in a race against time to get your child back. CPS is 
going to try to make you fail. The federal government says that if child has not been returned to the 
parents after 15-months of reunifications efforts, permanent placement must commence which means 
putting the child up for adoption or family / relative placement. The family placement option rarely 
happens because CPS thinks the relative is going to allow the parent to see the child. 


12. | REPEAT...... Write a Declaration of Facts to Submit to the Court! YOU CANNOT PLEAD THE 
5™4 AMENDMENT IN CPS COURT HEARINGS. SILENCE MEANS CONSENT. IF YOU DO NOT 
WRITE AN OPPOSITION TO ALL FINDINGS INCLUDING THE JUDGES MISTAKES, IT MEANS 
YOUR AGREE WITH YOUR SOCIAL WORKER STATEMENTS, DOCTORS, VISITATION, DRUG 
TEST AND THE JUDGES FINDINGS! YOU CAN WRITE TO ASK THE JUDGE TO CORRECT HIS 
FINDINGS OF FACTS AND MISTAKES. When parents appear in Juvenile Court they are handed a 
report written by a CPS social worker. It states the county’s side of the court case. You or your 
attorney must write a similar report explaining the parents’ side of the case to the judge. If your 
attorney has not already done so, tell them to create a Declaration of Facts. Most often, court 
appointed Public Defenders in Juvenile Court simply guide the parents through the hearings and 


advise them to sign a plea agreement or stipulation of some kind, which implicates the parent as 
being GULTY or admitting or agreeing something false. If the parents sign (most do because their 
court-appointed Public Defenders are advising them it is the right thing to do, when it is not.) After this 
admission, there will be no trial — no opportunity for them to protest their innocence or defend 
themselves. Without a trial there’s never going to be a time when the CPS social worker has to prove 
the county’s case with evidence. When writing your declaration of facts, keep two things in mind: 1) 
NEVER write any self-incriminating statements into your declaration as this can be used against you. 
You're trying to prove your innocence, and not give evidence to prove your guilt. Use documentation 
evidence. 2) Keep it as brief as possible. The judge is far more likely to read it happily and thoroughly 
if your sentences are short and to the point, and if no unnecessary information is included. Brevity is 
golden when writing court documents. You want the judge to like you, not hate you because your 
statement was too long. Focus in on the most important issues and leave out everything else. IT’S 
NOT WHAT YOU KNOW, BUT WHAT YOU CAN PROVE TO THE COURT WITH DOCUMENTED 
EVIDENCE, VIDEO OR VOICE RECORDINGS. 


- MAKE SURE YOUR CASE PLAN STATES SPECIFICALLY IN DETAIL WHAT YOU MUST DO IN 
DETAIL TO GET YOUR CHLD BACK AND THE TIME FRAME. THE CASE PLAN MUST NOT BE 
OPEN ENDED OR UNREASONABLE. YOU HAVE TO WORK AND YOU MUST TELL THE JUDEGE 
THIS. DO NOT ALLOW THE SOCIAL WORKER TO GIVE YOU A CASE PLAN THAT YOU CANNOT 
FOLLOW BECAUSE OF YOUR JOB. ANOTHER EXAMPLE IS WEEKLY DRUG TESTS IF YOUR 
FIRST WAS NEGATIVE. THINK OF THIS AS A GROUP CONTRACT THAT MUST BE APPROVED 
BY THE COURT. THE SOCIAL WORKER, GUARDIAN AD LITEM, FOSTER PARENTS, CHILD IF 
OVER 10-YEARS OLD, AND PARENT MUST ALL HAVE AN UNDERSTANDING AND 
AGREEMENT AND SIGN THE CASE PLAN. IF YOUR ARE NOT IN AGREEMENT TELL THE 
JUDGE THE REASON WHY AND THE CHANGE REQUESTED. 


- TELL YOUR SOCIAL WORKER THAT YOU WILL ONLY DO EVERYTHING IN WRITING. 


- IF YOU HAVE A SOCIAL WORKER MEETING IN PERSON, VIDEO OR VOICE RECORD THE 
SESSION. WRITE A FOLLOW UP EMAIL OF YOUR UNDERSTANDING OF THE MEETING AND 
ASK HER TO CONFIRM THE EMAIL. 


- IF YOU HAVE A GUARDIAN AD LITEM MEETING IN PERSON, VIDEO OR VOICE RECORD THE 
SESSION. WRITE A FOLLOW UP EMAIL OF YOUR UNDERSTANDING OF THE MEETING AND 
ASK HER TO CONFIRM THE EMAIL. 


- IF YOU HAVE A MEETING WITH ANYONE IN PERSON, VIDEO OR VOICE RECORD THE 
SESSION. WRITE A FOLLOW UP EMAIL OF YOUR UNDERSTAND OF THE MEETING AND ASK 
HER TO CONFIRM THE EMAIL. 


- IF YOU USE VISITATION AN INDEPENDENT VISTATION COMPANY, VIDEO OR VOICE 
RECORD THE SESSION. WRITE A FOLLOW UP EMAIL OF YOUR UNDERSTAND OF THE VISIT 
AND ASK HER TO CONFIRM THE EMAIL WITH A COPY OF THE VISITATION REPORT. 


- DO NOT USE THE COUNTIES DOCTOR FOR YOUR FIRST DRUG TEST. GO TO A HOSPITAL 
THAT IS NOT ASSOCIATED WITH CPS AND SUBMIT YOUR RESULTS TO THE COURT AND 
CPS AT THE SAME TIME. NEVER USE CPS DRUG TESTERS. THEY WILL SHOW A FALSE 
POSITIVE RESULT SO THAT YOU HAVE TO KEEP COMING TO THEM FOR TESTS SO THAT 
THEY CAN MAKE MORE MONEY. 


- DO NOT USE THE COUNTIES DOCTOR FOR YOUR PSYCHOLOGICAL EVALUATION. GO TO A 
DOCTOR OF YOUR CHOICE THAT IS NOT ASSOCIATED WITH CPS AND SUBMIT YOUR 


RESULTS TO THE COURT AND CPS AT THE SAME TIME. NEVER USE CPS DOCTORS. THEY 
WILL SHOW NEGATIVE EVALUATIONS OR SAY YOU NEED THERAPY SO THAT YOU HAVE TO 
KEEP COMING TO THEM FOR CONSULING SO THAT THEY CAN MAKE MORE MONEY. 


- IF YOU EVER FAIL A UA DRUG TEST AND YOU KNOW IT IS INCORRECT, GO TO ANOTHER 
HOSPITAL IMEADIATELY ON THE SAME DAY AND GET ANOTHER UA DRUG TEST. IT IS 
BETTER IF YOU GET TWO DRUG TESTS TO CANCEL OUT THE ONE FALSE POSITIVE 
RESULT. 


- YOU MUST COMPLETE THE CASE PLAN AGREEMENT PERFECTLY AND SHOW THE COURT 
WITH DOCUMENTATION AND EVIDENCE THAT YOU COMPLIED WITH YOUR AGREEMENT. 
REMEMBER, THE CASE PLAN AGREEMENT IS BETWEEN YOU AND THE COURT, NOT YOUR 
AND CPS. YOU CAN ASK THE COURT TO CHANGE THE CASE PLAN IF IT IS UNREASONABLE 
OR INTERFEARS WITH WORK OR CARING FOR YOUR OTHER CHILDREN. YOU MUST VISIT 
YOUR CHILD AT LEAST ONCE A WEEK AT A MINIMUM UNLES SOMETHING COMES UP. IF 
YOU MISS A VISIT DOCUMENT THE REASON WHY IN WRITING WITH THE SOCIAL WORKER. 
FOR EXAMPLE; MY CAR BROKE DOWN. 


IF YOU DOCUMENT OR RECORD EVERYTHING THIS WILL GIVE CPS NO OPPORTUNITY TO 
LIE TO THE JUDGE. IF THEY DO CORRECT THE COURT RECORD BY PRESENTING YOUR 
VIDEO OR DOCUMENTED EVIDENCE IMMEADIATELY. 


13. Everyone must ask for their CPS Discovery or records from the County Attorney / Prosecutor. 
(See my example document in the files section) Do this is writing and copy the Judge. Send it 
certified mail with return receipt requested. Keep this for your records. | asked for my CPS Discovery 
from the county attorney / prosecutor 3-months into my CPS case because | felt the entire process 
was wrong and illegal, | asked again at 12- months into my CPS Case, and at the end of my case 
when it was finally dismissed. | received over 600 pages. READ EVERYTHING and make note of all 
of the lies and/or fabricated evidence that you can prove is false. REMEMBER go through every page 
of your discovery and pull out the evidence in your favor. CPS lies, and there will be direct 
contradicting evidence in Case Files because they cannot remember all of the lies they have told 
throughout the case. 


14. READ YOUR STATE STATUES ON CPS MANDATORY REQUIREMENTS AND CPS 
TIMELINES. (See Minnesota’s) NEVER be afraid to Motion the court if CPS is not in compliance with 
your State Statues!!! SHOW THE JUDGE THEY ARE LYING WITH THEIR OWN DOCUMENTS. 
THIS IS HOW | GOT MY CHILDREN BACK! | FILED 3 MOTIONS PRO SE WITH THE COURT FOR 
THE FAILINGS OF CPS AND HAD MY CHILDREN BACK IN LESS THAN 30-DAYS. Before this | 
was being dragged around the court room by CPS like a rag doll because of their lies, fabricated 
evidence and my inexperience. DO EVERYTHING IN WRITING AND KEEP COPIES. KEEP 
EVERYTHING ORGANIZED IN A NOTEBOOK OR COMPUTER FOR QUICK REFERENCE. 


15. THERE ARE TWO MAJOR HIGH STANDARDS THAT MUST BE MET FOR A TPR IN 
MINNESOTA. I’m not sure about other States because | haven’t had a chance to research this yet. | 
believe the reason so many parents lose the TPR in Minnesota is that they don’t understand the 
standard, so they use the wrong arguments for fighting CPS. One is the standard for “Reasonable 
Efforts” of reunification and the other is the “Parent is Palpably Unfit”. 


The Minnesota Supreme Court Caselaw, In re Children of TR, 750 NW 2d 656 - Minn: Supreme 
Court 2008 determines what constitutes “reasonable efforts at reunification”. READ THIS AND 
UNDERSTAND WHAT IS REQUIRED OF CPS. The county must prove a consistent pattern of 


specific conduct or specific conditions existing at the time of the hearing that appears will continue for 
a prolonged, indefinite period and that are permanently detrimental to the welfare of the child. 


The caselaw is clear that the presence of a parent's mental illness or intellectual disability does not 
alone support termination of parental rights, but termination has been found to be appropriate when 
the mental illness or intellectual disability "Was likely to be detrimental to the child" or "directly affect 
the ability to parent. 


Simply testing for substance abuse, without more, is not realistic under the circumstances to 
rehabilitate a parent who, that testing shows, suffers from chemical dependency issues. 


The Minnesota Court of Appeals Caselaw, In re Welfare of JW, 807 NW 2d 441 - Minn: Court of 
Appeals 2011 tells you what you need to show as evidence that would justify a finding that you are 
NOT palpably unfit or NO longer palpably unfit. Thus, you will be able to rebutted the statutory 
presumption of palpable unfitness in section 260C.301, subdivision 1(b)(4), of the Minnesota 
Statutes. Therefore, you should be able to stop the TPR or Appeal your TPR to get your children back 
if you can show CPS did not provide you with “Reasonable Efforts” at reunification or you can show 
that you complied with all of the requirements of your case plan. 


16. Know Your CONSTITUTIONAL Rights and How the Bill of Rights Protects You! Contact your 
Congressman or Senator for help. Write your local newspaper. Seek out information on the internet. 
YOU ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR WINNING YOUR CASE. READ, READ, READ CPS case law on 
Scholar Google for your State. 





WORKING WITH YOUR ATTORNEY 


17. Every day | am getting emails and messages from members telling me that their attorneys will not 
fight back or is misrepresenting their desires or requests. | TOO WAS A VICTIM OF THIS! After 14- 
months of representation, | literally fired my top self, high hourly rate attorney for ineffective counsel 
and got my children back Pro Se on my own within two hearings or 30-days by filing a Motion to 
Dismiss my case and showing the judge all of the lies and fabricated evidence from the CPS case 
workers and supervisors. | was only able to do this after | requested my Discovery or case files from 
the county attorney. You can also request your Discovery or case files directly from CPS but this 
route is much longer. When you get them, read every page looking for lies or fabricated evidence. Not 
everyone is able to do this. In fact, most people cannot or they are too afraid to fight against the 
government. When | decided to go Pro Se, | had to do a lot of reading, very fast, and try to 
understand the process and court opinions. It helped that with the Internet, | was able to look at real 
legal documents that had been filed with other court cases to obtain examples and help me 
understand court rulings. 


18. THIS IS VERY IMPORTANT...... Your attorneys are playing within the confines of the legal 
system construct and the deck is stacked against you the Defendant to lose to the government. They 
have to be in front of the same Judges and working with the same people year after year. So, lawyers 
play nice with everyone within the legal system although they are adversaries. Most if not all Public 
Defenders are paid by the State. The longer your case stays open, the more money they make. They 
have no incentive to close your case quickly. Public Defenders are paid by the State government with 
federal funds. THEY WILL ALWAYS TELL YOU TO COOPERATE AND GO ALONG TO GET YOUR 
CHILDREN BACK SOONER. THEY WILL TELL YOU TO SIGN PAPERS FOR A CASE PLAN. THAT 


YOU MUST DO WHAT THE SOCIAL WORKER SAYS TO GET YOU CHILDREN BACK. NOW.... 
THE MINUTE YOU DO THIS, YOU HAVE AGREED TO DO WHATEVER CPS SAYS FOR AS LONG 
AS THEY WANT. Also, your attorney makes money from your case for the next 15-months. This is 
the maximum time allotted per Federal Title IV-D funding. In my case they took it out to the maximum 
tine allotted, then filed for the Termination of my Parental Rights. 


19. THE ONLY THING YOUR SHOULD SIGN IS A SAFETY PLAN TO PREVENT THE CHILDREN 
FROM BEING REMOVED FROM THE HOME. If they do not give you a safety plan to sign first, YOU 
or your attorney should file a written opposition to the court immediately. If it is not an emergency 
situation, they must give you a safety plan for the child to remain at home, they can only take you 
children from the home if your fail the safety plan. CPS must prove to the judge why you do not 
qualify for a safety plan or failed a safety plan. Look up Minnesota Statute 260.012 DUTY TO 
ENSURE PLACEMENT PREVENTION AND FAMILY REUNIFICATION; REASONABLE EFFORTS. 
THEY SHOULD HAVE A SAFETY PLAN ASSESSMENT WORKSHEET. THEY JUST CAN’T TELL 
THE JUDGE THAT A SAFETY PLAN WILL NOT WORK. THEY MUST SAY WHY IT WILL NOT 
WORK FOR YOUR FAMILY. 


20. CPS writes a Report & Recommendation to the court 10-days before each hearing. They are 
required to provide you a copy at least 7-days before. For every hearing YOU or your attorney must 
write an opposition report to the court from your side along with a declaration of facts. IF YOU DO 
NOT, YOU ARE ESSENTUALLY AGREEING WITH WHAT CPS IS SAYING. SILENCE FROM YOU 
MEANS CONSENT OR AGREEMENT. THIS IS THE NUMBER ONE-WAY CPS IS ALWAYS 
WINNING. Parents do not fight back because they think they will get their children back faster, but the 
exact opposite is true. You must show the court in writing that you have done everything that CPS 
has asked that is LEGAL! (Look in the file section of this group page for an example objection to the 
court report & Declaration of Facts.) MAIL EVERYTHING FROM THE POST OFFICE - RETURN 
RECEIPT REQUESTED. Keep the receipt and staple it to your copy to prove you mailed it to 
everyone and they received it. DO NOT GIVE THEM THE OPPORTUNITY TO LIE TO THE COURT. 
DOCUMENT EVERYTHING. 


21. IF YOUR ATTORNEY DOES NOT DO WHAT | HAVE STATED ABOVE, THEY ARE NOT 
WORKING FOR YOU. FIRE THEM. If you have a public defender and he refuses, write down your 
opposition to the court report and declaration of facts and give it to the court clerk and prosecutor. Tell 
them that your attorney refused to follow your instructions, you are submitting the request yourself 
and you want the Public Defender or your attorney replaced for ineffective counsel and for failing to 
follow your instructions. 


TERMINATION OF PARENTAL RIGHTS 


22. If you are in this section, it means that the County Attorney has filed a petition to take away your 
parental rights forever. Technically, they only reason you should be here is if you failed to correct the 
reason for out of home placement as specified in the Case Plan, like drug use, or you were railroaded 
unjustly with fabricated evidence like | was. 


23. For this area, you really need an attorney if you can afford one, if not, the most important thing to 
keep in mind is that the county must prove that the child would be HARMED if they remained in your 
care and that the child would be better off in another person’s care. This is a hard standard to prove 


and most Defendants don’t know how to go about defending themselves. So, your focus and 
evidence must be on how you have changed and how your child will be much better off in your care. 


24. YOU MUST KNOW YOUR TERMINATIONS OF PARENTAL RIGHTS (TPR) CASE LAW. YOU 
MUST READ A LOT OF JUDGES OPINIONS ON TERMINATIONS OF PARENTAL RIGHTS FOR 
YOUR STATE. YOU MUST UNDERSTAND THE APPLICATION OF THE CASE LAW IN THE 
JUDGES OPINION. 


25. Once again go through the petition for the termination of your parental rights. Mark down all of 
your oppositions and gather all of your supporting documentation and evidence to present to the 
court. Request Discovery once again from the county attorney. Go through everything once again 
looking for incorrect information. If you have all of your discovery, look for inconsistencies in the 
documents. The social workers will have lied and made mistakes, look carefully for all of them. 


26. KNOW THIS, in Minnesota In 2011 — The county’ delay in preparing an out-of-home placement 
plan is not unduly prejudicial when the delay is partly caused by the parent’s lack of cooperation and 
prior court orders adequately inform the parent of what needs to be done before the child may return 
home In re Welfare of J.J.L.B., 394 N.W.2d 858 863 (Minn. App. 1986) (upholding termination of 
parental right despite two-year delay in providing parents with placement plan) rev. denied (Minn. 
Dec. 17, 1986) In Re Welfare of Copus, 356 N.W.2d 363, 366-67 (Minn. Ct. App. 1984)

REMEMBER, the parent then has the burden to rebut this presumption by introducing 
evidence that would justify a finding of fact that he is not palpably unfit. The statutory 
presumption imposes on a parent the burden of going forward with evidence to rebut the CPS 


petition. The presumption does not shift... the burden of proof in the sense of the risk of non- 
persuasion, which remains throughout the trial upon the party petitioning to terminate parental rights. 


If the district court concludes that the parent has rebutted the presumption, the presumption 
disappears and the county must prove by clear and convincing evidence that the parent is palpably 
unfit to parent. THIS IS WHY IT IS IMPORTANT TO DOCUMENT AND VIDEO OR VOICE RECORD 
EVERYTHING! 


Specifically, the parent must affirmatively and actively demonstrate her or his ability to successfully 
parent a child. 


In this recent 2017 case, by the way, which is a perfect example of what to do because the parent 
WON, IN THE MATTER OF WELFARE OF CHILD OF AMJ, Minn: Court of Appeals 2017, the court 
stated the following, “She demonstrated "significant progress" in parenting skills through therapy and 
parenting classes; she was actively engaged in supervised visits with her children; she created a 
more stable living environment; she married a man with a full-time job; she had a car, and she 
created a greater support network.” 


Now having said all of this, whether the evidence satisfies the burden of production is determined on 
a case-by-case basis, and the burden often is a difficult one because the parents either do not 
change, or they have failed to document their cases in detail to present the required evidence to the 
court to show they are FIT PARENTS. 


FEDERAL CIVIL RIGHTS CASE 


28. If you are filing Pro Se, make sure you attach all of your Discovery evidence to your original 
federal civil complaint. | MADE THE BIG MISTAKE OF NOT DOING THIS ALTHOUGH | HAD ALL 
OF MY EVIDENCE SEPRATED FOR LATER SUBMISSION TO THE COURT IN THE CASE. 


29. In your federal complaint, in the summary section after you state all your facts, make sure you 
state why the defendants are NOT entitled to Immunity based upon the facts alleged and evidence 
presented. It is hard to win Pro Se without direct evidence you can submit to the court. You cannot 
just say CPS did something to you. You have to be able to show it to the court in writing. This is 
where most people fail. Right at the beginning, when they file their original federal civil rights 
complaint. 


30. Read a book on Section 1983 civil rights claims and understand each “cause of action” and know 
the elements required to prove the civil rights complaint. THIS IS EVERYONES SECOND BIGGEST 
MISTAKE WHEN FILING PRO SE. They do not list the elements of their cause of action 1,2,3 and 
provide their evidence 1,2,3 showing the court that they were harmed by CPS. 


31. Hire an attorney if you can afford one!!!! After reading hundreds of CPS cases, no Pro Se Plaintiff 
has ever won a case that | could find. But, I’m sure it can be done. It’s just an uphill battle, because 
you have to work full-time and study at night. Based upon my circumstances, reference material, and 
experience, | now know the reason why so many Pro Se lose. After reading hundreds of judges’ 
Opinion along with the case law presented in the opinions | was very enlightened on WHAT NOT TO 
DO. Conspiracy must be proven with facts, witness statements, (not the plaintiff statements alone), 
and documents. Everything must be worded correctly and each sentence must be correctly 
structured. THIS IS VERY IMPORTANT! Law Suits is a game of words. Even with evidence you can 


lose if the lawsuit is not worded correctly. SEEK LEGAL AID IF YOU CANNOT AFFORD AN 
ATTORNEY. 


32. Guide your attorney through every aspect of your case along with the Discovery evidence to 
prove your case. Do not just give your attorney the case and say “go win for me”. It doesn’t work that 
way. It is a partnership. He knows the law, and you know the facts of your case in detail. 


33. YOU ARE IN CONTROL, YOU MUST READ AND UNDERSTAND THE RELAVENT CASE LAW, 
AND YOU MUST WORK WITH YOUR ATTORNEY TO WIN TOGETHER AS A TEAM. YOU KNOW 
THE FACTS, AND YOUR ATTORNEY HAS THE LEGAL EXPEREINCE. NEVER BE AFRAID TO

voluntarily dismiss you case without prejudice. This will allow you to correct all of your mistakes and 
re-file your civil rights case again from the beginning and it will be treated like a new case. You will 
get a new case number. YOU MUST DO THIS BEFORE THE CIRCUIT JUDGE ENTERS A FINAL 
ORDER / RULING ON THE CASE. THIS IS VERY IMPORTANT!!! If the Judge enters a final order on 
your complaint then you will have to go the Appeal Judgement route and this is harder to win because 
you have to show the Judge made an error in your case as a matter of law.

Au targeted individuals are subjected to a barrage of criminal acts, some of 
which they may not be fully aware. If targets are true Tls, their phones WILL be 
tapped, their computers WILL be hacked, and their mail WILL be monitored. 
What can victims do to defend themselves, halt electronic stalking and mind 
control (ESMC) activities, apprehend the cowardly perverts who carry it out, 
and punish them and their accomplices? 


Remember that the perpetrators of your ESMC are the criminals, not you. 
Certainly, the total loss of privacy, even in the case of your most intimate 
thoughts, is frustrating. That common criminals whom you probably do not 
know have knowledge of your thoughts that even family members and friends 
do not know is unnerving. However, keep in mind that whatever the criminals 
know about you and your thoughts, they cannot publish them in the New York 
Times. | continually laugh at my perverted handlers and tell them that | really 
don’t care what they see, hear, know, or think that they know, or do. | tell 
them through our synthetic telepathy to publish those thoughts in the 
newspapers and expose them on national TV. It does not matter to me. 


Remain positive. Despite the unsettling nature of the ESMC activities, targets 
must make a special effort to maintain a positive attitude, especially when 
around others. Remember that the perpetrators of ESMC are trying to ruin your 
lives. Do not let them. | start each day by stating to myself how great the day 
is, whether it is rainy or sunny or cold or hot. 
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Resist depression. One of the handlers’ ploys is to cause a target to commit 
suicide. Keep your life bright. Surround yourself with uplifting and cheerful 
décor. Let plenty of light into your house. Targets have a tendency to keep their 
houses dark, with the windows perpetually covered. A dark house encourages 
depression. Open those windows. | do not even have curtains on my windows. 
And also use your good mind. Tell yourself how fortunate you are despite your 
electronic and mind control assault. Think about things that make you happy 
and that calm your mind. 


Maintain your physical health. This is very important, as the perpetrators of 
the ESMC seek to make you a couch potato. They will whisper to your 
subconscious to binge eat, to watch more TV than usual, and to eat the wrong 
kinds of food. They will also whisper to you that you have no energy, that you 
feel extremely tired, and that you must rest. 


Take vitamins and eat correct foods. Force yourself to get exercise and be 
active. They will discourage you from making improvements in and around your 
home. Despite your listless feelings, go about your activities and make a point 
of getting plenty of exercise. A clear correlation exists between physical health 
and mental health. Defy the handlers. Make a concentrated effort not only to 
maintain your health but even to strengthen it. 


Be receptive to making new friends. Many targets have suffered so many 
frustrations and disappointments because of their ESMC that they have become 
suspicious of everybody. That appears to psychiatrists as paranoia. Moreover, 
that is exactly what your handlers want, as it further isolates you from society. 
Do NOT think that every person you meet is an accomplice of the handlers. 
There are still many uncorrupted people with whom you can become friends. 
However, remember that to have a friend, you must be a friend. 


Do not engage private investigators. They are often a part of the problem. 
Private investigators cannot ply their trade without the assistance of law 
enforcement. First, they have to register and get permission to operate from a 
state law enforcement office, usually the attorney general. Then, they have to 
be tied into the state police and other law enforcement agencies’ data systems 
to look up license numbers and auto license tags, search backgrounds, and even 
look for missing persons. 


Moreover, many of the private investigators are shady characters who operate 
just inside the law, and they often even cross over that line. | believe that 
private investigators are part of the law enforcement network that probably 
participates in actual electronic stalking and mind control. Getting private 
investigators to look for a bug in your car is like sending the fox to the hen 
house. Even if they discover a bug, they will not inform you, for they would 
believe that it was placed there by law enforcement. In fact, they will have 
probably already been informed by law enforcement of the bug. 


Do not discuss your ESMC harassment with every friend, family member, 
and acquaintance. They simply do not understand and cannot understand. 
However, if you have a perceptive, intelligent, trusted friend or family member 
who is open minded enough to believe hard-to-believe circumstances, let that 
person know what is happening. A confidant who truly believes you can be very 
supportive. 


Do NOT visit a psychiatrist. The ESMC assailants want targets to go to 
psychiatrists, knowing that the doctors will diagnose targets as schizophrenic or 
paranoid. Once targets see a psychiatrist, their credibility is compromised. 


The evil perverted assailants will do everything to convince targets that they 
are mentally incompetent, including continually whispering to their 
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subconsicous “you are crazy.” Indeed, the handlers’ activities will often cause 
targets to exhibit the very symptoms that psychiatrists associate with 
schizophrenic and paranoia in attempting to defend themselves against forces 
that they cannot see and do not understand. However, the general public is 
increasingly becoming aware of ESMC, and friends and family members of 
targets who have been designated “demented” are beginning to see that those 
targets are not truly mentally unstable. In only a few more years, the 
psychiatric community will have to redefine schizophrenia, paranoia, and other 
mental disorders because of the unnatural electronic and mind control assaults 
that cause those symptoms. This will not occur, however, without a great deal 
of pressure from the outside, as psychiatrists have no way of treating remote- 
induced symptoms of schizophrenia and paranoia resulting from ESMC. 


Resist any effort on the part of law enforcement to make you submit to a 
psychiatric evaluation. |n our system of justice, targets should not have to 
prove that they are sane. Indeed, the burden of proof falls on law enforcement 
to prove that targets are mentally deranged. That is why authorities want to 
send you to a psychiatrist whom they customarily use and can depend on to 
render a verdict that is in keeping with their accusations. 


Know that mental incompetence cannot be proved by your words and 
actions alone, and that the state and local law enforcement have no power to 
act unless your actions have the potential of harming yourself and others. If 
authorities do insist on your seeing a shrink, demand that the psychiatrist also 
possess knowledge of directed energy, electrical and radio theory, high tech 
communications, organized stalking, and even electronic stalking and mind 
control. That will, of course, limit the possibilities to only a few psychiatrists. 
Notwithstanding, targets should make every effort NOT to look insane by falling 
into the handlers’ well laid traps. Despite your frustrations and the handlers’ 
drivel through V2K, do not act irrationally. 


De-emphasize “self.” Many targets become obsessed with what the handlers 
do to their minds and bodies. That is quite natural and understandable. 
However, targets should train their minds to think beyond themselves and 
instead reach out to their pastimes, hobbies, and to others. Reducing their 
attention to “self” is a very important defense tool for targets. 


Make special efforts to stay in contact with family members and friends, 
for the handlers concentrate on isolating you from society. Maintaining 
contact will not be easy. The handlers will fill your minds with negative 
thoughts about those people. Moreover, the handlers will have hacked your 
computer and tapped your phone lines. | recently got a call on my cell phone 
that showed the phone number of good friends, a man and woman couple. The 
person who called pretended to be the woman; however, the female speaker 
spoke with an accent and the voice was most certainly not that of my friend. 
Moreover, she ended with an exaggerated “good-byeeeeee,” which would have 
been totally out of character for my friend. That meant that the caller had 
used my friends’ telephone service provider to be able to make the call through 
my friends’ account; otherwise, the real number of the impostor would have 
appeared on my phone. The caller probably wanted me to say something later 
to my friends about the call to make me appear crazy. | did not mention the 
call to them. 


The handlers will cause problems with your computer and will intercept 
your emails to others and also those that come from others. They will also 
suddenly cut off phone conversations, create static that makes talking 
impossible, cause your voice to echo (only you will be able to hear those 
echoes), and sometimes divert the calls so that their accomplices answer. 
Manipulation of your communications system is ultra important to the perverts’ 
plan to isolate and frustrate you. 
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Record the handlers’ actions and your thoughts about them. Those thoughts 
will change over time as you learn increasingly more about your handlers. Their 
ESMC tactics will also change, becoming increasingly more complex as they go 
through their repertory of capabilities. It is very important for you to describe 
the perverts’ electronic and mind control actions accurately and to record in 
great detail the sensations that you feel and your reactions to those actions. 
Record the day, date, and hour that particular actions occur. You may see a 
pattern in the timing. Their actions will normally occur in the evening while you 
sleep, aS you present an immobile target for them and there is less 
electromagnetic atmospheric interference. Keep a flashlight, watch, notepad, 
and pen underneath your pillow or nearby to record those actions. 


Be observant. The handlers, of course, count on your not having proof of their 
electronic stalk and mind control activities. Watch people, places, and objects 
carefully. Record your reactions when you see anything that looks even slightly 
odd. Videotape anything that happens out of the ordinary: blinking lights, 
anomalies in your emails, etc. Record any unusual sounds: loud noises that 
occur in or around the house, etc. However, do not let yourself develop 
paranoia over those events. 


Remember precedents. Think back over previous events and actions. You had 
to have been targeted at some point in time. By recalling people, occasions, 
and incidents, you will probably get a very good idea about when, by whom, 
and even how you were targeted. Particularly think about any medical 
procedures, shots, and inoculations that you had prior to your electronic 
stalking and mind control experiences. 


Thwart the efforts of the handlers and defy them. As time goes on, you will 
see that certain actions on your part affect the capabilities of the handlers. You 
will also learn things that annoy the handlers. | enjoy singing monotonous 
ditties and repeating a phrase or a sentence for hours at a time (silently, 
through thought) as | work and putter. Laugh at your handlers and try to make 
their lives as miserable and difficult as they attempt to make yours. Remember 
that behind the ESMC lie humans (I call them sub-humans). As vile, evil, and 
hard as they might be, those humans can be affected by your thoughts against 
them. 


Stay alert. The handlers will attempt to make you do irrational things by 
whispering instructions and suggestions into your brains. Know this. Give much 
thought to your actions because of that. Remember that one of the major 
objectives of the handlers is to make you look crazy. Be very careful of their 
deception. 


Work to change the narrow mindset of the medical community about ESMC. 
| am quite certain that at least some psychiatrists recognize the reality of ESMC 
without admitting it. 


Submit written complaints to local law enforcement. Get the complete name 
of the officer to whom you submit your report. It is very important that the 
reports be presented in writing so that YOU can word the complaint like you 
wish. Otherwise, the person with whom you are talking will write it the way he 
wants to, probably noting that you are nuts. Ask the officer to whom you 
submit your complaint to sign it. Others have done this and the officers have 
refused. If the officer refuses to sign, record that in your notes and let him see 
you doing it. Your complaints will probably never be entered by law 
enforcement in their crime statistics. Mine were not and neither were those of 
other targets with whom | have corresponded. Law enforcement wants no 
record of your complaints about ESMC. 


Contact your Representatives and Senators in writing. Petitions are 
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meaningless. Write individual letters. \|t is important that your 
correspondence be done in writing (emails or letters), as their employees may 
include an accomplice “plant” who will not record and advise higher-up 
authorities of telephone calls. This will of course reveal your real name. It is 
time for victims to stop hiding and let the public know what is actually going on 
in this country. Our reluctance to do so has allowed electronic torture and mind 
control to go unchallenged probably for decades. 


In addition, send copies of your letters to local and state officials, 
particularly the sheriff’s office and the attorney general’s office. Do not 
expect answers or acknowledgements of receipt. Unless overwhelming pressure 
is laid on the backs of leadership, nothing will be done. Congresspersons, 
themselves being protected, are probably blithely unaware of electronic 
stalking and mind control and the possibility of national and local law 
enforcement in that activity. However, they cannot ignore thousands of letters 
of complaint. There is strength in numbers, and the number of victims is 
growing every day. 


Seek out other victims of ESMC and network with those victims in comparing 
your symptoms, your thoughts, and information that you have found on 
ESMC. That organization can also become a meaningful support system for you. 
In the United States, Derrick C. Robinson, a TI and also a U. S. Armed Forces 
veteran, heads a pro-active organization called Freedom from Covert 
Harassment and Surveillance (FFCHS) whose address is info@freedomfchs.com. 
There are other similar organizations worth joining. 


Maintain the life style that is normal to you to the extent possible. Targets 
often let their targeting become their way of life. They relocate from place to 
place. They continually look for and experiment with shielding. They spend 
every waking moment on the computer communicating with other targets and 
writing to forums, phoning other targets, and thinking about their particular 
problem. They come to believe that every person and every action somehow 
relates to their targeting. When targets’ allow their situations to consume their 
total time, they sacrifice family and friend relationships, give up their hobbies 
and pastimes, and often neglect their appearance and their health. Indeed, no 
target asks for the electronic stalking and mind control activities that he 
receives. Yet, targets must try to balance their life to include activities other 
than those related to ESMC. Remember that every person with whom you are in 
contact is not a perp. There are still wonderful people out there. 


Do not consider suicide an option. Your 7 2 2 .

Are You A Targeted Individual? 


SYMPTOMS: 


Here we try to classify all kinds of symptoms that the typical 'Targeted Individual’ experiences, compressed onto one page. 
We refer to “symptoms” as both “effects” and “control mechanisms”. They have both functions at once. 


Mind Control - Control and manipulation of thoughts, feelings and ultimately behavior 


1 of 6 e Control of thoughts and thought patterns; feelings and their expression; behavior control. 


e Dark NLP: Neuro Linguistic Programming (http:/Awww.highexistence.com/nlp/) and Organised Gang Stalking (street theater; 
comments coinciding with the programming) that anchor feelings to certain words, and sometimes colors, certain types of people 
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e Hypnotic "trigger words” that results in specific sensations, feelings or behaviors brought on by Psychotronic Attacks; Voices in 
Head or Sounds (V2kK) or certain events in your life. 

e Monitoring attention both where to look but also what to think about and in what terms through Remote Neural influences and 
subliminal ELF low hertz waves from Cell Towers etc. 

e Real time Mind Reading and Thought Broadcasting, sometimes before it becomes aware or apparent in the Targets Mind 
(Verbatim); The erasing or altering of thoughts and memories; short term memory problems. Induced memories and "synthetic” 
associations to those false memories (that are believed to be made by a Intelligence Super-Computers; aware of the context). 

e Induced dreams or manipulation of dreams, disturbing visions, thoughts and imagery. 

e Sleep disorders and Sleep Deprivation sometimes accompanying temporary induced paralysis or micro-comas (to force trauma 
or visions, sounds and a state of fear of sleep). 


Social Control - Isolation of individuals through social and societal systems of control 


e Fabrication of false evidence that justifies "Crime prevention” (fabrication of evidence of a falsified crime and rumor spreading - 
Discrediting of Targets); In most cases, Targeted Individuals are accused of a sex crimes with no chance to defend themselves. 

e Sudden unemployment or redundancy, discrimination or hostility within work places. 

e Loss of friends, because of rumors or direct control. The perpetrators take over the friendship and social life of the TI. They are 
always rude, and manipulative and not real friends. 

e Creating "symptoms’” of Mental Illness (voices in the subconscious, V2K; trying to describe what is happening for others) putting 
the individual in psychiatric care. 

e Creating "symptoms” of Substance Abuse (tampering food with drugs, poisons or medication; blurred vision; read eyes; 
disorientation; head aches; memory loss; difficulty talking or making sense) destroying the targeted individuals reputation; 

e Creating "symptoms’ of Insulin related diseases (pain in the spinal cord, back of the head, terrible head aches, high blood sugar 
levels, enormous fatigue) creating early retirement or poverty because of inability to work. 

e Creating "symptoms" of hormonal imbalance. (See that you take a supplement of minerals and vitamins and take care of your 
glands). 

e Creating “symptoms” or dementia because of apparent difficulty, sometimes, to express one’s feelings and thoughts; memory 
problems when the “attacks” are enormous. 


Surveillance 


e Thought surveillance. Tl:s thoughts are read in real time by brain mapping from Low-Orbiting Satellites connected to Cell Towers 
and Super-Computers on Earth. It may also be possible in some extreme cases to Look though a Targeted Individuals eyes, 
seeing what the targeted individual sees in real-time (Brain and eye Implants are more rare but this can be achieved wirelessly 
with inhaled or consumed Nanites/Nano Machines in the bloodstream attaching to nerves - *please read: CHEMTRAILS 
(http://artzgirl.hubpages.com/hub/So- You-Thought-Tin-Foil-Hats-Were-a-Joke-No-They-are-the-Newest-Fashion-Rampage)). 

e Knowing where the targeted individual directs his/her attention or what they are focusing on by means of Remote tracking. 

e GPS surveillance. The Targeted Individual is tracked down at any time all the time, in real time with use of Cell communication 
towers and Satellites. 

e Remote Neural Monitoring: Some targeted individuals claim that a person’s brain can function as a fingerprint and that can be 
picked up by satellites. That enables both surveillance of the individual and thoughts. Gang stalkers often let the Targeted 
Individual know that he / she is under surveillance and like the film; ENEMY OF THE STATE, feel they can’t escape. They can 
come up and insult the TI, or say something that is only known by the Targeted Individual; as an indication of "Remote 
(Real-Time) Mind Reading” (Verbatim). 

e Financial surveillance. \t looks like every penny a Targeted Individual has is counted and only a certain amount is allowed for the 
Targeted Individual to gain or evil schemes made to bring bankruptcy or poverty to the target.

e “Mild Heart attacks” or slowed heart beats, panic attacks and chronic anxiety and fast paced heart beats. 
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e Itching eyes — leading to tears and red eyes, beams alike a pin prick or irritation. 

e Food is poisoned, contamination by evil Perps in food stores or restaurants etc.. 

e Air around your nostrils heated or lacking oxygen. 

e Electronic sexual “rapes” during sleep or while awake, probably with ICT-implants, unnatural genital stimulation or swelling. 


Hypnotic trigger words 


e¢ Can mimic any of the above symptoms: radiation, pain, bad tastes, head aches, and so on or trigger unbearable fatigue. 

e The trigger words come in whole sequences, like they were taken out of a dictionary with all symptoms and all words that sound 
alike or similar. 

e While some trigger words have effects on the mind and body, other’s have emotional effects only (sensitisation of the Targeted 
individual to certain words, that trigger negative emotions, like disgust, fear, anger). 

e The trigger words are sometimes reinforced through dark NLP and gang stalking. 

e Trigger words are in the beginning very difficult to discover because they are coupled with the TI's routines. 

e The brain can’t differentiate always between what it is made to believe and what really happens. 

e Once discovered, they are “released”; becoming aware of the “truth” wins over the lie that the mind has been told. 


e When they are discovered, new trigger words will be programmed into the subconscious. 


Mental pain 


e Loud synthetic telepathy. The attackers talk with some of the victims 24/7. They use interrogation techniques that are only used in 
the CIA or secret service. That is labeled also V2K (voice to skull, or loud synthetic telepathy). A learning computer with a 
synthetic voice that can be modulated in any voice, can take over partially or full time, after the initial stages. This keeps the 
victim awaken and always tired. 

e Silent synthetic telepathy. The victim doesn’t hear the attackers but there is thought manipulation, directing their attention. The 
communication is experience as "thoughts". A sort of repetition of the same thoughts happens, like a tape is playing one's 
thoughts over and over again, word by word. 


Psychological pain 

e Bullying at work, friends and family suddenly lost leading to Isolation. 

e Bullying in general. Because of what appears, as social problems with other people, the Targeted Individual moves to a place 
where the “attackers” and the “manipulators” can spread around any kind of rumor for people in the neighborhood and can take 
control in another way. 

e Gang stalking (rude people in crowds that appear and insult the individual, using both verbal and non-verbal communication). 
Having 20 people, or more, strategically placed to for example look with a hateful look at the Targeted Individual. They are all 
strangers, they are all rude. They appear every time the TI is outside, and it can take many different expressions. Sometimes it 
looks like they have some kind of scheme and the harassment follows a pattern, and when it achieves a certain stage, they reset 
themselves and it starts all over again. 

e Street Theater: A group of people play out a whole show for the individual, and it appears to follow a predetermined plot. 
Following the Targeted Individual’s thinking. The thought surveillance is perceived as humiliating. The home is entered and the 
perpetrators don’t steal things, but can destroy them or they can leave objects that don’t belong there. They often seem to enter 
with a key, because the doors are not forced. Thefts in town, at airports: money of belongings. Destroyed means of transportation: 
car or bike. 


Total lack of support 
e When the Targeted Individual meets health professionals they are not interested in what the TI tells them. Symptoms are treated 
in the “old fashioned” way. 
e Many times Tls are forced to take the wrong medication and to agree to sometimes stigmatizing labels in order to receive their 
pension. 
e Incertain countries, the Tl, can be forced into psychiatry, where total loss of human rights occurs. 


e Blacklisting often leads to inability for the TI to find work, or has to accept a job way under their specialization. At the new job, the 
Tl is constantly under harassment and is bullied. 


e The police participates in the harassment and is totally insensitive to what the TI goes through. 


e The media ignores the Tl-cause. 
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e Strange coincidences happen all the time, several times a day. 
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e Some Tls are sure that the people on TV are copying them or harassing them. 
e “What you think about becomes reality” 


e Expectations turn out exactly to the opposite leading to cognitive dissonance.

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PREFACE 


Here you find a transcript of the CIA file titled 'A Study of Assassination’. This 
unsigned and undated (estimated publication date: Dec 31*', 1953) 19-page 
typewritten file was part of a collection of CIA documents pertaining to 
Operations PBFORTUNE and PBSUCCESS and was declassified under the 
Freedom of Information Act on May 15, 1997. 


After years of answering Freedom of Information Act requests with its 
standard "we can neither confirm nor deny that such records exist," the CIA 
has finally declassified some 1400 pages of over 100,000 estimated to be in 
its secret archives on the Guatemalan destabilization program. An excerpt 
from this assassination manual appears on the Op-Ed page of The New York 
Times on Saturday, May 31, 1997. 


Operations PBFORTUNE and PBSUCCESS were the CIA code-names of the 
1952-54 attempts to topple the Guatemalan government under the 
democratically elected President Jacobo Arbenz Guzman. 


Arobenz Guzman was elected President of Guatemala in 1950 to continue a 
process of socio-economic reforms that the CIA disdainfully refers to in its 
memoranda as "an intensely nationalistic program of progress colored by the 
touchy, anti-foreign inferiority complex of the 'Banana Republic.” The first 
CIA effort to overthrow the Guatemalan president - a CIA collaboration with 
Nicaraguan dictator Anastacio Somoza to support a disgruntled general 
named Carlos Castillo Armas and codenamed Operation PBFORTUNE - was 
authorized by President Truman in 1952. 


As early as February of that year, CIA Headquarters began generating 
memos with subject titles such as "Guatemalan Communist Personnel to be 
disposed of during Military Operations," outlining categories of persons to be 
neutralized through "Executive Action" (= murder) or through imprisonment 
and exile. The "A" list of those to be assassinated contained 58 names, all of 
which the CIA has excised from the declassified documents. 


PBSUCCESS, authorized by President Eisenhower in August 1953, carried a 
US$2.7 million budget for "psychological warfare and political action" and 
"subversion," among the other components of a small paramilitary war. But, 
according to the CIA's own internal study of the agency's so-called "K

program," up until the day Arbenz Guzman resigned on June 27, 1954, "the 
option of assassination was still being considered." 


While the power of the CIA's psychological war, codenamed "Operation 
SHERWOOD," against Arbenz Guzman rendered that option unnecessary, 
the last stage of PBSUCCESS called for "roll-up of Communists and 
collaborators." 


Although Arbenz Guzman and his top aides were able to flee the country, 
after the CIA installed Castillo Armas in power, hundreds of Guatemalans 
were rounded up and killed. 


Between 1954 and 1990, human rights groups estimate that the repressive 
operatives of sucessive military regimes killed more than 180,000 individuals. 
Among them are the Mayans massacred in 626 documented government- 
sponsored or government-committed attacks on native villages, today only 
rebembered by a rather small number of people abroads as the cause for 
1992 Nobel Peace Prize winner Rigoberta Menchu, an ethnic Mayan, to start 
her struggle for civil rights and peace in the region.

A STUDY OF ASSASSINATION 


DEFINITION 


Assassination is a term thought to be derived from "Hashish", a drug similar to 
marijuana, said to have been used by Hasan-ibn-Sabah to induce motivation 
in his followers, who were assigned to carry out political and other murders, 
usually at the cost of their lives. 


It is here used to describe the planned killing of a person who is not under the 
legal jurisdiction of the killer, who is not physically in the hands of the killer, 
who has been selected by a resistance organization for death, and whose 
death provides positive advantages to that organization. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Assassination is an extreme measure not normally used in clandestine 
operations. It should be assumed that it will never be ordered or authorized by 
any U.S. Headquarters, though the latter may in rare instances agree to its 
execution by members of an associated foreign service. This reticence is 
partly due to the necessity for committing communications to paper. No 
assassination instructions should ever be written or recorded. Consequently, 
the decision to employ this technique must nearly always be reached in the 
field, at the area where the act will take place. Decision and instructions 
should be confined to an absolute minimum of persons. Ideally, only one 
person will be involved. No report may be made, but usually the act will be 
properly covered by normal news services, whose output is available to all 
concerned. 


JUSTIFICATION 


Murder is not morally justifiable. Self-defense may be argued if the victim has 
knowledge which may destroy the resistance organization if divulged. 
Assassination of persons responsible for atrocities or reprisals may be 
regarded as just punishment. Killing a political leader whose burgeoning 
career is a clear and present danger to the cause of freedom may be held 
necessary. 


But assassination can seldom be employed with a clear conscience. Persons 
who are morally squeamish should not attempt it. 


CLASSIFICATIONS 


The techniques employed will vary according to whether the subject is 
unaware of his danger, aware but unguarded, or guarded. They will also be 
affected by whether or not the assassin is to be killed with the subject. 
Hereafter, assassinations in which the subject is unaware will be termed 
"simple"; those where the subject is aware but unguarded will be termed 
"chase"; those where the victim is guarded will be termed "guarded." 


If the assassin is to die with the subject, the act will be called "lost." If the 
assassin is to escape, the adjective will be "safe." It should be noted that no 
compromises should exist here. The assassin must not fall alive into enemy 
hands. 


A further type division is caused by the need to conceal the fact that the 
subject was actually the victim of assassination, rather than an accident or 
natural causes. If such concealment is desirable the operation will be called 
"secret"; if concealment is immaterial, the act will be called "open"; while if the 
assassination requires publicity to be effective it will be termed "terroristic." 


Following these definitions, the assassination of Julius Caesar was safe, 
simple, and terroristic, while that of Huey Long was lost, guarded and open. 
Obviously, successful secret assassinations are not recorded as 
assassination at all. [//leg] of Thailand and Augustus Caesar may have been 
the victims of safe, guarded and secret assassination. Chase assassinations 
usually involve clandestine agents or members of criminal organizations. 


THE ASSASSIN 


In safe assassinations, the assassin needs the usual qualities of a clandestine 
agent. He should be determined, courageous, intelligent, resourceful, and 
physically active. If special equipment is to be used, such as firearms or 
drugs, it is clear that he must have outstanding skill with such equipment. 


Except in terroristic assassinations, it is desirable that the assassin be 
transient in the area. He should have an absolute minimum of contact with the 
rest of the organization and his instructions should be given orally by one 
person only. His safe evacuation after the act is absolutely essential, but here 
again contact should be as limited as possible. It is preferable that the person 
issuing instructions also conduct any withdrawal or covering action which may 
be necessary. 


In lost assassination, the assassin must be a fanatic of some sort. Politics, 
religion, and revenge are about the only feasible motives. Since a fanatic is 
unstable psychologically, he must be handled with extreme care. He must not 
know the identities of the other members of the organization, for although it is 
intended that he die in the act, something may go wrong. While the assassin 
of Trotsky has never revealed any significant information, it was unsound to 
depend on this when the act was planned. 


PLANNING 


When the decision to assassinate has been reached, the tactics of the 
operation must be planned, based upon an estimate of the situation similar to 
that used in military operations. The preliminary estimate will reveal gaps in 
information and possibly indicate a need for special equipment which must be 
procured or constructed. When all necessary data has been collected, an 
effective tactical plan can be prepared. All planning must be mental; no 
papers should ever contain evidence of the operation. 


In resistance situations, assassination may be used as a counter-reprisal. 
Since this requires advertising to be effective, the resistance organization 
must be in a position to warn high officials publicly that their lives will be the 
price of reprisal action against innocent people. Such a threat is of no value 
unless it can be carried out, so it may be necessary to plan the assassination 
of various responsible officers of the oppressive regime and hold such plans 
in readiness to be used only if provoked by excessive brutality. Such plans 
must be modified frequently to meet changes in the tactical situation. 


TECHNIQUES 


The essential point of assassination is the death of the subject. A human 
being may be killed in many ways but sureness is often overlooked by those 
who may be emotionally unstrung by the seriousness of this act they intend to 
commit. The specific technique employed will depend upon a large number of 
variables, but should be constant in one point: Death must be absolutely 
certain. The attempt on Hitler's life failed because the conspiracy did not give 
this matter proper attention. 


Techniques may be considered as follows: 


1. Manual. 

It is possible to kill a man with the bare hands, but very few are skillful enough 
to do it well. Even a highly trained Judo expert will hesitate to risk killing by 
hand unless he has absolutely no alternative. 


However, the simplest local tools are often much the most efficient means of 
assassination. A hammer, axe, wrench, screw driver, fire poker, kitchen knife, 
lamp stand, or anything hard, heavy and handy will suffice. A length of rope or 
wire or a belt will do if the assassin is strong and agile. All such improvised 
weapons have the important advantage of availability and apparent 
innocence. The obviously lethal machine gun failed to kill Trotsky where an 
item of sporting goods succeeded. 


In all safe cases where the assassin may be subject to search, either before 
or after the act, specialized weapons should not be used. Even in the lost 
case, the assassin may accidentally be searched before the act and should 
not carry an incriminating device if any sort of lethal weapon can be 
improvised at or near the site. If the assassin normally carries weapons 
because of the nature of his job, it may still be desirable to improvise and 
implement at the scene to avoid disclosure of his identity. 


2. Accidents. 

For secret assassination, either simple or chase, the contrived accident is the 
most effective technique. When successfully executed, it causes little 
excitement and is only casually investigated. 


The most efficient accident, in simple assassination, is a fall of 75 feet or 
more onto a hard surface. Elevator shafts, stair wells, unscreened windows 
and bridges will serve. Bridge falls into water are not reliable. In simple cases 
a private meeting with the subject may be arranged at a properly-cased 
location. The act may be executed by sudden, vigorous [excised] of the 
ankles, tipping the subject over the edge. If the assassin immediately sets up 
an outcry, playing the "horrified witness", no alibi or surreptitious withdrawal is 
necessary. In chase cases it will usually be necessary to stun or drug the 
subject before dropping him. Care is required to ensure that no wound or 
condition not attributable to the fall is discernible after death. 


Falls into the sea or swiftly flowing rivers may suffice if the subject cannot 
swim. It will be more reliable if the assassin can arrange to attempt rescue, as 
he can thus be sure of the subject's death and at the same time establish a 
workable alibi. 


If the subject's personal habits make it feasible, alcohol may be used [2 words 
exciseq] to prepare him for a contrived accident of any kind. 


Falls before trains or subway cars are usually effective, but require exact 
timing and can seldom be free from unexpected observation. 


Automobile accidents are a less satisfactory means of assassination. If the 
subject is deliberately run down, very exact timing is necessary and 


investigation is likely to be thorough. If the subject's car is tampered with, 
reliability is very low. The subject may be stunned or drugged and then placed 
in the car, but this is only reliable when the car can be run off a high cliff or 
into deep water without observation. 


Arson can cause accidental death if the subject is drugged and left in a 
burning building. Reliability is not satisfactory unless the building is isolated 
and highly combustible. 


3. Drugs. 

In all types of assassination except terroristic, drugs can be very effective. If 
the assassin is trained as a doctor or nurse and the subject is under medical 
care, this is an easy and rare method. An overdose of morphine administered 
as a sedative will cause death without disturbance and is difficult to detect. 
The size of the dose will depend upon whether the subject has been using 
narcotics regularly. If not, two grains will suffice. 


If the subject drinks heavily, morphine or a similar narcotic can be injected at 
the passing out stage, and the cause of death will often be held to be acute 
alcoholism. 


Specific poisons, such as arsenic or strychine, are effective but their 
possession or procurement is incriminating, and accurate dosage is 
problematical. Poison was used unsuccessfully in the assassination of 
Rasputin and Kolohan, though the latter case is more accurately described as 
a murder. 


4. Edge Weapons. 
Any locally obtained edge device may be successfully employed. A certain 
minimum of anatomical knowledge is needed for reliability. 


Puncture wounds of the body cavity may not be reliable unless the heart is 
reached. The heart is protected by the rib cage and is not always easy to 
locate. 


Abdominal wounds were once nearly always mortal, but modern medical 
treatment has made this no longer true. 


Absolute reliability is obtained by severing the spinal cord in the cervical 
region. This can be done with the point of a knife or a light blow of an axe or 
hatchet. 


Another reliable method is the severing of both jugular and carotid blood 
vessels on both sides of the windpipe. 


If the subject has been rendered unconscious by other wounds or drugs, 
either of the above methods can be used to ensure death. 


5. Blunt Weapons. 

As with edge weapons, blunt weapons require some anatomical knowledge 
for effective use. Their main advantage is their universal availability. A 
hammer may be picked up almost anywhere in the world. Baseball and [i//eg] 
bats are very widely distributed. Even a rock or a heavy stick will do, and 
nothing resembling a weapon need be procured, carried or subsequently 
disposed of. 


Blows should be directed to the temple, the area just below and behind the 
ear, and the lower, rear portion of the skull. Of course, if the blow is very 
heavy, any portion of the upper skull will do. The lower frontal portion of the 
head, from the eyes to the throat, can withstand enormous blows without fatal 
consequences. 


6. Firearms. 

Firearms are often used in assassination, often very ineffectively. The 
assassin usually has insufficient technical knowledge of the limitations of 
weapons, and expects more range, accuracy and killing power than can be 
provided with reliability. Since certainty of death is the major requirement, 
firearms should be used which can provide destructive power at least 100% in 
excess of that thought to be necessary, and ranges should be half that 
considered practical for the weapon. 


Firearms have other drawbacks. Their possession is often incriminating. They 
may be difficult to obtain. They require a degree of experience from the user. 
They are [i/leg]. Their [illeg] is consistently over-rated. 


However, there are many cases in which firearms are probably more efficient 
than any other means. These cases usually involve distance between the 
assassin and the subject, or comparative physical weakness of the assassin, 
as with a woman. 


(a) The precision rifle. 

In guarded assassination, a good hunting or target rifle should always be 
considered as a possibility. Absolute reliability can nearly always be achieved 
at a distance of one hundred yards. In ideal circumstances, the range may be 
extended to 250 yards. 


The rifle should be a well made bolt or falling block action type, handling a 

powerful long-range cartridge. The .300 F.A.B. Magnum is probably the best 
cartridge readily available. Other excellent calibers are . 375 M_|illegj. 
Magnum, .270 Winchester, .30 - 106 p.s., 8 x 60 MM Magnum, 9.3 x 62 kk 


and others of this type. These are preferable to ordinary military calibers, 
since ammunition available for them is usually of the expanding bullet type, 
whereas most ammunition for military rifles is full jacketed and hence not 
sufficiently lethal. Military ammunition should not be altered by filing or drilling 
bullets, as this will adversely affect accuracy. 


The rifle may be of the "bull gun" variety, with extra heavy barrel and set 
triggers, but in any case should be capable of maximum precision. Ideally, the 
weapon should be able to group in one inch at one hundred yards, but 2 1/2" 
groups are adequate. The sight should be telescopic, not only for accuracy, 
but because such a sight is much better in dim light or near darkness. As long 
as the bare outline of the target is discernable, a telescope sight will work, 
even if the rifle and shooter are in total darkness. 


An expanding, hunting bullet of such calibers as described above will produce 
extravagant laceration and shock at short or mid-range. If a man is struck just 
once in the body cavity, his death is almost entirely certain. 


Public figures or guarded officials may be killed with great reliability and some 
safety if a firing point can be established prior to an official occasion. The 
propaganda value of this system may be very high. 


(b) The machine gun. 
Machine guns may be used in most cases where the precision rifle is 
applicable. Usually, this will require the subversion of a unit of an official 
guard at a ceremony, though a skillful and determined team might 
conceivably dispose of a loyal gun crew without commotion and take over the 
gun at the critical time. 


The area fire capacity of the machine gun should not be used to search out a 
concealed subject. This was tried with predictable lack of success on Trotsky. 
The automatic feature of the machine gun should rather be used to increase 
reliability by placing a 5 second burst on the subject. Even with full jacket 
ammunition, this will be absolute lethal is the burst pattern is no larger than a 
man. This can be accomplished at about 150 yards. In ideal circumstances, a 
properly padded and targeted machine gun can do it at 850 yards. The major 
difficulty is placing the first burst exactly on the target, as most machine 
gunners are trained to spot their fire on target by observation of strike. This 
will not do in assassination as the subject will not wait. 


(c) The Submachine Gun. 

This weapon, known as the "machine-pistol" by the Russians and Germans 
and "machine-carbine" by the British, is occasionally useful in assassination. 
Unlike the rifle and machine gun, this is a short range weapon and since it 
fires pistol ammunition, much less powerful. 


To be reliable, it should deliver at least 5 rounds into the subject's chest, 
though the .45 caliber U.S. weapons have a much larger margin of killing 
efficiency than the 9 mm European arms. 


The assassination range of the sub-machine gun is point blank. While 
accurate single rounds can be delivered by sub-machine gunners at 50 yards 
or more, this is not certain enough for assassination. Under ordinary 
circumstances, the SMG should be used as a fully automatic weapon. In the 
hands of a capable gunner, a high cyclic rate is a distinct advantage, as 
speed of execution is most desirable, particularly in the case of multiple 
subjects. 


The sub-machine gun is especially adapted to indoor work when more than 
one subject is to be assassinated. An effective technique has been devised 
for the use of a pair of sub-machine gunners, by which a room containing as 
many as a dozen subjects can be "purified" in about twenty seconds with little 
or no risk to the gunners. It is illustrated below. 


While the U.S. sub-machine guns fire the most lethal cartridges, the higher 
cyclic rate of some foreign weapons enable the gunner to cover a target 
quicker with acceptable pattern density. The Bergmann Model 1934 is 
particularly good in this way. The Danish Madsen SMG has a moderately 
good cyclic rate and is admirably compact and concealable. The Russian 
SHGs have a good cyclic rate, but are handicapped by a small, light projectile 
which requires more hits for equivalent killing effect. 


(d) The Shotgun. 

A large bore shotgun is a most effective killing instrument as long as the 
range is kept under ten yards. It should normally be used only on single 
targets as it cannot sustain fire successfully. The barrel may be "sawed" off for 
convenience, but this is not a significant factor in its killing performance. 


lts optimum range is just out of reach of the subject. 00 buckshot is 
considered the best shot size for a twelve gauge gun, but anything from single 
balls to bird shot will do if the range is right. The assassin should aim for the 
solar plexus as the shot pattern is small at close range and can easily [illeg] 
the head. 


(e) The Pistol. 

While the handgun is quite inefficient as a weapon of assassination, it is often 
used, partly because it is readily available and can be concealed on the 
person, and partly because its limitations are not widely appreciated. While 
many well known assassinations have been carried out with pistols (Lincoln, 
Harding, Ghandi), such attempts fail as often as they succeed, (Truman, 
Roosevelt, Churchill). 


If a pistol is used, it should be as powerful as possible and fired from just 
beyond reach. The pistol and the shotgun are used in similar tactical 
situations, except that the shotgun is much more lethal and the pistol is much 
more easily concealed. In the hands of an expert, a powerful pistol is quite 
deadly, but such experts are rare and not usually available for assassination 
missions. 


.45 Colt, .44 Special, .455 Kly, .45 A.S_[illeg| (U.S. Service) and .357 Magnum 
are all efficient calibers. 


Less powerful rounds can suffice but are less reliable. Sub-power cartridges 
such as the .32s and .25s should be avoided. 


In all cases, the subject should be hit solidly at least three times for complete 
reliability. 


(f) Silent Firearms. 

The sound of the explosion of the propellant in a firearm can be effectively 
silenced by appropriate attachments. However, the sound of the projectile 
passing through the air cannot, since this sound is generated outside the 
weapon. In cases where the velocity of the bullet greatly exceeds that of 
sound, the noise so generated is much louder than that of the explosion. 
Since all powerful rifles have muzzle velocities of over 2000 feet per second, 
they cannot be silenced. 


Pistol bullets, on the other hand, usually travel slower than sound and the 
sound of their flight is negligible. Therefore, pistols, submachine guns and any 
sort of improvised carbine or rifle which will take a low velocity cartridge can 
be silenced. The user should not forget that the sound of the operation of a 
repeating action is considerable, and that the sound of bullet strike, 
particularly in bone, is quite loud. 


Silent firearms are only occasionally useful to the assassin, though they have 
been widely publicized in this connection. Because permissible velocity is low, 
effective precision range is held to about 100 yards with rifle or carbine type 
weapons, while with pistols, silent or otherwise, are most efficient just beyond 
arms length. The silent feature attempts to provide a degree of safety to the 
assassin, but mere possession of a silent firearm is likely to create enough 
hazard to counter the advantage of its silence. The silent pistol combines the 
disadvantages of any pistol with the added one of its obviously clandestine 
purpose. 


A telescopically sighted, closed-action carbine shooting a low velocity bullet of 
great weight, and built for accuracy, could be very useful to an assassin in 
certain situations. At the time of writing, no such weapon is known to exist. 


7. Explosives. 

Bombs and demolition charges of various sorts have been used frequently in 
assassination. Such devices, in terroristic and open assassination, can 
provide safety and overcome guard barriers, but it is curious that bombs have 
often been the implement of lost assassinations. 


The major factor which affects reliability is the use of explosives for 
assassination. The charge must be very large and the detonation must be 
controlled exactly as to time by the assassin who can observe the subject. A 
small or moderate explosive charge is highly unreliable as a cause of death, 
and time delay or booby-trap devices are extremely prone to kill the wrong 
man. In addition to the moral aspects of indiscriminate killing, the death of 
casual bystanders can often produce public reactions unfavorable to the 
cause for which the assassination is carried out. 


Bombs or grenades should never be thrown at a subject. While this will 
always cause a commotion and may even result in the subject's death, it is 
sloppy, unreliable, and bad propaganda. The charge must be too small and 
the assassin is never sure of: (1) reaching his attack position, (2) placing the 
charge close enough to the target and (3) firing the charge at the right time. 


Placing the charge surreptitiously in advance permits a charge of proper size 
to be employed, but requires accurate prediction of the subject's movements. 


Ten pounds of high explosive should normally be regarded as a minimum, 
and this is explosive of fragmentation material. The latter can consist of any 
hard, [illeg| material as long as the fragments are large enough. Metal or rock 
fragments should be walnut-size rather than pen-size. If solid plates are used, 
to be ruptured by the explosion, cast iron, 1" thick, gives excellent 
fragmentation. Military or commercial high explosives are practical for use in 
assassination. Homemade or improvised explosives should be avoided. While 
possibly powerful, they tend to be dangerous and unreliable. Antipersonnel 
explosive missiles are excellent, provided the assassin has sufficient technical 
knowledge to fuse them properly. 81 or 82 mm mortar shells, or the 120 mm 
mortar shell, are particularly good. Antipersonnel shells for 85, 88, 90, 100 
and 105 mm guns and howitzers are both large enough to be completely 
reliable and small enough to be carried by one man. 


The charge should be so placed that the subject is not ever six feet from it at 
the moment of detonation. 


A large, shaped charge with the [i//eg] filled with iron fragments (Such as 1" 
nuts and bolts) will fire a highly lethal shotgun-type [i/leg] to 50 yards. This 
reaction has not been thoroughly tested, however, and an exact replica of the 
proposed device should be fired in advance to determine exact range, 


pattern-size, and penetration of fragments. Fragments should penetrate at 
least 1" of seasoned pine or equivalent for minimum reliability. 


Any firing device may be used which permits exact control by the assassin. 
An ordinary commercial or military exploder is efficient, as long as it is rigged 
for instantaneous action with no time fuse in the system. 


The wise [illeg] electric target can serve as the triggering device and provide 
exact timing from as far away as the assassin can reliably hit the target. This 
will avoid the disadvantages of stringing wire between the proposed positions 
of the assassin and the subject, and also permit the assassin to fire the 
charge from a variety of possible positions. 


The radio switch can be [i/leg] to fire [illeg|, though its reliability is somewhat 
lower and its procurement may not be easy.

HYPNOSIS IN INTERROGATION 


Edward F. Deshere 


The control over a person's behavior ostensibly achieved in hypnosis obviously nominates it for use in the difficult 
process of interrogation. It is therefore surprising that nobody, as the induction of "Mesmeric trance" has moved 
from halls of magic into clinics and laboratories, seems to have used it in this way. A search of the professional 
literature shows at least that no one has chosen to discuss such a use in print, and a fairly extensive inquiry among 
hypnosis experts from a variety of countries has not turned up anyone who admits to familiarity with applications of 
the process to interrogation. There is therefore no experimental evidence that can be cited, but it should be possible 
to reach tentative conclusions about its effectiveness in this field on the basis of theoretical considerations. 


The Nature of Hypnosis 


Experimental analysis has gradually given us a better understanding of hypnosis since the days of Mesmer (6) and 
his followers, who held that it results from the flow of a force called animal magnetism from hypnotist to subject. 
Nevertheless, although no present-day investigator shares the lingering lay opinion that hypnosis is in some way an 
overpowering of a weak mind by a superior intellect, there are still many divergent theories propounded to account 
for the accumulating clinical observations. Some of these have significantly different implications with respect to 
the susceptibility of a hypnotized person to purposeful influence. 

The view that hypnosis is a state of artificially induced sleep has been widely held since Braid (7) invented the term 
in mid-nineteenth-century. Currently Pavlov (20) takes a similar position in maintaining that cortical inhibition, 
sleep, and hypnosis are essentially identical. This view is now held throughout those parts of the world where 
Pavlovian theory is accepted as creed, but to the American investigator the experimental evidence against it appears 
overwhelming. Bass, (3) for example, has shown that the patellar -- kneecap -- reflex, which disappears in sleep, is 
not diminished in hypnosis. Wells (27) and others have demonstrated that all hypnotic phenomena can be elicited in 
a state bearing no resemblance to sleep, a performance which suggests the hypothesis that sleep-like aspects of 
hypnosis are not intrinsic to the hypnotic state but result from the hypnotist's suggestion that his subject go to sleep. 


Barker and Burgwin (2) have shown that the electroencephalographic changes characteristic of sleep do not occur in 
hypnosis except when true sleep is hypnotically induced. The findings of two Russian papers (16) which dispute this 
conclusion, affirming that the EEG rhythm characteristic of hypnosis resembles that of drowsiness and light sleep, 
have not been verified by replicating their experiments. 

The concepts of suggestion and suggestibility as applied to hypnosis, introduced about 1880 by the Nancy school of 
hypnosis investigators, have been developed and refined in modern times. In a major monograph Hull (10) 
concluded that hypnosis is primarily a state of heightened suggestibility and has the characteristics of habit in that it 
becomes increasingly easy for a subject to enter the state of hypnosis after he has once done it. Welch, (26) in an 
ingenious application of the conditioning theory, pointed out that trance induction begins with suggestions which are 
almost certain to take effect and proceeds to more difficult ones. While the concept of suggestion does provide a 
bridge between the hypnotic and the normal waking state, it does not explain the peculiarity of the hypnotic process 
or the causes of the state of trance. 

Several more recent approaches, which might be called motivational theories of hypnosis, hold that achievement of 
trance is related to the subject's desire to enter such a state. Experimentalists and clinicians who take the 
motivational view -- including the present writer, whose conclusions on the subject of this paper are undoubtedly 
colored by it -- believe that it accounts best for the major portion of the clinical data. Trance is commonly induced in 
situations where the subject is motivated a priori to cooperate with the hypnotist, usually to obtain relief from 
suffering, to contribute to a scientific study, or (as in a stage performance) to become a center of attraction. Almost 
all information currently available about hypnosis has been derived from such situations, and this fact must be kept 
in mind when one attempts to apply the data theoretically to situations different from these. 


Hypnosis of Interrogees 


The question of the utility of hypnosis in the interrogation of persons unwilling to divulge the information sought 
involves three issues: First, can hypnosis be induced under conditions of interrogation? If so, can the subject be 
compelled to reveal information? And finally, if information can be so obtained, how reliable will it be? The initial 
problem is then to induce trance either against the subject's wishes or without his being aware of it. 

The Subject Unaware. Hypnosis has reportedly been effected without the subject's awareness in three situations -- in 
sleep, in patients undergoing psychiatric consultation, and spontaneously in persons observing another subject being 
hypnotized. 

The older literature is replete with references to somnambulistic hypnosis induced by giving suggestions to sleeping 
subjects in a low but insistent voice. No case records are cited to support these statements, however; and they 
appear, like many others in hypnosis literature, to have been carried over from one textbook to another without 
critical evaluation. In a recent study Theodore X. Barber (1) found considerable similarity between subjects' 
compliance with suggestions given during sleep and their reactions to ordinary hypnotic techniques. Since Barber 
had asked them for permission to enter their rooms at night and talk to them in their sleep, however, it is reasonable 
to assume that most if not all of them perceived that trance induction was his purpose. They cannot therefore be 
regarded as truly naive sleeping subjects. Casual experimentation by the present writer has failed to demonstrate the 
feasibility of hypnotizing naive sleepers. The sample consisted of only four subjects, three of whom awakened to ask 
belligerently what was going on. The fourth just continued to sleep. 

It is frequently possible for a therapist to perform hypnosis with the patient unaware. Advising the patient to relax, 
suggesting that he would be more comfortable with his eyes closed, and so on, the practitioner may induce a deep 
level of trance in a relatively brief time without ever using the term hypnosis. Even though the subject has not 
explicitly consented to be hypnotized, however, his relationship to the hypnotist, here a man of reputation and 
prestige, is one of trust and confidence of justifiably anticipated help. 

Observers of hypnotic demonstrations may spontaneously enter trance. One of my own psychotherapy patients has 
reported that she went into a trance while watching me demonstrate hypnotic phenomena on television. This 
spontaneous hypnosis occurred despite the fact that the patient was in the company of friends and it was therefore a 
source of embarrassment to her. But here again we are dealing with a subject in sympathy with the purposes of the 
hypnotist and one who feels himself to be in a safe situation. It has been noted clinically that persons with negative 
attitudes about hypnosis are not susceptible to spontaneous trance. 

The Subject Antagonistic. In experiments conducted by Wells, (29) Brenman, (8) and Watkins, (25) subjects making 
an effort to resist trance induction were unable to fight it off. Space does not permit a full review of these 
experiments here, but in all three the subject had had previous trance experiences with the hypnotist, which, we may 
assume, initiated a positive relationship between subject and hypnotist. The subject was instructed to resist hypnosis, 


but in the context of participating in an experiment to test the issue. It seems possible that his response was one of 
compliance with a supposed implicit desire on the part of the experimenter that he collaborate in demonstrating that 
trance can be induced in the face of resistance. The demand characteristics of the situation -- those influencing the 
subject to partake of the experimenter's purposes -- may have been such that his prescribed attitude of overt 
resistance was unable to prevail over the more fundamental attitude of cooperation in an experiment to show that 
trance can be brought on against a subject's will. 

Orne (18) has shown that the demand characteristics of an experimental situation may greatly influence a subject's 
hypnotic behavior. It is clear that at some level any cooperative subject wishes an experiment to "work out," wishes 
to help fulfill the experimenter's expectations. If he grasps the purpose of the experiment or the bias of the 
experimenter, he is disposed toward producing behavior which will confirm the experimenter's hypothesis. This is 
particularly true in a hypnotic relationship. 

We are led to the conclusion that the many apparent cases of hypnosis without the subject's awareness or consent all 
seem to have depended upon a positive relationship between subject and hypnotist. The most favorable situation is 
one in which the subject expects to derive benefit from his association with the hypnotist and trusts in the hypnotist 
and his ability to help. This would not be the situation in an interrogation wherein the hypnotist is seeking to extract 
information which the subject wants to withhold. The possibility of using hypnosis would therefore seem to depend 
on success in the slow process of nurturing a positive relationship with the interrogee or in perpetrating some kind of 
trickery. 


Obedience in Trance 


Assuming that an interrogator has circumvented these problems and hypnotized a subject who wants to withhold 
information, to what extent might the subject retain control of his secrets even in deep trance? This is an area where 
wide disagreements prevail among authorities and where experimental evidence is highly contradictory. Young, (30) 
for example, reports that subjects resist specific hypnotic suggestions if they have decided in advance to do so, while 
Wells (28) reports that none of his subjects were able to resist a prearranged unacceptable command or indeed any 
other. 

Most work on this problem has focused on the more specific question of whether a person can be induced under 
hypnosis to commit some antisocial or self-destructive act. Supporting this negative view is the classic experiment 
by Janet, (11) who asked a deeply hypnotized female to commit several murders before a distinguished group of 
judges and magistrates, stabbing some victims with rubber daggers and poisoning others with sugar tablets. She did 
all this without hesitation. As the company dispersed, however, she was left in the charge of some young assistants, 
who took a notion to end the experiments on a lighter note. When they told her that she was now alone and would 
undress she promptly awakened. The murders were play-acted, the undressing would have been real; and the subject 
had no difficulty discerning the difference. 

Wells, (29) on the other hand, caused a subject to commit the post-hypnotic theft of a dollar bill from the hypnotist's 
coat. The subject was unaware of his action and denied vehemently that he had stolen the money. Wells argues that 
other failures to compel such acts did not disprove the possibility of doing it, whereas even one success 
demonstrates that it can be done. Schneck and Watkins, also, cite evidence that behavior ordinarily constituting a 
crime can be produced by hypnosis. Schneck (22) inadvertently caused a soldier to desert his duty in order to carry 
out a suggestion for post-hypnotic action. Watkins (24) induced a soldier to strike a superior officer by suggesting 
that the officer was a Japanese soldier, and he obtained from a hypnotized WAC some information classified 
"secret" which she had previously told him she would not reveal. 

Although these demonstrations appear convincing, there are deficiencies in their experimental conditions. Since both 
Schneck and Watkins were Army officers, the offenses committed could not possibly result in any serious damage. 
At some level, the subjects must have been aware of this. This same reasoning applies in experiments requiring a 
subject to hurl acid at a research assistant or pick up a poisonous snake: the participants are protected by invisible 
glass, a harmless snake is substituted for a poisonous one, and so forth. The situations are clearly experimental and 
the hypnotist who requests the homicidal or self-destructive behavior is known to the subject as a reputable man. 
From real life there are a fair number of cases on record dating before 1900, particularly among the German- 
speaking peoples, claiming hypnotically induced criminal behavior, mostly sex offenses. It is hard to evaluate these 
cases scientifically at this late date; frequently it was relatives of the subject, rather than the offender himself, that 
charged hypnotic influence. Within recent years, however, three documented cases in which hypnosis is said to have 
played a role in criminal behavior have been reported -- by Kroener, (13) 

Mayer, (14) and Reiter. (21) These three cases have a common element: in each a dissatisfied person found 


gratification through the individual who later became his seducing hypnotist. It will be sufficient to examine one of 
them. 

In the case reported by Kroener a young and sensitive unmarried male schoolteacher came under the hypnotic 
influence of a neighbor. Beginning with neighborly hospitality, the neighbor built up the relationship to the point 
where he was able by hypnotic suggestion to get the schoolteacher to give or lend him small sums of money and 
goods. As a test of his power he then implanted the post-hypnotic suggestion that the schoolteacher would shoot 
himself in the left hand. The schoolteacher actually did shoot himself in the left elbow, subjectively perceiving the 
event as an accident. Finally the hypnotist caused his victim to confess to crimes that he himself had committed. 
Throughout the entire affair, lasting five years, the schoolteacher had no recollection of the hypnotic sessions. He 
was convicted on the basis of his post-hypnotic confession, but through a chance remark began to suspect the nature 
of his relationship with his neighbor. After many appeals, he was recommended for examination to Kroener, who 
eventually uncovered the true course of events by re-hypnotizing him and causing him to remember the hypnotic 
experiences with his neighbor. 

It is evident that a case like this offers little encouragement to the interrogator hoping to extract secrets by hypnosis. 
When the relationship between two individuals is marked by intense feelings and a strong tendency in one to comply 
with whatever requests are made of him by the other, it is in fact hardly necessary to invoke hypnosis to explain the 
resultant behavior. In the interrogation setting this emotional relationship of subject to hypnotist is not likely to exist. 


Accuracy and Veracity 


Supposing, however, that an interrogee has been hypnotized and induced to divulge information: how correct is this 
information likely to be? 

Accuracy in Recall. A great deal has been written, especially in the press, about the perfect memory and unfailing 
accuracy of recall people display in hypnosis. Statements have frequently been made about their ability to recall 
anything that has happened to them even while infants, and according to some even prior to birth. (12) Hypnotic 
age-regression is a mechanism frequently used for this purpose. The subject is "taken back" to, say, the age of six. 
He begins to act, talk, and to some extent think in the manner of a six-year-old. He hallucinates the appropriate 
environment and gives details about people sitting next to him in school, his teacher's name, the color of the walls, 
and so on. His actions are exceedingly convincing, and it has frequently been assumed that an actual regression in 
many psychologic and physiologic age components to the suggested year takes place. 

There is little evidence for the genuineness of hypnotic age-regression, even though there have been a number of 
studies mostly based on single cases. Young (31) demonstrated that performance on intelligence tests was not 
appropriate to the suggested age. Unhypnotized control subjects were more successful than subjects under deep 
hypnosis in simulating their age. Using the Rorschach test and drawings in a study of hypnotic age-regression in ten 
subjects, Orne (17) demonstrated that while some regressive changes appeared, non-regressive elements were also 
present, and changes toward regression showed no consistency from subject to subject. The drawings did not 
resemble the work of six-year-olds, being characterized by Karen Machover as "sophisticated oversimplification." 
Drawings actually done at the age of six by one subject were available for comparison, and there was not even a 
superficial resemblance. Subjects often gave with great conviction the name of the wrong teacher, one they had had 
at a later age. Studies by True and Stephenson, (23) and McCranie, Crasilneck, and Teter (15) failed to find in 
electroencephalograms taken during hypnotic age-regression any change in the direction of a childhood EEG. 
Similarly they report no increased heart rate, as characteristic of infants, or other changes in electrocardiograph 
tracings. 

Hypnotic Veracity. Considerably less data is available on the veracity of information furnished in trance. I have been 
able to find in the professional literature only one author -- Beigel (4,055) -- who deals with prevarication under 
hypnosis. He writes in a personal communication that people may lie, refuse to answer, or wake up when asked 
direct questions on sensitive matters. Our own clinical work has amply convinced us that hypnotized subjects are 
capable of lying when they have reason to do so. 

It is therefore possible that information obtained from an interrogee by hypnosis would be either deliberate 
prevarication or an unintentional confusion of fantasy and reality. The correctness of any information so obtained 
would thus have to be established by independent criteria. 


Prophylactic Hypnosis 


Three suggestions have been made by Estabrooks (9) for what might be called defensive uses of hypnosis. He 
proposed that it might be used to make personnel hypnosis-proof on capture by the enemy, to induce in them 
amnesia for sensitive material in the event of capture, or to help them resist stress, particularly pain, in captivity. 

As we have seen, there is little or no evidence that trance can be induced against a person's wishes. Proofing 
personnel against hypnosis attempts which they could successfully resist without this conditioning would seem a 
practice of doubtful utility. The hypnosis undertaken in order to suggest that they resist trance induction upon 
capture might in fact possibly precondition them to susceptibility. It might be better simply to warn them of the 
techniques of trance induction and inform them that they can prevent it. 

Providing by hypnotic suggestion for amnesia upon capture is an intriguing idea, but here again we encounter 
technical problems. It is well known that the effectiveness and permanence of hypnotic suggestion is directly related 
to the concrete definition of a specific task. General suggestions such as blanket amnesia have unpredictable effects 
even on very good subjects. Moreover, even if it would work to suggest that a soldier remember only his name, 
rank, and serial number, there is the serious question whether this might deprive him of information vital to him 
during captivity. It would artificially induce a state of severe psychopathology, which if adaptive to his situation in 
some respects might be extremely disturbing in others. The impoverishment of his knowledge and his loss of ego- 
control would give his interrogator a very effective means of controlling him, possibly leading to a quasi-therapeutic 
relationship in which the captive would turn to the interrogator for "treatment" to relieve his distress. 

This method has other serious drawbacks: offensive action, such as attempts to escape or schemes for cooperation 
among prisoners to obstruct interrogation, would be severely handicapped. It could be far safer to rely on the 
soldier's own ego-control to decide what information ought not to be revealed to an enemy than to make this 
decision for him in advance by hypnotic means. 

Conditioning individuals not to feel stress, particularly pain, would seem to hold promise of protecting them as 
captives subject to interrogation. Laboratory experiments have demonstrated that although subjects under hypnotic 
analgesia continue to respond physiologically much as they do in the waking state, they do not report experiencing 
pain. It appears that hypnosis works best in situations of high anxiety and probably has its major effect on the 
anxiety component of pain. 

Such a procedure might be undertaken in particular instances, but probably is not feasible as general practice. Only a 
relatively small number of individuals will enter a sufficiently deep somnambulistic state to produce profound 
analgesia. Furthermore, though major surgery has been performed under hypnosis proper, I am unaware that major 
surgical procedure has ever been undertaken during post-hypnotically induced analgesia. In some individuals, I am 
sure, this would be possible, but clinicians working with hypnosis generally believe that the hypnotic state itself is 
more effective than post-hypnotic inductions. 

If this should be tried, what type of suggestion should the subject be given? The post-hypnotic suppression of all 
pain might be dangerous to the individual, since pain serves as a physiological warning signal; and it is doubtful that 
such a blanket suggestion would be effective anyway. It would be better to focus the suggestion on inability to feel 
pain at the hands of captors. Even this suggestion, however, would rapidly break down if the captured subject felt 
any pain at all, as is likely in all but a very few instances. The soldier who had been taught to rely on hypnosis as an 
analgesic and found it ineffective in certain situations might be considerably worse off than if he had not trusted this 
device in the first place. 


Pseudo-Hypnosis as Interrogation Aid 


People do undergo physical and mental suffering to withhold information from an interrogator. Without attempting 
to discuss the psychodynamics of capture and interrogation -- which obviously will vary widely from captive to 
captive -- we would hazard the suggestion that at the core of their resistance is the sense of extreme guilt which 
would be activated by collaboration with the enemy while still in control of one's faculties. The alleviation of this 
sense of guilt, therefore, might be extremely useful to the interrogator. Both the hypnotic and the hypnoidal states 
induced by certain drugs are popularly viewed as ones in which a person is no longer master of his fate. This fact 
suggests the possibility that the hypnotic situation, rather than hypnosis itself, could be used to relieve a person of 
any sense of guilt for his behavior, giving him the notion that he is helpless to prevent his manipulation by the 
interrogator. 

A captive's anxiety could be heightened, for example, by rumors that the interrogator possesses semi-magical 
techniques of extracting information. A group of collaborating captives could verify that interrogees lose all control 
over their actions, and so on. After such preliminary conditioning, a "trance" could be induced with drugs in a 
setting described by Orne (19) as the "magic room," where a number of devices would be used to convince the 


subject that he is responding to suggestions. For instance, a concealed diathermy machine could warm up his hand 
just as he receives the suggestion that his hand is growing warmer. Or it might be suggested to him that when he 
wakes up a cigarette will taste bitter, it having been arranged that any cigarettes available to him would indeed have 
a slight but noticeably bitter taste. With ingenuity a large variety of suggestions can be made to come true by means 
unknown to the subject. Occasionally these manipulations would probably elicit some form of trance phenomenon, 
but the crucial thing would be the situation, not the incidental hypnotic state. The individual could legitimately 
renounce responsibility for divulging information, much as if he had done it in delirium. 

The correctness of information so obtained, however, would be no surer than that of information obtained from 
hypnosis itself. Further, the interrogator would have to act in his relationship with the captive as though he were 
confident that it was all correct, except as he could detect falsehoods with certainty. Any doubt he betrayed would 
increase the subject's feeling of control and so decrease the effectiveness of the hypnotic situation. Cross- 
examination, upon which much of his success in deriving accurate information ordinarily depends, would be denied 
him. Once the prisoner loses his feeling of responsibility for his behavior, he also is relieved of responsibility for 
giving accurate and pertinent information. 

As an effective defense against this hypnotic situation, as against hypnosis, could be provided by raising the level of 
sophistication of those who might be exposed to it. Even one or two lectures warning them of possible devices to 
trick them into believing themselves hypnotized could show them that people cannot be hypnotized against their will 
and cannot be compelled even under hypnosis to tell the truth or to follow suggestions really contrary to their 
beliefs. 


Findings 


In summary, it appears extremely doubtful that trance can be induced in resistant subjects. It may be possible to 
hypnotize a person without his being aware of it, but this would require a positive relationship between hypnotist 
and subject not likely to be found in the interrogation setting. Disregarding these difficulties, it is doubtful that 
proscribed behavior can be induced against the subject's wishes, though we must admit that crucial experiments to 
resolve this question have not yet been performed. The evidence also indicates that information obtained during 
hypnosis need not be accurate and may in fact contain untruths, despite hypnotic suggestions to the contrary. 
Hypnosis as a prophylaxis against interrogation, whether to prevent hypnosis by captors, to condition against stress 
and pain, or to create amnesia for sensitive information, would function as an artificial repressive mechanism with 
the serious disadvantage of diminishing the captive's mastery of the situation. Finally, the hypnotic situation, rather 
than hypnosis itself, seems likely to be a more effective instrument in interrogation.

PREPACE 


Guerrilla warfare is essentially a political war. For this 
reason, its area of operations goes beyond the territorial 
limits of conventional warfare, penetrating the political being 
"par excellence" itself: the “political animal® defined by 
Aristoteles, 

In effect, the human being must be considered as the 
priority objective in a political war. And viewed as the 
military target of guerrilla warfare, the most critical point 
of the human being is the mind. Once the mind has been 
reached, the “political animal*® has baen-vanausehed: without 
necessarily having received any shots. | 

Guerrilla warfare emerges and grows in a political 
environment; in the constant struggle to dominate that area of 
the political mentality which is inherent in every human being, 
and which collectively constitutes the “environment” in which 
guerrilla warfare moves, and which is precisely the arena in 
which its triumph or defeat is defined. | 

This concept of guerrilla warfare as a political war turns 
Psychological Operations into the factor that determines the 
results. The target, then, are the minds of the population, 
the entire population: Our troops, the enemy troops, and the 
civil population. 

This book is a guerrilla training manual for Psychological 
Operations, and it is applied to the specific case of the 
Christian and democratic crusade being conducted in Nicaragua 
by the Preedom Commandos, .

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I. INTRODUCTION 


1. General Background 


The aim of this book is to introduce the guerrilla student 
to psychological operation techniques, which will have an 
immediate and practical value in guerrilla warfare. This 
section is introductory and general in nature; the following» 
sections will cover every point mentioned here in more detail. 

The nature of the environment in guerrilla warfare does not 
allow sophisticated psychological operations, and it becomes 
necessary for the group, detachment and squadron leaders to 
carcy out, with minimum direction from the upper echelons, 
psychological action operations with the contacts who know the 


reality from the roots. 


2. Propagandist Combatant Guerrillas 


In order to obtain the maximum results from psychological 
operations in guerrilla warfare, each combatant must be highly 
motivated to engage in Propaganda face to face, to the same 
degree that he is motivated to fight. This means that the 
guerrilla's individual political awareness, the reason for his 
struggle, must be as acute as his capacity to fight. 

Such a degree of political awareness and motivation is 
obtained through group dynamics and self-criticism as a 
standard teaching method for guerrilla training and 
operations. Group discussions increase the spirit and the 
unity of thought of the guerrilla squadrons, | 
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and they exert social pressure on the weaker members to perform 
a better role in future training or in combat actions. | 
Self-criticism is made in terms of one's own contribution or 
failures in one's contribution to the cause, the movement, the 
struggle, etce., and this introduces an element of positive 
individual commitment to the mission of the group. 

The desired result is a guerrilla soldier who may justify 
his actions persuasively when he is in contact with any member 
of the Nicaraguan People, and especially to himself and his 
guerrilla companions when enduring the vicissitudes of 
guerrilla warfare. This means that each guerrilla will be 
persuasive in face-to-face communication~-propagandist, 
combatant-~in his contact with the Seaplas he must be capable 
of giving 5 or 10 legical reasons why, for example, a peasant 
must give him fabric, needle and thread to mend his clothes. 
When the guerrilla behaves this way, enemy propaganda will 
never turn him into an enemy in the eyes of the population. It 
also means that hunger, cold, fatigue and insecurity will have | 
a meaning, psychologically, in the struggle for the cause, 


because of constant orientation, 


3. Armed Propaganda 


Armed propaganda includes every action performed, and the 
good impression which this armed force may give will result in 
the population having a positive attitude towards those forces; 
it does not include forced indoctrination. Armed propaganda 
improves the behavior of the population towards its author, and 


it is not achieved by force. 


This means that an armed guerrilla unit in a rural town 
will not give the impression that its weapons are a force that 
they hold over the peasants, but rather that they are the 
strength of the peasants against the repressive Sandinista 
government. This is achieved through a close identification 
with the population, as follows: hanging up the weapons and 
working alongside them in their fields, in construction, 
harvesting the grain, fishing, etc.; giving explanations to 
young men about basic weapons, for example, giving them an 
unloaded weapon and allowing them to Ssish 4G; see it, etc., 
giving a basic description of its operation; describing, with 
simple slogans, how the weapons will serve the people in 
winning their freedom; adopting the demands of’the people for 
hospitals and education, a reduction of taxes, ete. 

The objective of all these actions is to create an 
identification of the people with the weapons and with the 
guerrillas who carry them, so that the population feels that 
those weapons are, indirectly, the weapons that will protect 
them and help them in their struggle against an oppressive 
regime. There is always implicit terror in weapons, since the 
people are internally “aware* that they could be used against 
them; however, as long as explicit coercion can be avoided, we 
May achieve positive attitudes about the presence of armed 


guerrillas in the midst of the population. 


4. Armed Propaganda Teams 


Armed Propaganda Teams [{Equipos de Propaganda Armada (EPA) ] 
are constituted through a careful selection of persuasive and 


highly motivated guerrillas, 


moving within the population, motivating the people to support 
the siervtiias and resist the enemy. They combine a high 
degree of political awareness and the guerrillas' capacity for 
‘armed propaganda, towards a planned, controlled and programmed 
effort. : 

The careful selection of personnel, based on their 
persuasive powers in informal discussions and on their combat 
capability, is more important than the level of their education 
or than the training program. The Armed Propaganda Team's 
tactics must be eucvina out covertly, and they must be parallel 
to the tactical efforts in guerrilla warfare, Knowledge of the 
psychology of the population is a primary necessity for the 


Armed Propaganda Teams, but much more intelligence data will be 


obtained from an BPA program in the area of operations. 


5. Development and Control of "Front* Organizations 


The development and control of “front” organizations is 
carried out through internal subjective (concealed) control, 
through group meetings of the "internal cadres,” and by 
calculating the time needed for the combination of these two 
elements to be applied to the masses. 

Established citizens--doctors, attorneys, businessmen, 
teachers, etc.--will be recruited initially as “Social 
Crusaders” in typically "innocuous" movements in the area of 
Operations. When their “involvement* with the clandestine 
organization is revealed to them, this exerts psychological 
pressure on them so that they can be used as "internal cadres” 
in groups to which 
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they already belong or groups which they could join. 

Then, through a gradual and skillful process, they will 
receive instruction in persuasion techniques for the control of 
target groups which will support our democratic revolution. A 
System for the control of cells isolates individuals from one 
another, and at the appropriate moment, their influence is used 


to fuse the groups together into a united nationai front. 


6. Control of Meetings and Mass Assemblies 


The control of mass meetings in support of guerrilla 
warfare is carried out internally through a covert commando 
element, bodyguards, messengers, shock troops (ineident 
initiators), poster carriers (also used to give signals), and 
Slogan shouters, all under the control of the external commando 
element, 

When the cadres are placed in or recruited from 
organizations such as labor unions, youth groups, agricultural 
organizations or professional associations, they will begin to 
Manipulate the groups’ objectives. The psychological apparatus 
of our movement, by means of these internal cadres, will 
prepare a mental attitude which, at the crucial moment, could 
become involved in a fury of justified violence. 

This can be carried out through a small group of guerrillas 
infiltrated within the masses, who will have the mission of 
agitating, giving the impression that there are many of them 
and that they have great popular support. Using the tactics of 
a force , 


il 





of 200 to 300 agitators, one can create a demonstration in 


which 10,000 to 20,000 could take part. 


7. Support from Contacts Who are. Rooted in Reality 


The support of local contacts who know reality down to its 
roots is achieved through the exploitation of the social and 
political weaknesses of the target society, with 
propagandist-combatant guerrillas, armed propaganda, armed 
propaganda teams, front organizations and mass meetings. 

The propagandist-combatant guerrilla is the result of a 
constant program of indoctrination and motivation. They will 
have the mission of demonstrating to the people the greatness 
and the justice of our movement, to all Nicaraguans and to the 
world. By identifying with our people, sympathy towards our 
movement will increase, which will result in greater support 
from the population towards the freedom commandos, taking away 
sympathy from the regime in power, 

Armed propaganda will extend this process of identification 
with the Christian guerrillas, providing [an awareness of] 
common traits against the Sandinista regime. 

The Armed Propaganda Teams provide a stage-by-stage 
persuasive planning program in all areas of the country. These 
teams are also the ‘eyes and ears" of our movement, 

"The development and control of front organizations in 


guerrilla warfare will give our 
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movement the ability to create the effect of a "whip® within 
the population, when the order to merge is given. When 
infiltration and subjective internal control have developed 
parallel to other guerrilla activities, one of our commanders 
will be able to literally shake down the Sandinista structure 
and replace it, 

The meetings and mass assemblies are the culmination ofa 
broad base of support among the population, and they occur in 
the later phases of the operation. This is the moment in which 
an overthrow may be achieved and our revolution can come out in 
the open, requiring the close collaboration of the entire 
population of the country, and requiring contacts who are 
rooted in reality. | 

Tactical effort in guerrilla warfare is directed at the 
enemy's weaknesses, and toward destroying their military 
capability to resist, and must go parallel with a psychological 
effort to weaken and destroy their sociopolitical capability at 
the same time. In guerrilla warfare, more than in any other 
type of military effort, psychological activities must take 
place simultaneously with military activities, in order to 


achieve the desired objectives. 
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II. PROPAGANDIST-COMBATANT GUERRILLA 


1. General Background 


The objective of this section is to familiarize the 
guerrilla with psychological operation techniques, which 
maximizes the social psychological effect of a guerrilla 
movement, turning the guerrilla into a propagandist, in 
addition to a combatant. The nature of the guerrilla warfare 
environment does not allow sophisticated facilities to conduct 
_ psychological operations; for this reason, we must make use of 


each guerrilla's effective face-to-face persuasion. 


2, Political Awareness 

The guerrilla's individual political awareness, the reason 
for his struggle, shall be as important as his ability to 
fight. This motivation of political awareness will be achieved 
by: | 

_- Improving the guerrilla's combat potential by increasing 
his motivation to fight. 

- Recognizing the guerrilla as a vital link between the 
democratic guerrilla and the support of the people, essential 
to the subsistence of both. 

- Promoting the support of the population for the national 
insurgency ({movement] through the support of the local | 
guerrillas, which provides a psychological base in the 
population for [participation in] politics, after the © 
achievement of. victory. 

- Developing trust in the guerrillas and the population for 
the reconstruction of the local and national government. 
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- Promoting the value of guerrilla and popular 
participation in the civic affairs of the insurrection and in 
the national programs. | 

- Developing in each guerrilla the. capability for 
face-to-face persuasion on the local level, in order to gain 
the support of the population, which is a key elenent for the 


success of the guerrilla warfare. 


3. Group Dynamics 


This political awareness and motivation is obtained using 
group dynamics at the level of small units. The group . 
discussion method and self-criticism are general techniques for 
training and guerrilla operations, 

Group discussions increase the [group] spirit and a unity 
of thought in small guerrilla groups, and exerts social 
pressure on the weaker members, so that they may better carry 
out their mission in future training and combat action. These 
group discussions will place particular emphasis on: 

- Creating an opinion favorable to our movement. Using the 
National and local history, making it understood that the 
Sandinista regime is "foreign," “repressive” and 
"imperialistic,® and although there are some Nicaraguans within 
the government, we will make it evident that they are power 
“puppets” of the Soviets and the Cubans, that is, foreign 
powers, 

- Always a local approach. Matters of an international 
nature will be explained only as support fer local events in 
guerrilla warfare, 
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- Our goal is the unification of the nation. This means 
that the defeat of the armed Sandinista forces is our 
priority. Our insurrectional movement is a pluralist political 
platform, from which we are determined to win liberty, 
equality, a better economy with opportunities to work, a higher 
level of living and a true democracy for all Nicaraguans 
without exception. 

- Providing each guerrilla with a clear understanding about 
the struggle for national sovereignty against Soviet-Cuban 
imperialism. Discussion guides will lead the guerrillas to see 
the injustices of the Sandinista system. 

- Demonstrating to each guerrilla the need for good 
behavior in order to win the support of the population. The 
discussion guides must convince the guerrillas that the 
attitude and opinion of the population is a determining factor, 
because victory is impossible without popular support. 

- Self-criticism will take place in constructive terms that 
will contribute to the mission of the movement, and that will 
provide the guerrillas with the certainty that they have a 
constant and positive individual responsibility in the group 
mission. -The method for instruction shall be: 

a) Divide the guerrilla force into squadrons for group 
discussions, including command and support elements, as long as 
the tactical situation allows it. The integrity of the small 
units must be maintained when these groups are designed. 

b) Assign a political cadre in the guerrilla force to 
-@ach group, to guide the discussion. The squadron leader must 
help the cadre to promote the study and the expression of 
thoughts. Tf there aren't 
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enough political cadres for each squadron or detachment, the 
Yeadees must guide the discussions, and the available cadres 
must visit groups alternately. 

¢) The cadre (or the leader) should guide the group 
discussion im order to cover a number of points and reach a 
correct conclusion. The guerrilias must feel that they have 
made their own free decision. The cadre must act like a 
tutor. The cadre or leader will not act like a lecturer, but 
rather will help the members of the group to study and express 
their own opinions. . 

d) At the end of each discussion, the political cadre 
will make a summary of the principal points, taking them to. the 
correct conclusions. Any serious differences with the 
objectives of the movement must be noted by the cadre and 
reported to the commander of the forces. If necessary, a 
meeting of the combined groups will be held, and the team of 
political cadres will explain and clear up the misunderstanding. 

@) Democratic conduct on the part of the political . 
cadres: living, eating and working with the guerrillas, and, 
Lf possible, fighting at their side, sharing their living 
conditions, All of this will propitiate understanding and a 
spirit of cooperation which will help in the discussion and 
exchange of ideas, 

f) Holding group discussions in towns, and in areas of 
operation with civil populations, whenever possible, and not 
limiting them to the camps or bases. This is done in order to 


emphasize the revolutionary nature 
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of the struggle and to demonstrate that the guerrillas 
identified with the objectives of the people move within the 
population. The guerrilla is focused toward the people, like 
the political cadre is toward the guerrilla, and they must 
live, eat and work together in order to achieve unity of 
revolutionary thought. 

The principles for the group discussions between guerrillas 
and political cadres are: 

~ Organize discussion groups at the detachment or squadron 
level. <A cadre cannot be certain of comprehension and 
understanding of. the concepts and conclusions on the part of 
the guerrillas in large groups. In a group the size of a 
10-man squadron, judgment and control of the situation are 
greater. This way, all the students will participate in an 
exchange among them, the political leader, the leader of the 
group, and also the political cadre. Special attention will be 
given to the individual ability to discuss the objectives of 
the insurrectional struggle. When a guerrilla expresses his 
opinion, he will be interested in heardng the opinions of 
others, and this will result in unity of thought. 

- Combine the different points of view and reach a common 
judgment or conclusion. This is che most difficult task for a 
political cadre in the guerrilla, After the group discussions 
about the democratic objectives of the movement, the leader of 
the team of political cadres of the guerrilla force must 
combine the conclusions of the individual groups into a general 


‘Summary. In 2 meeting with all 
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the discussion groups, the cadre will provide the main points, 
and che guerrillas will have the opportunity to clarify or 
modify their viewpoints. In order to do this, the conclusions 
will be summarized as siogane. whenever possible. 

- Honestly face the national and local problems of our 
struggle. The political cadres must always be prepared to 
discuss solutions to the problems observed by the guerrillas. 
During the discussions, the guerrillas must be guided by the 
following three principles: _ | 

-- Loyalty of thought. 

-- Preedom of expression. 

we Concentration of thoughts towards the objectives of the 
democratic struggle. . , 

The result desired is that a guerrilla may persuasively 
justify all his actions whenever he is in contact with any 
uenber of the people, and especially to himself and his fellow 
guerrillas, while enduring the vicissitudes of guerrilla 
warfare. 

- This means that each guerrilla will be able to conduct 
effective face-to-face persuasion as a propagandist-combatant 
in his contact with the people, to the point of being able to 
give 5 or 10 logical reasons why, for example, a peasant should 
give him a piece of Pens oe or needle and thread to mend his 


clothes. When a guerrilla behaves like this, 
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no kind of enemy propaganda will be able to make him a 
*terrorist* in the eyes of the people. 

- Thus, even the hunger, cold, fatigue and insecurity in 
the existence of a guerrilla, will acquire meaning in the 
struggle for the cause, due to the constant psychological 


orientation. 


4, Camp Procedures 


Camping gives greater motivation to guerrilla units, in 
addition to reducing distractions and increasing the spirit of 
cooperation of the small units, relating the physical 
environment with the psychological atmosphere. The squadron 
leader will establish the regular procedure of the camp. Once 
they have disposed of their knapsacks, the leader will choose 
the suitable site for camping. He must select a site which 
everlooks the zone, providing for two or three ways to escape. 
He will choose among his men and give them responsibilities 
such as: 

- Cleaning the camp area, 

- Adequate drainage in case of rain. Also build trenches 
or holes for shooting in case of emergency. Likewise he will 
build the kitchen, which will be built by making a few small 
ditches and placing three rocks on shin in case the kitchen is 
built on a pedestal, it will be filled with clay and rocks. 

- Build a wall for protection against the wind, the top and 


gides of which will be covered with branches 
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and leaves of the same vegetation that is present in the zone. 
This will serve as camouflage and protection from being seen 
from the air or by enemy patrols in the surrounding areas. 

- Build a latrine and dig a hole where all wastes and trash 
will be buried; these must be covered with earth when the camp 
is abandoned, 

- Once the camp has been established, we recommend the 
establishment of a watch post at access points and at @ 
reasonable distance, from where a cry .of alarm could be heard. 
At that same time, a password, which must be changed every 24 
hours, will be devaliished: The commander must have previously 
established an alternate meeting point, in case the camp has to 
be abandoned suddenly, so that they can meet at this other 
previously established point. The patrol must be warned that 
if they cannot come together at the established point in a 
certain amount of time, they must have a third meeting point. 

These procedures contribute to the guerrilla's motivation 
and improve the spirit of cooperation within the unit. The 
danger, the insecurity, the anxiety and the daily anxiety 
fentailed] in the life of a guerrilla establish the need for 
tangible evidence of belonging in order [for the soldiers] to. Se 
retain their good spirits and morale. 

In addition to good physical condition, the guerrilla must al 
be in good psychological condition. [To achieve this,] we 
recommend group discussions and self-criticism, which will 


greatly benefit the spirit and morale of the guerrillas. 
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- Striking camp with the effort and cooperation of ail 
strengthens their esprit de corps. The guerrilla will-then be 
inclined towards a unity of thought in their democratic 


objectives. 


S. Interaction with the People 


To insure popular support, which is essential to the good 
development of guerrilla warfare, the leaders must lead to 
positive interaction between civilians and guerrillas, by the 
principle of "live, eat and work with the people,” and they 
should maintain control of this activity. In group 
discussions, the leaders and political cadres aiee emphasize a 
positive identification with the people. 

Talking about tactical military plans in discussions with 
civilians is not recommended. The communist enemy must be 
identified as the number one enemy of the people, and as a 
secondary threat. against our guerrilla forces, 

As long as there is an opportunity, we must choose groups 
of elements who have a high degree of political awareness and 
high discipline in the work to be performed, to be sent to 
populated areas in order to conduct the armed propaganda. They 
must persuade people through dialogue in face-to-face 
encounters, following these principles: 

- Respect of human rights and respect of the other's 


property... 
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- Helping people in community work. 

- ‘Protecting people from communist aggression. 

- Teaching environmental hygiene or reading. to the people, 
etc., in order to win their trust, which will result in a 
better ideological democratic preparation. 

These activities will arouse the peasant's sympathy towards 
our movement, and he will immediately become one of ours, 
through logistical Support, cover and intelligence information 
about the enemy, or. participation in combat. Guerrillas must 
be persuasive through the word, and not overbearing through 
their weapons. When they behave this way, the people will feel 
that they are respected, and will be more inclined to accept 
our message, thus consolidating popular guseoee. 

Any place where tactical guerrilla operations are conducted 
in highly populated areas, the squadron must also carry out 
parallel psychological actions, which must precede, accompany 
and consolidate the common objective, and give explanations to 
all people about our struggle, indicating that our presence 
means to give peace, liberty and democracy to all Nicaraguans 
without exception, and explaining that our struggle is not 
against the nationals, but rather against Russian imperialism. 
This will serve to assure greater psychological achievements to 


augment the tactical operations of the future. 
6. Conclusions 
The nature of the guerrilla warfare environment does not 


permit sophisticated facilities for 
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psychological operations, and face-to-face persuasion from the 
propagandist-combatant guerrillas towards the people is an 
effective and available tool, which we must use as often as 


possible during the process of the struggle. 
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III. ARMED PROPAGANDA 


1, General Background 
There is frequently a misunderstanding about "armed 
propaganda,” that this tactic consists in prevailing over 
people with arms. In reality, it does not involve force, but 
the guerrilla must be very knowledgeable in the principles and 
methods of this tactic. The objective of this section is to 
give the guerrilla student an understanding of the armed 


propaganda that must be used, and which can be applied in 


guerrilla warfare. 
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2. Close Identification with the People 


Armed propaganda includes all actions performed by an armed 
force, the results of which will bring a better attitude from 
the people towards that force, not including forced 
indoctrination. This is performed by a close identification 
with the people at any opportunity. For example: | 

a Ranging up one's arms and working side by side with the 
peasants in the field: building, fishing, carrying water, 
fixing roofs, etc. , 

- When you work with people, the guerrillas can use slogans 
like: "Many hands doing small things, but doing them together." 
- Participating in the people's work you can establish a 
strong bond between them and the guerrillas, and at the same 

time, you generate popular support for our movement. 
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During patrols or other cperations near or in the middle of 
towns, each guerrilla must be respectful and polite with the 
people. Likewise, he must move cautiously and always be ready 
to fight, if necessary, But he must not see everyone as an 
enemy, with suspicion or hostility. Even in war, it is 
possible to smile, laugh and greet people. Truly, the reason 
for our revolutionary base, the reason why we fight, is our 
people. We must be respectful towards them at all times. 

In place and situations whenever it's possible, for 
example, while resting during a march, the guerrillas can 
explain to youths and children how to handle arms. They can 
give them an unloaded rifle, so that they can learn to assemble 
it and disassemble it, how to use it; and they can point to 
imaginary targets, since they are potential recruits for our 
forces, 

The guerrillas Must always be ready with easy slogans, to 
explain to the people, whether by chance or intentionally, the 
reason for using arms. | 

= "Arms will be used to win freedom, they are for you.® 

- “With arms we can set demands, such as hospitals, 
schools, Sekbex roads and social services for the. people, for 
you.* 


~ "Our arms are, truly, the arms of the 
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people, your arms.* 

- "With arms we can change the Sandinista-communist regime 
and return to the people a true democracy, so that we all may 
have economic opportunities.° 

All of this must be designed to create an identification of 
the people with arms and with the guerrillas who carry them. 
Lastly, we must make the people feel that we are thinking about 
them, and that the a belong to the people, to help them and 
to protect them from a communist, totalitarian, imperialist 


regime, which is indifferent to the needs of the population. 


3. Implicit and Explicit Terror 


An armed guerrilla force always entails an implicit terror, 
because the population, without saying it aloud, is afraid that 
the arms could be used against them. However, if the terror is 
not made to be explicit, positive results can be expected. 

In a revolution, the individual lives under a constant 
threat of physical harm. [If the government police cannot put a 
halt to guerrilla activities, the population will lose 
confidence in the government, which has the inherent mission of 
guaranteeing public safety. However, the guerrillas must be 
careful not to become an explicit terror, because this would 
result in a loss of public support. 


In the words of a leader of the 
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HUX guerrilla movement, in the Philippines: 

"The population is always impressed by arms, but not 
because of the fear that they cause, but rather because they 
give a feeling of strangth. We must present ourselves before 
the people, supporting them with our arms, and this will give 
them the message of the struggle." 

This is, ina few words, the essence of armed propaganda. 

An armed guerrilla force may occupy an entire town or small 
city that is neutral or relatively passive with regard to the 
conflict. In order to carry out armed propaganda effectively, 
the following must be done simultaneously: 

~ Destroy wiiitacy or police installations, and moving the 
survivors to a "public place.” 

~ Cut all external lines of communication: cables, radio, , 
messengers. 

~ Set up ambushes, in order to delay efforts on all 
possible access routes. 

~ Kidnap all Sandinista government officials and agents, 
and replacing them in "public places" by military or civil 
personnel trusted by our movement; in addition, do the 
following: 

“- Establish a public court dependent on the guerrillas, 
and going through the entire town or city, gathering the 


population together for this act. 
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-- Shame, ridicule and humiliate the "personal symbols* of 
the repressive government in the presence of the people, and 
promoting popular participation by means of guerrillas placed 
within the crowd, yelling slogans and taunts. 

-- Reduce the influence of individuals sympathetic to the 
regime, exposing their weaknesses and removing them from the 
town, without damaging them publicly. 

-- Mix the guerrillas into the population, and have all 
members of the celumn demonstrate very good conduct, practicing 
the following: 

~~ Any article taken will be paid for in cash. 

-- The hospitality offered by the people will be accepted 
and this opportunity will be exploited to carry out 
face-to-face persuasion regarding the struggle. 

~- Courtesy calls must be paid to prominent and prestigious 
citizens of the place, such as doctors, priests, teachers, etc. 

-- The guerrillas must instruct the population, so that 
when the operation is over and the repressive Sandinista forces 
interrogate them, they may reveal EVERYTHING about the military 
operation carried out. For example, the kinds of weapons used, 
how many nat atrived, from what direction they arrived and in 
what direction they left, in other words, EVERYTHING. 


-~- Likewise, indicate to the population that in meetings 
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or in private discussions, they may give the names of 
Sandinista informers, who will be removed together with the 
other officials of the repressive government. 

- When conducting a meeting, conclude it with a speech by 
one of the guerrilla leaders or political cadres (the most 
dynamic one), including explicit references to: 

-- The fact that the "enemies of the people,* the 
Sandinista officials or agents, must not be mistreated in spite 
of the criminal actions, even though the guerrilla forces may 
have suffered casualties, and that this is done thanks to the 
generosity of the Christian guerrillas. 

-- Give a statement of thanks for the “hospitality® of the 
population, as well as let them know that the risks that they 
will run when the Sandinistas return are greatly appreciated, 

-- The fact that the Sandinista regime will not be able to 
resist the attacks of our guerrilla forces, in spite of the 
fact that they exploit the people with taxes, control of 
currency, grain, and all aspects of public life through the 
associations, to which they are forced to belong. 

-- Making a promise to the people that they will return to 
Make sure that the “leeches” of the repressive Sandinista 
regime will not be able to impede the integration of our 
guerrilla with the population. 

-- A repeated statement to the population to the effect 


that they may reveal everything about this

visit by our commandos, because we are not afraid of anything 
or anyone, or either the Soviets or the Cubans. Emphasize that 
we are Nicaraguans, that we struggle for Nicaragua's freedom, 


and to establish a wholly Nicaraguan government. 


4. Guerrilla Arms are the Strength of the People 
Against an Tilegal Government 


Armed propaganda in populated areas does not give the 
impression that the arms are the power of the guerrillas over 
the people, but rather that the arms are the strength of the 
people against a repressive regime. Whenever it is necessary 
to use armed force during an occupation or a visit to a town or 
village, the guerrillas must emphasize and make sure during 
this action that they: 

- Explain to the population that ficat of all this is being 
done to protect them, the people, not the guerrillas themselves. 

- Admit frankly and publicly that this is "an act of 
democratic guerrillas," with the appropriate explanations. 

- That this action, although not desirable, is necessary 
because the final objective of the insurrection is a free and 
democratic society, where acts of force are not necessary. 

- The force of arms is a need provoked by the oppressive 
System, and will cease to exist when the "forces of justice" of 


Our movement 
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assume control. 

~ tf, for example, it became necessary for one of the 
advance posts to have to shoot a citizen who was trying to 
leave the town or city in which the guerrillas are carrying out 
armed propaganda or political proselytisn, the following is 
recommended: 

- Explain that if this citizen were able to escape, he 
would alert the enemy near the town or city, and they would 
come in with reprisals such as rape, pillage, destruction, 
captures, etc., terrorizing the inhabitants of the place for 
having been attentive and hospitable to the guerrillas in the 


town. 


- If a guerrilla shoots an individual, make the population 
see that he was an enemy of the people, and that they shot him 
because the guerrillas recognized their primordial duty, which 
is protecting the citizens.+ | . 


- The commando tried to stop the informant without 
shooting, because he, like all Christian guerrillas, advocate 
non-violence. Having shot the Sandinista informer, although it 
is against his own will, was necessary to avoid repression on 
the part of the Sandinista government against the innocent ~ ae 
people. 
- Make the population see that it was the regime's 
repressive system, which caused this situation, that really 


killed the informant, and that the weapon 





i tt is important to note that this passage is in the 
context of entering or occupying a community and dealing with a 
situation in which actual or potential resistance remains. 
"This action. . . not desirable.” 
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fired was one that was recovered in combat against the 
Sandinista regime. 

~ Make the population see that if the Sandinista regime had 
ended its repression, with the corruption sponsored by foreign 
powers, etc., the freedom commandos would not have had to take 
‘Up arms to cut down the lives of their Nicaraguan brothers, 
which hurts our Christian feelings. If the informant had not 
tried to escape, he would be enjoying life together with the 
rest of the population, because he would not have tried to 
inform to the enemy. This death would have been avoided if 
justice and freedom existed in Nicaragua, and this is exactly 


the objective of the democratic guerrilla. 


5. Selective Use of Violence for Propaganda Effects 


We could neutralize* carefully selected and planned-for 
targets, such as court judges, cattle judges [jueces de mestal, 
police or state security officers, CDS chiefs, etc. For 
purposes of the psychological effect, it is necessary to take 
extreme precautions, and it is essential to gather the affected 
population together to attend, take part in the act, and 
formulate accusations against the oppressor, 

The target or person must be selected on the basis of the 
following: 

- The spontaneous hostility which the majority of the 


‘population may feel against the target.

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- Using potential rejection or hate on the part of the 
majority of the affected population against the target, rousing 
the population and making them see all of the individual's 
negative and hostile acts against the people. 

~ If the majority of the people supports or backs the 
‘target, don't try to change these feelings through provocation. 

- Relative difficulty of handling the person who will 
replace the target. 

. The person who will replace the target must be selected 
carefully, on the basis of the following: 

- Degree of violence necessary to effect the change. 

- Degree of violence acceptable to the affected population. 

- Degree of violence possible without causing damage or 
danger to other individuals in the area around the target. 

- Poreseeable degree of reprisals on the part of the enemy 
towards the affected population or other individuals in the 
area around the target, 

The mission of replacing the individual must be followed by: 

~ Extensive explanations to the affected population of why 


[this action] was necessary for the good of the people.

- Explaining that the Sandinista reprisals are unfair, 
indiscriminate, and above all, a justification for the 
execution of this mission. 

- Carefully sounding out the reaction of the people to the 
mission, as well as controlling this reaction by assuring that 


the population's reaction is beneficial to the Preedom 


commandos. 
6. Conclusions 


Armed propaganda includes all actions performed and the 
impact achieved by an armed force, resulting in positive 
attitudes on the part of the population towards that force, not 
including forced indoctrination. However, armed propaganda is 


the most effective instrument available to a guerrilla force, 
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IV. ARMED PROPAGANDA TEAMS 
1. General 


In contact with the very reality of their roots, in a 
campaign of psychological operations in guerrilla warfare, the 
commanders will be able to obtain maximum psychological results 
from a program of Armed Propaganda Teams. The purpose of this 
section is to inform the student guerrilla of what the Armed 


Propaganda Teams are in the milieu of guerrilla warfare, 
2. Combination: Political Awareness and Armed Propaganda 


The Armed Propaganda Teams combine political 
consciousness-raising with armed propaganda, whieh will be 
conducted by carefully selected guerrillas (preferably with 
combat experience), for personal persuasion within the 


population. 


The selection of personnel is more important than the 
training, because we cannot train guerrilla cadres solely to 
demonstrate the feelings of ardor and fervor, which are 
essential since person-to-person persuasion is important. 
However, it is even more important to train persons who are 


intellectually cultivated and agile. 


An Armed Propaganda Team includes from 6 to 10 members, 
This number, or a@ smaller number, is ideal, because then there 
is more camaraderie, solidarity, and esprit de corps The 
subjects discussed are assimilated. more readily, and 
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the members react more rapidly to unexpected situations. 


In addition to being a combined armed combatant and 
propagandist, each member of the team must be well prepared to 


conduct constant person-to-person, face-to-face communications. 


The leader of the team will have to be the. commando who is 
most highly motivated politically and most effective in 
face-to-face persuasion. Position, hierarchy, or rank will not 
be the determining factor for performing this funetion, but 
rather it will be performed by whoever is best qualified for 


communication with the people. 


The source of basic recruitment for guerrilla cadres will 
be the same social groups of Nicaraguans toward whom the 
psychological campaign is directed, such as peasants, students, 
professionals, housewives, etc. The peasants must be made to 
see that they have no land; the workers, that the state is 
closing down the factories and industries; the doctors, that 
they are being displaced by Cuban paramedics, and that as 
doctors they cannot exercise their profession because of lack 
of drugs. A requirement for recruiting them will be their 


skill in expressing themselves in public. 


The selection of personnel is more important than the 
training. Individual consciousness-raising and capacity of 
persuasion in the discussions of groups for motivation of the 
guerrilla as combatant-propagandist, selecting as cadres and 
organizing into 
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teams those who have the greatest capacity for this work. 

The training of guerrillas for armed propaganda teams is 
focused on the method, not on the content. A training of two 
weeks is sufficient if the recruitment is conducted in the form 
indicated, If a wrong selection process has been followed, the 
individual selected will not produce a very good result, no . 


Matter how good the training provided. 


The training will have to be intensive for 14 days, by 
means of discussions within the team, alternating the position 


of discussion leader among the members of the group. 


The topics to be discussed will be the same; a different 


topic will be introduced each day, for varied practice. 


The topics will have to refer to the local conditions and 
to the significance which they have for the residents of the 
locality, such as speaking about crops, fertilizers, seeds, 
irrigation, etc, The following topics may also be included: 

~ Lumber, tiles, carpentry tools for houses and other 
buildings; | 

- Boats, launches, roads, horses, oxen for transportation, 
fishing, and agriculture; 


- Problems which they may have locally with neighbors, 
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offices of the regime, visitors, caves: etc.? 

‘- Forced labor, service in the militias; 

- Forced association in Sandinista groupings, such as 
women's clubs, youth associations, workers associations, etc.; 

- Availability and prices of consumer goods and articles of 
prime necessity in local grocery stores and shops; 

~ Characteristics of the education in public schools; 

- Concern of the population about the presence of Cuban 
teachers in the schools and political interference, that is, 
using the schools for political purposes rather than for 
educational purposes, as they should be used; 

- Indignation over the lack of freedom of religion and over 
the persecution of which the priests are vicvina;, and over the 
participation of priests such as D'Escoto and Cardenal in the 
Sandinista government, against the explicit orders of His 
Holiness the Pope. 

Note: Other topics may be developed by the members of the 
team. | 

The target groups for the Armed Propaganda Teams are not 
the persons with sophisticated political knowledge but those 
whose opinions are formed from what they see and hear. the 


cadres will have to use persuasion to carry out 
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their mission. Some of the methods of persuasion which may be 
used are the following: 

‘~~ Internal group/external group. It is a principle of 
psychology that we humans have a tendency to make personal 
associations of *we” and "the others" or “we* and "they*; 
"friends*® and “*enemies"; “compatriots® and “foreigners”; 
"Latinos" and "gringos". 

- The Armed Propaganda Team can use this principle in its 
activities so that it may be obvious that the "external" groups 
(*false” groups) are those of the Sandinista regime, and that 
the "internal" groups (*true* groups) which fight for the 
people are the Preedon Commandos, 

- We must inculcate this in the people in a subtle manner, 
go that these sentiments may seem to be born of themselves, 
spontaneously. 

- “Against” is easier than "for". It is a principle of 
political sciences that it is easier to persuade the people to 
vote against something or someone than to persuade them to vote 
in favor of something or someone. Although at present the 
regime has not given the Nicaraguan people the opportunity to 
vote, it is known that the people will vote against it, for 
which reason the Armed Propaganda Teams can use this principle 
in favor of our insurrectional struggle. They wiil have to 
Make sure that this campaign is directed specifically against 
the government or its sympathizers, since the people must have 


specific targets for their frustrations. 
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- Primary groups and secondary groups. Another principle 
of sociology is that we humans form or change our opinions from 
two sources; primarily, through our association with a 
relatives, work colleagues, or intimate friends; and 
secondarily, through distant associations such as acquaintances 
in churches, clubs, or committees, or labor unions and 
government organizations. The cadres of Armed Propaganda Teams 
will have to associate themselves with the primary groups, for 
the purpose of persuading them to follow the policy of our 
movement, because it is from this type of groups that opinions 


or changes of opinions come. 


Techniques of Persuasion in Chats or Speeches 


- Be simple and concise, Avoid the use of difficult words 
or expressions. Prefer popular words and expressions, that is, 
the language of the people. In dealing with a person, make use 
of concise language, avoiding complicated verbiage. It should 
be recalled that we use oratory to make our people understand 
the reason for our struggle and not to show our knowledge. 

~ Use vivid and realistic examples. Avoid abstract 
concepts, such as those used in universities in the higher 
years; instead 3f them, give concrete examples such as children 
playing, horses galloping, birds in flight, etc. 


~ Use gestures to communicate. In addition to verbal 


communication, 
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we can communicate through gestures, such as moving our hands 
expressively, movements of the back, facial expressions, 
focusing our glance, and other aspects of “*body language", 
projecting the individual personality in the message. 

= Use the appropriate tone of voice. [ff in addressing the 
people one speaks about happiness, one will have to use a happy 
tone. If one speaks of something sad, the tone of voice must 
be of sadness; in speaking of a heroic act or act of valor, one 
Will speak with an animated voice, etc. 

- Above all, be natural. One must avoid imitating others, 

since people, especially simple people, can easily detect a 
charlatan. One will have to project one's individual 


personality when addressing the population, 


3. ‘Eyes and Bars*® within the Population 


The abundance of information for intelligence which the 
deployment of Armed Propaganda Teams will generate will permit 
us to cover a large area with our commandos, who will become 
the eyes and ears of our movement within the population. 

- The combined reports of an Armed Propaganda Team program 
will provide us with details on enemy activities. 

- The intelligence information obtained by the Armed 
Propaganda Team cadres will have to be reported to the chiefs. 


Nevertheless, it is necessary to 
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emphasize that the first mission of the Armed Propaganda Teams 
is to conduct psychological operations, not to obtain 
intelligence information. 

Any intelligence report will be made through external 
contact of the Armed Propaganda Team, so as not to compromise 
the population. 

- The Armed Propaganda cadres are capable of doing what 
others cannot do in a guerrilla campaign: determine personally 
the development of deterioration of popular support, and the 
sympathy or hostility which the people feel toward our movement. 

- The program of Armed Propaganda Teams, in addition to 
being very effective psychologically, increases the capacity of 
the guerrilla group to obtain and use the information. 

- Likewise, the Armed Propaganda Cadre will report to his 
superior the reaction of the people to the radio broadcasts, 
insurrectional leaflets, or any other medium of our propaganda. 

- The expression or gestures of the eyes and face, the tone 
and strength of the voice, and the use of euitable words 
greatly influence face-to-face persuasion with the people. 

With the Pacelligence reports supplied by the Armed 


Propaganda Teams, the commanders 
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will have exact knowledge of the popular support, which they 


will use in their operations. 


4, Psychological Tactics, Maximum Flexibility 


Psychological tactics will have the maximum flexibility 
within a general plan, permitting a continuous and’ immediate 
adjustment of the message, and making sure to create an impact 
on the indicated target group, at the moment at which it is 
most susceptible, 

Tactically, @ program of Armed Propaganda Teams should 
cover the greater part, and if possible all, of the operational 
territory. The communities in which the propaganda will be 
conducted will not necessarily have to coincide with political 
units of an official character. A complete understanding of 
their structure or organization is not necessary, because the 
cadres will operate by applying social-political action and not 
academic theory. 

The target populations of the Armed Propaganda Teams will 
be selected because they are part of the operational area, and 
not because of their size or the extent of their territory. 

- The objective will have to be the people, not the 
territorial area. 

- In this respect, each work tenn Will have to cover 
approximately six population centers, for the purpose of 
developing popular support for our movement. 


The team will always have to move in a covert manner 
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within the population centers of its area. 

It will have to vary its route radically, but not its 
itinerary. This is so that the inhabitants who are cooperating 
may depend on its itinerary, that is, on the time at which they 
may frequentiy contact it to give it information. 

- The danger of betrayal or ambush can be neutralized by 
varying the itinerary slightly, using different routes, as well 
as by arriving or leaving without advance notice. 

While the surprise factor is used, vigilance will have to 
be exercised in order to detect the possible presence of 
hostile elements, 

One should not stay more than three consecutive days in one 
populated place. | . | 

The three-day limit has obvious tactical advantages, but it 
also creates a psychological effect on the people when they see 
the team as a source of-current and up-to-date information. 
Also, it may overexpose the target audience and cause a 
negative reaction. 

Basic tactical precautions will have to be taken. This is 
necessary for greater effectiveness, as was indicated in the 
discussion of the topic of “armed Propaganda*. When it is - eee 
conducted in a discreet manner, it increases the respect of the 
population for the team and enhances its credibility. 


The basic procedures are: covert elements 
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who exercise vigilance before and after the departure and at 
intervals. There should be at least two of them, and they 
should meet at a predetermined place at a signal or before any 
hostile action. 

The goal of the team is to motivate the entire population 
of a place, but to remain constantly aware that specific target 
groups exist within this general configuration of the public. 

Although meetings are held in the populated place, the 
cadres will have -to recognize, and keep in contact with, the 
target groups, mingling with them before, during, and after the 
meeting. The method of conducting this type of meeting was 
included in the topic of “Armed Propaganda", and it will be 
covered in greater detail under the title of "control of Mass 
Meetings and Demonstrations". 

The primary focus of the Armed Propaganda cadres will have 
to be on the residents of the populated place, where their 
knowledge as shapers of opinion can be applied. 

On the first visits of identification with the inhabitants, 
the guerrilla cadres will be polite and humble. They can work 
in the fields or in any other way in which their skills can 
contribute to improving the standard of Living of the local 
inhabitants, winning their confidence and talking with them; 
helping them to repair the fences of their pastures and to 
clean them; helping them in vaccinating ‘their animals; teaching 


them to read 
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-- that is, living closely together with them in all tasks 
characteristic of the peasant or the community. 

In their free time, our guerrillas should mingle with the 
community groups and participate with them in community 
activities, fiestas, birthdays, and even in wakes or burials of 
members of the community. They will try to talk with both 
adults and adolescents. They will try to penetrate within the 
family, in order to gain the acceptance and trust of all the 
residents of the sector. 

The cadres of the Armed Propaganda Teams will give 
ideological training, mixing these instructions with folk 
songs, and at the same time telling stories which have some 
attraction, trying to have them allude to heroic acts of our 
ancestors, They will also try to tell of the acts of heroism 
of out fighters in the present struggle, so that the listeners 
may try to imitate them. ft is important to let them know that 
there are other countries in the world, where freedom and 
Gemocracy cause the rulers to concern themselves with the 
welfare of their people, in order that the children tava 
medical attention and free education; where they also concern 
themselves with _seeing that everyone has job and food and all 
freedoms, such as those of religion, association, and 
expression; where the greatest objective of the government is 
to keep its people happy. 

The cadres should mention their political ideology during 
the first phase of identifying 
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with the people and talks should be oriented towards subjects 
which are pleasant for the peasants or those who are listening 
trying to be as plain as possible to be well understood. 

The tactical objectives for identification with the people are 
the following: 

Establishing close relations eneodeh an identification with 
the people, by means of the same customs. 

Determining the basic needs and desires of the different 
target groups. 

Discovering the weaknesses of the government control. 

Little by little, sowing the seed of democratic revolution, 
in order to change the vices of the regime towards a new order 
of justice and collective well-being. 

In the motivation of the target groups by the Armed 
Propaganda Teams, the cadre must apply themes of “true” and 
"false" groups. The true group will be the target group and 
the false will be the Sandinista regime. 

Fore the economic interest groups, such as small 
businessmen and farmers, we must emphasize that their potential 
advantages are "limited" by the Sandinista government, that the 


resources are increasingly scarce, profits are minimun, 
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taxes high, ete. This may be applied to transportation 
entrepreneurs and others. | 

For elements ambitious for power and social position, we 
will emphasize that they will never be able to belong to the 
government social class, since their circles of power are 
hermetically closed. Por example, the nine Sandinista leaders 
do not allow other people to participate in the government, and 
they impede the development of the economic and social 
potential of those who, like them, have the desire to better 
themselves, which is unfeir and arbitrary. 

Social and intellectual criticism. They must be channeled 
towards the professionals, professors, teachers, priests, 
missionaries, students and others. They must see that their 
writings, comments or conversations are censored, which does 
not allow a corrections of these problems, 

Once the needs and frustrations of the target groups have 
been determined, the hostility of the people toward the *false* 
groups will become more direct against the present regime and 
its repressive system. The people will be made to see that 
once this system or structure is eliminated, the cause of their 
frustrations wouid be eliminated and they could make their 
wishes come true. It must become evident for the population 
that supporting the insurrection is really supporting their own 
desires, since the democratic movement is aimed at the 
elimination of these specific problems. 


As a generai rule, the Armed Propaganda Teams 


49 


should avoid participating in combat. However, if this is not 
possible, they must react as a guerrilla unit with 
"hit-and-run" activities, inflicting the greatest amount of 
casualties on the enemy with aggressive assault fire, 
recovering enemy weapons and withdrawing quickly. 

An exception to the rule of avoiding combat shall be when 
they are challenged in the town by hostile actions, be it by an 
individual or by an equal number of men from the enemy side. 

Hostility from one or two men can be dominated eliminating 
the enemy in a quick and efficient manner. This is the most 
common danger. 

When the enemy is equal in numbers, they must withdraw 
immediately, and later ambush them, or eliminate them y deine 
of sharpshooters. 

Im any case, the cadres from the Armed Propaganda Teams 
must not turn the town into a battlefield. Usually, our 
guerrillas will be better armed, for which reason they will 
obtain greater respect from the population if they carry out 
opportune maneuvers instead of putting their lives in anger, or 
even destroying their homes in an encounter with the enemy 


inside the town. 


5. A Tight-fnit (Compresivo} Program of Teams: Mobile 


Infrastructure 


The psychological operations carried out through the 
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Armed Propaganda Teams include the infiltration of key 
guerrilla communicators (i.e., cadres of Armed Propaganda 
Teams) among the country's populace instead of sending messages 
to them through outside sources, thus creating our *mobile 
infrastructure." 

A "mobile infrastructure" is a cadre from our armed 
propaganda team moving around, i.e., maintaining contact among 
six or more towns, from where their source of information will 
come; and at the same time it will be used so that at an 
opportune time they can be integrated into the full guerrilla 
movement. 

In this way, a program of Armed Propaganda Teams in the 
operational area builds for our commanders in the field a 
source for the continual gathering and compiling of data 
(infrastructure) on the entire area. It is also a means to 
develop increased popular support, to recruit new members, and 
to obtain supplies. 

In the same way, a program of Armed Propaganda Teams allows 
the expansion of the guerrilla movement since these teams can 
penetrate areas which are not under the control of the combat 
units. In this way, through an exact evaluation of the combat 
units they will be able to plan their operations more precisely 
since they will have a sure knowledge of the existing 
conditions. . 


The commanders will remember that these types of 
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operations, such as the Fifth Column, were used in the first 
part o£ the Second World War and that using infiltration and 
subversion tactics allowed the Germans to penetrate the target 
countries before the invasions. They succeeded in entering 
Poland, Belgium, Holland and France in a month; Norway in a 
week, The effectiveness of this tactic has been clearly 
demonstrated in several wars, and it can be used effectively by 
Commandos of Freedom. 

The activities of the Armed Propaganda Teams run some risk, 
but no greater than any other guerrilla activity. 
Nevertheless, the Armed Propaganda Teams are essential for the 


success of the struggle. 
6. Conclusions 


The same way in which scouts are the "eyes and ears" of a 
patrol, or of a column on the march, the Armed Propaganda Teams 
are also the source of information, the "antennas" of our 
movement because they find and exploit the socio-political 
weaknesses in the target society making possible a good 


operation, 
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V. DEVELOPMENT AND CONTROL OF PRONT ORGANIZATIONS 
1. Generalities 


The development and control of front organizations (or 
"facade" organizations) is an essential process in the 
guerrilla effort to realize the insurrection. This is actually 
an aspect of urban guerrilla wars, but it must advance parallel 
to the campaign in the countryside. The objective of this 
section is to give the guerrilla student an understanding about 


the development and control of front organizations in guerrilla 


warfare, 


2. Initial Recruitment 


The initial recruitment to the movement if involuntary will 
be carried out by means of several “private® consultations with 
a cadre (without the recruit realizing that he is speaking to 
one of our members). Afterwards, the recruit will be informed 
that he or she is already in the movement, and will be running 
the risk of the government police if he or she does not 


cooperate, 


When the guerrillas carry out missions of armed propaganda 
and a program of regular visits to the towns by Armed 
Propaganda Teams, these contacts will provide to the commanders 
‘the names and places of persons that can be recruited. 
Voluntary recruitment is effected by means of visits from 
guerrilla leaders cr political cadres. 

After a chain of voluntary recruitments 
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has been developed, and their reliability has been astablisned 
by completing some minor missions, they will be instructed on 
widening the chain by recruiting in specific target groups, 
according to the following procedure: 

-- From among their acquaintances or through observation of 
the target groups--political parties, labor unions, youth 
groups, farming organizations, etc.--find out the personal 
habits, preferences and aversions, as well as the weaknesses, 
of the *recruitable” individuals. 

-- Make an approach through an acquaintance, and if 
possible, develop a friendship, attracting (the individual) by 
means of his ore tecences or weaknesses; possibly by inviting 
him to lunch in a restaurant he likes, or to have a drink in 
his favorite bar, or an invitation to dinner in a place he 
prefers. 

-- Recruitment should follow one of the following pattecns: 

-- If in an informal conversation the target seems 
susceptible to voluntary recruitment based on his beliefs and 
personal values, etc,, the political cadre assigned to carry 
out recruitments will be notified. The original contact will 
indicate to the assigned cadre in detail all that he knows ~ 
about the possible recruit, and the style of persuasion that 
Should be used, and introduce the two. 

-- If the target does not seem susceptible to voluntary 


recruitment, meetings which will seem accidental can be arranged 
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with guerrilla leaders of political cadre (unknown ke the 
target ‘until then). The meeting will be done so that “other 
persons" know that the target was there, because they saw him 
arrive at a certain house, or seated at a table in a certain 
bar, or even seated on a park bench. The target is then 
confronted with the fact of his participation in the 
insurrection and he will also be told that if he fails to 
cooperate or to carry out future orders, he will expose himself 
to reprisals on the part of the regime's police or military. 

-- Notification of the police, informing on a target who 
refuses to join the guerrillas, can be easily carried out, when 
it is necessary, by means of a letter with false declarations 
by citizens who are not implicated in the movement. Care must 
be taken so that the person who recruited him covertly should © 
not be uncovered. 

-- With the completion of clandestine missions for the 
movement, the involvement and commitment of each recruit will 
gradually become greater, and his confidence will increase, 
This should be a gradual process, in order to prevent 
confessions from frightened individuals to whom very difficult 
or dangerous missions have been assigned too early. Using this 
recruiting technique, our guerrilla can successfully infiltrate 
any key target group in the regime, in order to improve 


‘internal control over the enemy structure. 
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3. Established Citizens, subjective Control 


Established citizens--such as doctors, lawyers, 
businessmen, landowners, minor state officials, etc.--will be 
recruited into the movement and used for the subjective 
internal control of groups and associations to whith they 
belong or may belong. Once the recruitment/involvement has 
been accomplished, and has progressed to a point of reliability 
which permits specific instructions to be given to the cadre in 
order to begin to influence their groups, directions will be 
given to them to carry out the following: 

-~ The procedure is simple and tequires only a basic 
knowledge of Socratic dialectics: that is the knowledge which 
is inherent to another person or to the established position of 
a group; some topic, come word or thought related to the goal 
of persuasion of our person in charge of recruitment. 

~=- The member then should introduce this topic, work or 
thought into the diseussions or meetings of the target group, 
by means of a casual remark, which will improve the focus of 
other group members in relation to it (thetopic, etc.). 
Specific examples are: 

-- Groups of economic interests are motivated by profit, 
and generally feel that the systen prevents the use: of their 
abilities in this effort in some way, taxes, import/export 


tarifts, 
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transportation costs, etc. The cadre in charge (of 
recruitment) will make this feeling of frustration increase in 
later conversations. | 

-- Political aspirants, especially if they are not 
successful, feel that the system discriminates against them 
unjustly by limiting their capabilities, because the Sandinista 
regime does not permit elections. The cadre should channel 
political discussions towards this frustration. . 

-- Social-intellectual critics (such as professors, 
teachers, priests, missionaries, etc.) generally feel that the 
government ignores their valid criticisms and unjustly censors 
their icupaitertea:. especially in a revolutionary situation. 
This can be easily demonsgrated by the guerrilla member as an 
injustice of the system, in meetings and discussions. 

-- In all of the target groups, after the frustrations have 
been established, the hostility towards the obstacles to their 
aspirations will gradually be transferred toward the present 
regime and its system of repression. 

The guerrilla cadre working among the target groups should 
always maintain a low-key presence, so that the development of 
hostile feelings towards the Sandinista-regime will seem to 
come spontaneously from the group's members, and not from the 
cadre‘s suggestions. This is subjective internal control. 

The anti-government hostility should be generalized and not 


necessarily in our favor. 
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If a group develops a favorable feeling towards us it can be 
used, ‘But the main goal is to prearrange the target groups to 
be included latter in the mass organizations for the operation 


when some other activities have been developed successfully. 


4. Organization of Cells for Security 


Internal cadres of our movement should be organized into 
cells of three persons, with only one of them having contact 
outside of the ceil. | 

The three-man cell is the basic element of the movement; it 
has frequent weetiags in order to receive orders and pass on 
information to the cell leader. These meetings are also very 
important for the cell members' encouragement of each other as 
well as for their morale. They should carry out self-criticism 
on the successes and failures in completing individual aissions 
of subjective control. 

Coordination of the three-member ceil provides a secre 
network for two-way communication, each member having contact 
with only one operational cell. Members shall not reveal in 
cell coordination meetings the identity of their contact in an 
Operational cell; they shall divulge only the nature of the 
activity in which the cell is involved, e.g., political party 
work, medical association work. 


There is no hierarchy of cells beyond 
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an element of coordination with the zone Commanders through 
whom direct, but secret, contact will be maintained with the 
commander of our guerrilla group in the operational area or 
zone. The diagram that follows does not indicate which new 
operational cell is the limit, but indicates that for every 
three operational cells we need a coordination cell. 

5. Incorporation into a "Pront” Organization 

The merging of organizations recognized by the Sandinist 
government, such as associations and other groups, through 
internal subjective control occurs in the final stages of the 
operation, in close relationship with mass meetings. 

When armed guerrilla action has spread sufficiently, 
large-scale armed propaganda missions will be conducted: 
propaganda teams will have clearly expressed open support for 
the institutions; the enemy system of target groups will be 
well infiltrated; and the preparation of these groups when mass 
meetings are held. Then internal cadres will have to start 
discussions toward the “merging” of forces into an 
organization--this organization shall be a front *facade”* group 
of our movement. 

. Any other target group will be aware that other groups are 
evinecing a greater hostility toward the government, the police, 
and the traditional legal bases of authority. The guerrilia 


cadres in that group, such as teachers, will cultivate this 


awareness by making 


63 


comments like *so and so, who is a farmer, said that members of 
his cooperative believe that the new economic policy is absurd, 
poorly planned and unfair to the farmers." 

When awareness that other groups are hostile to the regime 
is increased, group discussions are held openly and our 
movement will be able to receive reports that most of its 
operations are equally shared. There will develop greater 
hostility toward the regime and the order to merge will come 
forth. The incorporation into a "facade" organization is 
undertaken as follows: 

~~ Internal (cadres) from our movement will meet with 
others in eagecions of leadership, such as presidents, leaders, 
and others, in organized meetings presided by ‘the 
organization's chief of our movement. Two or three escorts may 
assist the guerrilla cadre if it becomes necessary. 

-- Pollowing the meeting a joint communique is to be 
issued, announcing the creation of the “facade” organization, 
including names and signatures of participants and names of the 
organizations they represent. 

-- Pollowing the issuance of this communique, mass meetings 
should be initiated, whose aim must be the destruction of the 


Sandinist control system. 
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6. Conclusions 


The development and control of "facade* organizations in 
guerrilla warfare will provide our movement with the capability 
of creating the effect of a “backlash” within the population 
when the order to merge is given. When infiltration and 
internal subjective control have been developed alongside other 
guerrilla activities, one commander of the democratic guerrilla 


could literally shake up and replace the Sandinist structure. 
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VI. CONTROL OF MEETINGS AND MASS CONCENTRATIONS 


1. Generalities 


During the last stages of a guerrilla struggle, meetings 
and mass concentrations are a powerful psychological instrument 
to carry out the mission. The purpose of this section is to 
train the guerrilla student on techniques on meetings and mass 


concentrations in guerrilla warfare. 
2. Infiltration of Guerrilla Cadres 


\“- Infiltration of guerrilla cadres (either @ member of our 
own movement or an outside member) in trade unions, youth 
movements, peasant organizations, etc., preconditioning these 
groups to act among the masses, where they will have to 
proselytize in a clandestine fashion for the insurrectional 
struggle. 

a Our psychological war team must develop in advance a 
woeei1e mental attitude among the target groups, so that at the 
given moment they can turn their anger into violence, demanding 
their rights taken away by the regime. 

-- These preconditioning campaigns will be aimed at the 
political parties, professional organizations, students, 
workers, the unemployed masses, the ethnic minorities, and at 
any other vulnerable 
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or recruitable sector of society; this also includes the 
popular masses and sympathizers to our movement. | 

-- The principal objective of a preconditioning campaign is 
to create a negative “*image" of the common enemy, for example: 

-- To describe Managers of government collective entities 
as “slave drivers* in their treatment of the personnel. 

-- To say that the police mistreat the people the same as 
the communist “*gestapo," . 

-- To say that the officials of the Government of National 
Reconstruction are lackeys of Cuban-Soviet imperialism. 

~~ Our psychological warfare cadres will create temporary 
compulsive obsessions in mass concentrations or group meetings 
by hammering on specific or selective topics; in informal | 
conversations by expressing discontent; writing editorials for 
newspapers and radio, aimed at conditioning the people's 
thinking for the decisive moment, at which time they will turn 
to general violence. 

-- To facilitate the preconditioning ef the masses we must 


cepeat phrases frequently to let the people know, for instance, 


that: 


~~ The taxes they pay to the government do not benefit 


the pecple at all, and that, on the contrary, 
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they are used in the form of exploitation and to enrich 
government officials. 

be dake evident to them that the people have been turned 
into slaves, and are being exploited by privileged political 
and military groups. 

-- That foreign advisors and their advisory programs are in 
actuality *interventionists” in our country, that -they direct 
the exploitation of the nation in accordance with the 
objectives of the Soviet and Cuban imperialists so as to turn 


our people into slaves of the hammer and sickle. 


3. Selection of Appropriate Slogans 


The commanders of the guerrilla war select their slogans 
according to the circumstances, for the purpose of mobilizing 
the masses in a broad range of activities, and on the highest 
emotional level. 

When the insurrection of the masses is being carried out, 
our covert cadres should make partial demands, initially 
demanding for example: ‘we want food," “we want religious 
freedom," "we want labor union freedom,” steps that will carry 
us toward the realization of the goals of our movement which 
are: GOD, COUNTRY AND DEMOCRACY. 

If a lack of organization and command is observed in the 
enemy authority, and the people are in an excited state, this 
situation may be exploited so that our agitators may raise the 


tone of the watchword slogans to the point of carrying them to 
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the highest pitch. 

If the masses are not emotionally excited, our agitators 
will continue with the "partial" slogans, and the demands will 
be based on daily needs, connecting them with the goals of our 
movement, , 

An example of the necessity for giving simple slogans is 
that few people think in terms of millions of Cordobas, but any 
citizen, however poor he may be, understands that a pair of 
shoes is a necessity. The goals of the movement are of an 
ideological nature, but our agitators must keep in mind that 
food, “bread an butter,” “tortilla and heape,” win over the 
people, and they should understand that is their primary 


mission, 


4, Creation of Nuclei 


This involves the mobilization of a specific number of 
agitators from the guerrilla organization of the village. This 
group will inevitably attract an equal number of curious 
individuals who are looking for adventures and thrills, as well 
as those who are dissatisfied with the system of government.- - 
The guerrillas will attract sympathizers, citizens who are 
@iscontent as a result of the repression of the (....). To 
each guerrilla sub-unit will be assigned specific tasks and 
missions which they should carry out, 

Our (cadres) will be mobilized in the largest number 
possible, together with individuals who have been affected by 
the communist dictatorship, whether it be that they have been 
robbed of their possessions, 
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imprisoned, tortured or experienced any other type of 
aggression against themselves. They will mobilize to the areas 
where the (criminal) and hostile elements of the FSLN, (CDS) 
and others live, making an effort to (go armed} with clubs, 
iron (bars), placards, and if possible small arms, which they 
will carry concealed. 

If possible, professional criminals will be hired to carry 
out specific selective "jobs. ** 


Our agitator will visit the villages where unemployed 
individuals may be present, as well as unemployment offices, in 
order to hire them for unspecified “*jobs."* The recruitment of 
the (unsavory) individuals is necessary because it creates a 
nucleus under absolute orders. 

The designated cadres will arrange in advance the 
transportation of the participants so as to take them to the 
meeting places in private or public vehicles, boats or any 
other means of transportation. 

Other cadres will be designated to make placards, flags and 
banners with different types of slogans or watchwords, be they 
of the partial, transitory or of the more radical type. 

Otner eedees will be designated to prepare leaflets, 
posters, handbills and pamphlets so as to make the meetings 
more colorful. This material will contain instructions for the 


participants, and will also be useful against the regime.

6. Way of Carrying Out an Uprising in Mass Meetings 


(It may be) affected by means of a smail group of 
guerrillas infiltrated among the masses, those who will have 
the mission of agitating, giving the impression that they are 
Rumerous and that they have extensive popular support. 
Employing the tactics of a force of 200 to 300 agitators, a 
demonstration can be created in which 10,000 to. 20,000 persons 
take part. | 

Agitation of the masses in a demonstration is carried out 
by means of socio-political objectives. One or several agents 
from our covert movement, highly trained as mass agitators, 
should participate in this action, involving innocent persons 
SO aS to provoke an apparently spontaneous protest 
demonstration. These individuals will direct the entire 
meeting until its conclusion. 

External command. This group stays out cf all activities, 
situated in such a way that it is able to observe the unfolding 
of the planned events from where it is stationed. As 


observation point, for example, he should look for a church 


steeple,

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a tall building, a tall tree, the highest tier of the stadium 
or an auditorium, or any other high place. 

Internal command. This individual will remain inside the 
crowd. Great importance should be given to protect the leaders 
of these individuals. Some placards or allusive banners should 
be used to designate the Command Posts, and to send signals to 
the sub-units. This individual will avoid placing himself in 
locations where fights and incidents could occur after the 
demonstration begins. 

Our key agitators will remain inside the crowd. The person 
in charge of this mission will in advance instruct the 
agitators to stay near the placards he has assigned to them, in 
order to protect the placards from any opponent. This way the 
commander will know where our agitators are located and will be 
able to send orders regarding the change of watchwords or 
Slogans or any other unforeseen event, and eventually, if he so 
desires he can even encourage violence. 

At this stage, once the key cadres are spread out, they 
should position themselves at visible places, such as signs, 
light posts, and other conspicuous places. 

Our key agitators should avoid places of disturbances, once 
they have made sure they have started. 

Defense Detachment. These individuals will act as moving 


bodyguards, 





forming a protective circle around the chief to protect him 
from the police and the army, or to help him escape if it were 
necessary. They should be highly disciplined and will only 
react to a verbal order from the chief. 

in the event that the chief takes part in a religious 
gathering, a funeral, or any other kind of activity which 
should be conducted in an orderly manner, the bodyguards will 
remain in the rows that are very close to the chief or to the 
piacard carriers or banners in order to give them the best 
protection, 

The participants in this mission should be guerrilla 
fighters dressed in civilian clothes, or else hired recruits 
who sympathize with our struggle and are against the oppressing 
regime, 

These members should be very highly disciplined and will 
use violence only on verbal orders from the person in charge. 
Messengers. They should remain close to the leaders, 

transmitting orders between the external and internal 
commands. They will make use of radios, telephones, bicycles, 
motorcycles, automobiles or they will travel on foot or horse, 
taking trails or paths to shorten the distances. Young | 
adolescents (male and female) are ideal for this type of 
mission, 

Shock troops. These men should be eguipped with non-firing 


Weapons (knives, razors, chains, clubs) and should march 
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behind the innocent and unwary participants. They should 
conceal their weapons. They will take action only as 
"reinforcement" if the guerrilla agitators are attacked by the 
police. They will appear in a sudden, violent and surprising 
manner, in order to distract the authorities, thus making 
possible the quick retreat or escape of the internal command. 

Banners and placards carriers. The banners and placards 
used in demonstrations or gathering, will express the 
complaints of the population but when the demonstration arrives 
to its highest level of euphoria or popular dissatisfaction, 
our infiltrators will make use of the placards containing 
slogans and watchwords benefitting our cause and against the 
regime which we may be able to infiltrate in a-covert manner. 
The person in charge of this mission will in advance instruct 
the agitators to remain near the placards of any member of the 
opposition. This way, the commander will know where the 
agitators are located, and will be able to send orders to 
change slogans and eventually encourage violence if he so 
wishes, | 

Watchword and applause agitators. They will be given 
specific instructions to use rehearsed watchwords. They will 
be able to use such phrases as "we are hungry,* "we want 
bread,” "we don't want communism." These tasks and techniques 
to agitate the masses are quite similar to the ones used by the 
cheerleaders at high school baseball and football games. the 


objective is to gain more supporters not just to shout 
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slogans.

gathering of the masses and protest demonstrations are the 


essential elements for the destruction of the enemy’s structure, 
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POISON 


Nicotine is one of the world's deadliest poisons. 


Items: 

1 Bag of Chewing Tobacco (not mild or flavored kind, just regular chew) 
2 glass jars/bottles (Plastic will work too) 

1 bandanna or handkerchief or cotton shirt 


Wear latex or plastic gloves when handling. It can absorb in your skin and poison yourself. 


Procedure: 

Put a wad of chew in one jar (or bottle as the case may be) and add just 
enough water to cover it. Cap the jar, shake it a couple times, and let sit 
overnight. Inthe morning, open the jar and place the bandanna over the mouth. 
Holding on to the bandanna as well as the jar, dump the contents into the 
other jar. The liquid will pass through the bandanna, and the wad will sit 
there. Separate the jar and the bandanna and squeeze the rest of the ball of 
chew through the bandanna to strain out the remaining liquid in the second 
jar. Discard the bandanna (with the ball of chew), first jar, and the gloves. 

You now have a jar containing nothing but nasty brown liquid. 


Sit this jar in the sun for several hours, or even all day if necessary. 

Over time, the water will evaporate out and the liquid will become more 
viscous. When it is at a consistency a little thinner than maple syrup, put 
it in a container (or use the jar you have) and store. 


Use: 

About 5 or 6 drops of this liquid ingested will result in death of the 
target within a few minutes. The best food in which to put the nicotine is 
coffee, as the poison has a VERY strong taste and will be noticeable in just 
about anything else. If you wish you can water it down slightly to make it 
more fluid, but then add a few more drops to ensure a kill. 


One pouch of chew is enough to make maybe a half cup of this syrup. Needless 
to say, This stuff is dangerous, so be careful. Also remember to dispose of any materials 
that come in contact with the tobacco or finished syrup.

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1. INTRODUCTION — ss 


A. Explanation of Purpose 


This manual cannot teach anyone how to be, or become, 
a good interrogator. At best it can help readers to avoid the 
characteristic mistakes of poor interrogators. 


Its purpose is to provide guidelines for KUBARK 
interrogation, and particularly the counterintelligence 
interrogation of resistant sources. Designed as an aid for 
interrogators and others immediately concerned, it is based 
largely upon the published results of extensive research, ai 
including scientific inquiries conducted by Specraiiecs:s in 
closely related subjects. 


There is nothing mysterious about interrogation. It . 
consists of no more than obtaining needed information through 
responses to questions. As is true of all craftsmen, some 
interrogators are more able than others; and some of their 
superiority may be innate. But sound interrogation nevertheless 
rests upon a knowledge of the subject matter and on certain 
broad principles, chiefly psychological, which are not hard 
to understand. The success of good interrogators depends in 

-large measure upon their use, conscious or not, of these 
principles and of processes and techniques deriving from them. 
Knowledge of subject matter and of the basic principles will 
not of itself create a successful interrogation, but it will make 
possible the avoidance of mistakes that are characteristic of 
poor interrogation. The purpose, then, is not to teach the 
reader how to be a good interrogator but rather to tell him 
what he must learn in order to become a good interrogator. 
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The interrogation of a resistant source who is a staff or 
agent member of an Orbit intelligence or security service or of 
a clandestine Communist organization is one of the most exacting 


of professional tasks. Usually the odds still favor the interrogator, 7 


but they are sharply cut by the training, experience, patience 
and toughness of the interrogatee. In such circumstances the 
interrogator needs all the help that he can get. And a.principal 
source of aid today is scientific findings. The intelligence 
service which is able to bring pertinent, modern knowledge to 
bear upon its problems enjoys huge advantages over a service 
which conducts its clandestine business in eighteenth century 
fashion. It is true that American psychologists have devoted 
somewhat mote attention to Communist interrogation techniques, 
particularly "brainwashing", thanto U.S, practices. Yet they 
have conducted scientific inquiries into many subjects that are 
closely related to interrogation: the effects of debility and 
isolation, the polygraph, reactions to pain and fear, hypnosis 
and heightened suggestibility, narcosis, etc. This work is of 
sufficient importance and relevance that it is no longer possible 
to discuss interrogation significantly without reference to the 
psychological research conducted in the past decade. For this 
reason a major purpose of this study is to focus relevant 
scientific findings upon Cl interrogation, Every effort has been 
made to report and interpret these findings in our own language, 
in place of the terminology employed by the psychologists. 


This study is by no means confined to a resume and 
interpretation of psychological findings. The approach of the 
psychologists is customarily manipulative; that is, they 
suggest methods of imposing controls or alterations upon 
the interrogatee from the outside. Except within the 
Communist frame of reference, they have paid less attention. 
to the creation of internal controls--i.e., conversion of the 
source, so that voluntary cooperation results. Moral 
considerations aside, the imposition of external techniques 
of manipulating people carries with it the grave risk of later 
lawsuits, adverse publicity, or other attempts to strike back. 
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B. Explanation of Organization 


This study moves from the general topic of interrogation 
per se (Parts I, I, I, IV, V, and VI) to planning the counter- 
intelligence interrogation (Part VII) to the Cl interrogation of 
resistant sources (Parts VII, IX, and X). The definitions, 
legal considerations, and discussions of interrogators and 
sources, as well as Section VI on screening and other 
preliminaries, are relevant to all kinds of interrogations. 
Once it is established that the source is probably a counter- 
intelligence target (in other words, is probably a member of 
a foreign intelligence or security service, a Communist, or 
a part of any other group engaged in clandestine activity 
directed against the national security), the interrogation is 
planned and conducted accordingly. The CI interrogation 
techniques are discussed in an order of increasing intensity 
as the focus on source resistance grows sharper. The last 
section, on do's and dont's, is a return to the broader view 
of the opening parts; as a check-list, it is placed last solely 
for convenience. 





IL DEFINITIONS 


Most of the intelligence terminology employed here which 
may once have been ambiguous has been clarified through usage 
or through KUBARK instructions. For this reason definitions 
have been omitted for such terms as burn notice, defector, 
escapee, and refugee. Other definitions have been included 
despite a cammon agreement about meaning if the significance 
is shaded by the context. 


l. Assessment: the analysis and synthesis of information, 
‘usually about a person or persons, for the purpose of appraisal. 
The assessment of individuals is based upon the compilation and 
use of psychological as well as biographic detail. ah 

Z. Bona fides: evidence or reliable information about : 
identity, personal (including intelligencé) history, ane * 
intentions or good faith. 

3. Control: the capacity to generate, alter, or halt 7 
human behavior by implying, citing, or using physical or ‘ 
psychological means to ensure compliance with direction. 

The compliance may be voluntary or involuntary. Control of 
an interrogatee can rarely be established without control of 
his environment, 


4, Counterintelligence interrogation: an interrogation 
(see #7) designed to obtain information about hostile 
clandestine activities and persons or groups engaged therein. 
KUBARK Cl interrogations are designed, almost invariably, 
to yield information about foreign intelligence and security 
services or Communist organizations. Because security is an 
element of counterintelligence, interrogations conducted to 
obtain admissions of clandestine plans or activities directed 
against KUBARK or PBPRIME security are also CI 
interrogations. But unlike a police interrogation, the Cl 


interrogation is not airmmed at causing the interrogatee to 
incriminate himself as a means of bringing him to trial. 
Admissions of complicity are not, to a Cl service, ends 
jn themselves but merely preludes to the acquisition of 
more information. 


5. Debriefing: obtaining information by questioning 
a controlled and witting source who is normally a willing 
one. 


6. Eliciting: obtaining information, without revealing 
intent or exceptional interest, through a verbal or written 
exchange with a person who may be willing or unwilling to 
provide what is sought and who may or may not be controlled. 


7. Interrogation: obtaining information by direct 
questioning of a person or persons under conditions which 
are either partly or fully controlled by the questioner or are 
believed by those questioned to be subject to his control. 
Because interviewing, debriefing, and eliciting are simpler 
methods of obtaining information from cooperative subjects, 
interrogation is usually reserved for sources who are suspect, 
resistant, or both, ; 


8. Intelligence interview: obtaining information, not 
customarily under controlled conditions, by questioning a 
person who is aware of the nature and perhaps of the significance 
of his answers but who is ordinarily unaware of the purposes 
and specific intelligence affiliations of the interviewer. 
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Mm. LEGAL AND POLICY CONSIDERATIONS

Since 4 October 1961, extraterritorial application has been given to 
the Espionage Act, making it henceforth possible to prosecute In the 
Federal Courts any PBPRIME citizen who violates the statutes of this 
Act in foreign countries. ODENVY has requested that it be informed, in 
advance if time permits, if any investigative steps are undertaken in 
these cases. Since KUBARK employees cannot be witmesses in court, 
each investigation must be conducted in such a manner that evidence

Interrogations conducted under compulsion or duress are especially 


likely to involve illegality and to entail damaging consequences for KUBARK. 


Therefore prior Headquarters approval at the KUDOVE level must be 
obtained for the interrogation of any source against his will and under any 
of the following circumstances: 


l.. If bodily harm 1s to be inflicted. 


2. If medical, chemical, or electrical methods or 
materials are to be used to induce acquiescence. 


a. 
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The Ci interrogator dealing with an uncooperative interrogatee 
who has been well-briefed by a hostile service on the legal restrictions 
under which ODYOKE services operate must expect some effective ~_ 
delaying tactics. The interrogatee has been told that KUBARK will 
not hold him long, that he need only resist for a while. Nikolay 
KHOKHLOV, for example, reported that before he left for Frankfurt 
am Main on his assassination mission, the following thoughts coursed 
through his head; "If I should get into the hands of Western authorities, 
I can become reticent, silent, and deny my voluntary visit to 
Okolovich. I know I will not be tortured and that under the procedures 
of western law I can conduct myself boldly." (17) [The footnote numerals 
in this text are keyed to the numbered bibliography at the end. / The 
interrogator who encounters expert resistance should not grow flurried 
and press; if he does, he is likelier to commit legal acts which the 
source can later use against him. Remembering that time is on his 
side, the interrogator should arrange to get as much of it as he needs. 
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Iv. THE INTERROGATOR 


A number of studies of interrogation discuss qualities said to 
be desirable in an interrogator. The list seems almost endiess - 
a professional manner, forcefulness, understanding and sympathy, 
breadth of general knowledge, area knowledge, “a practical 
knowledge of psychology’, skill in the tricks of the trade, alert- 
ness, perseverance, integrity, discretion, patience, a high LQ, 
extensive experience, flexibility, etc., etc. Some texte even 
discuss the Interrogator's manners and grooming, and one pre- 
scribed the traits considered desirable in his secretary. 


A repetition of this catalogue would serve no purpose here, 
especially because almost all of the characteristics mentioned 
are also desirable in case officers, agents, policemen, salesmen, 
lumberjacks, and everybody else. The search of the pertinent 
scientific literature disclosed no reports of studies based.on common- 
denominator traits of successful interrogators or any other controlled 
inquiries that would invest these lists with any objective validity. 


Perhaps the four qualifications of chief importance to the 
interrogator are {1} enough operational training and experience 
to permit quick recognition of leads; (2) real familiarity with the 
language to be used; (3) extensive background knowledge about the 
interrogatee's native country (and intelligence service, if employed 
by one); and (4) a genuine understanding of the source as a person, 


; Stations, and even a few bases can 
call upon one or several interrogators to supply these prerequisites, 
individually or as a team. Whenever a number of interrogators is 
available, the percentage of successes is increased by careful 
matching of questioners and sources and by ensuring that rigid pre- 
scheduling does not prevent such matching. Of the four traits listed, 
a genuine insight into the source's character and motives is perhaps 
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most important but least common. Later portions of this manual 
explore this topic in more detail, One general observation is intro- 
duced now, however, because it is considered basic to the establish-. 


ment of rapport, upon which the success of non-coercive interrogation * 
depends. 


The interrogator should remember that he and the interrogatee 
are often working at cross-purposes not because the interrogatee is 
malevolently withholding or misleading but simply because what he 
wants from the situation is not what the interrogator wants. The 
interrogator's goal is to obtain useful information--facts about which 
the interrogatee presumably has acquired information. But at the 
outset of the interrogation, and perhaps for a long time afterwards, 
the person being questioned is not greatly concerned with communi- 
cating his body of specialized information to his questioner; he Is 
concerned with putting his best foot forward. The question upper- 
most in his mind, at the beginning, is not likely to be "How can I 
help PBPRIME?" but rather 'What sort of impression am I making?" wthes 
and, almost immediately thereafter, ‘What is going to happen to me 
now?" (An exception is the penetration agent or provocateur sent 
toa KUBARK field installation after training in withstanding interroga- 
tion. Such an agent may feel confident enough not to be gravely 
concerned about himself. His primary interest, from the beginning, 


may be the acquisition of information about the interrogator and his 
service.) 


The skilled interrogator can save a great deal of time by under- 
standing the emotional needs of the interrogatee. Most people con- 
fronted by an official--and dimly powerful--representative ofa foreign 
power will get down to cases much faster if made to feel, from the 
start, that they are being treated as individuals. So simple a matter 
as greeting an interrogatee by his name at the opening of the session 
establishes in his mind the comforting awareness that he is considered 
as aperson, nota squeezable sponge. This is not to say that egotistic 
- types should be allowed to bask at length in the warmth of individual 
recognition, But it is important to assuage the fear of denigration 
which afflicts many people when first interrogated by making it clear 
that the Individuality of the interrogatee is recognized. With this 
common understanding established, the interrogation can move on to 
impersonal matters and will not later be thwarted or interrupted-~- 
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or at least not as often--by irrelevant answers designed not to 
provide facts but to prove that the interrogatee is a respectable 
member of the human race. 


Although it is often necessary to trick people into telling 
what we need to know, especially in CI interrogations, the 
initial question which the interrogator asks of himself should 
be, "How can I make him want to tell me what he knows?" rather 
than "How can I trap him into disclos ing what he knows?" If the 
person being questioned is genuinely hostile for ideological 
reasons, techniques of manipulation are in order. But the 
assumption of hostility--or at least the use of pressure.tactics 
at the first encounter--may make difficult subjects even out of 
those who would respond to recognition of individuality and an 
initial assumption of good will. 


Another preliminary comment about the interrogator is that 
normally he should not personalize. That is, he should not be 
pleased, flattered, frustrated, goaded, or otherwise emotionally 
and personally affected by the interrogation. A calculated display 
of feeling employed for a specific purpose is an exception; but 
even under these circumstances the interrogator is in full control. 
The interrogation situation is intensely inter-personal; it is 
therefore all the more necessary to strike a counter-balance by 
an attitude which the subject clearly recognizes as essentially fair 
and objective. The kind of person who cannot help personalizing, 
who becomes emotionally involved in the interrogation situation, 
may have chance (and even spectacular) successes as an interrogator 
but is almost certain to have a poor batting average. 


It is frequently said that the interrogator should be "a good a 
judge of human nature." In fact, ' 


e (3) This study states later (page 
"Great attention has been given to the degree to which persons are 
_ able to make judgements from casual observations regarding the 
personality characteristics of another. The consensus of research 
is that with respect to many kinds of judgments, at least some judges 
perform reliably better than chance....' Nevertheless, "...the level 
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of reliability in judgments is so low that research encounters 
difficulties when it seeks to determine who makes better judgments,..." 
(3) In brief, the interrogator is likelier to overestimate his ability 7 

to judge others than to underestimate it, especially if he has had " 
little or no training in modern psychology. It follows that errors 

in assessment and in handling are likelier to result from snap 
judgments based upon the assumption of imate skill in judging 

others than from holding such judgments in abeyance until enough 

facts are known. 


There has been a good deal of discussion of interrogation 
experts vs. subject-matter experts. Such facts as are available 
suggest that the latter have a slight advantage. But for counter- 
intelligence purposes the debate is academic. [= 8)

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it is sound practice to assign inexperienced interrogators to 
guard duty or to other supplementary tasks directly related to 
interrogation, so that they can view the process closely before 
taking charge. The use of beginning interrogators as screeners 
(see part VI) is also recommended. 


Although there ts some limited validity in the view, frequently 
expressed in interrogation primers, that the interrogation is 
essentially a battle of wits, the Ci interrogator who encounters a 
skilled and resistant interrogatee should remember that a wide 


*The interrogator should be supported whenever possible by 
qualified analysts' review of his daily "take"; experience has shown 
that such a review will raise questions to be put and points to be 
clarified and lead to a thorough coverage of the subject in hand. 
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variety of aids can be made available in the field or from 
Headquarters. (These are discussed in Part VII.} The intensely 
personal nature of the interrogation situation makes it all the 
more necessary that the KUBARK questioner should aim not for 

@ personal triumph but for his true goal--the acquisition of ail 
needed information by any authorized means. 
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V. THE INTERROGATEE 


A. Types Of Sources: Intelligence Categories 


From the viewpoint of the intelligence service the categories 
of persons who most frequently provide useful information in re- 
sponse to questioning are travellers; repatriates; defectors, escapees, 
and refugees; transferred sources; agents, including provocateurs, 
double agents, and penetration agents; and swindlers and fabricators. 


1, Travellers are usually interviewed, debriefed, or queried 
through eliciting techniques. If they are interrogated, the reason is 
that they are known or believed to fall into one of the following cate- 
gories. 


2. Repatriates are sometimes interrogated, although other 
techniques are used more often. The proprietary interests of the 
host government will frequently dictate interrogation by a liaison 
service rather than by KUBARK. If KUBARK interrogates, the 
following preliminary steps are taken: 


a. A records check, including local and Headquarters 
traces. 


b. Testing of bona fides, 


c. Determination of repatriate's kind and level of 
access while outside his own country. 


d. Preliminary assessment of motivation (including 
political orientation), reliability, and capability as observer 


and reporter. 


e. Determination of all intelligence or Communist 
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relationships, whether with a service or party of the repatriate's 


own country, country of detention, or another. Full particulars 
are needed. 


3. Defectors, escapees, and refugees are normally interrogated 
at sufficient length to permit at least a preliminary testing of bona 
fides. The experience of the post-war years has demonstrated that 
Soviet defectors (1) almost never defect solely or primarily because 
of inducement by a Western service, (2) usually leave the USSR for 
personal rather than ideological reasons, and (3) are often RIS agents.

All analyses of the defector-refugee flow have shown that 
the Orbit services are well-aware of the advantages offered by this 
channel as a means of planting their agents in target countries.

ferring service so that a file has been opened. Whenever possible, 


KUBARK should secure a copy of the file or its full informational ire 


equivalent before accepting custody. 


5. Agents are more frequently debriefed than interrogated. 


_.,48 an analytic tool. If it is then established or 
strongly suspected that the agent belongs to one of the following 


categories, further investigation and, eventually, interrogation 
usually follow. 


a. Provocateur. Many provocation agents are walk-ins 
posing as escapees, refugees, or defectors in order to pene- 
trate emigre groups, ODYOKE intelligence, or other targets 
assigned by hostile services. Although denunciations by 
genuine refugees and other evidence of information obtained 
from documents, local officials, and like sources may result 
in exposure, the detection of provocation frequently depends 
upon skilled interrogation. A later section of this manual 
deals with the preliminary testing of bona fides, But the re- 
sults of preliminary testing are often inconclusive, and 
detailed interrogation is frequently essential to confession 
and full revelation. Thereafter the provocateur may be 
questioned for operational and positive intelligence as well 
as counterintelligence provided that proper cognizance is 
taken of his status during the questioning and later, when 
reports are prepared, 





b. Double agent. The interrogation of DA's frequently 
follows a determination or strong suspicion that the double 
is "giving the edge" to the adversary service. As is also 
true for the interrogation of provocateurs, thorough pre- 
liminary investigation will pay handsome dividends when 
questioning gets under way. In fact, it is a basic principle 
of interrogation that the questioner should have at his dis- 
posal, before querying starts, as much pertinent information 
as can be gathered without the knowledge of the prospective 
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interrogatee. 
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d. Swindlers and fabricators are usually interrogated 
for prophylactic reasons, not for counterintelligence infor- 
mation. The purpose is the prevention or nullification of 
damage to KUBARK, to other ODYOKE services ; 
Swindlers and fabricators have little of CI significance to 
communicate but are notoriously skillful timewasters. In- 
terrogation of therm is uqually inconclusive and, if prolonged, 
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unrewarding. The professional peddler with several IS 
contacts may prove an exception; but he will usually give the 
edge to a host security service because otherwise he cannot 
function with impunity. “s 


B. Types of Sources; Personality Categories 


The number of systems devised for categorizing human beings 
is large, and most of them are of dubious validity. Various cate- 
gorical schemes are outlined in treatises on interrogation. The two 
typologies most frequently advocated are psychologic-emotional and 
geographic-cultural. Those who urge the former argue that the basic 
emotional-psychological patterns do not vary significantly with time, 
place, or culture. The latter school maintains the existence of a 
national character and sub-national categories, and interrogation 


guides based on this principle recommend approaches tailored to 
geographical cultures. 


It is plainly true that the interrogation source cannot be under- 
stood in a vacuum, isolated from social context. It is equally true 
that some of the most glaring blunders in interrogation {and other 
operational processes) have resulted from ignoring the source's 
background. Moreover, emotional~psychological schematizations 
sometimes present atypical extremes rather than the kinds of 
people commonly encountered by interrogators. Such typologies 
also cause disagreement even among professional psychiatrists 
and psychologists. Interrogators who adopt them and who note in 
an interrogatee one or two of the characteristics of "Type A' may 
mistakenly assign the source to Category A and assume the re- 
maining traits, 


On the other hand, there are valid objections to the adoption 
of cultural-geographic categories for interrogation purposes (how- 
ever valid they may be as KUCAGE concepts). The pitfalls of 
ignorance of the distinctive culture of the source have ' 
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The ideal solution would be to avoid all categorizing. Basic- 
ally, all schemes for labelling people are wrong per se; applied 
arbitrarily, they always produce distortions. Every interrogator 
knows that a real understanding of the individual is worth far more 
than a thorough knowledge of this or that pigeon-hole to which he 
has been consigned. And for interrogation purposes the ways in 

“which he differs from the abstract ty pe may be more significant 
than the ways in which he conforms. 


But KUBARK does not dispose of the time or personnel to 
probe the depths of each source's individuality. In the opening 
phases of interrogation, or in a quick interrogation, we are 
compelled to make some use of the shorthand of categorizing, 
despite distortions. Like other interrogation aides, a scheme 
of categories is useful only if recognized for what it is--a set 
of labels that facilitate communication but are not the same as 
the persons thus labelled. If an interrogatee lies persistently, an 
interrogator may report and dismiss him as a ''pathological liar," 
Yet such persons may possess counterintelligence (or other} in- 
formation quite equal in value to that held by other sources, and 
the interrogator likeliest to get at it is the man whois not content 
with labelling but is as interested in why the subject lies as in 
what he lies about. 


With all of these reservations, then, and with the further 
observation that those who find these psychological-emotional 
categories pragmatically valuable should use therm and those who 
do not should let them alone, the following nine types are described. 
The categories are based upon the fact that a person's past is always 
reflected, however dimily, in his present ethics and behavior. Old 
dogs can learn new tricks but not new ways of learning them. People 

-do change, but what appears to be new behavior or a new psychological 
pattern is usually just a variant on the old theme. 
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It is not claimed that the classification system presented 
here is complete; some interrogatees will not fit into any one of 
the groupings. And like all other typologies, the system is plagued ° 
by overiap, so that some interrogatees will show characteristics 
of more than one group. Above all, the interrogator must remember 
that finding some of the characteristics of the group in a single source 
does not warrant an immediate conclusion that the source "belongs to" 
the group, and that even correct labelling is not the equivalent of under- 
standing people but merely an aid to understanding. 





The nine major groups within the psychological~emotional cate- 
gory adopted for this handbook are the following. 


‘il. The orderly-obstinate character. People in this category 
are characteristically frugal, orderly, and cold; frequently they are 
quite intellectual. They are not impulsive in behavior. - They tend to 
think things through logically and to act deliberately. They often 
reach decisions very slowly. They are far less likely to make real pene 
personal sacrifices for a cause than to use them as a temporary means 
of obtaining a permanent personal gain. They are secretive and dis- 
inclined to confide in anyone else their plans and plots,. which frequently 
concern the overthrow of some form of authority. They are also stubborn, 
although they may pretend cooperation or even believe that they are 
cooperating. They nurse grudges. 


The orderly-obstinate character considers himself superior 
to other people. Sometimes his sense of superiority is interwoven 
with a kind of magical thinking that includes all sorts of superstitions 
and fantasies about controlling his environment. He may even have a 
systern of morality that is all his own. He sometimes gratifies his 
feeling of secret superiority by provoking unjust treatment. He also 
tries, characteristically, to keep open a line of escape by avoiding 
any real commitment to anything. He is--and always has been--in- 
tensely concerned about his personal possessions. He is usually a 
tightwad who saves everything, has a strong sense of propriety, and 
is punctual and tidy. His money and other possessions have for him 
a personalized quality; they are parta of himself He often carries 
around shiny coins, keepsakes, a bunch of keys, and other objects 
having for himself an actual or symbolic value. 
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: Usually ‘the orderly-obstinate character has a history of 

active rebellion.in childhood, of persistently doing the exact 

opposite of what he is told todo. As an adult he may have learned 

to cloak his resistance and become passive-aggressive, but his a 
determination to get his own way is unaltered. He has merely . * 
learned how to proceed indirectly if necessary. The profound fear 

and hatred of authority, persisting since childhood, is often well- 

concealed in adulthood, For example, such a person may confess 

easily and quickly under interrogation, even to acts that he did not 

commit, in order to throw the interrogator off the trail of a sig- 

nificant discovery (or, more rarely, because of feelings of guilt). 


The interrogator who is dealing with an orderly -obstinate 
character should avoid the role of hostile authority. Threats and 
threatening gestures, table-pounding, pouncing on evasions or lies, 
and any similarly authoritative tactics will only awaken in such a 
subject his old anxieties and habitual defense mechanisms. To 
attain rapport, the interrogator should be friendly. It will probably 
prove rewarding if the room and the interrogator look exceptionally 
neat. Orderly-obstinate interrogatees often collect coins or other 
objects as a hobby; time spent in sharing their interests may thaw 
some of the ice. Establishing rapport is extremely important when 4 
dealing with this type. s: {3 
$

2. The optimistic character. This kind of source is almost 
constantly happy-go-lucky, impulsive, inconsistent, and undependable. 
He seems to enjoy a continuing state of well-being. He may be generous 
to a fault, giving to others as he wants to be given to. He may become 
an alcoholic or drug addict. He is not able to withstand very much 
pressure; he reacts to a challenge not by increasing his efforts but 
rather by running away to-avoid conflict. His convictions that "some- 
thing will turn up", that "everything will work out all right", is based 
on his need to avoid his own responsibility for events and depend upon 
a kindly fate. 


Such a person has usually had a great deal of over-indulgence 
in early life. He is sometimes the youngest member of a large family,

the child of a middle~aged woman (a so-called “change -of-life baby"). 
If he has met severe frustrations in later childhood, he may be petu- 
lant, vengeful, and constantly demanding. 


As interrogation sources, optimistic characters respond best 
toa kindly, parental approach. If withholding, they can often be handled 
effectively by the Mutt-and-Jeff technique discussed later in this paper. 
Pressure tactics or hostility will make them retreat inside themselves, 
whereas reassurance will bring them out. They tend to seek promises, 
to cast the interrogator in the role of protector and problem-solver; and 
it is important that the interrogator avoid making any specific promises 
that cannot be fulfilled, because the optimist turned vengeful is likely to 
prove troublesome. 


3. The greedy, demanding character. This kind of person affixes 
himself to others like a leech and clings obsessively. Although extremely 
dependent and passive, he constantly demands that others take care of 
him and gratify his wishes. If he considers himself wronged, he does 
not seek redress through his own efforts but tries to persuade another 
to take up the cudgels in his behalf--"let's you and him fight." His 
loyalties are likely to shift whenever he feels that the sponsor whom 
he has chosen has let him down. Defectors of this type feel aggrieved 
because their desires were not satisfied in their countries of origin, 
but they soon feel equally deprived in a second land and turn against its 
government or representatives in the same way. The greedy and demand- 
ing character is subject to rather frequent depressions. He may direct 
a desire for revenge inward, upon himself; in extreme cases suicide may 
result. 


The greedy, dernanding character often suffered from very 
early deprivation of affection or security. As an adult he continues to 
seek substitute parents who will care for him as his own, he feels, did 
not. 


The interrogator dealing with a greedy, demanding character 
rnust be careful not to rebuff him; otherwise rapport will be destroyed. 
On the other hand, the interrogator must not accede to demands which 
cannot or should not be met. Adopting the tone of an understanding 
father or big brother is likely to make the subject responsive. If he 
makes exorbitant requests, an unimportant favor may provide a gatis- 
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“factory substitute because the demand arises not from a specific 
need but as-an expression of the subject's need for security. He is z 
likely to find reagsuring any manifestation of concern for his well- . 
being. : . 


In dealing with this type--and to a considerable extent in 
dealing with any of the types herein listed-~-the interrogator must be : 
aware of the limits and pitfalls of rational persuasion. If he seeks 
to induce cooperation by an appeal to logic, he should first determine 
whether the source's resistance is based on logic. The appeal will 
glance off ineffectually if the resistance is totally or chiefly emotional 
rather than rational. Emotional resistance can be dissipated only by 
emotional manipulation, 


4, The anxious, self-centered character. Although this person 

is fearful, he is engaged in a constant struggle to conceal his fears. 

He is frequently a daredevil who compensates for his anxiety by pre- 

tending that there is no such thing as danger. He may be a stunt flier 

or circus performer who "proves" himself before crowds. He may also 

be a Don Juan. He tends to brag and often lies through hunger for approval 
. or praise, As a soldier or officer he may have been decorated for bravery; 

but if so, his comrades may suspect that his exploits resulted from a 

pleasure in exposing himself to danger and the anticipated delights of re- 

wards, approval, and applause. The anxious, self-centered character 

is usually intensely vain and equally sensitive. °

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People who show these characteristics are actually unusually 
fearful. The causes of intense concealed anxiety are too complex and 
subtle to permit discussion of the subject in this paper. 


Of greater importance to the interrogator than the causes is 

the opportunity provided by concealed anxiety for successful manipulation 
of the source. His desire to impress will usually be quickly evident. 

He is likely to be voluble. Ignoring or ridiculing his bragging, or 

cutting him short with a demand that he get down to cases, is likely to 
make him resentful and to stop the flow. Playing upon his vanity, 
especially by praising his courage, will usually bea successful tactic 
_if employed skillfully. Anxious, self-centered interrogatees who are 
withholding significant facts, such as contact with a hostile service, 
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are likelier to divulge if made to feel that the truth will not be used 

to harm them and if the interrogator also stresses the callousness 
and stupidity of the adversary in sending so valianta personupon 
B80 ill-prepared a mission, There is little to be gainedand muchto ~*. 
be lost by exposing the nonrelevant lies of this kind of source, Gross 
lies about deeds of daring, sexual prowess, or other "proofs" of 
courage and manliness are best met with silence or with friendly but 
noncommittal replies unless they consume an inordinate amount of 
time. If operational use is contemplated, recruitment may some- 
times ‘be effected through such queries as, "I wonder if you would 

be willing to undertake a dangerous mission, "' 


5, The guilt-ridden character. This kind of person has a strong 
cruel, unrealistic conscience. His whole life seems devoted to re- 
living his feelings of guilt. Sometimes he seems determined to atone; 
at other times he insists that whatever went wrong is the fault of some- 
body else, In either event he seeks constantly some proof or external 
indication that the guilt of others is greater than his own. He is often 
caught up completely in efforts to prove that he has been treated un- 
justly, Infact, he may provoke unjust treatment in order to assuage 
his conscience through punishment. Compulsive gamblers who find no 
real pleasure in winning but do find relief in losing belong to this class. 
So do persons who falsely confess to crimes. Sometimes such people 
actually commit crimes in order to confess and be punished. Masochists 
also belong in this category. 


The caines of most guilt complexes are real or fancied wrongs 
done to parents or others whom the subject felt he ought to love and 
honor, Ags children such people may have been frequently scolded or 
punished. Or they may have been "model" children who repressed all 
natural hostilities. . 


The guilt-ridden character is hard to interrogate. He may 
"confess" to hostile clandestine activity, or other acts of interest to 
KUBARK, in which he was not involved. Accusations levelled at him 
by the interrogator are likely to trigger such false confessions. Or 
he may remain silent when accused, enjoying the "punishment." He 
is a poor subject for LCFLUTTER. The complexities of dealing with _ 
consclence-ridden interrogatees vary so widely from case to case 
that it is almost impossible to list sound general principles. Perhaps 
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the best advice is that the interrogator, once alerted by information 
from the screening process (see Part VI) or by the subject's ex- 
cessive preoccupation with moral judgements, should treat as ; 
suspect and subjective any information provided by the interrogatee ~ 
about any matter that is of moral concern to him, Persons with 
intense guilt feelings may cease resistance and cooperate tf 

punished in some way, because of the gratification induced by 
punishment. 


on 
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6. The character wrecked by success is closely related 
to the guilt~ridden character, This sort of person cannot tolerate 
success and goes through life failing at critical points. He is 
often accident-prone, Typically he has a long history of being 
promising and of almost completing a significant assignment or 
achievernent but not bringing it off. The character who cannot 
stand success enjoys his ambitions as long as they remain fan- 
tasies but somehow ensures that they will not be fulfilled in 
reality. Acquaintances often feel that his success is just around 
the corner, but something always intervenes, In actuality this 
something is a sense of guilt, of the kind described above. The 
person who avoids success has a conscience which forbids the 
pleasures of accomplishment and recognition, He frequently 
projects his guilt feelings and feels that all of his failures were 
someone else's fault. He may have a strong need to suffer and 
may seek danger or injury. 


As interrogatees these people who "cannot stand pros- 
perity' pose no special problem unless the interrogation impinges 
upon their feelings of guilt or the reasons for their past failures. 
Then subjective distortions, not facts, will result, The success- 
ful interrogator will isolate this area of unreliability. 


7, The schizoid or strange character lives in a world of 
fantasy much of the time. Sometimes he seems unable to dis- 
tinguish reality from the realm of his own creating. The real 
world seems to him empty and meaningless, in contrast with 
the mysteriously significant world that he has made. He is 
extremely intolerant of any frustration that occurs in the outer 
world and deals with it by withdrawal into the interior realm. 
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He has no real attachments to others, although he may attach 
symbolic and private meanings or values to other people. 


Children reared in homes lacking in ordinary affection 
and attention or in orphanages or state-run communes may be- 
come adults who belong to this category. Rebuffed in early 
efforts to attach themselves.to another, they become distrustful 
of attachments and turn inward, Any link to a group or country 
will be undependable and, asa rule, transitory. .At the same 
time the schizoid character needs external approval. Though 
he retreats from reality, he does not want to feel abandoned. 


As an interrogatee the schizoid character is likely to 
lie readily to win approval. He will tell the interrogator what 
he thinks the interrogator wants to hear in order to win the award 
of seeing a smile on the interrogator's face. Because he is not 
always capable of distinguishing between fact and fantasy, he may 
be unaware of lying. The desire for approval provides the in- 
terrogator with a handle. Whereas accusations of lying or other 
indications of disesteem will provoke withdrawal from the situation 
teasing the truth out of the schizoid subject may not prove difficult 
if he is convinced that he will not incur favor through misstatements 
or disfavor through telling the truth. 


Like the guilt-ridden character, the schizoid character 
may be an unreliable subject for testing by LCF LUTTER be- 
cause his internal needs lead him to confuse fact with fancy. 

He is also likely to make an unreliable agent because of his 
incapacity to deal with facts and to form real relationships. 


8. The exception believes that the world owes him a great 
deal. He feels that he suffered a gross injustice, usually early 
in life, and should be repaid. Sometimes the injustice was meted 
out impersonally, by fate, as a physical deformity, an extremely 
painful illness or operation in childhood, or the early loss of one 
parent or both. Feeling that these misfortunes were undeserved, 
the exceptions regard them as injustices that someone or some- 
thing must rectify. Therefore they claim as their right privileges 
not permitted others. When the claim is ignored or denied, the 
exceptions become rebellious, as adolescents often do. They are 
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convinced that the justice of the claim is plain for all to see and 
that any refusal to grant it is willfully malignant. 

When interrogated, the exceptions are likely to make 
demands for money, resettlement aid, and other favors~-demands 
that are completely out of proportion to the value of their con- 
tributions. Any ambiguous replies to such demands will be in- 
terpreted as acquiescence. Of all the types considered here, the 
exception is likeliest to carry an alleged injustice dealt him by 
KUBARK to the newspapers or the courts. ; 


The best general line to follow in handling those who. 
believe that they are exceptions is to listen attentively (within 
reasonable timelimits) to their grievances and to make no 
commitments that cannot be discharged fully. Defectors from 
hostile intelligence services, doubles, provocateurs, and others 
who have had more than passing contact with a Sino-Soviet 
service may, if they belong to this category, prove unusually 
responsive to suggestions from the interrogator that they have 
been treated unfairly by the other service. Any planned operational 
use of such persons should take into account the fact that they have 
no sense of loyalty to a common cause and are likely to turn 
aggrievedly against superiors. 


9. The average or normal character is not a person wholly 


lacking in the characteristics of the other types. He may, in fact, 
exhibit most or all of them from time to time. But no one of them 
is persistently dominant; the average man's qualities of obstinacy, 
unrealistic optimism, anxiety, and the rest are not overriding or 
imperious except for relatively short intervals. Moreover, his 
reactions to the world around him are more dependent upon events 
in that world and less the product of rigid, subjective patterns than 
is true of the other types discussed. 


Cc. Other Clues 
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The true defector (as distinguished from the hostile agent 
in defector's guise) is likely to have a history of opposition to 
authority. The sad fact ie that defectors who left their homelands 
because they could not get along with their immediate or ultimate 
superiors are also likely to rebel against authorities in the new 
environment {a fact which usually plays an important part in re- 
defection), Therefore defectors are likely to be found in the ranks 
of the orderly-obstinate, the greedy and demanding, the schizoids, 
and the exceptions. 


Experiments and statistical analyses performed at the University 
of Minnesota concerned the relationships among anxiety and affiliative 
tendencies (desire to be with other people), on the one hand, and the 
ordinal position (rank in birth sequence) on the other. Some of the 
findings, though necessarily tentative and speculative, have some 
relevance to interrogation, (30). As is noted in the bibliography, the 
investigators concluded that isolation typically creates anxiety, that 
anxiety intensifies the desire to be with others who share the same 
fear, and that only and first-born children are more anxious and 
less willing or able to withstand pain than later-born children. Other 
applicable hypotheses are that fear increases the affiliative needs 
of first-born and only children much more than those of the later-born, 
These differences are more pronounced in persons from small families 
than in those who grew up in large families. Finally, only children 
are much likelier to hold themselves together and persist in anxiety- 
producing situations than are the first-born, who more frequently try 
to retreat. In the other major respects ~ intensity. of anxiety and 
emotional need to affiliate - no significant differences between ''firsts"' 
and "onlies'' were discovered, 


It follows that determining the subject's "ordinal position" 
before questioning begins maybe useful to the interrogator. But 
two cautions are in order. The first is that the findings are, at this 
stage, only tentative hypotheses. The second is that even if they prove accu- 
rate for large groups, the data are like those in actuarial tables; they 
have no specific predictive value for individuals. 
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VL SCREENING AND OTHER PRELIMINARIES 


As Screening 


~“ some large stations are MA 

able to conduct peslivadnayy. psychological screening before in- 
terrogation starts. The purpose of screening is to provide the [> 
interrogator, in advance, with a reading on the type and char- 

acteristics of the interrogatee. It is recommended that screening 5 
be conducted whenever personnel and facilities permit, unless it : 
is reasonably certain that the interrogation will be of minor im- , 
portance or that the interrogatee is fully cooperative. 


Screening should be conducted by interviewers, not inter~ ss 
rogators; or at least the subjects should not be screened by the et 
same KUBARK personnel who will interrogate them later. 
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Other psychological testing aids are best administered by a 
trained psychologist. Tests conducted on American POW's re-~- 
turned to U.S. jurisdiction in Korea during the Big and Little 
Switch suggest that prospective interrogatees who show normal 
emotional responsiveness on the Rorschach and related tests are 
likelier to prove cooperative under interrogation than are those 
whose responses indicate that they are apathetic and emotionally 
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withdrawn or barren. Extreme resisters, however, share the 
response characteristics of collaborators; they differ in the 

nature and intensity of motivation rather than emotions. "An . * 
analysis of objective test records and biographical information 

is a sample of 759 Big Switch repatriates revealed that men who - 

had collaborated differed from men who had not in the following 

ways: the collaborators were older, had completed more years of 
school, scored higher on intelligence tests administered after re- 
patriation, had served longer in the Army prior to capture, and 

scored higher on the Psychopathic Deviate Scale - pd.... However, the 
5 percent of the noncollaborator sample who resisted actively ~ who 
were either decorated by the Army or considered to be 'reactionaries' 
by the Chinese - differed from the remaining group in precisely the 
same direction as the collaborator group and could not be distinguished - 
from this group on any variable except age; the resisters were older 
than the collaborators." (33) 


Even a rough preliminary estimate, if valid, can be a boon to 
the interrogator because it will permit him to start with generally 
sound tactics from the beginning - tactics adapted to the personality 
of the source. Dr. Moloney has expressed the opinion, which we 
may use as an example of this, that the AVH was able to get what it 
wanted from Cardinal Mindszenty because the Hungarian service 
adapted its interrogation methods to his personality. "There can be 
no doubt that Mindszenty's preoccupation with the concept of becoming 
secure and powerful through the surrender of self to the greatest 
power of them all ~- his God idea - predisposed him to the response 
elicited in his experience with the communist intelligence. For him 
the surrender of self-system to authoritarian-system was natural, 
as was the very principle of martyrdom." (28) 


The task of screening is made easier by the fact that the 
screener is interested in the subject, not in the information which 
he may possess. Most people~-even many provocation agents who 
have been trained to recite a legend--will speak with some freedom 
about childhood events and familial relationships. And even the 
provocateur who substitutes a fictitious person for his real father 
‘will disclose some of his feelings about his father in the course 
of detailing his story about the imaginary substitute. If the screener 
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has learned to put the potential source at ease, to feel his way 
along in each case, the source is unlikely to consider ‘Dat a 
casual conversation about himeelf if dangerous. 


The screener is interested in getting the subject to talk about 
himself, Once the flow starts, the screener should try not to stop 
it by questions, gestures, or other interruptions until sufficient 
information has been revealed to permit a rough determination of 
type. The subject is likeliest to talk freely if the screener's manner 
is friendly and patient, His facial expression should not reveal. special 
interest in any one statement; he should just seem sympathetic and 
understanding. .Within a short time most people who have begun talking 
about themselves go back to early experiences, so that merely by 
listening and occasionally making a quiet, encouraging remark the 
screener can learna great deal. Routine questions about school 
teachers, employers, and group leaders, for example, will lead the 
subject to reveal a good deal of how he feels about his parents, 
superiors, and others of emotional consequence to him because of 
associative links in his mind. 


it is very helpful if the screener can imaginatively place him-~ 
self in the subject's position, The more the screener knows about 
the subject's native area and cultural background, the less’ likely 
is he to disturb the subject by an incongruous remark. Such comments 
as, "That must have been a bad time for you and your family," or 
"Yes, I can see why you were angry,"! or “It sounds exciting" are 
sufficiently innocuous not to.distract the subject, yet provide adequate 
evidence of sympathetic interest. Taking the subject's side against 
his enemies serves the same purpose, and such comments as "That 
was unfair; they had no right to treat you that way" will aid rapport 
and stimulate further revelations. - 


It is important that gross abnormalities be spotted during the 
screening process. Persons suffering from severe mental illness 
will show major distortions, delusions, or hallucinations and will 
usually give bizarre explanations for their behavior. Dismissal or 
prompt referral of the mentally ill to professional specialists will 
save time and money, 


The second and related purpose of screening is to permit an 
educated guess about the source's probable attitude toward the 
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interrogation. An estimate of whether the interrogatee will be 
cooperative or recalcitrant is essential to planning because very 
different methods are used in dealing with these two types. ca oS 


At stations or bases which cannot conduct screening in the 
formal sense, it is still worth-while to preface any important in- 
terrogation with an interview of the source, conducted by someone 
other than the interrogator and designed to provide a maximum of 
evaluative information before interrogation commences. 


Unless a shock effect is desired, the transition from the 
screening interview to the interrogation situation should not be 
abrupt. At the first meeting with the interrogatee it is usually 
a good idea for the interrogator to spend some time in the same 
kind of quiet, friendly exchange that characterized the screening 
interview. Even though the interrogator now has the screening 
product, the rough classification by type, he needs to understand 
the subject in his own terms. If he is immediately aggressive, he 
imposes upon the first interrogation session (and to a diminishing 
extent upon succeeding sessions) too arbitrary a pattern. As one 
expert has said, "Anyone who proceeds without consideration for 
the disjunctive power of anxiety in human relationships will never 
learn interviewing." (34) 


B. Other Preliminary Procedures 


‘s 
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preliminary handling of other types of interrogation sources is us- 5 

ually less difficult. It suffices for the present purpose to list the 

following principles: + 


l. All available pertinent informationaigt to be assembled 
and studied before the interrogation itself is planned, much less con- 
ducted. An ounce of investigation may be worth a pound of questions. 


2. A distinction should be drawn as soon as possible be- 


tween sources who will be sent to ‘ 
site organized and equipped for interrogation and those whose 
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interrogation will be completed by the base or station with which 
contact is first established. 


3. The suggested procedure for arriving at a preliminary f 
assessment of walk-ins remains the same - .

The key points are repeated here for ease of reference. These 
preliminary tests are designed to supplement the technical 
examination of a walk-in's documents, substantive questions 
about claimed homeland or occupation, and other standard 
inquiries. The following questions, if asked, should be posed 

as soon as possible after the initial contact, while the walk-in 

is still under stress and before he has adjusted to a routine. 


a. The walk-in may be asked to identify all 
relatives and friends in the area, or even the country, 
in which PBPRIME asylum is first requested. Traces 
should be run speedily. Provocation agents are 
sometimes directed to ‘defect" in their target areas, 
and friends or relatives already in place may be hostile 
assets. 


b. At the first interview the questioner should 
be on the alert for phrases or concepts characteristic 
of intelligence or CP activity and should record such 
leads whether it is planned to follow them by inte yregation 
on the spot

c. LCOFLUTTER should be used if feasible. If 
not, the walk-in may be asked to undergo such te sting 
ata later date. Refusals should be recorded, as well 
as indications that the walk-in has been briefed on the 
technique by another service. The manner as well as 
the nature of the walk-in's reaction to the proposal 
should be noted. 
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d. if LCFLUTTER, screening, investigation, or 
any other methods do establish a prior intelligence history, | 
the following minimal information should be obtained:

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5. . All documents that have a bearing on the planned ho 
interrogation merit study. Documents from Bloc countries, or = 
those which are in any respect unusual or unfamiliar, are 
customarily sent to the proper field or headquarters component 
for technical analysis. 


6. If during screening or any other pre-interrogation 
phase it is ascertained that the source has been interrogated 
before, this fact should be made known to the interrogator. 
Agents, for example, are accustomed to being questioned : 
repeatedly and professionally. So are persons who have been : 
arrested several times. People who have had practical training 
in being interrogated become sophisticated subjects, able to 
spot uncertainty, obvious tricks, and other wealmesses. ‘ 
ae 


CG. Summary 


Screening and the other preliminary procedures will help 
the interrogator - and his base, station, - to decide 
whether the prospective source (1) is likely to possess useful 
counterintelligence because of association with a foreign 
service or Communist Party and (2) is likely to cooperate 
voluntarily or not. Armed with these estimates and with 
whatever insights screening has provided into the personality 
of the source, the interrogator is ready to plan. 
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VII. PLANNING THE COUNTERINTELLIGENCE 
INTERROGATION 


A. The Nature of Counterintelligence Interrogation 


The long-range purpose of Cl interrogation is to get from 
the source all the useful counterintelligence information that 
he has. The short-range purpose is to enlist his cooperation | 
toward this end or, if he is resistant, to destroy his capacity 
for resistance and replace it with a cooperative attitude. The 
techniques used in nullifying resistance, inducing compliance, 
and eventually eliciting voluntary cooperation are discussed in 
Part VII of this handbook. 


No two interrogations are the same. Every interrogation 
is shaped definitively by the personality of the source - and of 
the interrogator, because interrogation is an intensely , 
interpersonal process. The whole purpose of screening and 
a major purpose of the first stage of the interrogation is to 
probe the strengths and wealmesses of the subject. Only when 
these have been established and understood does it become 
possible to’plan realistically. 


Planning the CI interrogation of a resistant source requires 
an understanding (whether formalized or not) of the dynamics 
of confession. Here Horowitz's study of the nature of confession 
is pertinent. He starts by asking why confessions occur at all. 
“Why not always brazen it out when confronted by accusation? 
Why does a person convict himself through a confession, when, 
at the very worst, no confession would leave him at least as 
well off (and possibly better off)... ?'' He answers that 
confessions obtained without duress are usually the product 
of the following conditions: 
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1. ‘The person is accused explicitly or implicitly and feels 
accused, ‘ 


2. Asa result his psychological freedom - the extent to 
which he feels able to do what he wants to - is curtailed. This 


feeling need not correspond to confinement or any other external 
reality. 


3. The accused feels defensive because he is on unsure 
ground. He does not mow how much the accuser knows. Asa 
result the accused "has no formula for proper behavior, no role 
if you will, that he can utilize in this situation." 


4. He perceives the accuser as representing authority. 
Unless he believes that the accuser's powers far exceed his 
own, he is unlikely to feel hemmed in and defensive. And if 
he "perceives that the accusation is backed by 'real' evidence, 
the ratio of external forces to his own forces is increased and the 
person's psychological position is now more precarious. Itis 
interesting to note that in such situations the accused tends 
toward over response, or exaggerated response; to hostility 
and emotional display; to self-righteousness, to counter 
accusation, to defense....'! , 

5. He must believe that he is cut off from friendly or 
supporting forces. If he does, he himself becomes the only 
source of his "salvation," 

f 

6, “Another condition, which is most probably necessary, 
though not sufficient for confession, is that the accused person 
feels guilt. A possible reason is that a sense of guilt promotes 
self-hostility.’' It should be equally clear that if the person 
does not feel guilt he is not in his own mind guilty and will not 
confess to an act which others may regard as evil or wrong and 
he, in fact, considers correct. Confession in such a case can come 
only with duress even where all other conditions previously- 
mentioned may prevail." 
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7. The accused, finally, is pushed far enough along the 
path toward confession that it is easier for him to keep going 
than to turn back. He perceives confession as the only way out 
of his predicament and into freedom. (15) 


Horowitz has been quoted and summarized at some length 
because it is considered that the foregoing is a basically sound 
account of the processes that evoke confessions from sources 
whose resistance is not strong at the outset, who have not 
previously-been confronted with detention and interrogation, 
and who have not been trained by an adversary intelligence or 
security service in resistance techniques. <A fledgling or 
disaffected Communist or agent, for example, might be brought 
to confession and cooperation without the use of any external 
coercive forces other than the interrogation situation itself, 
through the above-described progression of subjective events. 


It is important to understand that interrogation, as both 
situation and process, does of itself exert significant external 
pressure upon the interrogatee as long as he is not permitted 
to accustom himself to it. Some psychologists trace this effect 
back to infantile relationships. Meerlo, for example, says that 
every verbal relationship repeats to some degree the pattern 
of early verbal relationships between child and parent. (27) 
An interrogatee, in particular, is likely to see the interrogator 
as a parent or parent-symbol, an object of suspicion and 
resistance or of submissive acceptance. [If the interrogator 
is unaware of this unconcsious process, the result can be a 
confused battle of submerged attitudes, in which:the spoken 
words are often merely a.cover for the unrelated struggle 
being waged at lower levels of both personalities, On the 
other hand, the interrogator who does understand these facts 
and who knows how to turn them to his advantage may not need 
to resort to any pressures greater than those that flow directly 
from the interrogation setting and function. 


Obviously, many resistant subjects of counterintelligence 


interrogation cannot be brought to cooperation, or even to 
compliance, merely through pressures which they generate 
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within themselves or through the unreinforced effect of the 
interrogation situation. Manipulative techniques - still keyed 
to the individual but brought to bear upon him from outside 
himself - then become necessary. It is a fundamental 
hypothesis of this handbook that these techniques, which can 
succeed even with highly resistant sources, are in essence 
methods of inducing regression of the personality to what- 
ever earlier and weaker level is required for the dissolution 
of resistance and the inculcation of dependence. All of the 
techniques employed to break through an interrogation 
roadblock, the entire spectrum from simple isolation to 
hypnosis and narcosis, are essentially ways of speeding up 
the process of regression. Ags the interrogatee slips back 
from maturity toward a more infantile state, his learned or 
structured personality traits fall away in a reversed 
chronological order, so that the characteristics most recently 
acquired - which are also the characteristics drawn upon by 
the interrogatee in his own defense - are the first to go. As 
Gill and Brenman have pointed out, regression is basically a 
loss of autonomy. (13) 


Another key to the successful interrogation of the resisting 
source is the provision of an acceptable rationalization for 
yielding. As regression proceeds, almost all resisters feel 
the growing internal stress that results from wanting 
simultaneously to conceal and to divulge. To escape the 
mounting tension, the source may grasp at any face-saving 
reason for compliance - any explanation which will placate 
both his own conscience and the possible wrath of former 
superiors and associates if he is returned to Communist 
control. It is the business of the interrogator to provide 
the right rationalization at the right time. Here too the 
importance of understanding the interrogatee is evident; the 
right rationalization must be an excuse or reason that is 
tailored to the source's personality. 


The interrogation process is a continuum, and everything 
that takes place in the continuum influences all subsequent 
events. The continuing process, being interpersonal, is not 
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reversible. Therefore itis wrong to open a counterintelligence 
interrogation experimentally, intending to abandon unfruitful 

approaches one by one until a sound method is discovered by : 
chance. The failures of the interrogator, his painful retreats nL 
from blind alleys, bolster the confidence of the source and 

increase his ability to resist. While the interrogator is 

struggling to learn from the subject the facts that should have 

been established before interrogation started, the subject is 

learning more and more about the interrogator. 


B. The Interrogation Plan 


Planning for interrogation is more important than the 
specifics of the plan. Because no two interrogations are 
alike, the interrogation cannot realistically be planned from 
Ato Z, in all its particulars, at the outset. But it can and 
must be planned from Ato F or Ato M. The chances of 
failure in an unplanned Cl] interrogation are unacceptably 
high. Even worse, a “dash-on-regardless" approach can 
ruin the prospects of success even if sound methods are 
used later. 


The intelligence category to which the subject belongs, 
though not determinant for planning purposes, is still of 
some significance. The plan for the interrogation of a 
traveller differs from that for other types because the 
time available for questioning is often brief. The examination 
of his bona fides, accordingly, is often less searching. He 
is usually regarded as reasonably reliable if his identity and 
freedom from other intelligence associations have been 
established, if records checks do not produce derogatory 
information, if his account of his background is free of 
omissions or discrepancies suggesting significant withholding, 
if he does not attempt to elicit information about the questioner 
or his sponsor, and if he willingly provides detailed information 
which appears reliable or is established as such. 
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Defectors can usually be interrogated unilaterally, at 
least for-atime. Pressure for participation will usually 
come from an ODYOKE intelligence 
component. The time available for unilateral testing and 
exploitation should be calculated at the outset, with a fair 
regard for the rights and interests of other members of the 
intelligence community. The most significant single fact to be 
kept in mind when planning the interrogation of Soviet defectors 
is that a certain percentage of them have proven to be controlled 
agents; estimates of this percentage have ranged-as high as 

Zuring a period of several years after 1955, (22) 


KUBARK's lack of executive powers is especially significant 
if the interrogation of a suspect agent or of any other subject 
who is expected to resist is under consideration. As a general 
rule, it is difficult to succeed in the Cl interrogation.of a 
resistant source unless the interrogating service can control 
the subject and his environment for as long as proves necessary, 
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C. The Specifics 
1. The Specific Purpose Wee 


Before questioning starts, the interrogator has clearly 
in mind what he wants to learn, why he thinks the source has the 
information, how important it is, and how it can best be obtained. 
Any confusion here, or any questioning based on the premise 
that the purpose will take shape after the interrogation is under 
way, is almost certain to lead to aimlessness and final failure. 

If the specific goals cannot be discerned clearly, further 
investigation ts needed before querying starts. 


2. Resistance 


The kind and intensity of anticipated resistance is 
estimated, It is useful to recognize in advance whether the 
information desired would be threatening or damaging in any 
way to the interests of the interrogatee. If so, the interrogator 
should consider whether the same information, or confirmation 
of it, can be gained from another source. Questioning suspects 
immediately, on a flimsy factual basis, will usually cause 
waste of time, not save it. On the other hand, if the needed 
information is not sensitive from the subject's viewpoint, 


- 


merely asking for it is usually preferable to trying to trick 
him into admissions and thus creating an unnecessary battle 
of wits. 


The preliminary psychological analysis of the subject 
makes it easier to decide whether he is likely to resist and, 
if so, whether his resistance will be the product of fear that 
his personal interests will be damaged or the result of the 
non-cooperative nature of orderly-obstinate and related 
types. The choice of methods to be used in overcoming 
resistance is also determined by the characteristics of the 
interrogatee. 


3. The Interrogation Setting 


The room in which the interrogation is to be conducted 
should be free of distractions. The colors of walls, ceiling, 
rugs, and furniture should not be startling. Pictures should be 
missing or dull. Whether the furniture should include a desk 
depends not upon the interrogator's convenience but rather upon 
the subject's anticipated reaction to connotations of superiority 
and officialdom. A plain table may be preferable. An over~ 
stuffed chair for the use of the interrogatee is sometimes 
preferable to a straight-backed, wooden chair because if he 
is made to stand for a lengthy period or is otherwise deprived 
of physical comfort, the contrast is intensified and increased 
disorientation results. Some treatises on interrogation are 
emphatic about the value of arranging the lighting so that its 
source is behind the interrogator and glares directly at the 
subject. Here, too, a flat rule is unrealistic. The effect 
upon a cooperative source is inhibitory, and the effect upon 
a withholding source may be to make him more stubborn. 

Like all other details, this one depends upon the personality 
of the interrogatee. 


Good planning will prevent interruptions. If the 
roor is also used for purposes other than interrogation, a 
"Do Not Disturb" sign or its equivalent should hang on the 
door when questioning is under way. The effect of someone 
wandering in because he forgot his pen or wants to invite the 
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interrogator to lunch can be devastating. For the same reason 

there should not be a telephone in the room; it is certain to 

ring at precisely the wrong moment. Moreover, it is a visible 

link to the outside; its presence makes a subject feel less cut- 3 
off, better able to resist. 


The interrogation room affords ideal conditions for 
photographing the interrogatee without his knowledge by 
concealing a camera behind a picture or elsewhere. 


If a new safehouse is to be used asthe interrogation 
site, it should be studied carefully to be sure that the total 
environment can be manipulated as desired. For example, 
the electric current should be known in advance, so that 
transformers or other modifying devices will be on hand.if 
needed, 


Arrangements are usually made to record the 
interrogation, transmit it to another reom, or do both. Most 
experienced interrogators do not like to take notes. Not being 
saddled with this chore leaves thern free to concentrate on 
what sources say, how they sayit, and what else they do 
while talking or listening. Another reason for avoiding note- 
taking is that it distracts and sometimes worries the interrogatee. 
In the course of several sessions conducted without note-taking, 
the subject is likely to fall into the comfortable illusion that 
he is not talking for the record. Another advantage of the tape 
is that it can be played back later. Upon some subjects the 
shock of hearing their own voices unexpectedly is unnerving. 

The record also prevents later twistings or denials of : 
admissions. j \ 


+ 


; A recording 
is also a valuable training aid for interrogators, who by this 
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means can study their mistakes and their, most effective 
techniques. Exceptionally instructuve interrogations, or 
selected portions thereof, can also be used in the training 
of others. 


If possible, audio equipment should also be used 
to transmit the proceedings to mother room, usedas a 
listening-post. The main advantage of transmission is that 
it enables the person in charge of the interrogation to note 
crucial points and map further strategy, replacing one 
interrogator with another, timing a dramatic interruption 
correctly, etc. It is also helpful to install a small blinker 
buib behind the subject or to arrange some other method 
of signalling the interrogator, without the source's knowledge, 
that the questioner should leave the room for consultation 
or that someone else is about to enter, 


4. The Participants 


Interrogatees are normally questioned separately. 
Separation permits the use of a number of techniques that 
would not be possible otherwise. It also intensifies in the 
source the feeling of being cut off from friendly aid. Confrontation 
of two or more suspects with each other in order to produce 
recriminations or admissions is especially dangerous if not 
preceded by separate interrogation sessions which have evoked 
compliance from one of the interrogatees, or at least significant 
admissions involving both. Techniques for the separate 
interrogations of linked sources are discussed in Part IX. 


The number of interrogators used for a single 
interrogation case varies from one man to a large team. 
The size of the team depends on several considerations, 
chiefly the importance of the case and the intensity of source 
resistance. Although most sessions consist of one interrogator 
and one interrogatee, some of the techniques described later 
call for the presence of two, three, or four interrogators. The 
two-man team, in particular, is subject to unintended antipathies 
and conflicts not called for by assigned roles. Planning and 





subsequent conduct should eliminate such cross-currents 
before they develop, especially because the source will 
seek to turn them to his advantage. 


Team members who are not otherwise engaged can 
be employed to best advantage at the listening post. Inexperienced 
interrogators find that listening to the interrogation while it is in 
progress can be highly educational. 


Once questioning starts, the interrogator is called 
upon to function at two levels. He is trying to do two seemingly 
contradictory things at once: achieve rapport with the subject 
but remain an essentially detached observer, Or he may’ 
project himself to the resistant interrogatee as powerful and 
ominous (in order to eradicite resistance and create the 
necessary conditions for rapport) while remaining wholly 
uncom*©mitted at the deeper level, noting the significance of 
the subject's reactions and the effectiveness of his own 
performance. Poor interrogators often confuse this bi-level 
functioning with role-playing, but there is a vital difference. 
The interrogator who merely pretends, in his surface performance, 
to feel a given emotion or to hold a given attitude toward the 
source is likely to be unconvincing; the source quickly senses 
the deception. Even children are very quick to feel this kind 
of pretense. To be persuasive, the sympathy or anger must 
be genuine; but to be useful, it must not interfere with the 
deeper level.of precise, unaffected observation. Bi-level 
functioning is not difficult or even unusual; most people act 
at times as both performer and observer unless their 
emotions are so deeply involved in the situation that the 
critical faculty disintegrates. Through experience the 
interrogator becomes adept in this dualism. The interrogator 
who finds that he has become emotionally involved and is 
no longer capable of unimpaired objectivity should report 
the facts so that a substitution can be made, Despite all . 
planning efforts to select an interrogator whose age, , 
background, skills, personality, and experience make 
him the best choice for the job, it sometimes happens 
that both questioner and subject feel, when they first meet, | 
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an immediate attraction or antipathy which is so strong that 
a change of interrogators quickly becomes essential. No 
interrogator should be reluctant to notify his superior when 
emotional involvement becomes evident. Not the reaction 
but a failure to report it would be evidence of a lack of 
professionalism. j 


Other reasons for changing interrogators should be 
anticipated and avoided at the outset. During the first part 
of the interrogation the developing relationship between the 
questioner and the initially uncooperative source is more 
important than the information obtained; when this relationship 
is destroyed by a change of interrogators, the replacement 
must start nearly from scratch. In fact, he starts with a 
handicap, because exposure to interrogation will have made 
the source a more effective resister. Therefore the base, 
station, should not assign as chief interrogator 
a person whose availability will end before the estimated 
completion of the case. 


5. The Timing 
Before interrogation starts, the amount of time 
probably required and probably available to both interrogator 
and interrogatee should be calculated, If the subject is not 
to be under detention, his normal schedule is ascertained 
in advance, so that he will not have to be released at a critical 
point because he has an appointment or has to go to work. 


Because pulling information from a recalcitrant 
subject is the hard way of doing business, interrogation should 
not begin until all pertinent facts available from overt and from 
cooperative sources have been assembled. 


Interrogation sessions with a resistant source who is 
under detention should not be held on an unvarying schedule. 
_ The capacity for resistance is diminished by disorientation. 
The subject may be left alone for days; and he may be returned 
to his cell, allowed to sleep for five minutes, and brought back 
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to an interrogation which is conducted as though eight hours had 
intervened. The principle is that sessions should be so planned 
as to disrupt the source's sense of chronological order. 


6. The Termination 


The end of an interrogation should be planned before 
questioning starts. The kinds of questions asked, the methods 


employed, and even the goals sought may be shaped by what | 
w ill happen when the end is reached, ~ fe 


If he is to be released upon the local economy, 
perhaps blacklisted as a suspected hostile agent but not subjected 
to subsequent counterintelligence surveillance, it is important 
to avoid an inconclusive ending that has warned the interrogatee 
of our doubts but has established nothing. The poorest interrogations 
are those that trail off into an inconclusive nothingness. 


A number of practical terminal details should also 
be considered in advance. Are the source's documents to be 
returned to him, and will they be available in time? Is he 
to be paid? If he is a fabricator or hostile agent, has he been 
photographed and fingerprinted? Are subsequent contacts 
necessary or desirable, and have recontact provisions been 
arranged? Has a quit-~claim been obtained? 


As was noted at the beginning of this section, the 
successful interrogation of a strongly resistant source ordinarily 
involves two key processes: the calculated regression of the 
interrogatee and the provision of an acceptable rationalization. 
lf these two steps have been taken, it becomes very important 
to clinch the new tractability by means of conversion. In 
other words, a subject who has finally divulged the information 
sought and who has been given a reason for divulging which salves 
his self-esteem, his conscience, or both, will often be in a mood 
to take the final step of accepting the interrogator's values and 
making common cause with him. [If operational use is now 
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contemplated, conversion is imperative. But even if the source 


has no further value after his fund of information has been mined, | 


spending some extra time with him in order to replace his new 
sense of emptiness with new values can be good insurance. Ail 
non-Communist services are bothered at times by disgruntled 
exinterrogatees who press demands and threaten or take hostile 
action if the demands are not satisfied. Defectors in particular, 
because they are often hostile toward any kind of authority, 
cause trouble by threatening or bringing suits in local courts, 
arranging publication of vengeful stories, or going to the local 
police. The former interrogatee is especially likely to be a 
future troiuble~maker if during interrogation he was subjected 
to a form of compulsion imposed from outside himself. Time 
spent, after the interrogation ends, in fortifying the source's 
sense of acceptance in the interrogator's world may be only a 
fraction of the time required to bottle up his attempts to gain 
revenge. Moreover, conversion may create a useful and 
enduring asset. (See also remarks in VIil B 4.) 
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Vii, THE NON-COERCIVE COUNTERINTELLIGENCE 
INTERROGATION 


Ay General Remarks 


The term non-coercive is used above to denote methods of 
interrogation that are not based upon the coercion of an unwilling 
subject through the employment of superior force originating out- 
side himself. However, the non-coercive interrogation is not 
conducted without pressure. Onthe contrary, the goal is to gen- 
erate maximum pressure, or at least as much as is needed to induce 
compliance, The difference is that the pressure is generated inside 
the interrogatee, His resistance is sapped, his urge to yield is 
fortified, until in the end he defeats himself. 


Manipulating the subject psychologically until he becomes 
compliant, without applying external methods of forcing him to 
submit, sounds harder than itis. The initial advantage lies with 
the interrogator. From the outset, he knows a great deal more 
about the source than the source knows about him. And he can 
create and amplify an effect of omniscience in a number of ways. 
For example, he can show the interrogatee a thick file bearing his 
own name. Even if the file contains little or nothing but blank 
paper, the air of familiarity with which the interrogator refers to 
the subject's background can convince some sources that all is 
known and that resistance is futile, 


If the interrogatee is under detention, the interrogator can 
also manipulate his environment. Merely by cutting off all other 
human contacts, "the interrogator monopolizes the social environ- 
- ment of the source.''(3) He exercises'the powers of an all-powerful 
parent, determining when the source will be sent to bed, when and 
what he will eat, whether he will be rewarded for good behavior or 
punished for being bad. The interrogator can and does make the 
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subject's world not only unlike the world to which he had been 
accustomed but also strange in itself - a world in which familiar 
patterns of time, space, and sensory perception are overthrown. ~* 
He can shift the environment abruptly. For example, a source who Pee 
refuses to talk at all can be placed in unpleasant solitary confine- 
ment for atime. Then a friendly soul treats hirh to an unexpected 
walk in the woods. Experiencing relief and exhilaration, the subject 
will usually find it impossible not to respond to innocuous comments 
ou the weather and the flowers, These are expanded to include 
reminiscences, and soon a precedent of verbal exchange has been 
established, Both the Germans and the Chinese have. used this trick 
effectively... 


The interrogator also chooses the emotional key or keys in 
which the interrogation or any part of it will be played. 


Because of these and other advantages, ". see PB

B, The Structure of the Interrogation 


A counterintelligence interrogation consists of four parts: 
the opening, the reconnaissance, the detailed questioning and the 
conclusion. 


1. The Opening 


Most resistant interrogatees block off access to signifi- 
caut counterintelligence in their possession for one or more of 
four reasons, The first is a specific negative reaction to 
the interrogator. Poor initial handling or a fundamental anti- 
pathy can make: s ‘rce uncooperative even if he has nothing 
significant or damaging to conceal, The second cause is that 
some sources are resistant "by nature" - i.e. by early 
conditioning - to any compliatce with authority. The third is 
that the subject believes that the information sought will be 
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darnaging or incriminating for him personally -hat cooperation 
with the interrogator will have consequences more painful 

for him then the results of non-cooperation, The fourth is 
ideological resistance, The source has identified himself 

with a cause, a political movement or organization, or an 
opposition intelligence service. Regardless of his attitude 
toward the interrogator, his own personality, and his fears 

for the future, the person who is deeply devoted to a hostile 
cause will ordinarily prove strongly resistant under interroga- 
tion, ; 


A principal goal during the opening phase is to confirm 
the personality assessment cbtained through screening and to 
allow the interrogator to gain a deeper understanding of the 
source as an individual, Unless time is crucial, the interroga- 
tor should not become impatient if the interrogatee wanders 
from the purposes of the interrogation and reverts to personal 
concerns. Significant facts not produced during screening may 
be revealed. The screening report itself is brought to life, 
the type becomes an individual, as the subject talks. And 
sometimes seemingly rambling monologues about personal 
matters are preludes to significant admissions, Some people 
cannot bring themselves to provide information that puts them 
in an unfavorable light until, through a lengthy prefatory 
rationalization, they fee] that they have set the stage, that the 
interrogator will now understand why they acted as they did. 

If face~saving is necessary to the interrogatee, it will be a 
waste of time to try to force him to cut the preliminaries short 
and get down to cases, In his view, he is dealing with the 
important topic, the why, He will be offended and may become 
wholly uncooperative if faced with insistent demands for the 
naked what, 


There is another advantage in letting the subject talk 
freely and even ramblingly in the first stage of interroga- 
tion, The interrogator is free to observe. Human beings 
communicate a great deal by non-verbal means. Skilled. 
interrogators, for example, listen closely to voices and leam 
a great deal from them. An interrogation is not merely a 
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verbal performance; it is a vocal performance, and the 

voice projects tension, fear, a dislike of certain topics, and 
other useful pieces of information. It is also helpful to watch . 
the subject's mouth, which is as a rule much more revealing © ~ 
than his eyes. Gestures and postures alsotella story, If 

a subject normally gesticulates broadly at times and is at 

other times physically relaxed but at some point sits stiffly 
motionless, his posture is likely to be the physical image of 

his mental tension, The interrogator should make a mental 

note of the topic that caused such a reaction. 


One textbook on interrogation lists the following physical 
indicators of emotions and recommends that interrogators 
note thern, not as conclusive proofs but as assessment aids: 


(1) A ruddy or flushed face is an indication of anger 
or embarrassment but not necessarily of guilt. 


. 1

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(2) A "cold sweat" is a strong sign of fear and shock, 


{3) A pale face indicates fear and usually shows that 
the interrogator is hitting close to the mark, 


(4) A dry mouth denotes nervousness, 


{5) Nervous tension is aiso shown by wringing a 
handkerchief or clenching the hands tightly. 


(6) Emotional strain or tension may cause a pumping 
of the heart which becomes visible in the pulse 


and throat. 


(7) Aslight gasp, holding the breath, or an unsteady 
voice may betray the subject. 


(8) Fidgeting may take many forms, all of which are 
good indications of nervousness. 
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{9} Aman under emotional strain or nervous tension 
will involuntarily draw his elbows to his sides, It 
is a protective defense mechanism, 


(10) The movement of the foot when one leg is crossed 
over the knee of the other can serve as an indicator. ' 
The circulation of the blood to the lower leg is 
partially cut off, thereby causing a slight lift or 
movement of the free foot with each heart beat, 
This becomes more pronounced and observable 
as the pulse rate increases, 


Pauses are also significant, Whenever a person is 
talking about a subject of consequence to himself, he goes through 
a process of advance self-monitoring, performed at lightning 
speed. This self-monitoring is more intense if the person is 
talking to a stranger and especially intense if he is answering 
the stranger's questions. Its purpose is to keep from the 
questioner any guilty information or information that would be : 
damaging to the speaker's self-esteem. When questions or : 
answers get close to sensitive areas, the pre-scanning is a 
likely to create mental blocks. These in turn produce unnatural 
pauses, meaningless sounds designed to give the speaker more 
time, or other interruptions. It is not easy to distinguish 
between innocent blocks -- things held back for reasons of 
personal prestige -~ and guilty blocks -- things the interro- 
gator needs to know, But the successful establishment of 
rapport will tend to eliminate innocent blocks, or at least to 
keep them to a minimum. 


The establishment of rapport is the second principal 
purpose of the opening phase of the interrogation. Sometimes 
the interrogator knows in advance, as a result of screening, 
that the subject will be uncooperative, At other times the 
probability of resistance is established without screening: 
detected hostile agents, for example, usually have not only 
the will to resist but also the means, through a cover story or 
other explanation. But the anticipation of withholding increases 
rather than diminishes, the value of rapport. In other words, 
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a lack of rapport may cause an interrogatee to withhold 
information that he would otherwise provide freely, whereas 
the existence of rapport may induce an interrogatee who is 
initially determined to withhold to change his attitude. There- 
fore the interrogator must not become hostile if confronted 
with initial hostility, or in any other way confirm such 

negative attitudes as he may encounter at the outset. During 
this first phase his attitude should remain business-like but 
also quietly (not ostentatiously) friendly and welcoming. 

Such opening remarks by subjects as, "I know what you 
so-and-so's are after, and I can tell you right now that 

you're not going to get it from me'' are best handled by an 
unperturbed "Why don't you tell me what has made you angry?" 
At this stage the interrogator should avoid being drawn into 
conflict, no matter how provocatory may be the attitude or 
language of the interrogatee, If he meets truculence with 
neither insincere protestations that he is the subject's "pal" 
nor an equal anger but rather a calm interest in what has 
aroused the subject, the interrogator has gained two advantages 
right at the start. He has established the superiority that he 
will need later, as the questioning develops, and he has increased 
the chances of establishing rapport, 

How long the opening phase continues depends upon how 
long it takes to establish rapport or to determine that volun- 
tary cooperation is unobtainable. It may be literally a matter 
of seconds, or it may be a drawn-out, up-hill battle. Even 
though the cost in time and patience is sometimes high, the 
effort to make the subject feel that his questioner is a 
sympathetic figure should not be abandoned until all reasonable 
resources have been exhausted (unless, of course, the interro- 
gation does not merit much time}. Otherwise, the chances are 
that the interrogation will not produce optimum results. In 
fact, it ig likely to be a failure, and the interrogator should 
not be dissuaded from the effort to establish rapport by an 
inward conviction that no man in his right mind would incrimi- 
nate himself by providing the kind of information that is sought. 
The history of interrogation is full of confessions and other 
self-incriminations that were in essence the result of a substi- 
tution of the intérrogation world for the world outside. In 
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other words, as the sights and sounds of an outside world fade 
away, its significance for the interrogatee tends to do like- 
wise, That world is replaced by the interrogation room, its 

two occupants, and the dynamic relationship between them. 

As interrogation goes on, the subject tends increasingly to 
divulge or withhold in accordance with the values of the 
interrogation world rather than those of the outside world 
(unless the periods of questioning are only brief interruptions 

in his normal life). In this small world of two inhabitants a 
clash of personalities -- as distinct from a conflict of purposes -- 
assumes exaggerated force, like a tornado in a wind-tunnel. The 
self-esteem of the interrogatee and of the interrogator becomes 
involved, and the interrogatee fights to keep his secrets from 
his opponent for subjective reasons, because he is grimly 
determined not to be the loser, the inferior, If on the other 
hand the interrogator establishes rapport, the subject may 
withhold because of other reasons, but his resistance often 
lacks the bitter, last-ditch intensity that results if the contest 
becomes personalized, 


The interrogator who senses or determines in the opening 
phase that what he is hearing is a legend should resist the first, 
natural impulse to demonstrate its falsity, In some interro- 
gatees the ego-demands, the need to save face, are so inter- 
twined with preservation of the cover story that calling the man 
a liar will merely intensify resistance. It is better to leave 
an avenue of escape, a loophole which permits the source to 
correct his story without looking foolish. 


If it is decided, much later in the interrogation, to 
confront the interrogatee with proof of lyiug, the following 
related advice about legal cross-examination may prove 
helpful. 


"Much depends upon the sequence in which one conducts 
the cross-examination of a dishonest witness, You should 
never hazard the important question until you have laid the 
foundation for it in such a way that, when confronted with the 
fact, the witness can neither deny nor explain it. One often 
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sees the most damaging documentary evidence, in the forms 
of letters or affidavits, fall absolutely flat as betrayers of | 
falsehood, merely because of the unskillful way in which they © 
are handled. If you have in your possession a letter written 
by the witness, in which he takes an opposite position on some 
part of the case to the one he has just sworn to, avoid the 
common error of showing the witness the letter for identifica- 
tion, and then reading it to him with the inquiry, ‘What have 
you to say to that?' During the reading of his letter the 
witness will be collecting his thoughts and getting ready his 
explanations in anticipation of the question that is to follow, 
and the effect of the damaging letter will be lost.... The 
correct method of using such a letter is to lead the witness 
quietly into repeating the statements he has made in his 

direct testimony, and which his letter contradicts. Then read 
it off to him, The witness has fro explanation/, He has stated 
the fact, there is nothing to qualify. '(41)

2. The Reconnaissance 


If the interrogatee is cooperative at the outset or if 
rapport is established during the opening phase and the source 
becomes cooperative, the reconnaissance. stage is needless; 
the interrogator proceeds directly to detailed questioning. 
But if the interrogatee is withholding, a period of explora- 
tion is necessary. Assumptions have normally been made 
already as to what he is withholding: that he is a fabricator, 
or an RIS agent, or something else he deems it important to 
conceal, Or the assumption may be that he had knowledge of 
such activities carried out by someone else, At any rate, the 
purpose of the reconnaissance is to provide a quick testing of 
the assumption and, more importantly, to probe the causes, 
extent, and intensity of resistance, 


During the opening phase the interrogator will have 
charted the probable areas of resistance by noting those topics 
which caused emotional or physical reactions, speech blocks, 
or other indicators. He now begins to probe these areas. 
Every experienced interrogator has noted that if an interrogatee 
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is withholding, his anxiety increases as the questioning 
nears the mark. The safer the topic, the more voluble the 
source, But as the questions make him increasingly un- 
comfortable, the interrogatee becomes less communicative 
or perhaps even hostile. During the opening phase the 
interrogator has gone along with this protective mechanism. 
Now, however, he keeps coming back to each area of sensi- 
tivity until he has determined the location of each and the 
intensity of the defenses, If resistance is slight, mere 
persistence may overcome it; and detailed questioning may 
follow immediately. But if resistance is strong, a new topic 
should be introduced, and detailed questioning reserved for the 
third stage, 


Two dangers are especially likely to appear during the 
reconnaissance. Up to this point the interrogator has not 
continued a line of questioning when resistance was encountered. 
Now, however, he does so, and rapport may be strained. 

Some interrogatees will take this change personally and tend to 
personalize the conflict. The interrogator should resist this 
tendency. If he succumbs to it, and becomes engaged in a 
battle of wits, he may not be able to accomplish the task at 
hand. The second temptation to avoid is the natural inclination 
to resort prematurely to ruses or coercive techniques in order 
to settle the matter then and there. The basic purpose of the 
reconnaissance is to determine the kind and degree of pressure 
that will be needed in the third stage. The interrogator should 
reserve his fire-power until he knows what he is up against, 


35 The Detailed Questioning 
a. If rapport is established and if the interrogatee 
has nothing significant to hide, detailed questioning 
presents only routine problems. The major routine 
considerations are the following: 
The interrogator must know exactly what he wants 


to know. He should have on paper or firmly in mind all 
the questions to which he seeks answers. It usually 
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happens that the source has a relatively large body of 
information that has little or no intelligence value and 
only a small collection of nuggets. He wiil naturally 
tend to talk about what he knows best. The interrogator 
should not show quick impatience, but neither should he 
allow the results to get out of focus, The determinant 
remains what we need, not what the interrogatee can 
most readily provide. 


At the -same time it is necessary to make every 
effort to keep the subject from learning through the 
interrogation process precisely where our informational 
gaps lie, This principle is especially important if the 
interrogatee is following his normal life, going home 
each evening and appearing only once or twice a week for 
questioning, or if his bona fides remains in doubt, Under 
almost all circumstances, however, a clear revelation 
of our interests and knowledge should be avoided. It 
is usually a poor practice to hand to even the most 
cooperative interrogatee an orderly list of questions and 
ask him to write the answers, (This stricture does not 
apply to the writing of autobiographies or on informa- 
tional matters not a subject of controversy with the source. ) 
Some time is normally spent on matters of little or no 
intelligence interest for purposes of concealment. The 
interrogator can abet the process by making occasional 
notes -- or pretending to do so -- on items that seem 
important to the interrogatee but are not of intelligence 
value. From this point of view.an interrogation can be 
deemed successful if a source who is actually a hostile 
agent can report to the opposition only the general fields 
of our interest but cannot pinpoint specifics without 
. including misleading informatioa, 


It is sound practice to write up each interrogation 
report on the day of questioning or, at least, before the 


next session, so that defects can be promptly remedied 
and gaps or contradictions noted in time. 
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it is also a good expedient to have the interrogatee 
make notes of topics that should be covered, which occur 
to him while discussing the immediate matters at igsue. 
The act of recording the stray item or thought on paper 
fixes it in the interrogatee's mind. Usually topics 
popping up in the course of an interrogation are forgotten 
if not noted; they tend to disrupt the interrogation plan 
if covered by way of digression on the spot. 


Debriefing questions should usually be. couched to 
provoke a positive answer and should be specific. The 
questioner should not accept a blanket negative without 
probing. For example, the question "Do you know any- 
thing about Plant X?"' is likelier to draw a negative 
auswer then 'Do you have any friends who work at Plant 
X?" or "Can you describe its exterior?" 


It is important to determine whether the subject's 
knowledge of any topic was acquired at first hand, learned 
indirectly, or represents merely an assumption. If the 
information was obtained indirectly, the identities of 
sub-sources and related information about the channel are 
needed. If statements rest on assumptions, the facts 
upon which the conclusions are based are necessary to 
evaluation. 


As detailed questioning proceeds, additional 
biographic data will be revealed. Such iterns should be 
entered into the record, but it is normally preferable 
not to diverge from an impersonal topic in order to 
follow a biographic lead. Such leads can be taken up 
later unless they raise new doubts about bona fides. 


As detailed interrogation continues, and especially 
at the half-way mark, the interrogator's desire to complete 
the task may cause him to be increasingly business-like 
or even brusque. He may tend to curtail or drop the 
usual inquiries about the subject's well-being with which 
he opened earlier sessions. He may feel like dealing more 
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and more abruptly with reminiscences or digressions, 
His interest has shifted from the interrogatee himself, 
who just a while ago was an interesting person, to the 
atsk of getting at what he knows. But if rapport has been 
established, the interrogatee will be quick to sense and 
resent this change of attitude. This point is particularly 
important if the interrogatee is a defector faced with 
bewildering changes and in a highly emotional state. 

Any interrogatee has his ups and downs, times when he is 
tired or half-ill, times when his personal problems have 
left his nerves frayed. The peculiar intimacy of the 
interrogation situation and the very fact that the interro- 
gator has deliberately fostered rapport will often lead 
the subject to talk about his doubts, fears, and other 
personal reactions, The interrogator should neither cut 
off this flow abruptly nor show impatience unless it takes 
up an inordinate amount of time or unless it seems likely 
that all the talking about personal matters is being used 
deliberately as a smoke screen to keep the interrogator 
from doing his job, If the interrogatee ig believed 
cooperative, then from the beginning to the end of the 
process he should feel that the interrogator's interest in 
him has remained constant. Unless the interrogation is 
soon over, the interrogatee's attitude toward his ques- 
tioner is not likely to remain constant, He will feel more 
and more drawn to the questioner or increasingly antago- 
nistic. Aga rule, the best way for the interrogator to 
keep the relationship on an even keel is. to maintain the 


same quiet, relaxed, and open-minded attitude from start 
to finish. 


Detailed interrogation ends only when (1) all useful 
counterintelligence information has been obtained; (2) 
diminishing returns and more pressing commitments 
compel a cessation; or (3) the base, station, 
admits full or partial defeat, Termination for any reason 
other than the first is only temporary. It is a profound 
mistake to write off a successfully resistant interrogatee 
or one whose questioning was ended before his potential 
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was exhausted. KUBARK must keep track of such persons, 
because people and circumstances change. Until the 
source dies or tells us everything that he knows that is 
pertinent to our purposes, his interrogation may-be 
interrupted, perhaps for years -- but it has not been 
completed, 


4, The Conclusion 


The end of an interrogation is not the end of the interro- 
gator's responsibilities. From the beginning of planning to 
the end of questioning it has been necessary to understand and 
guard against the various troubles that a vengeful ex-source 
can cause. As was pointed out earlier, KUBARK's lack of 
executive authority abroad and its operational need for face- 
lessness make it peculiarly vulnerable to attack in the courts 
or the press. The best defense against such attacks is pre-- 
vention, through enlistment or enforcement of compliance. 
However real ‘cooperation is achieved, its existence seems to 
act as a deterrent to later hostility. The initially resistant 
subject may became cooperative because of a partial identi- 
fication with the interrogator and his interests, or the source 
may make such an identification because of his cooperation, 
In either event, he is unlikely te cause serious trouble in the 
future. Real difficulties are more frequently created by 
interrogatees who have succeeded in withholding, 


The-following steps are normally a routine part of the 
conclusion:

Techniques of Non-Coercive Interrogation of Resistant 
Sources 


If source resistance is encountered during screening or during 
the opening or reconnaissance phases of the interrogation, non- 
coercive methods of sapping opposition and strengthening the tendency 
to yield and to cooperate may be applied. Although these methods 
appear here in an approximate order of increasing pressure, it 
should not be inferred that each is to be tried until the key fits the 
lock, Onthe contrary, a large part of the skill and the success of 
the experienced interrogator lies in his ability to match method to 
source, The use of unsuccessful techniques will of itself increase 
the interrogatee's will and ability to resist, 


This principle also affects the decision to employ coercive 
techniques and governs the choice of these methods, If in the 
opinion of the interrogator a totally resistant source has the skill 
and determination to withstand any non-~coercive method or combina- 
tion of methods, it is better to avoid them completely. 


The effectiveness of most of the non-coercive techniques depends 
upon their unsettling effect. The interrogation situation is in itself 


disturbing to most people encountering it for the first time. The aim 
is to enhance this effect, to disrupt radically the familiar emotional 
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and psychological associations of the subject, When this aim is 
achieved, resistance is seriously impaired, There is an interval -- 
which may be extremely brief -~ of suspended animation, a kind of 
psychological shock or paralysis, It is caused by a traumatic or 
sub-traumatic experience which explodes, as it were, the world that 
is familiar to the subject as well as his image of himself within that 
world. Experienced interrogators recognize this effect when it 
appears and know that at this moment the source is far more open 
to suggestion, far likeler to comply, than he was just before he 
experienced the shock, 


Another effect frequently produced by non-coercive {as well as 
coercive) methods is the evocation within the interrogatee of feelings 
of guilt. Most persons have areas of guilt in their emotional 
topographies, and an interrogator can often chart these areas just 
by noting refusals to follow certain lines of questioning, Whether the 
sense of guilt has real or imaginary causes does not affect the result 
of intensification of guilt feelings. Making a person feel more and 
more guilty normally increases both his anxiety and his urge to 
cooperate as a means of escape. 


In brief, the techniques that follow should match the personality 
of the individual interrogatee, and their effectiveness is intensified 
by good timing and rapid exploitation of the moment of shock. (A 
few of the following items are drawn from Sheehan. ) (32) 


1. Going Next Door 


Occasionally the information needed from a ‘recalci- 
trant interrogatee is obtainable from a willing source, The 
interrogator should decide whether a confession is essential 
to his purpose or whether information which may be held by 
others as well as the unwilling source is really his goal. The 
labor of extracting the truth from unwilling interrogatees should 
be undertaken only if the same information is not more easily 
obtainable elsewhere or if operational considerations require 
self-incrimination. 
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Be Nobody Loves You 


An interrogatee who is withholding items of no grave 
consequence to himself may sometimes be persuaded to talk by. 
the simple tactic of pointing out that to date ali of the informa- 
tion about his case has come from persons other than himself. 
The interrogator wants to be fair, He recognizes that some 
of the denouncers may have been biased or malicious, In any 
case, there is bound to be some slanting of the facts unless the 
interrogatee redresses the balance. The source owes it to 
himself to be sure that the interrogator hears both sides of the 
story. 


Ze The Ali-Seeing Eye (or Confession is Good for the Soul) 


The interrogator who already knows part of the story 
explains to the source that the purpose of the questioning is not 
to gain information; the interrogator knows everything already. 
His real purpose is to test the sincerity (reliability, honor, 
etc.) of the source, The interrogator then asks a few questions 
to which he knows the answers, Ifthe subject lies, he is 
informed firmly and dispassionately that he has lied. By 
skilled manipulation of the known, the questioner can convince 
a naive subject that all his secrets are out and that further 
resistance would be not only pointless but dangerous. [If this 
technique does not work very quickly, it must be dropped 
before the interrogatee learns the true limits of the questioner's 
knowledge. , 


4. The Informer 


Detention makes a number of tricks possible. One of 
these, planting an informant as the source's celimate, is so 
well-known, especially in Communist countries, that its 
usefulness is impaired if not destroyed. Less well known is 
the trick of planting two informants in the cell. One of them, 
A, tries now and then topry a little information from the 
source; B remains quiet, At the proper time, and during A's 
absence, B warns the source not to tell A anything because B 
suspects him of being an informant planted by the authorities, 
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Suspicion against a single cellmate may sometimes be 
broken down if he shows the source a hidden microphone 
that he has "found" and suggests that they talk only in 
whispers at the other end of the room, 


5. News from Hons 


Allowing an interrogatee to receive carefully selected 
letters from home can contribute to effects desired by the 
interrogator. Allowing the source to write letters, especially 
if he can be led to believe that they will be smuggled out with- 
out the knowledge of the authorities, may produce information 
which is difficult to extract by direct questioning. 


6. The Witness 


If others have accused the interrogatee of spying for a 
hostile service or of other activity which he denies, there is 
a temptation to confront the recalcitrant source with his 
accuser or accusers, But a quick confrontation has two 
weaknesses: it is likely to intensify the stubbornness of 
denials, and it spoils the chauce to use more subtle methods. 


One of these is to place the interrogatee in an outer 
office and escort past him, and into the inner office, an 
accuser whom he knows personally or, in fact, any person -- 
even one who is friendly to the source and uncooperative with 
the interrogators -- who is believed to know something about 
whatever the interrogatee is concealing. It is:also essential 
that the interrogatee know or suspect that the witness may be 
in possession of the incriminating information. The witness 
is whisked past the interrogatee; the two are not allowed to 
speak to each other. A guard anda stenographer remain in 
the outer office with the interrogatee, After about an hour 
the interrogator who has been questioning the interrogatee in 
past sessions opens the door and asks the stenographer to come 
in, with steno pad and pencils. After a time she re-emerges 
and types material from her pad, making several carbons. 

She pauses, points at the interrogatee, aud asks the guard how 








his name is spelled, She may also ask the interrogatee 
directly for the proper spelling of a street, a prison, the 
name of a Communist intelligence officer, or any other 
factor closely linked to the activity of which he is accused. 
She takes her completed work into the inner office, comes 
back out, and telephones a request that someone come up 

to act as legal witness. Another man appears and enters the 
inner office. The person cast in the informer's role may 
have been let out a back door at the beginning of these pro- 
ceedings; or if cooperative, he may continue his role. In 
either event, a couple of interrogators, with or without the 
“informer”, now emerge from the inner office. In contrast 
to their earlier demeanor, they are now relaxed and smiling. 
The interrogator in charge says to the guard, "O.K., Tom, 
take him back. We don't need him any more," Even if the 
interrogatee now insists on telling his side of the story, he 
is told to relax, because the interrogator will get around to 
him tomorrow or the next day, 


A session with the witness may be recorded. If the 
witness denounces the interrogatee, there is no problem. 
If he does not, the interrogator makes an effort to draw him 
out about a hostile agent recently convicted in court or other- 
wise known to the witness, During the next interrogation 
session with the source, a part of the taped denunciation can 
be played back to him if necessary. Or the witnesses! 
remarks about the known spy, edited as necessary, can be 
80 played back that the interrogatee is persuaded that he is 
the subject of the remarks. 


Cooperative witnesses may be coached to exaggerate 
so that if a recording is played for the interrogatee ora 
confrontation is arranged, the source -- for example, a 
suspected courier -- finds the witness overstating his 
importance, The witness claims that the interrogatee is 
only incidentally a courier, that actually he is the head of 
an RIS kidnapping gang. The interrogator pretends amaze- 
ment and says into the recorder, "I thought he was only a 
courier; and if he had told us the truth, I planned to let him 
go. But this is much more serious, On the basis of charges 
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like these I'll have to hand him over to the local police for 

trial," On hearing these remarks, the interrogatee may 

confess the truth about the lesser guilt in order to avoid ‘ 
heavier punishment, If he continues to withhold, the. ie ; 
interrogator may take his side by stating, "You know, : ; 
I'm not at all convinced that so-and-so told a straight 

story. Ifeel, personally, that he was exaggerating a 

great deal. Wasn't he? What's the true story?" 


ye Joint Suspects 


if two or more interrogation sources are suspected 
of joint complicity in acts directed against U.S, security, 
they should be separated immediately, If time permits, it 
may be a good idea (depending upon the psychological assess- 
ment of both) to postpone interrogation for about a week. Any 
anxious inquiries from either can be met by a knowing grin 
and some such reply as, ‘We'll get to you in due time. There's 
no hurry now." If documents, witnesses, or other sources 
yield information about interrogatee A, such remarks as "B 
says it was in Smolensk that you denounced so-and-so to the 
secret police. Is that right? Was it in 19377'' help to estab- 
lish in A's mind the impression that B is talking, , 
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if the interrogator is quite certain of the facts in the case 
but cannot secure an admission from either A or B, a written 
confession may be prepared and A's signature may be repro- 
duced on it, (It is helpful if B can recognize A's signature, but 
not essential.) The confession contains the salient facts, but 
they are distorted; the confession shows that A is attempting 
to throw the entire responsibility upon B. Edited tape record- 
ings which sound as though A had denounced B may also be 
used for the purpose, separately or in conjunction with the 
written "confession,"' If A is feeling a little ill or dispirited, 
he can also be Jed past a window or otherwise shown to B 
without creating a chance for conversation; B is likely to inter- 
pret A's hang-dog look as evidence of confession and denuncia- 
tion, (It is important that in all such gambits, A be the weaker 
of the two, emotionally and psychologically.) B then reads {or 
hears) A's "confession." If B persists in withholding, the 
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interrogator should dismiss him promptly, saying that A's 
signed confession is sufficient for the purpose and that it does 
not matter whether B corroborates it or not, At the following 
session with B, the interrogator selects some minor matter, 
not substantively damaging to B but nevertheless exaggerated, 
and says, "I'm not sure A was really fair to you here, Would 
you care to tell me your side of the story?'' If B rises to this 
bait, the interrogator moves on to areas of greater significance, 


The outer-and-inner office routine may also be employed. 
A, the weaker, is brought into the inner office, and the door 
is left slightly ajar or the transom open. B is later brought 
into the outer office by a guard and placed where he can hear, 
though not too clearly, The interrogator begins routine ques- 
tioning of A, speaking rather softly and inducing A to follow 
suit. Another person in the inner office, acting by prearrange- 
ment, then quietly leads A out through another door. Any 
noises of departure are covered by the interrogator, who 
rattles the ash tray or moves a table or large chair. As soon 
as the second door is closed again and Ais out of earshot, the 
interrogator resumes his questioning, His voice grows louder 
and angrier. He tells Ato speak up, that he can hardly hear 
him. He grows abusive, reaches a climax, and then says, 
"Well, that's better. Why didn't you say so in the first place?" 
The rest of the monologue is designed to give B the impression 
that A has now started to tell the truth, Suddenly the interroga~- 
tor pops his head through the doorway and is angry on seeing 
B and the guard. "You jerk!" he says to the guard, "What are 
you doing here?'’ He rides down the guard's mumbled attempt 
to explain the mistake, shouting, "Get him out of-here! I'll take 
care of you later!" 


When, in the judgment of the interrogator, B is fairly 
well-convinced that A has broken down and told his story, the 
interrogator may elect to say to B, "Now that A has come clean 
with us, I'd like to let him go. But I hate to release one of you 
before the other; you ought to get out at the same time. A seems 
to be pretty angry with you -- feels that you got him into this 
jam. He might even go back to your Soviet case officer and say 
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that you haven't returned because you agreed to stay here and 
work for us, Wouldu't it be better for you if I set you both © 
free together? Wouldn't it be better to tell me your side of 
the story?" 


8. Ivan Is a Dope 


It may be useful to point out to a hostile agent that the 
cover story was ill-contrived, that the other service botched 
the job, that it is typical of the other service to ignore the 
welfare of its agents. The interrogator may personalize this 
pitch by explaining that he has been impressed by the agent's 
courage and intelligence, He sells the agent the idea that the 
interrogator, not his old service, represents a true friend, 
who understands him and will look after his welfare. 


9. Joint Interrogators 


The commonest of the joint interrogator techniques is 
the Mutt-and-Jeff routine: the brutal, angry, domineering 
type contrasted with the friendly, quiet type. This routine 
works best with women, teenagers, and timid men. If the 
interrogator who has done the bulk of the questioning up to 
this point has established a measure of rapport, he should play 
the friendly role. If rapport is absent, and especially if 
antagonism has developed, the principal interrogator may take 
the other part. The angry interrogator speaks loudly from the 
beginning; and unless the interrogatee clearly indicates that 
he is now ready to tell his story, the angry interrogator shouts 
down his answers and cuts him off. He thumps the table. The 
quiet interrogator should not watch the show unmoved but give 
subtle indications that he too is somewhat afraid of his colleague. 
The angry interrogator accuses the subject of other offenses, 
any offenses, especially those that are heinous or demeaning, 
He makes it plain that he personally considers the interrogatee 
the vilest person on earth, During the harangue the friendly, 
quiet interrogator breaks in to say, 'Wait a minute, Jim. Take 
it easy,'' The angry interrogator shouts back, "Shut up! I'm 
handling this. I've broken crumb-bums before, and I'll break 
this one, wide open."' He expresses his disgust by spitting on 











the floor or holding his nose or any gross gesture. Finally, 
red-faced and furious, he says, "I'm going to take a break, 

have a couple of stiff drinks, But I'll be back at two -- and ee 
you, you bum, you better be ready to talk,’ When the door 

slams behind him, the second interrogator tells the subject how 
sorry he is, how he hates to work with a man like that but has 

no choice, how if maybe brutes like that would keep quiet and 

give a man a fair chance to tell his side of the story, etc., etc. 


An interrogator working alone can also use the. Mutt-~and- 

Jeff technique. After a number of tense and hostile sessions 

the interrogatee is ushered into a different or refurnished room 
with comfortable furniture, cigarettes, etc. The interrogator 
invites him to sit down and explains his regret that the source's 
former stubbornness forced the interrogator to use such tactics. 
Now everything will be different. The interrogator talks man-to- 
man, An American POW, debriefed on his interrogation by a 
hostile service that used this approach, has described the 

result: ‘Well, Iwent in and there was a man, an officer he 
was... -- he asked me to sit down and was very friendly.... 

It was very terrific. I, well, I almost felt like I had a friend 
sitting there, J had to stop every now and then and realize that 
‘this man wasn't a friend of mine....1 also felt as though I 
couldn't be rude to him....Jt was much more difficult for me to -- 
well, J almost felt I had as much responsibility to talk to him 

and reason and justification as I have to talk to you right now. ''{18) 


‘Another joint technique casts both interrogators in friendly 
roles, But whereas the interrogator in charge is sincere, the 
second interrogator's manner and voice convey the impression 
that he is merely pretending sympathy in order to trap the 
interrogatee. He slips in a few trick questions of the 'When- 
did-you-stop-beating-your-wife? "category. The interrogator 
in charge warns his colleague to desist. When he repeats the 
tactics, the interrogator in charge says, witha slight show of 
anger, 'We're not here to trap people but to get at the truth. 

I suggest that you leave now. I'll handle this," 


It is usually unproductive to cast both interrogators in 
hostile roles. . 
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Language 


If the recalcitrant subject speaks more than one language, . 
it is better to question him in the tongue with which he ig least . + 
familiar as long as the purpose of interrogation is to obtain 
a confession. After the interrogatee admits hostile intent or 
activity, a switch to the better-known language will facilitate 
follow-up. 


An abrupt switch of languages may trick a resistant 
source. If an interrogatee has withstood a barrage of questions 
in German or Korean, for example, a sudden shift to 'Who is 
your case officer?‘ in Russian may trigger the answer before 
the source can stop himself, 


An interrogator quite at home in the language being used 
may. nevertheless elect to use an interpreter if the interrogatee 
does not know the language to be used between the interrogator 
and interpreter and also does not know that the interrogator 
knows his own tongue. The principal advantage here is that 
hearing everything twice helps the interrogator to note voice, 
expression, gestures, and other indicators more attentively. : 
This gambit is obviously unsuitable for any form of rapid-fire és 
questioning, and in any case it has the disadvantage of allowing : 
the subject to pull himself together after each query. It should 
be used only with an interpreter who has been trained in the 
technique. 


It is of basic importance that.the interrogator not using 
an interpreter be adept in the language selected for use. Uf 
he is not, if slips of grammar or a strong accent mar his speech, 
the resistant source will usually feel fortified, Aimost all 
people have been conditioned to relate verbal skill to intelli- 
geuce, education, social status, etc, Errors or mispronuncia- 
tions also permit the interrogatee to misunderstand or feign 
misunderstanding and thus gain time. He may also resort to 
polysyllabic obfuscations upon realizing the limitations of the 
interrogator's vocabulary, 
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Spinoza and Mortimer Snerd 


If there is reason to suspect that a withholding source 
pessesses useful counterintelligence information but has not had ~~ 
access to the upper reaches of the target organization, the 
policy and command level, continued questioning about lofty 
topics that the source knows nothing about may pave the way for 
the extraction of information at lower levels, The interrogatee 
is asked about KGB policy, for example: the relation of the 
service to its government, its liaison arrangements, etc., etc. 
His complaints that he knows nothing of such matters are met 
by flat insistence that he does know, he would have to know, that 
even the most stupid men in his position mow. Communist 
interrogators who used this tactic against American POW's 
coupled it with punishment for "don't know" responses -- 
typically by forcing the prisoner to stand at attention until he 
gave some positive response. After the process had been con- 
tinued long enough, the source was asked a question to which 
he did kmow the answer. Numbers of Americans have mentioned 
",,.the tremendous feeling of relief you get when he finally 
asks you something you can answer," One said, "I know it 
seems strange now, but I was positively grateful to them when 
they switched to a topic I knew something about, '(3) 
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The Wolf in Sheep's Clothing 


It has been suggested that a successfully withholding 
source might be tricked into compliance if led to believe that 
he is dealing with the opposition. .The success of the ruse depends 
upon @ successful imitation of the opposition. A case officer 
previously unknown to the source and skilled in the appropriate 
language talks with the source under such circumstances that 
the latter is convinced that he is dealing with the opposition. 
The source is debriefed on what he has told the Americans and 
what he has not told them. The trick is likelier to succeed if 
the interrogatee has not been in confinement but a staged 
"escape,'' engineered by a stool-pigeon, might achieve the same 
eud,. Usually the trick is so complicated and risky that its employ- 
ment is not recommended. 





Alice in Wonderland 


The aim of the Alice in Wonderland or confusion | on 
technique is to confound the expectations and conditioned , ‘ 
reactions of the interrogatee. He is accustomed to a world 
that makes some sense, at least to him: a world of continuity 
and logic, a predictable world. He clings to this world to 
reinforce his identity and powers of resistance. 


.The confusion technique is designed not only to : 
obliterate the familiar but to replace it with the weird. : 
Aithough this method can be employed by a single interro- = 
gator, it is better adapted to use by two or three. When the : 
subject enters the room, the first interrogator asks a double- 
talk question -- one which seems straightforward but is 
essentially nonsensical. Whether the interrogatee tries to Z 
answer or not, the second interrogator follows up {interrup- : 
ting any attempted response) with a wholly unrelated and equally 
illogical query. Sometimes two or more questions are asked 
simultaneously, Pitch, tone, and volume of the interrogators' 
voices are unrelated to the import of the questions. No pattern 
. of questions and answers is permitted to develop, nor do the 
questions themselves relate logically to each other.’ In this 
strange atmosphere the subject finds that the pattern of speech 
and thought which he has learned to consider normal have been 
replaced by an eerie meaninglessness. The interrogatee may 
start laughing or refuse to take the situation seriously. But as 
the process continues, day after day if necessary, the subject 
begins to try to make sense of the situation,. which becomes 
mentally intolerable. Now he is likely to make significant 
admissions, or even to pour out his story, just to stop the 
flow of babble which assails him. This technique may be 
especially effective with the orderly, obstinate type. 


Regression 


There are a number of non-coercive techniques for 
inducing regression. All depend upon the interrogator's con- 
trol of the environment and, as always, a proper matching of 
method to source. Some interrogatees can be repressed by 
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persistent manipulation of time, by retarding and advancing 
clocks and serving meals at odd times ~~ ten minutes or ten 
hours after the last food was given, Day and night are jumbled. «. 
Interrogation sessions are similarly unpatterned the subject ~  ~- 
may be brought back for more questioning just a few minutes 

after being dismissed for the night, Half-hearted efforts to 
cooperate can be ignored, and conversely he can be rewarded 

for non-cooperation, (For example, a successfully resisting 
source. may become distraught if given some reward for the 
"valuable contribution" that he has made, } The Alice in 
Wonderland technique can reinforce the effect. Two or more 
interrogators, questioning as a team and in relays (and thoroughly 
jumbling the timing of both methods) can ask questions which 

- make it impossible for the interrogatee to give sensible, sig- 
nificant aaswers. A subject who is cut off from the world he 
knows seeks to recreate it, in some measure, in the new and 
strange environment, He may try to keep track of time, to 

live in the familiar past, to cling to old concepts of loyalty, 

to establish -- with one or more interrogators -- interpersonal 
relations resembling those that he has had earlier with other 
people, and to build other bridges back to the known, Thwart- 

ing his attempts to do so is likely to drive him deeper and 

deeper into himself, until he is no longer able to control his 
responses in adult fashion, 


The placebo technique is also used to induce regression. 
The interrogatee is given a placebo (a harmless sugar pill). 
Later he is told that he has imbibed a drug, a truth serum, 
which will make him want to talk and which will also prevent 
his lying. The subject's desire to find an excuse for the com- 
pliance that represents his sole avenue of escape from his 
distressing predicament may make him want to believe that he 
has been drugged and that no one could blame him for telling 
his story now. Gottschelk observes, "Individuals under 
increased stress are more likely to respond to placebos, '(7) 


Orne has discussed an extension of the placebo concept 
in explaining what he terms the 'magic room!" technique, "An 
example, . . would be. . . the prisoner who is given a 
hypnotic suggestion that his hand is growing warm. However, 





in this instance, the prisoner's hand actually does become 
warm, a problem easily resolved by the use of a concealed 
-diathermy machine. Or it might be suggested...that...a 
cigarette will taste bitter, Here again, he could be given a 
cigarette prepared to have a slight but noticeably bitter taste, * 
In discussing states of heightened suggestibility (which are not, 
however, states of trance) Orne says, "Both hypnosis and some 
of the drugs inducing hypnoidal states are popularly viewed as 
situations where the individual is no longer master of his own 
fate and therefore not responsible for his actions, It seems 
possible then that the hypnotic situation, as distinguished from 
hypnosis itself, might be used to relieve the individual of a 
feeling of responsibility for his own actions and thus lead him 
to reveal information. ''{7} 


in other words, a psychologically immature source, or 
one who has been regressed, could adopt an implication or 
suggestion that he has been drugged, hypnotized, or otherwise 
rendered incapable of resistance, even if he recognizes at some 
level that the suggestion is untrue, because of his strong desire 
to escape the stress of the situation by capitulating. These 
techniques provide the source with the rationalization that he 
needs, ; 


Whether regression occurs spontaneously under detention 
or interrogation, and whether it is induced by a coercive or 
nou-coercive technique, it should not be allowed to continue 
past the point necessary to obtain compliance. Severe techniques 
of regression are best employed in the presence of a -psychia~ 
trist, to insure full reversal later, As soonas he can, the 
interrogator presents the subject with the way out, the face- 
saving reason for escaping from his painful dilernma by yielding. 
Now the interrogator becomes fatherly, Whether the excuse is 
that others have already confessed (‘all the other boys are doing 
it"), that the interrogatee has a chance to redeem himself 
(you're really a good boy at heart"), or that he can't help him- 
self ("they made you do it"), the effective rationalization, the one 
the source will jump at, is likely to be elementary. It is an 
adult's version of the excuses of childhood. 
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' The Polygraph 


The polygraph can be used for purposes other than the 
evaluation of veracity. For example, it may be used as an 
adjunct in testing the range of languages spoken by an interro- 
gatee or his sophistication in intelligence matters, for rapid 
screening to determine broad areas of knowledgeability, and as 
an aid in the psychological assessment of sources. Its primary 
function in a counterintelligence interrogation, however, is to 
provide a further means of testing for deception or withholding. 


A.resistant source suspected of association with a hostile 
clandestine organization should be tested polygraphically at 
least once, . Several examinations may be needed. As a general 
rule, the polygraph should not be employed as a measure of 
last resort. More reliable readings will be obtained if the 
instrument is used before the subject has been placed under 
intense pressure, whether such pressure is coercive or not. 
Sufficient information for the purpose is normally available 
after screening and one or two interrogation sessions. 


Although the polygraph has been a valuable aid, no 


interrogator should feel that it can carry his re sponsibility for jo 

him, — . 7 lL?

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The best results are obtained when the Cl interrogator 
and the polygraph operator work closely together in laying the 
groundwork for technical examination. The operator needs all 
available information about the personality of the source, as 
well as the operational background and reasons for suspicion. 
The CI interrogator in turn can cooperate more effectively and 
can fit the results of technical examination more accurately into 





the totality of his findings if he has a basic comprehension of : 
the instrument and its workings. . = 


The following discussion is based upon R.C. Davis! “ 
"Physiological Responses as a Means of Evaluating Infor mation. " ’ 
(7) Although improvements appear to be in the offing, the i 
instrument in widespread use today measures breathing, ae 
systolic blood pressure, and galvanic skin response (GSR). i 
"One drawback in the use of respiration as an indicator, "' 
according to Davis, “is its susceptibility to voluntary control." 
Moreover, if the source "knows that changes in breathing will 
disturb all physiologic variables under control of the autonomic 
division of the nervous system, and possibly even some others, no 
a certain amount of cooperation or a certain degree of ignorance FET 
is required for lie detection by physiologic methods to work," Le 
In general, ", . . breathing during deception is shallower and 
slower than in truth telling. . . the inhibition of breathing 
seems rather characteristic of anticipation of a stimulus." et 


The measurement of systolic blood pressure provides a 
reading on a phenomenon not usually subject to voluntary control. 
The pressure ", . . will typically rise by a few millimeters 
of mercury in response to a question, whether it is answered 
truthfully or not, The evidence is that the rise will generally 
be greater when (the subject) is lying."' However, discrimina- 
tion between truth-telling and lying on the basis of both 
breathing and blood pressure ", . . is poor (almost nil} in the 
early part of the sitting and improves to a high point later," 


The galvanic skin response is one of the most easily ; i 
triggered reactions, but recovery after the reaction is slow, 
and", . . in a routine examination the next question is likely 
to be introduced before recovery is cormplete. Partly because 
of this fact there is an adapting trend in the GSR: with stimuli 
repeated every few minutes the response gets smaller, other 
things being equal." 


Davis examines three theories regarding the polygraph. 
The conditional response theory holds that the subject reacts 
to questions that strike sensitive areas, regardless of whether 
he is telling the truth or not, Experimentation has not sub- 








stantiated this theory. The theory of conflict presumes that 

a large physiologic disturbance occurs when the subject is 

caught between his habitual inclination to tell the truth and his 
strong desire not to divulge a certain set of facts. Davis suggests’. 
that if this concept is valid, it holds only if the conflict is intense. 
The threat-of-punishment theory maintains that a large physio- 
logic response accompanies lying because the subject fears the 
consequence of failing to deceive, ‘In common language it 

might be said that he fails to deceive the machine operator for 
the very reason that he fears he will fail, The ‘fear' would be 

the very reaction detected." This third theory is more widely 
held than the other two. Interrogators should note the inference 
that a resistant source who does not fear that detection of lying 
will result in 2 punishment of which he is afraid would not, 
according to this theory, produce significant responses. 


Graphology 


The validity of graphological techniques for the analysis 
of the personalities of resistant interrogatees has not been © 
established. There is some evidence that graphology is a 
useful aid in the early detection of cancer and of certain mental 
ilInesses, If the interrogator or his unit decides to have a 
source's handwriting analyzed, the samples should be submitted 
to Headquarters as soon as possible, because the analysis is 
more useful in the preliminary assessment of the source than in 
the later interrogation. Graphology does have the advantage of 
being one of the very few techniques not requiring the assistance 
or even the awareness of the interrogatee, As with any other aid. 
the interrogator is free to determine for himself.whether the 
analysis provides him with new and valid insights, confirms 
other observations, is not helpful, or is misleading. 
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Ix, THE COERCIVE COUNTERINTELLIGENCE . * 
INTERROGATION OF RESISTANT SOURCES 


A. Restrictions 


The purpose of this part of the handbook is to present 
basic information about coercive techniques available for use 
in the interrogation situation. It is vital that this discussion 
not be misconstrued as constituting authorization for the use 
of coercion at field discretion. As was noted earlier, there 
is no such blanket authorization. ; . je 


For both ethical and pragmatic reasons no interrogator 
may take upon himself the unilateral responsibility for using 
coercive methods. Concealing from the interrogator's super- 
iors an intent to resort to coercion, or its unapproved 


employment, does not protect them. It places them, and 
KUBARK, in unconsidered jeopardy. 


B. The Theory of Coercion 


Coercive procedures are designed not only to exploit the 
resistant source's internal conflicts and induce him to wrestle 
with himself but also to bring a superior outside force to bear 
upon the subject's resistance. Non-coercive methods are not 
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likely to succeed if their selection and use is not predicated 

upon an accurate psychological assessment of the source. In 
contrast, the same coercive method may succeed against persong 
who are very unlike each other. The changes of success rise ~ 
steeply, nevertheless, if the coercive technique is matched to 

the source's personality. Individuals react differently even to 
such seemingly non-discriminatory stimuli as drugs. Moreover, 
it is a waste of time and energy to apply strong pressures ona 
hit-or-miss basis if a tap on the psychological jugular will 

produce compliance. 


™~ 


All coercive techniques are designed to induce regression. 
As Hinkle notes in ''The Physiological State of the Interrogation 
Subject as it Affects Brain Function'(7), the resuit of external 
pressures of sufficient intensity is the loss of those defenses 
most recently acquired by civilized man: ". . . the capacity to 
carry out the highest creative activities, to meet new, chal-~ 
lenging, and complex situations, to deal with trying interpersonal 
relations, and to cope with repeated frustrations. Relatively 
small degrees of homeostatic derangement, fatigue, pain, sleep 
loss, or anxiety may impair these functions.'' As a result, 
"most people who are exposed to coercive procedures will talk 
and usually reveal some information that they might not have 
revealed otherwise." 


One subjective reaction often evoked by coercion is a 
feeling of guilt. Meltzer observes, 'In some lengthy interro~ 
gations, the interrogator may, by virtue of his role as the sole 
supplier of satisfaction and punishment, assume the stature and 
importance of a parental figure in the prisoner's feeling and 
thinking. Although there may be intense hatred for the interro- 
gator, it is not unusual for warm feelings also to develop. This 
ambivalence is the basis for guilt reactions, and if the interro- 
gator nourishes these feelings, the guilt may be strong enough 
to influence the prisoner's behavior... . Guilt makes com- 
pliance more likely. . .."' {7}. 


Farber says that the response to coercion typically 
contains '". . . at least three important elements: debility, 
dependency, and dread." Prisoners ''. . . have reduced via- 
bility, are helplessly dependent mtheir captors for the 
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satisfaction of their many basic needs, and experience the 
emotional and motivational reactions of intense fear and anx- 
iety. ... Among the American} POW's pressured by the 
Chinese Communists, the DDD syndrome in its full-blown form 
constituted a state of discomfort that was well-nigh intolerable," 
(il). Uf the debility-dependency-dread state is unduly prolonged, 
however, the arrestee may sink into a defensive apathy from 
which it is hard to arouse him. 


Psychologists and others who write about physical or 
psychological duress frequently object that under sufficient 
pressure subjects usually yield but that their ability to recall 
and communicate information accurately is as impaired as the 
will to resist. This pragmatic objection has somewhat the same 
validity for a counterintelligence interrogation as for any other. 
But there is one significant difference. Confession is a neces- 
sary prelude to the Cl interrogation of a hitherto unresponsive 
or concealing source, And the use of coercive techniques will 
rarely or never confuse an interrogatee so completely that he 
does not know whether his own confession is true or false. He 
does not need full mastery of all his powers of resistance and 
discrimination to know whether he is a spy or not. Only sub- 
jects who have reached a point where they are under delusions 
are likely to make false confessions that they believe. Once a 
true confession is obtained, the classic cautions apply. The 
pressures are lifted, at least enough so that the subject can 
provide counterintelligence information as accurately as possi- 
ble. Im fact, the relief granted the subject at this time fits 
neatly into the interrogation plan. He is told that the changed 
treatment is a reward for truthfulmess and an evidence that 
friendly handling will continue as long as he cooperates. 


The profound moral objection to applying duress past the 
point of irreversible psychological damage has been stated. 
Judging the validity of other ethical arguments about coercion 
exceeds the scope of this paper. What is fully clear, however, 
is that cont rolled coercive manipulation of an interrogatee may 
impair his ability to make fine distinctions but will not alter his 
ability to answer correctly such gross questions as "Are youa 


Soviet agent? What is your assignment now? Who is your present 
case officer?" 
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When an interrogator senses that the subject's resistance 
is wavering, that his desire to yield is growing stronger than 
his wish to continue his resistance, the time has come to provide 
him with the acceptable rationalization: a face-saying reason or " 
excuse for compliance, Novice interrogators may be tempted to 
seize upon the initial yielding triumphantly and to personalize the 
victory. Such a temptation must be rejected immediately, An 
interrogation is not a game played by two people, one to become 
the winner and the other the loser. It is simply a method of ob- 
taining correct and useful information, Therefore the interro~ 
gator should intensify the subject's desire to cease struggling by 
showing him how he can do so without seeming to abandon prin- 
ciple, self-protection, or other initial causes of resistance, If, 
instead of providing the right rationalization at the right time, the 
interrogator seizes gloatingly upon the subject's wavering, oppo- 
sition will stiffen again. 


The following are the principal coercive techniques of in- 
terrogation: arrest, detention, deprivation of sensory stimuli 
thr ough solitary confinement or similar methods, threats and 
fear, debility, pain, heightened suggestibility and hypnosis, nar- 
cosis, and induced regression, This section also discusses the 
detection of malingering by interrogatees and the provision of 
appropriate rationalizations for capitulating and cooperating. 


GC, Arrest 


' The manner and timing of arrest can contribute substantially 
to the interrogator's purposes, 'Whbat we aim to do is to ensure 
that the manner of arrest achieves, if possible, surprise, and 
the maximum amount of mental discomfort in order to catch the 
suspect off balance and to deprive him of the initiative, One — 
should therefore arrest him at a moment when he least expects 
it and when his mental and physical resistance is at its lowest, 
The ideal time at which to arrest a person is in the early hours 
of the morning because surprise is achieved then, and because 
a person's resistance physiologically as well as psychologically 
is at its lowest.... If a person cannot be arrested in the 
early hours..., then the next best time is in the evening.... 
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D. Detention 


If, through the cooperation of a liaison service Gr by uni- 
lateral means; / arrangements have been made for the confinement 
of a resistant source, the circumstances of detention are ar- 
ranged to enhance within the subject his feelings of being cut 
off frorm the known and the reassuring, and of being plunged into 
the strange. Usually his own clothes are immediately taken 
away, because familiar clothing reinforces identity and thus the 
capacity for resistance. (Prisons give close hair cuts and issue 
prison garb for the same reason.) If the interrogatee is especial~ 
ly proud or neat, it may be useful to give him an outfit that is 
one or two sizes too large and to fail to provide a belt, so that he 
must hold his pants up. 


The point is that man's sense of identity depends upon a 
continuity in his surroundings, habits, appearance, actions, 
relations with others, etc. Detention permits the interrogator 
to cut through these links and throw the interrogatee back upon 
his own unaided internal resources. , 


Little is gained if confinement merely replaces one routine 
with another, Prisoners who lead monotonously unvaried lives 
". . , cease to care about their utterances, dress, and cleanli- 
ness, They become dulled, apathetic, and depressed." (7) And 
apathy can be a very effective defense against interrogation. 
Control of the source's environment permits the interrogator to

determine his diet, sleep pattern, and other fundamentals. 
Manipulating these into irregularities, so that the subject becomes °. 
disorientated, is very likely to create feelings of fear and help- © ~~ 
lessness. Hinkle points out, “People who enter prison with 

attitudes of foreboding, apprehension, and helplessness generally 

do less well than those who enter with assurance and a conviction 

that they can deal with anything that they may encounter... . 

Some people who are afraid of losing sleep, or who do not wish to 

lose sleep, soon succumb to sleep loss... .'* (7) 


In short, the prisoner should not be provided a routine to 
which he can adapt and from which he can draw some comfort-- 
or at least a sense of his own identity. Everyone has read of 
prisoners who were reluctant to leave their cells after prolonged 
incarceration. Little is known about the duration of confinement 
calculated to make a subject shift from anxiety, coupled with a 
desire for sensory stimuli and human companionship, to a passive, 
apathetic acceptance of isolation and an ultimate pleasure in this 
negative state. Undoubtedly the rate of change is determined 
almost entirely by the psychological characteristics of the indi- 
vidual. In any event, it is advisable to keep the subject upset by 
constant disruptions of patterns. 


For this reason, it is useful to determine whether the in- 
terrogattee has been jailed before, how often, under what circum- 
atances, for how long, and whether he was subjected to earlier 
interrogation. Familiarity with confinement and even with 
isolation reduces the effect. 


E. Deprivation of Sensory Stimuli 


The chief effect of arrest and detention, and particularly of 
solitary confinement, is to deprive the subject of many or most of 
the sights, sounds, tastes, smells, and tactile sensations to which 
he has grown accustomed. John C. Lilly examined eighteen auto- 
biographical accounts written by polar explorers and solitary sea- 
farers, He found"... that isolation per se acts on most persons 
as a powerful stress .... Inall cases of survivors of isolation 
at sea or in the polar night, it was the first exposure which caused 


87 














the greatest fears and hence the greatest danger of giving way 

to symptoms; previous experience is a powerful aid in going 
ahead, despite the symptoms, "The symptoms most commonly 
produced by isolation are superstition, intense love of any other 
living thing, perceiving inanimate objects as alive, hallucinations, 
and delusions."* (26) 


The apparent reason for these effects is that a person cut 
off from external stimuli turns his awareness inward, upon him- 
self, and then projects the contents of his own unconscious 
outwards, so that he endows his faceless environment with his 
own attributes, fears, and forgotten memories, Lilly notes, "It 
is obvious that inner factors in the mind tend to be projected 
outward, that some of the mind's activity which is usually reality- 
bound now becomes free to turn to phantasy and ultimately to 
hallucination and delusion. "' 


A number of experiments conducted at McGill University, 
the National Institute of Mental Health, and other sites have at- 
tempted to come as close as possible to the elimination of sensory 
stimuli, or to masking remaining stimuli, chiefly sounds, bya 
stronger but wholly monotonous overlay. The results of these 
experiments have little applicability to interrogation because the 
circumstances are dissimilar, Some of the findings point toward 
hypotheses that seem relevant to interrogation, but conditions 
like those of detention for purposes of counterintelligence interro- 
gation have not been duplicated for experimentation, 

At the National Institute of Mental Health two subjects were 
" , . suspended with the body and all but the top of the head 
immersed in a tank containing slowly flowing water at 34.5°C 
(94.5° F). ...' Both subjects wore black-out masks, which en- 
closed the whole head but allowed breathing and nothing else. The 
sound level was extremely low; thé subject heard only his own 
breathing and some faint sounds of water from the piping. Neither 
subject stayed in the tank longer than three hours. Both passed 
quickly from normally directed thinking through a tension resulting 
from unsatisfied hunger for sensory stimuli and concentration upon 
the few available sensations to private reveries and fantasies and 
eventually to visual imagery somewhat resembling hallucinations. 
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"In our experiments, we notice that after immersion the day 
apparently is started over, i.e., the subject feels as if he 
has risen from bed afresh; this effect persists, and the 
subject finds he is out of step with the clock for the rest of 
the day. '' 


Drs. Wexler, Mendelson, Leiderman, and Solomon 
conducted a somewhat similar experiment on seventeen paid 
volunteers, These subjects were '... placed in a tank-type 
respirator with a specially built mattress.... The vents 
of the respirator were left open, so that the subject breathed 
for himself. His arms and legs were enclosed in comfortable 
but rigid cylinders to inhibit movement and tactile contact. 
The subject lay on his back and was unable to see any part 
of his body. The motor of the respirator was run constantly, 
producing a dull, repetitive auditory stimulus. The room 
admitted no natural light, and artificial light was minimal 
and constant.'' (42) Although the established time limit 
was 36 hours and though all physical needs were taken care 
of, only 6 of the 17 completed the stint. The other eleven 
soon asked for release. Four of these terminated the 
experiment because of anxiety and panic; seven did so because 
of physical discomfort. The-results confirmed earlier findings 
that (1) the deprivation of sensory stimuli induces stress; 

(2) the stress becomes unbearable for most subjects; (3) 

the subject has a growing need for physical and social stimuli; 
and (4) some subjects progressively lose touch with reality, 
focus inwardly, and produce delusions, hallucinations, and 
other pathological effects. 


In summarizing some scientific reporting on sensory 
and perceptual deprivation, Kubzansky offers the following 
observations: 


"Three studies suggest that the more well-adjusted 
or 'normal' the subject is, the more he is affected by 
deprivation of sensory stimuli. Neurotic and psychotic 
subjects are either comparatively unaffected or show decreases 
in anxiety, hallucinations, etc." (7) 
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These findings suggest ~- but by no means prove - the 
following theories about solitary confinement and isolation: 


- 


1, The more completely the place of confinement 
eliminates sensory stimuli, the more rapidly and deeply will 
the interrogatee be affected. Results produced only after weeks 
or months of imprisonment in an ordinary cell can be duplicated 
in hours or days ina cell which has no light (or weak artificial 
light which never varies), which is sound~proded, in which 
odors are eliminated, etc. An environment still more subject 
to control, such as water-tank or iron lung, is even more 
effective. 


2. An early effect of such an environment is 
anxiety. How soon it appears and how strong it is depends 
upon the psychological characteristics of the individual. 


3. The interrogator can benefit from the subject's 
anxiety. As the interrogator becomes linked in the subject's 
mind with the reward of lessened anxiety, human contact, and 
meaningful activity, and thus with providing relief for growing 
discomfort, the questioner assumes a benevolent role. 2 


4. The deprivation of stimuli induces regression 
by depriving the subject's mind of contact with an outer world 
and thus forcing it in upon itself. At the same time, the 
calculated provision of stirhuli during interrogation tends to 
make the regressed subject view the interrogator as a father- 
figure. The result, normally, is a strengthening of the 
subject's tendencies toward compliance. 


F. Threats and Fear 


The threat of coercion usually weakens or destroys 
resistance more effectively than coercion itself. The threat 
to inflict pain, for example, can trigger fears more damaging 
than the immediate sensation of pain. In fact, most people 
underestimate their capacity to withstand pain. The same 
principle holds for other fears: sustained long enough, a 
strong fear of anything vague or unknown induces regression, 
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whereas the materialization of the fear, the infliction of some ; 
form of punishment, is likely to come as a relief. The subject 
finds that he can hold out, and his resistances are strengthened, . ; 
"in general, direct physical brutality creates only resentment, : 
hostility, and further defiance."' (18) 


The effectiveness of a threat depends not only on what 
sort of person the interrogatee is and whether he believes 
that his questioner can and will carry the threat out but also 
on the interrogator's reasons for threatening. If the interrogator 
threatens, because he is angry, the subject frequently senses 
the fear of failure underlying the anger and is strengthened ; 
in his own resolve to resist. Threats delivered coldly are : 
more effective than those shouted in rage. It is especially 
important that a threat not be uttered in response to the 
interrogatee's own expressions of hostility. These, if ignored, 
can induce feelings of guilt, whereas retorts in kind relieve 
the subject's feelings. ae 


Another reason why threats induce compliance not ; 
evoked by the inflection of duress is that the threat grants 


‘the interrogatee time for compliance. It is not enough that a 


resistant source should te placed under the tension of fear; 

he must also discern an acceptable escape route. Biderman ; 
observes, ''Not only can the shame or guilt of defeat in the : 
encounter with the interrogator be involved, but also the more 

fundamental injunction to protect one's self-autonomy or 

'will',... A simple defense against threats to the self from : 
the anticipation of being forced to comply is, of course, to : 
comply 'deliberately' or‘'voluntarily'.... To the extent that 

the foregoing interpretation holds, the more intensely motivated 

the fimterrogate¢7 is to resist, the more intense is the 

pressure toward early compliance from such anxieties, for 

the greater is the threat to self-esteem which is involved 

in contemplating the possibility of being 'forced to' comply 

....' (6) In brief, the threat is like all other coercive 

techniques in being most effective when so used as to foster 

regression and when joined with a suggested way out of the 

dilemma, a rationalization acceptable to the interrogatee. 





The threat of death has often been found to be worse 
than useless. It "has the highest position in law as a 
defense, but in many interrogation situations it is a highly 
ineffective threat. Many prisoners, in fact, have refused 
to yield in the face of such threats who have subsequently 
been 'broken' by other procedures," (3} The principal 
reason is that the ultimate threat is likely to induce sheer 
hopelessness if the interrogatee does not believe that it 
is a trick; he feels that he is as likely to be condemned 
after cormpliance as before, The threat of death is also 
ineffective when used against hard-headed types who 
realize that silencing them forever would defeat the 
interrogator's purpose. If the threat is recognized as a 
bluff, it will not only fail but also pave the way to failure 
for later coercive ruses used by the interrogator, 


G,. Debility 


No report of scientific investigation of the effect 
of debility upon the interrogatee's powers of resistance 
bas been discovered, For centuries interrogators have 
employed various methods of inducing physical weakness: 
prolonged constraint; prolonged exertion; extremes of heat, 
cold, or moisture; and deprivation or drastic reduction of 
food or sleep. Apparently the assumption is that lowering 
the source's physiological resistance will lower his 
psychological capacity for opposition. If this notion were 
valid, however, it might reasonably be expected that those 
subjects who are physically weakest at the beginning of 
an interrogation would be the quickest to capitulate, a 
concept not supported by experience. The available 
evidence suggests that resistance is sapped principally 
by psychological rather than physical pressures. The 
threat of debility - for example, a brief deprivation of 
food - may induce much more anxiety than prolonged 
hunger, which will result after a while in apathy and, 
perhaps, eventual delusions or hallucinations. In brief, 
it appears probable that the techniques of inducing debility 


become counter-productive at an early stage. The discomfort, 


tension, and restless search for an avenue of escape are 
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followed by withdrawal symptoms, a turning away from 
external stimuli, and a sluggish unresponsiveness. 


Another objection to the deliberate inducing of 
debility is that prolonged exertion, loss of sleep, etc., 
themselves become patterns to which the subject adjusts 
through apathy. The interrogator should use his power 
over the resistant subject's physical environment to 
disrupt patterns of response, not to create them. Meals 
and sleep granted irregularly, in more than abundance 
or less than adequacy, the shifts occuring on no discernible 
time pattern, will normally disorient an interrogatee and 
sap his will to resist more effectively than a sustained 
deprivation leading to debility. 


H. Pain 


Everyone is aware that people react very 
differently to pain. The reason, apparently, is not a 
physical difference in the intensity of the sensation itself. 
Lawrence E. Hinkle observes, ''The sensation of pain 
seems to be roughly equal in all men, that is to say, 
all people have approximately the same threshold at which 
they begin to feel pain, and when carefully graded stimuli 
are applied to them, their estimates of severity are 
approximately the same.... Yet...when men are very 
highly motivated...they have been known to carry out 
rather complex tasks while enduring the most intense 
pain.'' He also states, "In general, it appears that 
whatever may be the role of the constitutional endowment 
in determining the reaction to pain, it is a much less 
important determinant than is the attitude of the man who 
experiences the pain." (7} 

The wide range of individual reactions to pain 
may be partially explicable in terms of early conditioning. 
The person whose first encounters with pain were 
frightening and intense may be more violently affected 
by its later infliction than one whose original experiences 
were mild. Or the reverse may be true, and the man 
whose childhood familiarized him with pain may dread 
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it less, and react less, than one whose distress is heightened 
by fear of the unknown. The individual remains the determinant. 


it has been plausibly suggested that, whereas pain ee 
inflicted on a person from outside himself may actually focus , * 
or intensify his will to resist, his resistance is likelier to 
be sapped by pain which he seems to inflict upon himself. 

"In the simple torture situation the contest is one between 

the individual and his tormentor (.... and he can frequently 

endure}. When the individual is told to stand at attention 

for long periods, an intervening factor is introduced. The 7 
immediate source of pain is not the interrogator but the fs 
victim himself. The motivational strength of the individual 
is likely to exhaust itself in this internal encounter.... As 7 
long as the subject remains standing, he is attributing to i 
his captor the power to do something worse to him, but there ; 
is actually no showdown of the ability of the interrogator 

to do so." (4) 

Interrogatees who are withholding but who feel qualms 
of guilt and a secret desire to yield are likely to become 
intractable if made to endure pain. The reason is that they 
can then interpret the pain as punishment and hence as - 
expiation. There are also persons who enjoy pain and its 
anticipation and who will keep back information that they 
might otherwise divulge if they are given reason to expect 
that withholding will result in the punishment that they 
want. Persons of considerable moral or intellectual 
stature often find in pain inflicted by others a confirmation 
of the belief that they are in the hands of inferiors, and 
their resolve not to submit is strengthened. 


Intense pain is quite likely to produce false confessions, 
concocted as a means of escaping from distress. A time- 
consuming delay results, while investigation is conducted 
and the admissions are proven untrue. During this respite 
the interrogatée can pull himself together. He may even , 
use the time to think up new, more complex "admissions" 
that take still longer to disprove. KUBARK is especially 
vulnerable to such tactics because the interrogation is 
conducted for the sake of information and not for police purposes. 





If an interrogatee is caused to suffer pain rather late 
in the interrogation process and after other tactics have ie 
failed, he is almost certain to conclude that the interrogator no OSS 
is becoming desperate. He may then decide that if he can 
just hold out against this final assault, he will win the struggle 
and his freedom. And he is likely to be right. Interrogatees 
who have withstood pain are more difficult to handle by other 
methods, The effect has been not to repress the subject but 
to restore his confidence and maturity. 


I, -Heightened Suggestibility and Hypnosis 


In recent years a number of hypotheses about hypnosis 
have been advanced by psychologists and others in the guise of 
proven principles. Among these are the flat assertions thata 
person connot be hypnotized against his will; that while 
hypnotized he cannot be induced to divulge information that he 
wants urgently to conceal; and that he will not undertake, in 
trance or through post-hypnotic suggestion, actions to which 
he would normally have serious moral or ethical objections. 

If these and related contentions were proven valid, hypnosis 
would have scant value for the interrogator. : 


But despite the fact that hypnosis has been an object of 
scientific inquiry for a very long time, none of these theories 
has yet been tested adequately. Each of them is in conflict 
with some observations of fact. In any event, an interrogation 
handbook cannot and need not include a-lengthy discussion of 
hypnosis. The case officer or interrogator needs to know 
enough about the subject to understand the circumstances under 
which hypnosis can be a useful tool, so that he can request 
expert assistance appropriately. 


Operational personnel, including interrogators, who 
chance to have some lay experience or skill in hypnotism 
; should not themselves use hypnotic techniques for interrogation 
or other operational purposes. There are two reasons for 
this position. The first is that hypnotism used as an operational 
tool by a practitioner who is not a psychologist, psychiatrist, 
or M.D. can produce irreversible psychological damage. The 
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lay practitioner does not know enough to use the technique 
safely. The second reason is that an unsuccessful attempt 
to hypnotize a subject for purposes of interrogation, or a 
successful attempt not adequately covered by post-hypnotic 
amnesia or other protection, can easily lead to lurid and 
embarrassing publicity or legal charges, 


Hypnosis is frequently called a state of heightened 
suggestibility, but the phrase is a description rather than a 
definition. Merton M. Gill and Mar garet Brenman state, 
“The psychoanalytic theory of hypnosis clearly implies, 
where it does not explicitly state, that hypnosis is a form 
of regression,’' And they add, "'...induction/f hypnosis/ 
is the process of bringing about a regression, while the 
hypnotic state is the established regression." (13) It is 
suggested that the interrogator will find this definition the 
most useful, The problem of overcoming the resistance 
of an uncooperative interrogatee is essentially a problem 
of inducing regression to a level at which the resistance 
can no longer be sustained. Hypnosis is one way of 
regressing people. 


Martin T. Orne has written at some length about 
hypnosis and interrogation. Almost all of his conclusions 
are tentatively negative. Concerning the role played by the 
will or attitude of the interrogatee, Orne says, "Although 
the crucial experiment has not yet been done, there is 
little or no evidence to indicate that trance can be induced 
against a person's wishes." He adds, "...the actual 
occurrence of the trance state is related to the wish of 
the subject to enter hypnosis."' And he also observes, 
",..whether a subject will or will not enter trance depends 
upon his relationship with the hyponotist rather than upon 
the technical procedure of trance induction.'"' These 
views are probably representative of those of many 
psychologists, but they are not definitive. As Orne 
himself later points out, the interrogatee '',..could be 
given a hypnotic drug with appropriate verbal suggestions 
to talk about a given topic. Eventually enough of the drug 
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would be given to cause a short period of unconsciousness. 
When the subject wakesn, the interrogator could then read 
from his ‘notes' of the hypnotic interview the information: 
presumably told him," (Orne had previously pointed out ~*~» 
that this technique requires that the interrogator possess 
significant information about the subject without the subject's 
knowledge.) "It can readily be seen how this... maneuver... 
would facilitate the elicitation of information in subsequent 
interviews."' (7) Techniques of inducing trance in resistant 
subjects through preliminary administration of so-called 
silent drugs (drugs which the subject does not know he has 
-taken) or through other non-routine methods of induction 

are still under investigation. Until more facts are known, 
the question of whether a resister can be hypnotized involun- 
tarily must go unanswered, 


Orne also holds that even if a resister can be 
hypnotized, his resistance does not cease. He postulates 
'".,, that only in rare interrogation subjects would a 
sufficiently deep trance be obtainable to even attempt to 
induce the subject to discuss material which he is unwilling 
to discuss in the waking state. The kind of information which 
can be obtained in these rare instances is still an unanswered 
question. '' He adds that it is doubtful that a subject in trance 
could be made to reveal information which he wished to 
safeguard, But here too Orne seems somewhat too cautious 
or pessimistic. Once an interrogatee is in.a hypnotic trance, 
his understanding of reality becomes subject to manipulation. 
For example, a KUBARK interrogator could tell a suspect 
double agent in trance that the KGB is conducting the questioning, 
and thus invert the whole frame of reference. In other words, © 
Orne is probably right in holding that most recalcitrant subjects 
will continue effective resistance as long as the frame of 
reference is undisturbed, But once the subject is tricked into 
believing that he is talking to friend rather than foe, or that 
divulging the truth is the best way to serve his own purposes, 
his resistance will be replaced by cooperation, The value 
of hypnotic trance is not that it permits the interrogator to 
impose his will but rather that it can be used to convince the 
interrogatee that there is no valid reagon not to be forthcoming. 











A third objection raised by.Orne and others is that 
material elicited during trance is not reliable. Orne says, 
".,.it has been shown that the accuracy of such information... 
would not be guaranteed since subjects in hypnosis are fully 
capable of lying.'' Again, the observation is correct; no known 
manipulative method guarantees veracity. But if hypnosis 
is employed not as an immediate instrument for digging out 
the truth but rather as a way of making the subject want to 
align himself with his interrogators, the objection evaporates. 


Hypnosis offers one advantage not inherent in other 
interrogation techniques or aids: the post-hypnotic suggestion. 
Under favorable circumstances it should be possible to 
administer a silent drug to a resistant source, persuade 
him as the drug takes effect that he is slipping into a hypnotic 
trance, place him under actual hypnosis as consciousness is 
returning, shift his frame of reference so that his reasons 
for resistance become reasons for cooperating, interrogate 
him, and conclude the session by implanting the suggestion 
that when he emerges from trance he will not remember 
anything about what has happened. 


This sketchy outline of possible uses of hypnosis in 
the interrogation of resistant sources has no higher goal 
than to remind operational personnel that the technique 
may provide the answer to a problem not otherwise soluble. 
To repeat: hypnosis is distinctly not a do-it-yourself project. 
Therefore the interrogator, base, or center that is considering 
its use must anticipate the timing sufficiently not only to secure 
the obligatory headquarters permission but also to allow for an 
expert's travel time and briefing. 


J. Narcosis 


Just as the threat of pain may more effectively induce 
compliance than its infliction, so an interrogatee's mistaken 
belief that he has been drugged may make him a more useful 
interrogation subject than he would be under narcosis. Louis 
_A. Gottschalk cites a group of studies as indicating "that 30 to 50 
per cent of individuals are placebo reactors, that is, respond 
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with symptomatic relief to taking an inert substance."'. (7) 

In the interrogation situation, moreover, the effectiveness = 
of a placebo may be enhanced because of its ability to placate be. 
the conscience. The subject's primary source of resistance 

to confession or divulgence may be pride, patriotism, 

personal loyalty to superiors, or fear of retribution if he is 
returned to their hands. Under such circumstances his 

natural desire to escape from stress by complying with the 
interrogator's wishes may become decisive if he is provided 

_an acceptable rationalization for compliance. “I was drugged" 

is one of the best excuses. 


Drugs are no more the answer to the interrogator's 
prayer than the polygraph, ‘hypnosis, or other aids. Studies 
and reports ‘dealing with the validity of material extracted 
from reluctant informants...indicate that there is no drug 
which can force every informant to report all the information ape 
he has. Not only may the inveterate criminal psychopath lie 
under the influence of drugs which have been tested, but the 
relatively normal and well-adjusted individual may also 
successfully disguise factual data." (3) Gottschalk reinforces 
the latter observation in mentioning an experiment involving 
drugs which indicated that "the more normal, well-integrated 
individuals could lie better than the guilt-ridden, neurotic 
subjects.'' (7) 

Nevertheless, drugs can be effective in overcoming 
resistance not dissolved by other techniques. As has already 
been noted, the so-called silent drug (a pharmacologically 
potent substance given to a person unaware of its administration) 
can make possible the induction of hypnotic trance in a 
previously unwilling subject, Gottschalk says, ''The judicious 
choice of a drug with minimal side effects, its matching to 
the subject's personality, careful gauging of dosage, anda 
sense of timing.../make/ silent administration a hard-to-equal 
ally for the hypnotist intent on producing self-fulfilling and 
inescapable suggestions...the drug effects should prove... 
compelling to the subject since the perceived sensations originate 
entirely within himself." (7) 





Particularly important is the reference to matching the 
drug to the personality of the interrogatee. The effect of most 
drugs depends more upon the personality of the subject than 8 
upon the physical characteristics of the drugs themselves. If 
the approval of Headquarters has been obtained and if a doctor 
is at hand for administration, one of the most important of 
the interrogator's functions is providing the doctor with a 
full and accurate description of the psychological make-up 
of the interrogatee, to facilitate the best possible choice of 
a drug. 


Persons burdened with feelings of shame or guilt are 
likely to unburden themselves when drugged, especially if 
these feelings have been reinforced by the interrogator. 
And like the placebo, the drug provides an excellent 
rationalization of helplessness for the interrogatee who 
wants to yield but has hitherto been unable to violate his 
own values or loyalties. 


Like other coercive media, drugs may affect the content 
of what an interrogatee divulges. Gottschalk notes that certain 
drugs ''may give rise to psychotic manifestations such as 
hallucinations, Ulusions, delusions, or disorientation", so 
that the verbal material obtained cannot always be considered 
valid." (7) For this reason drugs {and the other aids discussed in 
this section) should not be used persistently to facilitate the 
interrogative debriefing that follows capitulation, Their function 
is to cause capitulation, to aid in the shift from resistance to 
cooperation, Once this shift has been accomplished, coercive 
techniques should be abandoned both for moral reasons and 
because they are unnecessary and even counter-productive. 


This discussion does not include a list of drugs that 
have been employed for interrogation purposes or a 
discussion of their properties because these are medical 
considerations within the province of a doctor rather than 
an interogator. 
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K. The Detection of Malingering 


The detection of malingering is obviously not an 

; interrogation technique, coercive or otherwise. But the * 
history of interrogation is studded with the stories of persons 

who have attempted, often successfully, to evade the 

mounting pressures of interrogation by feigning physical 

or mental illness. KUBARK interrogators may encounter 

seemingly sick or irrational interrogatees at times and 

places which make it difficult or next-to-impossible to 

surmmon medical or other professional assistance. Because 

a few tips may make it possible for the interrogator to 

distinguish between the malingerer and the person who is 

genuinely ill, and because both illness and malingering are 

sometimes produced by coercive interrogation, a brief discussion 

of the topic has been included here. 


Most persons who feign a mental or physical iliness ee 
do not know enough about it to deceive the well-informed. 
Malcolm L. Meltzer says, ''The detection of malingering 
depends to a great extent on the simulator's failure to 
understand adequately the characteristics of the role he 
is feigning.... Often he presents symptoms which are 
exceedingly rare, existing mainly in the fancy of the layman. 
One such symptom is the delusion of misidentification, 
characterized by the...belief that he is some powerful 
or historic personage, This symptom is very unusual in 
true psychosis, but is used by a number of simulators. In 
schizophrenia, the onset tends to be gradual, delusions 
do not spring up full-blown over night; in simulated disorders, 
the onset is usually fast and delusions may be readily 
available. The feigned psychosis often contains many 
contradictory and inconsistent symptoms, rarely existing 
together. The malingerer tends to go to extremes in his 
protrayal of his symptoms; he exaggerates, overdramatizes, 
grimaces, shouts, is overly bizarre, and calls attention 
‘ to himself in other ways.... 


"Another characteristic of the malingerer is that he 
will usually seek to evade or postpone examination. A study 
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of the behavior of lie-detector subjects, for example, showed 
that persons later ‘proven guilty’ showed certain similarities 
of behavior. The guilty persons were reluctant to take the 
test, and they tried in various ways to postpone or delay it. 
They often appeared highly anxidus and sometimes took a 
hostile attitude toward the test and the examiner. Evasive 
tactics sometimes appeared, such as sighing, yawning, 
moving about, all of which foil the examiner by obscuring 

the recording. Before the examination, they felt it necessary 
to explain why their responses might mislead the examiner 
into thinking they were lying. Thus the procedure of subjecting 
a suspected-malingerer to a lie-detector test might evoke 
behavior which would reinforce the suspicion of fraud." (7) 


Meltzer also notes that malingerers who are not 
professional psychologists can usually be exposed through 
Rorschach tests. 


An important element in malingering is the frame of 
mind of the examiner. <A person pretending madness 
awakens in a professional examiner not only suspicion but 
also a desire to expose the fraud, whereas a well person 
who pretends to be concealing mental illness and who 
permits only a minor symptom or two to peep through is 
miuch likelier to create in the expert a desire to expose 
the hidden sickness. 


Meltzer observes that simulated mutism and amnesia 
can usually be distinguished from the true states by 
narcoanalysis. The reason, however, is the reverse of 
the. popular misconception. Under the influence of appropriate 
drugs the malingerer will persist in not speaking or in not 
remembering, whereas the symptoms of the genuinely 
afflicted will termmporarily disappear. Another technique 
is to pretend to take the deception seriously, express 
grave concern, and tell the "patient" that the only remedy 
for his illness is a series of electric shock treatments 
or a frontal lobotomy. 





interrogator access to the information he seeks, he is not 
ordinarily concerned with the attitudes of the source. Under 
some circumstances, however, this pragmatic indifference 
can be short-sighted. If the interrogatee remains semi-~ 
hostile or remorseful after a successful interrogation has 
ended, less time may be required to complete his conversion 
(and conceivably to create an enduring asset) than might be 
needed to deal with his antagonism if he is merely squeezed 
and forgotten.

XL DESCRIPTIVE BIBLIOGRAPHY 


This bibliography is selective; most of the books and articles 
consulted during the preparation of this study have not been included . 
here. Those that have no real bearing on the counterintelligence In- 
terrogation of resistant sources have been left out. Also omitted 
are some sources considered elementary, inferior, or umsound, It 
is not claimed that what remains is comprehensive as well as selective, 
for the number of published works having some relevance even to the 
restricted subject is over a thousand. But it is believed that all the 
items listed here merit reading by KUBARK personel concerned with 
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interrogation,

1. Anonymous { }, Interrogation, undated. veal 
This paper is a one-hour lecture on the subject. It is thoughtful, forth- S 


right, and based on extensive experience, It deals only with interrogation 
following arrest and detention. Because the scope is nevertheless broad, 
the discussion is brisk but necessarily less than profound. 


2. Barioux, Max, “A Method for the Selection, Training, and 
Evaluation of Interviewers," Public Opinion Quarterly, Spring 1952, 
Vol. 16, No. 1. This article deals with the problems of interviewers 
conducting public opinion polls. It is of only slight value for interroga~ 
tors, although it does suggest pitfalls produced by asking questions : 
that suggest their own answers. , 


3. Biderman, Albert D., A Study for Development of Improved 
Interrogation Techniques: Study SR 177-D (U), Secret, final report of 


Contract AF 18 (600) 1797, Bureau of Social Science Research Inc., 
Washington, D.C., March 1959.° Although this book (207 pages of text) 
is principally concerned with lessons derived from the interrogation 

- of American POW's by Communist services and with the problem of 
resisting interrogation, it alao deals with the interrogation of resistant 
subjects. It has the added advantage of incorporating the findings and 
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views of a number of scholars and specialists in subjects closely 
related to interrogation. As the frequency of citation indicates, 

this book was one of the most useful works consulted; few KUBARK 
interrogators would fail.to profit from reading it. It also contains» ~\ 
a descriminating but undescribed bibliography of 343 iterms. 


4, Biderman, Albert D., "Communist Attempts to Elicit False 
Confession from Air Force Prisoners of War'', Bulletin of the New York 
Academy of Medicine, September 1957, Vol. 33. An excellent analysis 


of the psychological pressures applied by Chinese Communists to 


American POW's to extract "confessions" for propaganda purposes. 


5. Biderman, Albert D., "Communist Techniques of Coercive 
Interrogation", Air Intelligence, July 1955, Vol. 8, No. 7. This short 
article does not discuss details. Its subject is closely related to that 
of item 4 above; but the focus is on interrogation rather than the eli- 
citation of 'confessions", 


"6. Biderman, Albert D., "Social Psychological Needs and 
Involuntary' Behavior as Illustrated by Compliance in Interrogation", 
Sociometry, June 1960, Vol. 23. This interesting article is directly 
relevant, it provides a useful insight into the interaction between 
interrogator and interrogatee. It should be compared with Milton W. 
Horowitz's "Psychology of Confession"! (see below). 


7. Biderman, Albert D. and Herbert Zimmer, The Manipulation 


of Hurnan Behavior, John Wiley and Sons Inc., New York and London, 


1961. This book of 304 pages consists of an introduction by the editors 
and seven chapters by the following specialists; Dr. Lawrence E, 
Hinkle Jr., "The Physiological State of the Interrogation Subject as 

it Affects Brain Function"; Dr. Philip E. Kubzansky, "The Effects 

of Reduced Environmental Stimulation on Human Behavior: A Review"; 
Dr. Louis A. Gottschalk, "The Use of Drugs in Interrogation"; Dr. 

R.C. Davis, "Physiological Responses as a Means of Evaluating In- 
formation" (this chapter deals with the polygraph); Dr. Martin T. Orne, 
"The Potential Uses of Hypnosis in Interrogation"; Drs. Robert R. Blake 
and Jane S. Mouton, "The Experimental Investigation of Interpersonal 
Influence"; and Dr. Malcolm L. Meltzer, '"Countermanipulation through 
Malingering.'' Despite the editors preliminary announcement that the 
book has "a particular frame of reference; the interrogation of an un- 
willing subject’, the stress is on the listed psychological specialties; 
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and interrogation gets comparitively short shrift. Nevertheless, 

the KUBARK interrogator should read this book, especially the 
chapters by Drs, Orne and Melizer. He will find that the book is 

by scientists for scientists and that the contributions congistently 
demonstrate too theoretical an understanding of interrogation per se. 
He will also find that practically no valid experimentation the results 
of which were unclassified and available to the authors has been con- 
ducted under interrogation conditions. Conclusions are suggested, 
almost invariably, ona basis of extrapolation. But the book does 
contain much useful information, as frequent references in this 


study show, The combined bibliographies contain a total of 771 
items. 
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13. Gill, Merton, Inc., and Margaret Brenman, 
Hypnosis and Related States: Psychoanalytic Studies in 
Regression, International Universities Press Inc., New York, 
1959. This book is a scholarly and comprehensive examination 
of hypnosis. The approach is basically Freudian but the authors 
are neither narrow nor doctrinaire. The book discusses the 
induction of hypnosis, the hypnotic state, theories of induction 
and of the hypnotic condition, the concept of regression as a 
basic element in hypnosis, relationships between hypnosis and 
drugs, sleep, fugue, etc., and the use of hypnosis in 
psychotherapy. Interrogators may find the comparison 
between hypnosis and "brainwashing" in chapter 9 more 
relevant than other parts. The book is recommended, 
however, not because it contains any discussion of the 
employment of hypnosis in interrogation {it does not) but 
because it provides the interrogator with sound information 
about what hypnosis can and cannot do. 


14. Hinkle, Lawrence E. Jr. and Harold G. Wolff, 
"Communist Interrogation and Indoctrination of Enemies 
of the State", AMA Archives of Neurology and Psychiatry, 
August 1956, Vol. 76, No, 2. This article summarizes 
the physiological and psychological reactions of American 
prisoners to Communist detention and interrogation. It 
merits reading but not study, chiefly because of the vast 
differences between Communist interrogation of American 
POW's and KUBARK interrogation of known or suspected 
personnel of Communist services or parties. 
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15. Horowitz, Milton W., "Psychology of Confession." 
Journal of Criminal Law, Criminology, and Police Science, July- 
August 1956, Vol. 47. The author lists the following principles of 
confession: (1) the subject feels accused; (2) he is confronted by 
authority wielding power greater than his own; (3) he believes that 
evidence damaging to him is available to or possessed by the authority- 
(4) the accused is cut off from friendly support; (5) self-hostility is 
generated; and (6) confession to authority promises relief. Although 
the article is essentially a speculation rather than a report of verified 
facts, it merits close reading. 


16. Inbau, Fred E, and John E, Reid, Lie Detection and 
Criminal Investigation, Williams and Wilkins Co., 1953. The 
first part of this book consists of a discussion of the polygraph. It 
will be more useful to the KUBARK interrogator than the second, which 
deals with the elements of criminal interrogation. 


17. KHOKHLOV, Nicolai, In the Name of Conscience, David 
McKay Co., New York, 1959. This entry is included chiefly because 
of the cited quotation. It does provide, however, some interesting 
insights into the attitudes of an interrogatee. 


18, KUBARK, Communist Control. Methods, Appendix 1: 
"The Use of Scientific Design and Guidance Drugs and Hypnosis in 
Communist Interrogation and Indoctrination Procedures,"' Secret, no 
date, The appendix reports a study of whether Communist interroga- 
tion methods included such aids as hypnosis and drugs. Although 
experimentation in these areas is, of.course, conducted in Communist 
countries, the study found no evidence that-such methods are used in 
Communist interrogations -- or that they would be necessary. 


19, KUBARK (KUSODA), Communist Control Techniques, 
Secret, 2 April 1956, This study is an analysis of the methods used 

by Communist State police in the arrest, interrogation, and indoctrina- 
tion of persons regarded as enemies of the state, This paper, like 
others which deal with Communist interrogation techniques, may be 
useful to any KUBARK interrogator charged with questioning a former 
member of an Orbit intelligence or security service but does not deal 
with interrogation conducted without police powers.

-20. KUBARK, Hostile Control and Interrogation Techniques, 
Secret, undated, This paper consists of 28 pages and two annexes. 
It provides counsel to KUBARK personnel on how to resist interroga- 
tion conducted by a hostile service, Although it includes sensible : 
advice on resistance, it does not present any new information about the 
theories or practices of interrogation,

defense of graphology by an ‘educated amateur. '' Although the article is 
interesting, it does not present tested ‘evidence that the analysis of 
a subject's handwriting would be a useful aid to an interrogator,

24, Lefton, Robert Jay, “Chinese Communist 'Thought 
Reform.': Confession and Reeducation of Western Civilians, * 
Bulletin of the New York Academy of Medicine, September 1957, 
Vol. 33. A sound article about Chicom brainwashing techniques. The 
information was compiled from first-hand interviews with prisoners 


who had been subjected to the process, Recommended as background 
reading, 
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25. Levenson, Bernard and Lee Wiggins, A Guide for 
Intelligence Interviewing of Voluntary Foreign Sources, Official 
Use Only, Officer Education Research Laboratory, ARDC, Maxwell. 
Air Force Base {Technical Memorandum OERL-TM-54-4.} A good, - - 
though generalized, treatise on interviewing techniques. As the title 
shows, the subject is different from that of the present study. 





26. Lilly, John C., "Mental Effects of Reduction of Ordinary 
Levels of Physical Stimuli on Intact Healthy Persons." Psychological 
Research Report #5, American Psychiatric Association, 1956. After 
presenting a short summary of a few autobiographical accounts 
written about relative isolation at sea (in small boats) or polar regions, 
the author describes two experiments designed to mask or drastically 
reduce most sensory stimulation, The effect was to speed up the 
results of the more usual sort of isolation (for example, solitary 
confinement). Delusions and hallucinations, preceded by other 
symptoms, appeared after short periods, The author does not discuss 
the possible relevance of his findings to interrogation. 


27. Meerlo, Joost A.M., The Rape of the Mind, Worid 
Publishing Co., Cleveland, 1956, This book's primary value for the 
interrogator is that it will make him aware of a number of elements 
in the responses of an interrogatee which are not directly related to 
the questions asked or the interrogation setting bet are instead the 
product of (or are at least influenced by) all questioning that the subject | 
has undergone earlier, especially as a child. For many interrogatees 
the interrogator becomes, for better or worse, the parent or authority 
symbol, Whether.the subject is submissive or belligerent may be 
determined in part by his childhood relationships with his parents. 
Because the same forces are at work in the interrogator, the interro- 
gation may be chiefly a cover for a deeper layer of exchange or 
conflict between the two. For the interrogator a primary value of 
this book (and of much related psychological and psychoanalytic 
work} is that it may give him a deeper insight into himself. 


28. Moloney, James Clark, "Psychic Self-Abandon and 


Extortion of Confessions," International Journal of Psychoanalysis, 
January/February 1955, Vol. 36, This short article relates the 
psychological release obtained through confession ({i.e., the sense of 
well-being following surrender as a solution to an otherwise unsolvable 
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conflict) with religious experience generally and some ten Buddhistic 
practices particularly, The interrogator will find little here that is 
not more helpfully discussed in other sources, including Gill and 


Brenmaa's Hypnosis and Related States, Marginal.

29. Oatis, William N., "Why I Confessed," Life, 21 September 
1953, Vol. 35, Of some marginal value because it combines the 
writer's profession of innocence ("Iam not a spy and never was") 
with an account of how he was brought to "confess" to espionage within 
three days of his arrest, Although Oatis was periodically deprived 
of sleep (once for 42 hours) and forced to stand until weary, the 
Czechs obtained the "confession" without torture or starvation and 
without sophisticated techniques. 


30. Rundquist, E.A,, t'The Assessment of Graphology, " 
Studies in Intelligence, Secret, Summer 1959, Vol. 3, No. 3. The 
author concludes that scientific testing of graphology is needed to : 
permit an objective assessment of the claims made in its behalf. This 
article should be read in conjunction with No, 23, above. 


St; Schachter, Stanley, The Psychology of Affiliation: 
Experimental Studies of the Sources of Gregariousness, Stanford 
University Press, Stanford, California, 1959. A report of 133 pages, 
chiefly concerned with experiments and statistical analyses performed 
at the University of Minnesota by Dr. Schachter and colleagues. The 
principal findings concern relationships amoung anxiety, strength of 
affiliative tendencies, and the ordinal position {i.e., rank in birth 
sequence among siblings). Some tentative conclusions of significance 
for interrogators are reached, the following among therm: 


a. "One of the consequences of isolation appears to be 
a psychological state which in its extreme form resembles a 
full-blown anxiety attack." (p. 12.) 


b, Anxiety increases the desire to be with others who 
share the same fear, 


c. Persons who are first-born or only children are 
typically more nervous or afraid than those born later. First- 
borns and onlies are also "considerably less willing or able to 
withstand pain than are later-born children." (p. 49.) 
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In brief, this book presents hypotheses of interest to interrogators, : 
but much further research is needed to test validity and applicability. 2

unclassified and undated, that discusses some techniques and tricks :

Any interrogator reading this book 
will be struck by parallels between the psychiatric interview and the 
interrogation, The book is also valuable because the author, a 
psychiatrist of considerable repute, obviously had a deep understand- 
jing of the nature of the inter-personal relationship and of resistance.

1, Brainwashing, A Guide to the Literature, prepared 
by the Society for the Investigation of Human Ecology, Inc., 


Forest Hills, New York, December 1960. A wide variety of 
materials is represented: scholarly and scientific reports, 
governmental and organizational reports, legal discussions, 
biographical accounts, fiction, journalism, and miscellaneous. 
The number of items in each category is, respectively, 139, 
28, 7, 75, 10, 14, and 19, a total of 418. One or two sentence 
descriptions follow the titles. These are restricted to an 
indication of content and do not express value judgements. The 
first section contains a number of especially useful references. 


2. Comprehensive Bibliography of Interrogation 
Techniques, Procedures, and Experiences, Air Intelligence 
Information Report, Unclassified, 10 June 1959. This 


bibliography of 158 items dating between 1915 and 1957 
comprises ''the monographs on this subject available in the 
Library of Congress and arranged in alphabetical order by 
author, or in the absence of an author, by title."* No 
descriptions are included, except for explanatory sub-titles, 
The monographs, in several languages, are not categorized. 
This collection is extremely heterogeneous, Most of the 
items are of scant or peripheral value to the interrogator. 


3. Interrogation Methods and Techniques, KUPALM, 
L-3,024,941, July 1959, Secret/NOFORN. This bibliography 
of 114 items includes references to four categories: books 
and pamphlets, articles from periodicals, classified documents, 
and materials from classified periodicals. No descriptions 
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{except sub-titles) are included. The range is broad, so that 
a number of nearly-irrelevant titles are included (e.g., 
Employment psychology: the Interview, Interviewing in social 
research, and ''Phrasing questions; the question of bias in 


interviewing", from Journal of Marketing). 


4. Survey of the Literature on Interrogation Techniques, 
KUSODA, | March 1957, Confidential. Although now somewhat 
dated because of the significant work done since its publication, 
this bibliography remains the best of those listed. It groups 
its 114 items in four categories: Basic Recommended Reading, 
Recommended Reading, Reading of Limited or Marginal Value, 
and Reading of No Value. A brief description of each itemis 
included. Although some element of subjectivity inevitably 
tinges these brief, critical appraisals, they are judicious; and 
they are also real time-savers for interrogators too busy to 
plough through the acres of print on the specialty.

The committees met, pursuant to notice, at 9:07 a.m. in room 1202, 
Dirksen Senate Office Building, Senator Daniel K. Inouye (chairman of 
the Select Committee on Intelligence) presiding. 


Present: Senators Inouye (presiding), Kennedy, Goldwater, Bayh, 
Hathaway, Huddleston, Hart, Schweiker, Case, Garn, Chafee, Lugar and 
Wallop. 


Also present: William G. Miller, staff director, Select Committee on 
Intelligence; Dr. Lawrence Horowitz, staff director, Subcommittee on 
Health and Scientific Research; and professional staff members of both 
committees. 


Senator INOUYE. The Senate Select Committee on Intelligence is 
meeting today and is joined by the Subcommittee on Health and Scientific 
Research chaired by Senator Edward Kennedy of Massachusetts and 
Senator Richard Schweiker of Pennsylvania. Senator Hathaway and 
Senator Chafee are members of both committees. We are to hear 
testimony from the Director of Central Intelligence, Adm. Stansfield 
Turner, and from other Agency witnesses on issues concerning new 
documents supplied to the committee in the last week on drug testing 
conducted by the Central Intelligence Agency. 


It should be made clear from the outset that in general, we are focusing on 
events that happened over 12 or as long as 25 years ago. It should be 
emphasized that the programs that are of greatest concern have stopped 
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and that we are reviewing these past events in order to better understand 
what statutes and other guidelines might be necessary to prevent the 
recurrence of such abuses in the future. We also need to know and 
understand what is now being done by the CIA in the field of behavioral 
research to be certain that no current abuses are occurring. 


I want to commend Admiral Turner for his full cooperation with this 
committee and with the Subcommittee on Health in recognizing that this 
issue needed our attention. The CIA has assisted our committees and staffs 
in their investigative efforts and in arriving at remedies which will serve 
the best interests of our country.

The reappearance of reports of the abuses of the drug testing program and 
reports of other previously unknown drug programs and projects for 
behavioral control underline the necessity for effective oversight 
procedures both in the executive branch and in the Congress. The Select 
Committee on Intelligence has been working very closely with President 
Carter, the Vice President, and Admiral Turner and his associates in 
developing basic concepts for statutory guidelines which will govern all 
activities of the intelligence agencies of the United States. 


In fact, it is my expectation that the President will soon announce his 
decisions on how he has decided the intelligence agencies of the United 
States shall be organized. This committee will be working closely with the 
President and Admiral Turner in placing this new structure under the law 
and to develop effective oversight procedures. 


It is clear that effective oversight requires that information must be full 
and forthcoming. Full and timely information is obviously necessary if the 
committee and the public is to be confident that any transgressions can be 
dealt with quickly and forcefully. 


One purpose of this hearing is to give the committee and the public an 
understanding of what new information has been discovered that adds to 
the knowledge already available from previous Church and Kennedy 
inquiries, and to hear the reasons why these documents were not available 
to the Church and Kennedy committees. It is also the purpose of this 
hearing to address the issues raised by any additional illegal or improper 
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activities that have emerged from the files and to develop remedies to 
prevent such improper activities from occurring again. 


Finally, there is an obligation on the part of both this committee and the 
CIA to make every effort to help those individuals or institutions that may 
have been harmed by any of these improper or illegal activities. 1 am 
certain that Admiral Turner will work with this committee to see that this 
will be done. 


I would now like to welcome the most distinguished Senator from 
Massachusetts, the chairman of the Health Subcommittee, Senator 
Kennedy. 


Senator KENNEDY. Thank you very much, Mr. Chairman. We are 
delighted to join together in this very important area of public inquiry and 
public interest. 


Some 2 years ago, the Senate Health Subcommittee heard chilling 
testimony about the human experimentation activities of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. The Deputy Director of the CIA revealed that over 
30 universities and institutions were involved in an "extensive testing and 
experimentation" program which included covert drug tests on unwitting 
citizens "at all social levels, high and low, native Americans and foreign." 
Several of these tests involved the administration of LSD to "unwitting 
subjects in social situations." 


At least one death, that of Dr. Olson, resulted from these activities. The 
Agency itself acknowledged that these tests made little scientific sense. 
The agents doing the monitoring were not qualified scientific observers. 
The tests subjects were seldom accessible beyond the first hours of the 
test. In a number of instances, the test subject became ill for hours or days, 
and effective followup was impossible.

Other experiments were equally offensive. For example, heroin addicts 
were enticed into participating in LSD experiments in order to get a 
reward -- heroin. 


Perhaps most disturbing of all was the fact that the extent of 
experimentation on human subjects was unknown. The records of all these 
activities were destroyed in January 1973, at the instruction of then CIA 
Director Richard Helms. In spite of persistent inquiries by both the Health 
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Subcommittee and the Intelligence Committee, no additional records or 
information were forthcoming. And no one -- no single individual -- could 
be found who remembered the details, not the Director of the CIA, who 
ordered the documents destroyed, not the official responsible for the 
program, nor any of his associates. 


We believed that the record, incomplete as it was, was as complete as it 
was going to be. Then one individual, through a Freedom of Information 
request, accomplished what two U.S. Senate committees could not. He 
spurred the agency into finding additional records pertaining to the CIA's 
program of experimentation with human subjects. These new records were 
discovered by the agency in March. Their existence was not made known 
to the Congress until July. 


The records reveal a far more extensive series of experiments than had 
previously been thought. Eighty-six universities or institutions were 
involved. New instances of unethical behavior were revealed. 


The intelligence community of this Nation, which requires a shroud of 
secrecy in order to operate, has a very sacred trust from the American 
people. The CIA's program of human experimentation of the fifties and 
sixties violated that trust. It was violated again on the day the bulk of the 
agency's records were destroyed in 1973. It is violated each time a 
responsible official refuses to recollect the details of the program. The best 
safeguard against abuses in the future is a complete public accounting of 
the abuses of the past. 


I think this is illustrated, as Chairman Inouye pointed out. These are 
issues, are questions that happened in the fifties and sixties, and go back 
some 15, 20 years ago, but they are front page news today, as we see in 
the major newspapers and on the television and in the media of this 
country; and the reason they are, I think, is because it just continuously 
begins to trickle out, sort of, month after month, and the best way to put 
this period behind us, obviously, is to have the full information, and I 
think that is the desire of Admiral Turner and of the members of this 
committee. 


The Central Intelligence Agency drugged American citizens without their 
knowledge or consent. It used university facilities and personnel without 
their knowledge. It funded leading researchers, often without their 
knowledge. 


These institutes, these individuals, have a right to know who they are and 
how and when they were used. As of today, the Agency itself refuses to 
declassify the names of those institutions and individuals, quite 
appropriately, I might say, with regard to the individuals under the Privacy 
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Act. It seems to me to be a fundamental responsibility to notify those 
individuals or institutions, rather. I think many of them were caught up in 
an unwitting manner to do research for the Agency. Many researchers, 
distinguished researchers, some of our most outstanding members of our 
scientific community, involved in

this network, now really do not know whether they were involved or not, 
and it seems to me that the whole health and climate in terms of our 
university and our scientific and health facilities are entitled to that 
response. 


So, I intend to do all I can to persuade the Agency to, at the very least, 
officially inform those institutions and individuals involved. 


Two years ago, when these abuses were first revealed, I introduced 
legislation, with Senator Schweiker and Senator Javits, designed to 
minimize the potential for any similar abuses in the future. That legislation 
expanded the jurisdiction of the National Commission on Human Subjects 
of Biomedical and Behavioral Research to cover all federally funded 
research involving human subjects. The research initially was just directed 
toward HEW activities, but this legislation covered DOD as well as the 
CIA. 


This Nation has a biomedical and behavioral research capability second to 
none. It has had for subjects of HEW funded research for the past 3 years a 
system for the protection of human subjects of biomedical research second 
to none, and the Human Experimentation Commission has proven its 
value. Today's hearings and the record already established underscore the 
need to expand its jurisdiction. 


The CIA supported that legislation in 1975, and it passed the Senate 
unanimously last year. I believe it is needed in order to assure all our 
people that they will have the degree of protection in human 
experimentation that they deserve and have every right to expect. 


Senator INOUYE. Thank you very much. Now we will proceed with the 
hearings. Admiral Turner? 


[The prepared statement of Admiral Turner follows. ] 
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Project MKULTRA, The CIA's Program 
Of Research In Behavioral Modification 


Prepared Statement of Admiral Stansfield Turner, 
Director of Central Intelligence 


Mr. Chairman: In my letter to you of July 15, 1977, I reported our recent 
discovery of seven boxes of documents related to Project MKULTRA, a 
closely held CIA project conducted from 1953-1964. As you may recall, 
MKULTRA was an "umbrella project" under which certain sensitive 
subprojects were funded, involving among other things research on drugs 
and behavioral modification. During the Rockefeller Commission and 
Church Committee investigations in 1975, the cryptonym became publicly 
known when details of the drug-related death of Dr. Frank Olsen were 
publicized. In 1953 Dr. Olsen, a civilian employee of the Army at Fort 
Detrick, leaped to his death from a hotel room window in New York City 
about a week after having unwittingly consumed LSD administered to him 
as an experiment at a meeting of LSD researchers called by CIA. 


Most of what was known about the Agency's involvement with behavioral 
drugs during the investigations in 1975 was contained in a report on 
Project MKULTRA prepared by the Inspector General's office in 1963. As 
a result of that report's recommendations, unwitting testing of drugs on 
U.S. citizens was subsequently discontinued. The MKULTRA-related 
report was made available to the Church Committee investigators and to 
the staff of Senator Kennedy's Subcommittee on Health. Until the recent 
discovery, it was believed that all of the MKULTRA files dealing with 
behavioral modification had been destroyed in 1973 on the orders of the 
then retiring Chief of the Office of Technical Service, with the 
authorization of the DCI, as has been previously reported. Almost all of 
the people who had had any connection with the aspects of the project 
which interested Senate investigators in 1975 were no longer with the 
Agency at that time. Thus, there was little detailed knowledge of the 
MKULTRA subprojects available to CIA during the Church Committee 
investigations. This lack of available details, moreover, was probably not 
wholly attributable to the 
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destruction of MKULTRA files in 1973; the 1963 report on MKULTRA 
by the Inspector General notes on page 14: "Present practice is to maintain 
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no records of the planning and approval of test programs." 


When I reported to you last on this matter, my staff had not yet had an 
opportunity to review the newly located material in depth. This has now 
been accomplished, and I am in a position to give you a description of the 
contents of the recovered material. I believe you will be most interested in 
the following aspects of the recent discovery: 


How the material was discovered and why it was not previously found; 
The nature of this recently located material; 


How much new information there is in the material which may not 
have been previously known and reported to Senate investigators; and 


What we believe the most significant aspects of this find to be. 


To begin, as to how we discovered these materials. The material had been 
sent to our Retired Records Center outside of Washington and was 
discovered sent to our Retired Records Center outside of Washington and 
was discovered there as a result of the extensive search efforts of an 
employee charged with responsibility for maintaining our holdings on 
behavioral drugs and for responding to Freedom of Information Act 
requests on this subject. During the Church Committee investigation in 
1975, searches for MKULTRA-related material were made by examining 
both the active and retired records of all branches of CIA considered at all 
likely to have had association with MKULTRA documents. The retired 
records of the Budget and Fiscal Section of the Branch responsible for 
such work were not searched, however. This was because financial papers 
associated with sensitive projects such s MKULTRA were normally 
maintained by the Branch itself under the project file, not by the Budget 
and Fiscal Section. In the case at hand, however, the newly located 
material was sent to the Retired Records Center in 1970 by the Budget and 
Fiscal Section as part of its own retired holdings. The reason for this 
departure from normal procedure is not known. As a result of it, however, 
the material escaped retrieval and destruction in 1973 by the then-retiring 
Director of the Office as well as discovery in 1975 by CIA officials 
responding to Senate investigators. 


The employee who located this material did so by leaving no stone 
unturned in his efforts to respond to FOIA requests. He reviewed all 
listings of material of this Branch stored at the Retired Records Center, 
including those of the Budget and Fiscal Section and, thus, discovered the 
MKULTRA-related documents which had been missed in the previous 
searches. In sum, the Agency failed to uncover these particular documents 
in 1973 in the process of attempting to destroy them; it similarly failed to 
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locate them in 1975 in response to the Church Committee hearings. I am 
convinced that there was no attempt to conceal this material during the 
earlier searches. 


Next, as to the nature of the recently located material, it is important to 
realize that the recovered folders are finance folders. The bulk of the 
material in them consists of approvals for advance of funds, vouchers, 
accountings, and the like -- most of which are not very informative as to 
the nature of the activities that were undertaken. Occasional project 
proposals or memoranda commenting on some aspect of a subproject are 
scattered throughout this material. In general, however, the recovered 
material does not include status reports or other documents relating to 
operational considerations or progress in the various subprojects, though 
some elaboration of the activities contemplated does appear. The 
recovered documents fall roughly into three categories: 


First, there are 149 MKULTRA subprojects, many of which appear to 
have some connection with research into behavioral modification, drug 
acquisition and testing or administering drugs surreptitiously. 


Second, there are two boxes of miscellaneous MKULTRA papers, 
including audit reports and financial statements from "cut-out" (i.e., 
intermediary) funding mechanisms used to conceal CIA's sponsorship of 
various research projects. 


Finally, there are 33 additional subprojects concerning certain 
intelligence activities previously funded under MKULTRA which have 
nothing to do either with behavioral modification, drugs, and toxins or 
with any other related matters. 

We have attempted to group the activities covered by the 149 subprojects 
into categories under descriptive headings. In broad outline, at least, this 


presents the contents of these files. The activities are placed in the 
following 15 categories: 
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1. Research into the effects of behavioral drugs and/or alcohol: 
17 subprojects probably not involving human testing; 


14 subprojects definitely involving tests on human volunteers; 
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19 subprojects probably including tests on human volunteers. While 
not known, some of these subprojects may have included tests on 
unwitting subjects as well; 


6 subprojects involving tests on unwitting subjects. 


2. Research on hypnosis: 8 subprojects, including 2 involving hypnosis 
and drugs in combination. 


3. Acquisition of chemicals or drugs: 7 subprojects. 


4. Aspects of magicians’ art useful in covert operations: e.g., surreptitious 
delivery of drug-related materials: 4 subprojects. 


5. Studies of human behavior, sleep research, and behavioral changes 
during psychotherapy: 9 subprojects. 


6. Library searches and attendance at seminars and international 
conferences on behavioral modification: 6 subprojects. 


7. Motivational studies, studies of defectors, assessment, and training 
techniques: 23 subprojects. 


8. Polygraph research: 3 subprojects. 


9. Funding mechanisms for MKULTRA external research activities: 3 
subprojects. 


10. Research on drugs, toxins, and biologicals in human tissue; provision 
of exotic pathogens and the capability to incorporate them in effective 
delivery systems: 6 subprojects. 


11. Activities whose objectives cannot be determined from available 
documentation: 3 subprojects. 


12. Subprojects involving funding support for unspecified activities 
connected with the Army's Special Operations Division at Fr. Detrick, Md. 
This activity is outline in Book I of the Church Committee Report, pp. 
388-389. (See Appendix A, pp. 68-69.) Under CIA's Project MKNAOMI, 
the Army Assisted CIA in developing, testing, and maintaining biological 
agents and delivery systems for use against humans as well as against 
animals and crops. The objectives of these subprojects cannot be identified 
from the recovered material beyond the fact that the money was to be used 
where normal funding channels would require more written or oral 
justification than appeared desirable for security reasons or where 
operational considerations dictated short lead times for purchases. About 
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$11,000 was involved during this period 1953-1960: 3 subprojects. 


13. Single subprojects in such areas as effects of electro-shock, harassment 
techniques for offensive use, analysis of extrasensory perception, gas 
propelled sprays and aerosols, and four subprojects involving crop and 
material sabotage. 


14. One or two subprojects on each of the following: 


"Blood Grouping" research, controlling the activity of animals, energy 
storage and transfer in organic systems; and 


stimulus and response in biological systems. 


15. Three subprojects canceled before any work was done on them having 
to do with laboratory drug screening, research on brain concussion, and 
research on biologically active materials to be tested through the skin on 
human volunteers. 


Now, as to how much new the recovered material adds to what has 
previously been reported to the Church Committee and to Senator 
Kennedy's Subcommittee on Health on these topics, the answer is 
additional detail, for the most part: e.g., the names of previously 
unidentified researchers and institutions associated on either a witting or 
unwitting basis with MKULTRA activities, and the names of CIA officials 
who approved or monitored the various subprojects. Some new 
substantive material is also present: e.g., details concerning proposals for 
experimentation and clinical testing associated with various research 
projects, and a possibly improper contribution by CIA to a private 
institution. However, the principal types of activities included have, for 
the most part, either been outlined to some extent or generally described in 
what was previously available to CIA in the way of documentation and 
was supplied by CIA to Senate investigators. For example: 


Financial disbursement records for the period 1960-1964 for 76 of the 149 
numbered MKULTRA subprojects had been recovered from the Office of 
Finance by CIA and were made available to the Church Committee 
investigators in August or September 1975. 


The 1963 Inspector General report on MKULTRA made available to both 
the Church Committee and Senator Kennedy's Subcommittee mentions 
electro-shock 
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and harassment substances (pp. 4, 16); covert testing on unwitting U.S. 
citizens (pp. 7, 10-12); the search for new materials through arrangements 
with specialists in universities, pharmaceutical houses, hospitals, state and 
federal institutions, and private research organizations (pp. 7, 9); and the 
fact that the Technical Service Division of CIA had initiated 144 
subprojects related to the control of human behavior between 1953-1963 


(p. 21). 


The relevant section of a 1957 Inspector General report on the Technical 
Service Division was also made available to the Church Committee staff. 
That report discusses techniques for human assessment and unorthodox 
methods of communication (p. 201); discrediting and disabling materials 
which can be covertly administered (pp. 201-202); studies on magicians’ 
arts as applied to covert operations (p. 202); specific funding mechanisms 
for research performed outside of CIA (pp. 202-203, 205); research being 
done on "K" (knockout) material, alcohol tolerance, and hypnotism (p. 
203); research on LSD (p. 204); anti-personnel harassment and 
assassination delivery systems including aerosol generators and other 
spray devices (pp. 206-208); the role of Fort Detrick in support of CIA's 
Biological/Chemical Warfare capability (p. 208); and material sabotage 
research (p. 209). Much of this material is reflected in the Church 
Committee Report, Book I, pp. 385-422. (See Appendix A, pp. 65-102). 


The most significant new data discovered are, first, the names of 
researchers and institutions who participated in the MKULTRA project 
and, secondly, a possibly improper contribution by CIA to a private 
institution. We are now in possession of the names of 185 non-government 
researchers and assistants who are identified in the recovered material 
dealing with the 149 subprojects. The names of 80 institutions where work 
was done or with which these people were affiliated are also mentioned. 


The institutions include 44 colleges or universities, 15 research 
foundations or chemical or pharmaceutical companies and the like, 12 
hospitals or clinics (in addition to those associated with universities), and 
3 penal institutions. While the identities of some of these people and 
institutions were known previously, the discovery of the new identities 
adds to our knowledge of MKULTRA. 


The facts as they pertain to the possibly improper contribution are as 
follows: One project involves a contribution of $375,000 to a building 
fund of a private medical institution. The fact that a contribution was made 
was previously known; indeed it was mentioned in a 1957 Inspector 
General report on the Technical Service Division of CIA, pertinent 
portions of which had been reviewed by the Church Committee staff. The 
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newly discovered material, however, makes it clear that this contribution 
was made through an intermediary, which made it appear to be a private 
donation. As a private donation, the contribution was then matched by 
federal funds. The institution was not made aware of the true source of the 
gift. This project was approved by the then DCI, and concurred in by 
CIA's top management at the time, including the then General Counsel 
who wrote an opinion supporting the legality of the contribution. 


The recently discovered documents give a greater insight into the scope of 
the unwitting drug testing but contribute little more than that. We now 
have collaborating information that some of the unwitting drug testing was 
carried on in safehouses in San Francisco and New York City, and we 
have identified that three individuals were involved in this undertaking as 
opposed to the previously reported one person. We also know now that 
some unwitting testing took place on criminal sexual psychopaths 
confined at a State hospital and that, additionally, research was done on 
knock-out or "K" drug in parallel with research to develop pain killers for 
cancer patients. 


These, then are the principal findings identified to date in our review of 
the recovered material. As noted earlier, we believe the detail on the 
identities of researchers and institutions involved in CIA's sponsorship of 
drugs and behavioral modification is a new element and one which poses a 
considerable problem. Most of the people and institutions involved are not 
aware of Agency sponsorship. We should certainly assume that the 
researchers and institutions which cooperate with CIA on a witting basis 
acted in good faith and in the belief that they were aiding their government 
in a legitimate and proper purpose. I believe we all have a moral 
obligation to these researchers and institutions to protect them from any 
unjustified embarrassment or damage to their reputations which revelation 
of their identities might bring. In addition, I have a legal obligation under 
the Privacy Act not to publicly disclose the names of the individual 
researchers without their consent. This is especially true, of course, for 
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those researchers and institutions which were unwitting participants in 
CIA-sponsored activities. 


Nevertheless, recognizing the right and the need of both the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence and the Senate Subcommittee on Health to 
investigate the circumstances of these activities in whatever detail they 
consider necessary. I am providing your Committee with all of the names 
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on a classified basis. I hope that this will facilitate your investigation while 
protecting the individuals and institutions involved. Let me emphasize that 
the MKULTRA events are 12 to 25 years in the past. I assure you that the 
CIA is in no way engaged in either witting or unwitting testing of drugs 
today. 


Finally, I am working closely with the Attorney General and with the 
Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare on this matter. We are making 
available to the Attorney General whatever materials he may deem 
necessary to any investigation he may elect to undertake. We are working 
with both the Attorney General and the Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare to determine whether it is practicable from this new evidence to 
attempt to identify any of the persons to whom drugs may have been 
administered unwittingly. No such names are part of these records, but we 
are working to determine if there are adequate clues to lead to their 
identification; and if so, how to go about fulfilling the Government's 
responsibilities in the matter.

Accompanied by Frank Laubinger, Office of Technical Services; Al 
Brody, Office of Inspector General; Ernest Mayerfield, Office of 
General Counsel; and George L. Cary, Legislative Counsel 


Admiral TURNER. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. I would like to begin by 
thanking you and Senator Kennedy for having a joint hearing this 
morning. I hope this will expedite and facilitate our getting all the 
information that both of your committees need into the record quickly. 


I would like also to thank you both for prefacing the remarks today by 
reminding us all that the events about which we are here to talk are 12- to 
24-years old. They in no way represent the current activities or policies of 
the Central Intelligence Agency. 


What we are here to do is to give you all the information that we now have 
and which we did not previously have on a subject known s Project 
MKULTRA, a project which took place from 1953 to 1964. It was an 
umbrella project under which there were numerous subprojects for 
research, among other things, on drugs and behavioral modification. What 
the new material that we offer today is a supplement to the considerable 
material that was made available in 1975, during the Church committee 
hearings, and also to the Senate Subcommittee on Health and Scientific 
Research. 


At that time, the CIA offered up all of the information and documents it 
believed it had available. The principal one available at that time that gave 
the greatest amount of information on this subject was a report of the 
CIA's Inspector General written in 1963, and which led directly to the 
termination of this activity in 1964, 13 years ago. 
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The information available in 1975 to the various investigating groups was 
indeed sparse, first because of the destruction of material that took place in 
1973, as detailed by Senator Kennedy a minute ago, with the concurrence 
of the then Director of Central Intelligence and under the supervision of 
the Director of the Office of Technical Services that supervised Project 
MKULTRA. 
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The material in 1975 was also sparse because most of the CIA people who 
had been involved in 1953 to 1964 in this activity had retired from the 
Agency. I would further add that I think the material was sparse in part 
because it was the practice at that time not to keep detailed records in this 
category. 


For instance, the 1963 report of the Inspector General notes: 


Present practice is to maintain no records of the planning and approval 

of test programs. 
In brief, there were few records to begin with and less after the destruction 
of 1973. 


What I would like to do now, though, is to proceed and let you know what 
the new material adds to our knowledge of this topic, and I will start by 
describing how the material was discovered and why it was not previously 
discovered. The material in question, some seven boxes, had been sent to 
our Retired Records Center outside of the Washington area. It was 
discovered that as the result of an extensive search by an employee 
charged with the responsibility for maintaining our holdings on behavioral 
drugs and for responding to Freedom of Information Act requests on this 
subject. 


During the Church committee investigation of 1975, searches for 
MKULTRA-related material were made by examining both the active and 
the retired records of all of the branches of CIA considered likely to have 
had an association with MKULTRA documents. The retired records of the 
Budget and Fiscal Section of the branch that was responsible for such 
work were not searched, however. This was because the financial paper 
associated with sensitive projects such as MKULTRA were normally 
maintained by the branch itself under the project title, MKULTRA, not by 
the Budget and Fiscal Section under the project title, MKULTRA, not by 
the Budget and Fiscal Section under a special budget file. 
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In the case at hand, however, this newly located material had been sent to 
the Retired Records Center in 1970 by the Budget and Fiscal Section of 
this branch as part of its own retired holdings. In short, what should have 
been filed by the branch itself was filed by the Budget and Fiscal Section, 
and what should have been filed under the project title, MKULTRA, was 
filed under budget and fiscal matters. The reason for this departure from 
the normal procedure of that time is simply not known, and as a result of 
it, however, the material escaped retrieval and destruction in 1973, as well 
as discovery in 1975. 


The employee who located this material did so by leaving no stone 
unturned in his efforts to respond to a Freedom of Information Act 
request, or several of them, in fact. He reviewed all of the listings of 
material of this branch, stored at the Retired Records Center, including 
those of the Budget and Fiscal Section, and thus discovered the 
MKULTRA-related documents, which had been missed in the previous 
searches. 


In sum, the agency failed to uncover these particular documents in 1973, 
in the process of attempting to destroy them. It similarly failed to locate 
them in 1975, in response to the Church committee hearings. I am 
personally persuaded that there is no evidence of any attempt to conceal 
this material during the earlier searches. Moreover, as we will discuss as 
we proceed, I do not believe the material itself is such that

there would be a motive on the part of the CIA to withhold this, having 
disclosed what it did in 1975. 


Next, let me move to the nature of this recently located material. It is 
important to remember what I have just noted, that these folders that were 
discovered are finance folders. The bulk of the material in them consists of 
approvals for the advance of funds, vouchers, and accountings and such, 
most of which are not very informative as to the nature of the activities 
that they were supporting. Occasional project proposals or memoranda 
commenting on some aspect of a subproject are scattered throughout this 
material. In general, however, the recovered material does not include 
overall status reports or other documents relating to operational 
considerations, or to the progress on various subprojects, though some 
elaboration of the activities contemplated does appear from time to time.

There are roughly three categories of projects. First, there are 149 
MKULTRA subprojects, many of which appear to have some connection 
with research into behavioral modification, drug acquisition and testing, or 
administering drugs surreptitiously. Second, there are two boxes of 
miscellaneous MKULTRA papers, including audit reports and financial 
statements from intermediary funding mechanisms used to conceal CIA 
sponsorship of various research projects. 


Finally, there are 33 additional subprojects concerning certain intelligence 
activities previously funded under MKULTRA but which have nothing to 
do either with behavioral modifications, drugs or toxins, or any closely 
related matter. 


We have attempted to group the activities covered by the 149 subprojects 
into categories under descriptive headings. In broad outline, at least, this 
presents the contents of these files. The following 15 categories are the 
ones we have divided these into. 


First, research into the effects of behavioral drugs and/or alcohol. Within 
this, there are 17 projects probably not involving human testing. There are 
14 subprojects definitely involving testing on human volunteers. There are 
19 subprojects probably including tests on human volunteers and 6 
subprojects involving tests on unwitting human beings. 


Second, there is research on hypnosis, eight subprojects, including two 
involving hypnosis and drugs in combination. 


Third, there are seven projects on the acquisition of chemicals or drugs. 
Fourth, four subprojects on the aspects of the magician's art, useful in 
covert operations, for instance, the surreptitious delivery of drug-related 


materials. 


Fifth, there are nine projects on studies of human behavior, sleep research, 
and behavioral change during psychotherapy. 


Sixth, there are projects on library searches and attendants at seminars and 
international conferences on behavioral modifications. 


Seventh, there are 23 projects on motivational studies, studies of defectors, 
assessments of behavior and training techniques. 


Eighth, there are three subprojects on polygraph research. 


Ninth, there are three subprojects on funding mechanisms for 
MKULTRA's external research activities. 
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Tenth, there are six subprojects on research on drugs, toxins, and 
biologicals in human tissue, provision of exotic pathogens, and the 
capability to incorporate them in effective delivery systems. 


Eleventh, there are three subprojects involving funding support for 
unspecified activities conducted with the Army Special Operations 
Division at Fort Detrich, Md. This activity is outlined in Book I of the 
Church committee report, pages 388 to 389. (See Appendix A, pp. 68-69). 


Under CIA's Project MKNAOMI, the Army assisted the CIA in 
developing, testing, and maintaining biological agents and delivery 
systems for use against humans as well as against animals and crops. 


Thirteenth, there are single subprojects in such areas as the effects of 
electroshock, harassment techniques for offensive use, analysis of 
extrasensory perception, gas propelled sprays and aerosols, and four 
subprojects involving crop and material sabotage. 


Fourteenth, one or two subprojects on each of the following: blood 
grouping research; controlling the activities of animals; energy storage and 
transfer in organic systems; and stimulus and response in biological 
systems. 


Finally, 15th, there are three subprojects canceled before any work was 
done on them having to do with laboratory drug screening, research on 
brain concussion, and research on biologically active materials. 


Now, let me address how much this newly discovered material adds to 
what has previously been reported to the Church committee and to Senator 
Kennedy's Subcommittee on Health. The answer is basically additional 
detail. The principal types of activities included in these documents have 
for the most part been outlined or to some extent generally described in 
what was previously available in the way of documentation and which was 
supplied by the CIA to the Senate investigators. 


For example, financial disbursement records for the period of 1960 to 
1964 for 76 of these 149 subprojects had been recovered by the Office of 
Finance at CIA and were made available to the Church committee 
investigators. For example, the 1963 Inspector General report on 
MKULTRA made available to both the Church Committee and the 
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Subcommittee on Health mentions electroshock and harassment 
substances, covert testing on unwitting U.S. citizens, the search for new 
materials through arrangements with specialists in hospitals and 
universities, and the fact that the Technical Service Division of CIA had 
initiated 144 subprojects related to the control of human behavior. 


For instance also, the relevant section of a 1957 Inspector General report 
was also made available to the Church committee staff, and that report 
discusses the techniques for human assessment and unorthodox methods 
of communication, discrediting and disabling materials which can be 
covertly administered, studies on magicians' arts as applied to covert 
operations, and other similar topics. 


The most significant new data that has been discovered are, first, the 
names of researchers and institutions who participated in 
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MKULTRA projects, and second, a possibly improper contribution by the 
CIA to a private institution. We are now in the possession of the names of 
185 nongovernment researchers and assistants who are identified in the 
recovered material dealing with these 149 subprojects. 


There are also names of 80 institutions where work was done or with 
which these people were affiliated. The institutions include 44 colleges or 
universities, 15 research foundation or chemical or pharmaceutical 
companies or the like, 12 hospitals or clinics, in addition to those 
associated with the universities, and 3 penal institutions. 


While the identities of some of these people and institutions were known 
previously, the discovery of the new identities adds to our knowledge of 
MKULTRA. 


The facts as they pertain to the possibly improper contribution are as 
follows. One project involves a contribution of $375,000 to a building 
fund of a private medical institution. The fact that that contribution was 
made was previously known. Indeed, it was mentioned in the 1957 report 
of the Inspector General on the Technical Service Division of CIA that 
supervised MKULTRA, and pertinent portions of this had been reviewed 
by the Church committee staff.

We also know that some unwitting testing took place on criminal sexual 
psychopaths confined at a State hospital, and that additionally research 
was done on a knockout or K drug in parallel with research to develop 
painkillers for cancer patients. 


These, then, are the principal findings identified to date in our review of 
this recovered material. As noted earlier, we believe the detail on the 
identities of researchers and institutions involved in CIA sponsorship of 
drug and behavioral modification research is a new element and one which 
poses a considerable problem. Most of the people and institutions involved 
were not aware of CIA sponsorship.

I am providing your committee with all of the documentation, 
including all of the names, on a classified basis. I hope that this will 
facilitate your investigation while still protecting the individuals and the 
institutions involved. 


Let me emphasize again that the MKULTRA events are 12 to 24 years in 
the past, and I assure you that CIA is in no way engaged in either witting 
or unwitting testing of drugs today. 


Finally, I am working closely with the Attorney General on this matter. 
We are making available to the Attorney General whatever materials he 
may deem necessary to any investigations that he may elect to undertake. 
Beyond that, we are also working with the Attorney General to determine 
whether it is practicable from this new evidence to identify any of the 
persons to whom drugs were administered, but we are now trying to 
determine if there are adequate clues to lead to their identification, and if 
so how best to go about fulfilling the Government's responsibilities in this 
matter. 


Mr. Chairman, as we proceed with that process of attempting to identify 
the individuals and then determining what is our proper responsibility to 
them, I will keep both of these committees fully advised. I thank you, sir. 


Senator INOUYE. Thank you very much, Admiral Turner. Your spirit of 
cooperation is much appreciated. I would like to announce to the 
committee that in order to give every member an opportunity to participate 
in this hearing, that we would set a time limit of 10 minutes per Senator. 


Admiral Turner, please give this committee the genesis of MKULTRA. 
Who or what committee or commission or agency was responsible for 
dreaming up this grandiose and sinister project, and why was it necessary? 
What is the rationale or justification for such a project and was the 
President of the United States aware of this? 


Admiral TURNER. Mr. Chairman, I am going to ask Mr. Brody on my 
right, who is a long-time member of the CIA to address that in more detail. 
I believe everything that we know about the genesis was turned over to the 
Church committee and is contained in that material. Basically, it was a 
CIJA-initiated project. It started out of a concern of our being taken 
advantage of by other powers who would use drugs against our personnel, 
and it was approved in the Agency. I have asked the question you just 
asked me, and have been assured that there is no evidence within the 
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Agency of any involvement at higher echelons, the White House, for 
instance, or specific approval. That does not say there was not, but we 
have no such evidence. 
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Mr. Brody, would you amplify on my comments there, please? 


Mr. BRODY. Mr. Chairman, I really have very little to add to that. To my 
knowledge, there was no Presidential knowledge of this project at the 
time. It was a CIA project, and as the admiral said, it was a project 
designed to attempt to counteract what was then thought to be a serious 
threat by our enemies of using drugs against us. Most of what else we 
know about is in the Senate Church committee report. 


Senator INOUYE. Are you suggesting that it was intentionally kept away 
from the Congress and the President of the United States? 


Admiral TURNER. No, sir. We are only saying that we have no evidence 
one way or the other as to whether the Congress was informed of this 
particular project. There are no records to indicate. 


Senator INOUYE. Admiral Turner, are you personally satisfied by actual 
investigation that this newly discovered information was not intentionally 
kept away from the Senate of the United States? 


Admiral TURNER. I have no way to prove that, sir. That is my 
conviction from everything I have seen of it. 


Senator INOUYE. Now, we have been advised that these documents 
were initially discovered in March of this year, and you were notified in 
July of this year, or June of this year, and the committee was notified in 
July. Can you tell us why the Director of Central Intelligence was notified 
3 months after its initial discovery, why the delay? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. All this started with several Freedom of 
Information Act requests, and Mr. Laubinger on my left was the individual 
who took it upon himself to pursue these requests with great diligence, and 
got permission to go to the Retired Records Center, and then made the 
decision to look not only under what would be the expected subject files, 
but through every file with which the branch that conducted this type of 
activity had any conceivable connection. 
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Very late in March, he discovered these seven boxes. He arranged to have 
them shipped from the Retired Records Center to Washington, to our 
headquarters. They arrived in early April. He advised his appropriate 
superiors, who asked him how long he thought it would take him to go 
through these and screen them appropriately, clear them for Freedom of 
Information Act release. 


There are, we originally estimated, 5,000 pages here. We now think that 
was an underestimation, and it may be closer to 8,000 pages. He estimated 
it would take about 45 days or into the middle of May to do that. He was 
told to proceed, and as he did so there was nothing uncovered in the 
beginning of these 149 cases that appeared particularly startling or 
particularly additive to the knowledge that had already been given to the 
Church committee, some details, but no major revelations. 


He and his associates proceeded with deliberateness, but not a great sense 
of urgency. There were other interfering activities that came and 
demanded his time also. He was not able to put 100 percent of his time on 
it, and there did not appear to be cause for a great rush here. We were 
trying to be responsive to the Freedom of Information Act request within 
the limits of our manpower and our priorities. 
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In early June, however, he discovered two projects, the one related to K 
drugs and the one related to the funding at the institution, and realized 
immediately that he had substantial new information, and he immediately 
reported this to his superiors. 


Two actions were taken. One was to notify the lawyers of the principal 
Freedom of Information Act requestor that we would have substantial new 
material and that it would be forthcoming as rapidly as possible, and the 
second was to start a memorandum up the chain that indicated his belief 
that we should notify the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence of this 
discovery because of the character at least of these two documents. 


As that proceeded up from the 13th of June, at each echelon we had to go 
through the legal office, the legislative liaison office and at each echelon 
about the same question was asked of him: Have you gone through all of 
this, so that when we notify the Senate Select Committee we do not notify 
half of the important revelations and not the other half? The last thing I 
want, Mr. Chairman, is in any way to be on any topic, give the appearance 
on any topic of being recalcitrant, reluctant, or having to have you drag 
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things out of me, and my subordinates, much to my pleasure, had each 
asked, have you really gone through these 8,000 pages enough to know 
that we are not going to uncover a bombshell down at the bottom? 


By late June, about the 28th, this process reached my deputy. He notified 
me after his review of it on the 7th of July, which is the first I knew of it. I 
began reading into it. I asked the same probing question directly. I then 
notified my superiors, and on the 15th delivered to you my letter letting 
you know that we had this, and we have been working, many people, 
many hours since then, to be sure that what we are telling you today does 
include all the relevant material. 


Senator INOUYE. I would like to commend Mr. Laubinger for his 
diligence and expertise, but was this diligence the result of the Freedom of 
Information Act or could this diligence have been exercised during the 
Church hearings? Why was it not exercised? Admiral TURNER. There is 
no question that theoretically this diligence could have been exercised at 
any time, and it may well be that the Freedom of Information Act has 
made us more aware of this. Would you speak for yourself, please. 


Mr. LAUBINGER. I really don't attribute it, Senator, to diligence so 
much as thoroughness. If you can imagine the pressures under an 
organization trying to respond, which I think the CIA did at the time of the 
Church committee hearings, the hallways of the floor I am on were full of 
boxes from our records center. Every box that anyone thought could 
possibly contain anything was called up for search. It was one of a frantic 
effort to comply. 


When the pressure of that situation cools down, and you can start looking 
at things systematically, you are apt to find things that you wouldn't under 
the heat of a crash program, and that is what happened here. 


Senator INOUYE. Thank you very much. Senator Kennedy? 
Senator KENNEDY. Admiral Turner, this is an enormously distressing 


report that you give to the American Congress and to the American people 
today. Granted, it happened many years ago, but what we are 
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basically talking about is an activity which took place in the country that 
involved the perversion and the corruption of many of our outstanding 
research centers in this country, with CIA funds, where some of our top 
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researchers were unwittingly involved in research sponsored by the 
Agency in which they had no knowledge of the background or the support 
for. 


Much of it was done with American citizens who were completely 
unknowing in terms of taking various drugs, and there are perhaps any 
number of Americans who are walking around today on the east coast or 
west coast who were given drugs, with all the kinds of physical and 
psychological damage that can be caused. We have gone over that in very 
careful detail, and it is significant and severe indeed. 


I do not know what could be done in a less democratic country that would 
be more alien to our own traditions than was really done in this narrow 
area, and as you give this report to the committee, I would like to get some 
sense of your own concern about this type of activity, and how you react, 
having assumed this important responsibility with the confidence of 
President Crater and the overwhelming support, obviously, of the 
Congress, under this set of circumstances. 


I did not get much of a feeling in reviewing your statement here this 
morning of the kind of abhorrence to this type of past activity which I 
think the American people would certainly deplore and which I believe 
that you do, but could you comment upon that question, and also perhaps 
give us what ideas you have to insure that it cannot happen again? 


Admiral TURNER. Senator Kennedy, it is totally abhorrent to me to 
think of using a human being as a guinea pig and in any way jeopardizing 
his life and his health, no matter how great the cause. I am not here to pass 
judgment on my predecessors, but I can assure you that this is totally 
beyond the pale of my contemplation of activities that the CIA or any 
other of our intelligence agencies should undertake. 


I am taking and have taken what I believe are adequate steps to insure that 
such things are not continuing today. 


Senator KENNEDY. Could you tell us a little bit about that? 


Admiral TURNER. I have asked for a special report assuring me that 
there are no drug activities extant, that is, drug activities that involve 
experimentation. Obviously, we collect intelligence about drugs and drug 
use in other countries, but there are no experimentations being conducted 
by the Central Intelligence Agency, and I have had a special check made 
because of another incident that was uncovered some years ago about the 
unauthorized retention of some toxic materials at the CIA. I have had an 
actual inspection made of the storage places and the certification from the 
people in charge of those that there are no such chemical biological 
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materials present in our keeping, and I have issued express orders that that 
shall not be the case. 


Beyond that, I have to rely in large measure on my sense of command and 
direction of the people and their knowledge of the attitude I have just 
expressed to you in this regard. 


Senator KENNEDY. I think that is very commendable. 
Admiral TURNER. Thank you, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. I think it is important that the American people 
understand that. 
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You know, much of the research which is our area of interest that was 
being done by the Agency and the whole involved sequence of activities 
done by the Agency, I am convinced could have been done in a legitimate 
way through the research programs of the National Institutes of Mental 
Health, other sponsored activities, I mean, that is some other question, but 
I think you went to an awful lot of trouble, where these things could have 
been. 


Let me ask you specifically, on the followup of MKULTRA, are there 
now -- I think you have answered, but I want to get a complete answer 
about any experimentations that are being done on human beings, whether 
it is drugs or behavioral alterations or patterns or any support, either 
directly or indirectly, being provided by the Agency in terms of any 
experimentation on human beings. 


Admiral TURNER. There is no experimentation with drugs on human 
beings, witting or unwitting, being conducted in any way. 


Senator KENNEDY. All right. How bout the nondrug experimentation 
our Committee has seen -- psychosurgery, for example, or psychological 
research? 


Admiral TURNER. We are continually involved in what we call 
assessment of behavior. For instance, we are trying to continually improve 
our polygraph procedures to, you know, assess whether a person is lying 
or not. This does not involve any tampering with the individual body. This 
involves studying records of people's behavior under different 
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circumstances, and so n, but it is not an experimental thing. Have I 
described that accurately, Al? 


Mr. BRODY. Yes. 
Senator KENNEDY. Well, it is limited to those areas? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes; it does not involve attempting to modify 
behavior. It only involves studying behavior conditions, but not trying to 
actively modify it, as was one of the objectives of MKULTRA. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, we are scarce on time, but I am interested in 
the other areas besides polygraph where you are doing it. Maybe you can 
either respond now or submit it for the record, if you would do that. 
Would you provide that for the record? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes. 
[The material on psychological assessments follows: ] 


Psychological assessments are performed as a service to officers in the operations 
directorate who recruit and/or handle agents. Except for people involved in training 
courses, the subjects of the assessments are foreign nationals. The assessments are 
generally done to determine the most successful tactic to persuade the subject to accept 
convert employment by the CIA, and to make an appraisal of his reliability and 
truthfulness. 


A majority of the work is done by a staff of trained psychologists, some of whom are 
stationed overseas. The assessments they do may be either direct or indirect. Direct 
assessments involve a personal interview of the subject by the psychologist. When 
possible the subject is asked to complete a formal "intelligence test" which is actually a 
disguised psychological test. Individuals being assessed are not given drugs, nor are 
they subjected to physical harassment or torture. When operating conditions are such 
that a face-to-face interview is not possible, the psychologist may do an indirect 
assessment, using as source materials descriptions of the subject by others, interviews 
with people who know him, specimens of his writings, etc. 
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The other psychological assessments involve handwriting analysis or graphological 
assessment. The work is done by a pair of trained graphologists, assisted by a small 
number of measurement technicians. They generally require at least a page of 
handwritten script by the subject. Measurements are made of about 30 different writing 
characteristics, and these are charted and furnished to the graphologist for assessments. 


The psychologists also give courses in psychological assessment to group of operations 
officers, to sharpen their own capabilities to size up people. As part of the training 
course, the instructor does a psychological assessment of each student. The students 
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are writing participants, and results are discussed with them. 


It is important to reiterate that psychological assessments are only a service to the 
operations officers. In the final analysis, it is the responsibility of the operations officer 
to decide how a potential agent should be approached, or to make a judgment as to 
whether any agent is telling the truth. 


Admiral TURNER. The kind of thing we are interested in is, what will 
motivate a man to become an agent of the United States in a difficult 
situation. We have to be familiar with that kind of attitudinal response that 
we can expect from people we approach to for one reason or another 
become our spies, but I will be happy to submit a very specific listing of 
these. 


Senator KENNEDY. Would you do that for the committee? 


In the followups, in the MKSEARCH, in the OFTEN, and the 
CHICKWIT, could you give us also a report on those particular programs? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. Did they involve experimentation, human 
experimentation? 


Admiral TURNER. No, sir. 
Senator KENNEDY. None of them? 


Admiral TURNER. Let me say this, that the CHICKWIT program is the 
code name for the CIA participation in what was basically a Department 
of Defense program. This program was summarized and reported to the 
Church committee, to the Congress, and I have since they have been 
rementioned in the press in the last 2 days here, I have not had time to go 
through and personally review them. I have ascertained that all of the files 
that we had and made available before are intact, and I have put a special 
order out that nobody will enter those files or in any way touch them 
without my permission at this point, but they are in the Retired Records 
Center outside of Washington, and they are available. 


I am not prepared to give you full details on it, because I simply haven't 
read into that part of our history, but in addition I would suggest when we 
want to get into that we should get the Department of Defense in with us. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, you will supply that information to the 
Intelligence Committee, the relevant, I mean, the health aspects, 
obviously, and the research we are interested in? 
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Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 

Senator KENNEDY. Will you let us know, Admiral Turner? 
Admiral TURNER. I will be happy to. 

[See p. 169 for the material referred to. ] 


Senator KENNEDY. Thank you. I am running out of time. Do you 
support the extension of the protection of human subjects legislation to 
include the CIA and the DOD? You commented favorably on that 
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before, and I am hopeful we can get that on the calendar early in 
September, and that is our strong interest. 


Admiral TURNER. The CIA certainly has no objection to that proposed 
legislation, sir. It is not my role in the administration to be the supporter of 
it or the endorser of it. 


Senator KENNEDY. As a personal matter, since you have reviewed these 
subjects, would you comment? I know it is maybe unusual, but you can 
understand what we are attempting to do. 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. From your own experience in the agency, you can 
understand the value of it. 


Just finally, in your own testimony now with this additional information, it 
seems quite apparent to me that you can reconstruct in very careful detail 
this whole project in terms of the responsible CIA officials for the 
program. You have so indicated in your testimony. Now with the 
additional information, and the people, that have been revealed in the 
examination of the documents, it seems to be pretty clear that you can 
track that whole program in very careful detail, and I would hope, you 
know, that you would want to get to the bottom of it, as the Congress does 
as well. I will come back to that in my next round. Thank you very much. 


Senator INOUYE. Senator Goldwater? 
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Senator GOLDWATER. I have no questions. 
Senator INOUYE. Senator Schweiker? 
Senator SCH WEIKER. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 


Admiral Turner, I would like to go back to your testimony on page 12, 
where you discuss the contribution to the building fund of a private 
medical institution. You state, "Indeed, it was mentioned in a 1957 
Inspector General report on the Technical Services Division of CIA, 
pertinent portions of which had been reviewed by the Church committee 
staff." I would like to have you consider this question very carefully. I 
served as a member o the original Church committee. My staffer did a lot 
of the work that you are referring to here. He made notes on the IG's 
report. My question to you is, are you saying that the section that 
specifically delineates an improper contribution was in fact given to the 
Church committee staff to see? 


Admiral TURNER. The answer to your question is "Yes." The 
information that a contribution had been made was made available, to the 
best of my knowledge. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. To follow this up further, I'd like to say that I 
think there was a serious flaw in the way that the IG report was handled 
and the Church committee was limited. I am not making any accusations, 
but because of limited access to the report, we have a situ- 
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ation where it is not even clear whether we actually saw that material or 
not, simply because we could not keep a copy of the report under the 
procedures we had to follow. We were limited by notetaking, and so it is 
rather ambiguous as to just what was seen and what was not seen. I 
certainly hope that the new Intelligence Committee will not be bound by 
procedures that restrict its ability to exercise effective oversight. 


I have a second question. Does it concern you, Admiral, that we used a 
subterfuge which resulted in the use of Federal construction grant funds to 
finance facilities for these sorts of experiments on our own people? 
Because as I understand what you are saying, while the CIA maybe only 
put up $375,000, this triggered a response on the part of the Federal 
Government to provide on a good faith basis matching hospital funds at 
the same level. We put up more than $1 million of matching funds, some 
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based on an allegedly private donation which was really CIA money. 
Isn't there something basically wrong with that? 


Admiral TURNER. I certainly believe there is. As I stated, the General 
Counsel of the CIA at that time rendered a legal opinion that this was a 
legal undertaking, and again I am hesitant to go back and revisit the 
atmosphere, the laws, the attitudes at that time, so whether the counsel was 
on good legal ground or not, I am not enough of a lawyer to be sure, but it 
certainly would occur to me if it happened today as a very questionable 
activity. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Well, I think those of us who have worked on 
and amended the Hill-Burton Act and other hospital construction 
assistance laws over the years, would have a rather different opinion on 
the legal intent or object of Congress in passing laws to provide hospital 
construction project money. These funds weren't intended for this. 


It reminds me a little bit of the shellfish toxin situation which turned up 
when I was on the Church committee. The Public Health Service was used 
to produce a deadly poison with Public Health money. Here we are using 
general hospital construction money to carry on a series of drug 
experimentation. 


Admiral TURNER. Excuse me, sir. If I could just be, I think, accurate, I 
don't think any of this $375,000 or the matching funds were used to 
conduct drug experiments. They were used to build the hospital. Now, the 
CIA the put more money into a foundation that was conducting research 
on the CIA's behalf supposedly in that hospital, so the intent was certainly 
there, but the money was not used for experimentation. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Well, I understand it was used for bricks and 
mortar, but the bricks were used to build the facility where the 
experiments were carried on; were they not? 


Admiral TURNER. We do not have positive evidence that they were. It 
certainly would seem that that was the intent, but I do not want to draw 
inferences here -- 


Senator SCH WEIKER. Well, why else would they give this money for 
the building fund if the building was not used for a purpose that benefited 
the CIA program? 


Admiral TURNER. I certainly draw the inference that the CIA expected 
to benefit from it, and some of the wording says the General 
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Counsel's opinion was that this was legal only if the CIA was going to 
derive adequate benefit from it, but, sir, there is no evidence of what 
benefit was derived. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. There must have been some pretty good benefits 
at stake. The Atomic Energy Commission was to bear a share of the cost, 
and when they backed out for some reason or another, the CIA picked up 
part of their tab. So, at two different points there were indications that CIA 
decisionmakers thought there was great benefit to be derived from 
whatever happened within the brick and mortar walls of that facility. 


Admiral TURNER. You are absolutely right. I am only taking the 
position that I cannot substantiate that there was benefit derived. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. The agreement documents say that the CIA 
would have access to one-sixth of the space involved in the construction of 
the wing, so how would you enter into an agreement that specifically says 
that you will have access to and use of one-sixth of the space and not 
perform something in that space? I cannot believe it was empty. 


Admiral TURNER. Sir, I am not disputing you at all, but both of us are 
saying that the inference is that one-sixth of the space was used, that 
experimentation was done, and so on, but there is no factual evidence of 
what went on as a result of that payment or what went on in that hospital. 
It is just missing. It is not that it didn't happen. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Admiral Turner, one other-- 
Senator KENNEDY. Would the Senator yield on that point? 


Senator SCHWEIKER. I understand that in the agency's documents on 
the agreement it was explicitly stated that one-sixth of the facility would 
be designated for CIA use and made available for CIA research are you 
familiar-- 


Mr. BRODY. Senator, as I recall, you are right in that there is a mention 
of one-sixth, but any mention at all has to do with planning. There are no 
subsequent reports as to what happened after the construction took place. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Admiral Turner, I read in the New York Times 
that part of this series of MKULTRA experiments involved an 
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arrangement with the Federal Bureau of Narcotics to test LSD 
surreptitiously on unwitting patrons in bars in New York and San 
Francisco. Some of the subjects became violently ill and were 
hospitalized. I wonder if you would just briefly describe what we were 
doing there and how it was carried out? I assume it was through a safe 
house operation. I don't believe your statement went into much detail. 


Admiral TURNER. I did mention the safe house operation in my 
statement, sir, and that is how these were carried out. What we have 
learned from the new documentation is the location and the dates at which 
the safe houses were run by the CIA and the identification of three 
individuals who were associated with running those safe houses. We know 
something about the construction work that was done in them because 
there were contracts for this. Beyond that, we are pretty much drawing 
inferences as to the things that went on as to what you are saying here. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Well, the subjects were unwitting. You can infer 
that much, right? 


Admiral TURNER. Right. 


29. 


Senator SCH WEIKER. If you happened to be at the wrong bar at the 
wrong place and time, you got it. 


Mr. BRODY. Senator, that would be -- contacts were made, as we 
understand it, in bars, et cetera, and then the people may have been invited 
to these safe houses. There really isn't any indication as to the fact that this 
took place in bars. 


Admiral TURNER. We are trying to be very precise with you, sir, and 
not draw an inference here. There are 6 cases of these 149 where we have 
enough evidence in this new documentation to substantiate that there was 
unwitting testing and some of that involves these safe houses. There are 
other cases where it is ambiguous as to whether the testing was witting or 
voluntary. There are others where it was clearly voluntary. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Of course, after a few drinks, it is questionable 
whether informed consent means anything to a person in a bar anyway. 


Admiral TURNER. Well, we don't have any indication that all these 
cases where it is ambiguous involved drinking of any kind. There are

cases in penal institutions where it is not clear whether the prisoner was 
given a choice or not. I don't know that he wasn't given a choice, but I 
don't positively know that he was, and I classify that as an ambiguous 
incident. 


Senator INOUYE. Your time is up, Senator. 
Senator Huddleston? 
Senator HUDDLESTON. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 


Admiral Turner, you stated in your testimony that you are convinced there 
was no attempt to conceal this recently discovered documentation during 
the earlier searches. Did you question the individuals connected with the 
earlier search before you made that judgment? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes; I haven't, I don't think, questioned everybody 
who looked in the files or is still on our payroll who looked in the files 
back in 1975, but Mr. Laubinger on my left is the best authority on this, 
and I have gone over it with him in some detail. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. But you have inquired, you think, sufficiently 
to assure yourself that there was no intent on the part of any person to 
conceal these records from the previous committee? 


Admiral TURNER. I am persuaded of that both by my questioning of 
people and by the circumstances and the way in which these documents 
were filed, by the fact which I did not and should have mentioned in my 
testimony, that these were not the official files. The ones that we have 
received or retrieved were copies of files that were working files that 
somebody had used, and therefore were slipped into a different location, 
and again I say to you, sir, I can't imagine their deliberately concealing 
these particular files and revealing the other things that they did reveal in 
1975. I don't see the motive for that, because these are not that damning 
compared with the overall material that was provided. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. Is this the kind of operation that if it were 
continuing now or if there were anything similar to it, that you would feel 
compelled to report to the Select Committee on Intelligence? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. You mean, if I discovered that something 
like this were going on without my knowledge? Yes, I would feel 
absolutely the requirement to -- 
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93. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. But if it were going on with your knowledge, 
would you report it to the committee? I assume you would. 


Admiral TURNER. Yes. Well, it would not be going on with my 
knowledge, but theoretically the answer is yes, sir. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. Well, then, what suggestions would you have 
as we devise charters for the various intelligence agencies? What 
provision would you suggest to prohibit this kind of activity from taking 
place? Would you suggest that it ought to be specifically outlined in a 
statutory charter setting out the parameters of the permissible operation of 
the various agencies? 


Admiral TURNER. I think that certainly is something we must consider 
as we look at the legislation for charters. I am not on the face of it opposed 
to it. I think we would have to look at the particular wording as we are 
going to have to deal with the whole charter issue as to exactly how 
precise you want to be in delineating restraints and curbs on the 
intelligence activities. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. In the case of sensitive type operations, which 
this certainly was, which might be going on today, is the oversight activity 
of the agency more intensive now than it was at that time? 


Admiral TURNER. Much more so. I mean, I have briefed you, sir, and 
the committee on our sensitive operations. We have the Intelligence 
Oversight Board. We have a procedure in the National Security Council 
for approval of very sensitive operations. I think the amount of spotlight 
focused on these activities is many, manyfold what it was in these 12 to 24 
years ago. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. How about the record keeping? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes; I can't imagine anyone having the gall to think 
that he can just blithely destroy records today with all of the attention that 
has come to this, and certainly we are emphasizing that that is not the case. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. Admiral, I was particularly interested in the 
activity that took place at the U.S. Public Health Service Hospital at 
Lexington, Ky., in which a Dr. Harris Isbell conducted experiments on 
people who were presumably patients there. There was a narcotics 
institution, I take it, and Dr. Isbell was, according to the New York Times 
story, carrying on a secret series of correspondence with an individual at 
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the agency by the name of Ray. Have you identified who that person is? 


Admiral TURNER. Sir, I find myself in a difficult position here at a 
public hearing to confirm or deny these names in view of my legal 
responsibilities under the Privacy Act not to disclose the names of 
individuals here. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. I am just asking you if you have identified the 
person referred to in that article as Ray. I am not asking you who he was. I 
just want to know if you know who he is. 


Admiral TURNER. No. I am sorry, was this W-r-a-y or R-a-y? 


Senator HUDDLESTON. It is listed in the news article as R-a-y, in 
quotations. 


Admiral TURNER. No, sir, we have not identified him. 
Senator HUDDLESTON. So you have no knowledge of whether or note 


is still a member of your staff or connected with the Agency in any way. 
Have you attempted to identify him? 
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[Pause. | 


Admiral TURNER. Senator, we have a former employee whose first 
name is Ray who may have had some connection with these activities. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. You suspect that but you have not verified that 
at this time, or at least you are not in a position to indicate that you have 
verified it? 

Admiral TURNER. That is correct. 

Senator HUDDLESTON. Thank you. 

Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

Senator INOUYE. Senator Wallop? 


Senator WALLOP. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 
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Admiral Turner, not all of the -- and in no way trying to excuse you of the 
hideous nature of some of these projects, but not all of the projects under 
MKULTRA are of a sinister or even a moral nature. Is that a fair 
statement? 


Admiral TURNER. That is correct. 


Senator WALLOP. Looking down through some of these 17 projects not 
involving human testing, aspects of the magician’s art, it doesn't seem as 
though there is anything very sinister about that. Studies of human 
behavior and sleep research, library searches. Now, those things in their 
way are still of interest, are they not, to the process of intelligence 
gathering? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. I have not tried to indicate that we either are 
not doing or would not do any of the things that were involved in 
MKULTRA, but when it comes to the witting or unwitting testing of 
people with drugs, that is certainly verboten, but there are other things. 


Senator WALLOP. Even with volunteer patients? I mean, I am not trying 
to put you on the spot to say whether it is going on, but I mean, it is not an 
uncommon thing, is it, in the prisons of the United States for the Public 
Health Service to conduct various kinds of experiments with vaccines and, 
say, sunburn creams? I know in Arizona they have done so. 


Admiral TURNER. My understanding is, lots of that is authorized, but I 
am not of the opinion that this is not the CIA's business, and that if we 
need some information in that category, I would prefer to go to the other 
appropriate authorities of the Government and ask them to get it for us 
rather than to in any way-- 


Senator WALLOP. Well, you know, you have library searches and 
attendants at the national seminars. This is why I wanted to ask you if the 
bulk of these projects were in any way the kinds of things that the Agency 
might not do now. A President would not have been horrified by the list of 
the legitimate types of things. Isn't that probably the case? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 


Senator WALLOP. And if it did in fact appear in the IG report, is there 
any reason to suppose that the President did not know of this project? You 
said there was no reason to suppose that he did, but let me reverse that. Is 
there any reason to suppose that they did not? 


Admiral TURNER. No. 
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Senator WALLOP. Well, you know, I just cannot imagine you or 
literally anybody undertaking projects of the magnitude of dollars here and 
just not knowing about it, not informing your superior that 
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these were going on, especially when certain items of it appear in the 
Inspector General's report on budget matters. 


Admiral TURNER. Well, I find it difficult when it is that far back to 
hypothesize what the procedures that the Director was using in terms of 
informing his superiors were. It is quite a different climate from today, and 
I think we do a lot more informing to day than they did back then, but I 
find it very difficult to guess what the level of knowledge was. 


Senator WALLOP. I am really not asking you to second-guess it, but it 
just seems to me that, while the past is past, and thank goodness we are 
operating under different sets of circumstances, I think it is naive for us to 
suppose that these things were conducted entirely without the knowledge 
of the Presidents of the United States during those times. It is just the 
kinds of research information that was being sought was vital to the 
United States, not the means, but the information that they were trying to 
find. 


Admiral TURNER. I am sorry. Your question is, was this vital? Did we 
view it as vital? 


Senator WALLOP. Well, your implication at the beginning was that it 
was a response to the kinds of behavior that were seen in Cardinal 
Mindszenty's trial and other things. I mean, somebody must have thought 
that this was an important defensive reaction, if nothing else, on the part of 
the United States. 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir, | am sure they did, but again I just don't 
know how high that permeated the executive branch. 


Senator WALLOP. But the kinds of information are still important to 
you. I mean, I am not suggesting that anyone go back and do that kind of 
thing again, but I'm certain it would be of use to you to know what was 
going to happen to one of your agents assuming someone had put one of 
these things into his bloodstream, or tried to modify his behavior. 


Admiral TURNER. Absolutely, and you know, we would be very

concerned if we thought there were things like truth serums or other things 
that our agents or others could be subjected to by use or improper use of 
drugs by other powers against our people or agents. 


Senator WALLOP. Are there? I don't ask you to name them, but are 
there such serums? 


Admiral TURNER. I don't know of them if there are. I would have to 
answer that for the record, sir. 


Senator WALLOP. I would appreciate that.

Senator WALLOP. If they are, I would assume that you would still try to 
find from either theirs or somebody else's information how to protect our 
people from that kind of activity. 


Admiral TURNER. Yes. 
Senator WALLOP. Thank you very much. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 
Senator INOUYE. Senator Chafee? 


Senator CHAFEE. Thank you, Mr. Chairman.

Admiral Turner, I appreciate that these tawdry activities were taking place 
long before your watch, and I think you have correctly labeled them as 
abhorrent, but not only were they abhorrent, it seems to me that they wee 
rather bungled, amateurish experiments that don't seem to have been 
handled in a very scientific way, at least from the scanty evidence we 
have. 


It seems to me that there were a minimum of reports and the Agency didn't 
have the ability to call it quits. It went on for some 12 years, as you 
mentioned. What I would like to get to is, are you convinced now in your 
Agency that those scientific experiments, legitimate ones that you were 
conducting with polygraph and so forth, were being conducted in a 
scientific manner and that you are handling it in a correct manner to get 
the best information that you are seeking in the end? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, I am, and I also have a sense of confidence that 
we are limiting ourselves to the areas where we need to be involved as 


opposed to areas where we can rely on others. 


Senator CHAFEE. I am convinced of that from your report. I just do 
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hope that you have people who are trained in not only handling this type 
of experiment, but in preparing the proper reports and drawing the proper 
data from the reports. You are convinced that you have this type of 
people? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 


Senator CHAFEE. The second point I am interested in was the final lines 
in your testimony here, which I believe are very important, and that is that 
the Agency is doing all it can in cooperation with other branches of the 
Government to go about tracking down the identity of those who were in 
some way adversely affected, and see what can be done to fulfill the 
government's responsibilities in that respect. I might add that I commend 
you in that, and I hope you will pursue it vigorously. 


A hospital in my State was involved in these proceedings, and it is unclear 
exactly what did take place, so I have both a parochial interest in this and a 
national interest as well, and I do hope you will press on with it. It 
involves not only you, I appreciate, but also HEW and perhaps the 
Attorney General. 


Admiral TURNER. Thank you, sir. We will. 
Senator CHAFEE. Thank you. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 
Senator INOUYE. Thank you very much. 


Admiral Turner, MKULTRA subproject 3 was a project involving the 
surreptitious administration of LSD on unwitting persons, was it not? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 


Senator INOUYE. In February 1954, and this was in the very early stages 
of MKULTRA, the Director of Central Intelligence wrote to the technical 
services staff officials criticizing their judgment because they had 
participated in an experiment involving the administration of LSD on an 
unwitting basis to Dr. Frank Olson, who later committed suicide. Now, the 
individuals criticized were the same individuals who were responsible for 
subproject 3, involving exactly the same practices. Even though these 
individuals were clearly aware of the dangers of surreptitious 
administration and had been criticized by the Director 
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of Central Intelligence, subproject 3 was not terminated immediately after 
Dr. Olson's death. 


In fact, according to documents, it continued for a number of years. Can 
you provide this committee with any explanation of how such testing 
could have continued under these circumstances? 


Admiral TURNER. No, sir, I really can't. 


Senator INOUYE. Are the individuals in technical services who carried 
on subproject 3 still on the CIA payroll? 


Admiral TURNER. I am sorry. Are you asking, are they today? 
Senator INOUYE. Yes. 
Admiral TURNER. No, sir. 


Senator INOUYE. What would you do if you criticized officials of the 
technical services staff and they continued to carry on experimentation for 
a number of years? 


Admiral TURNER. I would do two things, sir. One is, I would be sure at 
the beginning that I was explicit enough that they knew that I didn't want 
that to be continued anywhere else, and two, if I found it being continued, 
I would roll some heads. 


Senator INOUYE. Could you provide this committee with information as 
to whether the individuals involved had their heads rolled? 


Admiral TURNER. I don't believe there is any evidence they did, but I 
will double check that. 


[See p. 170 for material referred to. ] 


Senator INOUYE. As you know, Senator Huddleston and his 
subcommittee are deeply involved in the drafting of charters and 
guidelines for the intelligence community. We will be meeting with the 
President tomorrow. Our concern is, I think, a basic one. Can anything like 
this occur again? 


Admiral TURNER. I think it would be very, very unlikely, first, because 
we are all much more conscious of these issues than we were back in the 
fifties, second, because we have such thorough oversight procedures. I 
cannot imagine that this kind of activity could take place today without 
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some member of the CIA itself bypassing me, if I were authorizing this, 
and writing to the Intelligence Oversight Board, and blowing the whistle 
on this kind of activity. 


I am also doing my very best, sir, to encourage an openness with myself 
and a free communication in the Agency, so that I am the one who finds 
these things if they should happen. The fact is that we must keep you and 
your committee and now the new committee in the House informed of our 
sensitive activities. I think all of these add up to a degree of scrutiny such 
that this kind of extensive and flagrant activity could not happen today 
without it coming to the attention of the proper authorities to stop it. 


Senator INOUYE. A sad aspect of the MKULTRA project was that it 
naturally involved the people who unwittingly or wittingly got involved in 
experimentation. I would appreciate it if you would report back to this 
committee in 3 months on what the Agency has done to notify these 
individuals and these institutions, and furthermore, to notify us as to what 
steps have been taken to identify victims, and if identified, what you have 
done to assist them, monetarily or otherwise. 


Admiral TURNER. All right, sir. I will be happy to. 


Senator GOLDWATER. Will the Senator yield? 
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Senator INOUYE. Yes, sir. 


Senator GOLDWATER. I wonder if he could include in that report for 
our information only a complete listing of the individuals and the 
experiments done on them, and whether they were witting or unwitting, 
volunteer or nonvolunteer, and what has been the result in each case. I 
think that would be interesting. 


Admiral TURNER. Fine. Yes, sir. 

Senator INOUYE. Senator Kennedy? 

Senator KENNEDY. Thank you. It is your intention to notify the 
individuals who have been the, subjects of the research, is that right, 


Admiral Turner? Do you intend to notify those individuals? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes. 
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Senator KENNEDY. If you can identify them, you intend to notify them? 
Admiral TURNER. Yes. 


Senator KENNEDY. And you intend to notify the universities or research 
centers as well? 


Admiral TURNER. Senator, I am torn on that. I understand your opening 
statement. I put myself in the position of the president of one of those, 
universities, let's say. If he were witting -- if his university had been 
witting of this activity with us, lie has access to all that information today. 
If lie, were not witting, I wonder if the. process of informing him might 
put his institution's reputation in more jeopardy than letting them go on the 
way they are today, not knowing. I really don't know the equities here. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, the problem is, all you have to do is pick up 
the newspapers and you see these universities mentioned. In many 
instances, I think you are putting the university people at an extraordinary 
disadvantage, where there is a complete change of administration, and 
they may for one reason or another not have information that they are, 
under suspicion. There is innuendo; there is rumor. I cannot help but 
believe that it will just get smeared all over the newspapers in spite of all 
the security steps that have been taken. 


It seems to me that those universities should be entitled to that 
information, so that the ones with other administrations can adapt 
procedures to protect those universities. The importance of preserving the 
independence of our research areas and the communities seems to me to 
be a very fundamental kind of question about the protection of the 
integrity of our universities and our research centers. 


Admiral TURNER. You are saying that you feel that if we identify them 
privately to themselves, we can benefit them in an adequate way to cover 
the risk that this will lead to a more public disclosure? There are lots of the 
80 who have not been identified publicly at this point. 


Senator KENNEDY. I think the universities themselves should be 
notified. I think then the universities can take whatever steps in terms of 
their setting up the procedures to protect. their own kinds of integrity in 
terms of the future. I would certainly hope that, they would feel that they 
could make a public comment or a public statement on it. I think it is of 
general public interest, particularly for the people that are involved in 
those universities, to have some kind of awareness of whether they were. 
used or were not used and how they were used. 
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I think they are entitled to it, and quite frankly, if there is a public official 
or an official of the university that you notify and be wants 
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for his own particular reasons not to have it public, I don't see why those 
in a lesser echelon or lower echelon who have been effectively used by it 
should not have the information as well. 


So, I would hope that you would notify the universities and then also 
indicate to the public. I can't conceive that this information will not be put 
out in the newspapers, and it puts the university people at an extraordinary 
disadvantage, and of course some of it is wrong, which is the fact of the 
matter, and I think some university official saying, well, it isn't so, is a lot 
different than if they know it is confirmed or it is not confirmed in terms 
of the Agency itself. I think that there is a responsibility there. 


Admiral TURNER. I have great sympathy with what you are saying. I 
have already notified one institution because the involvement was so 
extensive that I thought they really needed to protect themselves, and I am. 
most anxious to do this in whatever way will help all of the people who 
were perhaps unwitting participants in this, and the difficulty I will have 
is, I can't quite do, I think, what you suggested, in that I may not be able to 
tell an institution of the extent and nature of its participation. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, you can tell them to the best of your 
information, and it seems to me that just because the university or an 
individual is going to be embarrassed is not a reason for classifying the 
information. So, I would hope -- I mean, I obviously speak as an 
individual Senator, but I feel that that is an incredible disservice to the 
innocent individuals and I think, a disservice to the integrity of the, 
universities unless they are notified, to be able to develop procedures you 
are developing with regards to your own institution and we are trying to in 
terms of the Congress. Certainly the universities are entitled to the same. 


Admiral TURNER. Yes. Not all of these, of course, were unwitting. 
Senator KENNEDY. That's right. 

Admiral TURNER. Many of them were witting, and therefore they can 
take all those precautionary steps on their own, but I am perfectly open to 


doing this. Iam only interested in doing it in a way that when identifying a 
university it will not lead to the public disclosure of the individuals, whom 
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I am not allowed to disclose, and so on. 
Senator KENNEDY. That could be done, it seems to me. 


Admiral TURNER. So, we will see if we can devise a way of notifying 
these institutions on a private basis so that they can then make their own 
decision whether their equities are best served by their announcing it 
publicly or their attempting to maintain it-- 


Senator KENNEDY. Or you. I wonder. What if they were to ask you to 
announce, or indicate? 


Admiral TURNER. My personal conscience, sir, at this time, is that I 
would be doing a disservice to these universities if I notified the public. 


Senator KENNEDY. Would you meet with some university officials and 
ask what their views are or whether they feel that the preservation of the 
integrity of the universities would be better served or not? I think that 
would be useful to find out from small, large, private, and public 
universities’ officials how they view the integrity-- 


Admiral TURNER. Fine. I Will phone several university presidents 
today who are my friends and who are not involved in this, and ask them 
what they think the equities would be. 
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Senator KENNEDY. All right. You let us know, too. 


Admiral TURNER. But I am not sure that I see that there is any great 
benefit, in my notifying the public as opposed to the university notifying 
them. Let him have his choice whether he wants -- each institution wants 
to have it made public. 


Senator KENNEDY. Yes. The fact would remain that the institution's 
credibility would be better served if the institution's president were to deny 
it and the university indicated that it did not participate in that program 
than if the university were to deny it and the Agency says nothing. It 
seems to me that that would be the strongest, and the only way that that is 
going to be credible. I would value it if you would get some input from 
universities as to what they believe is the fairest way in terms of the 
preservation of the integrity of the universities. 
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Let me, if I could, ask on the question of the uses of these safe houses, as I 
understand from information that was provided to us in the course of our 
last committee, the testing of various drugs on individuals happened at all 
social levels, high and low, it happened on native Americans and also on 
foreign nationals. That is what I understand was the nature of the project 
itself. 


Now, I am just wondering whether those tests were conducted at the two 
locations on the east coast and the west coast which were known as safe 
houses. To your knowledge, is that correct? 

Admiral TURNER. Yes. 

Senator KENNEDY. In terms of the research in this particular program, 
it did not go beyond the safe houses located on the east coast and the west 


coast? I believe I am correct on that. 


Admiral TURNER. That type of unwitting testing of sort of randomly 
selected individuals, yes. 


Senator KENNEDY. It was just located in those two places? 


Admiral TURNER. To the best of our knowledge, there were only two 
locations. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, how do we interpret randomly selected? 


Admiral TURNER. Well, as opposed to prisoners in a prison who were 
somehow selected. 


Senator KENNEDY. All right. Do you know from this information how 
many people were recruited during this period? 


Admiral TURNER. No idea. 

Senator KENNEDY. Do you know approximately? 

Admiral TURNER. I asked that question the other day, and we just don't 
have -- apparently we are very -- well, either there were no records kept of 
the actual numbers and types of people tested or they were destroyed. 
Senator INOUYE. Senator Schweiker. 

Senator SCH WEIKER. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 


Admiral Turner, I would like to come back to the experiments which may 
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have been conducted at the hospital research facilities which the CIA 
helped to finance. It wasn't clear to me from your previous answers what 
kind of work was done there. I gather you are unclear on that, too, from 
your remarks, yet I find in the CIA documentation which you have 
supplied us, a list describing some of the advantages the Agency hoped to 
gain. It says: 


(a) One-sixth of the total space in the new hospital wing will be 
available to the Chemical Division of TSS * * *; (b) Agency 
sponsorship of sensitive research

projects will be completely deniable; (c) Full professional cover will be 
provided for up to three biochemical employees of the Chemical 
Division; (d) Human patients and volunteers for experimental use will 
be available under controlled clinical conditions with the full 
supervision of 


and there is a blank, something has been deleted. 


It seems pretty clear to me what they intended to do in that particular 
wing. Doesn't it to you? Why would you go to such elaborate preparations, 
to buy part of the wing, bring three of your own personnel there, give them 
a cover, and give them access to patients? Why would you go to such 
trouble and expense to arrange, all that, if you weren't planning to 
experiment on people in the hospital? 


Admiral TURNER. I agree with you 100 percent, sir. Those were clearly 
the intentions. I have no evidence that it was carried out in that way. I am 
not trying to be defensive, Senator. I am only trying to be absolutely 
precise here. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Well, then, as to the nature of what was done 
there, the last paragraph on the same page of the document says, "The 
facilities of the hospital and the ability to conduct controlled 
experimentations under safe clinical conditions using materials with which 
any agency connection must be completely deniable will augment and 
complement other programs recently taken over by TSS, such as," and 
then there's another deletion. 


Now, the words following "such as" have been deleted. That is still 
classified, or at least it was removed when this document was sanitized 
and released. It seems to be that whatever was deleted right there would 
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give you a pretty good clue as to what they were doing, since it says that 
the activities would "augment and complement other programs" 
undertaken by TSS. So, I have trouble understanding why you don't know 
what was contemplated. Just the fact that similar programs are referred to 
in the document, though what they are is still deleted, should enable you to 
check it out. 


You could look at what went on in the similar programs mentioned 
following the "such as" in the classified version of this document. 


Admiral TURNER. Senator, I have not said that we don't know what was 
contemplated being done there. We do not know what was done there. 


Senator SCH WEIKER. Why did you delete that reference? Why is that 
still classified, that particular project of whatever it is? 


Admiral TURNER. I don't know this particular case. We will get you the 
exact answer to that one and inform you about it, but it is quite probable 
that that other case is unrelated to this in the -- well, not unrelated, but that 
that was a project that still deserves to be classified. 


[The material referred to follows: | 


Construction of the Gorman Annex was begun in 1957 and the Annex 
was dedicated in March 1959. Of the several MKULTRA projects 
conducted at Georgetown only one involving human testing covered a 
time span subsequent to March 1959. Subproject 45 ran from 1955 to 
1963, thus it is possible that the final four years 1959-1963) of the 
subproject could have been spent in the Gorman Annex. However, there 
is no reference to the Gorman Annex or a "new Annex" in Subproject 
45 papers, neither is there any mention of the subproject moving to a 
new location in 1959 or later years. 


Authorization to contribute CIA funds toward construction of the 
Gorman Annex is contained in Subproject 35 of MKULTRA. Recently 
discovered material indicated that Dr. Geschickter continued his 
research for sleep- and amnesia-producing drugs under Project 
MKSEARCH through July 1967 at Georgetown University Hospital. 
But it is impossible to determine if the facilities of the Gorman Annex 
were involved. 
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Senator SCHWEIKER. | think that would give us a pretty good clue as 
to what was going to be done in the wing the CIA helped to finance. 
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Was there any indication at all in the records you found that the project 
ultimately used cancer patients or terminally ill patients in connection with 
this facility? 


Admiral TURNER. I'm sorry. I missed your question because I was 
trying to get the data on the last one. I will read you the blank. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Go ahead. 
Admiral TURNER. QKHILLTOP. It doesn't help you, but-- 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Can you tell us what that is, or is it still 
classified? 


Admiral TURNER. I don't know, and I assume from the fact that we 
deleted it, it is still classified, but I will get you that answer, sir. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Thank you. I'd like to see that information. 
[See p. 171 for material referred to. ] 


Now my next question was: Is there any indication, Admiral, that projects 
in that particular center involved experimentation on terminally ill cancer 
patients? 


Admiral TURNER. I missed the first part of your question, sir. I am very 
sorry. 


Senator SCH WEIKER. Do you have any indication that some 
experiment in the facility used terminally ill cancer patients as subjects? 
You do acknowledge in your statement and it is clear from other 
documents that these kinds of experiments were at some point being done 
somewhere. My question is, is there any indication that cancer patients or 
terminally ill patients were experimented with in this wing? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, it does appear there is a connection here, sir. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. The other question I had relates to the 
development of something which has been called the perfect concussion. 
A series of experiments toward that end were described in the CIA 
documents. I wonder if you would just tell us what your understanding of 
perfect concussion is. 


Admiral TURNER. Is that in my testimony, sir, or in some other 
document? 
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Senator SCHWEIKER. Subproject 54, MKULTRA, which involved 
examination of techniques to cause brain concussions and amnesia by 
using weapons or sound waves to strike individuals without giving and 
without leaving any clear physical marks. Someone dubbed it "perfect 
concussion" -- maybe that was poetic license on the part of our staff rather 
than your poets over there. I wonder if you could just tell us what brain 
concussion experiments were about? 


Admiral TURNER. This project, No. 54, was canceled, and never carried 
out. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Well, I do believe the first year of the project in 
1955 was carried out by the Office of Naval Research, according to the 
information that you supplied us. The CIA seems to have been 
participating in some way at that point, because the records go on to say 
that the experimenter at ONR found out about CIA's role, discovered that 
it was a cover, and then the project was transferred to MKULTRA in 
1956. Again, this is all from the backup material you have given us. So, it 
was canceled at some time. I am not disagreeing 
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with that, but apparently for at least a year or two, somebody was 
investigating the production of brain concussions with special blackjacks, 
sound waves, and other methods as detailed in the backup material. 


Admiral TURNER. The data available to me is that this project was never 
funded by the CIA, but I will double-check that and furnish the 
information for the record for you as to whether there was ever any 
connection here and if so, what the nature of the work was. 


[The material referred to follows: | 


Mr. Laubinger corrected his testimony regarding Subproject 54 during 
the September 21, 1977 hearings before the Subcommittee on Health 
and Scientific Research of the Human Resources Committee. The 
relevant portion is reproduced below: 


Mr. LAUBINGER. On project 54, it has got a rather sensational 
proposal in there, in terms of the work that they propose to do, and you 
asked about the proposal and I said, in fact, it was never funded under 
MKULITRA. Now, I overlooked -- at least, my memory did not serve 
me correctly when I went through that file folder to see one 
memorandum dated January 10, 1956, which makes it quite clear, as a 
matter of fact, that that proposal was based on prior work that was 
funded by the Agency. 
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Senator SCHWEIKER. By what? 


Mr. LAUBINGER. By the CIA. So, that information was in their file 
folder. It did not happen to be in my head when I testified. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. I think I might have read you that, and that is 
why I argued at the time with you, because I think I had in front of me, 
as I recall, some indication that it was funded there. I did read that to 
you. So, you did supply it to us; there is no argument about that 
information. 


Mr. LAUBINGER. Perhaps I am sort of headstrong, myself, and in my 
own view, I am reading under the ULTRA project, that if it had been 
funded under ULTRA, it would have had a project number and 
identified as such. The thing that threw me was that it was funded, 
apparently, outside of any MKULTRA activity and it was under the 
normal contracting process, so that it was not included in MKULTRA 
as any work done under that funding umbrella. 


The file folder that you have and I have, right here, makes it quite clear, 
however, that a year's work was done through navy funding -- a navy 
funding mechanism -- on which the proposal was based that ultimately 
came into the MKULTRA program. That second proposal was never 
funded. So, there was conflict and I, personally, I think, introduced a 
little bit of confusion in that in my testimony. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Well, do you agree or not agree with DOD's 
statement here that even though the initial funding was navy, it was 
really I conduit for the CIA? 


Mr. LAUBINGER. I think that is correct. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Yes; I would appreciate that. I would like to 
know how it went from ONR to CIA after a year. Somebody made a 
decision to make that transfer, and to make this an MKULTRA subject. 
There had to be some sort of review that led to a decision to continue that 
kind of concussion -- total blackout, maximum amnesia, and whatever else 
it was you were interested in -- study and testing. 


Mr. LAUBINGER. Senator, if I may try to say a few words on that, the 
files that were available to us for inspection, which are limited, indicated 
that there was a project being carried on by the Navy having to do with 
the, effects of brain concussion. The CIA developed an interest in that, and 
considered funding it, but actually never did, and as the admiral testified, 
the MKULTRA is merely a funding mechanism, a place they go for 
money to do such things, but there is no evidence that I know of that that 
project was ever funded. 
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Senator SCHWEIKER. Well, I am confused, because here again is 
another quote from a document that we have seen, which you have 
released and supplied to us: 


Following is the technical progress made under the current [deleted] 
contract: (a) Specializing instrumentation and numerous testing 
techniques have been developed to obtain the desired dynamic data; (b) 
considerable data has now been obtained supporting the 
resonance-cavilation theory of brain concussion; and (c) preliminary 
acceleration threshold data has been obtained for a fluid-filled glass 
simulated skull. 
It goes on to talk about a blast range and a 2,500-square-foot laboratory. 
The document notes that "Three blast test series have been run to date." It 
describes a special blackjack device, "a pancake-type blackjack giving a 
high peak impact force with a low unit surface pressure." 


I agree the records are inconclusive as to the results of this work, but it 
certainly seems that some testing was done. 


Mr. LAUBINGER. Senator, you are putting us in the same position I 
think you were stating that you were in earlier referring to documents not 
before us, but I believe you are quoting from a proposal that someone sent 
to the Agency to fund this work, and he is referring to past work. The past 
work would have encompassed a lot of things like that, but CIA was not 
involved with that. 


Senator SCH WEIKER. What do you mean, Admiral, on page 6 of your 
testimony when you mention projects using magician's art? How do 
magicians get into the spook business? 


Admiral TURNER. I have interpreted this as to how to slip the mickey 
into the finn, but I would like to ask my advisers here to comment. 


Mr. BRODY. I think that is essentially it, Senator. It is surreptitious 
administration of material to someone, deceptive practices, how to distract 
someone's attention while you are doing something else, as I understand it. 
It was also some type of a covert communication project involved with the 
study of how magicians and their assistants perhaps communicate 
information to one another without having other people know it. This is 
the type of thing that was involved, sir. 


Senator SCH WEIKER. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 


Senator INOUYE. Senator Huddleston? 
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Senator HUDDLESTON. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 


Admiral, in your checking these newly discovered documents and 
interviewing members of the CIA staff, did you find information that 
would confirm the contention described by the reporters for the New York 
Times that this type of experimentation was begun out of a fear that the 
Agency that foreign powers might have drugs which would allow them to 
alter the behavior of American citizens or agents or members of the 
Armed Forces who were taken into custody, and which would have 
resulted in false confessions and the like? Is my question clear? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. I haven't personally read the documentation 
on that. In my discussions with the people who are well informed in this 
area at the Agency, I am told that that is the case. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. Was there any evidence or any indication that 
there were other motives that the Agency might also be looking for drugs 
that could be applied for other purposes, such as debilitating an individual 
or even killing another person? Was this part of this kind of 
experimentation? 
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Admiral TURNER. Yes; I think there is. I have not seen in this series of 
documentation evidence of desire to kill, but I think the project turned its 
character from a defensive to an offensive one as it went along, and there 
certainly was an intention here to develop drugs that could be of use. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. The project continued for some time after it 
was learned that, in fact, foreign powers did not have such a drug as was at 
first feared, didn't it? 


Admiral TURNER. That is my understanding. Yes, sir. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. Is there any indication that knowledge gained 
as a result of these experiments has been useful or is being applied in any 
way to present operations? 


Mr. BRODY. Senator, I am not sure if there is any body of knowledge. A 
great deal of what there was, I gather, was destroyed in 1973. I would like 
to defer to Frank here. Do you know of any? 
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Mr. LAUBINGER. I know of no drugs or anything like that developed 
under this program that ever reached operational use or are in use today. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. So apparently any information that was 
gathered was apparently useless and not worth continuing, not worth 
further development on the part of the Agency. 


Mr. LAUBINGER. I am having difficulty hearing your questions. 
Senator HUDDLESTON. I can hardly hear myself. 


Admiral TURNER. I think the answer to your question is that we have no 
evidence of great usefulness on this, and yet I think we should remember-- 


Senator HUDDLESTON. Well, is it accurate to say that this 
experimentation produced few useful results or had little application at all 
to the operations of the Agency or anybody else as far as we know? 


Admiral TURNER. I think that is basically correct. At the same time, I 
would point out that we had two CIA prisoners in China and one in the 
Soviet Union at this time, and we were concerned as to what kinds of 
things might be done to them, but I am not saying that-- 


Senator HUDDLESTON. Have you detected any sign that any other 
nation is continuing or has in the past conducted experiments similar to 
this or with a similar objective? 


Admiral TURNER. I am not prepared to answer that one off the top of 
my head, sir, but I will get it to you. 


[The material referred to follows: | 


We maintain no files of up-to-date information on the testing of drugs in 
foreign countries. Some years ago we occasionally would review 
foreign research on antibiotics and pharmaceuticals in connection with 
public health and civil defense assessments. For a few years beginning 
in 1949 we assessed foreign research on LSD under Project 
ARTICHOKE because of concern that such drugs might be employed 
against Agency and other U.S. personnel. Information relative to this 
work has already been provided to relevant Committees. In this early 
work we also occasionally looked at foreign human experimentation; 
we long ago eliminated our holdings on this subject and no collection 
requirements are any longer served. As consumer interest in this area 
has dropped off and higher priority areas need attention, we have 
virtually no present coverage with the possible exception of an 
occasional scanning of the literature for a specific program. To the best 
of our knowledge no other unit in the Intelligence Community is 
tracking this subject now. 
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Senator HUDDLESTON. You don't know whether any of your agents 
anywhere in the world have been subjected to any kind of procedure like 
this? 


Admiral TURNER. We certainly know of other powers conducting 
research in these areas, yes. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. Do you know how they go about that research? 
Admiral TURNER. It is pretty sketchy, the information we have. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. Do you know of any other organization in this 
country or any institution that has conducted extensive research on 
unwitting individuals and through unwitting institutions? 


Admiral TURNER. Well, I have read something in the newspapers about 
this, but I have not familiarized myself with it in specifies. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. It is not a normal mode of operation for hitman 
research, is it? 


Admiral TURNER. No, sir. 
Senator HUDDLESTON. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 
Senator INOUYE. Senator Wallop? 


Senator WALLOP. Mr. Chairman, I only have one to follow up on 
Senator Huddleston's questions and my earlier ones. You are not really 
saying, are you Admiral Turner, that there are no mind-altering drugs or 
behavior modification procedures which have been used by foreign 
powers? 


Admiral TURNER. No, sir, I am not. 


Senator WALLOP. I drew that inference partly in answer to my question 
that you knew of no truth serum. Maybe that is a misnomer, but surely 
there are relaxants that make tongues looser than they would otherwise be. 
Isn't that true? 
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Admiral TURNER. Yes. 


Senator WALLOP. So I think it is fair to say, too, that the experience of 
many American prisoners of war in the Korean conflict would indicate 
that there are behavior modification procedures in use by foreign powers 
of a fairly advanced degree of sophistication. 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 


Senator WALLOP. Again, I will just go back and say I think this must 
have been part of the motivation. I don't think you would have mentioned 
Cardinal Mindszenty had you thought his behavior was normal at the time 
or had anybody else. So, I would just again say I think it is a little bit 
scapegoating. I don't think the object of this hearing is in any way to lay 
blame on those passed or those dead or otherwise, but I think it is a little 
bit scapegoating to say that it stopped with the directors of the CIA or the 
DCT's of the time. Also I think it is a little bit scapegoating, to say they 
didn't even know it, but that it was some lower echelon acting alone. 


I think this was a behavior pattern that was prevalent in those years, and I 
think the object lesson is that we have discovered, we think and we hope, 
through your assurances and other activities of the Congress, means of 
avoiding future incidents of that kind. I thank you, Mr. Chairman. 


Senator INOUYE. Senator Chafee? 
Senator CHAFEE. No questions. 


Senator INOUYE. Senator Kennedy, I think you have another question. 
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Senator KENNEDY. Just talking about the two safe houses on the east 
and west, coast as being the sources for the unwitting trials, now, the 
importance of this and the magnitude of it, I think, is of significance, 
because we have seen from your records that these we're used over a 
period of 8 or 9 years, and the numbers could have been considerable. You 
are unable to determine, at least, in your own research, what the numbers 
would be, and what the drugs were, how many people were involved, but 
it could have been considerable during this period of time. 


It would certainly appear to me in examining the documents and the flow 
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charts of cash slips that were expended in these areas that it was 
considerable, but that is a judgmental factor on it, but I think it is 
important to try and find out what the Agency is attempting to do to get to 
the bottom of it. 


Now, the principal agent that was involved as I understand it is deceased 
and has been deceased for 2 years. The overall agent, Mr. Gottlieb, has 
indicated a fuzzy memory about this whole area. He has testified before 
the Intelligence Committee. Yet he was responsible for the whole 
program. Then, the Director had indicated the destruction of the various 
materials and unfamiliarity with the project. 


Now, you have indicated in your testimony today that there are two 
additional agents on page 9 of your testimony, you indicated there were 
two additional agents which you have uncovered at the bottom of it, and 
you say the names of CIA officials who approved or monitored the various 
projects. You talk about the two additional agents in your testimony. 


Now, I am just wondering if you intend to interview those agents to find 
out exactly what is being done. I suppose, first of all, shouldn't the project 
manager know what was being done? 


Admiral TURNER. Our first problem, Senator, is that we have been 
unable to associate an individual with those names at this point. We are 
still burrowing to find out who these people are. We haven't identified 
them as having been CIA employees, and we don't know whether these 
were false names. 


Senator KENNEDY. You are tracking that down, as I understand it? 
Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 

Senator KENNEDY. You are tracking that. down, and you have every 
intention of interviewing those people to find out whatever you can about 


the program and project? 


Admiral TURNER. My only hesitation here is whether I will do this or 
the Justice Department. 


Senator KENNEDY. It will be pursued, though, I understand? 
Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. Either through the Agency or through the Justice 
Department?

Admiral TURNER. [Nods in the affirmative. | 
Senator KENNEDY. Is it plausible that the director of the program would 
not understand or know about the details of the program? Is it plausible 


that Dr. Gottlieb would not understand the full range of activities in those 
particular safe houses? 
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Admiral TURNER. Let me say it is unlikely. I don't know Mr. Gottlieb. 


Senator KENNEDY. Has anybody in the Agency talked with Mr. 
Gottlieb to find out about this? 


Admiral TURNER. Not since this revelation has come out. 
Senator KENNEDY. Not since this revelation? Well, why not? 
Admiral TURNER. He has left our employ, Senator. 


Senator KENNEDY. Does that mean that anybody who leaves is, you 
know, covered for lifetime? 


Admiral TURNER. No, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. Why wouldn't you talk with him and find out? You 
have new information about this program. It has been a matter of 
considerable interest both to our committee and to the Intelligence 
Committee. Why wouldn't you talk to Mr. Gottlieb? 


Admiral TURNER. Well, again, I think the issue is whether this should 
be done by the Justice Department or ourselves. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, are we wrestling around because you and 
Attorney General Bell can't agree-- 


Admiral TURNER. No, sir. 
Senator KENNEDY [continuing]. On who ought to do it? 
Admiral TURNER. We are proceeding together in complete agreement 


as to how to go. I have, in connection with trying to find all of these 
Americans or others who were unwittingly tested, I have some 
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considerable concern about the CIA running around this country 
interviewing and interrogating people, because I don't want to give any 
impression that we are doing domestic intelligence. 


Senator KENNEDY. I am just talking about one, in this case. That was 
the man who was responsible for the whole program, and to find out 
whether anyone within the Agency since you have had this new material 
has talked to Gottlieb since 1975, and if the answer is no, I want to know 
why not. 


Admiral TURNER. The reason he was not interviewed in connection 
with the 1975 hearings was that he had left the employ of the CIA and 
there was a concern on the part of the Agency that it would appear to the 
investigators that the CIA was in some way trying to influence him and 
influence his testimony before the committee. If these committees have, 
no objection, we would be happy to contact Dr. Gottlieb and see if he can 
augment anything here in this new information, though I don't think there 
is much in this new information that be can add to as opposed to what was 
available in 1975. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, you see, Admiral Turner, you come to the 
two committees this morning and indicate that now at last we have the 
information. We don't have to be concerned about anything in the future 
on it. Now, I don't know how you can give those assurances to the 
members of these committees as well as to the American people when you 
haven't since 1975 even talked to the principal person that was in charge 
of the program, and the records were destroyed. He is the fellow that was 
running the program, and the Agency has not talked to him since the 
development of this new material. 


Admiral TURNER. Our only concern here is the proprieties involved, 
and we will dig into this and work with the Justice Department on 
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who, if either of us, should get into discussions with Dr. Gottlieb so as not 
to prejudice any legal rights that may be involved here, or to appear in any 
way to be improper. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, do I understand you have not contacted the 
Justice Department about this particular case since the development of this 
new material about Gottlieb? 
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Admiral TURNER. Not about Gottlieb specifically. We have contacted 
him. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, it is amazing to me. I mean, can you 
understand the difficulty that any of us might have in terms of 
comprehending that when you develop a whole new series of materials 
that are on the front page of every newspaper in the country and are on 
every television, I mean, that means something, but it does not mean 
nearly as much as the interest that we have in the fact about the testing of 
unwitting Americans, and every single document that the staff reviews has 
Mr. Gottlieb's name on it and you come to tell us that we don't have to 
worry any more, we have these other final facts, and Mr. Gottlieb has not 
been talked to? 


Admiral TURNER. Sir, I am not saying that these are in any way the 
final facts. I am saying these are all the facts we have available. 


Senator KENNEDY. And you have not talked to the person who was in 
charge of the program, so what kind of value or what kind of weight can 
we give it? 


Admiral TURNER. We are happy to talk to him. I think the issue here 
again 1s one of propriety and how to go about this. We have not, I believe, 
enough new information about Gottlieb's participation here to signal that 
his interview would be that much more revealing than what was revealed 
in 1975. 


Senator KENNEDY. The importance of it, I think, from our point of 
view, is, he would know the drugs that were administered, the volume of 
drugs, how it was administered, and in terms of your ability to follow lip 
to protect these people and their health, to the extent that it can be done, 
that opportunity is being lost. 


I want to get on to some others, but will you give us the assurance that you 
will get ahold of Gottlieb or that you will talk to Attorney General Bell 
and talk with Gottlieb? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 

Senator KENNEDY. And let us know as to the extent of it. I don't see 
how we can fulfill our responsibility in this area on the drug testing 
without our hearing from Gottlieb as well, but I think it is important that 


you do so, particularly since all of the materials have been destroyed. 


These other two agents, have they talked to them? 
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Admiral TURNER. We don't, know who they are, sir. We are trying to 
track down and see whether these names can be related to anybody. 


Senator KENNEDY. That is under active investigation by the Agency? 
Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. And you have the intention of talking to those 
people when you locate them. Is that correct? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir, under the same circumstances as Gottlieb. 


Senator KENNEDY. And you have people working on it? Admiral 
TURNER. Yes, sir. 
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Senator KENNEDY. With regards to the activities that took place in 
these safe houses, as I understand from the records, two-way mirrors were 
used. Is that your understanding? 


Admiral TURNER. Yes, sir. We have records that construction was done 
to put in two-way mirrors. 


Senator KENNEDY. And they were placed in the bedroom, as I 
understand. 


[Pause. | 
Senator KENNEDY. Well, we have documents-- 


Admiral TURNER. I believe that was in the Church record, but I don't 
have the details. 


Senator KENNEDY. And rather elaborate decorations were added, as I 
understand, at, least, to the one in San Francisco, in the bedroom, which 
are French can-can dancers, floral pictures, drapery, including installation 
of bedroom mirrors, three framed Toulouse Lautrec posters with black silk 
mats, and a number of other -- red bedroom curtains and recording 
equipment, and then a series of documents which were provided to the 
committee which indicate a wide proliferation of different cash for $100, 
generally in the $100 range over any period of time on the particular 
checks. Even the names are blocked out, as to the person who is receiving 
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it. Cash for undercover agents, operating expenses, drinks, entertainment 
while administering, and then it is dashed out, and then the other 
documents, that would suggest, at least with the signature of your 
principal agent out there, that "called to the operation, midnight, and 
climax." 


What can you tell us that it might suggest to you about what techniques 
were being used by the Agency in terms of reaching that sort of 
broad-based group of Americans that were being evidently enticed for 
testing in terms of drugs and others? Do you draw ally kind of conclusion 
about what might have been going on out there, in these safe houses? 


Admiral TURNER. No, sir. 
[General laughter. ] 


Senator KENNEDY. There is a light side to it, but there is also an 
enormously serious side. And that is that, at least the techniques which are 
used or were used in terms of testing, and trying to find out exactly the 
range of drugs used and the numbers of people involved and exactly what 
that operation was about, as well as the constant reiteration of the, use of 
small sums of cash at irregular intervals. A variety of different techniques 
were employed but there is an awful lot of documentation putting these 
matters together. 


When you look at the fact that, it is a broad range population that has been 
tested, tested in these two areas, with the kind of cash slips that were used 
in this payment mechanisms and decorations and all of the rest, we are not 
able to put a bottom line on it but one thing is for sure, and that is, Gottlieb 
knows. That is one thing for sure, because his name appears on just about 
every one of these documents, and it is, I think, very important to find out 
what his understanding is of the nature of that. So, we will hear more 
about that. 


Admiral TURNER. I believe Gottlieb has been interviewed by the 
Congress. 


Senator KENNEDY. That's right, he has, and in reviewing the record, it 
is not very satisfactory, and it just seems with the new information 


-49- 


and the new documentation and the new memoranda -- and he did not 
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have the checks at that time -- and with the wide variety of different 
memoranda with his name on it, his memory could be stimulated on that. 


Thank you. 


Senator INOUYE. I would like to thank the admiral and his staff for 
participating in this hearing. I believe the record should show that this 
hearing was held at the request of the Agency and the admiral. It was not 
held because we insisted upon it. It was a volunteer effort on the part of 
the Agency. I think the record should also indicate that Admiral Turner 
has forwarded to this committee a classified file, including all of the 
names of the institutions and the persons involved as the experimentors. 


I should also indicate that this hearing is just one step involved in the 
committee's investigation of drug abuse. Just as you have had much work 
in going over the 8,000 pages, the staff of this committee has had equal 
problems, but I would like the record to show that you have made these 
papers and documents available to the committee. I thank you for that. 


As part of the ongoing investigation, we had intended to call upon many 
dozens of others, experimentors, or those officials in charge, and one of 
those will be Dr. Gottlieb. 


In thanking you, I would like to say this to the American people, that what 
we have experienced this morning in this committee room is not being 
duplicated in any other committee room in any other part of the world. I 
doubt that very much. Our Agency and our intelligence community has 
been under much criticism and has been subjected to much abuse, in many 
cases justified, but this is the most open society that I can think of. For 
example, in Great Britain there are about six people who are aware of the 
identity of the man in charge of intelligence. In other countries, similar 
conditions exist. Here in the United States we not only know Admiral 
Turner, we have had open hearings with him, such as this. The 
confirmation hearings were all open. 


In a few weeks, the Senate of the United States will debate a resolution to 
decide upon whether we should disclose the amounts and funds being used 
for counterintelligence and national intelligence. I would hope that, in 
presenting this issue to the public, the media will take note that the 
Agency has cooperated and will continue to. The abuse that we have 
learned about this morning is one I hope will never happen again, but 
without constant oversight on the part of the Executive Office, on the part 
of the Congress, it could happen again. It is important, therefore that we 
continue in this oversight activity. 


So, once, again, Admiral, I thank yon very much for helping us. We will 
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continue to call upon you for your assistance. We would like to submit to 
you several questions that the members and staff have prepared. I hope 
you will look them over carefully and prepare responses for the record, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. Mr. Chairman? 
Senator INOUYE. Yes, sir? 


Senator KENNEDY. I, too, want to thank Admiral Turner for his 
responsiveness. I have had meetings with him in the committees and also 
conversations, telephone conversations, and private meetings, and 
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I have found him personally to be extremely responsive, and it is a very 
difficult challenge which lie has accepted in heading this Agency. I want 
you to know, personally, I, too, would like to see this put behind us. I don't 
think we are quite there yet in terms of this particular area that we are 
interested in. I think the Intelligence Committee has special 
responsibilities in this area of the testing, so we look forward to working 
with you in expediting the time that we can put it behind, but it does seem 
to me that we have to dig in and finish the chapter. So, I want to 
personally express my appreciation to you, Admiral Turner, and thank you 
for your cooperation and your help, and I look forward to working with 
you. 


Admiral TURNER. Thank you. 


Senator HUDDLESTON. Mr. Chairman, I am not sure you emphasized 
this enough, but I think the record ought to show that Admiral Turner 
informed the Select Committee on his own initiative when the new 
documentation was found. The documentation has been made available to 
us voluntarily, in a spirit of cooperation. 


I think this shows a vast difference from the mode of operation that 
existed prior to the formation at least of the Church committee, and a 
difference that is very helpful. 


Senator INOUYE. Thank you very much. Thank you very much, 
Admiral. 


We would now like to call upon Mr. Philip Goldman and Mr. John 
Gittinger. 
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Mr. Goldman and Mr. Gittinger, will you please rise and take the oath. 


Do you solemnly swear that the testimony you are about to give is the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing but the truth, so help you, God? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I do. 

Mr. GITTINGER. I do. 

Senator INOUYE. Thank you, sir. 

Mr. Goldman, will you identify yourself, and after that, Mr. Gittinger. 
Senator KENNEDY. Before we start in, we had a third witness, Mr. 
Chairman, Mr. Pasternac, who planned to testify, traveled to Washington 
-- he, lives in Washington, and was contacted recently --with the intention 
of testifying this morning. And something -- he called us late this morning 
and indicated that he wanted to get a counsel before he would wish to 
testify. 

Senator INOUYE. Mr. Goldman. 


Mr. Goldman, will you identify yourself, sir.

Testimony of Philip Goldman, Former 
Employee, Central Intelligence Agency 
Mr. GOLDMAN. I am Philip Goldman. 


Senator INOUYE. And you are a former employee of the Central 
Intelligence Agency? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. Over 10 years ago. 


Senator INOUYE. And you were employed at the time when 
MKULTRA was in operation? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. There were some MKULTRA's in operation at the time 
I was there. 
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Senator INOUYE. And Mr. John Gittinger, are you a former employee of 
the Central Intelligence Agency? 


Testimony of John Gittinger, Former 
Employee, Central Intelligence Agency 


Mr. GITTINGER. I am. 
Senator INOUYE. Are you still an employee? 
Mr. GITTINGER. No. 


Senator INOUYE. Were you a member of the Agency at the time 
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MKULTRA was in operation? 

Mr. GITTINGER. Yes. 

Senator INOUYE. Thank you. Senator Kennedy. 

Senator KENNEDY. I want to welcome both of you to the committee. If 
we could start with Mr. Goldman. Were you the project engineer for the 
safe houses in either San Francisco or New York? 

Mr. GOLDMAN. I know of no safe house in San Francisco. 

Senator KENNEDY. How about in New York? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I knew of one facility that was established there, but I 
didn't know anything of its operation. 


Senator KENNEDY. Were you a monitor on any testing of drugs on 
unwitting persons in San Francisco? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. No. 
Senator KENNEDY. Well, we have a classified document here that was 
provided by the Agency that lists your name as a monitor of the program 


and I would appreciate it if you would look-- 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I think the misunderstanding arises because I was 
project officer. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, would you take a look at that? 

[Mr. Goldman inspected the document. ] 

Mr. GOLDMAN. This document as it states is correct. However, my-- 
Senator KENNEDY. That document is correct? 

Mr. GOLDMAN. As far as I see on the first page, the project. But my-- 
Senator KENNEDY. Well, could I get it back, please. 

That would indicate that you were a monitor of the program. 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I was in charge of disbursing the moneys to Morgan 
Hall. 
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Senator KENNEDY. To whom was that? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. To the individual whose name was listed at the top of 
that document. 


Senator KENNEDY. And you knew that he was running the project in 
San Francisco? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I knew he was the person who was in charge out there. 
Senator KENNEDY. All right. 


Mr. GOLDMAN. But I had no knowledge nor did I seek knowledge of 
actually what he was doing, because there would be other things involved. 


I did receive-- 


Senator KENNEDY. What were you doing? 
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Mr. GOLDMAN. I was collecting -- I had to be sure that all the receipts 
that ever were turned in balanced with the moneys that were paid out to 
see that everything was run all right. There was no illegal use of funds as 
far as we could determine by the receipts and cash. 


Senator KENNEDY. So even though the Agency document indicates that 
you were a monitor for the program, one of the few monitors of that 
particular program which you mentioned for San Francisco and Mill 
Valley, Calif., you described your responsibility only as a carrier of 
money, is that correct? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I would say as a disburser or carrying out -- seeing that 
the moneys were handled properly. There was within that -- I don't know 


what's done or what he did do in conjunction with other people. 


Senator KENNEDY. Were you responsible for the disbursement of all 
the funds? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I was responsible for turning over the check to him. 


Senator KENNEDY. And what did you know of the program itself? 
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Mr. GOLDMAN. The only thing I knew of the program was what he 
furnished us in terms of receipts and that sort of thing. I didn't indulge or 
concern myself in that. 


Senator KENNEDY. You still wrote, and I'll let you examine it -- it's a 
classified document -- but you wrote a rather substantive review of the 
program in May of 1963, talking about the experiments, the factual data 
that had been collected, covert and realistic field trials, about the necessity 
of those particular -- and talked about the effectiveness of the various 
programs, the efficiency of various delivery systems. That doesn't sound 
to me like someone who is only-- 


Mr. GOLDMAN. Well, if you would refresh my memory, if I could read 
this I would certainly agree with whatever is said there, if it was written. 


Senator KENNEDY. I am trying to gather what your role was. You've 
indicated first of all that you didn't know about -- you knew about a safe 
house in New York; now we find out that you're the carrier for the 
resources as well and the agent in San Francisco. We find out now that the 
CIA put you as a monitor. You're testifying that you only were the courier, 
and here we have just one document, and there are many others that talk 
about the substance of that program with your name on it and I am just 
trying to find out exactly what role you were playing. 


Mr. GOLDMAN. The only thing I can tell you about this and I am 
drawing completely on my memory is that this individual who was in 
charge out there conducted these things and reported them back to the 
Agency. I didn't participate in any of them. All I know was that he 
furnished me with receipts for things that were done and told of the work 
that they had done. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, that document covers more than receipts. 


Mr. GOLDMAN. Yes, it tells of what -- they had conducted work out 
there. 


Senator KENNEDY. It describes, does it not? Read the paragraph 2. 
Mr. GOLDMAN. "A number of covert"-- 
Senator KENNEDY. Well, you can't read it, it's a classified document, 


and I don't know why, quite frankly, but it relates to the substance 
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of those programs and your name is signed to the memorandums on it. I 
am not interested in you trying to review for us now what is in the 
document, but I think it would be unfortunate if we were left with the 
opinion that all you were was a courier of resources when we see a 
document with your name on it, signed, that talks about the substance of 
the program. And what we're interested in is the substance of the program. 
We have the recent documents that were provided by the Agency, which 
do indicate that you were at least involved in the substance, and I'm just 
trying to find out whether you're willing to tell us about that. 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I am perfectly willing to tell you everything that I can 
remember. 


Senator KENNEDY. But you can't remember anything. 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I can't remember the substantive parts of these, things, 
I really can't. 


Senator KENNEDY. Of the program that was taking place. 


Do you have any greater familiarity with what was happening in New 
York? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. No, no. 


Senator KENNEDY. And you have the same function with regards to 
New York? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. The same function with regard to New York. 
Senator KENNEDY. Did you ever go to San Francisco? 

Mr. GOLDMAN. Yes. 

Senator KENNEDY. Did you meet with the agent in charge? 

Mr. GOLDMAN. Yes. 

Senator KENNEDY. And why did you meet with him? 

Mr. GOLDMAN. To discuss some of the receipts and things that were 


there to find out if these were indeed true expenditures and to find out if 
everything was going along all right for the work that was being done. 
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Senator KENNEDY. What work was being done? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. No, the reports of these things and whatever was being 
done. I don't know who he reported to but he did report to somebody. 


Senator KENNEDY. You travel out there to find out about the work 
that's being done, and what does he tell you, that the work is being done 
well and-- 


Mr. GOLDMAN. He told me that the work that they were doing was 
going along, progressing satisfactorily, but to be very frank with you-- 


Senator KENNEDY. But he didn't tell you what the work was? 

Mr. GOLDMAN. To be very frank with you, Senator, I cannot remember 
the things that happened back in those days. I've been away from the 
company -- from the Agency for over 10 years, and that is even farther 
back than that, and that was just about the time when I first engaged in 


this, so it was my first-- 


Senator KENNEDY. Did they disburse a series of $100 checks, to your 
recollection? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I don't recollect it, but if you have it there, then they 
did. 


Senator KENNEDY. Did you know Dr. Gottlieb? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. Yes. 
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Senator KENNEDY. How did you know Dr. Gottlieb? 
Mr. GOLDMAN. He had been head of the division when I was recruited. 


Senator KENNEDY. Did you talk to him about these programs? Did you 
have anything to do with him during this period of time? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I didn't have anything to do with him until I would say 
probably in the sixties. 


Senator KENNEDY. And can you tell us what you had to do with him 
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then? 
Mr. GOLDMAN. Just what you see there, on the papers. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, that is the request for the money and he 
approves it. 


Mr. GOLDMAN. That is the request for money and he approves it, and I 
am quite sure that I probably discussed with him whether the work was 
going along all right, whether his reports were being turned in, and 
whether he was satisfied with the way things were going and did he have 
any complaints about the way other people were requesting him, but I did 
not engage myself in anything he was doing. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, did you get the impression that Gottlieb knew 
what was going on? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I didn't ask. 

Senator KENNEDY. But you told him that your impression that what 
was going on even though you didn't know what was going on, was going 
on well, I guess? [Laughter. ] 

Mr. GOLDMAN. I told Gottlieb what you saw in there was that the 
things appeared to be going along all right. I was repeating and parroting 
back the words that were given to me while I was there. 

Senator KENNEDY. What was the money being spent for, do you know? 
Mr. GOLDMAN. No; I can't recall that, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. Would you remember if we told you it was red 
curtains and can-can pictures-- 


Mr. GOLDMAN. No, sir. 

Senator KENNEDY. Floral pictures and the rest. 
Mr. GOLDMAN. No, sir. 

Senator KENNEDY. Recorders. 

Mr. GOLDMAN. No, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. Recorders and two-way mirrors. 
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Mr. GOLDMAN. Wait, hold on. You're slipping a word in there now. 


Senator KENNEDY. But you would have authorized those funds, would 
you not, since you were the-- 


Mr. GOLDMAN. Did you say two-way mirrors? 
Senator KENNEDY. Yes. 

Mr. GOLDMAN. Where? 

Senator KENNEDY. In the safe houses. 

Mr. GOLDMAN. Where? 

Senator KENNEDY. San Francisco. 

Mr. GOLDMAN. No. 

Senator KENNEDY. How about New York? 
Mr. GOLDMAN. Yes. 

Senator KENNEDY. You remember now that you approved expenditures 
for New York? 
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Mr. GOLDMAN. Yes. 
Senator KENNEDY. What were those expenditures for? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. That was a transfer of money over for the use in an 
apartment in New York by the Bureau of Narcotics. It was for their use. 


Senator KENNEDY. Do you have any knowledge of what was going on 
in the apartment? 


Mr. GOLDMAN. No, sir, other than I know that it had been used, 
according to the information that I have been given, it was used by the 
Bureau of Narcotics to make meetings with individuals who they were 
interested in with regard to pushing dope -- not pushing dope, but selling 
narcotics and that sort of thing. 
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Senator KENNEDY. Well, I am sure you had many responsibilities and 
it's a long time ago, but the Agency does indicate that you were project 
monitor for that particular program. 


Mr. GOLDMAN. That's correct. 


Senator KENNEDY. Your own testimony indicates you went out to 
review the expenditures of funds to find out whether they were being 
wisely used, that you came back and talked to the project director, Mr. 
Gottlieb, to give him a progress report about what was going on out there. 


Mr. GOLDMAN. Yes, sir, I did. 


Senator KENNEDY. All those things are true, and yet you draw a 
complete blank in terms of what was the project itself. That's where the 
record is now. 


Mr. GOLDMAN. I did not go out there to review the projects nor did I 
come back and talk with Mr. Gottlieb and review what I had observed in 
terms of any projects that they -- that is, other parts of the Agency might 
have in operation there. I simply reported back those things which were 
told to me by the individual out there who -- and I carried them back and 
they -- are contained in the report that you have in front of you, word for 
word, just as it was given to me. 


Senator KENNEDY. The report that you examined here is a substantive 
report on the particular program and project. And I don't think anyone who 
wasn't familiar with the project -- this is a personal evaluation -- could 
write a report on the substance of it without knowing about it. Now, that's 
mine. Maybe you can't remember and recollect, and that's-- 


Mr. GOLDMAN. No; everything I put down in there is things that I was 
told while I was out there, and if there was any ancillary information 
involved in there I can tell you I just don't remember that. I really don't. 


At the time -- that was some years ago. At the time -- a lot of time has 
passed since then and I have made quite sure that if I could recollect it at 
all, I would do it. If you have some papers and you want me to certify 
whether yes, this is so or that is so, I can do that, but I can't recall it 
mentally. 


Senator KENNEDY. You just certified the principal. There are others up 
here. 


I would like to go to Dr. Gittinger. 
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Mr. GITTINGER. It's Mr. Gittinger. 


Senator KENNEDY. How long did you serve with the Agency? 
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Mr. GITTINGER. Twenty-six years. 
Senator KENNEDY. Excuse me? 

Mr. GITTINGER. Twenty-six years. 
Senator KENNEDY. Twenty-six years. 


And at some point you moved into the operational support side, is that 
correct? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Yes. 
Senator KENNEDY. And did you know Sidney Gottlieb? 
Mr. GITTINGER. Yes, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. And did he inform you about the research projects 
involving LSD? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Yes, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. It is my understanding that you were also aware of 
some of the drug testing projects conducted on unwitting subjects on the 
west coast using the Bureau of Narcotics people in the operation. Is that 
true? 


Mr. GITTINGER. I was. 


Senator INOUYE. Excuse me. Would you speak into the microphone? I 
cannot hear you. 


Mr. GITTINGER. Sorry. 


Senator KENNEDY. Do you know which drugs were involved in those 
tests? 
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Mr. GITTINGER. LSD. And I can't remember for sure much of the 
others. What is the substance of marihuana, cannabis, is that right, that can 
be delivered by other than smoking? 


Senator KENNEDY. Cannabis? 

Mr. GITTINGER. There had been some discussion of that; yes. 
Senator KENNEDY. And was heroin also used? 

Mr. GITTINGER. Heroin used by CIA? 

Senator KENNEDY. No. In the west coast operation. 

Mr. GITTINGER. Absolutely not. 


Senator KENNEDY. Now, to your knowledge, how were the drugs 
administered to the unwitting subjects? 


Mr. GITTINGER. I have no direct knowledge. 
Senator KENNEDY. Why did you go to the safe houses? 


Mr. GITTINGER. It's a very complicated story. Just in justification of 
myself, this came up just, day before yesterday. I have not really had 
enough time to get it all straightened in my mind, so I ramble. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, you take your time and tell us in your own 
words. We've got some time here. 


Mr. GITTINGER. My responsibilities which would involve any of the 
period of time that you were talking about really was not directly related 
to drugs at all. I was a psychologist charged with the responsibility of 
trying to develop as much information as I could on various cultures, 
overseas cultures, anthropological type data, if you follow what I mean. I 
was also engaged in trying to work out ways and means of assessing 
people and understanding people. 


I originally became involved in this through working on Chinese culture, 
and over a series of time I was introduced to the problem of brainwashing, 
which is the thing that really was the most compelling thing in relationship 
to this, and became charged with the responsibility of trying to find out a 
little bit about interrogation techniques. 
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And among other things, we decided or I decided that one of the best 
sources of interrogation techniques would be trying to locate and interview 
and become involved with experienced police interrogators in the country 
and experienced people who had real practical knowledge of interrogation. 
The reason for this is that we had become pretty well convinced after the 
experience of the brainwashing problems coming out of China, that it was 
the techniques of the interrogators that were causing the individuals to 
make confessions and so forth in relationship to this, rather than any kind 
of drugging and so forth. So we were very much interested in interrogation 
techniques, and this led to me being introduced to the agent in the west 
coast, and I began to talk to him in connection with these interrogation 
techniques. 


Senator KENNEDY. OK. Now, that is the agent that ran the tests on the 
west coast on the unwitting people. That's where you come in, correct? 


Mr. GITTINGER. If I understand -- would you say that again? 


Senator KENNEDY. The name Morgan Hall has been -- that is the name 
that has been used. 


Mr. GITTINGER. Yes. 

Senator KENNEDY. And that is the agent that you met with. 

Mr. GITTINGER. That is right. 

Senator KENNEDY. And you met at the safe house. 

Mr. GITTINGER. Yes, sir. 

Senator KENNEDY. Whom did you meet with in the safe house? 

Mr. GITTINGER. This is the part that is hard for me to say, and Iam 
sorry that I have to. In connection with some work that we were doing, we 
needed to have some information on sexual habits. Morgan Hall provided 
informants for me, to talk to in connection with the sex habits that I was 
interested in trying to find information. During one period of time the safe 
house, as far as I was concerned, was used for just these particular type of 


interviews. And I didn't see the red curtains. 


Senator KENNEDY. Those were prostitutes, were they? 
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Mr. GITTINGER. Yes, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. How many different times were you there that you 
had similar-- 


Mr. GITTINGER. I couldn't possibly say with any certainty on that. Four 
or five times. 


Senator KENNEDY. Four or five times. 


Mr. GITTINGER. Over -- you remember now, the period that I'm talking 
about when I would have any involvement in this is from about 1956 to 
1961. So it's about a 4- or 5-year period which is the only time that I know 
anything about what you are talking about here today. 


Senator KENNEDY. Did Morgan Hall make the arrangements for the 
prostitutes to meet with you? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Yes, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. Did the interviews that you had have anything to do 
with drugs? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Well, as I tried to explain earlier when this was being 
discussed a little bit beforehand, again I think it is pretty hard for most 
people now to recognize how little there was known about drugs at the 
period of time that we are talking about, because the

drug age or the drug culture comes later on. Consequently, those of us 
who had any responsibility in this area were interested in trying to get as 
much information as we could on the subculture, the subculture drug 
groups, and obviously the Bureau of Narcotics represented a means of 
doing this. Consequently, other types of things that were involved in 
discussions at that time would have to do with the underground use of 
drugs. When I am talking about this I am talking about the folkways in 
terms of unwitting use of drugs. Did these people that I was talking to 
have any information about this and on rare instances they were able to 
tell me about their use, and in most cases this would largely turn out to be 
a Mickey Finn or something of that sort rather than anything esoteric. 
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I also was very much interested because we had relatively little 
information, believe it or not, at that time, in terms of the various reactions 
that people were having to drugs. Therefore, these people were very 
informative in terms of they knew a great deal of information about 
reactions. 


Senator KENNEDY. At least you gathered -- or am I correct in assuming 
that you gathered the impression that the prostitutes that you had talked to 
were able to slip the drugs to people as I understand it. Did you form any 
impression on that? 


Mr. GITTINGER. I certainly did not form the impression that, they did 
this as a rule or-- 


Senator KENNEDY. But they bad the knowledge. 


Mr. GITTINGER. They had the knowledge or some of them had had 
knowledge of this being done. But again, as it turned out, it was largely in 
this area of knockout drops. 


Senator KENNEDY. Looking back now did you form any impression 
about how the Agency was actually testing the broad spectrum of social 
classes in these safe houses? With the large disbursal of cash in small 
quantities, $100 bills and the kinds of elaborate decorations and two-way 
mirrors in the bedrooms and all the rest, is there any question in your own 
mind what was going on in the safe houses, or the techniques that were 
being used to administer these drugs? 


Mr. GITTINGER. | find it very difficult to answer that question, sir. I 
had absolutely no direct knowledge there was a large number of this. I had 
no knowledge that anyone other than -- than Morgan Hall was in any way 
involved in the unwitting administration of drugs. 


Senator KENNEDY. But Gottlieb would know, would he not? 

Mr. GITTINGER. I believe so, yes, sir. 

Senator KENNEDY. Could we go into the Human Ecology Foundation 
and talk about that and how it was used as an instrument in terms of the 
support of research? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Yes, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. Could you describe it to us? Could you describe the 
Human Ecology Foundation, how it functioned and how it worked? 
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Mr. GITTINGER. May I tell something about how it evolved, which I 
think is important? 


Senator KENNEDY. Sure. 


Mr. GITTINGER. The Society for the Investigation of Human Ecology, 
so-called, was actually a -- Iam confused here now as to whether I should 
name you names. 
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Senator KENNEDY. Well, we're not interested in names or institutions, 
so we prefer that you do not. That has to be worked out in arrangements 
between Admiral Turner and the individuals and the institutions. 


But we're interested in what the Foundation really was and how it 
functioned and what its purpose was. 


Mr. GITTINGER. Well, it was established to undertake research in the 
general area of the behavioral sciences. It definitely had almost no focus 
or interest in, say, drug-related type of activities except in a very minor 
way, because it was largely set up to attempt to gain a certain amount of 
information and to fund projects which were psychological, sociological, 
anthropological in character. It was established in the sense of a period of 
time that a lot of us who are in it wish we could do it over again, but we 
were interested in trying to get together a panel of the most representative 
high-level behavioral scientists we could to oversee and help in terms of 
developing the Society for the Investigation of Human Ecology type of 
program. 


The Agency in effect provided the money. They did not direct the projects. 
Now, the fact of the matter is, there are a lot of innocent people who 
received the Society for the Investigation of Human Ecology money which 
I know for a fact they were never asked to do anything for the CIA but 
they did get through this indirectly. They had no knowledge that they were 
getting CIA money. 


Senator KENNEDY. Over what period of time did this take place? 
Mr. GITTINGER. As far as I was concerned , it was the period of time 


ending in 1961. 1 believe the Human Ecology fund finally phased out in 
1965, but I was not involved in this phasing out. 
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Senator KENNEDY. Can you give the range of the different sort of 
individual projects of the universities in which it was active? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Well, it would have as many as -- I am very fuzzy on 
my memory on the number of projects. It is over 10, 20, 30. 


Senator KENNEDY. After it made the grants, what was the relationship 
of the Agency with the results of the studies? The Foundation acquired the 
money to make the grants from the Agency, and then it made the grants to 
these various research programs. 


Mr. GITTINGER. Yes, sir. 


Senator KENNEDY. And that included eight universities as well as 
individual researchers? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Yes, sir. 
Senator KENNEDY. Then what follow-up was there to that, sir? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Well, in every sense of the word, the organization was 
run exactly like any other foundation, and it carried with it the same thing 
in terms of making certain that the people that they had given money to 
used it for the purpose for which it had been granted, that they had access 
to any of the reports that they had put out, but there were no strings 
attached to anybody. There wasn't any reason they couldn't publish 
anything that they put out. 


Senator KENNEDY. What, sort of budget are we talking about here? 


Mr. GITTINGER. I honestly do not remember. I would guess we are 
talking in the realm of about $150,000 a year, but don't hold me to that, 
because I don't know. 
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Senator KENNEDY. What is your view about such funding as a 
professional person, in terms of compromising the integrity of a 
university, sir? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Well, obviously, sir, insofar as today there is no 
question about it. I will have to say at the time that we were doing this 
there was quite an entirely different kind of an attitude, and I do know for 
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a fact that we moved to start towards phasing out the Society for the 
Investigation of Human Ecology and the Human Ecology Fund for the 
very reason that we were beginning to recognize that it was moving into 
an area but this would be compromised. 


Senator KENNEDY. Well, that is commendable, both your attitude and 
the reasons for it, but during that period of time it still was involved in 
behavior research programs, as I understand it. 


Mr. GITTINGER. Yes, sir. On its own, in connection with this, it 
participated again, and these again were not CIA-directed projects, but 
these were all things which would theoretically contribute to the general 
knowledge at the time where the things like the study of the Hungarian 
refugees -- obviously, the study of the Hungarian refugees who came to 
this country after the Hungarian revolt was a very useful exercise to try to 
get information about the personality characteristics of the Communists 
and so forth. 


Senator KENNEDY. Were there other foundations that were doing 
similar kinds of work? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Not to my knowledge, sir. 

Senator KENNEDY. You believe-- 

Mr. GITTINGER. You mean, CIA, other CIA? 

Senator KENNEDY. Right. 

Mr. GITTINGER. Well, my answer is in the sense that I know of no 
other CIA foundations, no. There were, of course, other foundations doing 


similar kinds of work in the United States. 


Senator KENNEDY. Have you heard of the Psychological Assessments 
Foundation? 


Mr. GITTINGER. I certainly have. 

Senator KENNEDY. What was that? What function did that have? 
Mr. GITTINGER. Now, this was bringing us up to a different era. I 
believe the functions of that organization have nothing whatsoever to do 
with the things that are being talked about here while I was associated 


with it. 


Senator KENNEDY. Rather than getting into the work, it was another 
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foundation, was it not? It was another foundation supported by the 
Agency? 


Mr. GITTINGER. What, the Psychological Assessment? 

Senator KENNEDY. Yes. 

Mr. GITTINGER. No, sir, it was not. 

Senator KENNEDY. It did not get any support at all from the Agency? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Oh, yes, sir. It did get support, but it was a business 
firm. 


Senator KENNEDY. It was a business but it got support from the 
Agency? 


Mr. GITTINGER. It got money from it, but it definitely was not in 
MKULTRA or in any way associated with this. 
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Senator KENNEDY. All right. I want to thank you for your helpful 
testimony, Mr. Gittinger. It is not easy to go back into the past. I think you 
have been very fair in your characterizations, and I think it is quite 
appropriately indicated that there are different standards now from what 
they were 25 years ago, and I think you have responded very fairly and 
completely to the inquiries, and I think with a good deal of feeling about 
it. 


You are a person who is obviously attempting to serve the country's 
interest, so I want to thank you very much for your statement and for your 
helpful timeliness. 

Mr. GITTINGER. Thank you, sir. 

Senator INOUYE. Senator Case? 

Senator CASE. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. I am sorry that I had another 
committee that I had to complete the hearing with this morning before I 


got here. 


I shall read the testimony with very great interest, and I appreciate your 
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testimony as I have heard it. I would like to comment just on one point, 
and that is, it relates to a story in the press yesterday about part of this 
program involving the funding of a grant at a foreign university. I would 
like to elicit from you a comment as to the additional sensitivity and 
difficulty that that practice involves from your standpoint as a scientist, as 
well as a citizen, if you will. 


Mr. GITTINGER. I will say it was after the fact thinking. It was utter 
stupidity the way things worked out to have used some of this money 
outside the United States when it was CIA money. I can categorically state 
to my knowledge, and I don't claim a complete knowledge all the way 
across of the human ecology functions, but to my knowledge, and this is 
unfortunate, those people did not know that they were getting money from 
CIA, and they were not asked to contribute anything to CIA as such. 


Senator CASE. It would be interesting to try to examine this by turning 
the thing around and thinking what we would think if this happened from 
a foreign official agency to our own university. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 


Senator INOUYE. Senator Schweiker. 
Senator SCH WEIKER. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 


Dr. Goldman, I wonder if you would tell us what your training and 
educational background is? 


Dr. GOLDMAN. I have already given a biography for the record. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. I have not seen it. Who has it? Is it classified? 
We may have it for the record, but may I ask you to briefly describe your 
training and background for us now? I hope it is no secret. 


Dr. GOLDMAN. Well, I was told if I was asked this to say that. I was 
told that by your staff people, but I have no objection to telling you. Iam a 
resident from Pennsylvania, southwest Pennsylvania, Lancaster County. I 
went to Penn State, and I am in nutrition. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. In what? 
Dr. GOLDMAN. Nutrition. 


Senator SCH WEIKER. Were you in charge of a section or segment of 
the CIA in your past capacity? 


Dr. GOLDMAN. During the time I was with that organization, I was in 
charge of one small section of it, one small segment of it; yes. 
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Senator SCHWEIKER. What was the function or purpose of that section 
that you headed? 


Dr. GOLDMAN. To provide support for the other parts of the division. 


Senator SCH WEIKER. Where in the chain of command would that put 
you in relation to Dr. Gottlieb? 


Dr. GOLDMAN. Pretty far down the line. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Mr. Gittinger, I would just like to ask you a few 
questions. We appreciate your frankness and candor with the committee, 
and we realize this is a very difficult area to go into. I am not quite clear 
on two matters that were raised earlier. First, were the safe houses we 
were talking about here used on occasion by the prostitutes you referred 
to? 


Mr. GITTINGER. I really have not the slightest idea. 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Were the prostitutes used in any way to slip the 
customers drugs for observation purposes? 


Mr. GITTINGER. Not to my direct knowledge. 


Senator SCH WEIKER. Would you have been in a position to know the 
answer to either of these questions? 


Mr. GITTINGER. May I say, probably not, and may I make an aside to 
explain a little bit of this, please, sir? 


Senator SCHWEIKER. Mr. Gittinger, a moment ago you mentioned 
brainwashing techniques, as one area that you had, I guess, done some 
work in. How would you characterize the state of the art of brainwashing 
today? Who has the most expertise in this field, and who is or is not doing 
it in terms of other governments? 


During the Korean war there was a lot of serious discussion about 
brainwashing techniques being used by the North Koreans, and I am 
interested in finding out what the state of the art is today, as you see it. 
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Mr. GITTINGER. Well, of course, there, has been a great deal of work 
on this, and there is still a great deal of controversy. I can tell you that as 
far as I knew, by 1961, 1962, it was at least proven to my satisfaction that 
brainwashing, so called, is some kind of an esoteric device where drugs or 
mind- altering kinds of conditions and so forth were used, did not exist 
even though "The Manchurian Candidate" as a Movie really set us back a 
long time, because it made something impossible look plausible. Do you 
follow what I mean? But by 1962 and 1963, the general idea that we were 
able to come up with is that brainwashing was largely a process of 
isolating a human being, keeping him out of contact, putting him under 
long stress in relationship to interviewing and interrogation, and that they 
could produce any change that way without having to resort to any kind of 
esoteric means. 


Senator SCH WEIKER. Are there ways that we can ascertain this from a 
distance when we see a captive prisoner either go on television, in a 
photograph, or at a press conference? In other words, are there certain 
signs that you have learned to recognize from your technical background, 
to tell when brainwashing has occurred? Or is that very difficult to do? 


Mr. GITTINGER. It is difficult to do. I think it is possible now in terms 
of looking at a picture of somebody who has been in enemy hands for a 
long period of time. We can get some pretty good ideas of what kind of 
circumstances he has been under, if that is what you mean. 
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Senator SCHWEIKER. That is all I have, Mr. Chairman. Thank you. 
Senator INOUYE. Thank you very much. 


Before adjourning the hearings, I would like to have the record show that 
Dr. Goldman and Mr. Gittinger have voluntarily cooperated with the 
committee in staff interviews, that they appear this morning voluntarily, 
and they are not under subpoena. 


Gentlemen, I realize that this experience may have been an unhappy one 
and possibly a painful one. Therefore, we thank you very much for 
participating this morning. We also realize that the circumstances of that 
time differed very much from this day, and possibly the national attitude, 
the national political attitude condoned this type of activity. So, we have 
not asked you to come here as persons who have committed crimes, but 
rather in hope that you can assist us in studying this problem so that it will 
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not occur once again. In that spirit we thank you for your participation, 
and we look forward to working with you further in this case.

I think our 
emphasis really is on the future, not the past, but it is important that we 
learn from the past as we formulate policies and legislation for the future, I 
hope that all of the witnesses who did come before us voluntarily this 
morning, including Admiral Turner respect the fact that we are 
questioning the past to learn about the future. I think it should be looked at 
in that light. 


Senator KENNEDY. I think that is the spirit in which we have had these 
hearings. It seems to me that from both these witnesses and others, 
Gottlieb knows the information and can best respond, and we are going to 
make every effort in the Senate Health Committee to get Mr. Gottlieb to 
appear, and we obviously look forward to cooperating with Senator 
Inouye and the other members of the committee in getting the final chapter 
written on this, but we want to thank you very much for your appearance 
here.

APPENDIX A 


XVII. Testing And Use Of Chemical And Biological Agents By The 
Intelligence Community 


Under its mandate [1] the Select Committee has studied the testing and use 
of chemical and biological agents by intelligence agencies. Detailed 
descriptions of the programs conducted by intelligence agencies involving 
chemical and biological agents will be included in a separately published 
appendix to the Senate Select Committee's report. This section of the 
report will discuss the rationale for the programs, their monitoring and 
control, and what the Committee's investigation has revealed about the 
relationships among the intelligence agencies and about their relations 
with other government agencies and private institutions and individuals. 


[2] 


Fears that countries hostile to the United States would use chemical and 
biological agents against Americans or America's allies led to the 
development of a defensive program designed to discover techniques for 
American intelligence agencies to detect and counteract chemical and 
biological agents. The defensive orientation soon became secondary as the 
possible use of these agents to obtain information from, or gain control 
over, enemy agents became apparent. 


Research and development programs to find materials which could be 
used to alter human behavior were initiated in the late 1940s and early 
1950s. These experimental programs originally included testing of drugs 
involving witting human subjects, and culminated in tests using unwitting, 
nonvolunteer human subjects. These tests were designed to determine the 
potential effects of chemical or biological agents when used operationally 
against individuals unaware that they had received a drug. 


The testing programs were considered highly sensitive by the intelligence 
agencies administering them. Few people, even within the agencies, knew 
of the programs and there is no evidence that either the executive branch 
or Congress were ever informed of them. The highly compartmented 
nature of these programs may be explained in part by an observation made 
by the CIA Inspector General that, "the knowledge that the Agency is 
engaging in unethical and illicit activi-

"(a) Whether agencies within the intelligence community conducted illegal domestic 
activities (Section 2 (1) and (2)); 

"(b) The extent to which agencies within the intelligence community cooperate

"(c) The adequacy of executive branch and congressional oversight of intelligence 
activities (Section 2 (7) and (11)); 

"(d) The adequacy of existing laws to safeguard the rights of American citizens 
(Section 2 (13))." 


The programs were highly 
compartmented. Few records were kept. What little documentation existed for the 
CIA's principal program was destroyed early in 1973. 
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ties would have serious repercussions in political and diplomatic circles 
and would be detrimental to the accomplishment of its missions." [3] 


The research and development program, and particularly the covert testing 
programs, resulted in massive abridgments of the rights of American 
citizens, sometimes with tragic consequences The deaths of two 
Americans [3a] can be attributed to these programs; other participants in 
the testing programs may still suffer from the residual effects. While some 
controlled testing of these substances might be defended, the nature of the 
tests, their scale, and the fact that they were continued for years after the 
danger of surreptitious administration of LSD to unwitting individuals was 
known, demonstrate a fundamental disregard for the value of human life. 


The Select Committee's investigation of the testing and use of chemical 
and biological agents also raise serious questions about the adequacy of 
command and control procedures within the Central Intelligence Agency 
and military intelligence, and about the relationships among the 
intelligence agencies, other governmental agencies, and private 
institutions and individuals. The CIA's normal administrative controls 
were waived for programs involving chemical and biological agents to 
protect their security. According to the head of the Audit Branchof the 
CIA, these waivers produced "gross administrative failures." They 
prevented the CIA's internal review mechanisms (the Office of General 
Counsel, the Inspector General, and the Audit Staff) from adequately 
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supervising the programs. In general, the waivers had the paradoxical 
effect of providing less restrictive administrative controls and less 
effective internal review for controversial and highly sensitive projects 
than those governing normal Agency activities. 


The security of the programs was protected not only by waivers of normal 
administrative controls, but also by a high degree of compartmentation 
within the CIA. This compartmentation excluded the CIA's Medical Staff 
from the principal research and testing program employing chemical and 
biological agents. 


It also may have led to agency policymakers receiving differing and 
inconsistent responses when they posed questions to the CIA component 
involved. 


Jurisdictional uncertainty within the CIA was matched by jurisdictional 
conflict among the various intelligence agencies. A spirit of cooperation 
and reciprocal exchanges of information which initially characterized the 
programs disappeared. Military testers withheld information from the CIA, 
ignoring suggestions for coordination from their superiors. The CIA 
similarly failed to provide information to the military on the CIA's testing 
program. This failure to cooperate was conspicuously manifested in an 
attempt by the Army to conceal

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their overseas testing program, which included surreptitious administration 
of LSD, from the CIA. Learning of the Army's program, the Agency 
surreptitiously attempted to gain details of it. 


The decision to institute one of the Army's LSD field testing projects had 
been based, at least in part, on the finding that no long-term residual 
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effects had ever resulted from the drug's administration. The CIA's failure 
to inform the Army of a death which resulted from the surreptitious 
administration of LSD to unwitting Americans may well have resulted in 
the institution of an unnecessary and potentially lethal program. 


The development, testing, and use of chemical and biological agents by 
intelligence agencies raises serious questions about the relationship 
between the intelligence community and foreign governments, other 
agencies of the Federal Government, and other institutions and 
individuals. The questions raised range from the legitimacy of American 
complicity in actions abroad which violate American and foreign laws to 
the possible compromise of the integrity of public and private institutions 
used as cover by intelligence agencies. 


A. THE PROGRAMS INVESTIGATED 
I. Project CHATTER 


Project CHATTER was a Navy program that began in the fall of 1947. 
Responding to reports of "amazing results" achieved by the Soviets in 
using "truth drugs," the program focused on the identification and testing 
of such drugs for use in interrogations and in the recruitment of agents. 
The research included laboratory experiments on animals and human 
subjects involving Anabasis aphylla, scopolamine, and mescaline in order 
to determine their speech-inducing qualities. Overseas experiments were 
conducted as part of the project. 


The project expanded substantially during the Korean War, and ended 
shortly after the war, in 1953. 


2. Project BLUEBIRD/ARTICHOKE 


The earliest of the CIA's major programs involving the use of chemical 
and biological agents, Project BLUEBIRD, was approved by the Director 
in 1950. Its objectives were: 


(a) discovering means of conditioning personnel to prevent 
unauthorized extraction of information from them by known means, (b) 
investigating the possibility of control of an individual by application of 
special interrogation techniques, (c) memory enhancement, and (d) 
establishing defensive means for preventing hostile control of Agency 
personnel. [4] 


As a result of interrogations conducted overseas during the project, 
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another goal was added -- the evaluation of offensive uses of 
unconventional interrogation techniques, including hypnosis and drugs. In 
August 1951, the project was renamed ARTICHOKE. Project 
ARTICHOKE included in-house experiments on interrogation techniques, 
conducted "under medical and security controls which would ensure

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that no damage was done to individuals who volunteer for the 
experiments. [5] Overseas interrogations utilizing a combination of 
sodium pentothal and hypnosis after physical and psychiatric examinations 
of the subjects were also part of ARTICHOKE. 


The Office of Scientific Intelligence (OSI), which studied scientific 
advances by hostile powers, initially led BLUEBIRD/ARTICHOKE 
efforts. In 1952, overall responsibility for ARTICHOKE was transferred 
from OSI to the Inspection and Security Office (I&SO), predecessor to the 
present Office of Security. The CIA's Technical Services and Medical 
Staffs were to be called upon as needed; OSI would retain liaison function 
with other government agencies. [6] The change in leadership from an 
intelligence unit to an operating unit apparently reflected a change in 
emphasis; from the study of actions by hostile powers to the use, both for 
offensive and defensive purposes, of special interrogation techniques -- 
primarily hypnosis and truth serums. 


Representatives from each Agency unit involved in ARTICHOKE met 
almost monthly to discuss their progress. These discussions included the 
planning of overseas interrogations [8] as well as further experimentation 
in the U.S. 


Information about project ARTICHOKE after the fall of 1953 is scarce. 
The CIA maintains that the project ended in 1956, but evidence suggests 
that Office of Security and Office of Medical Services use of "special 
interrogation" techniques continued for several years thereafter. 


3. MKNAOMI 


MKNAOMI was another major CIA program in this area. In 1967, the 
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CIA summarized the purposes of MKNAOMI: 


(a) To provide for a covert support base to meet clandestine operational 
requirements. 


(b) To stockpile severely incapacitating and lethal materials for the 
specific use of TSD [Technical Services Division]. 


(c) To maintain in operational readiness special and unique items for 
the dissemination of biological and chemical materials. 


(d) To provide for the required surveillance, testing, upgrading, and 
evaluation of materials and items in order to assure absence of defects and 
complete predictability of results to be expected under operational 
conditions. [9] 


Under an agreement reached with the Army in 1952, the Special 
Operations Division (SOD) at Fort Detrick was to assist CIA in 
developing, testing, and maintaining biological agents and delivery

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systems. By this agreement, CIA acquired the knowledge, skill, and 
facilities of the Army to develop biological weapons suited for CIA use. 


SOD developed darts coated with biological agents and pills containing 
several different biological agents which could remain potent for weeks or 
months. SOD developed a special gun for firing darts coated with a 
chemical which could allow CIA agents to incapacitate a guard dog, enter 
an installation secretly, and return the dog to consciousness when leaving. 
SOD scientists were unable to develop a similar incapacitant for humans. 
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SOD also physically transferred to CIA personnel biological agents in 
"bulk" form, and delivery devices, including some containing biological 
agents. 


In addition to the CIA's interest in biological weapons for use against 
humans, it also asked SOD to study use of biological agents against crops 
and animals. In its 1967 memorandum, the CIA stated: 


Three methods and systems for carrying out a covert attack against crops 
and causing severe crop loss have been developed and evaluated under 
field conditions. This was accomplished in anticipation of a requirement 
which was later developed but was subsequently scrubbed just prior to 
putting into action. [9a] 


MKNAOMII was terminated in 1970. On November 25,1969, President 
Nixon renounced the use of any form of biological weapons that kill or 
incapacitate and ordered the disposal of existing stocks of bacteriological 
weapons. On February 14, 1970, the President clarified the extent of his 
earlier order and indicated that toxins -- chemicals that are not living 
organisms but are produced by living organisms -- were considered 
biological weapons subject to his previous directive and were to be 
destroyed. Although instructed to relinquish control of material held for 
the CIA by SOD, a CIA scientist acquired approximately 11 grams of 
shellfish toxin from SOD personnel at Fort Detrick which were stored in a 
little-used CIA laboratory where it went undetected for five years. [10] 


4. MKULTRA 


MKULTRA was the principal CIA program involving the research and 
development of chemical and biological agents. It was "concerned with 
the research and development of chemical, biological, and radiological 
materials capable of employment in clandestine operations to control 
human behavior." [11] 


In January 1973, MKULTRA records were destroyed by Technical 
Services Division personnel acting on the verbal orders of Dr. Sidney 
Gottlieb, Chief of TSD. Dr. Gottlieb has testified, and former Director 
Helms has confirmed, that in ordering the records destroyed, Dr. Gottlieb 
was carrying out the verbal order of then DCI Helms. 


MKULTRA began with a proposal from the Assistant Deputy Director for 
Plans, Richard Helms, to the DCI, outlining a special

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funding mechanism for highly sensitive CIA research and development 
projects that studied the use of biological and chemical materials in 
altering human behavior. The projects involved: 


Research to develop a capability in the covert use of biological and 
chemical materials. This area involves the production of various 
physiological conditions which could support present or future clandestine 
operations. Aside from the offensive potential, the development of a 
comprehensive capability in this field of covert chemical and biological 
warfare gives us a thorough knowledge of the enemy's theoretical 
potential, thus enabling us to defend ourselves against a foe who might not 
be as restrained in the use of these techniques as we are. [12] 


MKULTRA was approved by the DCI on April 13, 1953 along the lines 
proposed by ADDP Helms. 


Part of the rationale for the establishment of this special funding 
mechanism was its extreme sensitivity. The Inspector General's survey of 
MKULTRA in 1963 noted the following reasons for this sensitivity: 


a. Research in the manipulation of human behavior is considered by many 
authorities in medicine and related fields to be professionally unethical, 
therefore the reputation of professional participants in the MKULTRA 
program are on occasion in jeopardy. 


b. Some MKULTRA activities raise questions of legality implicit in the, 
original charter. 


c. A final phase of the testing of MKULTRA products places the rights 
and interests of U.S. citizens in jeopardy. 


d. Public disclosure of some aspects of MKULTRA activity could induce 
serious adverse reaction in U.S. public opinion. as well as stimulate 
offensive and defensive action in this field on the part of foreign 
intelligence services. [13] 
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Over the ten-year life of the program, many "additional avenues to the 
control of human behavior" were designated as appropriate for 
investigation under the MKULTRA charter. These include "radiation, 
electroshock, various fields of psychology, psychiatry, sociology, and 
anthropology, graphology, harassment substances, and paramilitary 
devices and materials." [14] 


The research and development of materials to be used for altering human 
behavior consisted of three phases: first, the search for materials suitable 
for study; second, laboratory testing on voluntary human subjects in 
various types of institutions; third, the application of MKULTRA 
materials in normal life settings. 


The search for suitable materials was conducted through standing 
arrangements with specialists in universities, pharmaceutical houses, 
hospitals, state and federal institutions, and private research organi-

zations. The annual grants of funds to these specialists were made under 
ostensible research foundation auspices, thereby concealing the CIA's 
interest from the specialist's institution. 


The next phase of the MKULTRA program involved physicians, 
toxicologists, and other specialists in mental, narcotics, and general 
hospitals, and in prisons. Utilizing the products and findings of the basic 
research phase, they conducted intensive tests on human subjects. 


One of the first studies was conducted by the National Institute of Mental 
Health. This study was intended to test various drugs, including 
hallucinogenics, at the NIMH Addiction Research Center in Lexington, 
Kentucky. The "Lexington Rehabilitation Center," as it was then called, 
was a prison for drug addicts serving sentences for drug violations. 


The test subjects were volunteer prisoners who, after taking a brief 
physical examination and signing a general consent form, were 
administered hallucinogenic drugs. As a reward for participation in the 
program, the addicts were provided with the drug of their addiction. 
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LSD was one of the materials tested in the MKULTRA program. The final 
phase of LSD testing involved surreptitious administration to unwitting 
nonvolunteer subjects in normal life settings by undercover officers of the 
Bureau of Narcotics acting for the CIA. 


The rationale for such testing was "that testing of materials under accepted 
scientific procedures fails to disclose the full pattern of reactions and 
attributions that may occur in operational situations." [15] 


According to the CIA, the advantage of the relationship with the Bureau 
was that 


test subjects could be sought and cultivated within the setting of 
narcotics control. Some subjects have been informers or members of 
suspect criminal elements from whom the [Bureau of Narcotics] has 
obtained results of operational value through the tests. On the other 
hand, the effectiveness of the substances on individuals at all social 
levels, high and low, native American and foreign, is of great 
significance and testing has been performed on a variety of individuals 
within these categories. [Emphasis added.] [16] 


A special procedure, designated MKDELTA, was established to govern 
the use of MKULTRA materials abroad. Such materials were used on a 
number of occasions. Because MKULTRA records were destroyed, it is 
impossible to reconstruct the operational use of MKULTRA materials by 
the CIA overseas; it has been determined that the use of these materials 
abroad began in 1953, and possibly as early as 1950. 


Drugs were used primarily as an aid to interrogations, but 
MKULTRA/MKDELTA materials were also used for harassment, 
discrediting, or disabling purposes. According to an Inspector General 
Survey of the Technical Services Division of the CIA in 1957 -- an 
inspection which did not discover the MKULTRA project involving the 
surreptitious administration of LSD to unwitting, nonvolunteer

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subjects -- the CIA had developed six drugs for operational use and they 
had been used in six different operations on a total of thirty-three subjects. 
[17] By 1963 the number of operations and subjects had increased 
substantially. 


In the spring of 1963, during a wide-ranging Inspector General survey of 
the Technical Services Division, a member of the Inspector General's 

staff, John Vance, learned about MKULTRA and about the project 
involving the surreptitious administration of LSD to unwitting, 
nonvoluntary human subjects. As a result of the discovery and the 
Inspector General's subsequent report, this testing was halted and much 
tighter administrative controls were imposed on the program. According to 
the CIA, the project was decreased significantly each budget year until its 
complete termination in the late 1960s. 


5. The Testing of LSD by the Army 


There were three major phases in the Army's testing of LSD. In the first, 
LSD was administered to more than 1,000 American soldiers who 
volunteered to be subjects in chemical warfare experiments. In the second 
phase, Material Testing Program EA 1729, 95 volunteers received LSD in 
clinical experiments designed to evaluate potential intelligence uses of the 
drug. In the third phase, Projects THIRD CHANCE and DERBY HAT, 16 
unwitting nonvolunteer subjects were interrogated after receiving LSD as 
part of operational field tests. 


B. CIA DRUG TESTING PROGRAMS 


1. The Rationale for the Testing Programs 


The late 1910s and early 1950s were marked by concern over the threat 
posed by the activities of the Soviet Union, the People's Republic of 
China, and other Communist bloc countries. United States concern over 
the use of chemical and biological agents by these powers was acute. The 
belief that hostile powers had used chemical and biological agents in 
interrogations, brainwashing, and in attacks designed to harass, disable, or 
kill Allied personnel created considerable pressure for a "defensive" 
program to investigate chemical and biological agents so that the 
intelligence community could understand the mechanisms by which these 
substances worked and how their effects could be defeated. [18] 
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Of particular concern was the drug LSD. The CIA had received reports 
that the Soviet Union was engaged in intensive efforts to produce LSD; 
and that the Soviet Union had attempted to purchase the world's supply of 
the chemical. As one CIA officer who was deeply involved in work with 
this drug described the climate of the times: "[It] is awfully hard in this 
day and age to reproduce how frightening all of this was to us at the time, 
particularly after the drug scene has become as widespread and as 
knowledgeable in this country as it did. But we were literally terrified, 
because this was the one material that we

had ever been able to locate that really had potential fantastic possibilities 
if used wrongly." [19] 


But the defensive orientation soon became secondary. Chemical and 
biological agents were to be studied in order "to perfect techniques... for 
the abstraction of information from individuals whether willing or not" 
and in order to "develop means for the control of the activities and mental 
capacities of individuals whether willing or not." [20] One Agency official 
noted that drugs would be useful in order to "gain control of bodies 
whether they were willing or not" in the process of removing personnel 
from Europe in the event of a Soviet attack. [21] In other programs, the 
CIA began to develop, produce, stockpile, and maintain in operational 
readiness materials which could be used to harass, disable, or kill specific 
targets. [22] 


Reports of research and development in the Soviet Union, the People's 
Republic of China, and the Communist Bloc countries provided the basis 
for the transmutation of American programs from a defensive to an 
offensive orientation. As the Chief of the Medical Staff of the Central 
Intelligence Agency wrote in 1952: 


There is ample evidence in the reports of innumerable interrogations 
that the Communists were utilizing drugs, physical duress, electric 
shock, and possibly hypnosis against their enemies. With such evidence 
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it is difficult not to keep from becoming rabid about our apparent laxity. 

We are forced by this mounting evidence to assume a more aggressive 

role in the development of these techniques, but must be cautious to 

maintain strict inviolable control because of the havoc that could be 

wrought by such techniques in unscrupulous hands. [23] 
In order to meet the perceived threat to the national security, substantial 
programs for the testing and use of chemical and biological agents -- 
including projects involving the surreptitious administration of LSD to 
unwitting nonvolunteer subjects "at all social levels, high and low, native 
American and foreign" -- were conceived, and implemented. These 
programs resulted in substantial violations of the rights of individuals 
within the United States.

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Although the CIA recognized these effects of LSD to unwitting 
individuals within the United States, the project continued. As the Deputy 
Director for Plans, Richard Helms, wrote the Deputy Director of Central 
Intelligence during discussions which led to tile cessation of unwitting 
testing: 


While I share your uneasiness and distaste for any program which tends to 
intrude upon an individual's private and legal prerogatives, I believe it is 
necessary that the Agency maintain a central role in this activity, keep 
current on enemy capabilities the manipulation of human behavior, and 
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maintain an offensive capability. [25] 


There were no attempts to secure approval for the most controversial 
aspects of these programs from the executive branch or Congress. The 
nature and extent of the programs were closely held secrets; even DCI 
McCone was not briefed on all the details of the program involving the 
surreptitious administration of LSD until 1963. It was deemed imperative 
that these programs be concealed from the American people. As the CIA's 
Inspector General wrote in 1957: 


Precautions must be taken not only to protect operations from exposure to 
enemy forces but also to conceal these activities from the American public 
in general. The knowledge that the Agency is engaging in unethical and 
illicit activities would have serious repercussions in political and 
diplomatic circles and would be detrimental to the accomplishment of its 
mission. [26] 


2. The Death of Dr. Frank Olson 


The most tragic result of the testing of LSD by the CIA was the death of 
Dr. Frank Olson, a civilian employee of the Army, who died on November 
27, 1953. His death followed his participation in a CIA experiment with 
LSD. As part of this experiment, Olson unwittingly received 
approximately 70 micrograms of LSD in a glass of Cointreau he drank on 
November 19, 1953. The drug had been placed in the bottle by a CIA 
officer, Dr. Robert Lashbrook, as part of an experiment he and Dr. Sidney 
Gottlieb performed at a meeting of Army and CIA scientists. 


Shortly after this experiment, Olson exhibited symptoms of paranoia and 
schizophrenia. Accompanied by Dr. Lashbrook, Olson sought psychiatric 
assistance in New York City from a physician, Dr. Harold Abramson, 
whose research on LSD had been funded indirectly by the CIA. While in 
New York for treatment, Olson fell to his death from a tenth story window 
in the Statler Hotel.

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a. Background. -- Olson, an expert in aerobiology who was assigned to the 
Special Operations Division (SOD) of the U.S. Army Biological Center at 
Camp Detrick, Maryland. This Division had three primary functions: 


(1) assessing the vulnerability of American installations to biological 
attack; 


(2) developing techniques for offensive use of biological weapons; and 
(3) biological research for the CIA. [27] 


Professionally, Olson was well respected by his colleagues in both the 
Army and the CIA. Colonel Vincent Ruwet, Olson's immediate superior at 
the time of his death, was in almost daily contact with Olson. According to 
Colonel Ruwet: "As a professional man... his ability... was outstanding." 
[28] Colonel Ruwet stated that "during the period prior to the 
experiment... I noticed nothing which would lead me to believe that he 
was of unsound mind." [29] Dr. Lashbrook, who had monthly contacts 
with Olson from early 1952 until the time of his death, stated publicly that 
before Olson received LSD, "as far as I know, he was perfectly normal." 
[30] This assessment is in direct contradiction to certain statements 
evaluating Olson's emotional stability made in CIA internal memorandum 
written after Olson's death. 


b. The Experiment. -- On November 18, 1953, a group of ten scientists 
from the CIA and Camp Detrick attended a semi-annual review and 
analysis conference at a cabin located at Deep Creek Lake, Maryland. 
Three of the participants were from the CIA's Technical Services Staff. 
The Detrick representatives were all from the Special Operations Division. 


According to one CIA official, the Special Operations Division 
participants "agreed that an unwitting experiment would be desirable." 
[31] This account directly contradicts Vincent Ruwet's recollection. Ruwet 
recalls no such discussion, and has asserted that he would remember any 
such discussion because the SOD participants would have strenuously 
objected to testing on unwitting subjects. [32] 


In May, 1953, Richard Helms, Assistant DDP, held a staff meeting which 
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the Chief of Technical Services Staff attended. At this meeting Helms 
"indicated that the drug [LSD] was dynamite and that he should be 
advised at all times when it was intended to use it." [33] In addition, the 
then DDP, Frank Wisner, sent a memorandum to TSS stating the 
requirement that the DDP personally approve the use of LSD. Gottlieb 
went ahead with the experiment, [34] securing the ap-

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proval of his immediate supervisor. Neither the Chief of TSS nor the DDP 
specifically authorized the experiment in which Dr. Olson participated. 
[35] 


According to Gottlieb, [36] "a "very small dose" of LSD was placed in a 
bottle of Cointreau which was served after dinner on Thursday, November 
19. The drug was placed in the liqueur by Robert Lashbrook. All but two 
of tie SOD participants received LSD. One did not drink; the other had a 
heart condition. [37] About twenty minutes after they finished their 
Cointreau, Gottlieb informed the other participants that they had received 
LSD. 


Dr. Gottlieb stated that "up to the time of the experiment," he observed 
nothing unusual in Olson's behavior. [37a] Once the experiment was 
underway, Gottlieb recalled that "the drug had a definite effect on the 
group to the point that they were boisterous and laughing and they could 
not continue the meeting or engage in sensible conversation." The meeting 
continued until about 1: 00 a.m., when the participants retired for the 
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evening. Gottlieb recalled that Olson, among others, complained of 
"wakefulness" during the night. [38] According to Gottlieb on Friday 
morning "aside from some evidence of fatigue, I observed nothing unusual 
in [Olson's] actions, conversation, or general behavior." [39] Ruwet recalls 
that Olson "appeared to be agitated" at breakfast, but that he "did not 
consider this to be abnormal under the circumstances." [40] 


c. The Treatment. -- The following Monday, November 23, Olson was 
waiting for Ruwet when he came in to work at 7:30 a.m. For the next two 
days Olson's friends and family attempted to reassure him and help him 
"snap out" of what appeared to be a serious depression. On Tuesday, 
Olson again came to Ruwet and, after an hour long con-

Stohl, when asked the same question, replied, 'yes,' and added spontaneously, 'there is 
a case Professor Rothland knows about. In Geneva a woman physician who had been 
subject to depression to some extent took LSD-25 in an experiment and became 
severely and suddenly depressed and committed suicide three weeks later. While the 
connection is not definite, common knowledge of this could hardly have allowed the 
positive statement Rothland permitted himself. This case is a warning to us to avoid 
engaging subjects who are depressed, or who have been subject to depression."" Dr. 
Gottlieb testified that he had no recollection of either the report or that particular 
section of it. (Sidney Gottlieb testimony, 10/19/75, p. 78.)

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versation, it was decided that medical assistance for Dr. Olson was 
desirable. [41] 


Ruwet then called Lashbrook and informed him that "Dr. Olson was in 
serious trouble and needed immediate professional attention." [42] 
Lashbrook agreed to make appropriate arrangements and told Ruwet to 
bring Olson to Washington, D.C. Ruwet and Olson proceeded to 
Washington to meet with Lashbrook, and the three left for New York at 
about 2:30 p.m. to meet with Dr. Harold Abramson. 


At that time Dr. Abramson was an allergist and immunologist practicing 
medicine in New York City. He held no degree in psychiatry, but was 
associated with research projects supported indirectly by the CIA. Gottlieb 
and Dr. Lashbrook both followed his work closely in the early 1950s. [43] 
Since Olson needed medical help, they turned to Dr. Abramson as the 
doctor closest to Washington who was experienced with LSD and cleared 
by the CIA. 


Ruwet, Lashbrook, and Olson remained in New York for two days of 
consultations with Abramson. On Thursday, November 26, 1953, the three 
flew back to Washington so that Olson could spend Thanksgiving with his 
family. En route from the airport Olson told Ruwet that he was afraid to 
face his family. After a lengthy discussion, it was decided that Olson and 
Lashbrook would return to New York, and that Ruwet would go to 
Frederick to explain these events to Mrs. Olson. [44] 


Lashbrook and Olson flew back to New York the same day, again for 
consultations with Abramson. They spent Thursday night in a Long Island 
hotel and the next morning returned to the city with Abramson. In further 
discussions with Abramson, it was agreed that Olson should be placed 
under regular psychiatric care at an institution closer to his home. [45] 


d. The Death. -- Because they could not obtain air transportation for a 
return trip on Friday night, Lashbrook and Olson made reservations for 
Saturday morning and checked into the Statler Hotel. Between the time 
they checked in and 10:00 p.m.; they watched television, visited the 
cocktail lounge, where each had two martinis, and dinner. According to 
Lashbrook, Olson "was cheerful and appeared to enjoy the entertainment." 
He "appeared no longer particularly depressed, and almost the Dr. Olson I 
knew prior to the experiment." [46] 


After dinner Lashbrook and Olson watched television for about an hour, 
and at 11:00, Olson suggested that they go to bed, saying that "he felt 
more relaxed and contented than he had since [they] came to New York." 
[47] Olson then left a call with the hotel operator to wake them in the 
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morning. At approximately 2:30 a.m. Saturday, November 28. Lashbrook 
was awakened by a loud "crash of glass." In his report on the incident, he 
stated only that Olson "had crashed through the closed window blind and 
the closed window and he fell to his death from the window of our room 
on the 10th floor." [48]

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Immediately after finding that Olson had leapt to his death, Lashbrook 
telephoned Gottlieb at his home and informed him of the incident. [49] 
Gottlieb called Ruwet and informed him of Olson's death at approximately 
2:45 a.m. [50] Lashbrook then called the hotel desk and reported the 
incident to the operator there. Lashbrook called Abramson and informed 
him of the occurrence. Abramson told Lashbrook he "wanted to be kept 
out of the thing completely," but later changed his mind and agreed to 
assist Lashbrook. [51] 


Shortly thereafter, uniformed police officers and some hotel employees 
came to Lashbrook's room. Lashbrook told the police he didn't know why 
Olson had committed suicide, but he did know that Olson "suffered from 
ulcers." [52] 


e. The Aftermath. -- Following Dr. Olson's death, the CIA made a 
substantial effort to ensure that his family received death benefits, but did 
not notify the Olsons of the circumstances surrounding his demise. The 
Agency also made considerable efforts to prevent the death being 
connected with the CIA, and supplied complete cover for Lashbrook so 
that his association with the CIA would remain a secret. 


After Dr. Olson's death the CIA conducted an internal investigation of the 
incident. As part of his responsibilities in this investigation, the General 


Counsel wrote the Inspector General, stating: 


I'm not happy with what seems to be a very casual attitude on the part of 
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TSS representatives to the way this experiment was conducted and the 
remarks that this is just one of the risks running with scientific 
experimentation. I do not eliminate the need for taking risks, but I do 
believe, especially when human health or life is at stake, that at least the 
prudent, reasonable measures which can be taken to minimize the risk 
must be taken and failure to do so was culpable negligence. The actions of 
the various individuals concerned after effects of the experiment on Dr. 
Olson became manifest also revealed the failure to observe normal and 
reasonable precautions. [53] 


As a result of the investigation DCI Allen Dulles sent a personal letter to 
the Chief of Technical Operations of the Technical Services Staff who had 
approved the experiment criticizing him for "poor judgment... in 
authorizing the use of this drug on such an unwitting basis and without 
proximate medical safeguards." [54] Dulles also sent a letter to Dr. 
Gottlieb, Chief of the Chemical Division of the Technical Services Staff, 
criticizing him for recommending the "unwitting application of the drug" 
in that the proposal "did not give sufficient emphasis for medical 
collaboration and for the proper consideration of the rights of the 
individual to whom it was being administered." [55]

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The letters were hand carried to the individuals to be read and returned. 
Although the letters were critical, a note from the Deputy Director of 
Central Intelligence to Mr. Helms instructed him to inform the individuals 
that: "These are not reprimands and no personnel file notation are being 
made." [56] 


Thus, although the Rockefeller Commission has characterized them as 
such, these notes were explicitly not reprimands. Nor did participation in 
the events which led to Dr. Olson's death have any apparent effect on the 
advancement within the CIA of the individuals involved. 
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3. The Surreptitious Administration of LSD to Unwitting NonVolunteer 
Human Subjects by the CIA After the Death of Dr. Olson 


The death of Dr. Olson could be viewed, as some argued at the time, as a 
tragic accident, one of the risks inherent in the testing of new substances. 
It might be argued that LSD was thought to be benign. After the death of 
Dr. Olson the dangers of the surreptitious administration of LSD were 
clear, yet the CIA continued or initiated [57] a project involving the 
surreptitious administration of LSD to nonvolunteer human subjects. This 
program exposed numerous individuals in the United States to the risk of 
death or serious injury without their informed consent, without medical 
supervision, and without necessary follow-up to determine any long-term 
effects. 


Prior to the Olson experiment, the Director of Central Intelligence had 
approved MKULTRA, a research program designed to develop a 
"capability in the covert use of biological and chemical agent materials." 
In the proposal describing MKULTRA Mr. Helms, then ADDP, wrote the 
Director that: 


we intend to investigate the development of a chemical material which 
causes a reversible non-toxic aberrant mental state, the specific nature 
of which can be reasonably well predicted for each individual. This 
material ‘could potentially aid in discrediting individuals, eliciting 
information, and implanting suggestions and other forms of mental 
control. [58] 


On February 12, 1954, the Director of the Central Intelligence Agency 
wrote TSS officials criticizing them for "poor judgment" in administering 
LSD on "an unwitting basis and without proximate medical safeguards" to 
Dr. Olson and for the lack of "proper consideration of the rights of the 
individual to whom it was being administered." [59] On the same day, the 
Inspector General reviewed a report on Subproject Number 3 of 
MKULTRA, in which the same TSS officers who had just received letters 
from the Director were quoted as stating that one of the purposes of 
Subproject Number 3 was to

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"observe the behavior of unwitting persons being questioned after having 
been given a drug." [60] There is no evidence that Subproject Number 3 
was terminated even though the officers were unequivocally aware of the 
dangers of the surreptitious administration of LSD and the necessity of 
obtaining informed consent and providing medical safeguards. Subproject 
Number 3, in fact, used methods which showed even less concern than did 
the OLSON experiment for the safety and security of the participants. Yet 
the evidence indicates the project continued until 1963. [61] 


In the project, the individual conducting the test might make initial contact 
with a prospective subject selected at random in a bar. He would then 
invite the person to a "safehouse" where the test drug was administered to 
the subject through drink or in food. CIA personnel might debrief the 
individual conducting the test, or observe the test by using a one-way 
mirror and tape recorder in an adjoining room. 


Prior consent was obviously not obtained from any of the subjects. There 
was also, obviously, no medical prescreening. In addition, the tests were 
conducted by individuals who were not qualified scientific observers. 
There were no medical personnel on hand either to administer the drugs or 
to observe their effects, and no follow-up was conducted on the test 
subjects. 


As the Inspector General noted in 1963: 


A significant limitation on the effectiveness of such testing is the 
infeasibility of performing scientific observation of results. The 
[individuals conducting the test] are not qualified scientific observers. 
Their subjects are seldom accessible beyond the first hours of the test. 
The testing may be useful in perfecting delivery techniques, and in 
identifying surface characteristics of onset, reaction, attribution, and 
side-effect. [62] 


This was particularly troublesome as in a 


number of instances,... the test subject has become ill for hours or days, 
including hospitalization in at least one case, and the agent could only 
follow up by guarded inquiry after the test subject's return to normal 
life. Possible sickness and attendant economic loss are inherent 
contingent effects of the testing. [61] 
Paradoxically, greater care seems to have been taken for the safety of 
foreign nationals against whom LSD was used abroad. In several cases 
medical examinations were performed prior to the use of LSD. [64]

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Moreover, the administration abroad was marked by constant observation 
made possible because the material was being used against prisoners of 
foreign intelligence or security organizations. Finally, during certain of the 
LSD interrogations abroad, local physicians were on call, though these 
physicians had had no experience with LSD and would not be told that 
hallucinogens had been administered. [65] 


The CIA's project involving the surreptitious administration of LSD to 
unwitting human subjects in the United States was finally halted in 1963, 
as a result of its discovery during the course of an Inspector General 
survey of the Technical Services Division. When the Inspector General 
learned of the project, he spoke to the Deputy Director for Plans, who 
agreed that the Director should be briefed. The DDP made it clear that the 
DCI and his Deputy were generally familiar with MKULTRA. He 
indicated, however, that he was not sure it was necessary to brief the 
DDCI at that point. 


On May 24,1963, the DDP advised the Inspector General that he had 
briefed the Director on the MKULTRA program and in particular had 
covered the question of the surreptitious administration of LSD to 
unwitting human subjects. According to the Inspector General, the DDP 
said that "the Director indicated no disagreement and therefore the testing 
will continue." [66] 


One copy of an "Eyes Only" draft report on MKULTRA was prepared by 
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the Inspector General who recommended the termination of the 
surreptitious administration project. The project was suspended following 
the Inspector General's report. 


On December 17, 1963, Deputy Director for Plans Helms wrote a memo 
to the DDCI, who with the Inspector General and the Executive 
Director-Comptroller had opposed the covert testing. He noted two aspects 
of the problem: (1) "for over a decade the Clandestine Services has had the 
mission of maintaining a capability for influencing human behavior;" and 
(2) "testing arrangements in furtherance of this mission should be as 
operationally realistic and yet as controllable as possible." Helms argued 
that the individuals must be "unwitting" as this was "the only realistic 
method of maintaining the capability, considering the intended operational 
use of materials to influence human behavior as the operational targets 
will certainly be unwitting. Should the subjects of the testing not be 
unwitting, the program would only be "pro forma" resulting in a "false 
sense of accomplishment and readiness." [67] Helms continued:

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If one grants the validity of the mission of maintaining this unusual 
capability and the necessity for unwitting testing, there is only then the 
question of how best to do it. Obviously, the testing should be conducted 
in such a manner as to permit the opportunity to observe the results of the 
administration on the target. It also goes without saying that whatever 
testing arrangement we adopt must afford maximum safeguards for the 
protection of the Agency's role in this activity, as well as minimizing the 
possibility of physical or emotional damage to the individual tested. [68] 


In another memo to the Director of Central Intelligence in June, 1964, 
Helms again raised the issue of unwitting testing. At that time General 
Carter, then acting DCI, approved several changes in the MKULTRA 
program proposed by Mr. Helms as a result of negotiations between the 
Inspector General and the DDP. In a handwritten note, however, Director 
Carter added that "unwitting testing will be subject to a separate decision." 
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No specific decision was made then or soon after. The testing had been 
halted and, according to Walter Elder, Executive Assistant to DCI 
McCone, the DCI was not inclined to take the positive step of authorizing 
a resumption of the testing. At least through the summer, the DDP did not 
press the issue. On November 9, 1964, the DDP raised the issue again in a 
memo to the DCI, calling the Director's attention to what he described as 
"several other indications during the past year of an apparent Soviet 
aggressiveness in the field of covertly administered chemicals which are, 
to say the least, inexplicable and disturbing." [70] 


Helms noted that because of the suspension of covert testing, the Agency's 
"positive operational capability to use drugs is diminishing, owing to a 
lack of realistic testing. With increasing knowledge of the state of the art, 
we are less capable of staying up with Soviet advances in this field. This 
in turn results in a waning capability on our part to restrain others in the 
intelligence community (such as the Department of Defense) from 
pursuing operations in this area.” [71] 


Helms attributed the cessation of the unwitting testing to the high risk of 
embarrassment to the Agency as well as the "moral problem." He noted 
that no better covert situation had been devised than that which had been 
used, and that "we have no answer to the moral issue." [72] 


Helms asked for either resumption of the testing project or its definitive 
cancellation. He argued that the status quo of a research and development 
program without a realistic testing program was causing the Agency to 
live "with the illusion of a capability which is becoming minimal and 
furthermore is expensive." [73] Once again no formal action was taken in 
response to the Helms' request.

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From its beginning in the early 1950's until its termination in 1963, the 
program of surreptitious administration of LSD to unwitting nonvolunteer 
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human subjects demonstrates a failure of the CIA's leadership to pay 
adequate attention to the rights of individuals and to provide effective 
guidance to CIA employees. Though it was known that the testing was 
dangerous, the lives of subjects were placed in jeopardy and their rights 
were ignored during the ten years of testing which followed Dr. Olson's 
death. Although it was clear that the laws of the United States were being 
violated, the testing continued. While the individuals involved in the 
Olson experiment were admonished by the Director, at the same time they 
were also told that they were not being reprimanded and that their "bad 
judgment" would not be made part of their personnel records. When the 
covert testing project was terminated in 1963, none of the individuals 
involved were subject to any disciplinary action. 


4. Monitoring and Control of the Testing and Use of Chemical and 
Biological Agents by the CIA 


The Select Committee found numerous failures in the monitoring and 
control of the testing and use of chemical and biological agents within the 
CIA. [74] An analysis of the failures can be divided into four sections: (a) 
the waiver of normal regulations or requirements; (b) the problems in 
authorization procedures; (c) the failure of internal review mechanisms 
such as the Office of General Counsel, the Inspector General, and the 
Audit Staff; and (d) the effect of compartmentation and competition 
within the CIA. 


a. The Waiver of Administrative Controls. -- The internal controls within 
any agency rest on: (1) clear and coherent regulations; (2) clear lines of 
authority; and (3) clear rewards for those who conduct themselves in 
accord with agency regulations and understandable and immediate 
sanctions against those who do not. In the case of the testing and use of 
chemical and biological agents, normal CIA administrative controls were 
waived. The destruction of the documents on the largest CIA program in 
this area constituted a prominent example of the waiver of normal Agency 
procedures by the Director. 


These documents were destroyed in early 1973 at the order of then DCI 
Richard Helms. According to Helms, Dr. Sidney Gottlieb, then Director of 
TSD: 


... came to me and said that he was retiring and that I was retiring and 
he thought it would be a good idea if these files were destroyed. And I 
also believe part of the reason for our thinking this was advisable was 
there had been relationships with outsiders in government agencies and 
other organizations and that these would be sensitive in this kind of a 
thing but that since the program was over and finished and done with, 
we thought we would just get rid of the files as

well, so that anybody who assisted us in the past would not be subject to 
follow-up or questions, embarrassment, if you will. [75] 


The destruction was based on a waiver of an internal CIA regulation, CSI 
70-10, which regulated the "retirement of inactive records." As Thomas 
Karamessines, then Deputy Director of Plans, wrote in regulation 
CSI-70-10: "Retirement is not a matter of convenience or of storage but of 
conscious judgment in the application of the rules modified by knowledge 
of individual component needs. The heart of this judgment is to ensure 
that the complete story can be reconstructed in later years and by people 
who may be unfamiliar with the events." [76] 


The destruction of the MKULTRA documents made it impossible for the 
Select Committee to determine the full range and extent of the largest CIA 
research program involving chemical and biological agents. The 
destruction also prevented the CIA from locating and providing medical 
assistance to the individuals who were subjects in the program. Finally, it 
prevented the Committee from determining the full extent of the 
operations which made use of materials developed in the MKULTRA 
program. [77] 


From the inception of MKULTRA normal Agency procedures were 
waived. In 1953, Mr. Helms, then Assistant Deputy Director for Plans, 
proposed the establishment of MKULTRA. Under the proposal six percent 
of the research and development budget of TSD would be expended 
"without the establishment of formal contractual relations" because 
contracts would reveal government interest. Helms also voted that 
qualified individuals in the field "are most reluctant to enter into signed 
agreements of any sort which connect them with this activity since such a 
connection would jeopardize their professional reputa-

Many Agency documents recording confidential relationships with individuals and 
organizations are retained without public disclosure. Moreover, in the case of 
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MKULTRA the CIA had spent millions of dollars developing both materials and 
delivery systems which could be used by the Clandestine Services; the reconstruction 
of the research and development program would be difficult if not impossible, without 
the documents, and at least one assistant to Dr. Gottlieb protested against the document 
destruction on those grounds. 


When asked by the Select 
Committee about the regularity of the procedure by which he authorized Dr. Gottlieb 
to destroy the MKULTRA records, Helms responded: 


"Well, that's hard to say whether it would be part of the regular procedure or not, 
because the record destruction program is conducted according to a certain pattern. 
There's a regular record destruction pattern in the Agency monitored by certain people 
and done a certain way. So that anything outside of that, I suppose, would have been 
unusual. In other words, there were documents being destroyed because somebody had 
raised this specific issue rather than because they were encompassed in the regular 
records destruction program. So | think the answer to your question is probably yes." 
(Helms testimony, 9/11/75, p. 6.) 


[77] Even prior to the destruction of documents, the MKULTRA records were far from 
complete. As the Inspector General noted in 1963: 


"Files are notably incomplete, poorly organized, and lacking in evaluative statements 
that might give perspective to management policies over time. A substantial portion of 
the MKULTRA record appears to rest in the memories of the principal officers and is 
therefore almost certain to be lost with their departures." (IG Report on MKULTRA, p. 
23.) 
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tions". [78] Other Agency procedures, i.e., the forwarding of document, in 
support of invoices and the provision for regular audit procedures, were 
also to be waived. On April 13, 1953, then DCI Allen Dulles approved 
MKULTRA, noting that security considerations precluded handling the 
project through usual contractual agreements. 


Ten years later investigations of MKULTRA by both the Inspector 
General and the Audit Staff noted substantial deficiencies which resulted 
from the waivers. Because TSD had not reserved the right to audit the 
books of contractors in MKULTRA, the CIA had been unable to verify the 
use of Agency grants by a contractor. Another firm had failed to establish 
controls and safeguards which would assure "proper accountability" in use 
of government funds with the result that "funds have been used for 
purposes not contemplated by grants or allowable under usual contract 
relationship." [79] The entire MKULTRA arrangement was condemned 
for having administrative lines which were unclear, overly permissive 
controls, and irresponsible supervision. 


The head of the Audit Branch noted that inspections and audits: led us to 
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see MKULTRA as frequently having provided a device to escape normal 
administrative controls for research that is not especially sensitive, as 
having allowed practices that produce gross administrative failures, as 
having permitted the establishment of special relationships with unreliable 
organizations on an unacceptable basis, and as having produced, on at 
least one occasion, a. cavalier treatment of a bona fide contracting 
organization. 


While admitting that there may be a need for special mechanisms for 
handling sensitive projects, the Chief of the Audit Branch wrote that "both 
the terms of reference and the ground rules for handling such special 
projects should be spelled out in advance so that diversion from normal 
channels does not mean abandonment of controls. 


Special procedures may be necessary to ensure the security of highly 
sensitive operations. To prevent the erosion of normal internal control 
mechanisms, such waivers should not be extended to less sensitive 
operations. Moreover, only those regulations which would endanger 
security should be waived; to waive regulations generally would result in 
highly sensitive and controversial projects having looser rather than 
stricter administrative controls. MKNAOMI, the Fort Detrick CIA project 
for research and development of chemical and biological agents, provides 
another example where efforts to protect the security of agency activities 
overwhelmed administrative controls. No written records of the transfer of 
agents such as anthrax or shellfish toxin were kept, "because of the 
sensitivity of the area and the desire to keep any possible use of materials 
like this recordless." [81] The

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result was that the Agency had no way of determining what materials were 
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on hand, and could not be certain whether delivery systems such as dart 
guns, or deadly substances such as cobra venom had been issued to the 
field. 


b. Authorization. -- The destruction of the documents regarding 
MKULTRA made it difficult to determine at what level specific projects 
in the program were authorized. This problem is not solely a result of the 
document destruction, however. Even at the height of MKULTRA the IG 
noted that, at least with respect to the surreptitious administration of LSD, 
the "present practice is to maintain no records of the planning and 
approval of test programs." [82] 


While it is clear that Allen Dulles authorized MKULTRA, the record is 
unclear as to who authorized specific projects such as that involving the 
surreptitious administration of LSD to unwitting nonvolunteer human 
subjects. Even given the sensitive and controversial nature of the project, 
there is no evidence that when John McCone replaced Allen Dulles as the 
Director of the Central Intelligence Agency he was briefed on the details 
of this project and asked whether it should be continued . [83] Even during 
the 1963 discussions on the propriety of unwitting testing, the DDP 
questioned whether it was "necessary to brief General Carter", the Deputy 
Director of Central Intelligence and the Director's "alter ago," because 
CIA officers felt it necessary to keep details of the project restricted to an 
absolute minimum number of people. [84] 


In May of 1963, DDP Helms told the Inspector General that the covert 
testing program was authorized because he had gone to the Director, 
briefed him on it and "the Director indicated no disagreement and 
therefore the testing will continue." [85] Such authorization even for 
noncontroversial matters is clearly less desirable than explicit 
authorization; in areas such as the surreptitious administration of drugs, it 
is particularly undesirable. Yet according to testimony

On the question of authorization of the covert testing program, Elder testified as 
follows: 


"But my reasonable judgment is that this was considered to be in the area of continuing 
approval, having once been approved by the Director." 


The theory of authorization carrying over from one administration to the next seems 
particularly inappropriate for less visible, highly sensitive operations which, unless 
brought to his attention by subordinates, would not come to the attention of the 
Director. 
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before the Committee, authorization through lack of agreement is even 
more prevalent in sensitive situations. [86] 


The unauthorized retention of shellfish toxin by Dr. Nathan Gordon and 
his subordinates, in violation of a Presidential Directive, may have 
resulted from the failure of the Director to issue written instructions to 
Agency officials. The retention was not authorized by senior officials in 
the Agency. The Director, Mr. Helms, had instructed Mr. Karamessines, 
the Deputy Director of Plans, and Dr. Gottlieb, the Chief of Technical 
Services Division, to relinquish control to the Army of any chemical or 
biological agents being retained for the CIA at Fort Detrick. Dr. Gottlieb 
passed this instruction on to Dr. Gordon. While orders may be disregarded 
in any organization, one of the reasons that Dr. Gordon used to defend the 
retention was the fact that he had not received written instructions 
forbidding it. [87] 


In some situations the existence of written instructions did not prevent 
unauthorized actions. According to an investigation by the CIA's Inspector 
General TSD officers had been informed orally that Mr. Helms was to be 
"advised at all times" when LSD was to be used. In addition TSD had 
received a memo advising the staff that LSD was not to be used without 
the permission of the DDP, Frank Wisner. The experiment involving Dr. 
Olson went ahead without notification of either Mr. Wisner or Mr. Helms. 
The absence of clear and immediate punishment for that act must undercut 
the force of other internal instructions and regulations. 


One last issue must be raised about authorization procedures within the 
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Agency. Chemical agents were used abroad until 1959 for discrediting or 
disabling operations, or for the purpose of interrogations with the approval 
of the Chief of Operations of the DDP. Later the approval of the Deputy 
Director for Plans was required for such operations. Although the medical 
staff sought to be part of the approval process for these operations, they 
were excluded because, as the Inspector General wrote in 1957: 


Operational determinations are the responsibility of the DDP and it is he 
who should advise the DCI in these respects just as it is he who is 
responsible for the results. It is completely unrealistic to consider 
assigning to the Chief Medical Staff, (what, in effect, would be authority 
over clandestine operations.) [88] 


Given the expertise and training of physicians, participation of the 
Medical Staff might well have been useful. 


Questions about authorization also exist in regard to those, agencies which 
assisted the CIA. For instance, the project involving the surreptitious 
administration of LSD to unwitting non-volunteer human subjects was 
conducted in coordination with the Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs. There is some question as to the Commissioner of Narcotics’ 
knowledge about the project. 


[86] Mr. Elder was asked whether the process of bringing forward a description of 
actions by the Agency in getting approval through the absence of disagreement was a 
common one. He responded, "It was not uncommon.... The more sensitive the project 
the more likely it would lean toward being a common practice, based on the need to 
keep the written record to a minimum."

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In 1963, the Inspector General noted that the head of the BNDD had been 
briefed about the project, but the IG's report did not indicate the level of 
detail provided to him. Dr. Gottlieb testified that "I remember meeting Mr. 
Anslinger and had the general feeling that he was aware." [89] Another 
CIA officer did not recall any discussion of testing on unwitting subjects 
when he and Dr. Gottlieb met with Commissioner Anslinger. 


In a memorandum for the record in 1967 Dr. Gottlieb stated that Harry 
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Giordano, who replaced Mr. Anslinger, told Dr. Gottlieb that when he 
became Commissioner he was "only generally briefed on the 
arrangements, gave it his general blessing, and said he didn't want to know 
the details." The same memorandum states, however, that there were 
several comments which indicated to Dr. Gottlieb that Mr. Giordano was 
aware of the substance of the project. It is possible that the Commissioner 
provided a general authorization for the arrangement without 
understanding what it entailed or considering its propriety. A reluctance to 
seek detailed information from the CIA, and the CIA's hesitancy to 
volunteer it, has been found in a number of instances during the Select 
Committee's investigations. This problem is not confined to the executive 
branch but has also marked congressional relationships with the Agency. 


c. Internal Review. -- The waiver of regulations and the absence of 
documentation make it difficult to determine now who authorized which 
activities. More importantly, they made internal Agency review 
mechanisms much less effective. [90] Controversial and highly sensitive 
projects which should have been subject to the most rigorous inspection 
lacked effective internal review. 


Given the role of the General Counsel and his reaction to the surreptitious 
administration of LSD to Dr. Olson, it would have seemed likely that he 
would be asked about the legality or propriety of any subsequent projects 
involving such administration. This was not done. He did not learn about 
this testing until the 1970's. Nor was the General Counsel's opinion sought 
on other MKULTRA projects, though these had been characterized by the 
Inspector General in the 1957 Report on TSD as "unethical and illicit." 
[91] 


There is no mention in the report of the 1957 Inspector General's survey of 
TSD of the project involving the surreptitious administration of LSD. That 
project was apparently not brought to the attention of the survey team. The 
Inspector who discovered it during the IG's 1963 survey of TSD recalls 
coming upon evidence of it inadvertently,

Thus both the General Counsel and the Inspector General, the principal 
internal mechanisms for the control of possibly improper actions, were 
excluded from regular reviews of the project. When the project was 
discovered the Executive Director Comptroller voiced strong opposition to 
it; itis possible that the project would have been terminated in 1957 if it 
had been called to his attention when he then served as Inspector General. 


The Audit Staff, which also serves an internal review function through the 
examination of Agency expenditures, also encountered substantial 
difficulty with MKULTRA. When MKULTRA was first proposed the 
Audit Staff was to be excluded from any function. This was soon changed. 
However, the waiver of normal "contractual procedures" in MKULTRA 
increased the likelihood of "irregularities" as well as the difficulty in 
detecting them. The head of the Audit Branch characterized the 
MKULTRA procedures as "having allowed practices that produced gross 
administrative failures,” including a lack of controls within outside 
contractors which would "assure proper accountability in use of 
government funds." It also diminished the CIA's capacity to verify the 
accountings provided by outside firms. 


d. Compartmentation and Jurisdictional Conflict Within the Agency. -- As 
has been noted, the testing and use of chemical and biological agents was 
treated as a highly sensitive activity within the CIA. This resulted in a high 
degree of compartmentation. At the same time substantial jurisdictional 
conflict existed within the Agency between the Technical Services 
Division, and the Office of Medical Services and the Office of Security. 


This compartmentation and jurisdictional conflict may well have led to 
duplication of effort within the CIA and to Agency policymakers being 
deprived of useful information. 


During the early 1950's first the BLUEBIRD Committee and then the 
ARTICHOKE Committee were instituted to bring together representatives 
of the Agency components which had a legitimate interest in the area of 
the alteration of human behavior. By 1957 both these committees had 
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fallen into disuse. No information went to the Technical Services Division 
(a component supposedly represented on the ARTICHOKE Committee) 
about ARTICHOKE operations being conducted by the Office of Security 
and the Office of Medical Services. The Technical Services Division 
which was providing support to the Clandestine Services in the use of 
chemical and biological agents, but provided little or no information to 
either the Office of Security or the Office of Medical Services. As one 
TSD officer involved in these programs testified: "Although we were 
acquainted, we certainly didn't share experiences." [93]

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QKHILLTOP, another group designed to coordinate research in this area 
also had little success. The group met infrequently -- only twice a year -- 
and little specific information was exchanged. [94] 


Concern over security obviously played some role in the failure to share 
information, [95] but this appears not to be the only reason. A TSD officer 
stated that the Office, of Medical Services simply wasn't "particularly 
interested in what we were doing" and never sought such information. [96] 
On the other hand, a representative of the Office of Medical Services 
consistently sought to have medical personnel participate in the use of 
chemical and biological agents suggested that TSD did not inform the 
Office of Medical Services in order to prevent their involvement. 


Jurisdictional conflict was constant in this area. The Office of Security, 
which had been assigned responsibility for direction of ARTICHOKE, 
consistently sought to bring TSD operations involving psychochemicals 
under the ARTICHOKE umbrella. The Office of Medical Services sought 
to have OMS physicians advise and participate in the operational use of 
drugs. As the Inspector General described it in 1957, "the basic issue is 
concerned with the extent of authority that should be exercised by the 
Chief, Medical Staff, over the activities of TSD which encroach upon or 
enter into the medical field," and which are conducted by TSD "without 
seeking the prior approval of the Chief, Medical Staff, and often without 
informing him of their nature and extent." [91] 
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As was noted previously, because the projects and programs of TSD 
stemmed directly from operational needs controlled by the DDP, the IG 
recommended no further supervision of these activities by the Medical 
Staff: 


It is completely unrealistic to consider assigning to the Chief, Medical 
Staff, what, in effect, would be authority over clandestine operations. 
Furthermore, some of the activities of Chemical Division are not only 
unorthodox but unethical and sometimes illegal. The DDP is in a better 
position to evaluate the justification for such operations than the Chief, 
Medical Staff. [98] [Emphasis added. ] 


Because the advice of the Director of Security was needed for "evaluating 
the risks involved" in the programs and because the knowledge that the 
CIA was "engaging in unethical and illicit activities would have serious 
repercussions in political and diplomatic circles," the IG recommended 
that the Director of Security be fully advised of TSD's activities in these 
areas. 


Even after the Inspector General's Report of 1957, the compartmentation 
and jurisdictional conflict continued. They may have had a sub-

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stantial negative impact on policymaking in the Agency. As the Deputy 
Chief of the Counterintelligence Staff noted in 1958, due to the different 
positions taken by TSS, the Office of Security, and the Office of Medical 
Services, on the use of chemical or biological agents, it was possible that 
the individual who authorized the use of a chemical or biological agent 
could be presented with "incomplete facts upon which to make a decision 
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relevant to its use." Even a committee set up by the DDP in 1958 to 
attempt to rationalize Agency policy did not have access to records of 
testing and use. This was due, in part, to excessive compartmentation, and 
jurisdictional conflict. 


C. Covert Testing On Human Subjects By Military 
Intelligence Groups: Material Testing Program EA 1729, 
Project Third Change, and Project Derby Hat 


EA 1729 is the designator used in the Army drug testing program for 
lysergic acid diethylamide (LSD). Interest in LSD was originally aroused 
at the Army's Chemical Warfare Laboratories by open literature on the 
unusual effects of the compound. [99] The positive intelligence and 
counterintelligence potential envisioned for compounds like LSD, and 
suspected Soviet interest in such materials, [100] supported the 
development of an American military capability and resulted in 
experiments conducted jointly by the U.S. Army Intelligence Board and 
the Chemical Warfare Laboratories. 


These experiments, designed to evaluate potential intelligence uses of 
LSD, were known collectively as "Material Testing Program EA 1729." 
Two projects of particular interest conducted as part of these experiments, 
"THIRD CHANCE" and "DERBY HAT", involved the administration of 
LSD to unwitting subjects in Europe and the Far East. 


In many respects, the Army's testing programs duplicated research which 
had already been conducted by the CIA. They certainly involved the risks 
inherent in the early phases of drug testing. In the Army's tests, as with 
those of the CIA, individual rights were also subordinated to national 
security considerations; informed consent and followup examinations of 
subjects were neglected in efforts to maintain the secrecy of the tests. 
Finally, the command and control problems which were apparent in the 
CIA's programs are paralleled by a lack of clear authorization and 
supervision in the Army's programs.

Generally accepted Soviet methods and counterintelligence concerns were also strong 
motivating factors in the initiation of this research: 


"A primary justification for field experimentation in intelligence with EA 1729 is the 
counter-intelligence or defense implication. We know that the enemy philosophy 
condones any kind of coercion or violence for intelligence purposes. There is proof 
that his intelligence service has used drugs in the past. There is strong evidence of keen 
interest in EA 1729 by him. If for no other purpose than to know what to expect from 
enemy intelligence use of the material and to, thus, be prepared to counter it, field 
experimentation is justified. (Ibid, p. 34) 
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1. Scope of Testing 


Between 1955 and 1958 research was initiated by the Army Chemical 
Corps to evaluate the potential for LSD as a chemical warfare 
incapacitating agent. In the course of this research, LSD was administered 
to more than 1,000 American volunteers who then participated in a series 
of tests designed to ascertain the effects of the drug on their ability to 
function as soldiers. With the exception of one set of tests at Fort Bragg, 
these and subsequent laboratory experiments to evaluate chemical warfare 
potential were conducted at the Army Chemical Warfare Laboratories, 
Edgewood, Maryland. 


In 1958 a new series of laboratory tests were initiated at Edgewood. These 
experiments were conducted as the initial phase of Material Testing 
Program EA 1729 to evaluate the intelligence potential of LSD, and 
included LSD tests on 95 volunteers. [101] As part of these tests, three 
structured experiments were conducted: 


1. LSD was administered surreptitiously at a simulated social reception to 
volunteer subjects who were unaware of the purpose or nature of the tests 
in which they were participating; 


2. LSD was administered to volunteers who were subsequently 
polygraphed; and 


3. LSD was administered to volunteers who were then confined to 
"isolation chambers". 


These structured experiments were designed to evaluate the validity of the 


traditional security training all subjects had undergone in the face of 
unconventional, drug enhanced, interrogations. 
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At the conclusion of the laboratory test phase of Material Testing Program 
EA 1729 in 1960, the Army Assistant Chief of Staff for Intelligence 
(ACSI) authorized operational field testing of LSD. The first field tests 
were conducted in Europe by an Army Special Purpose Team (SPT) 
during the period from May to August of 1961. These tests were known as 
Project THIRD CHANCE and involved eleven separate interrogations of 
ten subjects. None of the subjects were volunteers and none were aware 
that they were to receive LSD. All but one subject, a U.S. soldier 
implicated in the theft of classified documents, were alleged to be foreign 
intelligence sources or agents. While interrogations of these individuals 
were only moderately successful, at least one subject (the U.S. soldier) 
exhibited symptoms of severe paranoia while under the influence of the 
drug. 


The second series of field tests, Project DERBY HAT, were conducted by 
an Army SPT in the Far East during the period from August to November 
of 1962. Seven subjects were interrogated under DERBY HAT, all of 
whom were foreign nationals either suspected of dealing in narcotics or 
implicated in foreign intelligence operations. The purpose of this second 
set of experiments was to collect additional data on the utility of LSD in 
field interrogations, and to evaluate any different effects the drug might 
have on "Orientals."

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2. Inadequate Coordination Among Intelligence Agencies 


On October 15, 1959, the U.S. Army Intelligence Center prepared a 
lengthy staff study on Material Testing Program EA 1729. The stated 
purpose of the staff study was: "to determine the desirability of EA 1729 
on non-US subjects in selected actual operations under controlled 
conditions. [102] It was on the basis of this study that operational field 
tests were later conducted. 


After noting that the Chemical Warfare Laboratories began experiments 
with LSD on humans in 1955 and had administered the drug to over 1,000 


volunteers, the "background" section of the study concluded: 


There has not been a single case of residual ill effect. Study of the prolific 
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scientific literature on LSD-25 and personal communication between U.S. 
Army Chemical Corps personnel and other researchers in this field have 
failed to disclose an authenticated instance of irreversible change being 
produced in normal humans by the drug. [103] 


This conclusion was reached despite an awareness that there were inherent 
medical dangers in such experimentation. In the body of this same study it 
is noted that: 


The view has been expressed that EA 1729 is a potentially dangerous 
drug, whose pharmaceutical actions are not fully understood and there has 
been cited the possibility of the continuance of a chemically induced 
psychosis in chronic form, particularly if a latent schizophrenic were a 
subject, with consequent claim or representation against the U.S. 
Government. [104] 


An attempt was made to minimize potential medical hazards by careful 
selection of subjects prior to field tests. Rejecting evidence that the drug 
might be hazardous, the study continued: 


The claim of possible permanent damage caused by EA 1729 is an 
unproven hypothesis based on the characteristic effect of the material. 
While the added stress of a real situation may increase the probability of 
permanent adverse effect, the resulting risk is deemed to be slight by the 
medical research personnel of the Chemical Warfare Laboratories. To 
prevent even such a slight risk, the proposed plan for field experimentation 
calls for overt, if possible, or contrived-through-ruse, if necessary, 
physical and mental examination of any real situation subject prior to 
employment of the subject. [105] 


This conclusion was drawn six years after one death had occurred which 
could be attributed, at least in part, to the effects of the very drug the 
Army was proposing to field test. The USAINTC staff, however, was 
apparently unaware of the circumstances surrounding Dr. Olson's death. 
This lack of knowledge is indicative of the

general lack of interagency communication on drug related research. As 
the October 1959 study noted, "there has been no coordination with other 
intelligence agencies up to the present." [106] 


On December 7, 1959, the Army Assistant Chief of Staff for Intelligence 
(ACSI, apparently a General Willems) was briefed on the proposed 
operational use of LSD by USAINTC Project Officer Jacobson, in 
preparation for Project THIRD CHANCE. General Willems expressed 
concern that the project had not been coordinated with the FBI and the 
CIA. He is quoted as saying "that if this project is going to be worth 
anything, it [LSD] should be used on higher types of non-U.S. subjects" in 
other words "staffers." He indicated this could be accomplished if the CIA 
were brought in. The summary of the briefing prepared by Major 
Mehovsky continues: "Of particular note is that ACSI did not direct 
coordination with CIA and the FBI but only mentioned it for consideration 
by the planners." [107] 


After the briefing, four colonels, two lieutenant colonels and Major 
Mehovsky met to discuss interagency cooperation with CIA and FBI. The 
group consensus was to postpone efforts toward coordination: 


Lt. Col. Jacobson commented that before we coordinate with CIA we 
should have more factual findings from field experimentation with 
counterintelligence cases that will strengthen our position and proposal for 
cooperation. This approach red to by the conferees. [108] 


Had such coordination been achieved, the safety of these experiments 
might have been viewed differently and the tests themselves might have 
been seen as unnecessary. 


3. Subordination of Individual Rights to National Security Considerations 


Just as many of these experiments may have been unnecessary, the nature 
of the operational tests (polygraph-assisted interrogations of drugged 
suspects) reflects a basic disregard for the fundamental human rights of 
the subjects. The interrogation of an American soldier as part of the 
THIRD CHANCE 1961 tests is an example of this disregard. 


The "trip report" for Project THIRD CHANCE, dated September 6, 1961, 


recounts the circumstances surrounding and the results of the tests as 
follows: 
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[The subject] was a U.S. soldier who had confessed to theft of classified 
documents. Conventional methods had failed to ascertain whether 
espionage intent was involved. A significant, new admission by subject 
that he told a fellow soldier of the theft while he still had the documents in 
his possession was obtained during the EA 1729 interrogation along with 
other variations of Subject's previous account. The interrogation results 
were deemed by the local operational authority satisfactory evidence of 
Subject's claim of innocence in regard to espionage intent. [109]

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The subject apparently reacted very strongly to the drug, and the 
interrogation, while productive, was difficult. The trip report concluded: 


(1) This case demonstrated the ability to interrogate a subject profitably 
throughout a highly sustained and almost incapacitating reaction to EA 
1729. 


(2) The apparent value of bringing a subject into the EA 1729 situation in 
a highly stressed state was indicated. 


(3) The usefulness of employing as a duress factor the device of inviting 
the subject's attention to his EA 1729 influenced state and threatening to 
extend this state indefinitely even to a permanent condition of insanity, or 
to bring it to an end at the discretion of the interrogators was shown to be 
effective. 


(4) The need for preplanned precautions against extreme paranoiac 
reaction to EA 1729 was indicated. 


(5) It was brought to attention by this case that where subject has 
undergone extended intensive interrogation prior to the EA 1729 episode 
and has persisted in a version repeatedly during conventional 
interrogation, adherence to the same version while under EA 1729 
influence, however extreme the reaction, may not necessarily be evidence 
of truth but merely the ability to adhere to a well rehearsed story. [110] 
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This strong reaction to the drug and the accompanying discomfort this 
individual suffered were exploited by the use of traditional interrogation 
techniques. While there is no evidence that physical violence or torture 
were employed in connection with this interrogation, physical and 
psychological techniques were used in the THIRD CHANCE experiments 
to exploit the subjects’ altered mental state, and to maximize the stress 
situation. Jacobson described these methods in his trip report: 


Stressing techniques employed included silent treatment before or after 
EA 1729 administration, sustained conventional interrogation prior to EA 
1729 interrogation, deprivation of food, drink, sleep or bodily evacuation, 
sustained isolation prior to EA 1729 administration, hot-cold switches in 
approach, duress "pitches", verbal degradation and bodily discomfort, or 
dramatized threats to subject's life or mental health. [111] 


Another gross violation of an individual's fundamental rights occurred in 
September 1962 as part of the Army's DERBY HAT tests in the Far East. 
A suspected Asian espionage agent was given 6 micrograms of LSD per 
kilogram of bodyweight. The administration of the drug was completed at 
1035 that morning: 

At 1120, sweating became evident, his pulse became thready. He was 


placed in a supine position. He began groaning with expiration and 
became semicomatose. [112]

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For the next 28 minutes, the subject remained semicomatose. 

At 1148, responses to painful stimuli were slightly improved. 

At 1155, he was helped to a sitting position. 

At 1200, he became shocky again and was returned to supine position. 


At 1212, he was more alert and able to sit up with help. 
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At 1220, Subject was assisted to the interrogation table. 


At 1230, he began moaning he wanted to die and usually ignored 
questions. Rarely he stated "he didn't know." 


At 1250, his phasic alertness persisted. He frequently refocused his eyes 
with eyelid assistance. He frequently threw his head back with eyes 
closed. 


At 1330, he was slightly more alert. He was forced-walked for 5 minutes. 
He physically would cooperate until he became shocky again (sweating, 
thready pulse, pale). [113] 


For the next three hours the subject remained in about the same condition. 
Continued attempts at interrogation yielded no relevant answers. Six hours 
after receiving the drug, the subject began giving relevant answers to 
questions. Eight and one-half hours after the initial dosage, the subject was 
polygraphed. The interrogation continued for seventeen and one-half 
hours after the drug was administered. 


There was some psychological and medical screening of the individuals 
tested within the United States, in Europe, and in Asia. The proposal for 
the field experimentation in fact called for such examinations. The fact of 
prescreening did not eliminate tile risk of injury; the availability of 
medical staff did, however, limit injury and may well have prevented the 
death of one or more of the subjects. As the medical corps member of the 
team which surreptitiously administered the LSD noted, "one subject... did 
collapse after the interrogation and the presence of the medical officer was 
not only of value to the subject but to the interrogation team who were 
thus assured that an unnecessary untoward result would not occur." [115] 


In the October 15, 1959, USAINTC staff study, moral and legal 
ramifications of covert administration of LSD in field conditions were 
considered. 


It was always a tenet of Army Intelligence that the basic American 
principle of the dignity and welfare of the individual will not be violated. 
A more meticulous regard for the prohibition against violence or duress is 
taken in practice when the suspect is a US citizen or ally as against an 
actual or potential enemy, in peace as against war, and in respect to the 
nature of the crime.... In intelligence, the stakes involved and the interests 
of national security may permit a more tolerant interpretation of 
moral-ethical values, but not legal limits, through necessity. Any claim

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against the US Government for alleged injury due to EA 1729 must be 
legally shown to have been due to the material. Proper security and 
appropriate operational techniques can protect the fact of employment of 
EA 1729. [116] 


On the basis of this evaluation, the study concluded that in view of "the 
stakes involved and the interests of national security," the proposed plan 
for field testing should be approved. 


The surreptitious administration of drugs to unwitting subjects by the 
Army raises serious constitutional and legal issues. The consideration 
given these issues by the Army was wholly insufficient. The character of 
the Army's volunteer testing program and the possibility that drugs were 
simply substituted for other forms of violence or duress in field 
interrogations raises serious doubts as to whether national security 
imperatives were properly interpreted. The "consent" forms which each 
American volunteer signed prior to the administration of LSD are a case in 
point. These forms contained no mention of the medical and psychological 
risks inherent in such testing, nor do they mention the nature of the 
psychotropic drug to be administered: 


The general nature of the experiments in which I have volunteered have 
been explained to me from the standpoint of possible hazards to my 
health. /t is my understanding that the experiments are so designed, based 
on the results of animals and previous human experimentation, that the 
anticipated results will justify the performance of the experiment. I 
understand further that experiments will be so conducted as to avoid all 
unnecessary physical and medical suffering and injury, and that J will be 
at liberty to request that the experiments be terminated at any time if in 
my opinion I have reached the physical or mental state where continuation 
of the experiments becomes undesirable. 


I recognize that in the pursuit of certain experiments transitory discomfort 
may occur. I recognize, also, that under these circumstances, J must rely 
upon the skill and wisdom of the physician supervising the experiment to 
institute whatever medical or surgical measures are indicated. [Emphasis 
added.] [118] 
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The exclusion of any specific discussion of the nature of LSD in these 
forms raises serious doubts as to their validity. An "understanding... that 
the anticipated results will justify the performance of the experiment" 
without full knowledge of the nature of the experiment is an incomplete 
"understanding." Similarly, the nature of the experiment limited the ability 
of both the subject to request its request its termination and the 
experimenter to implement such a request. Finally, the euphemistic 
characterization of "transitory discomfort" and the agreement to "rely on 
the skill and wisdom of the physician" combine to conceal inherent risks 
in the experimentation and may be viewed as dissolving the experimenter 
of personal responsibility for damaging aftereffects. In summary, a 
"volunteer" program in which subjects are not fully informed of potential 
hazards to their persons is "volunteer" in name only.

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This problem was compounded by the security statements signed by each 
volunteer before he participated in the testing. As part of this statement, 
potential subjects agreed that they would: 


... not divulge or make available any information related to U.S. Army 
Intelligence Center interest or participation in the Department of the Army 
Medical Research Volunteer Program to any individual, nation, 
organization, business, association, or other group or entity, not officially 
authorized to receive such information. 


I understand that any action contrary to the provisions of this statement 
will render me liable to punishment under the provisions of the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice. [119] 


Under these provisions, a volunteer experiencing aftereffects of the test 
might have been unable to seek immediate medical assistance. 


This disregard for the well-being of subjects drug testing is inexcusable. 
Further, the absence of any comprehensive long-term medical assistance 
for the subjects of these experiments is not only unscientific; it is also 
unprofessional. 
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4. Lack of Normal Authorization and Supervision 


It is apparent from documents supplied to the Committee that the Army's 
testing programs often operated under informal and nonroutine 
authorization. Potentially dangerous operations such as these testing 
programs are the very projects which ought to be subject to the closest 
internal scrutiny at the highest levels of the military command structure. 
There are numerous examples of inadequate review, partial consideration, 
and incomplete approval in the administration of these programs. 


When the first Army program to use LSD on American soldiers in "field 
stations" was authorized in May 1955, the Arm violated its own 
procedures in obtaining approval. Under Army Chief of Staff 
Memorandum 385, such proposals were to be personally approved by the 
Secretary of the Army. Although the plan was submitted to him on April 
26, 1956, the Secretary issued no written authorization for the project, and 
there is no evidence that he either reviewed or approved the plan. Less 
than a month later, the Army Chief of Staff issued a memorandum 
authorizing the tests. [120] 


Subsequent testing of LSD under Material Testing Program EA 1729 
operated generally under this authorization. When the plans for this testing 
were originally discussed in early 1958 by officials of the Army 
Intelligence Center at Fort Holabird and representatives of the Chemical 
Warfare Center at Edgewood Arsenal, an informal proposal was 
formulated. This proposal was submitted to the Medical Research 
Directorate at Edgewood by the President of the Army Intelligence Board 
on June 3, 1958. There is no evidence that the plan was approved at any 
level higher than the President of the Intelligence Board or the 
Commanding General of Edgewood. The approval at Edgewood appears 
to have been issued by the Commander's Adjutant. The Medical Research 
Laboratories did not submit the plan to the Surgeon General for approval 
(a standard procedure) because

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the new program was ostensibly covered by the authorizations granted in 
May 1956. [121] 


The two projects involving the operational use of LSD (THIRD CHANCE 
and DERBY HAT) were apparently approved by the Army Assistant 
Chief of Staff for Intelligence (General Willems) on December 7, 1960. 
[122] This verbal approval came in the course of a briefing on previous 
drug programs and on the planned field experimentation. There is no 
record of written approval being issued by the ACSI to authorize these 
specific projects until January 1961, and there is no record of any specific 
knowledge or approval by the Secretary of the Army. 


On February 4, 1963, Major General C. F. Leonard, Army ACSI, 
forwarded a copy of the THIRD CHANCE Trip Report to Army Chief of 
Staff, General Earl Wheeler. [123] Wheeler had apparently requested a 
copy on February 2. The report was routed through a General Hamlett. 
While this report included background on the origins of the LSD tests, it 
appears that General Wheeler may only have read the conclusion and 
recommendations. [124] The office memorandum accompanying the Trip 
Report bears Wheeler's initials. [125] 


5. Termination of Testing 


On April 10, 1963, a briefing was held in the ACSIs office on the results 
of Projects THIRD CHANCE and DERBY HAT. Both SPT's concluded 
that more field testing was required before LSD could be utilized as an 
integral aid to counterintelligence interrogations. During the presentation 
of the DERBY HAT results, General Leonard (Deputy ACSI) directed that 
no further field testing be undertaken. [126] After this meeting the ACSI 
sent a letter to the Commanding General of the Army Combat 
Developments Command (CDC) requesting that he review THIRD 
CHANCE and DERBY HAT and "make a net evaluation concerning the 
adoption of EA 1729 for future use as an effective and profitable aid in 
counterintelligence interrogations." [127] On the same day the ACSI 
requested that the CDC Commander revise regulation FM 30-17 to read in 
part: 


... IN no instance will drugs be used as an aid to interrogations in 
counterintelligence or security operations without prior permission of the 
Department of the Army. Requests to use drugs as an investigative aid will 
be forwarded through intelligence channels to the ACSI, DA, for 
approval... 


Medical research has established that information obtained through the use

of these drugs is unreliable and invalid... 


It is considered that DA [Army] approval must be a prerequisite for use of 
such drugs because of the moral, legal, medical and political problems 
inherent in their use for intelligence purposes. [128]

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The subsequent adoption of this regulation marked the effective 
termination of field testing of LSD by the Army. 


The official termination date of these testing Programs is rather unclear, 
but a later ACSI memo indicates that it may have occurred in September 
of 1963. On the 19th of that month a meeting was held between Dr. Van 
Sims (Edgewood Arsenal), Major Clovis (Chemical Research Laboratory), 
and ACSI representatives (General Deholm and Colonel Schmidt). "As a 
result of this conference a determination was made to suspend the program 
and any further activity pending a more profitable and suitable use." [129] 


D. Cooperation And Competition Among The 
Intelligence Community Agencies And Between These 
Agencies And Other Individuals And Institutions 


I. Relationships Among Agencies Within the Intelligence Community 


Relationships among intelligence community agencies in this area varied 
considerably over time, ranging from full cooperation to intense and 
wasteful competition. The early period was marked by a high degree of 
cooperation among the agencies of the intelligence community. Although 
the military dominated research involving chemical and biological agents, 
the information developed was shared with the FBI and the CIA. But the 
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spirit of cooperation did not continue. The failure by the military to share 
information apparently breached the spirit, if not the letter, of commands 
from above. 


As noted above, the Army Assistant Chief of Staff for Intelligence was 
briefed on the proposed operational testing of LSD under Project THIRD 
CHANCE, and expressed concern that the project had not been 
coordinated with FBI and CIA. Despite this request, no coordination was 
achieved between the Army and either of these agencies. Had such 
cooperation been forthcoming, this project may have been evaluated in a 
different light. 


The competition between the agencies in this area reached bizarre levels. 
A military officer told a CIA representative in confidence about the 
military's field testing of LSD in Europe under Project THIRD CHANCE, 
and the CIA promptly attempted to learn surreptitiously the nature and 
extent of the program. At roughly the same time Mr. Helms argued to the 
DDCI that the unwitting testing program should be continued, as it 
contributed to the CIA's capability in the area and thus allowed the CIA 
"to restrain others in the intelligence community (such as the Department 
of Defense) from pursuing operations. [130] 


The MKNAOMI program was also marked by a failure to share 
information. The Army Special Forces (the principal customer of the 
Special Operations Division at Fort Dietrick) and the CIA rather than 
attempting to coordinate their efforts promulgated different requirements 
which varied only slightly. This apparently resulted in some duplication of 
effort. In order to insure the security of CIA operations, the Agency would 
request materials from SOD for operational use without fully or accurately 
describing the operational requirements. This resulted in limitations on 
SOD's ability to assist the CIA.

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2. Relationship Between the Intelligence Community Agencies and 
Foreign Liaison Services 


The subjects of the CIA's operational testing of chemical and biological 
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agents abroad were generally being held for interrogation by foreign 
intelligence or security organizations. Although information about the use 
of drugs was generally withheld from these organizations, cooperation 
with them necessarily jeopardized the security of CIA interest in these 
materials. Cooperation also placed the American Government in a position 
of complicity in actions which violated the rights of the subjects, and 
which may have violated the laws of the country in which the experiments 
took place. 


Cooperation between the intelligence agencies and organizations in 
foreign countries was not limited to relationships with the intelligence or 
internal security organizations. Some MKULTRA research was conducted 
abroad. While this is, in itself, not a questionable practice, it is important 
that such research abroad not be undertaken to evade American laws. That 
this was a possibility is suggested by an ARTICHOKE memorandum in 
which it is noted that working with the scientists of a foreign country 
"might be very advantageous" since that government "permitted certain 
activities which were not permitted by the United States government (1.e., 
experiments on anthrax, etc.)." [131] 


3. The Relationships Between the Intelligence Community Agencies and 
Other Agencies of the U.S. Government 


Certain U.S. government agencies actively assisted the efforts of 
intelligence agencies in this area. One form of assistance was to provide 
"cover" for research contracts let by intelligence agencies, in order to 
disguise intelligence community interest in chemical and biological 
agents. 


Other forms of assistance raise more serious questions. Although the 
CIA's project involving the surreptitious administration of LSD was 
conducted by Bureau of Narcotics personnel, there was no open 
connection between the Bureau personnel and the Agency. The Bureau 
was serving as a "cut-out" in order to make it difficult to trace Agency 
participation. The cut-out arrangement, however, reduced the CIA's ability 
to control the program. The Agency could not control the process by 
which subjects were selected and cultivated, and could not regulate 
follow-up after the testing. Moreover, as the CIA's Inspector General 
noted: "the handling of test subjects in the last analysis rests with the 
[Bureau of Narcotics] agent working alone. Suppression of knowledge of 
critical results from the top CIA management is an inherent risk in these 
operations." [132] The arrangement also made it impossible for the 
Agency to be certain that the decision to end the surreptitious 
administration of LSD would be honored by the Bureau personnel. 
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The arrangement with the Bureau of Narcotics was described as 
"informal." [133] The informality of the arrangement compounded the 
problem is aggravated by the fact that the 40 Committee has had vir-

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apparent unwillingness on the part of the Bureau's leadership to ask for 
details, and the CIA's hesitation in volunteering information. These 
problems raise serious questions of command and control within the 
Bureau. 


4. Relationships Between the Intelligence Community Agencies and Other 
Institutions and Individuals, Public and Private 


The Inspector General's 1963 Survey of MKULTRA noted that "the 
research and development" phase was conducted through standing 
arrangements with "specialists in universities, pharmaceutical houses, 
hospitals, state and federal institutions, and private research organizations" 
in a manner which concealed "from the institution the interests of the 
CIA." Only a few "key individuals" in each institution were "made witting 
of Agency sponsorship." The research and development phase was 
succeeded by a phase involving physicians, toxicologists, and other 
specialists in mental, narcotics, and general hospitals and prisons, who are 
provided the products and findings of the basic research projects and 
proceed with intensive testing on human subjects." [134] 


According to the Inspector General, the MKULTRA testing programs 
were "conducted under accepted scientific procedures... where health 
permits, test subjects are voluntary participants in the programs." [135] 
This was clearly not true in the project involving the surreptitious 
administration of LSD, which was marked by a complete lack of 
screening, medical supervision, opportunity to observe, or medical or 
psychological follow-up. 


The intelligence agencies allowed individual researchers to design their 
project. Experiments sponsored by these researchers (which included one 
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where narcotics addicts were sent to Lexington, Kentucky, who were 
rewarded with the drug of their addiction in return for participation in 
experiments with LSD) call into question the decision by the agencies not 
to fix guidelines for the experiments. 


The MKULTRA research and development program raises other 
questions, as well. It is not clear whether individuals in prisons, mental, 
narcotics and general hospitals can provide "informed consent" to 
participation in experiments such as these. There is doubt as to whether 
institutions should be unwitting of the ultimate sponsor of research being 
done in their facilities. The nature of the arrangements also made it 
impossible for the individuals who were not aware of the sponsor of the 
research to exercise any choice about their participation based on the 
sponsoring organization. 


Although greater precautions are now being taken in research conducted 
on behalf of the intelligence community agencies, the dilemma of 
classification remains. The agencies obviously wished to conceal their 
interest in certain forms of in order to avoid stimulating interest in the 
same areas by hostile governments. In some cases today contractors or 
researchers wish to conceal their connection with these agencies. Yet the 
fact of classification prevents open discussion and debate upon which 
scholarly work depends.

1. (U/AIUO) This memorandum is to advise you that additional 
MKULTRA documents have been discovered and to obtain your approval 
for follow-on actions required. Paragraph 7 contains a recommended 
course of action. 


2. (U/AIUO) As a result of John Marks FOIA request (F-76-374), all of 
the MKULTRA material in OTS possession was reviewed for possible 
release to him. Following that review, the OTS material in the Retired 
Records Center was searched. It was during that latter search that the 
subproject files were located among the retired records of the OTS Budget 
and Fiscal Section. These files were not discovered earlier as the earlier 
searches were limited to the examination of the active and retired records 
of those branches considered most likely to have generated or have had 
access to MKULTRA documents. Those branches included: Chemistry, 
Biological, Behavioral Activities, and Contracts Management. Because 
Dr. Gottlieb retrieved and destroyed all the MKULTRA documents he was 
able to locate, it is not surprising that the earlier search for MKULTRA 
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documents, directed at areas where they were most likely to be found, was 
unsuccessful. The purpose of establishing the MKULTRA mechanism was 
to limit knowledge of the sensitive work being performed to those with an 
absolute need to know. If those precepts had been followed, the recently 
found B&F files should have contained only financial and administrative 
documents. (In retrospect, I realize that 
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SUBJECT: Request for Guidance on Handling Recently Located 
MKULTRA Material 


a serious error was made in not having B&F files and other seemingly 
innocuous files searched earlier.) As it happened most of the individual 
subproject folders contain project proposals and memoranda for the 
record, which in varying degrees, give a reasonably complete picture of 
the avenues of research funded through MKULTRA. For your 
information, the original memorandum setting up MKULTRA, signed by 
Mr. Dulles, is also among these documents. A copy of the memorandum is 
attached. 


3. (U/AIUO) At this writing, it does not appear that there is anything in 
these newly located files that would indicate the MKULTRA activities 
were more extensive or more controversial than indicated by the Senate 
Select (Church) Committee Report. If anything, the reverse is true, L.e., 
most of the nearly 200 subprojects are innocuous. Thus, the overview of 
MKULTRA is essentially unchanged. With two exceptions, the project 
find fills in some of the missing details. 


4. (U/AIUO) One of these exceptions is Subproject Number 45 which 
concerns an activity that should have been reported earlier. That project 
deals with the search for a knockout drug which was concomitant with, 
and a by-product of, cancer research at a major university. It is believed 
that an objective reading of that project would demonstrate the search for 
knockout materials and anesthetics were compatible activities. However, 
the research proposal stated that "chemical agents... will be subjected to 
clinical screening... on advanced cancer patients”. 


5. (C) Subproject Number 55 contains full details of CIA's contribution 
of $375,000 to the [deletion] Building Fund. The Agency was then 
involved in drug research programs, many of which were being conducted 
by [deletion] whose facilities were inadequate. In order to facilitate the 
ongoing research programs, it was decided to expedite the building 
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program by contributing to it through a mechanism that was also being 
used to fund some of the research projects.

The contribution could be controversial in that it was made through a 
mechanism making it appear to be a private donation. Private donations 
qualified for, and [deletion] received, an equal amount of Federal 
matching funds. A letter from the Office of General Counsel dated 21 
February 1954 attesting to the legality of this funding is in the file. 


6. (U/AIUO) The Legislative Counsel has been made aware of the 
existence of these additional MKULTRA documents which are still under 
review and sanitation. The MARKS case is in litigation and we are 
committed to advise Mr. Marks of the existence of these files shortly, and 
to deliver the releasable material to his attorneys by 31 July. A letter from 
the Information and Privacy Staff to Mr. Marks' attorneys informing them 
of the existence of this material is in the coordination process and is 
scheduled to be mailed on 24 June. 


7. (U/AIUO) There are now two actions that should be taken: 


a. Release appropriately sanitized material to Mr. Marks' attorneys 
as required by FOIA litigation. 


b. Inform the Senate Select Committee of the existence of the 
recently located records prior to informing Mr. Marks' attorneys. 


It is recommended that you approve of both of these actions. 

8. (U/AIUO) If additional details on the contents of this material are 
desired, the OIS officers most familiar with it are prepared to brief you at 
your convenience.

Dear Mr. Chairman: 


During the course of 1975 when the Senate Committee, chaired by 
Senator Church, was investigating intelligence activities, the CIA was 
asked to produce documentation on a program of experimentation with the 
effect of drugs. Under this project conducted from 1953 to 1964 and 
known as "MK-ULTRA," tests were conducted on American citizens in 
some cases without their knowledge. The CIA, after searching for such 
documentation, reported that most of the documents on this matter have 
been destroyed. I find it my duty to report to you now that our continuing 
search for drug related, as well as other documents, has uncovered certain 
papers which bear on this matter. Let me hasten to add that I am persuaded 
that there was no previous attempt to conceal this material in the original 
1975 exploration. The material recently discovered was in the retired 
archives filed under financial accounts and only uncovered by using 
extraordinary and extensive search efforts. In this connection, incidentally, 
I have personally commended the employee whose diligence produced 
this find. 


Because the new material now on hand is primarily of a financial 
nature, it does not present a complete picture of the field of drug 
experimentation activity but it does provide more detail than was 
previously available to us. For example, the following types of activities 
were undertaken: 
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a. Possible additional cases of drugs being tested on American 
citizens, without their knowledge. 


b. Research was undertaken on surreptitious methods of 
administering drugs. 


c. Some of the persons chosen for experimentation were drug 
addicts or alcoholics. 


d. Research into the development of a knockout or "K" drug was 
performed in conjunction with being done to develop pain killers for 
advanced cancer patients, and tests on such patients were carried out.

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e. There is a possibility of an improper payment to a private 
institution. 


The drug related activities described in this newly located material began 
almost 25 years ago. I assure you they were discontinued over 10 years 
ago and do not take place today. 


In keeping with the President's commitment to disclose any errors of 
the Intelligence Community which are uncovered, I would like to 
volunteer to testify before your Committee on the full details of this 
unfortunate series of events. I am in the process of reading the fairly 
voluminous material involved and do want to be certain that I have a 
complete picture when I talk with the Committee. I will be in touch with 
you next week to discuss when hearings might be scheduled at the earliest 
opportunity. 


I regret having to bring this issue to your attention, but I know that it is 


essential to your oversight procedures that you be kept fully informed in a 
timely manner.

SUBJECT: Project MKULTRA, Subproject 35 


1. While the Director's statutory authority to expend funds for confidential 
purposes is not limited by law, we believe that a gift of Government funds as 
such would exceed the intent of the Congress in granting that power. However, 
where a gift is made for the express purpose of producing something of value to 
this Agency which cannot otherwise be obtained and there is reasonable 
expectation that the value may be received, the gift may in effect be an 
expenditure for proper official purposes. 


2. In Subproject 35, it is stated that the donation in question would achieve 
certain ends desired by TSS. There seems to be no question that those ends 
would be advantageous, so the main questions appear to be whether they could 
not be attained by more direct, normal methods, and, if not, whether the return is 
necessary and reasonable in relation to the donation. 


3. We are in no position to review the requirements of TSS or to appraise the 
advantages that would result from this project. We do not comment, therefore, 
on the value received if the project results in the benefits foreseen . We feel we 
should comment on factors affecting the probability of achieving those ends. In 
a legal sense, there is little or no control. Once the funds are donated, the 
individual, his foundation, or the hospital could conceivably refuse to work for 
us or allow us the use of the facilities. 
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4. Practically, the control seems to be established as well as circumstances 
permit. Certainly, as long as the individual is alive and in his present position, 
we have every reason to expect his complete cooperation in the future as in the 
past, unless through some act or fault of our own he is alienated. Even in the 
event of his death or incapacity, there appears to be a reasonable 
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chance of continuing the project. If these probabilities appear sufficient to obtain 
an adequate return for the expenditure, there can be no legal objection to this 
aspect of the project. 


5. It should be noted that there are two circumstances which require 
consideration in a final determination. As stated in Section V, our contribution, 
by appearing to be from a private source, would increase the matching 
Government contribution by a similar amount which would not be the case if it 
were known that this was in fact a Government contribution also. Secondly, it is 
the stated policy of the hospital to charge the Government and commercial 
organizations 80 per cent overhead on research contracts, whereas nonprofit 
foundations pay only direct costs but no overhead. Because of the ostensible 
source, our projects will not be charged overhead. This could be construed as 
morally wrongful to the hospital, as normally we would pay the 80 per cent 
overhead charge for projects performed directly for us, but I believe this can be 
offset, at least to the amount of our donation, and perhaps by the further amount 
by which the other Government contributions are increased by our donation. In 
any case, if the project is a proper one and must be performed in this manner, 
security dictates these circumstances and they, therefore, do not present a legal 
obstacle as such. 


6. We raised the question whether funds for the hospital construction could 
not be obtained from other normal charitable sources. It appeared that there was 
a strong possibility that the individual concerned could raise adequate funds 
from private resources, but it was the position of TSS that if this were the case 
we would not obtain the commitment from the individual and the degree of 
control which this project is designed to achieve.

A portion of the Research and Development Program of TSS/Chemical 
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Division is devoted to the discovery of the following materials and methods: 


1. Substances which will promote illogical thinking and impulsiveness to the 
point where the recipient would be discredited in public. 


2. Substances which increase the efficiency of mentation and perception. 


3. Materials which will prevent or counteract the intoxicating effect of 
alcohol. 


4. Materials which will promote the intoxicating effect of alcohol. 


5. Materials which will produce the signs and symptoms of recognized 
diseases in a reversible way so that they may be used for malingering, etc. 


6. Materials which will render the induction of hypnosis easier or otherwise 
enhance its usefulness. 


7. Substances which will enhance the ability of individuals to withstand 
privation, torture and coercion during interrogation and so-called 


"brain-washing". 


8. Materials and physical methods which will produce amnesia for events 
preceding and during their use. 


9. Physical methods of producing shock and confusion over extended periods 
of time and capable of surreptitious use. 


10. Substances which produce physical disablement such as paralysis of the 
legs, acute anemia, etc.

11. Substances which will produce "pure" euphoria with no subsequent 
let-down. 


12. Substances which alter personality structure in such a way that the 
tendency of the recipient to become dependent upon another person is enhanced. 


13. A material which will cause mental confusion of such a type that the 
individual under its influence will find it difficult to maintain a fabrication under 
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questioning. 


14. Substances which will lower the ambition and general working efficiency 
of men when administered in undetectable amounts. 


15. Substances which promote weakness or distortion of the eyesight or 
hearing faculties, preferably without permanent effects. 


16. A knockout pill which can surreptitiously be administered in drinks, food, 
cigarettes, as an aerosol, etc., which will be safe to use, provide a maximum of 
amnesia, and be suitable for use by agent types on an ad hoc basis. 


17. A material which can be surreptitiously administered by the above routes 
and which in very small amounts will make it impossible for a man to perform 
any physical activity whatsoever. 


The development of materials of this type follows the standard practice of 
such ethical drug houses as [deletion] It is a relatively routine procedure to 
develop a drug to the point of human testing. Ordinarily, the drug houses depend 
upon the services of private physicians for the final clinical testing. The 
physicians are willing to assume the responsibility of such tests in order to 
advance the science of medicine. It is difficult and sometimes impossible for 
TSS/CD to offer such an inducement with respect to its products. In practice, it 
has been possible to use outside cleared contractors for the preliminary phases of 
this work. However, that part which involves human testing at effective dose 
levels presents security problems which cannot be handled by the ordinary 
contractor.

The proposed facility [deletion] offers a unique opportunity for the secure 
handling of such clinical testing in addition to the many advantages outlined in 
the project proposal. The security problems mentioned above are eliminated by 
the fact that the responsibility for the testing will rest completely upon the 
physician and the hospital. [one line deleted] will allow TSS/CD personnel to 
supervise the work very closely to make sure that all tests are conducted 
according to the recognized practices and embody adequate safeguards.

SUBPROJECT 35 OF PROJECT MKULTRA 


1. Subproject 35 as approved by the DCI on 15 January 1955 contemplated a 
financial contribution of $125,000 to the [deletion] to participate in the 
construction of a new research wing to cost $3,000,000 exclusive of furnishings 
and equipment. Agency funds will be transmitted through the [deletion] as 
cut-out which will result in one-sixth of the space in the new research wing 
being made available for Agency-sponsored research involving covert biological 
and chemical techniques of warfare. 


2. At that time (15 January 1955) [deletion] with CIA encouragement indicated 
a willingness to contribute $500,000 to the construction fund. The building fund 
was to have been raised as follows:

250,000 - Donation from [deletion] of which $125,000 to be supplied by CIA

4. The Agency's contribution would thus total $375,000. This investment, 
together with the equal sum resulting from matched funds, is fully justified in 
the opinion of TSS for reasons which will be explained by [deletion] Chief, 
TSS, and Dr. Sidney Gottlieb, Chief, TSS/Chemical Division. The scope of 
subproject 35 has not changed since the Director originally approved a request 
by TSS for permission to spend $125,000 of available

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[deletion] funds for this purpose through the controls and procedures established 
for MKULTRA. At the time subproject 35 was set up within the scope of the 
TSS R&D program, security considerations and cover arrangements were 
carefully reviewed, and the Office of General Counsel assisted in legal 
determinations. With the exception of funding arrangements, no changes to the 
program have since been made. 


5. Funds to cover the previously approved sum of $125,000 are available within 
the TSS [deletion] budget for FY 55 and have been set aside. The TSS budget, 
however, lacks funds with which to cover the supplemental sum of $250,000, 
and it is requested that the TSS [deletion] budget be increased by this amount. 


Supplementary funds available for subproject 35 can definitely be obligated by 
the end of FY 55.

AMENDMENT TO SUBPROJECT 35, PROJECT MKULTRA 


For the Purpose of Establishing a Cover Organization for Highly Sensitive 
Projects in the Field of Biological, Chemical and Radiological Warfare 


I. Background on Subproject 35. 

In January 1955 approval was given by the DCI to Subproject 35 of Project 
MKULTRA. The documents which lead this approval (including comments of 
the OGC) are attached herewith as Tabs 2, A and 3. 


Project MKULTRA is the framework of procedures and controls under which 
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research projects in certain highly sensitive fields are carried out by TSS. A 
description of the background of Project MKULTRA may be found on page | of 
Tab A. 


Subproject 35 establishes cover under which the Chemical Division of 
DD/P/TSS would conduct certain sensitive projects in the fields of biological 
and chemical warfare and consists of a proposed arrangement whereby the 
Agency covertly contributes funds to assist the [deletion] in the construction of a 
new research wing. Contribution of these funds is to be made through the 
[deletion] as cut-out so that the [deletion] would remain unwitting of Agency 
participation in the building program. Projects would later be carried out by the 
Chemical Division using the facilities of the new research wing, and Agency 
employees would be able to participate in the work without the University or the 
Hospital authorities being aware of Agency interest. Subproject 35 contemplated 
the contribution of Agency funds to assist in the construction of facilities. Future 
research work would be carried out through the [deletion] as cut-out and would 
be separately funded under existing procedures and controls.

On the same page there will be found a further description of the [deletion] 


Il. Building Fund 


The University will require $3,000,000 for the six-story addition to the hospital 
exclusive of the cost of land, heating and power supply which are being 
provided by the University. Under Public Law 221, Subappropriation 
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663, dated 26 August 1954, funds are available to match funds raised for this 
purpose by the University. 


When Subproject 35 was first prepared, it was hoped and expected that the funds 
required would be provided as follows: The University has allocated $1,000,000 
to this project and will assume upkeep and staffing obligations. [deletion] agreed 
that if the Agency would provide [deletion] with a grant of $125,000, the Fund 
would match this amount and make a total donation of $250,000 to the 
University Building Fund. At that time, discussions with [one line deleted] 
indicated that [deletion] would contribute $500,000 to the building project on 
the basis that radiological research would be conducted in the new wing and that 
the construction of the new facilities was of interest to that Agency. In summary, 
the financial situation was to have been as follows: 
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$1,000,000 - [deletion] 

250,000 - Donation from [deletion] (of which $125,000 was supplied by 
CIA) 

1,250,000 - Matched Funds under Public Law 221 

500,000 - [deletion]

It was recognized that the Federal contributions of $1,250,000 under Public Law 
221 would be seemingly inflated by reason of the inclusion of the CIA 
contribution in that of [deletion] It was felt that the value to the Agency was 
such that this inflation of the Federal contribution was more than justified by the 
importance of the over-all project and that furthermore, the inclusion of the CIA 
contribution in that of [deletion] was the best means of maintaining security. 


III. [deletion] 





The original informal commitment on the part of [deletion] was first obtained 
through verbal discussions with [deletion] which were followed up by an 
exchange of correspondence between the DCI and [deletion] Unfortunately at 
that time [deletion] was fully occupied with the controversy concerning the 
[deletion] and continued contact with [deletion] subordinates resulted in a 
decision that [deletion] could not or would not contribute to the Building Fund, 
but would be willing to support an annual research program amounting to 
$50,000 to $75,000. It is not 
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known whether this change in policy was suggested to [deletion] or whether it 
originated with him. Be that as it may, when the change in policy became 
apparent, it was evident that additional funds would be required to complete the 
hospital construction. 


IV. Suggested Funding. 


It is now suggested that the $3,000,000 required for the hospital wing be 
provided as follows: 


$1,000,000 - [deletion] 
500,000 - Donation from [deletion] (including $375,000 supplied by CIA) 
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1,500,000 - Matched Funds from Public Law 221 


$3,000,000 - TOTAL 


The donation from [deletion] would thus consist of the original $125,000 to be 
supplied by CIA plus the sum of $125,000 to be provided by the Fund and a 
supplemental CIA contributions of $250,000. Originally Subproject 35 
requested permission to make a contribution of $125,000 to the building fund 
and approval was given. This approval is enclosed herewith as Tab 2. The 
purpose of this amendment to Subproject 35 is to request permission to 
contribute an additional $250,000 to the building construction fund through 
[deletion] It should be noted that the total Government contribution to the 
hospital fund still remains unchanged at $1,875,000. The increase in the size of 
the contribution by the Fund is not out of keeping with other operations of 
[deletion] and will not arouse undue comment because of its magnitude. The 
originally approved contribution has not as yet been transmitted to [deletion] 
and neither the original contributions nor the supplement would be paid to 
[deletion] until funds adequate to complete the project are made available. This 
condition was specified by the DCI in approving the original contribution. 


V. Source of CIA Funds. 


Funds to cover the initially approved sum of $125,000 are available and have 
been segregated for this purpose within the TSS FY 1955 Budget for Research 
and Development. Insufficient funds remain in the TSS budget to cover the 
supplementary sum of $250,000, and it is therefore requested that the TSS 
budget be increased by this amount and that the increase be made available to 
Subproject 35 of Project MKULTRA.

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VI. Comments by the Office of General Counsel. 


Tab 3 is a memorandum from the General Counsel to the DCI dated 21 
December 1954, commenting on Subproject 35, and stating in part that there are 
no fundamental legal objections if the probable benefits are considered a fair 
return for this expenditure. The amendment to the Subproject contemplates only 
an increase in funds and in no way changes any other aspect of the project. The 
project has been referred back to the OGC even though no change in its structure

is contemplated, and Tab 4 contains his comments. 


VU. Justification. 


The advantages and benefits accruing to the Agency outlined in Tab A are felt 
by TSS to provide adequate and complete justification for the expenditure of the 
additional sum herein requested which brings the total CIA contribution to 
$375,000. The most important of these advantages and benefits may be 
summarized as follows: (Fuller explanations may be found in Tab A). 


a. One-sixth of the total space in the new hospital wing will be available to 
the Chemical Division of TSS, thereby providing laboratory and office space, 
technical assistants, equipment and experimental animals. 


b. Agency sponsorship of sensitive research projects will be completely 
deniable. 


c. Full professional cover will be provided for up to three biochemical 
employees of the Chemical Division. 


d. Human patients and volunteers for experimental use will be available 
under controlled clinical conditions within the full supervision of [deletion] 


Subproject 35 was originally conceived in October and November of 1954, and 
the ensuing six months have indicated that increasing emphasis and importance 
are being placed on the Chemical Division's work in this field. The facilities of 
the hospital and the ability to conduct controlled experiments under safe clinical 
conditions using materials with which any Agency connection must be 
completely deniable will augment and complement other programs recently 
taken over by TSS, such as [deletion] 
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[deletion] 


It was originally thought that at least 18 months would elapse after the building 
funds had been raised before the facilities would be finished and could be 
occupied by TSS. This lengthy delay has now been overcome. When [one line 
deleted] has raised the $500,000 which his Fund will ostensibly contribute, he 
will then be allowed to use existing space in the present hospital in order that he 
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may build up the organization which will later occupy the new wing. This means 
that TSS will be able to begin to take advantage of this cover situation within a 
matter of months instead of waiting for a year and a half. 


VII. Security. 





Security matters and details are being co-ordinated with the TSS Liaison and 
Security Officer. Security of transmittal of the funds and cover arrangements are 
described in Tab A and remain unchanged. 


IX. Agreement with [deletion] 


The agreement with [deletion] is described in Tab A, and the extent of his 
co-operation and the control over his actions remains unchanged. 


X. Resultant Financial Saving. 


The total contribution of $375,000 by CIA will result in an additional $375,000 
in matching funds provided under Public Law 221. It is felt that the expenditure 
of these total funds is justified by the importance of the programs which will be 
pursued at the new facility. Even though the CIA contribution is increased under 
this amended project, the total of Federal funds remains unchanged. The use of 
this facility will allow work to proceed under conditions of cover and security 
which would be impossible to obtain elsewhere without an expenditure of 
equivalent or greater funds. In addition, by funding individual projects for this 
facility through the [deletion] no charge will be incurred for overhead expense. 
If research projects [deletion] are openly sponsored by the U.S. Government, it 
is customary to pay an overhead rate equivalent to 80% of salaries. However, if 
a non-profit fund, such as [deletion] sponsors research, the funds granted for the 
work are customarily used only to pay for salaries, equipment and supplies, but 
not overhead. The Agency thus buys considerably more research through 
[deletion] than would be the case if no cut-out were used.

SUBPROJECT 35 - PROJECT MKULTRA 


For the purpose of establishing a cover organization for highly sensitive projects 
in the field of covert Biological, Chemical and Radiological Warfare 


I. Background of Project MKULTRA. 


In 1953 the DCI approved Project MKULTRA which established procedures 
and controls under which research projects in certain highly sensitive fields 
could be carried out by TSS without the necessity of signing the usual contracts. 
The approved procedures apply [deletion] over-all Research and Development 
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budget, and no additional funds are required. Controls established in the Project 
Review Committee approval of the Research and Development program (other 
than the signing of a contract) remain unchanged, and special provisions for 
audit are included. All files are retained by TSS. 


These procedures and controls were approved since it is highly undesirable from 
a policy and security point of view that contracts be signed indicating Agency or 
Government interest in this field of endeavor. In a great many instances the 
work must be conducted by individuals who are not and should not be aware of 
Agency interest. In other cases the individuals involved are unwilling to have 
their names on a contract which remains out of their control in our files. 
Experience has shown that qualified, competent individuals in the field of 
physiological, psychiatric and other biological sciences are very reluctant to 
enter into signed agreements of any sort which would connect them with this 
activity since such connection might seriously jeopardize their professional 
reputations. 


When Project MKULTRA was approved, it was not contemplated that it would 
be used for the establishment of cover. Over forty individual research and 
development projects have been established under this framework and have been 
carried out extremely successfully, both from technical and administrative points 
of view. The experience gained in handling these projects has emphasized that 
establishment of better cover both for the projects and for associated Agency 
scientists is of utmost importance. Subproject 35 would establish such cover. 
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II. Background of the [deletion] 


The [deletion] was incorporated in [deletion]. It has a Board of Directors of six 
members, one of whom is [deletion] who acts as Executive Director of the Fund. 
[deletion] it has solicited funds from various individuals to finance a program of 
basic research in the chemotherapy of cancer, asthma, hypertension, 
psychosomatic disorders and other chronic diseases. Since 1951 [deletion] has 
co-operated with the Chemical Division of TSS and acted smoothly and 
efficiently, both as a cut-out for dealing with contractors in the fields of covert 
chemical and biological warfare, and as a prime contractor for certain areas of 
biological research. Projects presently being handled for the Agency by the Fund 
are administered under the controls and procedures previously approved for 
MKULTRA. 


Ill. Background of [deletion] 
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[deletion] is internationally known as a [deletion] in the field of [deletion] 
research and is [one line deleted] In the past he has been associated in a research 
capacity with both the [deletion] During the war [deletion] served as a [deletion] 
in the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery in the Navy. Since then he has 
maintained a consulting relationship to the Navy medical research program,

ment and general out-patient facilities. In this effort, [deletion] has secured the 
enthusiastic support of the medical faculty and the officers of the University 
who have carried the preliminary arrangements forward to the maximum extent 
of their resources. 


V. Financial Situation. 


The University will require about $3,000,000 for the [deletion] story addition. 
This sum is exclusive of the cost of land and the heating and power supply, 
which are already available at the site. At the present time under Public Law 
221, funds are available to match funds raised by the University. The University 
has allocated $1,000,000 to this project and will assume upkeep and staffing 
obligations. [deletion] has agreed that if CIA will provide [deletion] a grant of 
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$125,000, [deletion] will match this amount and make a total donation of 
$250,000 to the University Building Fund. This Agency's contribution will be 
made under the condition that it will be refunded if construction does not take 
place.

VI. Difficulties Faced by TSS. 


It has been generally recognized for some time that the external research 
activities of the Chemical Division of TSS in the field of covert biological, 
chemical and radiological warfare are sorely in need of proper cover. Although 
Project MKULTRA provides excellent administrative and financial cover for 
projects, it does not afford cover for scientific or technical personnel. 
MKULTRA has been used for dealing through [deletion] as a cut-out and for 
working directly with individuals or private companies. The use of [deletion] in 
the future will be increasingly limited due to 
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(a) The increasing number of people who, albeit properly cleared, are aware 
of the Agency connection with [deletion] 


(b) The feeling by [deletion] that the Agency employees contacting him (Drs. 
Gottlieb, [deletion], etc.) have no cover of any sort and consequently expose him 
to unnecessary and highly undesirable personal risk; and 


(c) The widespread intra-Agency awareness of the nature of the relationship 
between the Fund and the Agency. 


Another serious problem faced by TSS/CD as a result of lack of suitable cover is 
the difficulty in planning careers for technical and scientific personnel in the 
biological field. A long-range career concept of activities in this field inevitably 
includes proper cover for the individual concerned. The availability of research 
facilities at [deletion] will offer an excellent opportunity to solve many of the 
above problems, and [deletion] is willing and able to make any reasonable 
arrangements to suit our needs. Up to three Chemical Division employees can be 
integrated into [deletion] program for work in the new hospital wing on the 
Agency's research projects. Although career planning was not a consideration 
when planning the procedures and controls established by Project MKULTRA, 
nevertheless this particular subproject, in addition to its primary objective, will 
be of very great secondary help

in simplifying and eliminating many of the very awkward and dangerous 
conditions facing certain Chemical Division employees. 


VII. Advantages and Benefits Accruing to TSS. 


The contemplated arrangements will result in many advantages and benefits, 
including the following: 


(a) One-sixth of the total space in the new research wing is to be available to 
[deletion] and in turn, will be available to the Chemical Division of TSS. This 
will provide laboratory and office space, technical assistants, equipment and 
experimental animals for use of Chemical Division personnel in connection with 
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specific future projects. 


(b) The cost of Chemical Division projects which are to be carried out under 
this cover will be covered by funds made available through Project MKULTRA, 
and projects will be subject to the procedures and controls established for 
MKULTRA. The funds will be passed through [deletion] as has been done in the 
past. [deletion] in turn will either pay expenses directly or transfer the money to 
the University for this purpose.

(e) Human patients and volunteers for experiment use will be available under 
excellent clinical conditions with the full supervision of [one line deleted] 


(f) There would be available the equivalent of a hospital safehouse. 


(g) It is expected that the output of useful results of the Chemical Division in 
the bio-chemical field will be greatly improved through the more efficient use of 
technical personnel who would be able to spend more of their time on actual 
laboratory work.

(i) Excellent facilities would be provided for recruiting new scientific 


personnel since members of the Chemical Division working under this cover 
will be in daily contact with members of the Graduate School of the University.

VI. Funding. 


It is proposed that $125,000 be granted to [deletion]. If approval is granted, TSS 
will arrange for payment to be made under the procedures and controls of 
MKULTRA.

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course be merged with the entire $3,000,000 raised for the construction of the 
wing. The Agency would retain no residual interest in the building or title to any 
equipment or facilities purchased with this money. 


This single grant will constitute the Agency's entire participation in the new 
hospital wing, and there will be no recurring obligations in the form of annual 
support of the hospital or additional grants. Transmission of Agency funds to 
[deletion] will be made through previously established cover channels set up by 
the [deletion] for similar transmittals in the past. The donation on [deletion]s 
books will be shown as having been received from [deletion]. 


In the future when TSS sponsors sensitive research projects which are to be 
carried out in [deletion] each project will be individually financed through

procedures and controls using allotted portions of the annual Research and 
Development budget. The University will be totally unwitting of Agency 
sponsorship, and the projects to every outward appearance will be sponsored by

XI. Resultant Financial Saving. 


The $125,000 to be contributed by CIA plus the $125,000 in matching funds 
provided under P. L. 221 to the Building Fund will be more than offset in a few 
years by the savings which will result from use of this non-profit fund. If a 
research project at [deletion] or other educational non-profit institution is 
sponsored by the U.S. Government, it is customary for the Government to pay 
for salaries, equipment, supplies, etc. and for overhead as well. In the case of 
[deletion] the overhead amounts to 80% of salaries. However, if a non-profit 
foundation such as [deletion] sponsors research at a non-profit institution, the 
funds granted for the work are customarily used to pay for salaries, equipment 
and supplies but not for overhead. The Government dollar thus buys 
considerably more research through [deletion] than would be the case if no 
cut-out were used.

7 April 1958 


1. The purpose of this trip was to make arrangements for closing out the 
[deletion] project. [deletion] had been given ample previous notice that such was 
likely to be the intent of the visit, and he prepared himself accordingly. 


2. It was explained to [deletion] that it would not be possible to carry over 
funds beyond the end of the current fiscal year. Therefore all work would have 
to be completed and all payments made prior to 30 June. This deadline approved 
acceptable to him, and it was agreed that I would make my final visit there to 
receive reports and attend to final details on 16 June. [deletion] did not have a 
current financial report, but he estimated that funds currently on hand would be 
about sufficient for remaining expenditures. He agreed to send the Society 
within the next 10 days a more exact statement of current balance and estimated 
remaining expenditures. I tried to impress on him strongly that transfer of 
additional funds and/or return of unexpended funds must be completed well 
before the end of the fiscal year. 


3. Of the 30 cases called for in the original design 18 have been completed 
(but only 4 have been transcribed from the tapes). In addition there are 8 cases in 
progress (of which two are already in interview and 6 are worked up to the point 
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of having the lists of questions prepared). It was agreed that to meet the deadline 
we would have to limit the design to these 26 cases. 


4. It is apparent that [deletion] is so involved in the administrative problems 
of the project that he is not paying any attention to the results. Since to date only 
4 cases have been transcribed there is no way of telling what is coming out of it. 
I assume there were no dramatic reactions, because the interviewers would have 
let him know about them had they emerged. It is possible, however, that our 
own analysis of the data may dredge up something of value, although I am 
dubious on this point. 


5. [deletion] gave me his usual long involved talk on the difficulties he had 
encountered which account for the delays. He also talked at some 
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length about his "experiments" with hypnosis, some aspects of which are mildly 
hair-raising. Finally he made quite a pitch for continuing some such project as 
this next year, "with realistic, specific deadlines." I told him we would discuss 
possibilities after the present project was completed and we had a chance to 
closely examine the take.

RESEARCH PLAN 


LOCATION 


The research Project will be carried out at the [deletion] located at [deletion] 
which is located [deletion]. The hospital has one thousand, one hundred and 
thirty-five (1,135) beds. At the present time there are one hundred forty-two 
(142) non-psychotics classified as criminal-sexual psychopaths. There are four 
full-time psychiatrists and varying numbers of medical interns; two 
psychologists; four social workers; nurses and attendants. The superintendent of 
the Hospital is [deletion], a witting member of the research team. The institution 
comes under the direction of the Executive Secretary of the State Department of 
Mental Health and any research project is normally approved by the

SUBJECTS

2) As far as possible, the actual research man administering drugs will note 
aware of the drug he is administering and placebos will be interspersed with 
drug administration.

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groups. Administration of drugs will be done both openly and surreptitiously. 


4) Sound recordings will be made of the interrogation and written reports will 
be obtained in other cases.

The research to be undertaken during the twelve month period for which 
financial support is requested will be devoted to the continued analysis of the 
neural and endocrine mechanism of stress and the chemical agents that influence 
it. The screening procedures are based largely upon a further analysis of phases 
of stress and the influences of this physiologic behavior complex upon both 
body and skin temperatures as detailed in the accompanying report.

4. At the request of the [deletion] a reduced budget was submitted. 


5. [deletion], amounting to $24,925, was then awarded to the [deletion] to 
support this program from 1 Feb 1955 to 1 Feb 1956. 


6. The progress made to date under the above contract can be summarized as 
follows: 


A. RESEARCH FACILITIES 
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The following research facilities have been established for the 
investigation of the very diverse aspects of the problems being studied: 
a. [deletion] 
A total of 2500 square feet of laboratory and office space equipped 
with much of the diversified machinery and apparatus necessary for research in 
this field. 


b. Blast Range 

A blast range has been established at [deletion] located approximately 
[deletion] of the main laboratory. This area is owned by the [deletion] and is 
closed to the public. Three blast test series have been run to date.

Arrangements have been made with the [one line deleted] for use of 
their human cadavers.

B. PERSONNEL 

Both full-time technical personnel and part-time professional research 

personnel have been acquired and indoctrinated relative to their specific 
function. 


C. TECHNICAL PROGRAMS 


Following is the technical progress made under the current [deletion] 
contract: 


a. Specialized instrumentation and numerous testing techniques have been 
developed to obtain the desired dynamic data. 


b. Considerable data has now been obtained supporting the 
resonance-cavitation theory of brain concussion. 


c. Preliminary acceleration threshold data has been obtained for a 
fluid-filled glass simulated skull. 


d. Data has been obtained on the nature and the magnitude of pressure 
fluctuations within a glass simulated skull subject to either impact or sound 


waves propagated in air. 


e. Initial studies have been made on the simulated glass skull attempting 
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to establish the cavitation patterns for various types of impact. 


7. The proposed method and program plan remain the same as stated in the 
original proposal, except for the temporary deletion of the immersion blast 
study. 


8. The current level of activity on this project can be indicated by the most 
recent billing to the [deletion] for the month of November, which amounted to 
$4,034.61. 


9. In the interest of efficiency and economy it is requested that at least this level 
of activity be maintained for the coming year. 
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10.0 POTENTIAL APPLICATIONS OF THE RESEARCH FUNDING 


10.1 Trotter, W. defines brain concussion as: "an essentially transient state due 
to head injury which is of instantaneous onset, manifests widespread symptoms 
of purely paralytic kind, does not as such comprise any evidence of structural 


cerebral injury, and is always followed by amnesia for the actual moment of the 
accident." 


10.2 The implication of the underlined portion of the above statement is that if a 
technique were devised to induce brain concussion without giving either 
advance warning or causing external physical trauma, the person upon recovery 
would be unable to recall what had happened to him. Under these conditions the 
same technique of producing the concussion could be re-used many times 
without disclosure of its nature. 


10.3 First, considering the possibilities of direct impact to the head or body, it 
should be possible from the findings of this research program to determine the 
following: 

a. Optimum design of impacting devices. 

b. Optimum points of impact on skull or body. 

c. Intensity of the blow for the effect desired. 


10.4 In regard to the potential impacting devices, there are certain design 
requisites that are apparent at this time: 

a. The impact should be delivered without advance warning. 

b. The area of impact and force distribution should be such that surface 
trauma does not occur. 

c. The intensity of the impacting force and its duration should be such as 
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to obtain the desired effect. 
d. The device should be as small and as silent as possible. 


10.5 The specific impacting devices might take the form of any of the following: 


a. A pancake type black-jack giving a high peak impact force with a low 
unit surface pressure. 

b. Concealed or camouflaged spring-loaded impacting devices that trigger 
upon contact with the head.

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c. A projectile type impactor such as an air gun using a small shot filled 
sack for a projectile. 


d. An explosive pad detonated in contact with the head or the body. 


10.6 Let us now consider the possibilities of exciting the resonance cavitation 
directly without impact. There is considerable evidence that resonance cavitation 
can be induced directly in the following ways: 


a. A blast wave propogated in air. (Blast Concussion) 


b. Physical excitation with a mechanical driver or horn, turned to the 
resonant frequency of the head. 


10.7 A single blast pressure wave propogated in air must have considerable 
intensity in order to produce brain concussion. However, there is considerable 
evidence (Carver & Dinsley) that modification of the pressure wave can produce 
profound effects. 


10.8 Excitation of the resonance cavitation by using a tuned driver at this time 
appears to be well within the realm of possibility. The neurotic-like 
manifestations normally associated with blast concussion could possibly be 
induced by this method. Use of this method, however, would require actual 
physical contact with the drivers. 


10.9 Excitation of the resonance cavitation by tuned sound waves also appears 
to be a reasonable possibility. Concentration of the sound-field at some remote 
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point could be effected with acoustical lenses and reflectors. The blast duration 
would be in the order of a tenth of a second. Masking of a noise of this duration 
should not be too difficult. 


11.0 It would possibly be advantageous to establish the effectiveness of both of 
the above methods as a tool in brain-wash therapy. A full knowledge of the 
method and the resulting sequela should be of aid to any person forced to submit 
to such treatment. 


12.0 Possibly the most significant potential aspect of this study would be in the 
development of practical means of giving a person immunity, even though 
temporary, to brain concussion. One technique that appears to have potentialities 
involves the introduction of a small quantity of gas, approximately 1 cc, into the 
spinal cord. This gas bubble would then normally migrate to the ventricles 
located at the centrum of the brain. The ability of this bubble to expand under 
dynamic loading would be most effective in preventing resonance cavitation 
from occurring.

MATERIAL FOR THE RECORD 


MKSEARCH, OFTEN/CHICKWIT 


MKSEARCH was the name given to the continuation of the MKULTRA 
program. Funding commenced in FY 1966, and ended in FY 1972. Its purpose 
was to develop, test, and evaluate capabilities in the covert use of biological, 
chemical, and radioactive material systems and techniques for producing 
predictable human behavioral and/or physiological changes in support of highly 
sensitive operational requirements. 


OFTEN/CHICK WIT 
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In 1967 the Office of Research and Development (ORD) and the Edgewood 
Arsenal Research Laboratories undertook a program for doing research on the 
identification and characterization of drugs that could influence human behavior. 
Edgewood had the facilities for the full range of laboratory and clinical testing. 
A phased program was envisioned that would consist of acquisition of drugs and 
chemical compounds believed to have effects on the behavior of humans, and 
testing and evaluation these materials through laboratory procedures and 
toxicological studies. Compounds believed promising as a result of tests on 
animals were then to be evaluated clinically with human subjects at Edgewood. 
Substances of potential use would then be analyzed structurally as a basis for 
identifying and synthesizing possible new derivatives of greater utility. 


The program was divided into two projects. Project OFTEN was to deal with 
testing and toxicological, transmissivity and behavioral effects of drugs in 
animals and, ultimately, humans. Project CHICKWIT was concerned with 
acquiring information on new drug developments in Europe and the Orient, and 
with acquiring samples. 

There is a discrepancy between the testimony of DOD and CIA regarding the 
testing at Edgewood Arsenal in June 1973. While there is agreement that human 
testing occurred at that place and time, there is disagreement as to who was 


responsible for financing and sponsorship. (See hearings before the 
Subcommittee, September 21, 1977.)

QKHILLTOP DEFINITION 


QKHILLTOP was a cryptonym assigned in 1954 to a project to study Chines 
Communist brainwashing techniques and to develop interrogation techniques. 
Most of the early studies are believed to have been conducted by the Cornell 
University Medical School Human Ecology Study Programs. The effort was 
absorbed into the MKULTRA program and the QKHILLTOP cryptonym 
became obsolete. The Society for the investigation of Human Ecology, later the 
Human Ecology Fund, was an outgrowth of the QKHILLTOP.

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"TRUTH" DRUGS IN 
INTERROGATION 


The search for effective aids to interrogation is probably as old as man's 
need to obtain information from an uncooperative source and as persistent 
as his impatience to shortcut any tortuous path. In the annals of police 
investigation, physical coercion has at times been substituted for 
painstaking and time-consuming inquiry in the belief that direct methods 
produce quick results. Sir James Stephens, writing in 1883, rationalizes a 
grisly example of "third degree" practices by the police of India: "It is far 
pleasanter to sit comfortably in the shade rubbing red pepper in a poor 
devil's eyes than to go about in the sun hunting up evidence." 


More recently, police officials in some countries have turned to drugs for 
assistance in extracting confessions from accused persons, drugs which are 
presumed 
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to relax the individual's defenses to the point that he unknowingly reveals 
truths he has been trying to conceal. This investigative technique, however 
humanitarian as an alternative to physical torture, still raises serious 
questions of individual rights and liberties. In this country, where drugs 
have gained only marginal acceptance in police work, their use has 
provoked cries of "psychological third degree" and has precipitated 
medico-legal controversies that after a quarter of a century still 
occasionally flare into the open. 


The use of so-called "truth" drugs in police work is similar to the accepted 
psychiatric practice of narco-analysis; the difference in the two procedures 
lies in their different objectives. The police investigator is concerned with 
empirical truth that may be used against the suspect, and therefore almost 
solely with probative truth: the usefulness of the suspect's revelations 
depends ultimately on their acceptance in evidence by a court of law. The 
psychiatrist, on the other hand, using the same "truth" drugs in diagnosis 
and treatment of the mentally ill, is primarily concerned with 
psychological truth or psychological reality rather than empirical fact. A 
patient's aberrations are reality for him at the time they occur, and an 
accurate account of these fantasies and delusions, rather than reliable 
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recollection of past events, can be the key to recovery. 


The notion of drugs capable of illuminating hidden recesses of the mind, 
helping to heal the mentally ill and preventing or reversing the miscarriage 
of justice, has provided an exceedingly durable theme for the press and 
popular literature. While acknowledging that "truth serum" is a misnomer 
twice over -- the drugs are not sera and they do not necessarily bring forth 
probative truth -- journalistic accounts continue to exploit the appeal of the 
term. The formula is to play up a few spectacular "truth" drug successes 
and to imply that the drugs are more maligned than need be and more 
widely employed in criminal investigation than can officially be admitted. 


Any technique that promises an increment of success in extracting 
information from an uncompliant source is ipso facto of interest in 
intelligence operations. If the ethical considerations which in Western 
countries inhibit the use of narco-interrogation in police work are felt also 
in intelligence, the Western services must at least be prepared against its 
possible employment by the adversary. An understanding of "truth" drugs, 
their characteristic actions, and their potentialities, positive and negative, 
for eliciting useful information is fundamental to an adequate defense 
against them. 


This discussion, meant to help toward such an understanding, draws 
primarily upon openly published materials. It has the limitations of 
projecting from criminal investigative practices and from the permissive 
atmosphere of drug psychotherapy. 


SCOPOLAMINE AS "TRUTH SERUM" 


Early in this century physicians began to employ scopolamine, along with 
morphine and chloroform, to induce a state of "twilight sleep" during 
childbirth. A constituent of henbane, scopolamine was known to produce 
sedation and drowsiness, confusion and disorientation, incoordination, and 
amnesia for events experienced during intoxication. Yet physicians noted 
that women in twilight sleep answered questions accurately and often 
volunteered exceedingly candid remarks. 


In 1922 it occurred to Robert House, a Dallas, Texas obstetrician, that a 
similar technique might be employed in the interrogation of suspected 
criminals, and he arranged to interview under scopolamine two prisoners 
in the Dallas county jail whose guilt seemed clearly confirmed. Under the 
drug, both men denied the charges on which they were held; and both, 
upon trial, were found not guilty. Enthusiastic at this success, House 
concluded that a patient under the influence of scopolamine "cannot create 
a lie... and there is no power to think or reason." [14] His experiment and 
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this conclusion attracted wide attention, and the idea of a "truth" drug was 
thus launched upon the public consciousness. 


The phrase "truth serum" is believed to have appeared first in a news 
report of House's experiment in the Los Angeles Record, sometime in 
1922. House resisted the term for a while but eventually came to employ it 
regularly himself. He published some eleven articles on scopolamine in 
the years 1921-1929, with a noticeable increase in polemical zeal as time 
when on. What had begun as something of a scientific statement turned 
finally into a dedicated crusade by the "father of truth serum" on behalf of 
his offspring, wherein he was "grossly indulgent of its wayward behavior 
and stubbornly proud of its minor achievements." [11] 
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Only a handful of cases in which scopolamine was used for police 
interrogation came to public notice, though there is evidence suggesting 
that some police forces may have used it extensively. [2,16] One police 
writer claims that the threat of scopolamine interrogation has been 
effective in extracting confessions from criminal suspects, who are told 
they will first be rendered unconscious by chloral hydrate placed covertly 
in their coffee or drinking water. [16] 


Because of a number of undesirable side effects, scopolamine was shortly 
disqualified as a "truth" drug. Among the most disabling of the side effects 
are hallucinations, disturbed perception, somnolence, and physiological 
phenomena such as headache, rapid heart, and blurred vision, which 
distract the subject from the central purpose of the interview. Furthermore, 
the physical action is long, far outlasting the psychological effects. 
Scopolamine continues, in some cases, to make anesthesia and surgery 
safer by drying the mouth and throat and reducing secretions that might 
obstruct the air passages. But the fantastically, almost painfully, dry 
"desert" mouth brought on by the drug is hardly conducive to free talking, 
even in a tractable subject. 


THE BARBITURATES 


The first suggestion that drugs might facilitate communication with 
emotionally disturbed patients came quite by accident in 1916. Arthur S. 
Lovenhart and his associates at the University of Wisconsin, 
experimenting with respiratory stimulants, were surprised when, after an 
injection of sodium cyanide, a catatonic patient who had long been mute 
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and rigid suddenly relaxed, opened his eyes, and even answered a few 
questions. By the early 1930's a number of psychiatrists were 
experimenting with drugs as an adjunct to established methods of therapy. 


At about this time police officials, still attracted by the possibility that 
drugs might help in the interrogation of suspects and witnesses, turned to a 
class of depressant drugs known as the barbiturates. By 1935 Clarence W. 
Muehlberger, head of the Michigan Crime Detection Laboratory at East 
Lansing, was using barbiturates on reluctant suspects, though police work 
continued to be hampered by the courts’ rejection of drug-induced 
confessions except in a few carefully circumscribed instances. 


The barbiturates, first synthesized in 1903, are among the oldest of 
modern drugs and the most versatile of all depressants. In this half-century 
some 2,500 have been prepared, and about two dozen of these have won 
an important place in medicine. An estimated three to four billion doses of 
barbiturates are prescribed by physicians in the United States each year, 
and they have come to be known by a variety of commercial names and 
colorful slang expressions: "goofballs," Luminal, Nembutal, "red devils," 
"yellow jackets," "pink ladies," etc. Three of them which are used in 
narcoanalysis and have seen service as "truth" drugs are sodium amytal 
(anobarbital), pentothal sodium (thiopental), and to a lesser extent seconal 
(seconbarbital). 


As one pharmacologist explains it, a subject coming under the influence of 
a barbiturate injected intravenously goes through all the stages of 
progressive drunkenness, but the time scale is on the order of minutes 
instead of hours. Outwardly the sedation effect is dramatic, especially if 
the subject is a psychiatric patient in tension. His features slacken, his 
body relaxes. Some people are momentarily excited; a few become silly 
and giggly. This usually passes, and most subjects fall asleep, emerging 
later in disoriented semi-wakefulness. 


The descent into narcosis and beyond with progressively larger doses can 
be divided as follows: 


I. Sedative stage. 

II. Unconsciousness, with exaggerated reflexes (hyperactive stage). 
III. Unconsciousness, without reflex even to painful stimuli. 

IV. Death. 


Whether all these stages can be distinguished in any given subject depends 
largely on the dose and the rapidity with which the drug is induced. In 
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anesthesia, stages I and IT may last only two or three seconds. 
The first or sedative stage can be further divided: 
Plane 1. No evident effect, or slightly sedative effect. 


Plane 2. Cloudiness, calmness, amnesia. (Upon recovery, the subject 
will not remember what happened at this or "lower" planes or stages.) 


Plane 3. Slurred speech, old thought patterns disrupted, inability to 
integrate or learn new patterns. Poor coordination. Subject becomes 
unaware of painful stimuli. 
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Plane 3 is the psychiatric "work" stage. It may last only a few minutes, but 
it can be extended by further slow injection of drug. The usual practice is 
to back into the sedative stage on the way to full consciousness. 


CLINICAL AND EXPERIMENTAL STUDIES 


The general abhorrence in Western countries for the use of chemical 
agents "to make people do things against their will" has precluded serious 
systematic study (at least as published openly) of the potentialities of 
drugs for interrogation. Louis A. Gottschalk, surveying their use in 
information-seeking interviews, [13] cites 136 references; but only two 
touch upon the extraction of intelligence information, and one of these 
concludes merely that Russian techniques in interrogation and 
indoctrination are derived from age-old police methods and do not depend 
on the use of drugs. On the validity of confessions obtained with drugs, 
Gottschalk found only three published experimental studies that he 
deemed worth reporting. 


One of these reported experiments by D.P. Morris in which intravenous 
sodium amytal was helpful in detecting malingerers. [12] The subjects, 
soldiers, were at first sullen, negativistic, and non-productive under 
amytal, but as the interview proceeded they revealed the fact of and causes 
for their malingering. Usually the interviews turned up a neurotic or 
psychotic basis for the deception. 


The other two confession studies, being more relevant to the highly 
specialized, untouched area of drugs in intelligence interrogation, deserve 
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more detailed review. 


Gerson and Victoroff [12] conducted amytal interviews with 17 
neuropsychiatric patients, soldiers who had charges against them, at Tilton 
General Hospital, Fort Dix. First they were interviewed without amytal by 
a psychiatrist, who, neither ignoring nor stressing their situation as 
prisoners or suspects under scrutiny, urged each of them to discuss his 
social and family background, his army career, and his version of the 
charges pending against him. 


The patients were told only a few minutes in advance that narcoanalysis 
would be performed. The doctor was considerate, but positive and 
forthright. He indicated that they had no choice but to submit to the 
procedure. Their attitudes varied from unquestioning to downright refusal. 


Each patient was brought to complete narcosis and permitted to sleep. As 
he became semiconscious and could be stimulated to speak, he was held in 
this stage with additional amytal while the questioning proceeded. He was 
questioned first about innocuous matters from his background that he had 
discussed before receiving the drug. Whenever possible, he was 
manipulated into bringing up himself the charges pending against him 
before being questioned about them. If he did this in a too fully conscious 
state, it proved more effective to ask him to "talk about that later" and to 
interpose a topic that would diminish suspicion, delaying the interrogation 
on his criminal activity until he was back in the proper stage of narcosis. 


The procedure differed from therapeutic narcoanalysis in several ways: the 
setting, the type of patients, and the kind of "truth" sought. Also, the 
subjects were kept in twilight consciousness longer than usual. This state 
proved richest in yield of admissions prejudicial to the subject. In it his 
speech was thick, mumbling, and disconnected, but his discretion was 
markedly reduced. This valuable interrogation period, lasting only five to 
ten minutes at a time, could be reinduced by injecting more amytal and 
putting the patient back to sleep. 


The interrogation technique varied from case to case according to the 
background information about the patient, the seriousness of the charges, 
the patient's attitude under narcosis, and his rapport with the doctor. 
Sometimes it was useful to pretend, as the patient grew more fully 
conscious, that he had already confessed during the amnestic period of the 
interrogation, and to urge him, while his memory and sense of 
self-protection were still limited, to continue to elaborate the details of 
what he had "already described." When it was obvious that a subject was 
withholding the truth, his denials were quickly passed over and ignored, 
and the key questions would be rewarded in a new approach. 
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Several patients revealed fantasies, fears, and delusions approaching 
delirium, much of which could readily be distinguished from reality. But 
sometimes there was no way for the examiner to distinguish truth from 
fantasy except by reference to other sources. One subject claimed to have 
a child that did not exist, 
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another threatened to kill on sight a stepfather who had been dead a year, 
and yet another confessed to participating in a robbery when in fact he had 
only purchased goods from the participants. Testimony concerning dates 
and specific places was untrustworthy and often contradictory because of 
the patient's loss of time-sense. His veracity in citing names and events 
proved questionable. Because of his confusion about actual events and 
what he thought or feared had happened, the patient at times managed to 
conceal the truth unintentionally. 


As the subject revived, he would become aware that he was being 
questioned about his secrets and, depending upon his personality, his fear 
of discovery, or the degree of his disillusionment with the doctor, grow 
negativistic, hostile, or physically aggressive. Occasionally patients had to 
be forcibly restrained during this period to prevent injury to themselves or 
others as the doctor continued to interrogate. Some patients, moved by 
fierce and diffuse anger, the assumption that they had already been tricked 
into confessing, and a still limited sense of discretion, defiantly 
acknowledged their guilt and challenged the observer to "do something 
about it." As the excitement passed, some fell back on their original stories 
and others verified the confessed material. During the follow-up interview 
nine of the 17 admitted the validity of their confessions; eight repudiated 
their confessions and reaffirmed their earlier accounts. 


With respect to the reliability of the results of such interrogation, Gerson 
and Victoroff conclude that persistent, careful questioning can reduce 
ambiguities in drug interrogation, but cannot eliminate them altogether. 


At least one experiment has shown that subjects are capable of 
maintaining a lie while under the influence of a barbiturate. Redlich and 
his associates at Yale [25] administered sodium amytal to nine volunteers, 
students and professionals, who had previously, for purposes of the 
experiment, revealed shameful and guilt-producing episodes of their past 
and then invented false self-protective stories to cover them. In nearly 
every case the cover story retained some elements of the guilt inherent in 
the true story. 
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Under the influence of the drug, the subjects were crossexamined on their 
cover stories by a second investigator. The results, though not definitive, 
showed that normal individuals who had good defenses and no overt 
pathological traits could stick to their invented stories and refuse 
confession. Neurotic individuals with strong unconscious self-punitive 
tendencies, on the other hand, both confessed more easily and were 
inclined to substitute fantasy for the truth, confessing to offenses never 
actually committed. 


In recent years drug therapy has made some use of stimulants, most 
notably amphetamine (Benzedrine) and its relative methamphetamine 
(Methadrine). These drugs, used either alone or following intravenous 
barbiturates, produce an outpouring of ideas, emotions, and memories 
which has been of help in diagnosing mental disorders. The potential of 
stimulants in interrogation has received little attention, unless in 
unpublished work. In one study of their psychiatric use Brussel et al. [7] 
maintain that methedrine gives the liar no time to think or to organize his 
deceptions. Once the drug takes hold, they say, an insurmountable urge to 
pour out speech traps the malingerer. Gottschalk, on the other hand, says 
that this claim is extravagant, asserting without elaboration that the study 
lacked proper controls. [13] It is evident that the combined use of 
barbiturates and stimulants, perhaps along with ataraxics (tranquilizers), 
should be further explored. 


OBSERVATIONS FROM PRACTICE 


J.M. MacDonald, who as a psychiatrist for the District Courts of Denver 
has had extensive experience with narcoanalysis, says that drug 
interrogation is of doubtful value in obtaining confessions to crimes. 
Criminal suspects under the influence of barbiturates may deliberately 
withhold information, persist in giving untruthful answers, or falsely 
confess to crimes they did not commit. The psychopathic personality, in 
particular, appears to resist successfully the influence of drugs. 


MacDonald tells of a criminal psychopath who, having agreed to 
narco-interrogation, received 1.5 grams of sodium amytal over a period of 
five hours. This man feigned amnesia and gave a false account of a 
murder. "He displayed little or no remorse as he (falsely) described the 
crime, including burial of the body. Indeed he was very self-possessed and 
he appeared almost to enjoy the examination. From time to time he would 
request that more amytal be injected." [21] 


MacDonald concludes that a person who gives false information prior to 
re- 
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ceiving drugs is likely to give false information also under narcosis, that 
the drugs are of little value for revealing deceptions, and that they are 
more effective in releasing unconsciously repressed material than in 
evoking consciously suppressed information. 


Another psychiatrist known for his work with criminals, L.Z. Freedman, 
gave sodium amytal to men accused of various civil and military antisocial 
acts. The subjects were mentally unstable, their conditions ranging from 
character disorders to neuroses and psychoses. The drug interviews proved 
psychiatrically beneficial to the patients, but Freedman found that his view 
of objective reality was seldom improved by their revelations. He was 
unable to say on the basis of the narco-interrogation whether a given act 
had or had not occurred. Like MacDonald, he found that psychopathic 
individuals can deny to the point of unconsciousness crimes that every 
objective sign indicates they have committed. [10] 


F.G. Inbau, Professor of Law at Northwestern University, who has had 
considerable experience observing and participating in "truth" drug tests, 
claims that they are occasionally effective on persons who would have 
disclosed the truth anyway had they been properly interrogated, but that a 
person determined to lie will usually be able to continue the deception 
under drugs. 


The two military psychiatrists who made the most extensive use of 
narcoanalysis during the war years. Roy R. Grinker and John C. Spiegel, 
concluded that in almost all cases they could obtain from their patients 
essentially the same material and give them the same emotional release by 
therapy without the use of drugs, provided they had sufficient time. 


The essence of these comments from professionals of long experience is 
that drugs provide rapid access to information that is psychiatrically useful 
but of doubtful validity as empirical truth. The same psychological 
information and a less adulterated empirical truth can be obtained from 
fully conscious subjects through non-drug psychotherapy and skillful 
police interrogation. 


APPLICATION TO CI INTERROGATION 


The almost total absence of controlled experimental studies of "truth" 
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drugs and the spotty and anecdotal nature of psychiatric and police 
evidence require that extrapolations to intelligence operations be made 
with care. Still, enough is known about the drugs' actions to suggest 
certain considerations affecting the possibilities for their use in 
interrogation. 


It should be clear from the foregoing that at best a drug can only serve as 
an aid to an interrogator who has a sure understanding of the psychology 
and techniques of normal interrogation. In some respects, indeed, the 
demands on his skill will be increased by the baffling mixture of truth and 
fantasy in drug-induced output. And the tendency against which he must 
guard in the interrogate to give the responses that seem to be wanted 
without regard for facts will be heightened by drugs: the literature abounds 
with warnings that a subject in narcosis is extremely suggestible. 


It seems possible that this suggestibility and the lowered guard of the 
narcotic state might be put to advantage in the case of a subject feigning 
ignorance of a language or some other skill that had become automatic 
with him. Lipton [20] found sodium amytal helpful in determining 
whether a foreign subject was merely pretending not to understand 
English. By extension, one can guess that a drugged interrogatee might 
have difficulty maintaining the pretense that he did not comprehend the 
idiom of a profession he was trying to hide. 


There is the further problem of hostility in the interrogator's relationship to 
a resistance source. The accumulated knowledge about "truth" drug 
reaction has come largely from patient-physician relationships of trust and 
confidence. The subject in narcoanalysis is usually motivated a priori to 
cooperate with the psychiatrist, either to obtain relief from mental 
suffering or to contribute to a scientific study. Even in police work, where 
an atmosphere of anxiety and threat may be dominant, a relationship of 
trust frequently asserts itself: the drug is administered by a medical man 
bound by a strict code of ethics; the suspect agreeing to undergo 
narcoanalysis in a desperate bid for corroboration of his testimony trusts 
both drug and psychiatrist, however apprehensively; and finally, as 
Freedman and MacDonald have indicated, the police psychiatrist 
frequently deals with a "sick" criminal, and some order of 
patient-physician relationship necessarily evolves. 


1. 


Rarely has a drug interrogation involved "normal" individuals in a hostile 
or genuinely threatening milieu. It was from a non-threatening 
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experimental setting that Eric Lindemann could say that his "normal" 
subjects "reported a general sense of euphoria, ease and confidence, and 
they exhibited a marked increase in talkativeness and communicability." 
[18] Gerson and Victoroff list poor doctor-patient rapport as one factor 
interfering with the completeness and authenticity of confessions by the 
Fort Dix soldiers, caught as they were in a command performance and told 
they had no choice but to submit to narco-interrogation. 


From all indications, subject-interrogation rapport is usually crucial to 
obtaining the psychological release which may lead to unguarded 
disclosures. Role-playing on the part of the interrogator might be a 
possible solution to the problem of establishing rapport with a drugged 
subject. In therapy, the British narco-analyst William Sargent recommends 
that the therapist deliberately distort the facts of the patient's 
life-experience to achieve heightened emotional response and abreaction. 
[27] In the drunken state of narcoanalysis patients are prone to accept the 
therapist's false constructions. There is reason to expect that a drugged 
subject would communicate freely with an interrogator playing the role of 
relative, colleague, physician, immediate superior, or any other person to 
whom his background indicated he would be responsive. 


Even when rapport is poor, however, there remains one facet of drug 
action eminently exploitable in interrogation -- the fact that subjects 
emerge from narcosis feeling they have revealed a great deal, even when 
they have not. As Gerson and Victoroff demonstrated at Fort Dix, this 
psychological set provides a major opening for obtaining genuine 
confessions. 


POSSIBLE VARIATIONS 


In studies by Beecher and his associates, [3-6] one-third to one-half the 
individuals tested proved to be placebo reactors, subjects who respond 
with symptomatic relief to the administration of any syringe, pill, or 
capsule, regardless of what it contains. Although no studies are known to 
have been made of the placebo phenomenon as applied to 
narco-interrogation, it seems reasonable that when a subject's sense of 
guilt interferes with productive interrogation, a placebo for 
pseudo-narcosis could have the effect of absolving him of the 
responsibility for his acts and thus clear the way for free communication. 
It is notable that placebos are most likely to be effective in situations of 
stress. The individuals most likely to react to placebos are the more 
anxious, more self-centered, more dependent on outside stimulation, those 
who express their needs more freely socially, talkers who drain off anxiety 
by conversing with others. The non-reactors are those clinically more rigid 
and with better than average emotional control. No sex or I.Q. differences 
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between reactors and non-reactors have been found. 


Another possibility might be the combined use of drugs with hypnotic 
trance and post-hypnotic suggestion: hypnosis could presumably prevent 
any recollection of the drug experience. Whether a subject can be brought 
to trance against his will or unaware, however, is a matter of some 
disagreement. Orne, in a survey of the potential uses of hypnosis in 
interrogation, [23] asserts that it is doubtful, despite many apparent 
indications to the contrary, that trance can be induced in resistant subjects. 
It may be possible, he adds, to hypnotize a subject unaware, but this would 
require a positive relationship with the hypnotist not likely to be found in 
the interrogation setting. 


In medical hypnosis, pentothal sodium is sometimes employed when only 
light trance has been induced and deeper narcosis is desired. This 
procedure is a possibility for interrogation, but if a satisfactory level of 
narcosis could be achieved through hypnotic trance there would appear to 
be no need for drugs. 


DEFENSIVE MEASURES 


There is no known way of building tolerance for a "truth" drug without 
creating a disabling addiction, or of arresting the action of a barbiturate 
once induced. The only full safeguard against narco-interrogation is to 
prevent the administration of the drug. Short of this, the best defense is to 
make use of the same knowledge that suggests drugs for offensive 
operations: if a subject knows that on emerging from narcosis he will have 
an exaggerated notion of how much he has revealed he can better resolve 
to deny he has said anything. 


33: 


The disadvantages and shortcomings of drugs in offensive operations 
become positive features of the defensive posture. A subject in 
narco-interrogation is garbled and irrational, the amount of output 
drastically diminished. Drugs disrupt established thought patterns, 
including the will to resist, but they do so indiscriminately and thus also 
interfere with the patterns of substantive information the interrogator 
seeks. Even under the conditions most favorable for the interrogator, 
output will be contaminated by fantasy, distortion, and untruth. 


Possibly the most effective way to arm oneself against narco-interrogation 
would be to undergo a "dry run." A trial drug interrogation with output 
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taped for playback would familiarize an individual with his own reactions 
to "truth" drugs, and this familiarity would help to reduce the effects of 
harassment by the interrogator before and after the drug has been 
administered. From the viewpoint of the intelligence service, the trial 
exposure of a particular operative to drugs might provide a rough 
benchmark for assessing the kind and amount of information he would 
divulge in narcosis. 


There may be concern over the possibility of drug addiction intentionally 
or accidentally induced by an adversary service. Most drugs will cause 
addiction with prolonged use, and the barbiturates are no exception. In 
recent studies at the U.S. Public Health Service Hospital for addicts in 
Lexington, Ky., subjects received large doses of barbiturates over a period 
of months. Upon removal of the drug, they experienced acute withdrawal 
symptoms and behaved in every respect like chronic alcoholics. 


Because their action is extremely short, however, and because there is 
little likelihood that they would be administered regularly over a 
prolonged period, barbiturate "truth" drugs present slight risk of 
operational addiction. If the adversary service were intent on creating 
addiction in order to exploit withdrawal, it would have other, more rapid 
means of producing states as unpleasant as withdrawal symptoms. 


The hallucinatory and psychotomimetic drugs such as mescaline, 
marihuana, LSD-25, and microtine are sometimes mistakenly associated 
with narcoanalytic interrogation. These drugs distort the perception and 
interpretation of the sensory input to the central nervous system and affect 
vision, audition, smell, the sensation of the size of body parts and their 
position in space, etc. Mescaline and LSD-25 have been used to create 
experimental "psychotic states," and in a minor way as aids in 
psychotherapy. 


Since information obtained from a person in a psychotic drug state would 
be unrealistic, bizarre, and extremely difficult to assess, the 
self-administration of LSD-25, which is effective in minute dosages, 
might in special circumstances offer an operative temporary protection 
against interrogation. Conceivably, on the other hand, an adversary service 
could use such drugs to produce anxiety or terror in medically 
unsophisticated subjects unable to distinguish drug-induced psychosis 
from actual insanity. An enlightened operative could not be thus 
frightened, however, knowing that the effect of these hallucinogenic 
agents is transient in normal individuals. 


Most broadly, there is evidence that drugs have least effect on 
well-adjusted individuals with good defenses and good emotional control, 
and that anyone who can withstand the stress of competent interrogation in 
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the waking state can do so in narcosis. The essential resources for 
resistance thus appear to lie within the individual. 


CONCLUSIONS 


The salient points that emerge from this discussion are the following. No 
such magic brew as the popular notion of truth serum exists. The 
barbiturates, by disrupting defensive patterns, may sometimes be helpful 
in interrogation, but even under the best conditions they will elicit an 
output contaminated by deception, fantasy, garbled speech, etc. A major 
vulnerability they produce in the subject is a tendency to believe he has 
revealed more than he has. It is possible, however, for both normal 
individuals and psychopaths to resist drug interrogation; it seems likely 
that any individual who can withstand ordinary intensive interrogation can 
hold out in narcosis. The best aid to a defense against narco-interrogation 
is foreknowledge of the process and its limitations. There is an acute need 
for controlled experimental studies of drug reaction, not only to 
depressants but also to stimulants and to combinations of depressants, 
stimulants, and ataraxics.

1. The purpose of Subproject No. 83 will be to support the editorial and 
technical survey activities of [portion censored] assigned to the [portion 
censored] and is covered as an employee of the [portion censored] .

1. Substances which will promote illogical thinking and impulsiveness to the 
point where the recipient would be discredited in public.

3. Materials which will prevent or counteract the intoxicating effect of alcohol. 
4. Materials which will promote the intoxicating effect of alcohol. 


5. Materials which will produce the signs and symptoms of recognized diseases 
in a reversible way so that they may be used for malingering, etc. 


6. Materials which will render the indication of hypnosis easier or otherwise 
enhance its usefulness. 


7. Substances which will enhance the ability of individuals to withstand 
privation, torture and coercion during interrogation and so-called 
"brainwashing". 
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8. Materials and physical methods which will produce amnesia for events 
preceding and during their use. 


9. Physical methods of producing shock and confusion over extended periods of 
time and capable of surreptitious use. 


10. Substances which produce physical disablement such as paralysis of the 
legs, acute anemia, etc.

11. Substances which will produce "pure" euphoria with no subsequent 
let-down. 


12. Substances which alter personality structure in such a way that the tendency 
of the recipient to become dependent upon another person is enhanced. 


13. A material which will cause mental confusion of such a type that the 
individual under its influence will find it difficult to maintain a fabrication 
under questioning. 


14. Substances which will lower the ambition and general working efficiency of 
men when administered in undetectable amounts. 


15. Substances which will promote weakness or distortion of the eyesight or 
hearing faculties, preferably without permanent effects. 


16. A knockout pill which can surreptitiously be administered in drinks, food, 
cigarettes, as an aerosol, etc., which will be safe to use, provide a maximum of 
amnesia, and be suitable for use by agent types on an ad hoc basis. 


17. A material which can be surreptitiously administered by the above routes 
and which in very small amounts will make it impossible for a man to perform 
any physical activity whatever. 


The development of materials of this type follows the standard practice of such 
ethical drug houses as [deleted]. It is a relatively routine procedure to develop a 
drug to the point of human testing. Ordinarily, the drug houses depend upon the 
services of private physicians for the final clinical testing. The physicians are 
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willing to assume the responsibility of such tests in order to advance the science 
of medicine. It is difficult and sometimes impossible for TSS/CD to offer such 
an inducement with respect to its products. In practice, it has been possible to 
use the outside cleared contractors for the preliminary phases of this work. 
However, that part which involves human testing at effective dose levels 
presents security problems which cannot be handled by the ordinary contractor.

This is a memo in regard to expansion of the manual on trickery. 
The manual as it now stands consists of the following five sections: 


1. Underlying bases for the successful performance of tricks and the 
background of the psychological principles by which they operate. 


2. Tricks with pills. 

3. Tricks with loose solids. 

4. Tricks with liquids. 

5. Tricks by which small objects may be obtained secretly. This section was not 
considered in my original outline and was suggested subsequently to me. I was, 
however, able to add it without necessitating extension of the number of weeks 


requesting for the writing. Another completed task not noted in the outline was 
making models of such equipment as has been described in the manual. 
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As sections 2,3,4 and 5 were written solely for use by men working alone the 
manual needs two further sections. One section would give modified, or 
different, tricks and techniques of performance so that the tricks could be 
performed by women. The other section would describe tricks suitable for two 
or more people working in collaboration. In both these proposed sections the 
tricks would differ considerably from those which have been described. 


I believe that properly to devise the required techniques and devices and to 
describe them in writing would require 12 working weeks to complete the two 
sections. However, I cannot now work on this project every week and would 
hesitate to promise completion prior to the first of May, 1954. 

I shall await you instructions in the matter.

1. DEHYPNOTIZING YOURSELF 
Every person has been hypnotized to some degree either by ideas 
he has accepted from others or ideas he has convinced himself are 
true. These ideas have exactly the same effect upon his behavior as 
those implanted into the mind of a hypnotic subject by a hypnotist. 
To best illustrate my point, let me explain what happens when a 
person is hypnotized. Under hypnosis, I tell a normal, healthy 
woman that she cannot lift a pencil that I have placed on a table. 
And, surprisingly, she finds herself unable to perform this simple 
act. . On the one hand, she is trying to perform the action through 
voluntary effort and the use of her body muscles. But on the other, 
the suggestion that “you cannot lift the pencil” causes her mind to 
believe that it is impossible. Here we find a physical force being 
neutralized by a mental force. It is a case of will power versus 
imagination. When this happens, imagination always wins out! 


ONAUNARWHN 


Many people think they can change their lives through sheer will 
power. This is not true. Negative ideas in the imagination cause 
such persons to defeat themselves. Regardless of how hard they try, 
it’s no use. They have accepted a false belief as if it were fact. All 
their ability, good intentions, effort and will power are of no avail 
against the powerful false belief they have accepted as truth. In the 
Same manner, I quickly prove that there is no limit to what a person 
can or cannot do when he or she is hypnotized because the power 
of imaginations is limitless. To observers, I appear to have magical 
power to make her able and willing to do things she could not or 
would not ordinarily do. The truth is, of course, that the power is 
inherent in the subject. 

Without realizing it, my subject hypnotized herself into believing 
that she could or could not do these things. No one can be 
involuntarily hypnotized as each person collaborates in the 
hypnotizing process. The hypnotist is only a guide who helps the 
subject accelerate the phenomenon. I have introduced this simple 
demonstration of hypnosis to illustrate a psychological principle, 
which can be of great value to you. 

Once a person believes that something is true, (whether it is true or 
not) he then acts as if it were. He will instinctively seek to collect 
facts to support the belief no matter how false they may be. No one 
will be able to convince him otherwise unless, through my study, he 
is ready to change. Hence, it is easy to see that, if one accepts 
something that is not true, all subsequent actions will be based upon 
a false belief. 

This is not a new idea. Since the beginning of time, both men and 
women have been in a kind of hypnotic sleep of which they were 
unaware, but which has been recognized by great teachers and 
thinkers throughout the centuries. These people have perceived that 
humankind limits itself through its “mistaken certainties” and have 
sought to awaken us to our potential for greatness which goes far 
beyond anything we can possibly imagine. 

It is therefore, of utmost importance that you do not assume you are 
awake to the truth about yourself. Said another way, you must not 
assume that what you now hold as truth is, in fact, really the Truth. 
Instead, you must proceed with the idea that you are presently 
hypnotized by false beliefs, concepts and values that are keeping 


you from expressing your true potential. It may be astutely 
observed at this point that you and I are primarily the result of what 
we have been told and taught, and what we have been sold and 
bought. The average person never comes near reaching his 
unlimited potential because he is living under the false assumption 
that he already knows the truth. 

Your first job is to awaken from the hypnotic condition that is 
presently keeping you from being the person you want to be. Read 
the following statement: The degree to which you awaken will be in 
direct proportion to the amount of Truth you can accept about 
yourself. Now read it again! This is the key that determines how 
much you will be able to change your life. In the words, “know the 
Truth and the Truth shall set you free.” 

If you are sincere about changing your life and increasing your self- 
confidence, you must have an open mind. I neither want nor expect 
you to accept as true anything you read in this book, just because I 
say it’s true. If you do, you will gain little from what you are 
reading. You must try out the principles for yourself. The inner 
conviction and security, which comes from having proved to your 
own Satisfaction that what is presented as the Truth is indeed really 
the Truth, is the foundation upon which to begin building a 
dynamic self-confident personality. 

In order to construct a new “functional” building on a site where a 
“non functional” building exists, you first have to raze the old 
structure. This must be done by shattering those “mistaken 
certainties” which have held you back from expressing the 
unlimited, abundant, wholesome life you desire. This is primarily 
what i want to do with you my dear 

HOW YOUR BELIEFS IMPRISON YOU? 

Just what are beliefs? They are the conscious and unconscious 
information that we have accepted as true. Unfortunately, our 
beliefs often imprison us and deny us access to what is real. A filter 
of misconceptions prohibits Truth’s passage and we see only what 
we want, and reject everything else. Truth can never be revealed to 
the so-called “firm believer.” You know the type: always quoting 
“facts.” He does not want to recognize anything outside of his 
belief and sees everything with which he disagreed as a threat. He 
goes through life labeling all that is new, different and enlightening 


as “evil” or, at least “unacceptable,” and all that is old, traditional 
and suppressing as “good.” He cannot understand that Truth — no 
matter how painful — is always by its very nature, “good,” and that 
a lie — regardless of how much we are in love with it, is always, by 
its very nature, “bad.” To protect his beliefs, he builds a wall 
around his world. Some “firm believers” have a big wall and some 
a small one but, regardless of the size of the structure, it can only 
serve to shut out more of the Truth than it can hold. The person who 
is a “firm believer” has no option to change his mind. This makes 
him ignorant. He can only recognize what lies within the walls he 
has built around himself and is prevented from exploring the 
limitless Truth, which lies outside the wall. What he fails to realize 
is that Truth is always greater than any structure built to contain it. 
Belief and faith are not the same thing and should not be confused. 
Unlike belief, faith is not totally limiting. It recognizes there is 
more to discover and know, and that one must always seek to 
unfold more and more of the Truth. With faith, all things are 
possible. The “firm believer” always thinks he knows The answer. 
The person with faith, aware that there is always more to learn 
about himself or herself, constantly seeks enlightenment. 

If we wish to make a fundamental change in our life, we must first 
understand the root of our problems. This invariably lies in our 
“mistaken certainties.” 

Mistaken certainties are things we are sure are true but which, in 
fact, are not. They are generally based on wishful thinking, which 
distorts reality and leads to self-deception. We want things to be as 
we would like them to be rather than as they are. We look at the 
world, filtered by our beliefs, which blinds us to what is real. We 
can only change the world to the extent that we can change 
ourselves. We can only change ourselves to the degree that we 
become aware of our mistaken certainties. Most of our troubles 
arise from expectations, which have not become realities. Most of 
our disappointments come from our mistaken ideal of how we think 
the world should be, and what we think we “should,” or “ought” to 
do, be or have. This is known as resisting reality. Emerson said, 
“We are what we think about all day long.” Everything that is 
happening to you right now in your mental, |, emotional and 
spiritual world is the result of what is going on in your mind. To put 


it more exactly: You accept, relate or reject EVERYTHING in your 
mental and physical environment based on your PRESENT level of 
AWARENESS. Your present level of awareness is determined by 
your education, environment, childhood experiences, successes, 
failures and religious beliefs. You will discover that many of the 
things you thought were true are the things that, in reality, are not. 
These will include the beliefs that make up the solid foundation of 
what you assume is reality. You will discover that everything you 
are accepting, relating or rejecting is based on your present level of 
awareness. Unfortunately, your present level of awareness may be 
faulty or distorted. 

SIR NO ONE LIKES TO CHANGE THEIR PRESENT LEVEL 
OF AWARENESS 

We find it difficult to change our present level of awareness 
because 

1. What we are picturing and imagining in our minds is based on 
what we now believe is the Truth, regardless of how faulty or 
distorted it may be. Our minds control our actions and reactions. 

2. It is easier to give excuses or, as we prefer to call them, “logical 
reasons” why it isn’t necessary, or even possible, to change. 

3. We seek only those experiences that support our present values 
and avoid, resist or, if necessary, forcibly reject those which are 
inconsistent with our existing beliefs. 

4. We have built and programmed into our subconscious minds and 
central nervous systems the wrong responses to life situations that 
cause us to respond the way we have been programmed. In other 
words, we respond to the way we have been conditioned to FEEL 
and ACT. This “system” is one of our own creations and only we 
can change its basic patterns. 

Intellectually, we may agree that there are things in our life that we 
should change, but we almost always feel that our situation is 
different from everyone else’s. This causes us to avoid, resist and, if 
necessary, forcibly reject any idea that threatens our beliefs. Take, 
for example, the alcoholic. From his viewpoint of life, it seems 
rational to continue drinking. The drug user, the compulsive 
gambler and the compulsive eater all feel the same way about their 
respective additions. They rationalize their actions based on their 
present level of awareness, however faulty it may be. The major 


stumbling block to changing our awareness is that we refuse to 
recognize that our “mistaken certainties” have distorted our 
perception. This is why it is important, from time to time, to 
challenge our beliefs to see if we may be operating from the wrong 
viewpoint. The beliefs of a person who has a normal, wholesome 
personality undergo a constant process of reorganization, but the 
neurotic personality clings to his beliefs, false and distorted though 
they may be. Usually the only way the neurotic will change is when 
a major crisis forces him to alter his old self-defeating habit 
patterns. 

Your number one priority in life is the expansion of your 
awareness. By expanding your awareness, you will remove the 
“mistaken certainties” which have been keeping you from being the 
self-confident person you would like to be. You do this by: 

1. Ceasing to automatically and arbitrarily defend your personal 
viewpoints of “right” and “wrong.” Defending them keeps you in 
ignorance by blocking the reception of new ideas. 

2. Reassessing your concepts, values, beliefs, ideals, assumptions, 
defenses, aggressions, goals, hopes and compulsions. 

3. Reorganizing and understanding your real needs and 
motivations. 

4. Learning to trust your intuition. 

5. Observing your mistakes and trying to correct them, being aware 
that herein lie some of the most valuable lessons you’ll ever learn. 
6. Loving yourself and others. 

7. Learning to listen without prejudging and automatically thinking, 
“This is good “That is bad.” Training you to listen to WHAT is 
being said without the necessity of believing it. 

8. Noticing what you are defending most of the time. 

9. Realizing that your new awareness will provide you with the 
means and motivation to change for the better. 

Begin to ask yourself, “Are my beliefs rational?” “Could I be 
mistaken?” If another person held your beliefs, you would be able 
to be very objective. You would, no doubt, present a convincing 
case why they may be wrong. Learn to view your own beliefs in 
this manner. Question EVERYTHING and draw your own 
conclusion only after you have considered all the possibilities. 

Dear why you can change? 


The starting point of all change is when we change our 
DOMINANT BELIEFS that have been limiting our awareness. It is 
possible to do this because we make our own world. Change is 
affected through our subconscious mind and imagination. As 
Professor James pointed out, it begins with changing the inner 
aspects of our thinking. We know, from experience, that an outward 
change will come after we change from within. By changing our 
DOMINANT THOUGHTS OR BELIEFS, we change our inner 
awareness and hence our outer circumstances. Before we can 
change our life to a more positive experience, we must challenge 
anything that is not working in our lives. This allows us to start 
building that bridge between where we are now and where we 
would like to be, and from what we are now to what we would like 
to become. Up to now, your greatest problem has been ignorance 
of who you are and who you were meant to be. The wrong self- 
image has kept you from releasing your unlimited potential. You 
are like a bird in a cage, which has no idea of how much vast space 
exists outside. Your ‘mistaken certainties’ have prevented you from 
realizing how truly worthy, capable and unique you are. 


2. BONDAGE OR LIBERTY? 

A self-confident personality is not possible until we build a solid 
foundation of self-reliance. Many people think that a person who is 
self-reliant must be aloof, disinterested or unfriendly towards others. 
This is a totally false conception. By not being dependent, the self- 
reliant person can relate to others with compassion and empathy 
while, at the same time, retaining self-confidence and poise. Able to 
stand on his or her own two feet, he or she does not feel the need to 
manipulate others. The main deterrent to self-reliance is the mistaken 
certainty that others are smarter, wiser or more intelligent than we are. 
This causes us to look to others for our happiness and welfare. The 
person who is dependent in this sense must always reach out to 
something external. He wants people, circumstances, conditions or 
God to do for him what he should be doing for himself. This causes 
him to depend, manipulate, conform, compare and compete. In this 
chapter, we shall learn how these destructive habits act as deterrents to 
building a self-confident personality But, first, a word about self- 
reliance. We shall learn how these destructive habits act as deterrents 


to building a self-confident personality But, first, a word about self- 
reliance. it is not only the belief that you can handle things and 
become successful, it is something more than that. It is having the 
courage to listen to your inner prompting for a hint of the kind of 
success you truly desire. It means taking your cue from yourself not 
listening to something or someone outside yourself to get an idea of 
what you should be. When we learn to read the “signs” correctly and 
follow our intuition we can begin to trust ourselves and not follow the 
beat of someone else’s drum. Dependency is slavery by mutual 
agreement. It is degrading for both the person who is dependent and 
the person who is being dependent upon. Both parties are equally 
lacking in self-reliance for such a relationship flourishes on mutual 
exploitation. The most unfortunate aspect of dependency is that when 
you think you are dependent on another individual you are! You 
neglect to develop the necessary self-reliance to meet and solve your 
own problems. A sure sign of dependency is when you habitually look 
up to others as superior. The moment you begin to compare yourself 
with anyone you are subjecting yourself to psychological slavery. The 
habit of leaning and depending is so ingrained in certain individuals 
that they abdicate all personal authority in favor of another person. 
They feel that they will be secure if they can find a person, 
organization or religion that that they can cling to with blind devotion. 
They allow this person to be responsible for their happiness. And, of 
course, this includes the luxury of having someone or something to 
blame whenever failure occurs. The leaning, dependent individual is at 
the mercy of those around him. Believing others smarter than himself, 
he is always looking for someone to lean on when a new problem 
confronts him. Subordinate to those, upon whom he depends, their 
advice becomes a command that he feels compelled to follow. And 
often there is more than one “advisor” so he is in a constant state of 
exhaustion as he tries to decide whose advice to follow. Advice is 
everywhere. Most of it is free and not worth the price. You usually 
have a dozen or more “unpaid advisors” who are more than happy to 
give you their opinion. But since others are generally engrossed in 
their own problems and do not know what you really “ought” or 
“must” do, you invariably get the wrong advice. Indeed, accepting 
advice from someone who is not qualified to dispense it is like going a 
plumber to get your teeth fixed. Most people can’t solve their own 


problems, so how can they advise you to do what they haven’t been 
able to accomplish themselves? Overcoming dependency isn’t easy. 
We have been conditioned since childhood to look to others for our 
welfare and wisdom. But, while dependency plays a role in our 
upbringing and education, it was never intended to obliterate 
individual identity. Each one of us is born with the innate ability to 
resolve whatever difficulties we face. 

*NO ONE CAN EVER LET YOU DOWN IF YOU ARE NOT 
LEANING ON THEM. No one can hurt your feelings, make you 
unhappy, lonely, if you are not dependent on them for your welfare, 
inspiration, love or motivation. The person who is self-reliant does not 
need to find a master to lean on. He is able to meet life’s challenges 
with confidence and power by looking at each situation in the light of 
reality. He sees things as they are, not as he would like them to be, and 
refuses to let his life be dominated by resisting reality. 

Once you have developed self-reliance, you do not have to 
procrastinate , because you have the confidence to meet each life 
situation with self-assurance . You are free from worry. You are not 
separated from your source of Power. You do not need repeated doses 
of inspiration and stimulation from others to do what you have to do. 
Instead, you go through life with the realization that the internal 
Power within you is greater than any problem that faces you. 
*QOVERCOMING THE NEED TO MANIPULATE 

As a child, you neither knew nor cared about what was going on in the 
world around you. Your only concern was your own welfare. 
Helplessness made you dependent on what others would give and do 
for you. Your greatest happiness was being fed. Your main concern 
was to get as much attention as possible... Even at this early point in 
your life, you were programming yourself to depend on other people’s 
approval and to feel rejected when others disapproved. As a child, 
behavior like this was excusable, but, as an adult, it is self-defeating. 
If you are still trying to manipulate others to do that which are 
sufficiently capable of doing yourself, you cannot consider yourself 
emotionally mature. A growing habit in our culture is to do more and 
more for children and expect less and less. Parents guilty of this are 
unwittingly cheating their offspring by allowing them to be dependent 
for things they should be doing for themselves. By spending their first 
eighteen years leaning and depending on others, children are cast in 


the role of prisoners with good behavior privileges. It is interesting to 
note that this is a human phenomenon. Shortly after birth, all other 
species of animal push their young out into the world where they soon 
learn independence. The greatest gift any parent can give their 
children is to help them to become self-confident by making them 
self-reliant. Children should be given as much responsibility as they 
can handle at any age level. Only through independence will they 
learn the joy and privilege and human dignity of standing on their own 
two feet. 

It is a basic responsibility of parents to assist children in making a 
smooth transition from dependency to self-reliance. Every time you do 
something that someone is sufficiently capable of doing for himself or 
herself, you are literally stealing from that person. The more you care 
for someone, the more alert you must be to see that you are not 
depriving them of the opportunity to think and do for themselves . 
This is true not only in parent-child relationships, but in marriage, 
family and all interpersonal relationships as well. We cannot live other 
people’s lives or bear their burdens, no matter how much we love 
them. The umbilical cord should be cut when children reach their 
early teens. I believe that they should be required to find their own 
living quarters no later than the age of eighteen or upon completing 
high school. Many parents will rebel against this idea with what, to 
them, seems to be logical reasons. But the fact still remains that 
nothing builds more self-reliance 

in a young adult than having to live alone. It is interesting that almost 
without exception, the people who have achieved outstanding success 
in all fields of endeavor, including business, government, arts and 
sciences, are people who either were separated from their parents 
through hardship, or decided to emancipate themselves in their young 
adult years. We hear such excuses as; “It will help them financially to 
live at home.” On the surface it may seem like the parent is doing this 
for the child, but usually the motivation is to satisfy his or her own 
need. Parents who accept and cultivate this attitude only delay and 
make more difficult the ultimate day of decision when their children 
must face the adult world on their own. Through the mistaken use of 
parental love, they have encouraged their offspring to continue to lean, 
depend and expect to receive help and support from others as if they 
were still small children. Now, let’s get our perspective here. We are 


not saying that you should not help or give to your child, mate or 
family. What we are saying is that you must allow them the individual 
freedom to do what they feel they must do in order to grow and 
develop. Assisting them is where the giving comes in. Give them love, 
encouragement and recognition for their accomplishments. These are 
the vital elements of growth that they cannot supply for themselves. 
Even financial assistance should be considered carefully. There is 
nothing wrong with wanting to help the child financially, but financial 
assistance should be offered with a provision for its ultimate 
repayment. Individuals who have not developed self-reliance have no 
alternative but to use manipulation to get what they want. If you are 
not self-reliant, you have to depend on your skill at influencing people 
to serve you and fulfill your needs. If you do use others as a vehicle to 
get through life, you cannot possibly go faster or further than you can 
convince them to take you. If you are a parent, always be aware of any 
actions that will cause your child to remain in bondage because he or 
she will pay dearly for later in life. 

*THE FATAL DECISION OF CONFORMITY 

Most of us grew up never having to make any major decisions. Adults 
frequently deprived us of this responsibility. If we tried to make a 
decision it was never given any importance. Our parents were the final 
authority. We either agreed to their demands or else tried to talk our 
way out of what they wanted us to do. As we entered adolescence, it 
became apparent that we would soon have to decide what was best for 
us. This can be a frightening experience as the average teenager goes 
forth into the adult world with very little preparation for what lies 
ahead. It is at this stage of our lives that we make the fatal decision to 
conform. As children, we were trained to obey or suffer the 
consequences so it is little wonder that, as we enter adulthood, most of 
us choose to perpetuate conformity as the easiest and most expedient 
approach to life. We prefer not to rock the boat because our need for 
approval is usually far stronger than our desire to do what we really 
want. Conformity is one of the greatest psychological evils of 
humankind. The person caught in this destructive habit rarely reaches 
his or her goals. He wants to be a great person, independent and do 
important things. But he can’t. His primary motivation to always seek 
approval prevents him. The conformist is filled with the need for 
approval. He can never get enough. He runs from one person to 


another seeking compliments and endorsements for his behavior. As a 
child, he turned to parents, when he started to work, to his boss and 
fellow workers. He must always have someone around to pat him on 
the head and tell him he is doing a good job. This bolsters up his poor 
self-esteem. By constantly seeking approval, he escapes from the 
responsibility of creating his own success and happiness and become 
totally dependent on others for his well being. Indeed, he is their 
psychological slave, a person who can no longer imagine what life 
would be like if he approached it in a self-reliant manner. The opposite 
of bravery is not cowardice, but conformity. We should never invest 
another human being with the power to either build or wreck our lives, 
or dominate our initiative. 

*HOW COMPARISON BREEDS FEAR 

Comparison is a sign of poor self-esteem. The person who compares 
himself to others lives in a state of fear. He fears those he imagines are 
above him. Believing them to be superior, he feels he can never 
achieve their level of competence. He fears those he imagines are 
below him because they seem to be catching up. If he works in a large 
company, he is always looking around him to see who is looming as a 
threat. The greater the height to which he arises, the greater his fear of 
falling. The only way to get through life, he concludes, is to beat 
people at their own game. But, as his primary concern becomes being 
“one up” on the next person on his imaginary ladder, life loses it 
enjoyment. 

*COMPETITON — KILLER OF CREATIVITY 

All forms of competition are hostile. They may seem friendly on the 
surface, but the prime motivation is to be or do “better than” the next 
person. However, you were placed on this earth to create, not to 
compete, so if competition is used as your basic motivation to do 
anything, it will literally conspire against you and defeat you every 
time. What we’re saying is that the purpose of life is to BE, not to 
compete. As one teacher puts it, “I am for me, not against anyone!” 
Although it may appear that the world is a competitive place, it is only 
competitive to those who feel the need to compete. Most people will 
reject 

This idea because of their childhood training where competition was 
highly promoted and endorsed. If you ask them if they think 
competition is healthy, they will reply, with great enthusiasm, that it is 


not only healthy, but also necessary! They feel that it gives life 
meaning, purpose and direction that a person needs a reward for doing 
a “good job.” It never occurs to them that the reward is in the doing 
and not in the end result. We compete with others only when we are 
unsure of our abilities and ourselves. Competition is merely imitation. 
It originates in early childhood from our need to copy others. The 
competitive person feels that others are better than he and sets out to 
prove otherwise. He struggles to surpass those he feels are superior. 
The only competition is with himself; to achieve greater personal 
growth and excellence in what he desires to accomplish. 
*RECOGNITION 

Every time you make a mistake or do something you feel does not 
meet someone else’s standards, you feel “less than” others. You then 
blame yourself and feel guilty for not doing what you think you 
“should.” You keep on asking yourself, “Have I done well enough?” 
But the person who goes through life trying to do “well enough” 
develops the compulsive need to be or do “better than” others. And so 
one ill is piled on top of another. better physical attributes, etc. It is a 
game you can never win. 

You will do almost anything to regain their approval. If you are to be 
totally free and self-confident, you must cease being caught in the trap 
of praise seeking. Breaking this destructive habit requires that you 
stop placing others above yourself. Never look up to anyone for any 
reason. If you stop looking up to others you will never have to seek 
their approval and will no longer be seduced by praise or intimidated 
by blame. 

*RECOGNITION 

There is a world of difference between praise and recognition. 
Recognition, as we shall use it here, is a factual observation. It is 
neither a compliment, nor a value judgment. It is simply what the 
name implies, recognition that a person has done the best she or he 
can based on her or his present level of awareness. The major 
difference between praise and recognition is that praise is a value 
judgment. If you tell someone that he is a “great person” for doing 
something for you, you are also saying that he is “not such a great 
person” if he doesn’t fulfill your desires. For example, if your child 
brings you flowers, you shouldn’t say, “You are a ‘good boy’ for 
bringing me flowers.” If you do, you are implying that, if he doesn’t 


bring them, he is a ‘bad boy. ‘Instead say, “Thank you for the flowers. 
I appreciate them very much.” This way you are giving the child 
recognition for his action without placing any value judgment on him 
as a person. 

Adults, young people, and especially children, respond more 
positively to recognition than they do to the sweet talk of praise. They 
need to know that they occupy a special place in the lives of those 
around them. They want to be treated as persons, not non-persons; to 
be accepted for what they are, not what someone thinks they should 
be. If they are given recognition for what they do based on their 
capabilities, they will sense that they are being acknowledged as 
individuals and not evaluated on the basis of their actions. They will 
feel that they are unique and worthy regardless of whether or not they 
measure up to other people’s standards. The difference between praise 
and recognition may be subtle, but it is highly important in developing 
total self-confidence. If people are not given the recognition they need 
to make them feel accepted as the truly unique individuals they are, 
they will resort to seeking praise and become its prisoner. 

*FREEING YOURSELF FROM OTHERS 

We have already seen the high price we must pay for dependency and 
how our whole effort must be concentrated on trying to pry open the 
clenched grip each one of us has on the other. We are reluctant to lose 
the approval of family, friends, by doing what we feel and know we 
should do. And so we let opportunity after opportunity pass by, afraid 
to pay the price of emancipation. Yet, we can break away any time we 
want. So, the problem is not with someone else - the problem is with 
us. Your fundamental responsibility is your own physical and 
emotional well being. By not breaking away, you are contributing to a 
situation of mutual dependency, which imprisons those upon whom 
you rely as well as you. The fact is that, in the long run, they will get 
over their hurt or disappointment and, most importantly, if you meet 
your own needs first; they will have new respect for you. Nothing can 
stop you from achieving total self-confidence, if you really want to. 
But until you free yourself from the mistaken certainty that 
dependency, manipulation, conformity, comparison and competition 
are essential to your well being, you will not be able create the life you 
desire. Only when you decide that you are going to do everything you 
possibly can to free yourself on a mental, emotional, physical and 


spiritual level, you will be able to be the self-confident person you 
would like to be. The question remains - bondage or liberty? The 
choice is up to you my Dear . 


3. THE ART OF SELF-ACCEPTANCE 

Recognition of your own true worth is another crucial factor in 
building total self-confidence. It is a demonstrated fact of life that 
YOU CAN NEVER BE “BETTER” THAN YOUR OWN SELF- 
ESTEEM; that is, how you feel about yourself in relation to others, 
based on your sense of self-acceptance. These feelings are basically 
unconscious and have been programmed into your subconscious 
since early childhood. Positive self-esteem is not the intellectual 
acceptance of one’s talents or accomplishments. It is personal self- 
acceptance. Developing positive self esteem is not an ego trip. You 
are not in love with yourself in an egotistical sense. You simply 
realize that you are a truly unique. In fact, the person who 
constantly brags and boasts has one of the classic symptoms of 
poor self-esteem. On the surface, many people appear to have 
positive or high self-esteem. But this is not always the case. One 
the tragedies of our time concerns those leaders, and people who 
have made great contributions to humankind and yet are victims of 
their own low self-esteem. Some of the most admired people in 
history have become drug addicts, alcoholics and even committed 
suicide just to escape from a self that they could never quite accept 
and often grew to hate. Developing positive self-esteem is the 
foundation on which you must build your whole life. If you ever 
hope to be free to create the life you desire, it is a task that you 
must take seriously. If you don’t, you can only expect your low 
self-esteem to get even worse as you grow older until you end up 
like a tragic number of people who are unhappy, or worse yet, 
suicidal. One of the best ways to build high self-esteem is to know 
how low self-esteem is developed and how it manifests itself in 
others. You will then be able to see what you can do to raise your 
level of self-esteem. IN THE BEGINNING There are three major 
causes of low self-esteem. The first is a series of self-defeating 
concepts, beliefs, and values that you have accepted from your 
parents. The second is a unique set of put-downs, received 
throughout your school years. The third stems from negative 


religious conditioning with its over-emphasis on feelings of guilt 
and unworthiness. While there are many other contributing factors 
to low self-esteem, these three are the most important. By far the 
strongest single contributing factor to our low self-esteem is the 
low self-esteem of our parents. This is true especially of our 
mothers, the person with whom we usually spend our most 
impressionable years. Since most adults labor under false concepts, 
values and beliefs, these are passed on to children through attitudes, 
actions and reactions like a contagious disease. If our parents feel 
inadequate and inferior we, as children, will feel unworthy and, as a 
result, unable to cope with even the simplest problems in home or 
school. In essence, the “false” assumptions of our parents become 
the “facts” of our existence. The following will help you see why 
this happens. From the time you were born , your brain was 
developing rapidly. This period of rapid growth is referred to by 
psychologists as the “imprint period.” During this time, your brain 
received crucial and permanent impressions, which helped 
formulate your behavior patterns. You can readily see that if one or 
both parents were suffering from low self-esteem during this time , 
Low self-esteem started when you made your first mistake and 
were told you were a “bad girl” or a “bad boy.” You misinterpreted 
this and felt that you were “bad” when, in reality, only your actions 
were “bad.” The truth of the matter is that there is no such thing as 
a “bad child.” The only thing “bad” about any child is the lack of 
awareness as to what produces positive results. Obviously, there are 
certain things that a child 

should not do . By telling you that you were a “bad girl,” or “bad 
boy”, you identified with your actions rather than recognizing that 
your actions are but the means you choose to fulfill your dominate 
needs. If a child is not made to understand this and believes that he 
is basically bad, he will develop feelings of unworthiness and 
inferiority, which will be programmed, into his subconscious mind. 
These feelings will subsequently manifest themselves as shame, 
self-condemnation. worst of all, guilt. A low or negative self-esteem 
is further developed through the common habit of belittling by 
comparison. When parents compare a child with a_ brother, 
particularly, someone outside the family, the child’s sense of 
inferiority is compounded. In the light of the flaws he has come to 


accept as part of his own make-up, he compares himself to children 
of the same age whom he admires. Believing that they are endowed 
with more strength and self-confidence than he has, a devastating 
sense of inferiority overpowers him. If parents were to temper their 
criticism with encouraging phrases like, “You’re far too nice a boy 
(girl) to let something like this happen,” this kind of negative 
programming could be largely prevented. 

Lack of recognition or appreciation of the child’s nests is another 
parental failing. Most parents pay little regard to their children’s 
feelings, desires and opinions, rebuffing them with such maxims as, 
“Children should be seen and not heard!” and “Mother/Father 
knows best!” Often, they take disagreement as either a personal 
affront or an outland- out disrespect. Leading child psychologists 
agree that this attitude is due to the parent’s low self-esteem that 
manifests itself as the need to always be right. It is a disturbing fact 
that a large number of parents lead their lives vicariously through 
their children. Having decided that their child should be everything 
they secretly yearned to be and are not, they push the child beyond 
his or her capability. They want their own unrealized dreams of 
accomplishment to become reality through their children. Of 
course, this is done at the child’s expense. What such parents fail to 
recognize is that the child is unable to meet their unreasonably high 
standards simply because he or she has not developed or may not 
even have the emotional, mental, or physical capacity to do so. 
Physical appearance, much more than is realized, is also a major 
cause of low self-esteem. By constantly bringing this to their 
attention they develop deep feelings of inferiority that are difficult 
to overcome. Some parents place high value on money and 
possessions later in life the child often marries for money and pays 
a very high price for what they get. Low self-esteem has many 
manifestations or addictions. These can be described as the means 
and habits we develop to escape the demands of everyday living. 
The addicted person uses his alibi to cover up the low self-esteem 
he doesn’t want others to see. 

*BLAMING AND COMPLAINING 

We blame others because we refuse to accept the fact that we are 
responsible for everything that happens to us. It is much easier to 


blame someone else than to say, “It is I who has the problem: or, “It 
is I who must change.” 

*FAULT FINDING: 

We find fault with others because they do not accept or comply 
with our own set of values. We compensate for our feelings of 
inadequacy by trying to make ourselves right and make them 
wrong. In effect we are saying, “I don’t like myself for doing that, 
so I can’t let you get away with it.” It is psychologically true that 
we tend to dislike most in other people those faults or weaknesses 
that we have within ourselves. 

*NEED FOR ATTENTION AND APPROVAL 

Many people have a compulsive need for attention and approval. 
They are unable to recognize and appreciate themselves as worthy, 
adequate individuals of importance. They have a compulsive need 
for continuous confirmation that they are “OK,” and that others 
accept and approve of them. 

*LACK OF CLOSE FRIENDS 

Persons with low self-esteem usually do not have close friends. 
Because they do not like themselves, they generally choose to be 
either “loners,” living their lives apart from others, and become 
aggressive, overpowering, and demanding. Neither type of 
personality is conducive to friendship. 

*AGGRESSIVE NEED TO WIN: 

If we have an obsession to win or be right all the time, we are 
suffering from a desperate need to prove ourselves to those around 
us. We try to do this through our achievements. Our motivation is 
always to receive acceptance and approval. The whole idea is to be, 
in some way, “better than” the next person. 
*OVERINDULGENCE: 

People who “cannot live with themselves” because they do not like 
the way they are, usually try to satisfy their needs through a form of 
substitution. Feeling deprived and hurt they seek mental and 
physical “opiates” to dull the ache. It gives them a temporary 
reprieve from facing reality and the growing need to change their 
habits. 

*DEPRESSION: 

We get depressed because we think something outside of ourselves 
is keeping us from having what we want. We become totally 


discouraged with ourselves because we feel out of control, 
inadequate and unworthy. The frustration and anxiety in trying to 
live up to our own expectations and those of others cause us to have 
low self-esteem. 
*GREED AND SELFISHNESS: 
Persons who are greedy and selfish have an overwhelming sense of 
inadequacy. They are absorbed in their own needs and desires that 
they must fulfill at any cost to compensate for their lack of selfworth. 
They seldom have the time or interest to be concemed with others, 
even with the people who love them. 
*INDECISION AND PROCRASTINATION: 
Low self-esteem is frequently accompanied by an abnormal fear of 
making mistakes. Afraid that he may not do what he “should” or what 
others expect him to do, he usually does nothing at all or, at least, 
delays doing anything for as long as possible. He is reluctant to make 
a decision because he feels that he is incapable of making the “right” 
one. So, if he does nothing, he cannot make a mistake. Another type of 
person who falls into this category is the perfectionist. He has a 
similar personality pattern, only he always needs to be “right.” 
Basically insecure, he is intent on being above criticism. In this way, 
he can feel “better than” those who, according to his criteria, are less 
perfect. 
*PUTTING UP A FALSE FRONT: 
Those who put up a false front feel “less than” others around them. To 
counteract this, they often name-drop, boast or exhibit such nervous 
mannerisms as a loud voice or forced laughter, or use material 
possessions to impress others. They will not let anyone discover how 
they truly feel about themselves and, in an effort to hide their 
inferiority, put up false fronts to keep others — so they think — from 
seeing them as they really are. 
*SELF-PITY: 
A feeling of self-pity or the “poor me” syndrome results from our 
inability to take charge of our lives. We have allowed ourselves to be 
placed at the mercy of people, circumstances and conditions and are 
always being pushed one way and then the other. We permit people to 
upset, hurt, criticize and make us angry because we have a leaning, 
dependent personality and like attention and sympathy. We often use 
illness as a means of controlling others because we have learned that 


there is great power in playing weakness routine. When we are sick or 
ill, others will feel sorry for us and give us what we desire. 

*SUICIDE: 

This is the severest form of self-criticism. People who commit suicide 
are not trying to escape from the world, they are escaping from 
themselves, the self they have rejected and learned to despise. Instead 
of facing up to the condition, which is at the root of their problem, 
they feel hurt and resentful and seek “to put an end to it all.” Their 
problem, of course, is low self-esteem. 

THE MOST COMMON EMOTIONAL, PHYSICAL AND 
PSYCHOLOGICAL CHARACTERISTICS OF LOW _ SELF- 
ESTEEM 

Emotional: Aggressive, Timid, False laughter, Boasting, Impatient 
Tries to be, better than, others. Competitive, Arrogant, People Pleaser, 
Name Dropper, Critical .Rebels against, Perfectionist. 

Physical : Sloppy , appearance Wilted handshake ,Lackluster eyes 
,Grossly ,overweight ,Turned down ,mouth ,Tense and ,nervous 
,Sagging posture Weak voice ,Can’t look others in the eye. 
Psychological: Anxious, Vacillating ,Dislikes, hates, rejects himself. , 
Need to be liked and accepted by everyone Unsure Thinks he is a 
loser, guilt , blame, remorse Needs approval Must be “right” all the 
time 

Now let’s turn the illuminating glare of truth’s spotlight on another 
area of your personality and consider the quality and structure of what 
is termed your AWARENESS. 


4.THE PROBLEM OF AWARENESS 

I don’t care what you think you are. You may consider yourself 
exceptionally intelligent, overly stupid, under-weight or overweight. 
You may be an activist or a pacifist. But none of these really describes 
YOU. They are only descriptions of the things you DO or the 
ACTIONS YOU TAKE. Low self-confidence is simply a problem of 
Awareness. Once you are aware of the Truth about yourself, you will 
be able to understand why you are the way you are and, most 
importantly, learn to love and accept yourself. Your Awareness can be 
defined as the clarity with which you consciously and unconsciously 
perceive and understand everything that affects your life. Awareness 
also determines your concept of reality. 

Your mind is like a camera that is constantly taking pictures of the 
events in your life. You are the one who decides what kinds of scenes 
you wish to record on film and these things make up your Awareness. 
As you focus and file, focus and file, you eventually accept these 
things as reality, because you have the pictures to prove it. The 
problem is that truth and reality are not necessarily the same. If your 
mind has accepted false concepts, values and beliefs about yourself 
and others, your Awareness will be distorted. Although you will be 
operating from the wrong viewpoint, it will seem like the truth and 
you will take on the personality and behavior patterns to justify it. . 
Every decision you make and every action you take is based on your 
present level of awareness. 

YOU ALWAYS DO YOUR BEST Does this statement surprises you? 
You have been told for years that you can and should be “better”. And 
while this is basically good advice, if it is to be acted upon, it must be 
considered in the context of what constitutes your present level of 
Awareness. The fact is that you can never do better than you are doing 
at this moment because you are limited by your present level of 
Awareness. TO KNOW BETTER IS NOT SUFFICIENT TO DO 
BETTER. You will only “do better’ when your present level of 
Awareness has changed. 

ACCEPTING REALITY: It is imperative for you to recognize that 
you will be happy and at peace with yourself only to the degree you 
accept you are doing your best at the moment. Once you do, you will 
no longer be vulnerable to the adverse opinions of others. You must 


learn to accept the reality of the moment and realize that no other 
action is possible at the time. Reality is the same for everyone. The 
difference between yours and someone else’s is your perception of it. 
No two people have the same awareness. No two people have the 
same background so their way of perceiving life, their values, 
concepts, beliefs, assumptions and aspirations will be difference. The 
personal reality of each one of us consists of the mental, emotional 
and physical characteristics we cannot change at this given moment. If 
you examine most of your disappointments and frustrations you will 
clearly see that you are resisting something that cannot immediately 
be changed. We resist reality, or “what is,” because we are under the 
false and destructive assumption that we can change it. But things are 
the way they are in the present moment whether we want to accept 
that fact or not. The key to change is to accept other people’s behavior 
without feeling that you have “to set them right.” You must allow 
them the personal freedom to live according to their own individual 
Awareness, however distorted and faulty it may be. To do this, you 
must learn to love and accept yourself first. If you are not conscious 
that you are resisting reality, there is no way for you to break this 
destructive habit. You will always feel a need to judge things as 
“good” or “bad,” “right” or “wrong,” “fair” or “unfair.” One doesn’t 
have to be a mental giant to see that resistance to reality is the cause of 
more heartache, headaches, resentment and hostility and family 
problems than anything else. You cannot possibly feel hurt 
emotionally, get angry, resentful or bitter towards another, nor can you 
ever feel “less than” or be “putdown” and hurt by others without 
resisting reality. 


*THE DESTRUCTIVE POWER OF VALUE-JUDGING :The basic 
cause of most inharmonious human relationships is the tendency to 
impose our values on other people. We want them to live by what we 
have decided is “right,” “fair,” “good,” etc. If they do not conform, we 
become resentful and angry, not recognizing that their level of 
Awareness makes them unable to comply. By now, you must realize 
that there is nothing we can do to alter people’s values, concepts or 
beliefs if their Awareness is not ready to accept change. No one is 
obligated to change just to make the world a better place for you to 
live in. You must cease value judging yourself first, and then you will 


cease value judging others. This will allow you to start loving both 
yourself and others. When you learn to love and appreciate yourself, 
you will no longer be self-demanding and self-critical. As soon as you 
start loving others as they are, others will start loving you as you are. 
They won’t have any other choice. Think about it! Who are the people 
to whom you are most attracted? They are those people whom you 
consider your close friends, the people who, no matter what they know 
about you, never pass value judgments. The secret of loving and being 
loved is to stop value judging forever! 

*HOW TO MOTIVATE YOUSELF POSITIVELY 

If you want to have a more positive life experience, you must be 
convinced that any change you make will bring about the gratification 
of a particular need or desire. Positive self-motivation begins with 
changing your Awareness. To make a constructive change in your life, 
you must evaluate the potential benefits for any given action. Then 
you must convince yourself that the benefits will justify or outweigh 
the price you have to pay for them. Others may inspire or even 
threaten you to make a change, but it is YOU who must motivate 
yourself by means of “profit and loss” comparison. To some degree, 
you have been doing this all your life, only now you can make certain 
that the process will work for instead of against you. These are only 
moral judgments based on your present Awareness or the collective 
Awareness of society. The terms “wise” and “unwise” do not impose 
value judgments. They allow you to observe your actions or the 
actions of another and, on the basis of Awareness, decide if they are 
“wise” or “unwise.” At no time is the person being judged. It is 
important to understand that your actions may be “bad”, but you are 
never “bad.” This same understanding must, in turn, be extended by 
you to everyone else. I hope, by now, that you can see it is impossible 
to “motivate” people to change by telling them what they “must,” 
“should” or “ought” to do. They can only change through their own 
conscious decisions. You may inspire, frighten or threaten them, but 
the motivation generated will only be temporary to fulfill their 
dominant need which, for that moment, is to get you off their backs. 
They will not change their habits permanently until they are convinced 
that the change will be beneficial to them in relation to the price they 
have to pay. More importantly, they will not change until their 
awareness is changed 


*POSITIVE HABIT CONDITIONING PROGRAM Use the 
following program to condition yourself to substitute any negative 
habit that you find detrimental to your well being. 

STEP ONE 

Write down the following: 

A. What negative habit do you desire to replace? 

B. What positive habit or attitude will you develop to replace it? 

C. What actions will you take to replace your negative habit? 

D. What is the easiest and most logical way to do this? 

STEP TWO 

A. Visualize yourself as already having succeeded in changing your 
habit. See yourself enjoying the benefits of your new positive habit. 

B. Use a positive affirmation to go along with the visualization. (more 
about affirmations later) 

STEP THREE 

Observe your actions and note every time you fail to do what your 
promise. Remember, DO NOT condemn or scold yourself. Simply 
make a non-judgmental observation and allow yourself to make the 
necessary correction. 

STEP FOUR 

Keep a record for at least twenty-one days. After you consciously 
choose your new positive habit pattern, these four steps will enable 
you to program it into your subconscious. It will then become and 
automatic response action. 

If you have established negative responses to life situations, your 
automatic mechanism will cause you to respond the way you have 
conditioned yourself to FEEL and ACT. 

It is advisable to monitor your responses or habit patterns by using the 
following three-step formula to evaluate and correct them. 

1. Remove anything in your life that is not working for your good. 

2. See what is working for you and continue to program that into your 
subconscious. 

3. Add new things you find desirable that are likely to work for you. 
Use the above formula for the rest of your life and you will find that 
you will gain self-confidence and your life will be full of successful 
experiences. Remember these important facts about changing your 
habits: 


A. Recognize and accept the fact that you have a negative habit and 
place no value judgment on yourself. 

B. Before starting to change your habit, weight the potential benefits 
against the price you will have to pay for overcoming it. 

C. Understand that no amount of will power is of any use unless you 
really want to give up a habit. 

D. You must be convinced that change will bring about the 
gratification of a particular need or desire. 

E. Above all, do not feel guilty, condemn or blame yourself for your 
present condition. Up to now, you have only done what your level of 
Awareness has allowed you to do. 

As a new habit becomes stronger we are less and less tempted by the 
old one. We must always be aware of our thoughts and actions and 
keep our dominant thoughts focused on what we want instead of what 
we don’t want. 


5 I'M NOT GUILTY, YOU'RE NOT GUILTY 

Guilt is one of the most common forms of stress in our society. Most 
of us have been conditioned to feel guilty. Family, loved ones and 
religion have consciously or unconsciously turned us into guilt 
machines. Since most of us are conditioned to seek approval from 
others, we cannot handle guilt when it is imposed upon us from an 
outside source. 

Why do we permit this to happen? Simply because guilt has been 
associated with caring and, if you don’t care, you are a “bad person.” 
The truth is that guilt has nothing whatsoever to do with caring. 
Rather, it is a manifestation of neurotic behavior, behavior which, 
oddly enough, is accepted as “normal” by most people. In other 
words, to show that you really care, you are expected to feel guilty. If 
you don’t, then you don’t really care. This twisted line of reasoning 
controls the lives of a tragic number of individuals. Let’s know the 
THE MAJOR FORMS OF GUILT. 

1 CHILD-PARENT GUILT 

In a reversal of the parent-child guilt game, children frequently use 
guilt to manipulate their parents. Most parents want to be viewed as 
“good” parents and cannot cope with the feeling that their child thinks 


they don’t love them. To coerce them, the child uses statements like, 
“You really don’t love me . This behavior was learned by watching 
adults. The child doesn’t know exactly how it works, only that it is 
most effective in getting what he wants.. As you have previously 
learned guilt is a learned emotional response. It is not natural 
behavior in a child. If your child is trying to manipulate you through 
guilt, you can be sure he picked up the tactics from a good teacher — 
YOU! 

GUILT THROUGH LOVE 

“If you loved me...” is some of the most guilt producing words used 
in a love relationship to manipulate the other partner. When we say, “If 
you loved me, you would do this,” we are really saying, “Feel guilty if 
you don’t do it!” Since we have been conditioned that we must show 
that we care, we are easily manipulated by these guilt phrases And, if 
these phrases don’t work, we can always resort to other tactics such as 
the silent treatment, refusal of sex, hurt feelings and anger. Another 
tactic is to use guilt to punish our partners for behaviors that we feel 
are inconsistent with our values and beliefs. We bring up past 
transgressions and remind them of how “wrong” they were and how 
they disappointed us and let us down. As long as we can keep this 
guilt game going, we can manipulate them into doing what we want. 
When they do not live up to our beliefs, expectations and values, we 
use guilt to “set them right.” These are but a few of the ways we use 
guilt in a love relationship. 

SOCIETY-INSPIRED GUILT: Guilt feelings over social behavior 
condition you to worry about what others say or think of your actions. 
This is why etiquette is so strongly adhered to. To most people, it is a 
life and death matter, which side of the plate to place the fork! We 
have become so concerned about other people’s opinions or being 
politically correct, that we have monitored everything we say and do 
so that we don’t offend anyone. 

SELF-IMPOSED GUILT 

The most destructive form of guilt is that which is self-imposed. This 
is guilt we impose on ourselves when we feel that we have broken our 
own moral code or the moral code of society. It originates when we 
look at our past behavior and see that we have made an unwise choice 
or action. We examine what we did — whether it was criticizing others 
Or committing any other act we feel is wrong — in the light of our 


present value system. In most cases, the guilt we feel is an attempt to 
show that we care and are sorry for our actions. Essentially what we 
are doing is whipping ourselves for what we did and attempting to 
change history. What we fail to realize is that the past cannot be 
changed. There is a world of difference between feeling guilty and 
learning from the past. Going through a self-inflicted guilt sentence is 
a neurotic trip you must stop if you want to develop total self- 
confidence. Feeling guilty does not build self-confidence. It will only 
keep you a prisoner of the past and immobilize you in the present. By 
harboring guilt, you are escaping the responsibility of living in the 
present and moving toward the future. That’s THE MAJOR FORMS 
OF GUILT. 

Learning from past behavior is important to developing total self- 
confidence. But feeling guilty about what you have done is not 
learning from the past. Learning from the past means recognizing 
mistakes and resolving, to the best of your ability and Awareness, not 
to repeat them. Mentally whipping yourself over what you have done 
or wasting valuable time and energy on feeling guilty, shameful or 
unworthy is not part of this lesson. Such Negative emotions only 
prevent you from changing your present life experience because your 
dominant attention is focused on the past. Nobody can live in the past 
and function creatively in the present. Your mind cannot cope with 
two realities at the same time. Your life reflects whatever occupies 
your dominant attention. If you are giving your dominant attention to 
what you have or should have said and done, the present will be one 
of frustration, anxiety and confusion. This too high of a price to pay. It 
is far better to forgive yourself and, with a positive attitude, move on 
toward the future. You always do your best. Mark it well and don’t 
forget it! Every decision you make and every action you take is based 
on your level of Awareness at that moment. Here is a personal 
experiment you will find interesting and helpful. For the next twenty- 
one days keep a Guilt Diary. Observe yourself in action for this three- 
week period. Make notes and record all the details: 

1. Every time you try to make someone else feel guilty. 

2. Every time someone tries to make you feel guilty. 

3. Every time you try to make yourself feel guilty. By doing this, you 
will become acutely aware of how much time is spent playing the guilt 


game. Every time you try to make yourself or someone else feel 
guilty, stop right then and there and make a correction. 

This will change your habit patterns and soon you will cease playing 
the game altogether. Every time you sense someone is trying to make 
you feel guilty, let them know that their game is no longer effective. 
The victim must let the exploiter know that he or she is no longer 
vulnerable. At first they won’t believe you because they have been 
using guilt to manipulate you for so long. But once they realize that 
you no longer need their approval and will not play the guilt game, 
they will cease using guilt as a means to exploit you. 


6 THE POSITIVE POWER OF LOVE 

To understand what love is, we have to understand what love is not. 
Love is not hate or violence It is not infatuation. Infatuation focuses 
only on external traits and is merely a form of conquest, which fills a 
personal need that is invariably followed by disappointment. Love is 
the desire to support a person in being all that they can be. It’s helping 
the other person to grow emotionally; Love that implies conditions is 
nothing more than emotional blackmail. A child’s ability to love is 
usually set by the time he or she is approximately two years old. This 
is why it is important to build the child’s self-esteem during this 
period. If you are seeking someone to love you, you will go through 
life disappointed. Love begins with loving yourself first. Unless you 
first love yourself, you will not be able to find it in another. Only 
when you generate love and radiate it forth until it embraces 
everything and everyone, will love be yours in return. Loving is one of 
our strongest needs. It has been discovered by behavioral scientists 
that it is not lack of love that causes negative personality disorders, but 
lack of loving. One man proved this while running a ranch home for 
delinquent boys and girls. Learn to love everything that happens to 
you because your experiences give you a chance to grow in the 
consciousness of love. Say to yourself many times a day, “I am 


growing in the consciousness of love.” As you do, it will enrich your 
life in marvelous ways. The Positive Power of Love determines how 
successful you will be in life. In order to be successful, you must be 
able to get things done. There are three ways of doing this: to do the 
task yourself, get someone to help you, or team up with others and 
give help. The first method is the most common, but it is also the most 
limiting because you are restricted to the amount of time and effort 
you, personally, can expend. If you read the biographies of great 
achievers, you will notice that they generally become successful by 
expanding their growth through the efforts of others. In other words, 
they get things done by either receiving or giving help. Giving help is 
one of the little known secrets of success. You get things done by 
helping others get things done. If you are a supervisor, manager or 
boss, by assisting those under you to become successful, you become 
more successful yourself. If you are a teacher, success comes in direct 
proportion to your success in helping your students to succeed; it 
comes by showing them how they can get what they want, not what 
you want. Any relationship can grow and prosper when we learn to 
assist others. Love is the means by which we help others to be 
successful. It expresses itself in the ability to make others feel 
important, alive and capable of self-improvement. By giving others 
recognition and assurance, and pointing out their positive traits, we 
can stimulate them to make the best possible use of their unlimited 
potential. One of the greatest gifts we can give to other people is to 
open their eyes to their own greatness; to the potential they never 
realized existed. This is what “loving thy neighbor” is all about. But 
helping others in not a one-way street. By offering encouragement and 
pointing out people’s strengths, we are helping ourselves as well. Not 
only does this satisfy our own need to love, but also each positive 
action generates an even more positive response and increases our 
total self-confidence. Emmet Fox put it so well when we said, 
“Sufficient realization of love will overcome anything. There is no 
difficulty that love cannot conquer, no disease it will not heal, no door 
it will not open, no guilt it will not bridge, no wall it will not tear 
down, no sin it will not redeem. 

Love will lift you to the highest dimension.” I love everything I do. I 
love my work. I love teaching. And I love writing this for you my 
dear! 


7 MINDS - YOUR OWN BUSINESS 

To this day, relatively little is known about the human mind and its 
principal tool, the brain. We are finding out that the more we think we 
know, the more there is to learn. For the purpose of our study, we shall 
break down the three primary phases of Mind into Conscious, 
Subconscious and Super conscious. 

Throughout this explanation, you must remember that you do not have three 
minds. You have one Mind with three phases. It’s just like the air. There is not 
my air and your air. There is only universally present air, and we all use a 
portion of it. So it is with Mind. Your mind is that portion of the one Universal 
Mind, which you are using, and it is broken down into three phases. The 
boundaries cannot be clearly defined so the labels tend to be far more precise 
than the phases they represent. The business of living a creative life and 
achieving total self-confidence requires that you get on a first-name basis with 
the three phases of your mind and understand the primary functions of each. I 
call this joint venture of all the phases working together YOU, 
INCORPORATED. Everything that is happening to us emotionally, mentally, 
physically and spiritually is the unfolding of what is happening in our mind, that 
tremendous electrical power which is able to reproduce accurately all the 
feelings, thoughts, sensations, sights, sounds and stimuli from the outside world. 
Your mind is really a tremendous, atom-splitting cyclotron. It is able to release a 
stream of dynamic creative energy that will form whatever you picture and 
imprint upon its invisible substance and make it an outer reality. An idea held in 
the mind has the ability to attract to itself all the elements it requires to bring 
forth whatever you desire. While sending rockets into the illimitable void of 
time and space, vast electromagnetic forces have been discovered in the 
universe. These forces work under the laws of attraction and repulsion, the same 
laws that control the gravity of the earth, sun and stars. A similar 
electromagnetic force exists in your mind with your blood, a principally saline 
solution, being the greatest conductor of electricity. Just think about the 
Intelligence that devised the amazing system whereby nerve currents from the 
brain are transmitted to all parts of the body instantaneously. This same 
Intelligence works through your mind to produce that which you picture and 
hold there. Electricity is magnetic. The world is full of electricity. So is your 
body. You must build a constant Awareness of this fact and learn to generate 
your magnetism to attract, not repel the things you desire in life. The law of 
Mental Magnetism states that you will draw to yourself that which you most 


persistently think about. And, here we must remind ourselves of something we 
said earlier: no person is what he thinks he is, but what he thinks, he is! The Law 
of Mental Magnetism is similar to nature’s law of magnetism. Let me give you 
an example. If you were to take an iron magnet, it would draw any iron 
substance to it. But it would attract only iron and reject all other materials. LIKE 
ATTRACTS LIKE. Why is a magnet a magnet? Simply because all the 
molecules are pointed in the same direction. Their pulling power is fused 
together. Ordinary metal molecules are pushing and pulling against each other. 
Implicit in this phenomenon is the value of unity of purpose. Whatever you give 
dominant thought to, whether it be sickness or health, success or failure, 
abundance or lack, love or hate, the object of your attention will be attracted to 
you. Your brain cells are sending out magnetic thought waves that can travel to 
infinity. Each cell is a want cell and it combines with others to attract the sum 
total of your wants, whether they are negative or positive. The important thing is 
to know exactly what you want. If you don’t, you will attract only confusion. 
You may say, “I don’t want sickness, yet I am sick.” But what are you most 
persistently thinking about? What are you giving your dominant attention to? 
Sickness! Ernest Holmes, a noted teacher and metaphysician was approached by 
a friend suffering from a severe illness. He asked Holmes to treat his illness. 
Ernest’s response was, “Your illness seems to be doing all right for itself. Let’s 
treat you for your health!” Remember, LIKE ATTRACTS LIKE. Whatever you 
focus on, you create more of! People who are not clear on what they really want 
consistently attract things that seem inconsistent with their wishes. Everybody, 
on the surface, wishes for such things as success, friendship, love, happiness, 
safety and security, but because they focus on what they don’t want, they do not 
attract the things that they want. One out of ten thousand really understands this 
amazing fact. If you ask people to list their most important wants, you will 
notice something strikingly similar about their lists. The items have one thing in 
common: they are all positive. This is because we only admit to others and 
ourselves those things of a positive nature. No one ever says that he wants to 
fail, be sick, poor, unhappy, or insecure. Everyone claims just the opposite. But 
here is an amazing fact: like the magnet with its opposite attracting and repelling 
poles, for every POSITIVE WANT, we have a NEGATIVE want which we will 
not admit and which, often, we are not even aware exists. Thus it is imperative 
to know exactly what we desire for the Law of Mental Magnetism always 
attracts our true wants. It does not attract our wishes, whims or passing fancies. 
Most people say they want success, but the truth is that they really don’t want it 
at all. They don’t want to do the things that will bring them success. For 


example, people aren’t successful because they have money. They have money 
because they are successful. Most of us want the results of success, but not the 
responsibility that goes along with it. With all the knowledge, education and 
training available today, it's harder to fail than succeed. But success scares most 
people and so they fail because, subconsciously, they are afraid of success. The 
simple fact is that you will give your dominant attention to what you really 
want, and what you give your dominant attention to will be yours through the 
Law of Mental Magnetism. The Law of Mental Magnetism also applies to the 
radiation of your thoughts. If you throw a pebble into a pond, you will see 
ripples going out in circles. These circles ultimately reach the shore. If you were 
to take two stones of different sizes and weights and toss them both in at the 
Same time a few feet apart, their ripples would eventually converge. In the 
ensuing struggle for supremacy, the larger ripples from the larger stone would 
overcome the smaller ripples from the smaller stone. So it is with your thoughts. 
The larger the thought, the bigger your thinking, the more easily it will vanquish 
smaller thoughts. Positive thoughts set up waves, which are bigger, more 
energetic and have stronger vibrations. These more powerful vibrations reach 
their objective because, like the big stone in the water, they create higher and 
stronger waves. Science can now measure thought waves. In tests, subjects are 
able to think about a certain object and project the thought wave until it is 
picked up and measured by a photographic apparatus. If the subject, for 
example, were to concentrate on an object such as a triangle, the apparatus 
would produce a perfect picture of the triangle. Other successful experiments 
involve photographs taken of ordinary drinking water while it is being prayed 
over and blessed. Preliminary photographs of the water showed very thin 
vibrations, but as the same water was being blessed, it registered significantly 
increased radiation indicating that the power of positive thought can be 
transferred to an object. Every time you send out a negative thought, just like 
turning off the electric light switch, you automatically lower the magnetism in 
your body and mind. Thoughts of sickness, poverty, hate, resentment, lack and 
limitation disconnect you from your creative power to magnetize and attract. 
The more this happens, the more you run down your mental power source until, 
like an automobile battery that has been drained, it finally dies. Fortunately, you 
can recharge your battery and become an increasingly magnetic individual by 
using positive thoughts and words. Remember, positive energy creates; negative 
energy destroys. It is time, then, that we begin to learn how our mind operates 
and how we can use the correct thinking process to magnetize and attract the 
good things we want in our life experience. 


THE SUPERCONSCIOUS PHASE OF MIND POWER Philosophers and 
psychologists throughout the ages have called the Creative Mind or Intelligence 
various things. An ancient and interesting example of its use involves Moses 
who heard a voice speak to him from a flaming bush. When he willingly 
responded, he was shown how to lead the Lost Tribes out of the desert to 
freedom. Asked who had directed him, he replied, “I AM has sent me.” 
Undoubtedly, he was referring to the Creative Intelligence in every human 
being. The experience of Moses demonstrates that, within each one of us, is a 
power center that knows the perfect way for us, a realm of Absolute Ideas that 
cannot be wrong. This Source, which we can contact at will, always gives us the 
information we need to lead us out of barren places into more productive fields. 
William James called this Transcendental Power the Superconscious Mind. 
Emerson referred to it as the Universal Mind. Whatever you call it, just believe 
that it does exist and, because it always knows the perfect way for you, that you 
can tap its unlimited potential to receive the creative ideas you need to solve 
your problems and create the life you desire. GREAT PEOPLE HAVE USED 
THIS POWER You can build total self-confidence by releasing your unlimited 
potential through the power of your mind. Just as an artist forms a picture in his 
mind first, the law of magnetic attraction can bring you that which you picture 
in detail. Clara Barton used this power. She pictured helping people in distress 
and, from this, emerged the Red Cross. Joan of Arc heard voices guiding her as 
the Creative Mind led her to victory. The Bible speaks of this power within 
which knows all. The Master Teacher referred to it simply when he said, “It is 
not I, but the Father within that does the works.” The “Father within” is a 
metaphor for the Universal Mind or Creative Intelligence. Most people believe 
that there is a Higher Power that controls and brings order to the universe. The 
conception of this Higher Power differs from individual to individual and from 
group to group, but most will agree that it does exist. If you have gotten that far, 
and then you must ultimately arrive at the conclusion that there is some way in 
which this Power can communicate with us and we can communicate with it, 
just as all great teachers and thinkers have done. We make contact through the 
Super conscious phase of Mind. We can do this when we quiet our conscious 
mind. It is vitally important that we regularly take time from our busy schedules 
to become still, quiet the conscious mind and allow the Super conscious to speak 
and guide us. It does not speak to us in English, French, Italian or any other 
language; it speaks to us through intuition, which manifests itself as a feeling or 
desire. When we receive intuitive feelings from the Super conscious, we are 
guided to the people, places or circumstance we need to fulfill our creative 


purpose. We can readily see this intuitive power expressing itself in the animal 
kingdom. Watch a bird build a nest. No one has taught it how to build one. It 
relies solely on intuitive guidance that shows it how to construct the nest 
perfectly. In the animal kingdom, we call this instinct; in humans, it is called 
intuition. This same guided intuition channeled through our minds will show us 
how to construct our lives perfectly once we become open and receptive to it. 
Remember that the Super conscious phase of mind is the realm of absolute 
ideas. It knows the perfect way so it can never be wrong. When we learn to trust 
it, we will make fewer mistakes because we will be guided by Infinite Wisdom. 
This is the Source of wisdom that has guided all the great minds. Creative 
Intelligence channels its Creative Power through desire. Our entire world was 
built on the magnetic thoughts of those who had a desire to create, move 
forward, and lead humankind. Desire is the seed of fulfillment. Creative 
Intelligence speaks to you through intuition. This Intuition manifests itself as a 
desire to do something creative. Desire works its magic through the power of 
the sympathetic nervous system. When you want something strongly enough, 
the desire becomes imprinted upon your subconscious mind. The emotion is 
then transmitted to the nerves and muscles of your body and you are impelled to 
achieve it. The most important thing to remember about desire is that if you 
have the desire to do anything creative, you also have within you the means of 
fulfillment. Creative Intelligence would not have given you the desire if that 
potential were not possible for you. In other words, whatever desire you have, 
no matter how far-fetched it may seem, carries with it the ability and mechanics 
to make it become reality. Every person who has accomplished something 
worthwhile started out with a desire. To most of these people the realization of 
this desire seemed remote, but faith in themselves and in the Creative Power, 
enabled them to develop the talents, skills and abilities to make it come true. 
What we are saying here is that whatever you desire right now can become a 
reality. If you desire wealth, you will be led to the circumstance that will make 
you a fortune. If you desire friends, you will be led to the right people. If you 
desire a new job, you will guide to the right employment. But this must be done 
through your Creative Imagination. 

8 THE GOLDEN KEY OF CREATIVE IMAGINATION 

“More important than knowledge is imagination.” This statement was made 
by one of the world’s greatest scientists and mathematical geniuses, Albert 
Einstein. The power of imagination is one of the greatest forces in the universe. 
Human progress has developed in direct proportion to the collective 
imagination. In my travels, I never cease to be amazed at the enormous network 


of airlines. What great imagination it has taken to put them together. Each phase, 
from man’s first flight to the multi-dimensional concept of mass air travel, had 
to be an idea in someone’s imagination before it could become reality. Like all 
visionaries, those who dared to conceive of the idea of multi-dimensional travel 
had to break through the limited thinking of those who declared their ideas 
impossible. The most dynamic aspect of imagination is the act of forming 
mental images of what does not yet exist in the physical world. Another power 
is creating new ideas and combinations of ideas stimulated by and based upon 
previous experience. Creative imagination takes us a step further than just 
forming mental images. It causes things to come into existence. When we are 
creatively imagining something, we are actually causing it to come into being 
because it has been formed, for the first time, in our minds. Our images contain 
creative power. They are changed through the power of Creative Intelligence. 
Creative imagination can be used to overcome world problems. We must never 
think of any situation as hopeless or unsolvable. The belief that we are on the 
path to self-destruction is simply no true. There have been prophets of doom and 
gloom since the beginning of recorded history, but they have been wrong every 
time. When things looked the bleakest, along came individuals with creative 
imaginations who led us to even greater achievements. The conscious phase of 
mind power is the most limiting because its information comes through the five 
senses: hearing, tasting, smelling, feeling and seeing. Since our senses can 
deceive, we often accept false concepts, values and beliefs that have come 
through our conscious phase of mind. The conscious mind is objective. It 
observes, is rational, and is where our will power resides. The conscious mind 
may be likened to a guard at the door, protecting the access route to the 
subconscious mind. The conscious mind screens all incoming data and allows 
the subconscious to accept only that which it perceives as the “truth”, even if the 
what is perceives is not the “truth” but a mistaken certainty. What we see with 
our conscious mind often deceives us. When we look at the horizon, the sky and 
earth seem to meet; a rainbow seems to disappear into the ground and railroad 
tracks seem to come together in the distance. These distortions are the result of 
false images and messages from our conscious minds. Sickness, poverty, worry, 
despair and hopelessness are also faulty images we have accepted from our 
conscious mind and chosen to program into our subconscious minds. To free 
ourselves from the limitations of our conscious minds, we must turn within for 
the source of Truth. Truth can only come from within. To continue to look for it 
externally is to continue to experience those conditions that have been holding 
us back. For this reason, we must listen to the intuition from the Super conscious 


Mind, take that information into our conscious minds and deliberately program 
it in our subconscious minds to create the positive experience we desire. To do 
this, we need to take a look at the Genie within. At this very moment, your 
subconscious is working for or against you. Through your conscious mind, it 
senses and records all your physical, intellectual, mental and emotional 
experiences and stores the information for further use. The sum total of these 
experiences determines your present level of Awareness. As we have said, our 
conscious minds are greatly influenced by our five senses, so it is easy to see 
why we get confused when we use the conscious mind alone to bring about the 
right answers to our problems. The five senses do not report the truth to us most 
of the time, so we accept, reject and relate everything based on what may be a 
mistaken certainty. To look at a situation and evaluate the information based on 
the conscious mind alone is to look at the 

effect instead of the cause. This makes us value judge both others and 
ourselves and evaluate what we see, hear and feel as if it were, indeed, the 
Truth. The lives of so many people are plagued with one problem after another 
because they take actions and make decisions based on what they perceive from 
their conscious mind. What we need to do is to train ourselves to look within 
and ask our Super conscious Mind for inner guidance. As long as we rely on the 
conscious mind alone, we shall continue to make mistakes and become 
disappointed and frustrated. The correct thinking process goes like this: 

1. Go to the Super conscious Mind for inner guidance. Remember it cannot be 
“wrong” because it comes from Higher Intelligence. 

2. Use the conscious mind to program this information into the subconscious. 

3. Command the subconscious to carry out this information. 

FACTS YOU SHOULD KNOW ABOUT YOUR SUBCONSCIOUS MIND 

1. Your subconscious is only stable and effective in direct proportion to the 
quality and clarity of the information supplied to it. 

2. Anything you picture vividly with repetition and emotion in your 
subconscious mind will be brought forth by and become a reality for you. 

3. Your subconscious will draw to you what it clearly understands to be your 
desire. 

4. Your subconscious doesn’t reason why, but records with high fidelity 
anything and everything your conscious mind presents to it. 

5. Your subconscious will draw to you the circumstances, people and 
conditions to fulfill your desire. 

6. It will not fulfill your goals or desire automatically. You must ask it and tell 
it exactly what you want. 


7. When you ask it, it will alert your conscious mind to recognize the right 
Opportunities, people and circumstance needed to fulfill your desire. 

HOW TO PROGRAM YOUR GENIE ? Your subconscious responses to 
three things: 

1. VERBALIZING: 

There is a tremendous power in words. Words can build or destroy your life. 
They made you what you are right now. Self-talk is verbalized thinking, so 
theway you talk to yourself has a profound effect upon your feelings, actions 
and accomplishments. What you say to yourself determines practically 
everything you do. Words can even change blood pressure, heartbeat and 
breathing. The subconscious accepts, without question, the words we use to 
program it, whether they are positive or negative. Positive statements or 
affirmations build our life while negative statements or affirmations destroy it. 
Take a moment right now to think about this. Do you use any of these negative 
affirmations? 

I don’t like my job. 

I worry a lot. 

I'll never have any money. 

I can’t quit smoking. 

Of course, the list could go on and on, but it is long enough to show you how 
we program ourselves — sometimes without realizing it. The subconscious is 
then required to carry out these negative commands and so we experience 
sickness, poverty, limitation and failure. What you must do is to monitor your 
self-talk and turn such self-defeating statements around. The way to do this is to 
program your mind with positive affirmations. Repeat them over and over again 
until your subconscious accepts them as reality. When you keep saying that you 
are sick, your subconscious is required to make you sick if you affirm health, it 
is required to make you healthy. Never rehearse a contrary situation by saying to 
yourself that you feel great, then, the next minute when someone asks how you 
are, and you tell them that you feel “terrible” just to get their sympathy. 
Switching back and forth only confuses the subconscious. If you do this, you 
will find that you will not be able to make the positive changes you desire. 

.2 FEELING AND EMOTION Emotion is the carrier of creativity. No 
creative actis performed without it. The subconscious responds to feeling and 
emotion more than anything else does. Repetition, by itself, is not as effective 
without emotion. It is important to understand that negative emotions such as 
fear, anxiety, frustration, jealousy or hate, will work with just as much force as 
their positive counterparts. This is why they are so destructive. Speaking aloud 


or listening to music while using repetition to impress an idea in your 
subconscious will increase the intensity of the vibrations and help you impress 
the information more quickly. Psychological studies have shown that 
subconscious impression can be done up to eighty-five percent faster through 
the use of music or voice recordings. 

3. VISUALIZATION 

Imagination or visualization is the picturing power of your mind. Your 
subconscious responds to pictures and images held on your mental screen. It 
may be said that your subconscious is the contractor, which will build your life. 
You are the architect, and your imagination is the blueprint. You are constantly 
running a mental movie with yourself as star of the show. These images 
determine your behavior and the kind of life you lead. You have the power to 
mentally create a new life for yourself. Whatever you can visualize, you can 
have. If you can see your desire ALREADY ACCOMPLISHED, it will become 
a self-fulfilling prophecy. What you are thinking about and picturing in your 
mind today, is a clear indication of what you will experiencing in the future. 
Since this is true, why not visualize yourself having, doing or being the things 
you want. Feel yourself enjoying them. See the details — colors, places and 
people — as vividly as you can. Hold the pictures clearly in your mind. Most 
important — you must put yourself in the picture. Get yourself a scrapbook and 
call it “My Blueprint of Destiny.” In it, put colored pictures of the things you 
want, the places you want to go or the things you want to do. Look at the 
pictures every day and let them sink deeply into your subconscious. Soon, you 
will master the technique of visualization and, in the process, your desire will 
become reality. You can train your subconscious to perform any act you 
consciously choose. When a great pianist plays with ease, you can be sure that 
he has spent yearsbuilding habit patterns of perfection in his subconscious. His 
subconscious mind stores these memories and releases them under automatic 
control so that he does not have to consciously think which key to depress each 
time he wants to play a different note. Your subconscious is an automatic 
creative mechanism that can solve your problems and change your life much 
faster than your conscious mind alone. Further, it is never limited because it can 
be trained and retrained. Just as long as you keep on picturing what you want, 
like a submarine torpedo programmed to seek out an objective, it will forget 
mistakes, change course, correct itself and bring you right on target, all 
automatically! The key to releasing your subconscious power is to get the 
feeling that it’s working. You must, therefore, picture the END RESULT. Feel 
that you can get what you want. Feel that it is ALREADY YOURS. Feel the 


enjoyment...the excitement NOW. As you picture what you want, your limited 
conscious mind may try to conspire against you through your intellect. It may 
tell you that what you desire cannot be achieved that it is impossible. Do not 
accept this as the truth. Remember, the information from your conscious mind is 
limited to your five senses. Instead, trust your subconscious inner guidance 
system. If you want a new automobile, go to a dealer and get some brochures. 
Look at the pictures often. Visit the showroom frequently and look at your car. 
Visualize and imagine yourself driving the car. Take a test drive. Act as though 
you had just been told it had been shipped and would be delivered soon. Even 
buy something to go with it! Give thanks in advance for whatever you are 
seeking to bring forth. This may seem strange if you do not understand the 
principle. But, by giving thanks in advance, you are acknowledging that what 
you want is on its way to you. Once you accept this, conditions will commence 
to change because you will be reaching for a higher dimension of consciousness 
than that in which you have been operating. You will be in a state of magnetic 
attraction. 


9 CHOOSING YOUR DESTINATION 

A successful and happy life requires that we devote ourselves to fulfilling a 
worthy life plan. In life, so many opportunities needlessly pass us by because we 
do not know where we are going. It may well be that your problems exist 
primarily because you are not in your right place. Psychological studies in 


personal performance show that individuals who have a plan and goals for their 
lives are happier and more successful than those who do not. At this stage of 
your development, it is important for you to make a plan for your life, one 
which will utilize all your talents and abilities. You must take the time right now 
to figure out what you want to do and how far you want to go. Otherwise, like a 
ship without a captain, you life will end up shipwrecked. One of the basic 
secrets in achieving our objectives is to break our big goals into a number of 
smaller ones. Nothing is really difficult if it is broken down into parts. As each 
part — each short-range goal — becomes a reality, the satisfaction derived from its 
attainment is a spur to the next milepost. Failing to understand this principle, 
many people resist establishing large goals because the total effort involved in 
achieving them seems overwhelming. You can have anything in life, if you will 
be definite about what you want. People often say to me, “I don’t know what I 
really want.” This is just excuse for not getting started. To never make a decision 
is never to make a mistake! Their fear of rejection or failure and their need for 
approval, hold them prisoners. Not to decide is to decide, for choice is 
inevitable. Not to choose success is equivalent to choosing failure. The problem 
with indecision is that it creates frustration. We know we should be doing 
something creative but, instead, settle for indecision and feelings of self-doubt 
and inadequacy. 

After selecting your goal, evaluate it before presenting the plan to your 
subconscious. Use the screening process below and ask yourself: 

1. Do I really want this for myself, or is it something I think I “should” or 
“ought to” do? 

2. Is it right according to my value system? 

3. Do I believe it is possible for me? 

4. Will I be a better person when I accomplish it? 

5. Can I visualize it in all respects? 

6. Do I have complete faith that the Creative Intelligence within me will assist 
me in bringing for my desire? 

If you answer ‘yes’ to all of these questions, than your next step is to make 
plans. To do this you must: 

1. Have a clear statement of your goal. Your subconscious responds when you 
are specific. 

2. Have an exact date to begin your program. 

3. Have an exact date you want to achieve your goal. 

4. Have a written plan of action. 


5. Have a schedule to periodically review your plans for changes and 
updating. 

6. Carry a brief statement of your goal written on a small card in your pocket 
or purse. Look at it often each day. If possible, have a picture of your goal on it 
as well. 

7. Concentrate on one specific desire or challenge at a time. 

8. Make up a positive affirmation or statement about your goal. 

9. Always go to sleep picturing your goal 

Most people do not bother to write down an exact description of what they 
want. This attitude is one of the major reasons why only five percent of the 
people on this planet achieve their goals. They are the ones who are willing 
write down their goals so that they can track their results. People say, “I don’t 
need to write it down. I can remember it.” But can they? Can you? Let me give 
you an example. How much do you remember of what you read on the first two 
pages of the previous chapter? Don’t worry about it! You can always go back 
and look at it. After all, it is WRITTEN DOWN in black and white. But why do 
all this? It is a psychologically sound principle that vision accounts for 
approximately eighty-seven percent of your total sensory perception. Further, 
the kinetic energy from the act of writing down your plan impresses your 
subconscious deeper than if you just thought about it. 

You will find the following worksheet helpful in mapping out your 
CREATIVE PLAN OF ACTION.

(10) I must keep the following positive mental attitude during this period. 
Make 

a positive statement concerning how you feel you must act while you are 
working on your goals. You need to make plans for each of the six major areas 
of interest in your life. Start by using the following. One of the greatest 
discoveries you will ever make is to learn to live in the present moment. NOW 
is the only time there is; yet we insist on wasting it by mentally living in a past 
we cannot change, or in a future which we long for or dread. In establishing 
your goals, you must be careful not to get caught in this trap. 

After you have chosen your goals and set up a program of action, you must 
learn to relax and allow your new Awareness to carry you forward, patiently 
doing what is necessary, first things first, with no fear or concern about what is 
going to happen in the future. As the spiritually oriented say, “Let go and let 
God.” By so doing, you will be aligning yourself with reality and keeping 
yourself open to the Inner Guidance from within which will show you each step 
of the way. Inner Guidance is always available. Seek it out and use it. If you 
don’t, your Awareness may not yet have the wisdom to chart a course which is 
in full alignment with the Creative Plan for your life and you will continue to be 
disenchanted and disappointed when things do not work out. When you make 
plans and set goals, ask for the wisdom to carry them out. 

Present the ideas you have consciously thought out and ask your 
Superconscious mind to guide you in selecting the right one. You will soon get a 
feeling about what you should do. Trust your intuition. Remember — intuition 
cannot be wrong because it comes from Higher Intelligence. Once you receive 
intuition - act at once. Also leave yourself open for changes and new instruction 
along the way. The first move, however, must be yours. You will not be guided 
unless you demonstrate you want guidance. Failure is a necessary part of growth 
yet it produces one of the strangest fears most people have. Everything you 
learned as a child was learned by trial and error. Sometimes you were 
successful, and sometimes you weren't. What we are talking about here is 
persistence. This is the dynamic quality that separates the achievers from the 
non-achievers and often, surprisingly, takes the place of intelligence, knowledge, 
education and even experience. Those who are persistent refuse to allow any 
person, circumstance or condition to get in their way. An unknown writer put it 
this way — Nothing in the world can take the place of persistence. Talent will 
not. Nothing is more common than unsuccessful people with talent. Genius will 


not. Unrewarded genius is almost a proverb. Education will not. The world is 
full of educated derelicts. Persistence and determination alone are supreme. 

When you expect something positive, through the Law of Attraction, just like 
a magnet, you will attract whatever you expect. Know that your expectations of 
today will be your life of tomorrow. 

None of your time should be spent in telling others what you are going to 
accomplish. To do so is another form of approval seeking. By disclosing your 
goals you will dissipate valuable energy needed to accomplish them, as well as 
set up opposition from those who wish to control you. Most people will try to 
talk you out of your goals. They dislike seeing anyone having more or do better 
than they, and will resort to almost any extreme to put down someone who tries 
to break away from mediocrity. Don’t give them a chance! Many would-be 
achievers have lost out before they even got started by letting others, 
particularly family members; talk them out of what they really wanted to do. 
Unless you are sharing a goal with someone else, it is best to keep it to yourself. 


10 YOU DESERVE A BREAK TODAY 

The best break you can give yourself is one devoted to meditation with its 
unique combination of peace and power. Persons concerned with the betterment 
of humankind have come to the conclusion, at different times and in different 
places, that, if we are to achieve our maximum mental, physical and spiritual 
potential, a system of complete rest, relaxation and inner communication is 
essential. Without this, we can only expect to operate at a fraction of our 
capabilities. 

Meditation re establishes our contact with the Source of Power within us. It 
cleanses the mind and makes us open and receptive to creative ideas, intuition 
and inspiration. 

During this time, stress is released and we are fully relaxed and calm. Just as 
an athlete runs to train his body, in meditation, we are tuning and training the 
mind to function at its maximum potential. This is one of the basic reasons why 
meditation increases efficiency in everyday life. 

Sure you want to know when to meditate? Begin by putting aside a time for 
meditation at the beginning of each day, preferably before breakfast. This will 
tune you into the Life Force and program you for the day. Then set aside a 
similar period in the evening. It is suggested that this be at least four hours 
before retiring because you will automatically be rejuvenated. Your nighttime 
mediation will help you get rid of the negative feelings you have accumulated 
during the day. It is a good idea to meditate in the same location each day. After 


a while, you will build up a kind of positive vibration there which will help 
promote relaxation. You will automatically associate that spot with being quiet 
and peaceful. 


Now how to start? 

The most important thing to remember at the outset is this: DO NOT FIGHT 
YOUR THOUGHTS. 

The first thing to do is to slow down you mind, body and senses. You are 
trying to form a kind of vacuum that can be filled with creative thoughts and 
vibrations. If you start thinking that the house needs cleaning or the shopping 
that needs to be done, stop immediately and discipline your mind to return to 
meditation. Meditation is like changing the direction of a wheel. 

First, we have to slow down the wheel. After we slow it down, we stop it and 
then start it rolling the other way. Your subconscious mind will help you in this 
process. Once it knows what you are trying to achieve, it will create a habit 
pattern that will enable you to reach this state of consciousness. Just keep on 
programming the new habit into your subconscious and it will take over 
automatically without any distracting effort on your part. 

Meditation is a three-step process. 

(1) Relax and let go. 

(2) Reach out and listen. 

(3) Visualize and affirm 

STEP ONE : RELAX AND LET GO 

As long as your muscles are tense, they absorb both physical and mental 
energy. To get rid of this distracting electrical energy, stretch out your entire 
body and make all your muscles loose. Then sit upright in your chair and close 
your eyes. Take a deep breath and exhale, slowly and comfortably. Feel yourself 
relax. It is normal to relax when exhaling. Now flex or tighten your muscles by 
squeezing them and letting them go. Start with your arms, hands and shoulders. 
Next, do the muscles in your back and abdominal area. Finally, the muscles in 
your thighs, calves and feet. Take another deep breath and relax. At this point, 
some organizations give their students a ‘mantra,’ which is a meaningless phrase 
whose purpose is to keep the mind from wandering. You don’t need a mantra. 
The only reason a mantra will work is because you believe it will. The best 
phrase I have found is “LET-GO”. Just say to yourself, “LET-GO”. Take another 
breath and repeat the words until you feel yourself letting go of all your 
concerns, anxieties and negative thoughts. Keep on repeating these words until 


you are calm and peaceful and your mind is empty of all conscious thinking. At 
that point you will be open and receptive. 

STEP TWO REACH OUT AND LISTEN 
This is a mind-expanding function. Every great thinker, philosopher, theologian, 
mystic or scientist has disagreed with his colleagues on many things but the one 
thing on which they all agree is that there is only one Creative Intelligence in the 
universe. This Intelligence or Mind is the origin of all thought. Learn to take a 
listening attitude as if you were expecting to hear something. sometimes it is 
difficult to meditate when you are thinking about your need or problem. But, in 
this three-step meditation, you set the details aside until you have prepared 
yourself, and then you release them and listen. Meditation is a time to silence 
your distracting thoughts and listen from within instead of listening to the 
chattering or your conscious mind. Just listen to, accept and do exactly what 
your intuition tells you. If you are told to leave something alone, leave it alone. 
If you are told to change something, change it at once. You cannot alter your life 
if you don’t do something different. Remember, if you keep doing what you are 
doing — you will keep getting what you are getting. Is that good news? If not, 
then listen to your inner guidance and do something different! 
STEP THREE VISUALIZE AND AFFIRM 
Take a few moments and visualize and affirm whatever it is that you want to be, 
do or have in your life experience. Any words repeated over and over again with 
conviction in this state of consciousness, especially if they are linked with 
visualization, will be experienced. Picture a mental screen before you. You can 
change your life by seeing yourself acting out those things you want by altering 
the images in your mind. The secret is to visualize yourself as already having 
these things. If you want health, picture yourself as perfectly healthy. If you 
want money, see yourself with lots of money, spending and enjoying it. Picture 
your checkbook with a large balance. If you want your business to expand, 
picture the increase in customers or clients In each situation see yourself smiling 
and happy. Visualize your wishes as clearly as possible. Not only see them, but 
also feel them. They are already a reality once you can visualize them in the 
nonphysical. Do you remember Professor James’ words? 
“The greatest discovery of our age is that man, by changing the inner aspects of 
his thinking, can change the outer aspects of his life.” Reinforce the images 
with positive affirmations or statements that relate to what you wish to 
accomplish. You can select from those listed in thelast chapter of this book, or 
make up your own. Keep on repeating them silently while visualizing. 
Remember always: words have creative power. 


Finally, mentally give thanks that it is so. This will make you consciously aware 
that your desires are on their way and will create a feeling of expectancy. This is 
absolutely essential to their realization. Open your eyes and stretch, enjoying the 
feeling of a desire now assured of completion or attainment. The more you 
meditate, the more you will like it. The less you meditate, the more you find it a 
bother. The more you do it, the greater will be your rewards. 


11 THE TIME OF YOUR LIFE 

In the lives of busy people no question is asked more often than, “Where has the 
time gone?” Time, of course, hasn’t gone anywhere as the question suggests, but 
merely moves on at its normal rate while we become painfully aware that we are 
accomplishing much less than we would like to. Unlike the timekeeper at a 
sports event, in the game of life, we can’t ‘stop the clock’ for an instant replay. 
And when we protest, “I don’t have the time,” more often than not, whatever we 
are doing is not important enough to warrant our taking time for it. Let’s admit 
it. No one has more time than another. We have the same amount of time in 
every day as everyone else. We have the same number of minutes in our hours 
and the same number of hours in our day. And, yet, we repeat the same old 
phrases. 

Time becomes our master. Yet we must learn to master time instead of being 
mastered by it. We must stop being time’s fool. 

IS TIME THE PROBLEM...OR YOU? The relentless ticking of the clock holds 
the impression that there isn’t enough time to do what we want to do. For 
instance, there are things you’ve been meaning to do for years: learn a language, 
visit some place, write a special letter, take a course, finish a book, do... If only 
you’d more time! You’re so busy. But are you...really? People take courses in 
time management and still end up having no time to do the things that are 
necessary for success. The truth is if we really want to get something done; we’|l 
find the time to do it. We don’t need a time management expert to tell us how. 
The first attempt need not involve achieving a major goal. The secret of winning 
is beginning. Once we have time on our side, our simplest efforts will 
accumulate the strength and confidence needed for any greater effort. Do you 


want more time, but don’t know where to begin Here’s a suggestion - make an 
effort to rise earlier! This one step can add one or two hours to your productive 
day and years to your life. Take on something you have been meaning to do and 
do it in your spare time before breakfast. Would you like to be an expert on 
some subject? Every morning study for a half-hour and you can become an 
authority on it. That’s all it takes. It’s so simple; it escapes the majority of people 
who keep chanting, “Someday I would like to...but I never seem to have the 
time.” Just because you never started the work, play or study that really 
interests you is no reason why you can’t start right now. Time doesn’t count us 
out. We only imagine it does. It’s never too late to begin. Time is impersonal. It 
is the same every moment. It imposes no limitations upon us. Our only 
limitations are self-imposed. 

You can achieve success in anything if you are determined to make the time. For 
example, instead of doing something every week, why not do it every other 
week. Instead of going to the same place every Monday evening, why not go 
every other Monday evening. By saving an evening every other week, you will 
have made the time to do other, more important things. Most people live by the 
‘after-theory’ they have big plans. They are going to do great things...after the 
kids grow up, etc, etc. This ‘after’ period never comes, but they keep on 
promising themselves that some day they are going to get what they want. While 
opportunity may knock more than once, it seldom sits on the doorstep awaiting 
our pleasure. 

Do the things you always wanted now. Or make plans now. Or program your 
subconscious now. Not tomorrow! You will never have more time than you have 
today. How you spend the next twenty-four hours determines 

How you will spend the next twenty-four hours. And so on — and so on. Get the 
feeling of adventure. On your next day off, take a trip to the park, mountains or 
a nearby seaside resort. Never mind the weather! Get up and get out! Use your 
imagination, Imagine what you will do and try to feel it, The more excited you 
become, the faster you will get your wish. By maintaining this state of 
expectancy, you will draw to you the ways and means for bigger and better 
adventures. 

Don’t let time manage you, manage it Frustration and discouragement are 
always self created. With a little thought, we find that time, without its whip, is a 
great encourager. Our job is learning to love time; to value it for the value it 
brings. As has been observed so wisely, we are taught to save time and waste our 
lives. Time has meaning only when it holds experiences that expand life’s 
meaning for us. It seems to drag or fly by according to what it holds. Once we 


grasp this, we begin to master the role it plays in our lives, creating time the way 
we want it and when we want it. 


Many people are bored. They say there is nothing to do. How sad this is! They 
drink, watch TV, and do almost anything for the sake of killing time. But while 
they are killing time, they are also killing their creative imaginations. They have 
no time for study, meditation or self-improvement. Life is to act. Not to act is 
death. The clock is ticking away. Life is an emergency. The time is now. 
Visualize yourself as a person who always does things now. Everything you 
envision is done right away or, at very least, you make plans to do it right away. 
If you really want to be emotionally strong and alive, find time to study and 
mediate on the principles we have been talking about. It takes time to be 
successful. Lots of time. There is no magic formula. It takes time, study, 
meditation and action. Make use of the time God has given you. Most people do 
not realize the value of time until they come to the end of it, then they beg for a 
few minutes more. Those who died in the last twenty-four hours would have 
given anything for another twenty-four hours. You can spend the next twenty- 
four hours reaching your true potential or sliding down into your own particular 
hell. The choice is always yours my dear. 

You must learn to regard the clock as an artist regards his materials. Not as a 
whip, but as a paintbrush to add beauty to the picture you are creating. You must 
be aware of the freedom of choice you are exercising and learn the value of time 
without fearing it. In other words, you must do whatever you do because you are 
using time for your purpose or objective, and in no case permit it to be an end in 
itself. 

Take time to make time. Don’t forget to make time in your schedule for 
planning. there never was better time for you Because we exist in a universe of 
magnificent rhythm and timing, the body and mind respond easily to the rhythm 
of repetition in action. In your assumed mastery of time, never regard regularity 
as a mundane, dull, uninteresting, or a matter of duty. Instead, think of it as the 
Same type of rhythm that makes music enjoyable. The challenge and invitation 
are to swing along with it and catch the tempo of the melody of life. One of the 
principal objectives of this book is to help you build more self-confidence so 
you can enjoy the TIME OF YOUR LIFE! 


12 OVERCOMING FEAR AND WORRY 

We were born with only two fears: the fear of falling and the fear of loud noises. 
The rest we developed ourselves. Fear takes many forms. There is 
claustrophobia which is the fear of confined spaces; agoraphobia, the fear of 
open spaces; ailurophobia, the fear of cats; astraphobia, the fear of thunder and 
lightning; hematophobia, the fear of blood; acrophobia, the fear of heights; 
hydrophobia, the fear of water; nucophobia, the fear of darkness; and the worst 
fear of all - the fear of failure. Fear is a destructive emotion that can deal a fatal 
blow to any attempt on your part to build total self-confidence. If you allow 
your fears to run your life, it will be impossible to create the life you truly 
desire. 

By giving your dominant thoughts to failure, you are compelled to fail. Failure 
is rehearsed by constant repetition. How many times a day do you think about 
failing and failure? Do you ever tell people that you “know” you are going to 
fail? Do you find yourself thinking, “What a terrible failure I’ve been,” or a 
thousand other reasons why you think you will fail? This is the kind of negative 
rehearsal which, when combined with early childhood conditioning, makes you 
respond to the greatest challenges and opportunities with, “I can’t!” What can 
we do to overcome our fear of failure? First, we must be willing to face failure. 
Before starting on a new endeavor, ask you, “What is the worst than can 
happen?” Be prepared mentally should failure occur. It is important here to 
distinguish this from expectation. I am not saying that you should expect to fail, 
for this would make failure certain. What I am saying is that if you are mentally 
prepared for the worst, you will have the confidence to enable you to meet and 
successfully handle even the greatest of challenges. We worry about many 
things, but they all boil down to this:s WE ARE NOT LIVING IN THE 
PRESENT MOMENT. Now think about it. You can only worry if you are either 
focused on the future or in the past. If you are living in the present moment, it is 
impossible to worry. For instance, are you worried this very second? Of course 


not! Why? Simply because you are reading this book and your concentration 
precludes worrying in the moment. The mind cannot think of two things at the 
same time. Overcoming fear and worry can be accomplished by living a day at a 
time, or better yet, a moment at a time. Just say to yourself, “For the next few 
minutes, hours or days, I will... “Make a positive statement and keep your 
promise only for that period of time. Forget about the future beyond that. If you 
live life a moment at a time, your worries will be cut down to nothing. It is 
important to have a sense of humor. Humor is a safety valve. It keeps you from 
taking yourself too seriously. The problem with most people is that they take life 
too seriously. Even religion is too serious. What should be light, exciting and 
uplifting is usually a guilt-producing experience. It goes back to what you have 
already learned: If you make people feel “less than” or unworthy, you can 
control them. It’s the old situation of dependency. But surely the Creator must 
have sense of humor. If you look at the aardvark or porcupine, it is not hard to 
conclude that the Creator must have a sense of humor! The Creator gave us a 
sense of humor to relieve our tensions. Humor allows us to laugh at our fears. 
Again and again, plunge into the very thing that makes you afraid so that, in the 
end, your fear will expose for what it is — an illusion. This helps to build 
spiritual and emotional muscle. Most of the time fear is due to using the mind 
more than the body. If you think too much and neglect action, you generate fear. 
Lead a more active life and you will have less time to worry. Take long walks to 
release body tensions. An over-active mind and an under-active body can lead to 
trouble. On your walk, take this book with you. Find a quiet spot, take a break 
and, without looking, open it. Your subconscious will guide you to the right 
spot. Read a page or two and then take the long way home. As you stride along, 
thinking about what you have read, your mind and body will be working in 
perfect balance. Fear starts when there is a lack of balance. The principle has 
been recognized in developing the body, but completely overlooked in 
developing the mind and bringing the two into harmony. 

CHANGE COMES WITH BEING DIFFERENT 

Make no mistake about it, if you are to escape from mediocrity, you must 
consciously decide that you want to be different. All great individuals are 
different. They are different from the masses. This is what makes them stand 
out. You must have enough guts to say to yourself, “I will not lead a life of 
mediocrity. I am different. I am a fantastic person with a fantastic future. A dull 
life is not for me.” Repeat these statements start right now! If you are exhausted 
and fearful, perhaps there’s no ad-venture in your life. Nothing is worse than 
being in a rut. To sleep in the same bed every night, eat at the same restaurants, 


see the same people, go the same way to work, do the same thing every day is 
complete madness. Sameness destroys creativity and will quickly have you 
banging on the psychiatrist’s door. People caught up in this cycle are the slaves 
to sameness, the ones who fear the slightest change. When you are frustrated 
with your daily routine, change it. Changing does not mean disregarding others 
or feeling superior. It means claiming the right to speak and act for yourself and 
doing what is necessary to make you happy. Confucius summed to up this way. 
“They must often change who would be in constant happiness.” 

The first thing to do is to stop fighting change. Learn to live with it and enjoy it. 
The weather is going to change. Your company is going to change. The 
government is going to change. So are the people around you. Everything and 
everybody is going to change, so why fight it? Why not be one of those who 
says, “Let’s see what I can change to improve things. Make the right changes. 
The right changes are always positive. Begin by changing small things every 
day until change becomes a way of life. Don’t cling to one lifestyle. Change the 
furniture or your style or dress. Switch things around in your room, apartment or 
house. Don’t leave anything the same. Keep changing things just to make it 
interesting. Do you find yourself resisting this? If you do it’s because you feel 
threatened by change. Remember, the only way to overcome fear is to do the 
thing you fear the most. And if that means change, then change you must! 
Change your hairdo and color. Try some new foods. If you are dissatisfied with 
your looks, get a makeover or consult a plastic surgeon. A new appearance may 
do wonders for your personality. Surprise yourself and your friends with the 
changed you. Change is a habit. Your whole life is lived by habit. Since infancy, 
you have trained yourself to respond the way you do. Changing your life means 
changing your habits. Sometimes this can be unpleasant, but the process of 
changing a habit will only be temporary. To overcome apprehension of change, 
keep in mind the ultimate benefits you will receive. 

Concentrate on the benefits instead of on the fears and assumed hardships which 
change might impose. Write these benefits down. Read them each day and see 
how the change is benefiting you. Look at everything that comes into your life 
as a chance to change for the better. If you are about to be transferred, or if your 
office or department is closing down, your job position has been eliminated, 
your lover has left you, you have to move to a new place, or your car has finally 
stopped running. Instead of dwelling on the negative, think of possible positive 
consequences. If you stop resisting, accept the change and look forward to a 
new and better experience, something good wills happen. Good things come 
when you are ready to change. 


13 MOVE AHEAD THROUGH POSITIVE COMMUNICATIONS 

One of the most common phrases I hear in my counseling work is, “We just 
don’t communicate.” Because most people identify communication with the 
written and oral word, they often feel that they are not communicating. But this 
is not the case at all. We are always communicating. People communicate 
through body language, facial expressions, gestures, mannerisms and even 
silence. Our ability to communicate shows just as much in what we don’t say as 
in what we do say. 

If you are having problems communicating with others, the first thing you must 
understand and accept is that you are responsible for others not understanding 
you. More than likely it is the way you come across and the way you non- 
verbally communicate to other people. All family problems, business 
communication problems, individual misunderstandings and even wars are 
rooted in our inability to understand another’s point of view. So let’s begin by 
recognizing the fact that we cannot change others, but we can change our 
attitudes towards them. Communication is a delivery system for our attitudes. 
The way we express ourselves is an outward manifestation of what we are 
thinking inside. Longfellow wrote, “A single conversation across the table with 
a wise person is better than a ten-year study of books.” One of the greatest 
problems that threaten any marriage occurs when both partners have not learned 
how to communicate with each other. Most failures in business are not really 
business failures, but people failures. People just fail to communicate. Almost 
every study shows that employees view a good manager as one who can 
communicate with them. 

Nothing is more important in communications than listening. Developing a 
listening skill will prove that you, too, are smart. We all feel that anyone who 
has the good sense to listen to what we have to say must be a good friend. 
Listening has become a lost art. Notice when you are talking most people can’t 
wait for a pause so that they can begin talking. They really don’t hear you. They 


are too busy rehearsing what they are going to say next . By wanting to be a 
good listener, you will find out how fascinating people are. People you may 
have taken for granted or considered dull and insignificant suddenly become 
interesting. Indeed, there are no uninteresting people, only disinterested 
listeners! 

we are more interested in ourselves than anyone else This is a simple fact of 
human nature. We have feelings, emotions, pride and anxieties. But so does 
everyone else. In order to develop positive communications, we have to TAKE 
AN INTERST IN OTHER PEOPLE. It is not necessary to be clever, make smart 
Remarks, tell great stories or prove how intelligent we are. What is necessary is 
that our approach be sincere. What interests people most? Themselves! They 
want to discuss what they have done, what they plan to do, where they have 
been and what has happened to them. Never forget this! A frequent and 
disastrous mistake in the art of communication is to typecast people and talk to 
them on that basis. 

The trick is to point out the good qualities of the person being discussed without 
taking exception to what is being said. While no minds may be changed, this 
tactic switches the conversation onto a more pleasant and positive level. The 
next thing people like to discuss is things. They will talk about anything. Here is 
your chance to be a good listener and learn something. By doing just that, I have 
benefited greatly. 

The last thing people want to talk about is.... YOU. They don’t want to hear 
about your sickness, your problems, or your negative views of life. Listen to 
yourself and note how many times you use the firstperson pronoun. If it is 
excessive, start switching from “I” to “You!” Keep the conversation centered on 
the other person. Wait until he asks about you. You can be sure that this will 
only be when he is ready to listen. In other words, after you have given him a 
chance to first tell you about himself. When you do talk about yourself, it should 
not be to draw attention to you, but to tie your interest in with those of the 
person with whom you are conversing. 

*HOLD ONLY POSITIVE CONVERVATIONS 

We learned earlier that words have creative power, the same power as the 
thoughts that go into shaping our consciousness. As we are always 
communicating our thoughts, it goes without saying that these should be 
positive. On those occasions when you don’t feel well, avoid the tendency to 
complain. If you are a habitual complainer, this is your way of getting attention 
and sympathy. Complain often enough and you will become known as a “pain 
symbol” to others. They will begin to avoid you because no one wants to 


associate with someone who makes them feel ill. Besides affecting others, you 
will make yourself sicker by programming your subconscious through constant 
repetition. A friend of mine used to say, “Never tell anyone your troubles. Half 
the people don’t care, and the other half are glad you have them!” Talk about 
things that inspire others. Let them know how you enjoy life, and watch them 
respond. A person who sends out positive vibrations attracts people like a 
magnet. Everyone wants to associate with those who have a happy and positive 
outlook because their attitude is contagious. Learn to say only those things you 
want to have repeated. If you use this approach, you will discover that your 
comments will automatically include only positive, constructive, optimistic 
observations. 

*USE PLAIN LANGUAGE 

You simply cannot communicate with others unless you lear to use plain 
language. Something is definitely lacking in your ability to communicate if what 
you say cannot be understood by a child. Now this may sound ridiculous, but it 
is true. In my early years as a teacher and public speaker, I discovered that 
effective communication with my audience was directly related to how simple I 
could make complicated, abstract ideas. The burden of holding someone’s 
attention, whether it is an audience or an individual, falls on you. No one 

Will pay attention to what they do not understand. Many college graduates 
cannot communicate with those on a lower educational level because they have 
ever learned how to make things simple enough. If someone fails to understand 
you, it does not necessarily follow that they are stupid. More than likely, you 
have not explained your point clearly or simply enough. Walt Disney used 
animation as a means of simplification. Frequently great truths are told in 
parables or allegories. Let’s learn a lesson from this and use simple stories, 
demonstrations, parables and examples to convey what we mean. One of the 
best methods of determining understanding is feedback. You get feedback by 
asking questions like these: “Have I made myself clear?” “Do you agree?” or 
“What are your feelings about this?” This preliminary interchange helps develop 
two-way communication. 

*LET THE OTHER PERSON KNOW THEY ARE IMPRESSING YOU 

I have already said that everyone likes to feel important. Let people know they 
are important by making them feel that you are impressed with what they have 
to say. This is done by giving them your full attention. The less you talk about 
yourself, the more the other person will feel that he is important. Act as if their 
jobs or social lives are the most fascinating things you have heard about. I was 
traveling by plane on my way home from a speech I had just given to five 


thousand people. I was bubbling over with excitement after an extremely 
successful speaking engagement. Next to me sat a man who said he was an 
accountant. Well, I thought, that’s a comfortable profession, but how boring it 
must be. Of course, I didn’t let him know how I felt. Instead, I listened as he 
talked about his travels and the complicated financial dealings of the large 
corporations he represented. All the way across the country, he kept me 
enthralled. From this experience, a great truth emerged. Although, on the surface 
others may appear dull, what they have to say is often more interesting and 
important than what we have to say ourselves. Most people really do not 
communicate effectively because they are trying to impress rather than express. 
They engage in a sort of self-neutralizing, verbal bombardment of each other. 
They use words others do not understand and frequently attempt to speak down 
rather than to the person with whom they are talking. They are busy showing 
that person how smart they are. Justified or not, others will form their opinions 
of you by the way you talk to them. If you show off or try to impress them with 
your intelligence, you can be sure that they will tune you out right away. On the 
other hand, if you do not talk down to them and keep their interests and 
emotions in mind, they will consider you clever, interesting and, even, a brilliant 
conversationalist. Studies have shown that other people never hear 75% of the 
words you use. People hear only what they want, and as you already know, what 
they most want to hear about is themselves. If you talk to them about their goals, 
interest, ideas, experiences or aspirations, you will immediately get their 
attention and continue to hold it without difficulty. 

*GIVE SINCERE RECOGNITION 

Whenever you give sincere recognition, you are, in essence, showing people 
how to like themselves more. If you remark about one of their attributes that 
escapes most people, you will increase your impact. It takes little imagination to 
compliment someone on his appearance — although that’s nice too — so the 
creative per-son looks for less obvious qualities. For example, you might notice 
someone’s sense of humor or ability to attract friends. By taking time to remark 
on attributes which are far too often overlooked by others, you are saying in 
effect, “I really notice you as a person”, thereby giving that person a reason to 
like this or herself more. By helping others build their self-esteem and making 
them feel comfortable and secure, they become more relaxed and friendlier. This 
all goes back to what we said earlier: in order to think well of others, you must 
first think well of yourself. Knowing what pleases you and increases your self- 
confidence provides some excellent clues as to how you can make others feel 
self-confident. Someone observed, quite astutely, that when we look at our 


world and see God and good in everything and everyone, our world looks back 
at us with the same attitude. 

*GET THE SMILE HABIT 

A problem in communication is that people don’t smile enough. Watch them on 
the street, at the office or even at home. How often do they smile? Some turn a 
smile on and off like a light switch and use it to impress others. But their 
insincerity is quite obvious. A study conducted at a major university revealed 
that on an average, men smile at 70% of the women and only 12% of the men 
with whom they come in contact. This would seem to indicate that they don’t 
care what other men think about them, but are concerned about impressing 
women! 

Smiling is an important means of communication because it has a positive effect 
on others. Think how good you feel when someone smiles at you! In its 
Simplest form, it is a way of telling you that everything’s going well and that the 
smiler is happy to see you. Department stores have shown as much as a 20% 
increase in sales when employees smiled at customers. People cannot help but 
warm up to a smile. If you are not one, you had better get the habit right away. 
Smile right now! Go ahead! Now do it again! It doesn’t hurt. As a matter of fact, 
it makes you feel good. If there’s a mirror nearby, smile and see how much 
better you look! When I say that you should practice smiling in front of a mirror, 
I am perfectly serious. You may feel silly for a while, but as your frown and 
down-turned mouth disappear and you begin to radiate confidence and poise, 
your attitude will change. Every person is beautiful when he or she smiles. You 
will automatically look and feel better when you smile. A smile is your way of 
writing your thoughts on your face! It shows that you have self-confidence. If 
you lack self-confidence or are consumed by unhappiness and doubt, you will 
have a difficult time smiling. The natural resistance to exposing your feelings to 
others will make your smile stiff and forced. To overcome this, get to the root of 
your problem and change your negative self-image. Whenever you greet people 
SMILE! SMILE! SMILE! Smile Remember that your smile is one of your 
greatest assets! 

*BE CAREFUL OF THE COMPANY YOU KEEP 


Everyone whom you associate with affects your life. Make it a point to not only 
to hold positive conversations, but as much as possible to associate with only 
positive people. These are the people who will inspire, motivate and help you to 
live a more creative life. Negative people drain your energy with their constant 
putdowns and complaints about how the world has mistreated them, how their 


husbands or wives don’t understand them, how their bosses don’t value them, 
and how terrible they feel. Whenever possible, release these “energy vampires” 
from your life and seek out people who are uplifting and positive. 


14 ACHIEVING TOTAL SELF-CONFIDENCE THROUGH A POSITIVE 
MENTAL ATTITUDE 

Many people believe that a positive mental attitude is unrealistic because the 
positive thinker is just seeking to escape problems, tragedy and hopelessness. 
But this is not the case at all. Positive thinking is a way of looking at your own 
problems and those of humankind and trying to solve them through constructive 
action.

What is claimed: 

1. A silent communications system, comprising: 

(a) amplitude modulated carrier means for generating signals located in non-aural portions of the 
audio and in the lower portion of the ultrasonic frequency spectrum said signals modulated with 


information to be perceived by a listener's brain and, 


(b) acoustic and ultrasonic transducer means for propagating said signals, for inducement into the 
brain, of the listener, and, 


(c) recording means for storing said modulated signals on mechanical, magnetic and optical media 
for delayed or repeated transmissions to the listener. 


2. A silent communications system, comprising: 
(a) frequency modulated carrier means for generating signals located in non-aural portions of the 
audio and in the lower portion of the ultrasonic frequency spectrum, said signals modulated with 


information to be perceived by a listener's brain, and; 


(b) acoustic and ultrasonic transducer means for propagating said signals, for inducement into the 
brain of the listener, and; 


(c) recording means for storing said modulated signals on mechanical, magnetic and optical media 
for delayed or repeated transmissions to the listener. 


3. A silent communications system, comprising: 


(a) a combination of amplitude and frequency modulated carrier means for generating signals 
located in non-aural portions of the audio and in the lower portion of the ultrasonic frequency 


spectrum, said signals modulated with information to be perceived by a listener's brain, and 


(b) acoustic and ultrasonic transducer means for propagating said signals, for inducement into the 
brain of the listener; 


(c) recording means for storing said modulated signals on mechanical, magnetic and optical media 
for delayed or repeated transmissions to the listener. 


Description 


BACKGROUND--FIELD OF THE INVENTION 


This invention relates in general to electronic audio signal processing and, in particular, to 
subliminal presentation techniques. 


BACKGROUND--DESCRIPTION OF PRIOR ART 


Subliminal learning enjoys wide use today and subliminal tapes are being manufactured by a 
number of companies in the United States alone. Several decades of scientific study indicate that 
subliminal messages can influence a human's attitudes and behavior. Subliminal, in these 
discussions, can be defined as "below the threshold of audibility to the conscious mind." To be 
effective however, the subliminally transmitted information (called affirmations by those in the 
profession) must be presented to the listener's ear in such a fashion that they can be perceived and 
"decoded" by the listener's subconscious mind. We are referring to audio information in this 
discussion, however, information could be inputted into the subject's subconscious mind through 
any of the body's sensors, such as touch, smell, sight or hearing. As an example, early 
development work in the subliminal field utilized motion pictures and slide projections as the 
medium. Early research into visual and auditory subliminal stimulation effects is exemplified by 
USS. Pat. Nos. 3,060,795 of Corrigan, et al. and 3,278,676 of Becker. U.S. Pat. No. 4,395,600 of 
Lundy and Tyler is representative of later developments in today's subliminal message techniques. 


The majority of the audio subliminal tapes available today are prepared using one basic technique. 
That is, the verbal affirmations are mixed with, and recorded at a lower level than, a "foreground" 
of music or sounds of ocean surf or a bubbling mountain brook or other similar "masking" sounds. 
The affirmations are generally recorded 5 decibels (db) or so below the "foreground" programming 
and regenerative automatic gain control is usually applied to permit the affirmations to change 
their recorded amplitude in direct proportion to the short term averaged amplitude of the 
continually varying "foreground" material. In other words, the volume of the affirmations will 
follow or track the volume changes of the "foreground" programming, but at a lower volume level. 
Circuit provisions are also usually included to "gate" the affirmations off when the music 
amplitude is low or zero. This insures that the affirmations cannot be heard during quiet program 
periods. Thus, today's subliminal affirmations can be characterized as being "masked" by music or 
other sounds, of constantly changing amplitude and of being reduced or cut off entirely during 
periods of low or quiet "foreground" programming. 


One of the principal, and most widely objected to, deficiencies in available subliminal tape 
presentation techniques is that the presence of the "foreground" material is intrusive to both the 


listener and to anyone else in the immediate area. No matter what "foreground" material is chosen, 
the fact remains that this material can be heard by anyone within its range and presents a definite 
distraction to other activities such as conversation, thought, desire to listen to other programming 
such as radio or television, need to concentrate, etc. Additionally, and because the tapes are used 
repeatedly by the same listener, any "foreground" music or material eventually becomes 
monotonously tiring to that listener. 


It is the purpose of the following described invention to eliminate or greatly reduce all of the 
above deficiencies. Although its application to the magnetic tape medium is described in the 
following discussion, the technique is equally applicable to most other desired transmission 
mediums, such as Compact Disc, videocassettes, digital tape recorders, Public Address (PA) 
systems, background music installations, computer software programs, random access memory 
(RAM), read only memory (ROM), "live", real time applications and other mediums now in 
existence or to be developed in the future. 


Implemented on tape cassettes, for example, the subliminal presentation described here is 
inaudible i.e., high audio or ultrasonic frequencies, the affirmations are presented at a constant, 
high amplitude level, and they occupy their own "clear channel", non-masked frequency 
allocations. If desired, the previously described "foreground" music or other material can be added 
to the tape through use of an audio mixer. The "silent" recordings are inaudible to the user or by 
others present and are therefore very effective for use during periods of sleep or when in the 
presence of others. Additionally, the basic requirements of subliminal stimulation are met. That is, 
the affirmations are efficiently transmitted to the ear and, while undetected by the conscious mind, 
are perceived by and efficiently decoded by the subconscious mind. 


OBJECTS OF THE INVENTION 

Accordingly, several objects and advantages of my invention are: 

(a) to provide a technique for producing a subliminal presentation which is inaudible to the 
listeners(s), yet is perceived and demodulated (decoded) by the ear for use by the subconscious 


mind. 


(b) to provide a technique for transmitting inaudible subliminal information to the listener(s) at a 
constant, high level of signal strength and on a clear band of frequencies. 


(c) to provide a technique for producing inaudible subliminal presentations to which music or 
other "foreground" programming may be added, if desired. 


Still further objects and advantages will become apparent from a consideration of the ensuing 
description and drawings. 


BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 


In the drawings, the first digit of each component number also refers to the figure number where 
that component can be located. 


FIG. 1 represents the block diagram of a suitable system which will generate a frequency 
modulated (FM) signal at 14,500 Hz. 


FIG. 2 represents an approximation of the frequency response curve of the human ear and the 
signal decoding process. 


FIG. 3 represents the block diagram of a suitable system which will generate a single sideband, 
suppressed carrier, amplitude modulated (AM) signal at 14,500 Hz.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF A PREFERRED EMBODIMENT 


Please refer now to FIG. | and FIG. 2, which are drawings of a preferred implementation of the 
invention. 


The principle of operation of the silent subliminal presentation system is as follows: 

An audio signal in the upper frequency region of the audio spectrum (for example, 14,500 Hz) is 
modulated with the desired information. The type of modulation may be any type suitable for 
subliminal applications; frequency modulation (FM), phase modulation (PM), upper single 


sideband with suppressed carrier, amplitude modulation (AM), tone modulation, etc. 


For broadest application, the high audio frequency selected as the carrier frequency must meet two 
basic criteria: 


(1) be high enough in the audio spectrum that its presence to the human ear is essentially 
unnoticed or undetectable (without the listener being informed that the signal is actually present) 


and, 


(2) be low enough in the audio spectrum that it (and its modulation content) can produce a useful 
output power from home entertainment type cassette or reel-to-reel magnetic recorders. 


This would also include, of course, small portable and automobile tape decks. 


Alternatively, the output of the system can be fed directly into an audio amplifier and its 
speaker/earphone system, Public Address system, etc. 


FIG. 1 provides the block diagram of an example of a system capable of generating the desired 
silent frequency modulated carrier. 


The modulation information is inputted into the microphone 11. Other suitable input devices may 


be substituted for microphone 11, such as a tape recorder or a radio. The microphone 11 is 
connected to the preamplifier 12 and should have provisions for adjusting its gain in order that the 
optimum modulation index can be set in the frequency modulator 13. The frequency modulator 13 
modulates the frequency of oscillator 14 which has been adjusted for an output of 14,500 Hz as 
described above. The output of oscillator 14 is fed through a suitable bandpass filter 15 into the 
tape recorder or directly into a suitable amplifier/speaker system. It is the purpose of the bandpass 
filter to remove or attenuate audible products of the modulation process in order to maintain as 
audibly silent an output as practical. 


On the receiving end, FIG. 2 represents an approximate and idealized frequency response curve of 
the human ear. The frequency modulated carrier (centered at 14,500 Hz), as generated above and 
played through a tape recorder or amplifier/speaker system, is shown on FIG. 2 as speaker output 
26, impinging upon the upper slope of the ear's response curve at point 25. The frequency 
modulated excursions of the speaker output 26 swing between points 23 and 24 on the ear's upper 
response curve. Because the response curve between points 23 and 25 is relatively linear, this 
action results in a relatively linear demodulation of the original modulation intelligence, which is 
passed on subliminally to the inner ear. The amplitude of the demodulated output is not high 
enough to be detected by the conscious mind but is sufficient in amplitude to be detected by the 
subconscious mind. In the field of communications engineering design, the above demodulation 
process in known as slope detection and was used in early FM receiver design. In those receivers, 
the response curve was formed by the action of a tuned (inductive/capacitance) circuit. In our case, 
the response curve is formed by the natural response curve of the human ear. The same slope 
detection technique can be performed at the low frequency end of the human ear response curve. 
This region is indicated on FIG. 2 as between points 21 and 22. This region, however, has a much 
smaller available bandwidth and is therefore more restricted as to the amount of information that 
can be transmitted in an inaudible manner. 


In practice, the listener adjusts the volume control of the tape recorder or amplifier to a level just 
below that at which the listener hears an audible sound or noise from the speaker of the tape 
recorder. If the recording process is properly done, a spectrum analyzer or a calibrated sound level 
meter will reveal a strong signal emanating from the tape recorder speaker. A calibrated sound 
level meter, at a distance of 1 meter (with C weighting and referenced to the standard of 0.0002 
micro bar) will typically indicate a silent power output of from 60 to 70 decibels. This is 
equivalent to the audio power of a loud conversation, yet, in the described system, is inaudible or 
unnoticed by the listener. 


FIG. 3 illustrates a system which generates a suitable amplitude modulated (AM) signal, instead of 
the frequency modulated (FM) system described above. The output is a modulated, single 
sideband (SSB), suppressed carrier (AM) signal at 14,500 Hz. 


The block diagram represents a common scheme for generating an SSB signal and will be briefly 
described. 


The desired subliminal information is spoken into microphone 31. This signal is amplified by 
speech amplifier 32 and injected into one port of balanced modulator 33. A continuous wave 
signal of 455 KHz is generated by carrier oscillator 34 and is injected into the second port of 
balanced modulator 33. The output of balanced modulator 33 is a double sideband, suppressed 
carrier signal at 455 KHz. This signal is fed through filter 35, causing one of the two sidebands to 
be removed. This signal is fed into one port of mixer 36. A continuous wave signal at a frequency 


of 469.5 KHz from hetrodyne oscillator 37 is fed into the other port of mixer 36, resulting in an 
output of the original subliminal audio information but translated 14,500 Hz higher in frequency. 
The bandpass filter 38 attenuates signals and noise outside of the frequencies of interest. The 
amplitude modulated audio output signal is shown as output 39. 

Thus, as stated earlier, my invention provides a new system for subliminal presentations which is: 
(a) silent, 

(b) outputs a constant, high level modulated signal and, 

(c) occupies a band of clear channel frequencies. 

The foregoing description of the preferred embodiment of the invention has been presented for the 
purposes of illustration and description. It is not intended to be exhaustive or to limit the invention 
to the precise form disclosed. Many modifications and variations are possible in light of the above 


discussions. It is intended that the scope of the invention be limited not only by this detailed 
description, but rather by the claims appended hereto.

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American Freedoms Facilitate Terrorist Recruitment and Operations (S//NF) 


Primarily we have been concerned about Al-Qa’ida infiltrating operatives into the United 
States to conduct terrorist attacks, but AQ may be increasingly looking for Americans to 
operate overseas. Undoubtedly Al-Qa’ida and other terrorist groups recognize that 
Americans can be great assets in terrorist operations overseas because they carry US 
passports, don’t fit the typical Arab-Muslim profile, and can easily communicate with radical 
leaders through their unfettered access to the internet and other modes of communication. 


¢ Terrorist groups such as Al-Qa’ida have surely noticed the ease with which Headley 
was able to travel multiple times on a US visa between the US, Pakistan, and India 
without arousing suspicion from officials. 


¢ Al-Qa’ida and other extremist groups have also probably noticed that the US 
Government has been more concerned with preventing attacks on the US by 
homegrown terrorists or foreigners than with Americans going overseas to carry out 
attacks in other countries. Most foreign governments do not suspect that American 
citizens would plot or perpetrate attacks against their citizens within their borders. 
Foreign terrorists have recruited homegrown US extremists for attacks abroad and are 
likely to increase the use of this method because so far it has slipped below the radar 
of the governments of the US and other countries. 


¢ The ubiquity of internet services around the world and the widespread use of English 
on popular websites such as Youtube, Facebook, Myspace, Twitter and various blogs 
enable radical clerics and terrorist recruiters to bypass America’s physical borders and 
influence US citizens. For example, a self-proclaimed recruiter for the Pakistani 
Taliban reportedly contacted the five men in northern Virginian via YouTube and then 
exchanged coded emails with the group. Terrorists apparently know that detection is 
especially difficult in cases where the potential US recruit is not affiliated with any 
known terrorist group. (S//NF) 


Impact on Foreign Relations if US Seen as “Exporter of Terrorism” (S//NF) 


|f the US were seen as an exporter of terrorism, foreign partners may be less willing to 
cooperate with the United States on extrajudicial activities, including detention, transfer, 
and interrogation of suspects in third party countries. As a recent victim of high-profile 
terrorism originating from abroad, the US Government has had significant leverage to press 
foreign regimes to acquiesce to requests for extraditing terrorist suspects from their soil. 
However, if the US were seen as an “exporter of terrorism,” foreign governments could 
request a reciprocal arrangement that would impact US sovereignty. 


¢ Foreign regimes could request information on US citizens they deem to be terrorists or 
terrorist supporters, or even request the rendition of US citizens. US failure to 
cooperate could result in those governments refusing to allow the US to extract 
terrorist suspects from their soil, straining alliances and bilateral relations. 


«ln extreme cases, US refusal to cooperate with foreign government requests for 
extradition might lead some governments to consider secretly extracting US citizens 
suspected of foreign terrorism from US soil. Foreign intelligence operations on US soil 
to neutralize or even assassinate individuals in the US deemed to be a threat are not 
without precedent. Before the US entered World War II, British intelligence carried out 
information operations against prominent US citizens deemed to be isolationists or 
sympathetic to the Nazis. Some historians who have examined relevant archives even 
suspect that British intelligence officers assassinated Nazi agents on US soil. (S//NF) 
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Foreign perception of the US as an “exporter of terrorism” also raises difficult legal issues 
for the US, its foreign allies, and international institutions. To date, the US is not a signatory 
to the International Criminal Court (ICC) and instead, has pursued Bilateral | mmunity 
Agreements (BIAs) with other countries to ensure immunity for US nationals from ICC 
prosecution. The US has threatened to terminate economic aid and withdraw military 
assistance with countries that do not accede to BIAs. 


- If foreign regimes believe the US position on rendition is too one-sided, favoring the 
US, but not them, they could obstruct US efforts to detain terrorism suspects. For 
example, in 2005 Italy issued criminal arrest warrants for US agents involved in the 
abduction of an Egyptian cleric and his rendition to Egypt. The proliferation of such 
cases would not only challenge US bilateral relations with other countries but also 
damage global counterterrorism efforts. 


- If foreign leaders see the US refusing to provide intelligence on American terrorism 
suspects or to allow witnesses to testify in their courts, they might respond by denying 
the same to the US. In 2005 9/11 suspect Abdelghani Mzoudi was acquitted by a 
German court because the US refused to allow Ramzi bin al-Shibh, a suspected 
ringleader of the 9/11 plot who was in US custody, to testify. More such instances 
could impede actions to lock up terrorists, whether in the US or abroad, or result in 
the release of suspects. (S//NF)

SILENT SUBLIMINAL PRESENTATION SYSTEM 


BACKGROUND—FIELD OF THE INVENTION 


This invention relates in general to electronic audio 
signal processing and, in particular, to subliminal pre- 
sentation techniques. 


BACKGROUND—DESCRIPTION OF PRIOR 
ART 


Subliminal learning enjoys wide use today and sub- 
liminal tapes are being manufactured by a number of 
companies in the United States alone. Several decades 
of scientific study indicate that subliminal messages can 
influence a human’s attitudes and behavior. Subliminal, 
in these discussions, can be defined as “below the 
threshold of audibility to the conscious mind.” To be 
effective however, the subliminally transmitted infor- 
mation (called affirmations by those in the profession) 
must be presented to the listener’s ear in such a fashion 
that they can be perceived and “decoded” by the listen- 
er’s subconscious mind. We are referring to audio infor- 
mation in this discussion, however, information could 
be inputted into the subject’s subconscious mind 
through any of the body’s sensors, such as touch, smell, 
sight or hearing. As an example, early development 
work in the subliminal field utilized motion pictures and 
slide projections as the medium. Early research into 
visual and auditory subliminal stimutation effects is 
exemplified by U.S, Pat. Nos. 3,060,795 of Corrigan, et 
al. and 3,278,676 of Becker. U.S. Pat. No, 4,395,600 of 
Lundy and Tyler is representative of later develop- 
ments in today’s subliminal message techniques. 

The majority of the audio subliminal tapes available 
today are prepared using one basic technique. That is, 
the verbal affirmations are mixed with, and recorded at 
a lower Jevel than, a “foreground” of music or sounds 
of ocean surf or a bubbling mountain brook or other 
similar “masking” sounds. The affirmations are gener- 
ally recorded 5 decibels (db) or so below the “‘fore- 
ground” programming and regenerative automatic gain 
controt is usually applied to permit the affirmations to 
change their recorded amplitude in direct proportion to 
the short term averaged amplitude of the continually 
varying “foreground” material. In other words, the 
volume of the affirmations will follow or track the vol- 
ume changes of the “foreground” programming, but at 
a lower volume level. Circuit provisions are also usually 
included to “gate” the affirmations off when the music 
amplitude is low or zero. This insures that the affirma- 
tions cannot be heard during quiet program periods. 
Thus, today’s subliminal affirmations can be character- 
ized as being “masked” by music or other sounds, of 
constantly changing amplitude and of being reduced or 
cut off entirely during periods of low or quiet “fore- 
ground” programming. 

One of the principal, and most widely objected to, 
deficiencies in available subliminal tape presentation 
techniques is that the presence of the “foreground” 
materia] is intrusive to both the listener and to anyone 
else in the immediate area. No matter what “fore- 
ground” material is chosen, the fact remains that this 
material can be heard by anyone within its range and 
presents a definite distraction to other activities such as 
conversation, thought, desire to listen to other pro- 
gramming such as radio or television, need to concen- 
trate, etc. Additionally, and because the tapes are used 
repeatedly by the same listener, any “foreground”

music or material eventually becomes monotonously 
tiring to that listener. 

It is the purpose of the following described invention 
to eliminate or greatly reduce ali of the above deficien- 
cies. Although its application to the magnetic tape me- 
dium is described in the following discussion, the tech- 
nique is equally applicable to most other desired trans- 
mission mediums, such as Compact Disc, videocas- 
settes, digital tape recorders, Public Address (PA) sys- 
tems, background music installations, computer soft- 
ware programs, random access memory (RAM), read 
only memory (ROM), “live”, real time applications and 
other mediums now in existence or to be developed in 
the future, 

Implemented on tape cassettes, for example, the sub- 
liminal presentation described here is inaudible i-e., high 
audio or ultrasonic frequencies, the affirmations are 
presented at a constant, high amplitude level, and they 
occupy their own “clear channel”, non-masked fre- 
quency allocations. If desired, the previously described 
“foreground” music or other material can be added to 
the tape through use of an audio mixer. The “silent” 
recordings are inaudible to the user or by others present 
and are therefore very effective for use during periods 
of sleep or when in the presence of others. Additionally, 
the basic requirements of subliminal stimulation are met. 
That is, the affirmations are efficiently transmitted to 
the ear and, while undetected by the conscious mind, 
are perceived by and efficiently decoded by the subcon- 
scious mind. 


OBJECTS OF THE INVENTION 


Accordingly, several objects and advantages of my 
invention are: 

(a) to provide a technique for producing a subliminal 
presentation which is inaudible to the listeners(s), yet is 
perceived and demodulated (decoded) by the ear for 
use by the subconscious mind. 

(b) to provide a technique for transmitting inaudible 
subliminal information to the listener(s) at a constant, 
high level of signal strength and on a clear band of 
frequencies. 

(c) to provide a technique for producing inaudible 
subliminal presentations to which music or other “fore- 
ground” programming may be added, if desired. 

Still further objects and advantages will become ap- 
parent from a consideration of the ensuing description 
and drawings. 


BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 


In the drawings, the first digit of each component 
number also refers to the figure number where that 
component can be located. 

FIG. 1 represents the block diagram of a suitable 
system which will generate a frequency modulated 
(FM) signal at 14,500 Hz. 

FIG. 2 represents an approximation of the frequency 
response curve of the human ear and the signal decod- 
ing process. 

FIG. 3 represents the block diagram of a suitable 
system which will generate a single sideband, sup- 
pressed carrier, amplitude modulated (AM) signal at 
14,500 Hz.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF A PREFERRED 
EMBODIMENT 


Piease refer now to FIG. 1 and FIG. 2, which are 
drawings of a preferred implementation of the inven- 
tion. 

The principle of operation of the silent subliminal 
presentation system is as follows: 

An audio signal in the upper frequency region of the 
audio spectrum (for example, 14,500 Hz) is modulated 
with the desired information. The type of modulation 
may be any type suitable for subliminal applications; 
frequency modulation (FM), phase modulation (PM), 
upper single sideband with suppressed carrier, ampli- 
tude modulation (AM), tone modulation, etc. 

For broadest application, the high audio frequency 
selected as the carrier frequency must meet two basic 
criteria: 

(1) be high enough in the audio spectrum that its 
presence to the human ear is essentially unnoticed or 
undetectable (without the listener being informed that 
the signal is actually present) and, 

(2) be low enough in the audio spectrum that it (and 
its modulation content} can produce a useful output 
power from home entertainment type cassette or reel- 
to-ree] magnetic recorders. 

This would also include, of course, small portable and 
automobile tapé decks. 

Alternatively, the output of the system can be fed 
directly into an audio amplifier and its speaker/ear- 
phone system, Public Address system, etc. 

FIG. 1 provides the block diagram of an example of 
a system capable of generating the desired silent fre- 
quency modulated carrier. 

The modulation information is inputted into the mi- 
crophone 11. Other suitable input devices may be sub- 
stituted for microphone 11, such as a tape recorder or a 
radio. The microphone 11 is connected to the preampli- 
fier 12 and should have provisions for adjusting its gain 
in order that the optimum modulation index can be set 
in the frequency modulator 13. The frequency modula- 
tor 13 modulates the frequency of oscillator 14 which 
has been adjusted for an output of 14,500 Hz as de- 
scribed above. The output of oscillator 14 is fed through 
a suitable bandpass filter 15 into the tape recorder or 
directly into a suitable amplifier/speaker system. it is 
the purpose of the bandpass filter to remove or attenu- 
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ate audible products of the modulation process in order 
to maintain as audibly silent an output as practical. 

On the receiving end, FIG. 2 represents an approxi- 
mate and idealized frequency response curve of the . 
human ear. The frequency modulated carrier (centered 
at 14,500 Hz), as generated above and played through a 
tape recorder or amplifier/speaker system, is shown on 
FIG. 2 as speaker output 26, impinging upon the upper 
slope of the ear’s response curve at point 25. The fre- 
quency modulated excursions of the speaker output 26 
swing between points 23 and 24 on the ear’s upper re- 
sponse curve. Because the response curve between 
points 23 and 25 is relatively linear, this action results in 
a relatively linear demodulation of the original modula- 
tion intelligence, which is passed on subliminally to the 
inner ear. The amplitude of the demodulated output is 
not high enough to be detected by the conscious mind 
but is sufficient in amplitude to be detected by the sub- 
conscious mind. In the field of communications engi- 
neering design, the above demodulation process in 
known as slope detection and was used in early FM 
receiver design. In those receivers, the response curve 
was formed by the action of a tuned (inductive/capaci- 
tance) circuit. In our case, the response curve is formed 
by the natura] response curve of the human ear. The 
same slope detection technique can be performed at the 
low frequency end of the human ear response curve. 
This region is indicated on FIG. 2 as between points 21 
and 22. This region, however, has a much smaller avail- 
able bandwidth and is therefore more restricted as to 
the amount of ‘information that can be transmitted in an 
inaudible manner. 

In practice, the listener adjusts the volume control of 
the tape recorder or amplifier to a level just below that 
at which the listener hears an audible sound or noise 
from the speaker of the tape recorder. If the recording 
process is properly done, a spectrum analyzer or a cali- 
brated sound level meter wil! reveal a strong signal 
emanating from the tape recorder speaker. A calibrated 
sound level meter, at a distance of 1 meter (with C 
weighting and referenced to the standard of 0.0002 
micro bar) will typically indicate a silent power output 
of from 60 to 70 decibels.

What is claimed: 

1. A silent communications system, comprising: 

{a} amplitude modulated carrier means for generating 
signals located in non-aural portions of the audio 
and in the lower portion of the ultrasonic fre- 
quency spectrum said signals modulated with infor- 
mation to be perceived by a listener’s brain and, 

(b) acoustic and ultrasonic transducer means for 
propagating said signals, for inducement into the 
brain, of the listener, and, 
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{c) recording means for storing said modulated sig- 
nals on mechanical, magnetic and optical media for 
delayed or repeated transmissions to the listener. 

2. A silent communications system, comprising: 

{a) frequency modulated carrier means for generating 
signals located in non-aural portions of the audio 
and in the lower portion of the ultrasonic fre- 
quency spectrum, said signals modulated with in- 
formation to be perceived by a listener’s brain, and; 

(b)- acoustic and ultrasonic transducer means for 
propagating said signals, for inducement into the 
brain of the listener, and; 

(c) recording means for storing said modulated sig- 
nals on mechanical, magnetic and optical media for 
‘delayed or repeated transmissions to the listener. 

3. A silent communications system, comprising: 

{a} a combination of amplitude and frequency modu- 
lated carrier means for generating signals located in 
non-aural portions of the audio and in the lower 
portion of the ultrasonic frequency spectrum, said 
signals modulated with information to be perceived 
by a listener's brain, and 

(b} acoustic and ultrasonic transducer means for 
propagating said signals, for inducement into the 
brain of the listener;

The court will hear defendant’s evidence on September 4 before deciding whether or not to grant a 
restraining order. No such decision has yet been made. A restraining order might be granted, but this 
will not benefit TI’s, according to legal expert “Bob S.” 


“Winning a restraining order in court can’t be of any benefit in stopping electronic harassment 
produced by criminals in federal agencies,” Bob S. sais in an email to Dupré Saturday. “If they put 
electronic transmitters in open sight and permit a TI to get a restraining order against a local perp, 
they can then remove the visible transmitters and continue the attacks from sources that can’t be 
located.” 


Cointelpro tactics on steroids is what Tls are enduring. 


“This and other cases like it, which may follow, will benefit the federal criminals by covering up their 


responsibility and making it appear that electronic attacks are a local problem created by local bad 
guys for which local solutions are available,” Bob S says.

Secret Cell Tower Electromagnetic Assault Weapon Victim “Wins” Landmark Court Case 


After a landmark court case, a California Targeted Individual victim of a secret cell tower radio 
frequency directed energy weapon, claimed winning her case in court against her perpetrator and since 
then, she has been inundated with other targets pleading for help. 


The “win” stirred strong emotions and hope of hundreds of innocent targeted individuals, all claiming 
they are being attacked by secret microwave weapons used for mind control and to torture them. 


Kathleen Watterson, a Targeted Individual (Tl) and Levi McCann, the expert witness in her case, both in 
California, are now conducting triage, as hundreds of desperate innocent victims contact Watterson for 
help. 


“We have had over a thousand emails and are ferreting out the most WINNABLE cases. This is only the 
beginning,” Watterson wrote to Deborah Dupré in an email Thursday. “We’re going through all of them, 
working to see which ones have the best chance for winning in court. 


Watterson and McCann “happened to meet at their nearby Walmart” in southern California. The rest 
became history. As it turned out, McCann is amazingly qualified with legal expertise and electronics. It 
was everything Watterson needed to win her case in court. 


McCann demonstrated that standard satellite dishes within a 5-mile radius of Watterson’s home all 
pointed toward the equator where most satellites orbit the earth. That is, all but one, the defendant’s 
satellite dishes - that were pointed at Watterson’s house. 


McCann revealed that other neighborhood satellite dishes were geared toward receiving signals for TV, 
the Internet, etc. - except for Watterson’s satellite dishes that, according to meter readings from an RF 
spectrum analyzer and a tri-field meter, were transmitting microwave signals at her house. 


The evidence presented, plus expert knowledge and responses by McCann were overwhelmingly 
convincing. The judge believed his testimony. There remains one more court appearance in 
September. 


Watterson received a conditional restraining order for electromagnetic frequency harassment with 
penalties of up to 2 years in prison and up to $5000 in fines for violation of the court order. 


The U.S. government has never publicly acknowledged existence of this domestic offensive weapon 
grid, that “hides in plain sight” on cell towers in every neighborhood and along every highway in 
America, veteran journalist Vic Livingston has said. 


“Not a single member of the Washington DC press corps has asked the White House about the 
nationwide system of extrajudicial punishment that ranges from community-based “gangstalking” to 
financial sabotage and covert electromagnetic weapon assault, impairment, torture and 
subjugation/”behavior (mind) control”. 


Norah O’Donell was the last reporter to ask a high government official about electromagnetic 
weaponry, according to Livingston. She put the question to then-defense secretary Donald Rumsfeld at 
a Pentagon briefing. 


“His answer appeared to confirm reports that such weaponry has been deployed and used in warfare (at 
that time, in Iraq). No reporter that | know of has followed up,” Livingston told Dupré. “I firmly believe 
that the White House cannot deny the existence of a nationwide program of extrajudicial punishment 
and electromagnetic weapon torture.”
